ILWOOD  HAYSfS 


THIRTEEN  years  have  passed  since  Elwood 
Haynes  began  to  work  on  the  theory  that  a 
44  Horseless  carriage  "  could  be  propelled  sat- 
isfactorily by  a  gas  engine. 

The  result  in  1893  was  the  first  American  gaso- 
line automobile. 

As  pictured  here,  it  shows 
small  resemblance  to  the  well- 
known  cars  that  bear  the  Haynes 
name  for  1907,  but  it  contains 
elements  of  design  that  are  now 
standard  and  to  this  antiquated 
vehicle  every  modern  automobile 
is,  in  some  respect,  in  debt. 
With  this  car,  Elwood  Haynes 
proved  his  theory  —  the  car 
would  run — and  it  will  run  to-day.  Its  active  life 
was  closed  only  recently  when  the  Smithsonian 
Institute  secured  it  for  its  Museum  to  illustrate  the 
history  of  the  automobile. 

Since  1893  there  have  been  many  Haynes  cars 
— a  steady  progression  leading  down  to  the  model  S 

and  T  of 
1907.  It  has 
taken  time 
t  o  develop 
the  automo- 
bile, and 
Haynes  had 
a  long  start. 

The  orig- 
inal leader- 
sh ip  has 
never  been 
lost. 

The  Haynes 
factory  was 
the  first 

automobile  factory  to  be  built  in  America.  Low 
tension  make-and-break  ignition  originated  in  the 
fiaynes  models  of  1895.  The  Haynes  began  the 
march  of  improvements  in  materials  by  introdu- 
cing nickel  steel.  Aluminum  alloy  for  bodirs  and 
for  engine  parts  was  used  first  in  the  Haynes. 
The  Haynes  were  the  first  cars  to  be  equipped  with 
large  wheels.  The  side- entrance  body  was  a 
Haynes  introduction.  In  a  multitude  of  details  the 
Haynes  has  been  universally  imitated.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  that  the  Haynes  has  been  more  copied 
from  than  any  other  car. 

To-day  in  their  simplicity,  reliability  and  per- 
fection, the  Haynes  models  are  still  ahead  of  their 
rivals,  embodying  devices  that  will  be  imitated  in 
other  cars  in  later  years.

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It  will  be  seen  that  Judge  Hotchkiss's 
remembrance  of  his  address  before  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  Club,  as  told  on 
another  page,  agrees  with  that  of  Auto- 
mobile Topics'  correspondent  in  its  es- 
sential features.  Particularly  is  this  true 
as  regards  the  strictures  on  the  automo- 
bile press.  They  constitute  a  grave  in- 
dictment of  the  latter,  and,  as  he  states, 
reflect  the  views  of  many  motorists  and,  what  is  even  more  important  to  the 
advertisement-gorged  and  stereotyped  write-up  sheets,  of  many  of  the  con- 
cerns in  the  trade — the  very  people  in  whose  assumed  interests  the  write- 
ups  and  trade  notes  are  made  to  fill  the  papers  to  the  deprivation  of  the 
readers  who  are  supposed  to  pay  for  them.  It  appears  that  what  Judge 
Hotchkiss  objects  to  is  the  plan  of  having  the  tail  wag  the  dog.  That  is 
to  say,  the  Judge  is  old-fashioned  enough  to  believe  that  an  automobile  paper 
should  be  prepared  for  and  published  in  the  interests  of  the  automobilist.  This 
may  have  been  the  conception  of  an  automobile  paper  when  the  industry  was  in 
its  infancy,  and  the  average  publisher  devoted  his  energies  to  the  task  of  compiling 
and  presenting  in  an  attractive  form  matters  of  general  interest  to  motorists  all 
over  the  country.  But  with  the  growth  and  consequent  prosperity  of  the 'industry 
it  soon  came  about  that  the  getting  of  ads  became  the  main  business  of  an  up-to- 
date  paper,  while  the  readers  received  less  and  less  attention. 


In  Judge  Hotchkiss's  opinion  the  remedy  is  for  the  American  Automobile  Asso~ 
elation'  to  establish  and  conduct  an  organ  of  its  own.  From  such  an  organ  the 
festive  and  omnipresent  trade  puff  wiH  be  eliminated,  whether  disguised  or  open, 
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and  the  business  of  getting  advertisements,  and  perhaps  even  the  advertisements 
themselves,  will  be  kept  within  very  narrow  bounds.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that 
enough  advertisements  will  be  accepted  to  bear  a  considerable  portion  of  the  ex- 
pense of  publication.  But  beyond  this  the  work  would  stop,  presumably.  It  is 
also  a  reasonable  inference  that  the  conductors  of  the  journal,  being  fully  conver- 
sant with  the  ingredients  that  must  be  employed  to  make  a  readable  and  a  useful 
paper,  would  mix  them  properly  and  serve  them  up  in  just  the  proper  form.  We 
repeat  that  this  may  be,  but  no  one  can  tell  when  the  millennium  will  come. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  newspapers  of  a  sport  or  industry,  or  both, 
are  what  the  followers  of  that  sport  and  the  members  of  that  industry  make  it. 
There  are  papers  that  give  nothing  but  trade  news.  There  are  others — Auto- 
mobile Topics  being  the  most  conspicuous  example — which  cater  exclusively  to 
automobile  owners  and  users.  With  them  the  trade  note  and  the  write-up  are 
minor  features  of  the  paper,  just  as  Judge  Hotchkiss  suggests  they  should  be. 
The  reader,  and  by  the  reader  is  meant  the  automobile  public  at  large,  gets  the 
paper  that  has  been  prepared  for  him  and  which  contains  only  matter  of  interest 
to  him.  Such  a  paper  is  Automobile  Topics,  and  its  clientele  consists  of  automo- 
bile owners  who  buy  it  because  it  is  the  only  automobile  paper  that  interests  them. 


Bumper  crops  are  in  sight  in  Kansas,  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  other  Western  States. 
Yet  the  calamity  howlers  see  nothing  but  slump  and  depression ! 


The  day  of  the  demonstrator  and  the  busy  season  of  the  demonstrating  car  are 
v  at  hand. '  Demonstrations  undoubtedly  sell  many  cars,  but  some  people  are  begin- 
ning to  question  their  value.  Almost  any  old  car  will  demonstrate  acceptably  so 
long  as  it  is  "tuned  up"  when  it  starts.  Under  such  circumstances  it  gives  the 
best  possible  results.  But  how  long  a  stock  car  of  the  same  make  will  continue  to 
do  good  work  is  quite  a  different  matter.   There  are  cars  and  cars. 


So  far  no  concerns  have  come  directly  forward  to  give  the  weight  of  their  names 
to  the  objection  to  that  portion  of  the  A.  A.  A.  tour  rules  which  requires  each 
car  to  carry  with  it  from  the  start  all  parts  that  will  be  used  for  repairs.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  who  it  is  that  wants  to  vitiate  this  plan. 


A  short  time  ago  a  prediction  was  made  that  the  month  of  April  would  be  a 
banner  selling  mpnth.  This  was  reckoning  without  the  god  of  weather,  however. 
Four  inches  of  snow  in  one  day  are  not  conducive  to  the  multiplication  of  sales. 
Pity  the  poor  dealer! 


Now  we  are  told  that  the  internal  combustion  motor  is  shortly  to  drive  the  steam 
engine  as  the  equipment  of  battleships  out  of  business.  Great  Britain  is  taking  a 
foremost  part  in  this  movement,  and  recently  a  paper  was  read  before  the  Insti- 
tute of  Naval  Architects,  showing  this.  The  funnels  necessary  to  the  huge  bat- 
teries of  boilers  prevent  the  concentration  of  all  guns  on  one  particular  point,  and 
one  concern  has  perfected  a  system  to  enable  explosion  motors  to  be  used.  With 
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this  type  of  motor  the  funnels  and  air  uptakes  are  eliminated,  and  in  their  place 
are  mounted  additional  turrets  so  disposed  as  to  enable  all  the  guns  to  be  con- 
centrated on  either  broadside.  The  saving  in  weight  enables  heavier  protecting 
armor  to  be  used.   The  motor  is  of  the  two-cycle  type. 


Several  extraordinary  fast  runs  have  been  reported  within  the  past  week  or  two, 
some  of  them  being  publicly  advertised.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  authorities  do  not 
take  these  statements  at  their  face  value  and  get  after  the  openly  avowed  law- 
breakers.   If  they  did  we  should  have  less  of  this  sort  of  thing. 


Until  the  new  Missouri  automobile  law  becomes  effective  the  members  of  the 
Kansas  City  Automobile  Qub  have  decided  to  expatriate  themselves.  In  taking 
runs  they  will  go  into  Kansas,  where  the  roads  are  free  to  automobilists  as  well 
as  other  American  citizens.  They  look  forward  to  the  time  when  they  will  be 
permitted  to  make  use  of  the  roads  of  their  State  in  the  same  way  as  other  people. 


On  all  sides  the  plan  of  sealing  the  bonnets  of  cars  in  open  competitions  is  being 
favored.  The  idea  is  a  most  excellent  one,  quite  as  excellent  now  as  it  was  last 
fall  when  Automobile  Topics  first  put  it  forth.  It  is  a  little  amusing,  however,  to 
have  it  proposed  at  this  late  day  as  a  real  novelty. 


Kansans  have  always  been  noted  for  doing  curious  things,  but  the  story  on  an- 
other page,  to  the  effect  that  Governor  Hoch  has  signed  a  bill  requiring  the  use 
of  red  cans  for  gasolene,  smacks  somewhat  of  the  joke  order.  The  act  makes  it 
unlawful  for  dealers  to  sell  gasolene  in  any  but  red  receptacles,  and  is  entitled,  so 
our  correspondent  states,  "An  act  to  protect  hired  girls  and  absent-minded  men." 
What  a  refinement  of  cruelty  in  the  linking! 


The  item  is  traveling  the  rounds  that  a  certain  chauffeur  has  invented  a  device 
for  taking  the  "hum"  out  of  the  gears  of  high-powered  cars.  He  has  applied  for 
a  patent  on  his  invention,  and  it  is  expected  that  as  soon  as  he  receives  it  he  will 
begin  to  make  things  hum. 


It  is  very  evident  that  to  Assemblyman  Brooks  of  New  York  there  is  not  very 
much  difference  between  trolley  cars  and  automobiles.  At  least,  the  legislator 
introduced  in  the  House  at  Albany,  last  week,  a,  bill  which,  if  passed,  will  make 
it  necessary  for  every  automobile  operated  in  the  State  to  be  equipped  with 
fenders  similar  to  those  in  use  on  street  cars.  Foreseeing  the  hardship  that  would 
be  imposed,  if  the  bill  were  made  effective  immediately,  Assemblyman  Brooks 
stipulates  that  motorists  can  have  until  January  i  next  to  affix  the  fenders  to 
their  cars.    How  considerate! 
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Major  Miller  Proposes  a  Real  Contest 


How  the  matter  of  holding  contests  is  viewed  by  an  owner  and  driver  of 
cars  is  told  in  the  accompanying  letter.  The  writer,  Major  C.  J.  S.  Miller  of 
Franklin,  Pa.,  and  New  York,  is  both.  He  has  owned  no  less  than  28  cars,  both 
American  and  foreign,  and  is  exceptionally  well  qualified  to  speak  on  the  sub- 
ject.   His  letter  follows: 

"I  see  by  various  articles  in  your  paper  that  the  different  American  manu- 
facturers' associations  do  not  regard  favorably  the  idea  of  organizing  any 
serious  endurance  test  this  year,  or,  indeed,  a  real  contest  of  any  kind,  in  which 
only  manufacturers  should  participate.  This  seems  surprising  to  me,  as  con- 
tests of  this  kind  are  held  very  successfully  in  Europe  and  help  not  only  the 
manufacturer  but  the  public  as  well,  as  it  is  thus  enabled  to  learn  something 
about  the  different  makes  and  becomes  competent  to  discriminate  between  good, 
bad  and  indifferent  cars  when  buying. 

"I  understand,  of  course,  that  just  at  present  the  American  manufacturer 
is  so  situated  that  he  is  frequently  able  to  dispose  of  his  product  regardless  of 
its  merits.  That  is  to  say,  some  makes  are  sold  on  merits,  some  through  a 
liberal  expenditure  of  printers'  ink  and  still  others  through  a  strong  selling 
organization  having  its  ramifications  all  over  the  country. 

"The  existence  of  such  methods,  except,  of  course,  the  first  named,  is  in- 
dicative, it  seems  to  me,  of  a  very  short-sighted  policy.  It  may  be  a  successful 
one  so  long  as  the  present  remarkable  demand  keeps  up,  but  it  bears  hardly 
on  the  buying  public  and,  coupled  with  the  failure  to  conduct  contests,  makes 
it  almost  impossible  to  obtain  information  regarding  the  comparative  merits 
of  the  car«. 

"It  may  be  that  American  manufacturers  are  afraid  of  a  comparative  test 
and  consider  that  it  would  be  foolish  just  now,  when  they  can  readily  sell,  or 
rather  place,  their  output  among  dealers,  to  lay  bare  certain  shortcomings  of 
their  cars.  The  1907  French  Grand  Prix  will  have  as  a  basis,  unlike  preceding 
years  when  weight  only  was  considered,  the  consumption  of  gasolene,  while  the 
Targa  Florio  contest  takes  as  a  basis,  if  my  memory  is  correct,  exactly  the 
same  proposition  you  advocated  in  1905,  viz.,  weight  and  cylinder  volume  com- 
bined. 

"In  view  of  this  I  make  the  following  suggestions: 

"Why  should  there  not  be  organized  in  America  an  out-and-out  manu- 
facturers' contest  (not  users'  or  amateurs')  ? 

"In  such  a,  contest  as  proposed,  not  only  the  cylinder-bore,  weight  and  con- 
sumption should  be  considered,  but  also  comfort,  car  capacity  and  selling  price. 

"Let  every  manufacturer  utilize  his  best  drivers  and  talents.  Make  it  a  3 
days  contest,  starting  every  morning  from  New  York,  a  4  hour  run  and  back. 
The  first  day  select  a  hilly  road,  the  second  a  sandy  road  and  the  third  a  level 
road.  Observers  should  be  furnished  by  each  manufacturer,  who  should  never, 
however,  officiate  on  their  own  employers'  cars.  If  not  reporting  at  the  in- 
dicated time  for  duty,  penalizations  should  be  imposed .  for  each  minute's  ab- 
sence against  the  manufacturer  who  named  the  observer.    Change  observers 
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twice  a  day,  but  in  such  a  manner  that  the  one  observer  never  rides  twice  in 
the  same  car.  Seal  the  bonnets  before  starting  from  each  control  and  keep 
careful  account  of  all  repairs,  adjustments,  gasolene,  oil  and  water  consumption. 

"Instead  of  charging  points  against  the  cars,  the  cars  should  be  charged 
with  dollars  and  cents,  i.  e.,  for  all  labor  done  by  either  driver  or  any  passenger 
in  the  car,  the  car  will  be  charged  with  one  cent  per  minute  per  person  working, 
which  means  at  the  rate  of  60  cents  an  hour.  In  the  same  way,  gasolene,  oil. 
change  of  parts  or  tires  should  be  charged  at  the  regular  custom  prices.  This 
would  give  the  public  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  work  of  the  cars. 
After  the  contest  is  over,  the  cars  to  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  engineers  for 
examination  as  to  point  of  comforts  and  deterioration. 

"If  this  plan  does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  manufacturers,  or  should 
they  feel  reluctant  to  submit  to  such  a  test,  I  suggest  an  alternative  plan : 

"This  is  to  have  an  investigation  set  on  foot  by  your  paper,  in  the  form  of 
a  series  of  questions  asked  of  users  of  American  and  foreign  cars,  touching 
directly  upon  their  behavior  during  1906.  Suppose,  for  example,  you  invite 
25  users  of  each  make  of  car  to  give  you  their  experience  during  last  season. 
The  responses  would  make  very  interesting  reading,  and  the  information  thus 
elicited  would  be  highly  appreciated  by  your  readers,  especially  in  the  absence 
of  any  real  contest  this  year. 

"I  offer  these  suggestions  for  what  they  are  worth." 


High  Court  Gives  Decision  on  Knotty  Insurance  Point 

An  important  decision,  affecting  both  automobilists  and  insurance  com- 
panies, was  handed  down  in  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  New  York  Supreme 
Court  last  week.  The  case  was  one  to  recover  insurance  upon#an  automobile 
destroyed  by  fire  after  being  overturned  in  a  ditch. 

Suits  had  been  brought  by  Veryl  Preston  against  the  ^Etna  Insurance  Com- 
pany and  Union  Assurance  Society  to  recover  the  value  of  an  automobile  which 
he  had  insured  with  both  companies.  The  car  was  destroyed  by  fire  two  years 
ago.  The  companies  denied  liability  on  the  ground  that  their  policies  did  not 
cover  damages  caused  by  fire  originating  within  the  vehicle.  The  evidence 
showed  that  the  automobile  was  overturned  and  the  gasolene  leaking  from  the 
tank  was  set  on  fire  by  one  of  the  lamps  on  the  machine. 

Judgment  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  companies  in  the  Supreme  Court  on 
the  report  of  a  referee,  who  held  that  the  fire  came  within  the  description  of 
originating  within  the  vehicle. 

Justice  Ingraham,  writing  the  opinion  of  the  Appellate  Division,  which  re- 
verses this  judgment  and  orders  a  new  trial,  says  that  while  it  is  true  the  lamps 
were  part  of  the  machine,  they  were  certainly  not  inside  of  it,  and,  therefore,  not 
within  the  vehicle.  Nor  was  the  gasolene  that  ignited  within  the  vehicle,  as  it 
had  spilled  from  the  tank.  Hence,  he  concludes,  the  fire  did  not  originate  within 
the  vehicle  in  the  legal  sense  of  the  expression,  and,  therefore,  the  plaintiff  is 
entitled  to  recover  under  his  policies. 
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Sicily's  Great  Race  the  Targa  Florio 


Few  people  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Sicily  and  fewer  still  know  what 
great  progress  has  been  made  in  this  island  in  the  last  few  years,  from  the  view- 
point of  civilization,  as  well  as  from  that  of  industries  and  commerce,  and  all  this 
is  owing  to  the  automobile. 

It  is  truly  curious,  in  fact,  to  note  that,  while  in  England,  the  Weybridge 
autodrome  is  only  being  finished,  and  that  while  in  France  and  Germany  the 
project  of  race  tracks  is  still  under  study,  Sicily,  the  little  island  that  was  thought 
to  be  remote  from  all  modern  thoughts,  has  just  inaugurated  the  first  autodrome 
in  Europe.  There  are  not,  as  has  been  said,  only  20  automobiles  on  this  island, 
but  30. 

Moreover,  it  may  be  said  that  the  new  locomotion  has  for  the  last  three  years 
completely  revolutionized  Sicily.  The  automobile  has  awakened  the  population 
from  the  lethargic  slumber  with  which  it  has  been  oppressed  from  time  imme- 
morial, and,  as  was  seen  last  year  in  the  Targa  Florio,  she  has  made  known  to 
the  civilized  world  that  Sicily  is  not  only  beautiful  in  her  coasts,  bathed  by  the 
blue  waters  of  the  Tyrranian  Sea,  but  that  the  interior  contains  unknown  beauties 
worthy  of  attracting  all  tourists. 

The  most  picturesque  and  most  interesting  part  of  Sicily  is  what  is  called 
the  Madonies,  abrupt  hills  with  huge  rocks  and  wild  slopes  that  served  for  ages 
as  dens  of  bandits  to  whom  they  offered  an  inaccessible  and  impenetrable  asylum. 
Here  the  conquering  Arabs  of  Sicily  established  impregnable  castles,  the  vestiges 
of  which  are  still  imposing.  The  castles  on  the  Terra  Vecchia,  the  castle  of 
Cetrotia,  that  of  Collesano  Isnello,  still  show  what  the  power  of  the  fiery  and 
formidable  Saracens  was.  Some  of  these  were  destroyed  by  the  earthquakes 
which  devastated  Sicily  in  the  16th  and  17th  centuries,  but  many  of  the  feudal 
castles  still  remain. 

What  also  lends  a  charm  to  Sicily  is  the  purity  with  which  the  manners  and 
traditions  of  its  mountain  population  have  been  preserved.  The  shepherds,  for 
example,  have  a  true  monarchic  constitution  which  begins  with  the  rank  of 
"zarzune"  (boy)  and  ends  with  that  of  "curotolo"  and  "sopratate"  (manager  of 
farm  and  overseer).  The  boy  begins  his  rude  novitiate  under  the  lead  of  a  com- 
panion who  in  turn  depends  on  the  "picurara"  (or  keeper  of  sheep),  of  the 
"cropara"  (keeper  of  cays),  of  the  "vaccarme"  (cow  keeper)  and  of  the  "junin- 
tara"  (keeper  of  horses). 

As  for  the  females,  they  are  quite  pretty  and  are  good  housekeepers.  A 
Sicilian  song  indicates  by  words  the  special  qualities  of  the  women  of  each  region. 
The  peasant  woman  of  Collesano  is  called  "assumateddo"  (brunette),  the  bour- 
geoise  of  Cepalu  "cuppidatedda"  (long-haired),  the  women  of  Collaraturo  "testa 
de  vacca"  (cow's  herd),  the  women  of  Ceillato  "pensutedda,"  and  so  on. 

On  leaving  Ternini,  the  road  abruptly  leaves  the  shore  bordered  with  gardens 
and  enters  the  boundless  and  arid  land  that  leads  to  Cerda,  a  small  and  almost 
deserted  village  which  communicates  with  the  neighboring  country  through  the 
old  stage-coach  alone.   From  thence  an  ascent  is  made  to  the  castle  of  Cattavutura 
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in  picturesque  ruins,  then  to  Polizzi,  an  old  Greek  city,  Castellane  and  Petralia 
Soprana,  the  most  elevated  country  of  Sicily,  at  447  milimeters  above  the  level  of 
the  sea.  The  road  afterward  continues  through  Geraci,  of  which  the  rock  and 
castle  overlook  the  picturesque  valley*  and  then  extends  to  Castelbuono.  This  city 
is  remarkable  for  its  pretty,  well  preserved  castle,  dating  back  to  121 1.  Twelve 
kilometers  farther  along  we  reach  Isnello,  famed  for  the  pure  water  of  its  river

and  the  beauty  of  its  centenary  forests,  then  Collesano  with  its  Saracen  remains, 
and  finally  Campopelice  in  order  to  reach  again  Tennini. 

As  may  be  seen  the  Targa  Florio  road  traverses  only  the  northerly  part  of 
Sicily,  but  this  is  undoubtedly  the  most  picturesque.  The  automobile,  moreover, 
owing  to  Chevalier  Florio,  has  made  great  progress  there,  and,  thanks  to  him, 
Sicily  will,  in  a  few  years,  become  a  centering  of  touring. 

Saturday,  April  21,  is  the  date  set  for  the  running  of  the  Targa  Florio,  the 
first  of  the  season's  European  contests.  It  will  be  held  in  Sicily,  over  a  course 
measuring  about  92  miles  in  length.  The  exact  distance  has  not  been  announced, 
but  it  is  believed  either  three  or  five  circuits  will  be  made. 

Competing  cars  must  be  of  touring  type  as  far  as  horse-power  is  concerned. 
There  is  a  limit  of  130  mm  (5.1  inches)  for  the  bore  of  the  four-cylinder  and  of 
90  mm  (3.54  inches)  for  six-cylinder  engines.  A  special  limit  of  no  mm  (4.33 
inches)  for  the  bore  and  200  mm  (7.87  inches)  for  the  stroke  of  the  Gorbron 
double  piston  motor  has  been  decided.  Each  car  must  carry  two  individuals. 

Entries  to  the  number  of  52  have  been  received,  Italy  leading  with  27  cars 
and  France  coming  next  with  17. 
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Control  by  Spark  and  Throttle 

By  ALPH  LARKSON 


Perhaps  the  most  difficult  thing  for  the  beginner  to  understand  and  operate 
skilfully  is  the  sparking  advance  lever.  Usually  this  is  because  he  does  not  un- 
derstand what  happens  when  the  spark  is  "advanced"  or  "retarded."  It  shall  be 
the  first  aim  of  this  article  to  explain  what  these  terms  mean. 

We  will  take,  for  example,  the  single  cylinder  4-cycle  engine.  On  th$  first 
downward  stroke  of  the  piston,  the  charge  is  drawn  into  the  cylinder.  On  the 
upward  stroke  the  explosive  mixture  is  compressed  and  then,  just  at  the  moment 
when  the  piston  starts  to  descend,  if  one  wishes  the  greatest  efficiency,  the  charge 
should  be  exploded.  To  advance  the  spark  beyond  this  point  means  that  the  ex- 
plosion will  take  place  before  the  piston  has  reached  the  highest  point  and  so 
cause  back  pressure.  To  retard  the  spark  from  this  point  means  that  the  explo- 
sion will  take  place  while  the  piston  is  on  its  downward  stroke  and  so  the  ex- 
plosion will  not  be  as  effective. 

However,  we  must  still  reckon  with  the  fact  that,  although  the  piston  is  not 
in  as  advantageous  a  position  to  receive  the  force  of  the  explosion,  there  is  a 
heavier  charge  in  the  cylinder,  due  to  the  inlet  valve  being  held  open  longer  on 
account  of  the  reduced  speed,  so  that  what  is  lost  by  the  engine  in  speed  is  gained 
in  power. 

"Spark  is  speed  and  throttle  is  power."  When  the  spark  is  well  advanced 
you  are  getting  a  light  charge  and  getting  it  often.  When  the  spark  is  retarded, 
you  are  getting  a  somewhat  heavier  charge  and  less  speed.  When  you  advance 
the  spark  you  explode  the  charge  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  time  when  the  piston 
is  at  its  highest  point  until,  if  advanced  too  far,  the  mixture  will  explode  before 
the  piston  reaches  its  highest  point.  This  is  denoted  by  a  knocking  sound  and  has 
been  known  to  bend  the  connecting  rod.  When  the  spark  is  retarded  more  and 
more,  the  piston  is  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  end  of  the  downward  stroke.  If 
retarded  too  far,  there  will  be  barking  in  the  muffler,  caused  by  the  valve  lifting 
and  allowing  part  of  the  charge  to  escape  before  the  explosion  takes  place.  This 
is  liable  to  result  in  a  broken  valve. 

In  driving  a  car  one  can  follow  general  rules  as  there  are  varying  conditions 
which  cannot  always  be  foreseen.  However,  if  we  remember  always  that  autoist's 
golden  rule  "Spark  is  speed  and  throttle  is  power''  and  use  our  common  sense, 
we  will  have  little  difficulty  in  control. 

In  traveling  along  a  level  road  at  an  ordinary  rate  of  speed,  keep  your  en- 
gine throttled  down  and  advance  your  spark  to  keep  up  the  speed.  If  the  road 
becomes  hilly,  gradually  open  your  throttle  to  meet  your  advanced  spark.  In 
climbing  a  hill  by  rushing  at  it,  trusting  to  your  momentum  to  carry  you  over, 
keep  your  spark  well  advanced  and  your  throttle  open.  If  your  engine  pounds 
slightly  and  begins  to  slow  down  appreciably  when  almost  up,  by  opening  your 
throttle  wide  and  gradually  retarding  your  spark,  you  may  get  over  the  top  with- 
out any  serious  pounding.  It  is  a  much  better  plan  to  run  your  engine  at  a  con- 
stant speed  on  a  lower  gear  than  risk  damage  by  the  slowing  down  and  pound- 
ing on  the  high  gear  before  changing.    If  you  are  forced  back  on  your  low  gear, 
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advance  your  spark  somewhat,  but  not  enough  to  cause  the  engine  to  race.  Noth- 
ing will  loosen  up  an  engine  more  than  allowing  it  to  run  at  top  speed  without 


In  starting  up  your  engine,  always  be  sure  that  your  spark  is  well  retarded 
or  you  may  have  the  experience  of  a  "back  fire."  And  when  advancing  the 
spark,  do  so  gradually,  giving  the  engine  time  to  pick  up  speed.  It  is  a  good 
plan,  especially  in  air-cooled  engines,  to  control  the  machine  as  much  as  possible 
with  the  spark,  as  it  not  only  saves  gasolene,  but  also  prevents  the  overheating 
of  the  engine.  Very  often,  when  the  engine  is  heating  up  fast,  it  may  be  cooled 
by  shutting  off  the  gasolene,  all  but  a  very  little  and  then  advancing  the  spark 
as  long  as  the  engine  picks  up  speed.  I  have  many  times  seen  a  red  hot  exhaust 
pipe  cooled  in  this  manner. 


Toll  Rates  Reduced  as  Result  oi  Motorists'  Protest 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  April  8. — As  a  result  of  their  protest  against  the  toll 
rates  on  the  new  viaduct  connecting  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  Kansas  City,  Kan.r 
motorists  have  been  informed  that  these  rates  have  been  materially  reduced,  with 
a  further  cut  if  a  round-trip  ticket  is  purchased.  The  rate  now  for  runabouts  is  20 
cents  and  for  touring  cars  25  cents. 

Both  the  Park  Board  and  the  Jackson  County  Court,  in  which  Kansas  City 
is  situated,  have  decided  to  sprinkle  roads  freely  with  oil  during  the  summer. 
This  year  a  heavier  grade  of  oil  will  be  used,  resembling  a  light  asphalt,  and 
streets  will  be  closed  to  traffic  for  a  day  or  two  after  the  application  of  the  oil. 
Last  year,  comparatively  light  oil  was  put  on  with  ordinary  street  sprinklers. 
Four  coats  of  oil  during  the  summer  obviated  the  necessity  for  sprinkling  with 
water  for  the  year. 

The  Park  Board  has  made  an  order  permitting  motorists  more  time  on  the 
Cliff  Drive,  one  of  the  city's  most  picturesque  boulevards,  but  the  Council  has  not 
approved  the  action.  At  present  motor  cars  are  barred  every  day  except  Wednes- 
day. 


Thursday,  April  18th,  has  been  set  as  the  date  the  fine  new  club-house  of 
the  Automobile  Club  of  America  will  be  formally  opened  to  its  members.  Work 
is  being  pushed  with  all  possible  haste  on  the  building  and  it  is  now  expected  that 
it  will  be  ready  to  turn  over  to  the  members  at  the  time  mentioned.  Since  January 
1st  portions  of  the  house  have  been  occupied  by  various  departments  of  the  club 
and  the  work  of  moving  in  has  been  going  on  piecemeal  ever  since. 


It  is  stated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Arctic  Club  that  six  automobiles  are  being 
built  here  and  abroad  to  make  individual  "dashes"  for  the  North  Pole.  It  is 
very  evident  that  these  sanguine  explorers  do  not  take  much  stock  in  the  theory 
that  an  open  polar  sea  surrounds  the  Pole. 
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Coronado  Gymkhana  Furnishes  Good  Sport 

The  first  automobile  gymkhana  held  in  Southern  California  took  place  on 
the  race  track  of  the  Coronado  Country  Club  at  Coronado  Beach,  California,  on 
Saturday,  March  30.  The  day  was  ideal  and  the  program  was  run  off  without  a 
hitch.    The  "stunts"  were  preceded  by  three  races. 

A  five-mile  race  between  John  Scripps  in  a  Packard  runabout  and  H.  D.  Ryus  in  a 
Pope-Hartford,  24-30  hp.,  was  won  by  Scripps  by  more  than  one-fourth  of  a  mile;  time, 

Speed-judging  contest,  one-half  mile  at  rate  of  ten  miles  an  hour;  four  competitors; 
German,  in  Pope-Toledo  car,  won;  time,  2.30. 

Speed-judging  contest,  one  mile  at  rate  of  20  miles  an  hour;  ten  competitors;  Stevens 
won,  his  time  being  2.55. 

One  hundred  yards  dash  from  standing  start;  won  by  Hardy;  time,  12^4  seconds. 

One  hundred  yards  dash  from  standing  start,  to  100  yards  line  (front  wheels  of  car  to 
cross  the  line),  then  reverse  and  back  50  feet;  two  competitors  stalled  their  cars  on  the 
100  yards  line;  Kessler  won. 

Brake  test;  run  100  yards,  then  come  to  a  dead  stop  as  near  the  100  yards  line  as  pos- 
sible and  not  more  than  one  yard  from  it;  Collier  won. 

Two  hundred  yards  with  a  turn ;  three  competitors ;  Kessler  won  in  25%  seconds. 

Track  the  track :  100  yards  with  left  front  wheel  running  along  100  feet  of  wooden  path- 
way one  foot  wide;  five  competitors,  one  of  whom  ran  off  the  pathway;  Kessler  won;  time, 
i2]/2  seconds ;  Hardy  was  second,  in  1234  seconds. 

One  hundred  yards  and  back,  passing  alternately  eight  obstacles;  Hardy  won  in  run- 
about class;  time,  40  seconds;  Gillespie  won  in  touring  car  class;  time,  41  seconds. 

Tilting  at  ring  at  rate  of  not  less  than  20  miles  an  hour;  ten  rings  suspended  over 
track ;  five  competitors ;  Collier  won,  taking  five  rings. 

Driving  at  speed  of  not  less  than  15  miles  an  hour  and  dropping  balls  into  buckets 
placed  at  intervals  along  the  track ;  five  competitors ;  Gillespie  won,  dropping  three  balls  into 
the  buckets. 

The  officials  were  A.  B.  Daniels,  referee;  Paul  H.  Schmidt,  clerk  of  the  course  and 
timer;  Arthur  Cosgrove,  starter;  Fred  Tregarth,  scorer;  E.  Milton  Barber,  Claus  Spreckels, 
Jr.,  and  C.  E.  Groesbeck,  judges. 


To  Erect  a  White  House  on  Long  Island 

An  idea  that  may  be  widely  copied  has  been  conceived  and  is  to  be  put  into 
effect  by  the  White  Co.  Through  its  president,  Windsor  T.  White,  it  has  made 
formal  application  to  A.  R.  Pardington  for  a  plot  of  ground  adjacent  to  the  Long 
Island  Motor  Parkway.  When  the  purchase  is  completed  there  will  be  erected 
on  this  plot  a  commodious  headquarters  for  the  use  of  owners  of  White  steamers 
and  their  guests. 

The  structure  is  to  be  called  "The  White  House,"  and,  as  there  are  over  a 
thousand  White  owners  in  Greater  New  York  and  vicinity  and,  as  a  majority  of 
them  will  make  at  least  occasional  use  of  the  parkway,  it  is  evident  that  the  build- 
ing will  be  of  no  mean  proportions. 

The  general  plan  of  the  headquarters  will  be  that  of  an  exclusive  country- 
club,  with  an  immense  garage  as  the  central  feature.  The  extent  of  the  restaurant 
and  sleeping  accommodations  to  be  provided  will  depend  upon  what  hotel  develop- 
ment there  will  be  in  the  vicinity. 
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Found  Some  Work  Being  Done  on  the  Streets 

With  the  purpose  of  giving  an  object  lesson  in  the  care  and  repair,  or  other- 
wise, of  New  York  City  streets  the  special  streets  committee  of  the  Automobile 
Qub  of  America  last  week  loaded  themselves  into  a  couple  of  cars  and  made  a 
pilgrimage  to  the  East  Side  and  other  quarters  of  the  city.  What  they  found 
during  their  tour  was  illuminating  and  instructive,  but  anything  but  edifying. 

Headed  by  W.  W.  Niles,  chairman  of  the  committee,  the  party  made  an 
examination  and  found  that  an  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  about  an  improve- 
ment in  present  conditions.  Gangs  of  employees  were  repairing  the  pavements 
along  Fifth  avenue,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Ninety-sixth  streets,  along  Central 
Park  West  and  on  Broadway,  above  Fifty-ninth  street.  But  the  condition  of  the 
pavements  in  Harlem,  on  lower  Seventh  avenue,  lower  Lexington  avenue  and 
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below  Twenty-third  street  generally,  particularly  on  the  East  Side,  was  found 
to  be  extremely  bad — some  of  the  streets,  indeed,  being  practically  a  succession 
of  holes  and  gulleys  and  ditches  full  of  refuse.  Even  in  the  "best"  portions  of 
the  city  the  evidences  of  general  neglect  were  only  too  apparent.  At  Fifty- 
seventh  street,  just  off  Fifth  avenue,  there  was  a  hole  covering  several  square 
yards. 

In  all,  the  expedition  covered  about  seventeen  miles  of  streets. 


The  American  Automobile  Association  is  at  work  revising  its  racing  rules.  A 
number  of  changes  will  be  made. 
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Judge  Hotchkiss  Puts  Himself  on  Record 


Judge  William  H.  Hochkiss,  president  of  the  American  Automobile  As- 
sociation, whose  address  before  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club  on  March  30th 
was  exclusively  reported  in  Automobile  Topics  last  week,  takes  occasion  to 
point  out  some  minor  inaccuracies  in  the  account  sent  in  by  Automobile  Topics' 
correspondent.  Judge  Hotchkiss's  speech  was  partly  extemporaneous  and  of 
course  no  printed  copies  were  made.'  Consequently,  Automobile  Topics'  ac- 
count is  the  only  one  in  existence,  and  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  inac- 
curacies referred  to,  as  well  as  of  permitting  Judge  Hotchkiss  to  elaborate  still 
further  on  the  important  subjects  discussed,  his  letter  of  April  8th  is  herewith  re- 
produced, with  his  permission. 

"I  have  your  letter  of  the  6th;  also  a  copy  of  the  last  issue  of  Automobile  Topics.  It 
was  thoughtful  in  you  to  send  it  to  me,  but  I  have  been  a  subscriber  of  the  Topics  for 
several  years. 

"I  appreciate  your  comments  as  to  the  present  policy  of  the  A.  A.  A.,  and  yet  I  feel  that 
some  of  them  are  unjust.   First,  let  me  review  briefly  your  correspondent's  article : 

"1.  There  was  a  quorum  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation in  the  afternoon  of  March  30th;  much  business  was  transacted  and,  among  other 
things,  an  excellent  review  of  the  Ohio  situation  was  presented  by  Mr.  Sholes,  which  will 
be  printed  and  widely  distributed. 

"2.  My  reference  to  the  difference  between  the  A.  A.  A.  and  the  A.  C.  A.  was  not, 
as  you  suggest,  a  slighting  one.  I  have  found  that  wherever  I  go  there  is  an  impression 
amongst  motorists  that  the  two  bodies  are  the  same  thing;  hence,  have  found  it  necessary 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  great  club  in  New  York,  which  has  a  national  name, 
is  not  the  same  as  the  A.  A.  A.  I  yield  to  no  one  in  my  admiration  of  the  work  done  by 
the  A.  C.  A.,  and  feel  that  in  your  editorial  columns  you  have  done  me  an  injustice. 

"3.  I  did  not  say  that  'there  were  only  seven  State  associations  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year/  etc.,  as  reported  by  your  correspondent;  but  did  say  that  there  were  five  State  asso- 
ciations at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  that  two  had  since  been  added,  and  that  there  were 
prospects  of  from  five  to  seven  more  within  the  next  few  weeks,  several  being  in  actual 
process  of  formation. 

"4.  Your  correspondent  is  rather  mixed  in  his  law  in  quoting  me  as  stating  that  the 
proposed  federal  bill  is  constitutional  because  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act.  I  did 
say  that  I  considered  it  constitutional  because  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  had 
held  that  the  word  'commerce*  in  the  Constitution  included  'traffic'  and  'travel.' 

"5.  Your  correspondent  is  also  wrong  in  speaking  of  the  proposed  uniform  motor 
vehicle  law,  which  has  recently  been  prepared  by  the  Legislative  Board,  as  a  'Federal  Traffic 
Law.' 

"6.  Your  correspondent  is  also  wrong  in  stating  that  we  proposed  to  acquire  the 
'Blue  Book/  What  I  did  say  was  that  the  Association  intended  to  publish  an  annual  that 
included  matter  now  found  in  the  Blue  Book,  and  much  more  besides. 

"7.  Your  correspondent  is  also  wrong  in  his  report  of  what  I  said  as  to  the  proposed 
touring  car  race  on  the  Vanderbilt  Parkway.  However,  my  comments  on  this  subject  at 
Cleveland  were  of  minor  importance. 

"Both  from  memory  and  from  a  skeleton  which  I  prepared  beforehand,  I  am  certain  that 
your  correspondent  is  wrong  in  saying  that  I  charged  that  the  automobile  journals  of  the 
present  are  neither  read,  readable  nor  useful.  What  I  did  say — and  I  am  perfectly  willing 
to  be  quoted  as  having  said  it — was  that  it  was  easy  enough  to  stir  up  interest  in  the  asso- 
ciations and  clubs,  but  that  it  was  a  far  more  difficult  matter  to  maintain  such  interest ;  that, 
as  a  means  of  holding  the  allegiance  of  present  and  future  members,  some  official  journal 
was,  in  my  judgment,  necessary,  and  that  the  association  was  now  considering  the  appoint-

While  the  winter  seems  to  have  wrought  havoc  with  the  new  boulevard 
across  the  meadows,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  damage  will  soon  be  repaired 
and  the  splendid  highway  across  New  Jersey  will  continue  to  be  a  favorite 
course  for  motorists.  The  route  proper  starts  from  Camden,  just  across  the 
Delaware  River  from  Philadelphia,  and  the  White  Horse  Road  is  entered  upon 
after  reaching  the  outskirts  of  the  former  city.    The  details  follow :

perience, and,,  from  statements  made  to  me,  was  the  experience  of  a  very  large  number  of 
motorists,  that  the  present  automobile  press  was  made  up  of  at  least  two-thirds,  and  prob- 
ably more,  advertising,  write-ups  and  trade  notes,  in  none  of  which,  in  particular  write-ups 
of  new  cars,  was  the  average  motorist  interested.

WINTER'S  RELUCTANCE  TO  OITE  WAY  TO  SPRING— SCENE  ON  A  NEW  YORK  ROAD. 
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Oflers  Prizes  for  Cheating  in  the  Grand  Prix 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  this  year's  Grand  Prix  the  weight  rule  has  been 
abandoned  in  favor  of  one  providing  for  a  limitation  of  fuel,  and  that  elaborate 
precautions  will  be  taken  to  prevent  fraud,  Baudry  de  Saunier  in  Omnia  announc- 
es that  that  journal  will  give  500  francs  in  prizes  to  the  devisors  of  the  three  best 
plans  for  tricking  or  defrauding  the  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge.  In 
a  lengthy  article  he  outlines  his  plan  and  its  reasons. 

"Our  readers  all  know  that  the  coming  tests  of  speed  which  are  to  be  run 
this  year  under  the  regulations  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  France  will  present 
the  peculiarity  that  fuel  consumption  will  play  an  important  part  {herein,"  he 
says.  "The  contesting  vehicles  will  be  entitled  only  to  a  maximum  number  of 
liters  of  gasolene  for  making  a  determinate  number  of  kilometers.  The  power 
*of  the  motors,  therefore,  will  be  limited  by  the  quantity  of  fuel  placed  at  their 
disposal.  If,  in  fact,  they  are  too  powerful  they  will  have  too  ravenous  an  appe- 
tite and  will  too  quickly  make  away  with  the  rations  prescribed,  and  the  car- 
riage will  not  finish  the  run  for  want  of  food. 

"We  are  not  going  to  be  present,  however,  at  competitions  of  consumption, 
since  no  one  will  tell  us  how  many  liters  the  carriage  classed  in  the  first  rank- 
will  have  consumed.  From  the  instant  that  they  will  not  have  consumed  more 
than  the  maximum  allowed,  the  regulations  will  proclaim  themselves  satisfied 
and  no  carriage  classed  among  the  winners  will  have  consumed  more  than  it

should  have  done,  since  officially  it  cannot  take  aboard  more  gasolene  than  the 
regulations  permit. 

"The  combination  is,  in  theory  at  least,  very  simple:  in  fact  it  is  childishly 
so.  In  practice,  however,  it  presents  some  difficulties.  From  the  very  outset  the 
commissioners  must  have  seen  that  among  the  competitors  there  would  be  some 
cheats.  If,  instead  of  the  30  litres,  for  example,  that  the  regulations  tolerate,  it 
were  possible  through  some  artifice  or  other  to  consume  35,  a  more  capacious 
stomach  might  be  given  the  automobile,  and,  therefore,  greater  force.    The  com- 
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petitors  and  the  records  of  consumption  might  then  be  easily  beaten  for  a  long 
time. 

"Foreseeing  this,  the  Sporting  Committee  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  France 
'got  busy*  and  asked  the  technical  committee  to  inform  it  as  to  the  arrange- 
ments that  should  be  made  to  prevent  any  cheating  in  the  contest,  in  a  word,  to 
prevent  a  motor,  during  the  period  of  the  test,  from  absorbing  more  gasolene 
than  the  regulations  permit  it  to. 

"Below  we  give  our  readers  a  reproduction  of  the  arrangements  that  the 
technical  committee  has  submitted  for  the  use  of  the  Sporting  Committee : 

"  'The  Racing  Committee  is  this  year  organizing  their  tects.    In  one  of

them  a  maximum  quantity  of  gasolene  is  delivered  for  a  test  of  speed  which  closes 
the  competition.  The  others  comprise  tests  of  consumption  for  the  classification 
of  vehicles,  it  says. 

"  'As  the  Technical  Committee  has  been  requested  by  the  Racing  Committee 
to  supervise  the  special  tests  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  it  the  arrange- 
ment described  below  for  preventing  any  supplementary  introduction  of  fuel  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  tests. 

"  'The  tanks  will  be  provided  with : 

"'(i).'  A  single  filling  plug  (of  the  type  already  adopted  by  the  Technical 
Committee),  a  style  of  plug  obligatory  for  all  vehicles.  This  plug  contains  an 
air  orifice  for  open  air  tanks  and  is  provided  with  a  tight  joint  for  tanks  under 
pressure.  • 

"  '(2).  Of  a  cock  for  drawing  off  the  liquid  (of  a  type  already  adopted). 
Every  carburetter  will  be  provided  with  a  coupling  for  the  entrance  of  the  liquid 
(type  already  adopted).  If  a  drain-pipe  exists  at  the  lower  part  of  the  carbur- 
etter it  will  have  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  permit  of  the  application  of  seme 
method  of  sealing.  The  piping  between  the  tank  and  carburetter  may  communi- 
cate with  a  filter  designed  to  arrest  the  impurities  of  the  liquid,  but  all  the 
orifices  of  such  filter  are  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  permit  of  the  application  of 
some  method  of  sealing. 

"  'The  tanks  will  have  to  be  easily  dismountable,  and  must  be  submitted  on 
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the  eve  of  the  speed  test  to  the  examination  of  the  commissioners  appointed  for 
this  special  purpose. 

"  The  weight  of  the  empty  tank  will  be  taken  before  and  after  the  test.  The 
committee  reserves  the  right  to  open  one  or  more  tanks  after  the  test.  Such  ve- 
hicles as  do  not  have  the  tanks  in  the  condition  above  mentioned  will  not  be  con- 
trolled, and  will  not  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the  test. 

"  'Each  competitor  may  employ  such  liquid  as  he  chooses  among  those  that 
are  commonly  found  in  the  market,  say,  petroleum  products  or  carburated  alco- 
hol 

"  The  Committee,  however,  reserves  the  right  to  assure  the  delivery  of  the 
liquid  designated  beforehand  by  the  competitor  and  at  the  latter's  expense.  As 
soon  as  a  tank  has  been  examined  and  weighed  by  the  commissioner  it  will  be 
replaced  in  the  carriage,  and  the  liquid  necessary  for  the  entire  test  will  be  de- 
livered. 

"  'Every  vehicle  that  comes  to  a  stop  along  the  route  for  want  of  liquid  will 
be  disqualified.  No  claim  for  a  circumstance  of  this  kind  will  be  admitted.  All 
storage  of  liquid  aboard  the  competing  carriages  is  formally  forbidden.  Any 
attempt  at  cheating  will  involve  the  disqualification  of  the  vehicle,  without  pre- 
judice to  the  penalty  that  the  Automobile  Club  of  France  may  believe  it  its  duty 
to  inflict  upon  the  manufacturer  or  driver  (withdrawal  of  license,  fine,  etc.) 

"  The  accompanying  sketches  clearly  show  the  precautions  that  will  be 
taken  with  all  the  carriages  by  the  commissioners  to  prevent  being  tricked  by  the 
competitors.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  gasolene  tank  will  have  to  be  provided  with 
an  artificial  plug ;  that  the  gasolene  discharge  cock  toward  the  carburetter  will  be 
of  an  official  type;  that  the  gasolene  inlet  couplings  will  be  of  an  official  type; 
and  that  through  all  these  officials  there  will  be  passed  a  wire,  to  which  will  be 
affixed  a  lead  seal  no  less  official.' 

"And,  nevertheless,  despite  the  precautions  taken,  it  seems  to  us  manifest 
that  cheating  remains  possible,  and  that  the  records  of  consumption  therefore  may 
fall  through  disloyal  acts.  So  it  has  occurred  to  us  to  submit  to  competition  the 
most  ingenious  and  most  efficient  methods  of  getting  the  laugh  on  the  Technical 
Committee. 

"We  have  assigned  to  such  competition  the  following  prizes:  To  the 
first,  150  francs  in  cash.  To  the  second,  150  francs  in  cash.  To  the  third  50 
francs  Jn  ca*h. 

"Upon  the  whole  what  do  we  require?  That  any  one  shall  show  us  by  a 
simple  sketch  and  a  few  notes  an  arrangement  that  shall  permit  it,  despite  the 
official  precautions,  to  surreptitiously  give  the  motor  an  additional  quantity  of 
fuel.  "  * 

"Who  shall  constitute  the  jury  of  such  competition?  The  jury  shall  be 
composed  of  all  those  of  our  subscribers  who  are  obliging  enough  to  serve. 

"The  issue  of  April  6th  will  contain  all  the  sketches  and  all  the  notes  that 
the  competitors  will  have  addressed  to  us.  We  reserve  the  right  of  rejecting 
communications  that  are  manifestly  absurd,  should  any  such  be  sent. 

"Our  subscribers  will,  therefore,  be  able  to  judge  at  their  leisure  of  the 
value  of  the  tricks  proposed.  They  will  find  in  the  same  number  of  April  6th,  a 
blank  voting  ticket  which  they  will  please  return  to  us,  filling  it  out.    It  will

Recipe  For  Perfuming  Your  Automobile 

Persons  whose  olfactory  nerves  are  particularly  sensitive  do  not  pardon  the 
automobile  for  sometimes  disengaging  odors  that  have  nothing  in  common  with 
the  products  of  the  perfumer.  So  they  will  learn  with  pleasure  that  two  German 
chemists,  Messrs.  Haenflein  and  Kornfeld,  have  just  discovered  a  method  of  ren- 
dering the  modern  car  odoriferous. 

In  order  to  obtain  such  a  result,  they  add  to  the  lubricating  oil  usually  em- 
ployed, oils  or  substances  having  a  boiling  point  which  is  lower  than  that  of  the 
lubricant,  and  which,  in  burning,  emits  an  agreeable  odor  that  will  annihilate 
that  of  the  offensive  gases. 

The  following  is  an  example  of  a  mixture  proposed  by  these  chemists: 

t  Boiling  Point.  Quantity  In  Weight. 

Lubricating  oil  2500  C.  250  parts 

Oil  of  mirbane  (nitrobenzole)  2050 — 2130  20  " 

Oil  of  terpine,  perfumed  2160 — 2180  10  " 

Salicylic  aldehyde   1060  5  " 

It  must  be  remarked  that  the  additional  products  have  a  boiling  point  border- 
ing on  that  of  the  lubricant,  but  yet  remote  enough  to  have  the  time  to  become 
gasified  previous  to  it.  As  for  the  salicylic  aldehyde  under  consideration  here, 
that  is  simply  essence  of  vanilla,  for  which  may  be  substituted  some  other  per- 
fume if  desired. 
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Oddities  of  the  Kansas  Mind 

Tope k a,  Kas.,  April  8. — Governor  Hoch  has  signed  the  bill  permitting  town- 
ship boards  to  contract  for  the  use  of  a  road  drag  in  the  country  under  their 
supervision,  a  rate  of  not  more  than  $5  a  year  for  such  service.  Preference  is 
to  be  given  to  persons  living  near  the  roads  in  question  when  contracts  are 
awarded. 

Another  bill  signed  by  the  Governor  is  entitled  "An  act  to  protect  hired  girls 
and  absent-minded  men"  and  requires  the  use  of  red  cans  for  gasolene.  It  is  made 
unlawful  for  a  dealer  to  sell  gasolene  in  a  receptacle  that  is  not  red. 

Motor  cars  have  been  barred  from  the  State  house  grounds.  The  two  drives 
across  the  grounds  go  through  arches  under  the  steps  leading  to  the  north  and 
south  wings  of  the  capitol.  The  charge  is  made  that  cars  are  driven  at  too  great 
a  speed  for  safety. 


Held  St.  Louis  Show  in  Jai  Alai  Building 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  April  8. — St.  Louis's  first  automobile  show  was  opened  on 
Saturday  evening,  April  6,  about  6,000  visitors  being  in  attendance,  many  of  these 
coming  from  distant  points.   The  display  of  vehicles  which  occupied  the  attention

of  the  spectators,  was  composed  of  97  gasolene  and  electric  cars  and  10  polished 
chassis. 

The  automobile  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  St.  Louis  have  heretofore  been 
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ON  THE  OPENING  DAT  OF  THE  SHOW 


rather  timid  about  holding  a  show,  but  so  successful  have  been  their  first  efforts, 
that  a  1908  show  is  now  almost  an  assured  fact.  The  Jai  Alai  building,  in  which 
the  show  is  being  held,  is  different  in  many  respects  from  any  other  building  that 
has  ever  before  been  utilized  for  an  automobile  exhibition.  The  structure  was 
built  in  1903  for  a  company  of  Spanish  gentlemen  from  Havana,  for  the  purpose 
of  exhibiting  the  Spanish  national  game  of  Jai  Alai  (pronounced  Hi-a-li),  mean- 
ing great  sport.  The  Jai  Alai  is  built  with  walls  strong  enough  to  sufficiently 
withstand  a  bombardment  during  war  time  if  necessary,  and  is  lined  with  a 
specially  prepared  cement. 


Congress  Provides  New  Regulations  for  District  of  Columbia 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  6. — With  a  view  to  securing  uniformity  in  num- 
ber tags  on  automobiles  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  Congress  recently  passed  a 
law  appropriating  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  enamel  identification  tags, 
and  authorized  the  District  Commissioners  to  amend  the  regulations  controlling 
motor  vehicles  so  as  to  provide  that  for  such  identification  tag  and  registration 
thereof  the  owner  of  each  motor  vehicle  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $1.  When  this  fee 
has  been  paid  to  the  collector  of  taxes  the  secretary  of  the  Automobile  Board  will 
issue  the  identification  number  tag.

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Peculiar  Numbering  Provisions  of  Indiana  Law 

Automobile  owners  of  Indiana  are  beginning  to  consider  the  numbering  sys- 
tem provided  in  the  automobile  law  recently  passed  in  that  State  a  huge  joke.  In 
addition  to  the  peculiar  numbering  provisions,  a  point  that  is  exciting  considerable 
interest  is  the  requirement  that  every  owner  in  the  State  re-register  with  the 
Secretary  of  State.   The  latter  provision  will  likely  be  tested  in  the  courts. 

The  new  law  requires  that  numbers  shall  be  determined  and  arranged  as 
follows :  "Numbers  shall  be  in  series  of  100,  of  which  the  first  shall  consist  of 
the  numbers  Ai,  A2,  A3,  and  so  on  to  A100,  inclusive;  the  second  series  shall 
consist  of  the  numbers  Bi,  B2,  B3,  and  so  on  to  B100,  inclusive;  the  following 
series  shall  be.  arranged  in  the  same  way,  taking  each  letter  in  the  alphabet  in 
order  until  all  such  letters  have  been  so  used.  The  26th  will  thus  consist  of  the 
numbers  Zi  to  Z100,  inclusive.  The  27th  series  shall  then  consist  of  the  numbers 
A  O-i,  A  0-2,  A  O-3,  and  so  on  to  A  O-ioo,  inclusive,  and  the  following  series 
shall  be  arranged  in  the  same  way,  using  all  of  the  letters  of  the  alphabet."

AN  UNPLEASANT  DUTY—CHANGING  NUMBERS  BEFORE  ENTERING  PENNSYLVANIA 
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Mayor  Opens  Pittsburg's  Big  Show 

Pittsburg,  April  10. — The  first  annual  show  of  the  Pittsburg  Automobile 
Dealers'  Association  was  opened  Monday  evening  of  this  week  by  Mayor  Geo. 
W.  Guthrie,  who  pressed  the  button  that  flooded  the  Duquesne  Garden  with  light. 
The  show  ushered  in  the  real  opening  of  the  motoring  season  in  this  city  and 
gave  an  added  impetus  to  the  spring  business. 

The  aim  of  the  Pittsburg  show  committee  was  not  to  attempt  to  compete 
with  the  elaborate  scenic  effects  of  the  New  York,  Boston  or  Chicago  shows, 
chiefly  because  it  was  impossible  to  gain  access  to  the  Garden  until  43  hours 
prior  to  the  time  of  opening,  but  they  endeavored  to  make  a  success  of  the  show 
as  a  dealers'  exhibition  of  cars. 

In  this  they  were  successful,  as  the  show  will  undoubtedly  be  placed  among 
the  big  shows  in  the  way  of  results,  as  150  automobiles,  representing  60  different 
makes  and  exhibited  by  28  dealers,  with  60  exhibitors  of  accessories,  filled  the 
Garden  to  its  full  capacity.  The  main  floor  was  given  over  to  the  use  of  the  car 
exhibitors  and  here  were  seen  cars  from  the  low-priced  runabout  to  the  expensive 
American  and  foreign  cars,  displayed  with  great  variety  and  excellence. 

The  decorations,  while  lacking  the  special  floral  designs  which  were  features 
of  the  New  York  and  Chicago  shows,  were  beautifully  and  artistically  carried  out. 
The  decorative  scheme  was  green,  white  and  gold.  A  tropical  wall  of  palms  and 
plants  was  placed  across  the  far  end  of  the  building,  partly  hiding  the  stage, 
where  the  orchestra  was  placed.  The  floors  were  covered  with  green  material 
and  the  stands  and  walls  and  ceiling  were  draped  in  green  and  white.  Festooned 
from  the  middle  of  the  ceiling  to  the  walls  were  thousands  of  green  and  white  in- 
candescent lamps,  with  emblems  of  the  Dealers'  Association  placed  in  appropriate 
places. 

One  feature  that  was  commented  upon  and  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
patrons  was  the  attention  the  management  paid  to  the  comfort  of  the  visitors. 
Boxes  completely  surrounding  the  floor  containing  the  car  exhibits  were  left  open, 
making  it  possible  for  visitors  to  find  resting  places  and  at  the  same  time  have 
a  good  view  of  the  main  floor. 

Very  early  in  the  week  the  indications  pointed  to  the  success  of  the  show 
not  only  as  a  financial  success  from  the  exhibitors'  standpoint,  but  also  as  a  suc- 
cessful society  event.

Exceedingly  interesting,  and  what  the  daily  newspapers  term  sensational

As  Col.  George  Pope  was  re-elected  chairman  and  C.  R.  Mabley 
was  reappointed,  these  three  men  will  pass  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  show  of 
next  fall.  The  change  occurred  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
held  in  New  York  on  Tuesday  last. 


Thomas  to  Bring  Out  a  New  Runabout 

A  new  high-powered  runabout  is  being  brought  out  by  the  E.  R.  Thomas 
Motor  Car  Co.,  Buffalo.  It  has  for  distinctive  features  a  special  motor  of  great 
power  with  four  cylinders  cast  separately  and  a  five  bearing  crank  shaft.  The 
price  will  be  $4,000. 
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Got  Injunction  to  Prevent  Pirating  Their  Name 

That  the  name  of  an  article  which  has  entered  into  large  use  and  become  a 
standard  in  its  class  cannot  be  stolen  with  impunity  by  a  rival  and  unscrupulous 
concern  has  been  demonstrated  once  more.  The  article  referred  to  is  Monogram 
Lubricants,  under  which  style  the  Columbia  Lubricants  Company  have  for  years 
been  marketing  their  product.  Not  long  ago  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  con- 
cern that  lubricants  were  being  sold  under  names  closely  imitating  Monogram, 
the  evident  intent  being  to  deceive  purchasers  and  make  them  believe  that  they 
were  getting  Monogram  Lubricants. 

To  put  an  end  to  this  sort  of  business  the  Columbia  people  consulted  their 
lawyers,  Messrs.  Mclntire,  Shattuck  &  Glenn,  with  the  result  that  last  week  they 
procured  an  injunction  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict of  Ohio,  restraining  the  Atlas  Oil  Company  of  Cleveland  from  the  use  of  the 
word  "Monogram"  to  designate  certain  lubricants  sold  by  them. 

The  bill  alleges  that  the  plaintiff  has  built  up  a  large  and  profitable  business 
on  account  of  the  excellence  of  these  goods,  which  trade  continues  to  be  a  source 
of  great  profit,  were  it  not  for  the  acts  of  infringement  and  unfair  competition 
charged  in  the  bill  to  have  been  committed  by  the  defendant. 


Joyce  Advocates  Sealed  Bonnets 

A  change  in  the  rules  for  the  Glidden  Trophy  contest  has  been  suggested  by 
General  Manager  James  Joyce  of  the  American  Locomotive  Automobile  Co.  It 
is  that  the  plan  of  sealing  the  bonnets  of  the  contesting  cars  advocated  by 
Automobile  Topics  for  a  number  of  months  be  adopted.  If  this  is  done,  he 
says,  a  real  contest  will  result,  as  then  it  would  be  demonstrated  beyond  cavil 
which  is  the  best  car. 

The  great  difference  between  the  high  grade  cars  and  the  others  is  in  their 
mileage  life  and  the  distance  they  will  go  without  tinkering.  He  does  not  call 
anything  an  engine  that  will,  not  run  forty  or  fifty  thousand  miles  without  giving 
trouble.  Some  cars  have  a  life  of  only  twenty  or  thirty  miles  and  will  not  run  a 
thousand  miles  without  the  attentions  of  doctor  or  nurse. 


Got  Injunction  Against  Brokaw 

An  important  step  in  the  legal  battle  waged  by  the  A.  L.  A.  M.  against  auto- 
mobile owners  w|io  are  claimed  to  have  violated  the  Selden  patent  by  bringing 
into  this  country  foreign-built  cars  without  paying  royalty,  was  taken  last  week, 
when  Judge  Chatfield  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  in  the  case  of  the 
owners  of  the  Selden  patent  against  William  Gould  Brokaw  issued  an  injunction 
thereunder  against  the  latter.  This  is  one  of  the  many  suits  pending  against  the 
unlawful  manufacture,  importation  and  use  of  cars  not  licensed  under  the  patent 
granted  to  George  B.  Selden  in  1895. 

From  Paris  comes  the  information  that  the  American  agency  for  the  Westing- 
house  has  been  given  to  C.  A.  Tileston  &  Co. 
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Notwithstanding  all  the  scareheads  in  the  daily  papers,  and  all  the  talk  of 
slump  and  depression,  of  Wall  Street's  alarm,  of  railroads  retrenching,  I  cannot 
perceive  any  stagnation  in  the  automobile  retail  trade,  and  why  should  there  be 
any? 

In  the  early  days  of  the  automobile  its  newness  attracted  people  toward  it, 
many  of  whom  strained  a  point,  perhaps  several  points,  in  order  to  buy  an  auto- 
mobile that  was  beyond  their  means — people  who  mortgaged  their  homes  to  buy 
an  automobile  and  curtailed  their  table  expenses  to  supply  gasolene  for  it. 

But  this  state  we  have  passed,  and  today  the  automobile,  which  is  nothing 
else  but  a  luxurious  equipage  combining  both  the  horses  (power)  and  the  most 
comfortable  carriage  ever  devised,  is  used  by  people  whose  income  permits  them  a 
luxury,  for  a  luxury  it  is.  Life  deserves  all  the  luxuries  which  man  can  conquer 
from  nature  with  his  toil  or  his  brain,  as  luxury  is  merely  the  gratification  of  the 
wants  of  the  civilized  man. 

Wall  Street  may,  for  its  own  purposes,  have  accomplished  acrobatic  feats,  but 
it  never  can  touch  the  man  with  an  assured  and  stable  income.    He  may  have 
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received  an  income  of  $5  from  a  $100  nominal  share,  which  he  bought  at  87,  and 
which,  therefore,  showed  an  earning  capacity  greater  than  5  per  cent,  on  the  in- 
vestment. Now,  suppose  those  shares  had  been  pushed  down  by  manipulators  to, 
say,  50  or  51,  the  income  would  still  remain  the  same.  The  value  would  still  be 
there,  and  the  income  as  well. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  general  prosperous  conditions  of  the  land  have  not 
changed,  for  the  simple  reason  that  Mother  Earth  has  yielded  to  us  abundant 
crops  and  plenty  of  mining  output.  As  long  as  this  will  be  the  case  artificial 
jugglery  in  the  stock  market  cannot  disturb  these  conditions,  conducive  to  real 
and  stable  prosperity,  conditions  which  repose  simply  on  crops  and  mining  yield. 

People  of  means  are  plentiful  in  this  country  and  the  number  is  ever  increas- 
ing; all  are  willing  to  enjoy  life,  and  among  their  enjoyments  the  automobile 
takes  high  rank.  Sales  are  not  always  easy  to  make,  however,  and  some  auto- 
mobile dealers  have  not  met  with  the  same  success  as  in  former  years,  when  the 
buying  public  was  more  ignorant.  Of  course,  automobiles  are  sold  in  many  ways — 
some  on  their  merits,  some  by  a  lavish  expenditure  of  printers'  ink,  by  a  strong 
selling  organization,  or  through  catalogues  purporting  to  describe  the  very  best 
methods  of  engineering  and  selection  of  materials,  which  often  do  not  correspond 
with  the  actual  product. 

Good  and  bad  automobiles  have  one  common  point,  viz.,  that  they  resemble 
each  other  marvelously,  as  paint  and  upholstery  may  shield  the  main  shortcomings 
of  the  power-producing  mechanism  and  conceal  the  lack  of  usage  of  proper 
metals.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  automobile  is  a  rapid  firing  gun  in  front, 
where  the  power  is  produced,  and  from  there  transmitted  through  gears  to  the 
rear  axle.  If  the  rapid  firing  gun  is  not  of  the  proper  material,  its  parts  properly 
balanced  and  the  gears  through  which  the  power  is  transmitted  of  adequate 
metals  or  proper  alloys,  it  will  shortly  be  classed  among  those  which  will  no  longer 
sell  readily. 

The  one  factor  which  made  the  automobile  possible  in  its  inception  was  the 
pneumatic  tire,  and  notwithstanding  all  its  tremendous  progress  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  tire,  it  is  still  the  most  vulnerable  part  of  an  automobile.  The  tires 
are  often  overcharged  with  weight  without  consideration  or  common  sense,  and 
it  is  the  great  desideratum  to  alleviate  as  much  as  possible  tJiis  burden  of  the 
tires.  Such  a  result  can  only  be  obtained,  without  sacrificing  the  robustness  or 
strength  of  the  automobile,  by  the  proper  selection  of  lighter  alloys  of  steels. 
This  is  accomplished  more  and  more  every  day  by  our  most  notable  makers,  and 
I  notice  that  the  producers  of  the  very  best  makes  in  America  are  those  who  are 
the  most  satisfied  with  the  selling  result.  E.  E.  S. 
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Why  Rubber  Trusts  are  Chimerical 

Every  year  brings  its  crop  of  rumors  of  new  "rubber  trusts;"  indeed,  no 
other  branch  of  industry  or  trade  seems  to  have  been  the  subject  of  so  many 
rumors  of  this  sort,  nor  with  so  little  basis  of  fact,  says  the  Pneus,  the  clever 
little  publication  issued  by  the  Fisk  Rubber  Co. 

One  reason  is  that,  although  rubber  is  a  commodity  in  such  widespread  use, 
its  principal  sources,  to  date,  have  been  so  remote  from  centers  of  civilization 
that  most  people  know  little  about  how  crude  rubber  is  produced.  And  the 
general  public,  whether  in  America  or  Europe,  is  little  better  informed  re- 
garding the  processes  of  making  rubber  goods.  Hence,  when  the  average  man 
reads  that  a  new  great  "trust"  in  rubber  is  being  formed,  he  accepts  the  asser- 
tion as  fact,  merely  because  it  has  appeared  in  print. 

As  for  crude  rubber  "trusts,"  interest  in  them  centers  in  the  suggestion 
usually  made  that  their  object  is  to  raise  prices  of  the  raw  material,  which 
would,  of  course,  compel  manufacturers  to  charge  more  for  rubber  goods. 
It  is  an  odd  fact,  however,  so  loosely  are  these  rubber  "trust"  rumors  put  to- 
gether, that  manufacturers — i.  e.,  the  primary  consumers  of  raw  rubber — are 
often  represented  as  promoting  movements  to  put  up  its  price. 

A  pertinent  question  is:  Can  any  "trust"  raise  the  world's  level  of  rubber 
prices?  If  all  the  sources  of  rubber,  present  and  prospective,  could  be  brought 
under  a  single  control,  it  would  be  a  simple  proposition  to  dictate  prices  to  the 
whole  world.  The  same  is  true  of  wheat  and  cotton  and  coal  and  tallow 
candles.  But  such  consolidated  control  of  rubber  is  out  of  the  question.  It  was 
an  impracticable  dream  when  rubber  was  only  a  forest  product  in  a  few 
countries;  the  idea  is  more  chimerical  now  that  the  area  of  rubber  production 
is  being  extended  so  widely  under  cultivation.  If  all  the  rubber  trees  in  the 
Amazon  valley  were  owned  today  by  one  man,  the  world  could  soon  become 
independent  of  him,  through  the  planting  of  Para  rubber  elsewhere. 

Under  conditions  as  they  actually  exist,  and  always  have  existed,  the  price 
of  rubber  is  governed  by  the  supply,  considered  in  relation  to  the  demand. 
There  is  always  as  much  rubber  as  the  world  wants.  It  is  true  that  the  rubber 
districts  known  fifty  years  ago  became  in  time  incapable  of  supplying  the 
demand,  but  the  offer  of  higher  prices  for  rubber  led  to  the  exploiting  of  new 
districts.  When  there  were  no  new  districts  to  be  discovered,  and  prices  con- 
tinued to  rise,  people  began  to  plant  rubber.  It  is  possible  that  cultivation  may 
yet  make  rubber  so  plentiful  that  prices  will  fall  materially.  But  then,  as  now, 
the  price  of  rubber  will  depend  upon  how  much  the  consuming  trade  will  pay 
for  it;  not  upon  the  cost  of  production,  not  upon  efforts  at  market  control  by 
traders,  not  even  upon  governmental  control,  as  lately  reported  from  Brazil. 

To  state  the  matter  more  briefly,  the  price  of  rubber  is  governed  by  the 
supply.  Its  sources  are  too  extensive  and  too  scattered  to  be  "cornered." 
The  price  fluctuations  of  a  day  caused  by  petty  local  manipulation  are  mere  ex- 
ceptions to  a  general  rule.  If  it  should  be  to  the  interest  of  a  consumer  to  pay 
a  high  price,  he  will  pay  it,  not  caring  what  the  profit  of  the  producer  may  be. 
On  the  other  hand,  he  will  not  pay  more  for  rubber  than  the  demand  justifies, 
no  matter  if  the  price  means  a  loss  to  the  producer. 
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Preventives  and  Remedies 

Practical  Pointers  on  Repairs,  Adjustments,  and  the  Care  of  Cars 


A  garage  should  be  adequately  and  safely  lighted  at  all  times,  but  especially  when  work  of 
taking  down  or  assembling  a  car  is  undertaken  ample  light  will  be  found  a  necessity.  An 
electric  lighting  system  is  always  preferable,  and  in  addition  to  the  general  illumination, 
there  should  be  several  plugs  provided  around  the  walls  of  the  building  to  which  flexible 
cord  pendants  can  be  attached.  These  should  be  made  up  with  heavy  re-inforced  No.  14 
B.  &  S.  cable  and  a  strong  guard  or  cage  should  be  fitted  over  the  lamp  to  prevent  its 
breakage.  A  pit  or  a  raised  platform  upon  which  the  car  can  be  run  while  working  on  it 
is  a  convenience,  but  not  a  necessity  with  a  modern  car.  With  one  of  the  older  type  of 
cars  it  -is  necessary  to  work  from  underneath  in  some  instances,  and  then  the  pit  would  be 
handy.  It  is  advisable  too,  before  starting  to  dismantle  a  car,  to  clean  all  mud  and  grease 
from  the  running  gear,  as  there  is  then  less  chance  of  missing  a  bolt  or  nut  which  must 
be  loosened  before  the  parts  will  separate. 


Nuts  and  bolts  are  not  always  perfectly  interchangeable  and  if  they  are  thrown  loosely  into 
a  box  some  trouble  may  be  had  in  hunting  up  the  proper  pieces  later  on.  If  there  can  be 
the  slightest  doubt  as  to  how  the  different  parts  should  go  together  again  they  can  be 
marked  before  taking  apart  with  a  scratch  extending  across  both  pieces.  This  will  insure 
their  return  to  exactly  the  same  positions  as  before. 


In  removing  bolts,  after  the  nuts  have  been  taken  off,  care  must  be  taken  not  to  injure  the 
threads  or  flatten  the  ends.  They  usually  stick  a  little  and  there  is  a  strong  temptation  to 
use  the  hammer  on  them,  which  very  often  spoils  the  threads.  The  weight  of  the  part  to  be 
removed  should  be  lifted  from  the  bolt;  for  this  a  block  and  tackle  attached  to  the  ceiling  is 
useful,  and  then  if  the  bolt  does  not  start  readily  it  can  be  moved  with  the  hammer,  using  a 
hardwood  block  between  the  two.  A  babbitt  headed  hammer  is  made  especially  for  this  pur- 
pose. • 

One  of  the  most,  common  causes  of  trouble  in  a  steam  car  is  that  the  vaporizing  tubes  be- 
come choked  with  carbon  deposit  from  the  fuel,  so  that  only  a  small  quantity  of  it  is 
served  to  the  burners.  If  the  oil  vaporizing  tubes  are  kept  clean,  the  pump  glands  screwed 
tight  enough  to  prevent  leakage,  but  not  to  cause  any  undue  friction  on  the  plungers,  the 
generator  and  its  attendant  parts  will  give  no  trouble. 


Do  not  charge  a  storage  battery  at  a  higher  rate  than  that  specified  by  the  maker  in  his  di- 
rections, usually  pasted  on  the  side  of  the  case;  but  continuing  the  charging  after  the  bat- 
tery is  fully  charged  at  a  low  rate  for  three  or  four  hours  once  a  month  will  remove  the 
sulphate  from  the  plates,  preventing  their  disintegration  and  greatly  enhancing  the  life  of 
the  battery. 


After  a  long  period  of  service  the  water  circulation  system  of  a  car  may  require  some 
looking  over1.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  thoroughly  wash  it  out  with  water;  by  breaking  a  joint 
in  the  piping  and  attaching  a  hose  to  one  end,  water  under  pressure  may  be  forced  through 
the  radiator  and  the  engine  jacket  and  piping.  A  considerable  amount  of  rust  and  fine  mud 
will  usually  be  washed  out.  During  this  operation  the  draw-off  cock  in  the  bottom  of  the 
radiator  and  in  the  engine  jacket  or  at  the  pump  (if  such  are  fitted)  should  be  opened. 


Extra  chain  links  should  be  carried  to  repair  tire  chain-grips  when  they  wear  through,  as  a 
broken  cross  chain  will  dig  and  scratch  into  the  mud  guard  every  time  the  wheel  turns  over. 
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Weddings  continue  to  interest  society  to  the  exclusion  of  almost  everything  else,  and  will 
doubtless  continue  to  do  so  for  some  days  to  come.  Last  week's  dances  were  the  only 
events  that  in  any  way  divided  attention  with  the  weddings.  They  were  brilliant  events, 
with  all  the  debutantes  of  last  winter  and  the  winter  before  and  two  or  three  of  those  who 
are  to  come  out  next  year 
were  present.  Then  there  were 
the  men  of  all  ages  who  have 
been  on  the  dancing  list  this 
winter.  There  are  two  or  three 
more  dances  to  come,  but  in 
a  few  days  they  will  be  a 
matter  of  history.  Despite  the 
inclement  weather  of  the  past 
week,  already  many  of  the 
nearby  country  houses  are  be- 
ing opened  and  made  ready 
for  the  summer.  It  is  a  little 
early  for  the  Lawrence  and 
Cedarhurst  colonies  to  do 
much  in  the  way  of  enter- 
taining. There  is  a  great  de- 
mand for  houses  there,  how- 
ever, and  the  milder  days  that 
are  expected  soon  will  send 
people  out  of  the%city  in  great 
numbers  in  search  of  desirable 
places  for  the  spring  months.

The  engagements  announced  during  the  past  few  days  have  been  most  interesting.  Miss

William  H.  Emory,  Jr.,  is  one  of  the  season's  debutantes.  There  were  several  entertain- 
ments given  for  her  earlier  in  the  season.  Miss  Stevens  and  her  mother  have  just  returned 
from  abroad. 
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Arrangements  for  the  first  annual  endurance  run,  which  will  be  held  by  the  Harrisburg 
(Pa.)  Automobile  Club  on  May  6  and  7,  are  well  advanced,  and  present  indications  point 
to  a  most  successful  event.  It  is  expected  by  this  young  organization,  which  was  formed 
only  a  short  time  ago,  that  there  will  be  at  least  30  cars  engaged  in  the  competition.  The 
contest  is  open  to  all  members  of  the  Harrisburg  Club,  and  any  outsiders  who  wish  to  enter 
their  cars  may  do  so  by  paying  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  yearly  dues.

On  the  second  day  Elizabeth, 
Metuchen,  New  Brunswick,  Dayton,  Cranberry,  Hightstown,  Edinburg,  Trenton,  Borden- 
town,  Columbus,  Mt.  Holly,  Moorestown,  Collingwood,  Kirkwood,  Berlin,  Hammonton, 
Elwood,  Egg  Harbor  and  Pleasantville  will  be  among  the  places  gone  through  on  the  way 
to  Atlantic  City.  On  the  third  day  the  home  run  will  be  made,  but  by  a  different  route. 
After  leaving  Pleasantville  on  the  way  out  of  Atlantic  City,  the  tourists  will  vary  the  trip 
as  far  as  New  Brunswick,  at  least,  by  driving  through  Oceanville,  Smithville,  Pt.  Re- 
public, New  Gretna,  Tuckerton,  Manahawkin,  Barnegat,  Waretown,  Forked  River,  Bay- 
ville,  Toms  River,  Lakewood,  Lower  Squankum,  Freehold,  Matawan  and  Old  Bridge.  The 
entrants,  who  will  be  divided  into  two  classes,  one  for  touring  cars  and  the  other  for  runa- 
bouts, will  compete  for  two  cups,  which  will  become  the  property  of  the  owner  of  the 
winning  car  in  each  class.

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HIGHWAYS 


Good  roads  advocates  in  Wisconsin  have  recently  been  discussing  quite  at  length  the  high- 
way improvement  methods  employed  in  that  State  and  numerous  other  States,  claiming  that 
anything  but  satisfactory  results  are  obtained.  The  present  system  of  working  on  the  roads 
(as  it  is  called)  is  5  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  property.  Each  tax- 
payer is  to  work  out  his  share  -of  the  tax.  He  is  allowed  $1.50  for  a  man,  $1.50  for  a  team 
and  50  cents  iof  a  plow  or'  scraper  for  a  day's  work  of  eight  hours.  Each  town  is  divided 
into  road  districts,  and  the  tax  is  to  be  worked  out  under  the  direction  of  a  road  overseer. 
It  is  estimated  that  this  old  System  is  costing  the  State  of  Wisconsin  $30  per  mile  each, 
when  the  roads  could  be  better  cared  for  with  a  cash  levy  of  one- third  the  amount.  It  is 
a  well-known  fact  that  this  road  work  is  often  done  on  rainy  days  in  June,  and  the  roads 
work  themselves  the  balance  of  the  year.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  present  highway  tax 
system  is  wrong  if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  in  a  district  where  the  assessed  valuation 
is  the  lowest  the  hills  and  grades  are  the  worst.  Where  the  assessed  valuation  is  highest 
the  road  tax  is  highest,  and  is  not  needed  or  is  half  worked.  If  a  cash  levy  could  be  made, 
the  money  spent  where  it  is  most  needed,  and  every  man  employed  had  to  do  an  honest 
day's  work,  much  could  be  saved,  the  taxes  would  be  less  'and  more  equal,  and  the  roads 
far  better. 


The  Duluth  (Minn.)  Automobile  Club  held  its  annual  meeting  last  week,  at  which  time 
Mayor  Cullum  gave  a  vigorous  talk  on  the  extension  of  gdqd  roads  in  that  vicinity.  The 
mayor  made  a  hit  with  the  motorists  by  outlining  his  extensive  boulevard  plans,  the  main 
feature  of  which  was  a  lake  shore  highway,  not  only  to  the  city  limits  on  the  east,  but  26 
miles  beyond  to  Two  Harbors.  This  drive,  which  is  to  follow  a  road  that  runs  along  the 
shore  from  the  end  of  London  Road  at  Lester  Park,  would  be  only  for  automobiles  and 
driving  purposes,  heavy  teaming  being  excluded  from  the  mayor's  plan.  The  mayor  said 
that  he  thought  the  county  commissioners  of  both  St.  Louis  and  Lake  counties  would  look 
with  favor  on  his  idea.  About  20  miles  of  the  proposed  road  is  in  St.  Louis,  the  remaining 
six  being  in  Lake  County.  He  also  advocated  the  improvement  of  the  road  to  Eveleth, 
which  would  connect  with  the  fine  roads,  graded  with  iron  ore,  which  run  through  the 
range  country. 


Work  has  been  started  on  a  three  and  one-half-mile  stone  road  from  Ludington,  Mich.,  to 
Hamlin  Lake.  This  road,  which  is  expected  to  be  a  favorite  one  with  motorists,  will  take 
in  some  of  the  most  attractive  scenery  to  be  found  among  the  Michigan  summer  resorts. 
The  route  selected  will  cross  Lincoln  Lake  near  Epworth  Heights  and  will  then  proceed  di- 
rectly north  to  the  Gathe  resort  at  Hamlin  Lake.  At  the  point  where  the  road  crosses 
Lincoln  Lake  the  lake  is  about  775  feet  across,  but  it  will  be  filled  in  from  each  side  with 
sand  as  far  as  possible  and  a  bridge  of  perhaps  a  200-foot  span  will  complete  the  crossing. 


As  a  result  of  the  wide-spread  good  roads  agitation  in  the  State  of  Washington,  an  effort 
is  being  made  to  have  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  the  State  University  an  instructor  in 
highway  building.  The  officers  of  the  State  Good  Roads  Association  are  advocating  this 
strongly  and  urging  that  a  man  of  national  reputation  be  secured.  Samuel  C.  Lancaster,  con- 
sulting engineer,  Department  of  Public  Highways,  maintains  that  there  is  a  future  for  the 
expert  road  builder. 

District  overseers  of  roads  from  Eagle,  Troy,  La  Grange,  Ottawa,  and  Hebron,  Wis., 
recently  gathered  at  Palmyra,  where  they  held  a  rousing  good  roads  convention.  After 
discussing  highway  conditions  at  length,  they  enjoyed  a  banquet. 
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If  evinced  interest  among  the  members  counts  for  anything,  the  power  boat  races  to  be 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Motor  Boat  Club  of  America  during  the  coming  summer  will 
be  even  more  popular  than  in  former  years.  The  club  will  go  into  commission  on  May  30, 
when  there  will  be  races  open  only  to  boats  belonging  to  members  of  the  organization,  and 
on  June  8  the  race  to  Bermuda  will  be  started.  Elaborate  preparations  for  both  these 
events  are  being  made.  Following  their  usual  custom,  the  club  will  conduct  a  racing  car- 
nival on  the  Hudson  River  late  in  the  season.  This  year's  events  will  be  held  during  the 
week  of  September  23.  Three  days  will  be  devoted  to  the  racers  in  the  classes  of  26  feet, 
33  feet,  40  feet  and  upward,  and  for  cruisers  in  classes  under  40  feet,  from  40  feet  to  60  feet 
and  of  60  feet  and  upward.  A  day  will  be  given  up  to  the  one-mile  trials  under  admiralty 
conditions ;  also  for  the  one-mile  championship,  for  which  there  will  be  a  cup  for  the  winner, 
and  a  free-for-all  race  of  30  nautical  miles,  open  to  all.  There  will  also  be  a  race  of  30  miles 
for  the  cruising  classes,  and  the  carnival  will  wind  up  with  a  race  to  Poughkeepsie  for  boats 
up  to  32  feet,  and  to  Albany  and  return  for  the  larger  craft.  The  cup  for  the  latter  is 
offered  by  Dr.  Louis  Neumann,  one  of  the  governors  of  the  club.  There  will  also  be  a  cruise 
of  the  club's  fleet  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition  by  the  inside  route,  and  all  other  clubs  will 
be  asked  to  co-operate. 


A  program  for  the  reliability  race  for  motor  boats,  to  be  held  on  the  Elbe  from  Magde- 
burg to  Hamburg  in  June,  has  been  issued  by  the  Imperial  Automobile  Club,  under  whose 
auspices  the  event  will  be  held.  The  race,  which  is  open  for  boats  of  all  nationalities, 
begins  on  June  20  at  3  a.  m.,  the  start  being  at  Herrenkrug,  above  Magdeburg  The 
course  then  leads  down  the  river  until  the  confluence  of  the  Sueder  and  the  Elbe,  thence 
along  the  Sueder-Elbe,  past  Harburg,  through  the  Koehlbrand  into  the  Norder-Elbe,  and 
finally  down  the  Elbe  again  as  far  as  Muehlenberg,  about  seven  kilometers  beyond  Altona. 
The  length  of  the  course  is  302.8  kilometers.  Besides  a  cup  presented  by  Prince  Hohenlohe- 
Oehringen,  to  be  awarded  to  the  boat  which  can  prove  the  shortest  time  of  run  and  the 
smallest  number  of  engine  disturbances  during  the  race,  several  other  prizes  will  be 
awarded  to  the  fastest  boats  of  the  various  classes,  the  number  of  such  prizes  to  be  decided 
upon  according  to  the  number  of  competing  boats. 


The  American  Power  Boat  Association,  through  its  cruise  committee,  has  fixed  the  details 
of  its  annual  cruise,  which  will  be  held  in  August.  This  year's  event  will  go  to  the  James- 
town Exposition,  and  will  remain  there  during  the  motor  boat  racing,  to  be  held  the  week 
beginning  September  3.  It  is  planned  to  occupy  seven  days  in  transit,  stopping  at  various 
yacht  clubs  along  the  route.  The  fleet  will  rendezvous  at  the  Atlantic  Yacht  Club  on  the 
morning  of  August  22.  In  the  afternoon  it  will  start  for  New  Brunswick,  where  it  will 
lie  during  the  night,  continuing  through  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  in  the  morning. 
The  night  of  August  23  will  be  spent  at  the  Riverton  (N.  J.)  Yacht  Club,  and  on  the  24th 
the  fleet  will  proceed  to  Delaware  City,  where  it  will  be  locked  into  the  Delaware  and 
Chesapeake  Canal.  Sunday  will  be  spent  in  a  run  to  the  Sassafras  River,  and  August  26 
will  be  spent  in  reaching  Annapolis.  The  run  for  August  27  is  to  Soloman's  Island,  and 
August  28  to  Milford  Haven,  while  it  is  planned  to  reach  Hampton  Roads  on  the  night  of 
August  29. 


A  revised  program  for  the  long  distance  motor  boat  races,  to  be  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Toledo  Yacht  Club,  August  8,  9,  10  and  11,  has  just  been  issued  by  the  motor  boat 
regatta  committee.  It  has  been  found  impossible  to  arrange  for  the  proposed  race  from 
Toledo  to  Erie,  between  the  winners  of  the  Chicago-Mackinaw  and  College-Point  Marble- 
head  winners. 
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Extensive  experiments  by  Parisian  aeroplane  inventors  are  now  being  made,  and  the  sub- 
ject of  aeronautics  is  one  that  promises  to  receive  a  vast  amount  of  attention  in  foreign 
countries  this  season.  M.  Louis  Bleriot  recently  tried  his  new  aeroplane  at  Bagatelle,  in 
the  Bois  de  Boulogne.  The  trial  was  a  short  one,  the  machine  travelling  only  a  short  dis- 
tance along  the  ground,  when  it  was  stopped,  owing  to  a  broken  rudder.  The  Bleriot 
machine  differs  largely  from  the  majority  of  aeroplanes.  On  it  there  is  but  one  plane,  and 
it  resembles  a  pair  of  wings  outstretched.    These  wings  are  made  of  parchment  paper  and 

have  a  surface  of  13  square  meters.  The 
total  weight  of  the  apparatus  is  260  kilo- 
grams, including  a  24  hp.  motor.  M. 
Santos-Dumont  has  been  experiment- 
ing with  his  Bird  of  Prey  No.  2,  but  he 
j  does  not  intend  to  attempt  flight  until 
he  has  fully  tested  the  mechanism  of  his 
I  invention. 


Elaborate  preparations  are  being  made 
by  the  Aero  Club  of  St.  Louis,  with  a 
view  to  making  a  decided  success  of  the 
international  balloon  contest  for  the 
Bennett  Cup,  which  is  to  be  held  in 
that  city  next  October.  The  organiza- 
tion has  already  collected  by  subscrip- 
tion and  otherwise,  the  sum  of  $6,000, 
with  which  to  pay  for  the  City  of  St. 
Louis,  the  balloon  which  will  defend 
the  club  in  the  race,  and  to  aid  in  en- 
tertaining the  American  and  foreign 
representatives. 


Captain  von  Krogh  of  Berlin,  together 
with  several  fellow  aeronauts,  recently 
made  a  balloon  ascent  and  tried  a  new 
method  of  producing  ballast  during  a 
balloon  trip.  A  quantity  of  chemicals 
were  taken,  which  have  the  properties 
of  absorbing  moisture,  thus  increasing 
their  weight  in  a  damp  atmosphere.  The 
experiments,  which  took  place  under  the 
superintendence  of  Dr.  Knocks,  of  the  Meteorological  Institute,  are  said  to  have  been  of  a 
successful  nature.  The  ascent  was  made  in  the  spherical  balloon  Betzold,  and  after  reach- 
ing a  height  of  1,800  meters,  effected  a  landing  300  kilometers  distant.

Lieutenant  Frank  P.  Lahm,  the  well-known  American  aeronaut,  who  last  year  won  the 
Bennett  Cup  for  America  in  the  International  balloon  contest  held  in  Great  Britain,  recently 
made  a  daring  ascent  in  the  balloon  Catherine  Hamilton,  at  the  Aero  Club  grounds  at 
Saint  Cloud,  France.  He  was  accompanied  on  his  trip  by  a  French  officer,  Captain  Feline, 
of  the  Saumur  Cavalry  School.  Lieutenant  Lahm  will  return  to  America  late  in  August 
or  early  in  September,  when  he  starts  preparations  for  his  competition  in  the  International 
contest  at  St.  Louis  in  October.

In  this  connection,  I  may  state  that  this  race  enlists  the  services  of  a  good 
many  remarkable  drivers,  viz.,  Nazzaro,  Weillschott,  Duray,  Gabriel,  Cagno, 
Fabry,  Wagner,  Hanriot,  HemSry,  Rigal,  Gaste,  A.  Clement,  Garcet.  Paul 
Faure,  Dureste,  Marnier. 


In  every  race  the  strength  of  the  Panhard  motors  has  been  noticed,  and  I 
am  informed  that  the  motors  to  be  used  in  the  Grand  Prix  race  will  first  do 
service  in  the  motor  boats  at  Monaco,  the  "Panhard  Tellier"  and  the  "Rapiere." 
Afterward  they  will  be  mounted  on  the  racing  cars  to  dispute  the  thirty  litres 
trials.

The  automobile  show  at  Prague,- the  capital  of  Bohemia,  which  was  opened* 
on  March  24th  and  just  closed  its  doors,  has  proven  a  great  success.  All  the 
best  European  makes  were  represented. 

The  De  Dietrich  factory  is  very  busy  completing  'three  different  types  of 
racing  cars,  to  participate  in  the  three  big  events  of  the  year,  the  Targa  Florio, 
the  German  Emperor's  Cup,  and  the  French  Grand  Prix.  By  this  you  will  see 
this  important  factory  will  be  ready  for  the  Vanderbilt  race,  and  will  then  select 
the  cars  best  suited  to  the  rules  of  the  Vanderbilt  course.  In  the  Targa  Florio 
the  De  Dietrich  will  be  represented  by  two  cars,  piloted,  one  by  Duray  and  the 
other  by  Gabriel,  which  means  a  strong  combination  of  cars  and  drivers. 
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A  tourist  competition  will  be  organized  by  the  Automobile  Clubs  of  Milan 
and  Genoa,  for  May  9th  and  10th,  over  a  distance  of  1000  kilometers. 


A  plucky  French  miss,  by  name  Noilhan,  has  established  a  record  between 
Paris  and  Monte  Carlo  on  a  20  hp.  Bianchi.  With  four  passengers  she  left 
Paris  at  6.20  in  the  morning  on  Thursday  and  arrived  at  Nevers  at  11  o'clock. 
After  a  lunch  of  1 hours,  she  left  this  place  and  arrived  in  Lyons  at  7  o'clock. 
Notwithstanding  the  bad  condition  of  the  road,  she  made  that  distance  of  542 
kilometers  with  four  people  in  10  hours  and  25  minutes.

The  Ministry  of  Commerce  and  Industry  of  Russia  will  give,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  automobile  show  to  be  held  at  St.  Petersburg  from  June  1st  to  17th,  the 
following  prizes :  6  grand  gold  medals,  6  gold  medals,  18  grand  silver  medals,  30 
silver  medals,  36  bronze  medals.  These  medals  will  not  be  represented  by  certifi- 
cates, but  actually  delivered  to  the  exhibitors  designated  by  a  jury. 


A  Spanish  company  for  the  manufacture  of  the  Darracq  automobiles  has 
been  constituted  with  a  capital  of  four  million  pesetas  at  Victoria,  which  is  the 
capital  of  the  province  D'Alava. 


Motobloc,  the  well-known  make  of  Bordeaux,  which  also  participates  in  the 
Grand  Prix,  has  made  an  entry  for  the  hill  climbing  contest  at  Puerto  del  Guad- 
arrama,  Spain,  on  March  22,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Royal  Spanish  Automo- 


Toledo,  O.,  April  8. — Elyria,  Ohio,  is  stirred  up  over  the  report  that  the 
Lake  Shore  Railroad  has  secured  an  interest  in  the  big  building  owned  by  the 
Pope-Toledo  Automobile  Company  and  that  the  two  corporations  will  join  in 
making  heavy  gasolene  railroad  motor  cars  {o  be  used  on  the  Lake  Shore  lines. 

Officials  at  the  Pope  plant  here  say  there  is  nothing  in  the  rumor  and  that 
they  have  no  intention  of  starting  a  plant  of  any  kind  at  Elyria. 

Emphasis  is  lent  to  the  denial  by  Manager  Schaaf  of  the  Toledo  factory.  "I 
cannot  imagine  how  any  such  rumor  as  this  got  started  as  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  no  idea  of  this  kind  has  ever  been  contemplated,  even  remotely,"  he 
writes.

A  Rumor  and  Its  Denial 
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What  the  Missouri  Legislature  Has  Done  For  Good  Road 


Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  April  8 — Even  if  the  extra  session  of  the  Legislature 
of  Missouri,  which  convened  here  today,  passes  no  good  roads  legislation,  the 
work  already  done  by  the  Assembly  at  its  regular  term  surpasses  anything  of  the 
kind  ever  even  attempted  in  the  State. 

Everything  that  sounded  like  goods  roads  found  adherents.  Many  measures 
that  were  duplicated  by  the  various  members  were  weeded  out  and  only  the  best 
of  the  legislation  adopted.  Xow  that  the  Governor  has  signed  these  bills,  the 
work  for  good  roads  can  be  summed  up. 

Last  winter  was  only  a  repetition  of  the  winter  before  in  interior  Missouri. 
For  months  farmers  were  practically  prisoners  in  their  homes  because  of  the 
mud.  Xot  only  that,  but  the  government  often  refused  to  compel  its  rural  mail 
carriers  to  attempt  passage  on  the  seas  of  mud.  That  Uncle  Sam  exerts  a  most 
powerful  leverage  for  good  roads  can  be  noted  from  one  bill  which  provides 
that,  while  a  certain  amount  may  be  spent  on  each  mile  of  dirt  roads,  this  sum 
may  he  doubled  if  the  road  is  used  by  a  rural  route  carrier. 

Appropriations  made  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  with  all  the  cash 
available  for  good  roads  within  two  years,  or  rather,  by  January  I,  1909,  amount 
to  the  total  of  $1,475,000.  Of  this  sum,  $475,000  is  the  money  paid  to  the  State 
of  Missouri  by  the  federal  government  in  payment  of  war  claims.  This  is  divid- 
ed among  the  different  counties.  In  addition  to  this,  $500,000  is  appropriated 
each  year  for  two  years,  the  money  to  become  available  on  June  1  of  1907  and 
1908  respectively.  This  last  named  appropriation  is  intended  rather  as  an  in- 
centive for  the  construction  of  good  roads  by  the  various  counties.  It  is  to  be 
divided  among  the  counties  in  proportion  to  the  school  census,  not  more  than  5 
per  cent,  to  go  to  any  one  county  in  the  course  of  a  year  and  then  only  when  the 
county  furnishes  a  like  amount.  There  are  114  counties  in  the  State  and  St. 
Louis  is  a  separate  county  and  also  entitled  to  a  share.  This. makes,  strictly 
speaking,  115  corporations  to  share  in  the  money.  With  the  exception  of  St. 
Louis,  no  city  is  benefited. 

The  disbursement  of  this  fund  is,  in  a  way,  under  the  control  of  the  State  high- 
way engineer's  department.  This  official  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  this  body  has  already  had  one  session  on  the  subject,  although  the 
new  official  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  go  to  work  until  June  1.  Among  his 
qualifications  it  is  stated  that  he  shall  be  a  civil  engineer  and  practical  road  build- 
er. Samples  of  stone  may  also  be  submitted  to  his  department  for  his  ailvice 
as  to  the  best  way  of  using  them  in  roads.  No  macadam  loads  built  under  State 
supervision  are  to  be  less  than  sixteen  feet  in  width. 

Supplementing  the  State  highway  engineer,  the  position  of  county  engineer, 
these  officials  to  be  named  by  the  various  county  courts,  was  created.  The 
work  of  roadbuilding  is  to  be  under  their  direct  supervision,  with  the  State  en- 
gineer directing  their  energies.  This  method  will  permit  of  a  systematic  con- 
struction of  roads  with  respect  to  the  State  as  a  whole  and  is  calculated  to  d 
away  with  the  present  conditions,  under  which  one  county  has  a  fine  chain  of 
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rock  roads,  which  terminate  abruptly  at  the  county  boundaries.  The  Legislature 
was  of  the  opinion  that  an  east  and  west  highway  across  the  State  should  be 
linked  up  and  also  one  from  north  to  south. 

Other  bills  which  are  expected  td  yield  revenue  for  the  good  roads  move- 
ment are  as  follows: 

To  tax  all  transfers  of  grain  futures  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  flat.  This  is 
expected  to  yield  $250,000  a  year,  unless  the  boards  of  trade  of  St.  Louis  and 
Kansas  City  move  into  Illinois  and  Kansas  respectively. 

Permitting  counties  and  townships  to  levy  a  special  road  tax  of  25  cents  on 
the  $100  valuation  by  a  majority  consent  of  the  voters. 

Permitting  the  expenditure  of  $5  per  year  upon  each  mile  of  dirt  roads  for 
dragging,  providing  that  not  over  50  cents  a  mile  shall  be  paid  for  dragging  a 
road  four  times.  If  the  road  is  used  by  rural  mail  carriers,  the  allowance  is  in- 
creased to  $10. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  Governor  Folk  has  signed  the  automobile  bill,  which, 
although  a  disappointment  in  some  particulars,  is  far  in  advance  of  the  law  now 
on  the  statute  books.  The  bill  becomes  a  law  in  June  and  already  motorists  are 
trying  to  find  out  whether  they  will  be  allowed  to  rebate  if  they  have  taken  out 
county  licenses.  These  last  named  cost  $2.  and  are  due  January  1,  while  the 
new  State  license  is  $5.    A  ruling  on  this  subject  is  expected  shortly.

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New  York  Has  More  Good  Roads  Money  Than  it  Can  Use 

This  year's  appropriation  by  the  New  York  Legislature  for  good  roads  will 
be  only  $2,000,000,  as  against  $5,000,000  appropriated  last  year  for  this  purpose. 
These  good  road  expenditures  of  the  Empire  State  are  under  the  $50,000,000 
voted  by  the  people  for  the  betterment  of  public  highways. 

It  was  expected  that  the  amount  of  good  road  money  for  1907  would  be  the 
same  as  that  for  1906,  but  it  appears  that  there  is  $5,000,000  of  good  roads  work 
under  contract  uncompleted,  with  $2,000,000  of  the  $5,000,000  appropriated  by  the 
last  year  Legislature  not  yet  contracted  for.  State  Engineer  Skeene  was  told  that 
this  Legislature  would  give  him  $2,000,000,  which  with  the  like  amount  unex- 
pended of  last  year's  appropriation  would  give  him  $4,000,000  to  enable  him  to 
award  more  construction  work  in  the  fall. 

Bulletin  No.  13  recently  issued  from  the  office  of  the  State  Engineer  contains 
some  valuable  information  relative  to  the  building  of  good  roads  during  the  period 
in  which  the  Higbie-Armstrong  State  Aid  Law  has  been  in  operation  in  New  York 
State.  The  act  went  into  effect  in  1898,  and  during  the  intervening  years  $8,223,- 
265  has  been  expended  as  the  amount  of  the  State  appropriations.  The  total  ap- 
propriations by  counties  amount  to  $11,272,151,  making  a  total  good  roads  appro- 
priation of  $19,495,416. 

The  following  table  shows  the  roads  in  each  county  which  have  been  com- 
pleted, which  are  under  contract  and  also  those  for  which  plans  have  been  approved 
by  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  and  are  now  awaiting  contract :

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Chicago  Motorists  Have  New  Traffic  Rules 


Chicago,  April  8. — Controlling  traffic  on  a  major  portion  of  the  most 
desirable  motoring  thoroughfares  within  the  limits  of  Chicago,  the  South  Park 
Commissioners  of  Chicago  have  been  giving  much  attention  of  late  to  the  pro- 
blem of  revising  the  rules  of  the  road.  The  latest  evidence  of  their  activity  in 
this  direction  is  a  completely  revised  code  of  regulations.  Advance  proofs  of 
the  new  regulations  are  just  off  the  press,  and  Capt.  T.  E.  E.  Richards,  head  of 
the  South  Park  police,  declares  that  his  men  will  be  under  strict  commands  to 
enforce  the  rules  to  the  letter. 

In  their  essentials,  the  new  rules  follow  the  highway  code  of  most  of  the 
great  cities,  but  one  specific  clause  has  been  given  great  emphasis,  and  is  to  be 
strictly  enforced.  Vehicles  will  not  be  permitted  to  turn  to  retrace  their  course 
except  at  street  intersections,  and  this  rule  will  apply  particularly  to  automobiles. 
Similarly,  vehicles  will  not  be  allowed  to  cross  the  street  and  halt  with  the  left 
side  to  the  curb.  In  either  case,  it  will  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  the  next  inter- 
section, and  there  turn  about  and  if  a  halt  is  made  in  the  middle  of  the  block,  it 
will  then  be  made  with  the  proper  side  of  the  vehicle  to  the  curb. 

With  the  coming  of  spring,  the  condition  of  traffic  on  "Motor  Lane/'  from 
Twelfth  street  to  Sixteenth  street  in  Michigan  Boulevard,  has  been  such  as  to 
tax  the  capacity  of  the  street  to  the  limit,  and  it  has  been  imperative  that  some 
such  rules  as  those  promulgated  by  the  South  Park  Commission  should  be 
placed  in  effect. 


Toledo,  O.,  April  8. — The  Aiken  law  is  to  provide  good  roads  for  Lucas 
county.  As  the  first  step  in  the  movement  is  to  perfect  a  system  of  good  roads 
throughout  the  county,  the  infirmary  directors  have  just  turned  over  to  the 
county  commissioners  $50,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  roads.  In  addition 
to  this  amount  bonds  to  the  sum  of  $40,000  will  be  issued  and  used  for  the  same 
purpose. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  $90,000  will  put  sixty  miles  of  country  roads  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  in  which  they  will  be  maintained. 

What  is  true  of  Lucas  may  be  said  of  the  entire  State.  Never  before  in 
its  history  have  the  people  come  out  with  such  a  stand  for  better  roads ;  many 
of  the  counties  have  made  appropriations  this  spring  with  promises  to  keep 
the  good  work  going. 


That  President  J.  J.  Hill  of  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  is  a  friend  of  the  advo- 
cates of  better  highways  in  Minnesota  is  evidenced  by  his  recent  offer  of  his  road 
for  the  free  hauling  of  crushed  stone  to  any  part  of  the  State  to  aid  in  the  cause 
of  good  road  building.  The  good  roads  question  is  prominently  before  the  Minne- 
sota Legislature  now,  owing  to  the  introduction  of  a  bill  to  authorize  the  employ- 
ment of  convict  labor  at  stone  crushing  and  road  building. 


Meets  With  Favor  in  Ohio 
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Count  Lambert  Invents  the  "Slider/' 

There  has  just  been  launched  at  Bellaucourt  near  Paris  a  new  nautical  ap- 
paratus which  is  expected  by  its  inventor  to  revolutionize  both  .automobiling  and 
navigation. 

This  apparatus,  which  is  constructed  according  to  plans  furnished  by  Count 
Lambert,  consists  of  a  kind  of  chassis  mounted  upon  horizontal  planes.  The 
propelling  device  is  an  aerial  screw  actuated  by  an  Antoinette  motor  of  70  hp. 
The  speed  reached  by  the  "Slider,"  as  it  is  called,  was  rather  high  in  the  pre- 
liminary tests,  and  will  be  further  increased  after  certain  modifications  of  detail 
have  been  introduced  into  it.   The  advantage  of  its  hydroplane  and  its  aerial  screw 


is  that  its  draught  of  water  is  almost  none  in  consequence  of  the  doing  away 
with  a  keel  and  propeller;  and  it  will  be  able  to  navigate  in  all  water  courses 
however  slight  their  depth.  If  the  use  for  which  it  is  hoped  to  employ  the  Slider 
becomes  general,  the  inventor  expects  to  soon  see  streams  scarcely  navigable  in 
summer,  such  as  the  Loire,  plowed  by  these  swift  and  curious  craft. 

At  Monte  Carlo  on  Tuesday  of  this  week  the  hydroplane  took  fire  and  for 
a  time  was  in  danger  of  being  entirely  destroyed.  With  the  aid  of  fire  extinguish- 
ers, however,  the  flames  were  ultimately  gotten  under  control  and  Count  Lam- 
bert's curious  device  was  saved. 
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Declared  Winner  Seven  Months  After  the  Race 

Seven  months  after  the  date  of  the  race,  Arthur  G.  Schmitt  of  Chicago  has 
been  declared  winner  of  the  trophy  in  the  fifty-mile  event  at  St.  Louis  Sept.  3, 
1906.

It  is 
made  very  strong  and  heavy  and  is  entirely  suited  for  a  60  horse  power  motor.  We  used  this 
transmission  with  perfect  success  in  our  96  horse-power  racing  car  which  was  built  for  the 
Vanderbilt  eliminating  trials.  The  gears  are  all  made  of  Krupp  chrome  nickel  steel,  thoroughly 
hardened,  and  the  shafting  in  the  transmission  is  also  made  of  the  best  nickel  steel.  The  trans- 
mission drives  direct  on  the  fourth  speed  and  the  ratio  of  gearing  up  or  down  on  the  fourth 
speed  may  be  changed  by  increasing  or  decreasing  the  number  of  teeth  on  the  jack-shaft 
sprockets.

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It  is  doubtful  if  there  ever  has  been 
such  a  loud  and  unanimous  outcry 
against  the  condition  of  the  highways  of 
any  advanced  and  wealthy  community 
as  is  now  welling  up  to  high  heaven  in 
denunciation  of  the  authorities  of  New 
York  City  for  permitting  its  streets  to 
fall  into  their  present  disgraceful  con- 
dition. Not  that  a  spring  overhauling 
such  as  is  now  called  for,  has  ever  been  unnecessary.  The  wear  and  tear  of  any 
winter  has  certain  definite  and  expected  results.  No  city  or  town  is  exempt 
from  them,  and  none  can  hope  to  find  its  streets  anything  but  much  the  worse 
for  wear  at  this  time  of  the  year.  The  fact  is  recognized  and  it  is  the  custom 
to  begin  the  work  of  improvement  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  No  very 
long  time  elapses  before  conditions  are  vastly  bettered,  and  then  summer  comes 
and  no  more  is  heard  of  the  matter. 


But  we  of  New  York  are  face  to  face  with  an  unprecedented  condition,  one  that 
calls  for  heroic  measures.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  modern  city  have  the 
streets  been  in  such  a  state  of  disrepair.  A  long  winter,  with  an  abnormal 
amount  of  snowfall,  combined  with  what  seems  to  be  an  utter  neglect  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities,  has  had  its  natural  result.  This  was  bad  enough  in  itself, 
and  there  would  have  been  much  growling  and  grumbling  even  if  the  work  of 
repair  and  improvement  had  been  set  on  foot  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 
But  when  nothing  was  done,  when  the  department  in  charge  of  the  streets  dis- 
played a  mixture  compounded  of  about  equal  parts  incompetency  and  indiffer- 
ence, it  is  not  surprising  that  the  storm  burst  at  last.    Burst  it  did,  and  from  all 
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sides  rose  an  outcry  that  penetrated  even  the  thick  shell  of  indifference  that  sur- 
rounded the  responsible  officials.  In  this  outcry  automobilists  have  very  natur- 
ally joined.  They,  being  constant  users  of  the  streets,  are  among  the  chief 
sufferers  from  present  conditions.  By  joining  hands  with  other  users,  the  result- 
ing protest  possessed  much  greater  weight  and  authority  than  would  have  been 
the  case  had  it  come  from  one  quarter  only. 


Good  is  pretty  certain  to  come  of  the  matter.  Had  only  the  normal  amount  of 
deterioration  \o  the  streets  occurred  only  the  normal  amount  of  repairs  and  im- 
provements would  have  been  given  them.  Now,  however,  public  attention  has 
been  focused  upon  the  matter  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  authorities  to  bestir 
themselves  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  heretofore  in  order  to  allay  the  dis- 
content and  disaffection  that  prevail.  Half-way  measures  will  not  be  tolerated. 
Nothing  short  of  a  complete  overhauling  will  satisfy  the  public  in  its  present 
temper. 


Out  of  deference  to  this  very  much  belated  spring  the  Chicago  tradesmen  have 
put  off  the  date  of  their  spring  show  until  early  in  May.  They  think  that  by  that 
time  spring  will  surely  put  in  an  appearance.  It  is  not  a  safe  bet,  however,  at 
that. 


It  would  appear  that  the  harmony  that  was  supposed  to  prevail  regarding  the 
rules  for  this  year's  Glidden  tour  is  not  quite  as  complete  as  it  should  be.  On 
another  page  one  prominent  maker  comes  out  bluntly  with  the  statement  that 
he  has  yet  to  find  one  manufacturer  who  believes  that  the  tour  is  satisfactory  or 
valuable  in  any  respect.  He  adds  that  in  his  opinion  the  rules  are  no  improve- 
ment over  last  year's.  That  is  a  great  pity,  for  we  all  know  how  inadequate  the 
latter  were.  And  the  A.  A.  A.  thought  that  it  was  pleasing  the  makers  to  adopt 
these  rules! 


Politics  always  has  made  strange  bed-fellows,  but  it  would  not  be  easy  to  find 
stranger  ones  than  are  brought  together  by  the  campaign  now  being  waged 
against  the  deplorable  condition  of  New  York  City  streets.  The  Automobile 
Club  of  America  has  joined  hands  with  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals  and  the  Independent  Hackmen's  Association.  All  differences  are 
forgotten  and  the  various  organizations  are  bringing  pressure  on  the  authorities 
to  do  something. 


If  you  want  to  keep  to  the  front  these  days  you  must  make  use  of  the  newest 
fangled  appliances  that  are  to  be  had.  This  lesson  has  been  learned  by  a  Mil- 
waukee justice  of  the  peace,  who  proposes  to  corner  the  hurry  matrimonial  mar- 
ket by  using  an  automobile  for  drumming  up  trade.  Heretofore  a  rival  justice 
has  secured  the  cream  of  this  business,  but  now  he  is  to  be  left  far  in  the  rear. 
The  enterprising  justice  has  secured  what  is  described  as  "a  large  white  auto- 
mobile." with  which  he  will  meet  incoming  steamers  and  railway  stations  to  land 
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couples  who  come  to  Milwaukee  in  great  numbers  each  year  for  the  purpose  of 
being  joined  "till  death  do  part."  After  the  ceremony,  the  justice  proposes  to 
"throw  in"  a  ride  about  town,  to  show  off  the  beauties  of  the  city. 


That  Pittsburg  dealer  who  had  contracted  to  supply  "three  large  touring  cars" 
to  a  former  Pittsburger  who  has  been  very  much  in  the  public  eye  of  late,  is 
naturally  very  much  disappointed  that  the  jury  did  not  find  in  favor  of  his  cus- 
tomer. It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  touring  season  will  be  over  before  the  order  is 
filled. 


From  a  young  Chicagoan,  who  is  a  student  at  Yale,  conies  a  most  original  sug- 
gestion. This  is  that  when  the  new  Long  Island  Motor  Parkway  is  completed 
an  intercollegiate  race  shall  be  run  over  it.  He  declares  that  "there  are  enough 
lads  at  Harvard,  Columbia,  Princeton,  Yale  and  Pennsylvania  who  tool  their  own 
cars  to  furnish  material  for  a  keen  struggle."  "Why  not  let  a  man  earn  his  'Y' 
at  motoring  as  well  as  at  running  or  vaulting?"  he  asks. 


There  is  now  before  the  Connecticut  Legislature  a  bill  which  provides  that  the 
same  punishment  shall  be  meted  out  for  purloining  an  automobile  as  for  making 
away  with  a  horse  without  the  owner's  permission.  Thefts  of  automobiles  have 
been  of  frequent  occurrence,  especially  in  Hartford,  where  no  less  than  three 
physicians  had  their  cars  stolen  within  a  very  short  time.  The  proposed  law  is 
looked  upon  as  the  only  means  of  putting  an  end  to  the  depredations.  Such  laws 
should  be  passed  by  every  State. 


It  is  said  that  quite  a  prosperous  little  business  has  sprung  up  in  the  supplying 
of  miniature  oil  cans  for  club  banquets.  Such  things  as  soup,  ice  cream,  etc.,  are 
served  in  these  cans  and  it  makes  the  diners  feel  quite  at  home.  It  is  even  said 
that  in  some  cases  just  a  suspicion  of  oil  is  introduced  to  give  the  motorists  the 
taste  and  smell  they  are  accustomed  to. 


The  very  newest  wrinkle  is  the  "chauffeur's  fidelity  bond,"  which  an  enter- 
prising surety  company  is  putting  out.  It  guarantees  that  the  chauffeur  shall 
honestly  perform  his  duties,  and  offers  indemnity  to  the  employer  for  loss  or 
damage  to  the  automobile  during  its  unauthorized  use  by  the  chauffeur;  the  loss 
of  moneys  entrusted  to  the  chauffeur  and  loss  or  breakage  of  parts  and  tools  be- 
longing to  the  automobile,  due  to  carelessness,  or  misuse  on  the  part  of  the  chauf- 
feur. 


A  dispatch  from  St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  states  that  "Twenty  big  touring  cars  have 
just  arrived  at  the  House  of  David,  near  Benton  Harbor,  and  during  the  coming 
spring  and  summer  will  be  used  by  the  missionaries  of  the  'flying  rollers'  to 
travel  all  over  the  country  seeking  converts  to  the  strange  faith  of  the  Israelites." 
Thev  are  exceedingly  up-to-date  Israelites,  as  is  shown  by  their  use  of  twenty 
automobiles,  even  allowing  for  a  slight  exaggeration.

An  "Air-Line"  Route  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition 

BY  PIONEER 

On  the  26th  of  this  month  the  Jamestown  Exposition  will  open  with  notable 
public  ceremonies,  which  will  attract  wide  attention  owing  to  the  fact  that  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  at  that  time  will  deliver  an  important  address  on  the  questions  of 
the  day.  Thus  introduced  to  the  attention  of  the  public,  the  Exposition  will  un- 
doubtedly remain  a  center  of  activity  and  interest  throughout  the  summer. 
Already  several  clubs,  including  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  and  numerous 
individual  motorists  are  planning  tours  to  Jamestown. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  of  wide  interest  to  learn  that  there  is  a  practical  touring 
route  of  but  340  miles  between  New  York  and  Norfolk,  or  to  be  more  exact,  it 
is  340  miles  from  New  York  by  way  of  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Dover  to 
Cape  Charles,  from  which  point  a  three-hour  ride  by  boat  completes  the  trip  to 
Norfolk.  This  is  approximately  300  miles  shorter  than  the  "battlefield  route" 
by  way  of  Gettysburg,  the  Shenandoah  Valley  and  Richmond,  and  tourists  whose 
time  is  limited  will  undoubtedly  prefer  the  shorter  route  by  way  of  the  Delaware 
peninsula. 

Leaving  New  York  in  our  White  Steamer  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  dis- 
covering a  "short  cut"  to  Jamestown,  we  drove  the  first  day  to  Philadelphia, 
following  the  beaten  route  by  way  of  Staten  Island,  New  Brunswick,  Trenton 
and  Burlington.  The  next  morning  we  followed  the  trolley  to  Chester  over  a 
good  macadam  road  which  is  built  over  the  marshes  and,  thence,  closely  hugging 
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the  shore  of  the  Delaware  River,  we  soon  reached  Wilmington,  29  miles  out. 
This  has  hitherto  been  the  extreme  southerly  point  on  the  motoring  map,  and 
we  had  absolutely  no  data  on  the  roads  south  of  here,  except  for  a  few  valuable 
suggestions  made  to  us  by  the  editor  of  Automobile  Topics,  whose  home  was 
formerly  in  Wilmington. 

Hardly  had  we  left  Wilmington  when  we  struck  our  first  bit  of  "local  color" 
—namely,  the  shell  road.  At  intervals  hereafter  we  struck  other  stretches  of  this 
kind  of  road  and  perhaps  a  few  words  of  description  may  not  be  out  of  place. 

Oyster  shells,  the  raw  material  of  such  roads,  are  obtained  from  the  great 
canning  establishments  which  comprise  one  of  the  great  industries  of  the  region 
contiguous  to  the  Delaware  and  Chesapeake  Bays.  To  make  a  shell  road,  all  that 
is  necessary  is  to  dump  the  shells  on  the  roadbed,  which  may  or  may  not  have

received  preparatory  treatment,  and  to  distribute  them  evenly  over  the  surface  to 
a  depth  of  several  inches.  Then  the  traffic  soon  crushes  them  and  welds  them 
together  into  a  smooth  homogeneous  surface,  which  is  ideal  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  motorist.  If  there  \vas  no  other  use  for  oyster  shells,  probably  the  entire 
peninsula  would  have  been  covered  with  a  network  of  shell  roads  long  ago,  but, 
unfortunately,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  man  who  tours,  the  shells  are  in  demand 
to  be  burned  for  lime  to  use  as  fertilizer.  It  is  a  grave  question  in  iriy  mind, 
however,  whether  the  few  extra  bushels  of  productivity  per  acre  gained  by  the 
use  of  this  fertilizer  are  not  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  increased  cost  of 
hauling  the  crops  to  market.  There  is  certainly  a  great  opening  in  this  section  for 
a  vigorous  good  roads  movement. 

[A  beginning  in  this  direction  has  been  made  in  both  Delaware  and  Mary- 
land.— Ed.] 
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The  stretches  of  shell  road  are  few  and  far  between,  and  the  road  of  loose 
ancj  heavy  sand  is  the  prevailing  type.  The  farmers,  with  their  narrow-tired 
vehicles,  all  drive  in  one  track,  making  two  great  deep  ruts  in  the  road  but,  if 
the  tourist  will  "straddle"  these  ruts,  and  if  his  car  has  good  clearance,  he  will 
be  able  to  negotiate  these  sand  roads  without  any  difficulty.  There  is  not  a  grade 
which  would  be  dignified  by  calling  it  a  "hill"  on  the  entire  route. 

Our  route  frpm  Wilmington  lay  almost  due  south,  through  Middletown, 
Smyrna,  Dover,  the  capital,  and  Harrington  to  Seaford,  115  miles  from  Phila- 
delphia, where  we  spent  the  night.  The  next  day,  after  15  miles  of  travel,  we 
crossed  the  border  into  Maryland.    The  first  town  in  this  State  that  we  struck 


was  .  Salisbury,  a  thriving  little  community  with  fine  brick  pavements,  which 
made  us  blush  when  we  thought  of  the  condition  of  Broadway,  Fifth  avenue  and 
the  other  main  streets  of  the  metropolis.  Are  New  Yorkers  justified  in  talking 
up  good  roads  to  the  farmers  as  long  as  we  have  holes  in  our  own  streets  big 
enough  to  get  lost  in? 

As  we  proceeded  down  through  Maryland,  the  character  of  the  country  took 
on  a  distinctly  southern  appearance.  We  frequently  came  through  pine  woods 
growing  in  semi-swampy,  sandy  soil,  just  as  can  be  seen  down  through  the  Caro- 
linas.  We  saw  negroes  in  ever-increasing  quantities  and  their  little  unpainted 
houses,  with  swarms  of  pickaninnies  playing  about  them,  made  it  very  evident 
that  we  were  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line.  It  was  evident  to  us  also  that 
the  automobile  is  a  distinct  novelty  in  that  section.  As  soon  as  a  horseman  would 
see  the  automobile  approaching,  he  would  lose  no  time  in  getting  his  horse  off  the 
road.  Fortunately,  there  are  no  fences  in  that  section  and  this  manoeuvre  could 
be  accomplished  with  safety  to  all  concerned.

We  noted  with  interest  that,  contrary  to  our  expectations,  the  mules  did  not 
become  as  unmanageable  at  sight  of  our  machines  as  did  the  horses.  All  of  the 
mules  which  we  saw  were  driven  by  negroes,  and  it  was  highly  amusing  to  hear 
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the  reassuring  words  which  the  dusky  drivers  would  address  in  conversational 
tones  to  their  mules  as  we  steamed  noiselessly  by  them. 

The  peninsula  is  a  great  agricultural  country.  Being  adjacent  to  Philadelphia 
and  New  York,  this  section  of  the  country  finds  truck-farming  most  profitable. 
We  expected  to  see  nothing  in  Delaware  except  peach  orchards,  but  we  saw 
many  more  acres  devoted  to  less  picturesque,  but  more  profitable  potato  patches. 

The  tourist  need  have  no  fear  that  he  will  not  get  enough  to  eat,  no  matter 
where  he  may  put  up  for  the  night,  although  the  appearance  of  some  of  the 


hotels  is  enough  to  make  one  shudder.  In  the  southern  part  of  Maryland,  at 
Princess  Anne,  where  we  least  expected,  such  a  discovery,  we  came  across  one  of 
the  most  delightful  little  hotels  I  have  ever  seen.  Here  we  were  served  with  a 
meal  which  it  would  be  hard  to  match  on  Broadway.  The  waiters  were  Japanese 
and,  more  astonishing  still,  the  price  was  50  cents !  Each  of  the  spotlessly  clean 
sleeping  rooms  was  provided  with  a  long  distance  telephone,  and,  in  general,  all 
the  comforts  of  home  were  at  hand. 

Twenty  miles  south  of  Princess  Anne  we  crossed  into  the  State  of  Virginia 
and,  following  the  peculiar  styles  of  zigzag  roads  through  the  unimportant  towns 
of  New  Church,  Belle  Haven  and  Eastville,  we  reached  Cape  Charles  at  noon 
of  the  fourth  day  out  of  New  York.  We  had  several  hours  to  wait  here  for  the 
afternoon  boat  to  Norfolk,  which  leaves  at  4:25  on  the  arrival  of  the  train  from 
the  North. 

Norfolk  is  bustling  with  activity  incident  to  the  opening  of  the  Exposition. 
Many  new  hotels  of  apparently  substantial  construction  are  nearing  completion, 
and  every  freight  train  brings  its  quota  of  double-decked  cots,  a  significant 
portent  of  the  accommodations  with  which  many  visitors,  who  do  not  make  their 
arrangements  in  advance,  will  have  to  be  satisfied.  There  is  sure  to  be  the 
familiar  scramble  for  a  "lower."   We  were  able  to  secure  good  accommodations 
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in  the  spacious  and  well-appointed  Hotel  Monticello,  and,  on  the  morning  after 
our  arrival,  drove  out  to  the  Exposition  grounds,  situated  some  ten  miles  from 
the  city. 

The  condition  of  the  road  connecting  Norfolk  with  the  Exposition  is  dis- 
graceful. "Perhaps  I  should  characterize  it  by  a  shorter  and  uglier  word."  But 
it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  "front  door"  of  the  Exposition  will  be  on 
Hampton  Roads  and  all  of  the  government  officials  and  distinguished  guests  will 
be  taken  to  the  Exposition  by  boat.  If  our  Chief  Executive  were  an  automobile 
enthusiast  and  had  asked  to  go  to  the  Exposition  from  Norfolk  in  a  motor  car, 
I  fancy  that  the  projected  new  boulevard  to  the  Exposition  would  be  finished 
by  this  time.  As  matters  stand,  I  do  not  believe  it  will  be  finished  until  the  middk- 
of  summer. 

Every  place  of  interest  near  Norfolk  is  reached  by  a  river  or  a  bay,  and 
practically  all  transportation  is  by  boat.  Consequently,  there  is  little  traffic  by 
the  highways  and  they  suffer  accordingly.  I  would  advise  the  tourist  to  do  his 
traveling  around  Norfolk  by  water  and  reserve  his  motoring  enthusiasm  for  the 
return  home.  I  would  further  advise,  as  the  result  of  our  experiences  and  obser 
vations,  that  visitors  to  the  Exposition,  instead  of  going  through  to  Norfolk, 
disembark  from  the  Cape  Charles  boat  at  Old  Point  Comfort.  This  is  directly 
across  Hampton  Roads  from  the  Exposition  grounds  and  there  is  frequent  boat 
service  not  only  to  the  Exposition  but  also  to  Norfolk,  Newport  News,  Hampton 
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and  the  other  places  which  have  a  claim  to  the  visitor's  attention.  Another  reason 
for  preferring  Old  Point  Comfort  is  that  one  of  the  most  interesting  features  of 
the  Exposition  will  be  the  assemblage  of  warships  from  all  nations  of  the  world, 
and  these  will  anchor  right  off  the  Point.  The  Hotel  Chamberlain,  on  the  Point, 
is  one  of  the  most  desirable  resort  hotels  in  the  country.  It  should  be  pointed 
out,  however,  that  the  scale  of  prices  there  exceeds  those  of  the  "hyphenated 
hotels,,  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 

As  regards  the  best  schedule  to  be  followed  in  making  the  tour  above  out- 
lined, I  would  suggest  that  the  private  touring  party,  intent  on  seeing  as  much 
of  the  country  as  possible,  should  take  three  days  to  cover  the  240  miles  between 
Philadelphia  and  Cape  Charles.  The  first  night's  stop  should  be  at  Dover,  the 
second  at  Princess  Anne,  and  on  the  third  day  the  tourist  should  arrive  at  Cape 
Charles  in  time  to  take  the  afternoon  boat  for  Old  Point  Comfort  and  Norfolk. 
These  three  stages  are  of  approximately  equal  mileage.  In  a  formally  organized 
tour,  on  the  contrary,  where  the  stimulus  of  competition  inevitably  results  in  fast 
traveling,  two  days  will  undoubtedly  suffice  for  the  trip,  the  night  stop  being  at 
Salisbury,  136  miles  from  Philadelphia. 

In  conclusion,  I  believe  that  the  Exposition  will  prove  a  powerful  factor 
in  turning  southward  the  tide  of  tourist  travel  during  the  coming  summer.  The 
motorist  who  drives  down  by  way  of  the  peninsula  route  will  have  an  interesting 
tour,  practically  free  from  road  difficulties,  and  he  will  see  many  novel  sights 
characteristic  of  the  South.  Moreover,  a  few  days  spent  at  the  Exposition  and 
in  thef  neighborhood  of  Norfolk  will  prove  of  interest,  even  to  those  who  have 
visited  larger  international  expositions. 

As  regards  the  return  home,  if  one's  time  is  limited,  he  may  ship  his  car  all 
the  way  by  boat,  or  he  may  cover  the  entire  distance  in  his  car,  or  he  may  go 
part  way  back  by  boat  and  drive  the  balance  of  the  distance.  In  another  article 
I  shall  hope  to  offer  some  suggestions  regarding  the  different  routes  homeward.

.  Rutland,  Vt.,  April  8. — An  organization  to  be  known  as  the  Rutland  Auto- 
mobile Club  was  formed  in  this  city  on  April  6.  The  following  officers  were 
elected:  President,  William  H.  Riddle;  vice-president,  Percival  W.  Clement; 
secretary,  Charles  A.  Matthews ;  treasurer,  Wallace  W.  Nichols.  Committees  on 
nominations  and  by-laws  were  also  elected,  and  a  Board  of  Governors,  of  which 
Governor  Fletcher  D.  Proctor  is  chairman. 

William  H.  Riddle,  of  this  city,  a  member  of  the  touring  committee  of  the 
American  Automobile  Association,  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  organizing  the  club. 


No  Dead  Horse  Hill-Climb  Tbis  Year 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Worcester  Automobile  Club,  at  a  meeting 
in  the  club  rooms  last  Saturday  night,  decided  not  to  have  an  automobile  climb 
on  Dead  Horse  Hill,  which  the  club  has  made  famous  in  previous  hill  climbs. 
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The  Palatial  New  $500,000  Club  House  of  the  A.  C.  A. 

Since  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  on  March  21,  1906,  steady  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  work  of  construction  and  furnishing  the  new  half-million-dollar 
clubhouse  of  the  Automobile  Qub  of  America,  on  Fifty- fourth  street,  just  west 
of  Broadway,  New  York.  The  big  task  is  now  practically  completed  and,  although 
the  club  has  occupied  a  part  of  its  new  premises  as  an  office  for  the  transaction 
of  necessary  business  since  early  in  January  because  of  the  expiration  of  the  lease 

on  the  old  quarters  in  the  Plaza  Bank 
building  on  Fifth  avenue,  the  formal 
opening  of  the  new  home  was  post- 
poned until  Thursday  of  this  week 
awaiting  the  interior  finishing  and 
furnishing  of  the  various  rooms. 

This  is  the  largest  and  costliest 
building  ever  designed  and  erected 
exclusively  for  use  by  an  automobile 
club,  the  automobile  clubs  of  France 
and  Great  Britain  occupying  substan- 
tial and  commodious  buildings  erected 
as  mansions,  and  the  especially  de- 
signed homes  of  the  Massachusetts, 
Pittsburg  and  Chicago  automobile 
clubs  being  much  smaller.  The  whole 
property  has  involved  an  expenditure 
of  approximately  $750,000,  the  plot  of 
ground  representing  an  outlay  of 
$250,000,  the  building  about  $350,000, 
and  the  furnishing  and  equipment 
$150,000. 

An  unusual  and  difficult  problem 
was  presented  in  designing  a  struc- 
ture that  should  suitably  combine  the 
artistic  and  luxurious  effects  required 
of  a  wealthy  men's  semi-social  club- 
house and  the  practical  features  of  a 
thoroughly  modern  automobile  gar- 
age. But  this  result  has  apparently  been  admirably  secured  by  architect 
George  Flagg,  and  no  doubt  the  features  will  serve  as  a  model  for  future 
attempts  in  the  same  direction.  Although  intimately  related,  the  clubrooms  and 
garage  are  so  ingeniously  segregated  that  a  guest  might  spend  hours  in  the  lobby, 
assembly  room,  grill  room,  billiard  room,  and  even  the  offices  of  Secretary  Butler 
and  his  assistants  and  hardly  be  aware  of  the  presence  in  the  same  building  of  a 
garage  and  car  storage  floors  for  the  accommodation  of  300  automobiles,  with 
facilities  for  their  care  and  repair. 

The  building  is  of  reinforced  concrete,  with  a  steel  skeleton,  being  the  first 
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concrete  structure  of  its  size  erected  in  the  city.  Fire-proof  construction  is  em- 
ployed throughout,  no  wood  being  used  except  for  wainscotting,  doors  and  window 
frames.  All  the  beams  supporting  the  floors — of  which  there  are  eight — are  of 
cement,  the  floors  are  of  cement  and  the  stairways  of  the  same  material,  except 
the  grand  stairway,  which  is  of  white  marble.  The  ground  floor  and  the  four 
upper  floors  are  used  for  garage  and  storage  purposes.  Every  precaution  is 
taken  to  prevent  fire  and  to  provide  ready  means  for  extinguishing  the  flames  if 
a  fire  should  start.  The  clubrooms  are  shut  off  from  the  garage,  and  the  auto- 
mobile elevators  and  rear  stairways  by  heavy  metal-covered  fire  doors  that  close 
by  gravity  automatically  in  case  of  fire,  thus  preventing  communication  of  the 
flames. 

The  building  has  a  frontage  of  131  feet  on  Fifty-fourth  street.  The  front 
is  of  granite,  white  brick  and  terra  cotta,  while  the  upper  floors  are  as  fully  glazed 
as  possible  to  admit  floods  of  southern  light  to  the  car  storage  floors  and  the 
machine  shop,  which  occupies  the  top  floor,  with  skylights  overhead. 

The  main  assembly  room,  reached  by  way  of  the  grand  stairway,  extends

across  the  full  front  of  the  second  story.  It  has  a  height  of  twenty-five  feet, 
rising  through  two  floors,  with  a  heavy  beamed  ceiling.  Six  huge  double  doors 
of  oak  open  off  from  the  side  opposite  the  great  arched  windows  into  the  grill- 
room and  on  to  the  stairway.  The  style  of  decoration  and  furnishing  is  Re- 
naissance, suggestive  of  the  famous  Chateau  of  Cheverney.  The  furniture  is  of 
heavy  hand-carved  oak,  upholstered  in  rich  red  leather  studded  with  brass  nails. 
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At  the  east  end  of  the  assembly  room  is  the  library,  partially  cut  off  by  two  im- 
mense fluted  pillars.  Flanking  a  great  marble  fireplace  are  the  dark  oak  bookcases 
with  adjustable  shelves  filled  with  bound  volumes  of  the  automobile  periodicals  of 
the  world  and  with  literature  of  the  motor  car.  At  the  west  end  of  the  room  is 
a  carved  oak  balcony  for  an  orchestra,  with  a  door  behind  admitting  from  the  rear 
stairway.  Provision  is  made  for  erecting  a  sectional  stage  and  raising  a  curtain 
to  be  used  for  entertainments,  lectures,  etc. 

The  grillroom  as  now  furnished  seats  one  hundred.  It  has  handsome  leaded 
glass  windows,  tiled  floor  in  terra  cotta  and  white,  and  is  furnished  in  black 
oak.   Opening  off  from  this  are  the  serving  room  and  kitchen,  both  furnished  in 

the  most  up-to-date  way,  the 
kitchen  having  a  large  gas 
range,  steam  warming  oven, 
and  ice  chest.  Opening  off 
the  opposite  side  of  the  grill- 
room is  the  directors'  room, 
decorated  in  olive-green  and 
furnished  with  a  soft  carpet 
in  the  same  color  and  mahog- 
any table  and  chairs. 

A  new  departure  with 
the  club  is  the  ladies'  room, 
located  under  the  first  landing 
of  the  grand  stairway,  and 
opening  directly  off  the  lobby. 
This  is  exquisitely  decorated 
and  furnished,  the  woodwork 
being  enameled  white,  the 
walls  covered  with  panels  of 
gray  silk,  and  the  room  sup- 
plied with  writing  tables, 
dressing  tables  and  a  number 
of  caned  easy  chairs,  all  of 
French  polished  walnut 

Great  care  and  expense 
have  been  devoted  to  making 
the  billiard  room  attractive. 
Three  massive  mahogany 
tables  occupy  the  center  of 
the  room,  which  is  carpeted 
The  chairs  are  of  mahogany  uphol-

with  red  and  has  the  walls  papered  in  red 
stered  in  red  leather. 

The  office  of  Secretary  S.  M.  Butler  opens  off  this  room,  and  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  secretary's  office  is  the  business  office  of  the  club  where  the 
clerical  work  is  done.  This  embraces  the  touring  department,  which  is  now 
being  greatly  expanded  to  take  in  all  civilized  parts  of  the  globe.  Large  maps 
showing  the  good  main  highways  in  all  parts  of  the  world  are  on  file  in  the 
great  oak  map  cabinets  that  stand  at  the  head  of  the  grand  stairway. 
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THE  GRILL  BOOM 


Perhaps  the  most  unique  and  interesting  feature  of  the  clubhouse  is  the 
garage  attachment.  Three  large  separate  entrances  with  rising  doors  admit 
the  members'  cars  from  the  street.  At  the  entrance  is  a  small  office  where  a 
record  is  kept  of  the  coming  and  going  of  cars,  and  where  there  are  boxes  for 
letters  and  messages  to  the  chauffeurs.  Directly  opposite  is  the  superintendent's 
office  with  a  window  through  which  the  superintendent  can  look  into  the  garage. 
Near  the  center  of  the  floor  is  a  large  iron  turntable  for  cars,  and  at  one  side  are 
two  electric  elevators  each  ten  by  eighteen  feet  with  a  lifting  capacity  of  eight 
thousand  pounds  apiece,  which  raise  the  cars  to  the  storage  and  repair  floors 
above.  On  each  garage  floor  there  are  washing  stands  and  the  different  sections 
are  indicated  by  figures  and  letters  painted  on  the  cement  supporting  beams  of  the 
ceiling.  There  are  also  fire  extinguishers  and  buckets  of  sand  disposed  liberally 
for  use  in  emergency. 

The  top  floor  is  set  apart  as  a  repair  shop  and  testing  department.  This  is  to 
be  thoroughly  equipped  with  electrically  driven  lathes,  drilling  and  grinding 
machines,  shapers  and  buffers  and  a  portable  crane.  There  will  be  a  full  outfit 
of  hand  tools  and  small  tools  for  the  machines  sufficient  for  a  force  of  about 
twenty-five  workmen.  The  testing  department  will  be  equipped  with  a  dynomome- 
ter  and  arranged  to  take  the  full  measure  of  efficiency,  fuel  consumption,  friction 
losses,  etc.,  of  all  makes  of  cars.  A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  by  the 
Technical  Committee  to  this  department,  which  will  be  complete  in  every  respect. 
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It  is  the  intention  of  the  club  to  provide  a  service  for  automobiles  that  will  be 
superior  to  that  obtainable  in  the  past.  In  connection  with  this  feature  there  is  a 
large  locker  room  for  members  with  one  hundred  fire-proof  metal  lockers,  in 
which  each  member  who  desires  can  keep  his  motoring  garments  under  private 
lock  and  key. 

No  illuminating  gas  is  used  in  the  building,  lighting  being  entirely  by 
electricity  generated  by  turbines.  Storage  batteries  in  the  basement  will  insure 
continuous  lighting  in  event  of  a  breakdown  in  the  lighting  machinery.  There 
is  telephonic  communication  between  all  parts  of  the  building.  On  each  of  fhe 
garage  floors  is  a  room  for  chauffeurs,  with  tables  for  card  playing  and  the 
serving  of  lunches,  settees,  and  clock  and  telephone. 

Altogether,  the  new  clubhouse  is  thoroughly  adequate  for  all  the  purposes 
of  the  leading  and  representative  automobile  club  of  America,  and  as  such  great 
pride  is  taken  in  it  by  the  members. 

Although  only  eight  years  old,  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  now  has  an 
active  membership  of  one  thousand  and  three  hundred  associate  members.  There 
is  at  all  times  a  waiting  list. 

It  was  on  June  7,  1899,  that  about  thirty  pioneer  motoring  enthusiasts 
gathered  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel  for  the  preliminary  formation  of  the  club, 
and  appointed  a  committee  to  draft  by-laws  and  perfect  the  organization  of  the

club.  On  August  16th  of  the  same  year,  a  charter  under  the  laws  of  New  York 
State  was  obtained,  and  two  months  later  ,  the  officers  were  elected,  George  F. 
Chamberlin  being  chosen  president.  Official  recognition  was  promptly  accorded 
by  the  Automobile  Club  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Automobile  Club  of  France.  The 
first  public  parade  of  motor  cars  ever  held  in  the  United  States  was  given  by  the 
club  on  November  4,  1899.  The  first  annual  banquet  of  the  club  was  held  at  the 
Waldorf-Astoria  on  April  2,  1900.  Twelve  days  later  the  club  ran  its  first  motor 
car  road  race  over  a  fifty-mile  course  on  Long  Island,  which  was  won  by  A.  L. 
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Riker  in  a  specially  constructed  electric  machine  in  the  then  phenomenal  time  of 
two  hours  and  three  minutes.  The  first  exclusive  exhibition  of  automobiles  in 
America  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  club  in  Madison  Square  Garden  on 
Nov.  3,  1900.  The  first  long  endurance  contest  was  organized  by  the  club  in 
1901,  eighty  cars  starting  from  New  York  on  September  9  for  the  five-hundred- 
mile  trip  to  Buffalo. 

At  the  present  time  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  is  one  of  the  most

active,  representative  and  influential  organizations  in  New  York.  It  takes  a 
prominent  part  in  legislative  matters  touching  the  improvement  of  the  public  high- 
ways of  the  State  and  country  and  the  enactment  of  laws  affecting  the  owners 
of  motor  vehicles. 


The  Centers  of  the  Industry 

That  in  one  Ward,  M.  E.,  an  "expert"  employed  by  the  A.  L.  A.  M.  so  long 
ago  as  1904,  that  body  got  what  in  the  vernacular  is  described  as  a  "lemon/'  is 
indicated  by  testimony  in  the  now  famous  Searchmont  case  this  week.  These 
questions  and  answers  passed : 

Q. — -Was  your  work  confined  exclusively  to  New  York  City  ?  A. — No. 

Q. — Where  did  you  go  to  inspect  machines  outside  of  New  York  City?  A.— I 
went  to  Newark. 

Q. — Anywhere  else  ?  A. — To  Chicago. 

Q. — Is  that  all?  A. — No,  I  went  to  Elizabeth  and  Great  Neck. 
Thus  are  the  centers  of  a  great  industry  distributed. 
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A  Study  of  the  Cars  For  the  Grand  Prix 

We  recently  gave,  says  L'Auto,  a  table  summarizing  the  essential  charac- 
teristics of  the  34  cars  which  are  to  take  part  in  the  Grand  Prix  of  the  Automo- 
bile Club  of  France.  This  table,  which  follows,  calls  for  a  few  comments. 

We  remark  in  the  first  place  that  16  cars  are  provided  with  chains,  and  that 
17  others  employ  transmission  by  shafts  and  bevel  pinions.  The  American 
Christie  car  is  in  this  respect  extremely  peculiar,  with  its  axle  in  front  of  the 
motor.  Two  years  ago,  out  of  the  36  carriages  which  participated  either  in  the 
French  elimination  trial  of  the  Bennett  Cup  race,  19  of  them  had  chains  and  17 
of  them  cardan  shafts.  Last  year  we  find  14  carriages  with  chain  drive  out  of 
34  that  participated  in  the  circuit  of  Sarth.  Upon  the  whole,  the  proportion  does 
not  sensibly  vary  from  one  year  to  another,  insomuch  that  we  do  not  find  any 
house  that  has  changed  its  method  of  transmission.  It  is,  moreover,  quite  signifi- 
cant to  note  that  Brasier  last  year  made  some  comparative  and  uninterrupted 
experiments  upon  two  racing  carriages,  one  provided  with  chain  and  the  other 
with  cardan  drive,  and  appears,  as  a  result,  to  have  decided  to  preserve  the  chain 
for  his  Grand  Prix  carriages  of  1907. 

We  recently  made  some  statistics  of  all  the  races  run  since  1901  in  order 
to  learn  exactly  to  which  of  the  two  methods  of  transmission  preference  might 
be  given.  Out  of  the  31  great  contests,  the  chain  counts  17  victories,  and  the 
cardan  14.  This  could  not  furnish  any  information  insomuch  as  the  total  num- 
ber of  cars  with  bevel  pinions  participating  in  these  31  tests  was  slightly  less 
than  the  total  number  of  chain  carriages. 

But,  nevertheless,  if  we  do  not  take  account  solely  of  the  first  place,  but  upon 
the  arrivals  (which,  upon  the  whole,  is  more  important,  seeing  that  victory  always 
includes  a  good  part  of  the  unexpected),  we  reach  the  possibility  of  formulating 
some  quite  serious  conclusions. 

In  the  a^ove  mentioned  31  races  as  a  whole,  47  per  cent,  of  the  chain  car- 
riages finished  the  course  completely,  while  but  32  per  cent,  of  the  cardan  car- 
riages succeeded  in  covering  the  complete  distance  imposed  on  the  competitors. 
The  most  convincing  example  of  all  is,  without  doubt,  furnished  by  the  result 
of  the  Grand  Prix  of  1906.  Twenty  cardan  carriages  started  and  three  finished 
the  race,  so  that  the  percentage  of  arrivals  was  15  per  cent.  Fourteen  chain 
carriages  made  a  start  in  this  same  Grand  Prix  and  eight  finished,  making  the 
percentage  of  arrivals  57  per  cent. 

We  are  so  much  the  more  pleased  with  this  result  in  that  it  confirms  what 
we  have  always  written,  to-wit,  that  above  40  and  100  horse-power,  transmission 
by  bevel  pinions  on  our  roads  appears  to  us  clearly  inferior  to  that  by  chain. 

We  certainly  do  not  deny  any  of  the  unfortunate  inconveniences  of  the  chain. 
It  is  noisy,  needs  frequent  tautening,  becomes  dirty  and  notably  increases  the 
resistant  stress  in  bad  weather  and  is  liable  to  break.  But,  nevertheless,  a  chain 
accident  is  always  easily  and  quickly  repaired.  Besides  (and  in  this  consists  the 
great  superiority  of  the  chain  in  a  race),  the  non-suspended  weight  is  notably

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diminished.  All  things  equal,  moreover,  a  chain-driven  carriage  keeps  the  road, 
behaves  better  and  wears  out  fewer  tires  than  a  cardan  carriage.  It  must,  there- 
fore, be  preserved.  Perhaps  we  hold  an  exactly  contrary  opinion  as  regards  the 
touring  carriage  of  mean  power. 

But  let  us  return  to  the  carriages  of  the  Grand  Prix.  There  is  between  the 
two  methods  of  ignition,  by  high  and  low  tension,  the  same  trial  as  by  the  two 
methods  of  transmission,  and  it  is  quite  curious  to  observe  that,  Darracq  apart, 
the  partisans  of  the  cardan  employ  the  spark  plug  and  the  partisans  of  the  chain

the  current  breaker.  It  is  commonly  said  that  the  touring  carriage  is  derived 
from  the  racing  one,  but  the  opposite  might  be  said  with  a  greater  show  of  reason. 
In  racing,  ignition  by  low  tension,  provided  we  make  the  same  statistics  as  indi- 
cated above,  possesses  an  overwhelming  advantage  over  ignition  by  spark  plug. 
But  the  latter,  for  the  touring  carriage,  is  coming  more  and  more  into  favor  and 
this  increasing  progress  is  found  in  the  establishment  of  racing  carriages. 

What  must  be  thought  of  it?  Here  again  we  have  a  very  decided  opinion. 
For  the  racing  carriage  take  the  breaker ;  for  the  touring  carriage  take  the  spark 
plug.  The  first  certainly  gives  a  better  efficiency  concomitant  with  a  better  fed 
and  hotter  spark,  but  it  necessitates  from  time  to  time  delicate  and  careful  regu- 
lations that  a  good  workman  can  alone  perform  well.  Although  the  plug  gives 
the  motor  less  vim  it  presents  the  advantage  of  convenience  and  causes  less 
trouble. 

We  have  said  that  the  breaker  gives  a  better  efficiency.    In  order  to  be  im- 
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partial  we  must  state  here  an  opinion  given  us  recently  by  M.  de  Knyff :  "Cer- 
tain manufacturers,"  said  he,  "have  taken  a  motor  with  breakers  and  have 
mounted  therein  an  ignition  by  spark  plug.  Then  the  experiment  revealed  a 
better  efficiency  when  the  ignition  was  effected  by  the  low  tension  circuit.  But 
there  is  no  reason  to  be  astonished  at  this ;  the  breaker  was  at  the  best  place  in 
the  explosion  chamber.  The  spark  plug,  on  the  contrary,  introduced  afterward, 
was  placed  less  advantageously." 

In  clutches,  the  old  cone  faced  with  leather  defends  its  skin  dearly,  and  the 
houses  which  employ  it,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  Brasier,  Renault,  and 
Darracq,  are  not  exactly  among  those  whose  opinions  can  be  slighted.  Yet  we 
prefer  the  metallic  clutch  and  the  type  with  segments  to  the  disk  type.  At  present 
we  are  therefore  with  the  minority,  but  we  hope  greatly  in  the  future 

The  carburetters  are  of  the  current  type  of  each  of  the  manufacturers,  but, 
as  well  may  be  thought,  by  reason  of  the  new  regulations,  have  evidently  bene- 
fited by  the  labor  and  efforts  made  to  obtain  the  best  utilization  of  the  fuel  and 
maximum  efficiency  of  the  motor. 

Shock  absorbers  are  numerous.  Their  value  may  readily  be  understood,  for 
a  carriage  which  is  provided  with  them  adheres  better  to  the  road  and  thus 
furnishes  a  better  utilization. 

Darracq  and  Renault  will  very  likely  race  with  carriages  destitute  of  any 
differential  mechanism.  We  have  about  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  trouble- 
some device  might  disappear  from  our  chassis  without  inconvenience.  See  what 
takes  place  at  high  speeds.  One  of  the  two  hind  wheels  almost  always  loses  its 
contact  with  the  ground  by  virtue  of  the  reaction  which  occurs,  even  upon  a  road 
kept  in  excellent  repair.  Now  if  the  carriage  has  a  differential,  as  soon  as  a  wheel 
has  left  the  ground,  the  transmission  becomes  idle  and  the  motor  revolves  to  no 
effect  and  consumes  fuel  at  a  pure  loss.  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  differential  be 
done  away  with,  no  matter  whether  one  wheel  leaves  the  ground  or  not,  the  trans- 
mission of  power  is  effected  entirely  by  the  other. 

Of  what  speed  are  the  competing  carriages  capable?  Of  this  we  can  say 
nothing  very  certain.  Logically,  certain  of  the  competitors  should  exceed  160 
kilometers  on  a  level.  That,  however,  is  of  no  very  great  significance.  It  is  of  a 
mean  speed  of  80  kilometers  that  it  is  a  question,  and  the  essential  thing  will  be 
to  have  no  break-downs  and  especially  the  giving  out  of  gasolene. 

Let  us  suppose  a  carriage  capable  of  running  on  an  average  of  120  kilometers 
at  one  tour  of  the  circuit  and  another  capable  of  making  an  average  of  110.  The 
difference  is  quite  perceptible.  But  if  we  suppose  that  the  first  comes  to  an  acci- 
dental stop  of  five  minutes,  it  will  have  to  run  at  full  speed  for  nearly  a  tour  and 
a  half  of  the  circuit  to  make  up  for  the  handicap,  and  yet  we  do  not  take  into 
account  the  slowing  down  for  the  stoppage  and  of  the  time  required  to  get  under 
speed  again.  It  would  therefore  be  necessary  for  it  to  make  two  turns  of  the 
circuit  to  catch  up  with  the  first. 

It  will  be  essential,  then,  here  as  always,  to  have  no  ill-timed  stoppages  and 
to  reduce  the  duration  of  those  that  cannot  be  avoided.  This  explains  the  almost 
universal  use  of  the  dismountable  felly  (rim)  that  brilliantly  triumphed  in  1906  to 
allow  any  of  its  competitors  to  profit  by  it. 
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In  Gay  Paris

From  France  at  large  to  Paris  was  the  next  number  in  the  program  of 
travel.  The  party  entered  at  one  of  the  South  gates — by  the  same  automobile 
that  had  already  borne  them  gallantly  through  England  and  Scotland  and  Wales ; 
from  the  Black  Forest  to  Vienna ;  from  Vienna  across  the  Alps  into  France.  The 
Hotel  Castiglione  received  the  travelers,  and  from  this  place  the  journeys  into  the 
environs  were  made. 

Paris  abounds  in  fine  avenues  and  grand  places;  in  palaces  and  cathedrals 
and  great  monuments,  celebrated  in  history  and  story,  so  that  the  traveler  feels 
that  he  is  meeting  old  acquaintances  in  visiting  them.  Who  does  not  know,  at 
least  from  pictorial  representation,  every  column  of  the  Madeleine  Cathedral,  re- 
produced almost  line  by  line  in  our  Treasury  Building  in  Washington  City?  Who 
does  not  know  the  Arch  of.  Triumph,  inscribed  with  the  names  of  Napoleon's 
victorious  battles?  And  the  Champs  Elysees,  (the  Elysian  Fields),  as  familiar  in 
literature  as  Broadway : — this  begins  with  the  Tuileries  Gardens,  the  Place  de  la 
Concord  at  one  end  of  the  vista,  a  double  avenue  bordered  with  horse  chestnut 
trees,  blooming  pink  in  early  summer  the  length  of  the  Champs  Elysees, — passing 
on  through  the  Arch  of  Triumph  to  the  Bois  de  Boulogne,  as  the  avenue  of  that 
name. 

This  is  one  of  the  celebrated  drives  of  the  world;  it  is  gay  with  the  great 
life  of  the  gayest  capital — Paris !  It  is  brilliant  with  fine  horses  and  equipages, 
and  animated  with  the  crowds  of  spectators  on  parkway  and  pavement.    By  day 
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it  is  an  elegant  and  inspiring  scene ;  at  night  it  is  a  fairy  spectacle,  lighted  with 
electricity,  electric  flowers,  electric  fountains, — light, — beauty, — a  panorama! 

Added  to  the  charms  of  other  years,  the  automobile  has  come  to  crown  the 
pleasures  of  the  great  world.  The  most  profound  impression  is  produced  by 
these  magnificent  chariots,  not  only  upon  the  mind  of  the  tyro,  but  upon  the 
thinking  observer,  who  is  moved  thereby  to  great  emotions.  The  automobile 
introduced  into  Paris  adds  to  its  perfections  as  a  spectacle,  like  giving  an  added 
perfume  to  the  rose  or  gilding  a  little  the  lily. 

The  Arc  de  Triomphe  is  in  the  center  of  the  Place  de  TEtoile,  (the  Place  of

the  Star)  :  from  this  circular  plaza  radiate  the  avenues  of  Paris.  These  lead  in 
various  directions  straight  out  to  the  end, — to  the  river,  to  the  encircling  walls, 
and  every  one  is  a  pleasant  course  by  automobile. 

The  old  city  lies  across  the  Seine,  approached  by  the  bridges  built  under 
the  first  Empire,  called  Napoleon's  Bridges,  seven  in  number,  beautiful  stone 
structures  crossing  the  dark  waters,  to  the  part  of  the  city  where  are  the  Halls 
of  Justice,  and  the  old  prison,  the  Conciergerie,  celebrated  in  the  "Tale  of  the 
Two  Cities/' 

Another  course  lies  along  the  Seine,  running  races,  if  one  will,  with  the 
little  steamers  called  "Les  Mouches,"  (The  Flies),  as  a  part  of  the  play,  to  the 
adjacent  smaller  cities.  One  of  these  is  Sevres,  where  the  sacred  porcelain  of 
that  name  is  made,  even  in  the  presence  of  visitors ;  to  St.  Denis, — the  ruins  of  a 
palace  in  the  midst  of  its  gardens, — silent  witness  to  the  terrors  of  war.  Versailles, 
city  of  palaces  and  memories,  where  meet  the  legislators  of  France,  where  the 
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courts  and  gay  companies  of  other  days  convened — where  the  Trianon  palaces 
are  still  open  to  visitors,  and  the  gardens  are  trimmed  and  pruned  and  kept  in 
order  as  in  the  days  of  the  kings  and  emperors. 

One  of  the  most  extraordinary  and  most  interesting  courses  must  be  taken 
in  another  fashion ;  not  the  great  Mercedes,  nor  the  Pope-Toledo,  nor  any  other 
of  the  giants  of  the  species  automobile,  can  follow  the  lighted  ways  that  are 
there  to  be  seen  and  followed. 

A  note  to  the  Prefect  of  the  Seine  brought  a  card  of  admission  with  a  date, 
— and  the  writer  joined  a  party  intent  upon  visiting  the  sewers  of  Paris. 

A  descent  by  stairway  near  the  Madeleine  Cathedral  on  the  plaza  of  that 
name,  and  the  traveler  arrives  at  the  brink  of  a  wide  dark  stream,  flowing  with 
a  mighty  current;  a  flat  bottomed  boat,  resembling  a  catJboat  without  a  sail, 
rested  on  its  surface  and  received  the  visitors;  this  was  rowed  quietly  along  be- 
tween walls  of  masonry  brilliantly  lighted,  the  names  of  the  streets  and  the 
numbers  of  the  houses  appearing  in  their  proper  relative  positions. 

When  the  broad  current  had  been  followed  for  some  time  a  cross  current 
was  reached  sufficiently  wide  for  the  continuance  of  the  journey.  A  transfer 
was  made  to  a  small  train  of  cars,  running  along  over  the  narrow  stream,  the 
rails  being  laid  on  each  side.  This  brought  the  party  presently  to  the 
Plaza  of  the  Column  of  July,  where  another  staircase  led  to  the  outer  air  and 
terra  firma.  Sewers  like  these,  percolate  all  over  Paris  beneath  the  streets ;  they 
are  ventilated  and  lighted  and  inoffensive.  One  familiar  with  Victor  Hugo's 
"Les  Miserables"  would  realize  the  greatness  of  the  author's  description  of  Jean 
Valjean's  escape  from  pursuit  by  way  of  the  sewers  after  the  visit  in  propria 
persona.  The  party,  however,  emerged  speckless  and  flawless,  at  the  end  of 
two  hours,  as  from  the  Champs  Elysees  by  automobile,  instead  of  a  visit  to  the 
great  sewers  of  Paris. 


Indiana's  Attorney-General  Decides  Against  Second  Fee 

Attorney-General  James  Bingham,  of  Indiana,  has  come  to  the  rescue  of 
automobile  owners  in  that  State  with  a  decision  that  while  they  must  re-register 
they  need  not  pay  another  fee  for  that  purpose.  The  Indiana  law,  which  became 
effective  on  April  10,  prescribes  larger  numbers  and  a  new  system  of  numbering, 
which  means  that  every  number  in  the  State  will  have  to  be  changed. 

Persons  registering  cars  for  the  first  time  will  have  to  pay  a  fee  of  $i,  but 
those  who  have  complied  with  the  1905  law  in  that  respect  need  not  pay  a  new 
fee.  Thus  the  State  will  be  compelled  to  bear  the  whole  expense  of  new  number 
seals  and  for  assigning  and  issuing  new  numbers. 


To  End  Garage  Overcharge  Evil  in  Chicago 

Efforts  to  establish  fixed  garage  and  repair  rates  are  being  made  by  Chicago 
motorists.  A  committee  consisting  of  Orlando  F.  Weber,  C.  A.  Coey  and  H.  B. 
Tillotson  has  been  authorized  to  investigate  the  present  range  of  prices,  and  sub- 
mit a  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  publishing  an  equitable  tariff  and  urging 
all  shops,  garages  and  agencies  to  adhere  to  it  strictly.  In  certain  districts,  it  is 
declared,  the  autoist  has  been  sized  up  as  an  "easy  thing,"  and  plucked  mercilessly. 
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Information  for  European  Tourists 

In  the  accompanying  pages  Automobile  Topics  gives  its  usual  spring 
resume  of  information  for  the  guidance  of  the  tourist  who  contemplates  an  ex- 
tended tour  in  Europe,  whether  he  takes  his  car  from  this  side  or  has  it  awaiting 
him  on  his  arrival  in  France. 

The  amount  of  touring  of  this  character  increases  every  year.  The  steam- 
ship companies  are  thoroughly  awake  to  the  importance  and  profit  of  the  business, 
and  while  they  resolutely  refuse  to  yield  to  the  request  of  the  Automobile  Club  of 
America  to  permit  cars  to  be  shipped  without  crating,  they  are  doing  about  every- 
thing else  that  is  necessary  to  encourage  the  business,  and  cater  to  patrons  of  this 
kind. 

Chief  among  the  companies  that  make  special  efforts  to  secure  the  trade  of 
this  kind  are  the  North  German  Lloyd,  the  Hamburg-American  and  the  Cunard 
lines.  To  each  of  them  Automobile  Topics  applied  for  information  and  found 
that  the  same  rule  prevails  with  all  of  them,  viz.,  that  all  automobiles  presented 
for  shipment  must  be  boxed  or  crated.  The  Hamburg-American  line  requires, 
in  addition  to  proper  crating,  that  the  tanks  shall  be  free  from  all  fluids.  They 
require  furthermore  that  any  package  weighing  over  two  tons  shall  be  loaded  for 
shippers'  account  and  discharged  for  consignees'  account.  To  ports  of  call  they 
accept  a  limited  number  of  cars  as  passenger  baggage,  provided  the  owner  ac- 
companies the  machine,  and  in  such  case  the  rate  is  25  cents  a  cubic  foot.  The 
only  steamer  upon  which  they  do  not  carry  automobiles  either  as  freight  or  as 
baggage,  is  the  "Deutschland,"  as  her  hatches  do  not  admit  of  carrying  them. 

The  North  German  Lloyd  have  gone  farther  than  the  other  companies.  They 
will  undertake  to  crate  or  box  a  car,  accepting  it  from  the  owner  on  their  wharf 
and  taking  entire  charge  of  it  to  the  point  of  destination.  This  is  a  great  con- 
venience for  travelers,  and  the  result  is  that  the  company  has  all  the  business  it 
can  possibly  take  care  of. 

Generally  speaking  the  cost  of  building  the  box  and  securing  the  car  varies 
from  $55  for  a  touring  car  to  $65  for  a  limousine.  It  is  advisable  to  turn  this 
work  over,  together  with  all  details  of  the  shipment,  to  a  reliable  customs  broker 
or  express  company  who  will  see  that  the  proper  care  is  taken.  The  cartage  fee 
to  the  steamer  is  usually  about  $10  and  the  broker's  commission  for  attending  to 
the  customs  formalities,  crating  and  registry  in  order  to  secure  free  re-entry  is 
another  $10,  making  a  total  of  from  $75  to  $85. 

The  best  way  to  pack  an  automobile  for  shipment  abroad  is  to  build  a  closed 
box  of  matched  timber  around  the  car.  The  platform  should  be  built  on  2x4 
braces,  beveled  at  the  ends.  The  sides,  ends  and  top  should  be  constructed  on  a 
lighter  frame.  Use  heavy  bolts  to  bind  between  platform  and  top,  use  at  least 
four  of  these  on  each  side.  In  addition  fasten  four  iron  bands  upon  the  box  ex- 
tending diagonally  from  the  lower  corners  to  points  near  the  lateral  center  of  the 
sides.  The  upper  ends  of  these  bands  terminate  in  eyes.  Through  the  four  eyes 
liave  a  chain  placed.  This  will  give  a  center  hold  to  which  hoisting  tackle  can 
be  fastened.  Brace  wheels  by  blocks  fastened  to  the  sides  of  the  box  and  brace 
smaller  boxes  containing  spare  parts  to  the  platform  of  the  box.  The  box  can 
T>e  left  with  forwarders  after  the  outward  passage,  for  use  in  returning. 
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The  Treasury  Department  has  recently  decided  that  upon  re-importation  of 
cars  previously  exported,  if  repairs  exceeding  in  amount  10  per  cent,  of  the 
original  cost  of  the  car  have  been  made,  while  abroad,  then  the  car  is  liable  to 
duty  at  its  full  value.  It  is  quite  immaterial  under  this  ruling  whether  the  repairs 
were  necessitated  by  accident  or  otherwise.  If  the  car  is  of  foreign  make,  there- 
fore, have  it  examined  before  shipment  by  the  United  States  customs  authorities 
so  as  to  avoid  trouble  and  delay  upon  its  re-importation. 

A  passport  from  the  United  States  Government  is  a  good  thing  to  have, 
though  not  absolutely  necessary.  It  can  be  secured  by  writing  to  the  Passport 
Bureau  of  the  State  Department  at  Washington  for  blank.  When  received,  fill 
and  return  with  fee  of  $i.  Enclose  no  return  postage;  government  franks.  Pass- 
ports are  good  for  two  years  and  are  renewable. 

A  triptyque  (frontier  pass)  entitles  a  tourist  to  cross  and  recross  a  frontier 
any  number  of  times  (except  in  Germany),  but  the  endorsement  of  exportation 
should  be  made  by  the  customs  officials  only  upon  final  departure  from  a  country. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  while  speed  laws  are  not  rigidly  enforced  ex- 
cept in  Switzerland,  all  drivers  should  be  reasonable  in  their  handling  of  cars. 
Road  rules  should  be  strictly  observed  everywhere. 

It  is  best  to  be  sure  that  one  has  coin  of  the  country  which  is  about  to  be 
entered  before  reaching  the  frontier.  Customs  officers  will  accept  nothing  but 
money  of  their  own  country.  Before  leaving  it  is  always  advisable  to  notify  the 
frontier  station  a  day  or  two  before  reaching  it,  so  that  the  officials  may  have 
time  to  secure  sufficient  funds  for  reimbursement.  Ordinarily  they  do  not  keep 
much  money  on  hand. 

Throughout  Europe  the  rule  is:  Automobiles  and  motor  cycles,  horns; 
bicycles,  bells.  By  this  the  driver  knows  what  is  approaching  from  the  rear  and 
can  govern  himself  accordingly. 

It  is  always  essential  £o  carry  an  exhaustive  makers'  certificate  showing  make 
and  type  of  car,  number  of  car  and  motor,  weight,  specifications,  value,  capacity 
and  details  of  parts.  Complete  answers  to  these  items  are  necessary  in  obtaining 
licenses  and  triptyques  in  France,  and  are  useful  for  like  purposes  in  Italy  and 
Germany.   A  certificate  of  ability  as  a  driver  is  indispensable. 

Never  pass  or  cross  in  front  of  a  policeman  or  other  official.  The  dignity 
of  the  law  is  sacred  in  Europe.  Be  polite  to  all  officials  under  all  circumstances ; 
you  will  gain  by  this.  Generally,  you  will  find  the  officials  overpoweringly  polite 
to  you. 

Guide  books  can  be  obtained  in  book  stores  in  any  of  the  large  cities  of 
Europe.  Baedeker's  are  standard  and  generally  up  to  date.  Rolfe's  "Satchel 
Guide"  is  also  good.  Cooks'  and  Gazes'  tourist  agencies  also  publish  reliable 
hand-books.  And  there  are  other  good  publications.  Both  the  Michelin  and 
Continental  tire  concerns  publish  guides  which  give  much  information  not  other- 
where found  in  repair  stations,  garages  ami  fuel  depots.  Good  maps  are  plentiful 
and  not  expensive.  The  sectional  ones  are  particularly  good  in  Europe.  Never 
travel  without  a  map,  as  local  information  is  not  always  reliable. 
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On  arrival  at  a  town,  leave  your  car  and  make  hotel  and  garage  arrangements 
before  any  of  your  party  dismounts  or  any  baggage  is  taken  out.  The  fear  that 
you  may  go  to  another  hotel  will  insure  better  terms  from  the  hotel  and  garage 
people. 

Be  good-natured  but  firm.  Be  just  in  giving  gratuities ;  not  too  liberal.  Too 
much  generosity  makes  it  harder  for  those  who  follow.  .Plan  your  itinerary  in 
advance,  but  allow  a  day  here  and  there  for  departures  from  it. 

Following  is  detailed  information  regarding  the  formalities  and  regulations 
of  the  countries  most  visited  by  tourists : 

France.— Nine-tenths  of  the  tourists  in  making  up  an  itinerary  of  European  travel  start 
from  France,  and  strangers  can  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Touring  Club  of 
France  and  of  the  Association  Generale  Automobile  (an  adjunct  of  the  Automobile  Club  of 
France)  in  the  following  manner: 

The  cost  of  membership  in  the  Touring  Club  of  France  is  6  francs  ($1.17)  and  can  be 
secured,  through  arrangements  between  the  T.  C.  F.  and  the  Automobile  Club  of  America 
and  the  American  Automobile  Association,  in  the  one  case  by  presentation  of  certificate  of 
membership  in  the  A.  C.  A.  and  in  the  latter  by  written  request  stating  membership  in  the 
A.  A.  A.  and  upon  payment  of  the  annual  fee. 

The  T.  C.  F.  can  arrange  for  the  deposit  of  the  customs  duties  of  the  several  countries 
about  to  be  visited  and  can  issue  a  triptyque.  The  deposit  will  be  returned  by  the  club  at  the 
end  of  the  tour.  Thus  all  duties  can  be  paid  in  a  lump  sum,  eliminating  all  frontier  delays 
and  troubles,  and  collected  upon  return.  If  the  tourist  knows  what  his  plans  are  a  couple  of 
months  in  advance  all  this  can  be  arranged  before  leaving  this  country. 

The  Association  Generale  Automobile  also  can  issue  the  triptyques  to  its  members,  as 
well  as  confer  several  additional  favors.  Membership  costs  10  francs  per  year  and  appli- 
cation blanks  can  be  secured  through  the  A.  C.  A.  or  the  A.  A.  A.  The  association  will 
furnish  reliable  chauffeurs,  and  is  also  empowered  to  issue  temporary  driving  licenses.  To 
secure  this  license  is  one  of  the  first  and  most  important  items  to  attend  to  on  arrival. 

Ordinarily  this  will  involve  a  delay  of  two  or  three  days,  according  to  the  idea  the 
official  has  of  the  value  of  time  or  his  inclination  to  work.  The  A.  G.  A.  is  empowered  by 
the  national  authorities  to  hold  examinations  and  grant  temporary  operating  licenses,  which 
can  be  exchanged  at  leisure  for  the  official  document.  A  stranger  arriving  would  present 
himself  at  the  association  headquarters  with  his  car,  a  few  unmounted  photographs  of  him- 
self, and  the  necessary  documents  to  prove  his  identity.  Immediately  an  examiner  takes 
him  in  hand,  and,  if  satisfied  with  his  ability  to  handle  an  automobile,  grants  him  a  certifi- 
cate which  will  be  accepted  by  any  sergeant  de  ville  or  gendarme  in  France,  or  almost  every 
other  country  of  Europe.  When  the  clerks  in  the  Mining  Department  have  gone  through 
their  routine  papers  will  be  forwarded,  probably  three  weeks  later.  If  a  member  of  the 
Association  G£n6rale  Automobile,  you  can  obtain  a  chauffeur  whose  ability  has  been  proved 
and  whose  moral  character  is  vouched  for  by  that  body.  The  A.  G.  A.  keeps  close  watch 
over  the  men  it  recommends,  causes  them  to  report  to  headquarters  whenever  out  of  em- 
ployment, and  withdraws  their  diploma  on  any  proved  case  of  misdemeanor. 

Further  advantages  of  the  association  are  information  on  tours,  maps,  etc.,  a  discount 
on  tires,  spare  parts,  etc.,  by  arrangement  with  a  number  of  firms. 

The  French  customs  on  cars  weighing  125  kilos  (275  lbs.)  is  120  francs  per  100  kilos. 
On  cars  weighing  more  than  125  kilos  a  deposit  of  50  francs  ($10  per  220  lbs.).  Average 
deposit:  Touring  cars,  $175;  limousines,  $200.  Money  refunded  when  leaving,  if  within 
one  year.  French  cars  are  free  of  duty  on  presentation  of  certificate  issued  by  the  customs 
officials  at  the  time  of  original  export,  this  is  good  for  one  year  and  is  renewable,  but  as  there 
is  much  red  tape  in  connection  with  securing  free  entry  it  is  advisable  to  pay  the  duty 
and  have  it  refunded. 

Great  Britain  and  Ireland. — No  duty.  Observe  road  rules  carefully.  Remember  to  turn 
to  left  in  passing  instead  of  right  Some  roads  are  closed  to  motorists,  most  frequently  in 
Scotland.    Roads  are  good  and  carefully  signposted.    Speed  20  miles,  except  where  special 
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notices  are  posted.  Driver  must  be  over  17  years  of  age.  Two  white  lights  in  front,  one 
red  in  rear;  loud  sounding  horn.  Two  registration  plates  must  be  procured,  to  attach  both 
front  and  rear. 

For  registration  of  car  cost  of  20/-,  driver  5/-  and  owner  5/-.  An  inland  revenue  tax 
of  £4  4/-  is  imposed  on  cars  weighing  over  one  ton;  15/  for  employing  male  servant.  This 
tax  is  often  ignored  by  tourists  who  remain  in  England  only  a  short  time.  Inland  revenue 
tax  can  be  paid  at  any  postoffice.  Driver's  license  and  registration  taken  out  in  important 
towns  only;  London,  at  Spring  Gardens,  County  Council,  or  Westminster;  Southampton, 
Town  Hall;  Liverpool,  municipal  offices;  Canterbury,  if  landing  at  Dover  or  Folkestone. 
Lewes,  if  landing  at  New  Haven;  Ipswich,  if  landing  at  Harwich.  The  Motor  Union, 
1  Albemarle  street,  London,  membership  is  valuable  for  information;  fee,  $5.25. 

Germany. — Customs  imposed  on  entrance,  and  refunded/  on  departure.  If  departure  is 
from  some  small  town,  refund  is  invariably  refused  and  tourist  must  apply  to  some  main 
office  (which  may  be  many  miles  away)  to  secure  it.  It  is  advisable  to  have  a  triptyque 
from  the  Touring  Club  of  France  or  Italy  to  avoid  this  difficulty.  Tax  is  collected  at 
frontier,  15  marks  for  5  days',  and  40  marks  for  30  days'  permission  to  travel  in  coun- 
try. A  foreigner's  home  permit  to  run  his  car,  and  his  driving  license  must  be  vised  by 
a  German  Consul  before  he  can  enter.  Plate  wijh  number  will  be  furnished  (cost  6 
to  10  marks).   All  foreign  numbers  must  be  removed. 

Keep  to  right,  pass  to  left.  Enquire  carefully  in  each  city  what  roads  are  closed  to 
automobilists.  Speed  signs  posted,  15  kilometers  (<#4  miles)  allowed  in  built  up  sections, 
greater  in  country. 

Italy. — Duty  from  200  to  600  francs,  returnable  (insist  on  having  return  made  in  gold) 
on  leaving  country.  Duty  on  touring  car  or  limousine  about  $120.  License  to  drive  easily 
procured.  Within  four  days  after  crossing  the  frontier,  make  a  declaration  at  the  office  of 
some  Provincial  Prefect.  This  four-day  term  is  established  by  the  toll-gate  certificate.  If 
tourist  comes  from  some  country  where  there  are  rules  and  regulations  for  the  driving  of 
automobiles,  as  in  America,  he  will  receive  a  temporary  permit  to  drive  in  the  kingdom.  He 
must  prove  ability  to  drive,  ownership,  etc   Lead  seals  will  then  be  placed  on  the  car. 

Membership  in  the  Touring  Club  of  Italy  is  helpful  in  securing  necessary  papers,  maps 
and  touring  information.  Cost  of  membership,  10  lire  ($1.94).  Two  headlights  necessary, 
left  green  and  right  white.  Rear  light  to  show  number.  Number  of  permit  to  be  attached 
both  front  and  rear.  Speed  12  kilometers  {7V2  miles)  in  built  up  sections,  40  kilometers  (25 
miles)  in  open  country.  In  general,  keep  to  the  right  and  pass  to  the  left,  but  in  some 
provinces,  notably  Rome  and  Genoa,  the  rule  is  reversed,  and  only  by  excessive  care  can 
accident  be  avoided. 

Spain. — Deposit  on  entrance,  returnable  at  departure,  if  within'  six  months.  Road  and 
speed  rules  not  severe. 

A  circulation  permit  for  the  car  should  be  obtained  from  the  Civil  Governor  of  the 
province,  and  a  driver's  certificate  from  the  police  authorities.  Keep  to  the  right,  pass  to  the 


Austro-Hungarian  Empire. — Customs  duty  is  collected  on  frontier  and  refunded  on 
departure.  Numbers  and  letters  are  assigned  on  entry  and  must  be  carried  both  front  and 
rear.  Letter  Z,  in  red,  must  also  appear  on  plate,  in  addition  to  letters  assigned.  Two  white 
headlights  necessary.  Tourist  not  obliged  to  secure  driving  license  if  he  can  produce  cer- 
tificate from  his  native  State  or  country.  Speed  from  15  kilometers  {gl/2  miles)  in  villages 
to  45  kilometers  (28  miles)  in  country.  Must  not  exceed  6  kilometers  (4  miles)  in  foggy 
weather,  at  sharp  turnings,  on  bridges,  etc.  Keep  to  the  right  and  pass  to  the  left  in  the 
following  provinces:  Tyrol,  Carinthia,  Istria,  Carniola  (Krain)  and  Dalmatia.  Keep  to 
the  left  and  pass  to  the  right  in  all  other  provinces.  It  is  advisable  to  notify  the  au- 
thorities of  the  custom  house  in  advance  of  leaving,  otherwise  some  of  the  small 
frontier  stations  may  not  have  the  refund  money  on  hand. 

Denmark. — No  duty  on  declaration  that  car  is  temporarily  imported  for  touring  pur- 
poses. 
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Two  white  headlights  and,  horn  necessary.  Keep  to  the  right,  pass  on  the  left  Some 
streets  and  roads  forbidden  to  automobiles.  Car  must  be  declared  to  the  police  of  place 
of  entry  who  will  provide  number  and  letter  on  plate.  License  of  native  country  or  State 
necessary. 

Russia. — Automobiles  may  not  pass  the  frontier  simply  by  depositing  duties,  but  special 
permission  must  be  secured  from  the  Secretary  of  Finance.  Such  permission  must  be  applied 
for  in  writing  on  paper  stamped  with  two  stamps  of  80  kopecks  (41  cents)  each.  Since 
reply  may  be  delayed,  it  is  expedient  to  ask  for  an  early  answer,  giving  some  urgent  reason. 
Driver  must  declare  by  which  custom  stations  car  is  to  enter  and  leave  the  country  and  for 
what  space  of  time  a  permit  is  sought.  The  reimbursement  takes  place  from  two  to  ten 
months  after  leaving.  Local  road  and  speed  rules  not  generally  severe. 

Keep  to  the  right,  pass  to  the  left.  A  passport  is  necessary,  and  must  be  vised  by  a 
Russian  Consul.   Driving  certificate  should  be  obtained. 

Holland. — For  temporary  importation  there  is  no  well  established  regulation,  but  tourists 
usually  enter  free,  depending  mostly  on  the  good  will  of  the  officials.  A  license  good  for 
eight  days  can  be  secured  at  point  of  entry,  tor  a  longer  stay  apply  to  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  (Minister  van  Waterstraat)  at  The  Hague,  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance, 
stating  the  greatest  length  and  width  of  the  car,  whether  steam,  gasolene  or  electric,  and 
date  and  place  of  arrival.  Enclose  one  guilder  (40  cents)  to  cover  stamp  duty.  Travelers 
will  then  have  no  trouble,  and  the  necessary  permit  will  be  ready  for  them  on  arrival,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations. 

Two  white  lights  and  loud  horn  or  bell  are  necessary.  Speed,  20  kilometers  (12  miles) 
in  country  and  8  kilometers  (5  miles)  in  villages.   All  prohibited  roads  are  posted. 

The  above  permit  is  good  only  on  State  roads,  and  not  those  belonging  to  provincial  or 
municipal  governments.  To  travel  in  the  provinces  of  Zealand,  Northern  Holland,  North 
Brabant  or  Friesland,  additional  permits  must  be  secured  from  each. 

Switzerland. — Deposit  of  60  francs  for  every  100  kilos  gross  weight  of  car  required. 
Against  the  deposit,  a  permit  is  given,  valid  for  one  year.  The  deposit  is  returned  on  leav- 
ing Switzerland  by  any  of  the  frontier  stations  in  exchange  for  the  permit.  Regulations  are 
very  exacting  in  Switzerland  and  motor  drivers  are  not  popularly  liked.  To  escape  owners' 
permits  and  plates,  etc.,  tourists  must  carry  permits  of  their  home  country,  and  that  country 
must  be  one  between  which  and  Switzerland  reciprocity  exists.  Each  car  must  carry  a 
deep-sounding  horn.  The  driver  must  sound  this  as  soon  as  he  intends  crossing  or  over- 
taking another  car,  a  cycle  or  pedestrian  crossing  the  road.  He  must  also  use  the  signal  at 
all  sharp  turns  in  the  road  or  at  the  end  of  any  private  road  or  avenue  leading  into  a  public 
highway;  also  at  night  or  in  foggy  weather.  A  car  must  carry  two  brakes  which  must  be 
used  on  sloping  ground.  The  brakes  must  be  independent  and  each  must  be  competent  to 
stop  the  car  at  full  speed  and  full  power  on  any  incline.  At  night  all  cars  must  carry  two 
lanterns  in  front,  one  green,  the  other  white;  also  a  red  light  at  the  rear,  which  must  be 
lighted  even  if  the  vehicle  is  standing  still.  The  driver  must  have  perfect  control  of  his  car 
at  all  times.  He  must  slow  up  or  even  come  to  a  full  stop  whenever  the  vehicle  might  cause 
an  accident  or  interfere  with  traffic  or  when  a  saddle  or  harness  horse  shows  signs  of  fright. 
In  cities,  villages,  or  hamlets  and  on  mountain  roads,  speed  must  never  exceed  10  kilometers 
(6}i  miles)  an  hour.  On  bridges,  narrow  streets,  on  steep  declines  and  in  front  of  sign- 
boards and  official  posters,  speed  must  be  reduced  to  6  kilometers  (4  miles)  per  hour.  On 
no  account  must  the  speed  be  increased  to  more  than  30  kilometers  (19  miles)  in  the 
open  country. 

Bohemia. — A  car  brought  into  Bohemia  may  be  used  14  days  without  restriction.  After 
that  it  must  be  examined  by  a  commission  appointed  by  the  chief  court  of  administration  at 
Prague.  Cost  of  examination  120  crowns  ($24.36).  Persons  driving  in  Bohemia  more  than 
eight  days  must  secure  license  at  Prague  or  Reichenberg,  cost  50  crowns  ($10.15). 
Speed  9  miles  in  towns  and  28  miles  in  the  country. 

Belgium. — Duty  is  12  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  returned  upon  leaving  the  country.  Permit 
received  is  valid  until  December  31  of  that  year.  Permits  granted  in  November  or  December 
are  good  till  October  31  of  the  following  year.    Amount  of  duty  is  large,  and  use  of  the 
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T.  C  F.  triptyque  is  advised.  Numbers  are  assigned  at  mosjt  important  cities  and  plates 
must  be  carried  on  both  front  and  rear  of  cars,  the  latter  being  illuminated  at  night. 

Speed,  10  kilometers  (6*4  miles)  in  settlements  and  19^  miles  in  open  country.  Keep 
to  the  right  and  pass  to  the  left. 

Norway. — Duty  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  returned  when  the  car  is  taken  out  of  the  coun- 
try. A  certificate  stating  the  value  of  the  car,  signed  by  the  makers  or  their  agents  should 
be  produced.  A  lead  seal  is  affixed  to  the  car  at  the  Custom  House.  Fees  for  receipts,  seal, 
etc.,  amount  to  about  $1.50.  License  number  is  furnished  by  the  police,  and  must  be  carried 
both  front  and  rear.  Two  headlights  and  one  red  light  in  rear  must  be  carried.  Speed 
must  at  all  times  be  compatible  with  public  safety.  Keep  to  the  right,  pass  to  the  left. 

Sweden. — Duty  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  returnable  when  leaving  the  country.  Proof  of 
ability  to  drive  a  car  must  be  furnished.  Special  regulations  are  in  force  in  Stockholm, 
where  many  streets  are  closed.  Keep  to  left  and  pass  to  right.  Speed  from  15  to  25  kilo- 
meters per  hour. 

To  supplement  the  foregoing  the  very  complete  table  prepared  by  Baudry  de 
Saunier  and  published  in  his  wonderfully  complete  1907  Annual  is  reproduced. 
It  gives  in  most  convenient  form  the  road  regulations  in  vogue  in  the  principal 
European  countries  and  makes  it  possible  to  study  the  subject  in  advance  and  also 
to  check  up  the  various  items  without  difficulty.

Automobiles  Draw  Crowds  to  Revival  Meeting 

Automobiles  were  used  quite  effectively  in  Columbus,  Ind.,  last  week  for 
advertising  a  series  of  religious  revival  meetings  in  that  city  at  the  Christian 
Church.  The  Rev.  S.  S.  Offutt,  pastor  of  the  church,  arranged  a  parade,  in  which 
all  of  the  20  or  more  automobiles  in  Columbus  participated.  They  were  decor- 
ated with  streamers  announcing  the  services,  and  the  plan  is  said  to  have  been 
very  successful,  as  viewed  from  the  large  crowds  that  have  resulted. 
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My  Say  So 

In  several  letters  which  I  have  received  of  late  I  have  been  asked  if  I  have 
not  become  lukewarm  toward  the  automobile.  Some  of  our  readers  wrote  that 
they  have  not  seen  my  personal  signature,  "E.  E.  S.,"  as  often  as  they  previously 
did,  and  this  led  to  the  above  question  being  asked. 

I  have  neither  become  lukewarm  to  the  automobile,  nor  have  I  stopped  con- 
tributing to  the  paper,  but  have  done  so  of  late  under  a  different  form.  In  the 
meantime,  however,  my  friends  will  notice  that  there  appeared  last  Saturday  an 
editorial  signed  "E.  E.  S."  and  as  long  as  there  seems  to  be  a  demand  on  the  part 
of  our  readers  to  know  what  I  personally  think  of  matters,  I  will  endeavor  ta 
'  contribute  weekly,  under  the  heading  "My  Say  So,"  my  personal  observations.

Last  week,  after  the  mock  blizzard  of  Monday  and  Tuesday,  when  the  sun 
made  the  atmosphere  somewhat  less  frigid,  I  noticed  a  greater  activity  in  the 
salesrooms  of  our  big  makers.  Demonstrations  were  given,  not  so  much  to  find 
out  the  quality  of  the  mechanism,  but  rather  to  detect  the  point  of  vantage  in 
comfortable  riding,  which  proved  clearly  that  the  public  is  rather  inclined  to  buy 
on  past  reputation  and  is  looking  especially  for  comfort.  Limousine  orders 
were  given  freely,  and  we  shall  see  more  of  this  type  than  ever  before  on  the 
highways  next  summer.

While  Mayor  McClellan  will  certainly  be  classed  as  one  of  our  best  mayors  in 
the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  during  which  time  I  have  resided  in  New  York  City,, 
he  also  will  go  down  in  history  as  the  mayor  under  whose  administration  the 
streets  of  New  York  were  in  the  worst  possible  condition.  I  recommend  to  the 
committee  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  dealing  with  New  York  City  street 
improvement,  that  they  hire  an  electric  cab,  attach  in  front  a  photographic  in- 
strument and  go  through  the  streets  of  New  York  and  roll  off  all  these  photo- 
graphs and  exhibit  them  in  any  playhouse,  so  as  to  give  to  the  New  York  public 
an  object  lesson.  This  matter  of  decent  streets  is  one  which  interests  not  only 
automobilists  but  every  business  man,  and  should  have  attention  at  once.  The 
show  committee  of  the  Licensed  Association,  which  was  selected  last  week,  might 
utilize  the  pictures  taken  in  this  way  for  decorations  of  the  Madison  Square 
Garden.  In  this  connection,  I  may  say  that  this  show  committee  should  do  away 
with  the  monopoly  given  to  one  decorator,  and  encourage  American  artists  by 
putting  out  a  prize  for  ideas  as  to  decoration,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  not  one 
artist  would  suggest  the  glaciers  of  Switzerland  as  a  setting  for  automobiles, 
especially  at  a  time  when  glaciers  are  plentiful  in  the  streets  of  New  York. 

*  *  * 

Dupuy's  European  "Cook's  Tourist"  plan  will  come  off  after  all,  it  seems. 
This  is  a  good  thing,  as  the  American  tourists  who  participate  will  have  a  mentor 
through  the  different  European  countries  in  the  person  of  M.  Dupuy.  Of  course, 
the  same  trip  by  railroad  with  Cook's  aid  could  be  accomplished  with  half  the 
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expenditure.  Still,  it  would  appear  to  many  Americans  that  for  one  thousand 
dollars  they  will  have  a  nice  vacation  trip.  The  outcome  of  this  jaunt  will  have 
no  effect  whatsoever  on  our  industry,  however,  as  the  good  cars  are  none  too 
plentiful,  and  there  are  not  enough  of  them  to  go  around  in  America.  If  a 
foolish  driver  should  mar  the  reputation  of  an  American-made  car  on  the  tour, 
the  publx  will  know  that  it  is  not  the  maker's  fault.

Last  week,  as  usual,  had  its  regular  crop  of  motor  nonsense  in  the  daily 
papers,  whereof  some  evening  papers  seemed  to  have  a  monopoly ;  but  our  good 
friend,  the  New  York  Herald,  seems  to  be  somewhat  jealous  of  them  and  goes 
them  one  better  by  printing  nothing  but  trade  puffs.

It  is  astonishing  that  only  the  modest  amount  of  $125,000  was  spent  by  the 
Licensed  Association  in  their  patent  litigation,  when  the  volume  of  business  trans- 
acted, reaching  $250,000,000,  is  considered.  This  is  only  one-half  of  one  per 
cent.  I  have  noticed,  however,  that  since  the  retirement  of  that  great  general 
and  pacifier,  George  H.  Day,  as  manager  of  the  Association,  the  executive  officers 
of  the  Association  meet  more  frequently  in  conclave,  and  it  is  already  rumored 
that  the  readjustment  of  salaries  will  soon  take  place.

Hard  times  scarecrows  may  be  right  after  all.  Some  of  the  great  financiers 
predict  hard  times.  Of  course,  hard  times  will  come.  Mr.  Roosevelt  will  regulate 
financiering.

There  seems  to  be  a  very  charitable  sentiment  existing  among  our  great 
automobile  makers,  which  leads  them  to  decline  to  favor  competitive  trials. 
They  consider  that  in  competition  one  maker  may  benefit  at  the  expense  of  the 
others.  Well  and  good.  But  how  about  the  advancement  of  the  art?  I  know  of 
at  least  one  manufacturer  counting  himself  among  the  best  makers,  who  is 
openly  outspoken  against  racing  or  any  competitive  test.  Nevertheless  he  sends 
to  our  paper  now  and  then  an  item,  stating  that  his  cars  have  broken  all  records 
between  here  and  Kalamazoo  and  Kankakee.   Of  course,  I  believe  it.

Coming  events  cast  their  shadows  before.  Last  week  I  was  approached  and 
asked  to  donate  a  cup  toward  an  automobile  track  race,  which  sport,  I  under- 
stand, is  to  be  "revived"  here  in  New  York  City.  I  refused  the  honor  and 
promised  to  call  our  learned  District  Attorney's  attention  to  the  fact,  which  is 
generally  recognized,  that  automobile  racing  on  a  mile  track  built  for  horse 
racing  usually  results  in  the  killing  or  maiming  of  one  or  more  persons.  This 
question  has  been  so  thoroughly  threshed  out,  not  only  in  Automobile  Topics,  but 
also  in  all  other  automobile  papers,  that  I  hope  better  counsel  will  prevail  and  that 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  call  Mr.  Jerome's  attention  to  this  premeditated  man- 
slaughter.

The  editor  of  L'Auto,  in  trying  to'  explain  away  the  assimilation  of  Dupuy's 
Cook's  tour  plan  into  an  "American  invasion,"  "showed  up"  the  American  in- 
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dustry  by  illustrating  four  automobile  buggies  made  in  the  West,  and  for  the  first 
time  exhibited  at  the  last  Chicago  automobile  show.  Of  course,  we  know  that  the 
French  public  is  better  informed  than  this  eminent  editor.  Again, 'an  erroneous 
impression ,  may  be  created  by  the  appearance  of  Christie's  direct  drive  racer  at 
the  forthcoming  Grand  Prix.  While  great  credit  is  due  to  the  pluck  and  me- 
chanical knowledge  of  Mr.  Christie,  it  would  not  do  to  take  his  ingenious  con- 
trivance as  a  specimen  of  American  industry,  which  could  be  much  better  illus- 
trated by  any  one  of  the  Locomobile,  Peerless,  Pierce,  Pope,  Apperson,  Matheson 
and  other  cars.

There  were  thirty-four  improvements  in  the  list  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Estimates  of  New  York  City  at  its  meeting  last  week,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$200,000,000.  Under  No.  13  we  find  the  item  of  repaving  the  streets  in  all 
boroughs  $8,000,000.  I  hope  that  the  number  thirteen  will  not  be  fatal  to  the 
realization  of  this  promise.  E.  E.  S. 


Chicagoans  Reach  Agreement  on  Season  s  Contests 

Chicago,  April  15. — After  repeated  conferences  and  counter-conferences, 
the  Chicago  Automobile  Trade  Association  and  Chicago  Motor  Club  have  reached 
an  amicable  agreement  regarding  the  summer's  competitive  program.  The 
Motor  Club  will  appoint  a  committee  and  take  the  helm,  but  the  Chicago  Auto- 
mobile Trade  Association  will  exert  its  influence  to  bring  out  a  long  list  of  nom- 
inations.  Profits  will  be  shared  by  the  two  organizations. 

President  Joseph  F..  Gunther  of  the  tradesmen  has  named  Herbert  Githens, 
B.  C.  Buxton  and  A.  J.  Banta  as  a  committee  to  represent  his  organization  in 
arranging  further  details  for  the  contests. 

Three  chief  events  will  be  held,  each  of  which  will  be  the  "second  annual." 
The  premiere  of  each  was  conducted  last  year  by  the  trade  association.  Over 
the  Elgin-Aurora  century  course,  a  reliability  test  will  be  held,  probably  in  June, 
as  it  is  desired  to  make  the  entire  list  of  events  earlier  than  last  year.  About  a 
month  later  will  come  the  tests  at  Perry  and  Phillips  Hills,  Algonquin,  111.  Of 
these  twin  ascents,  one  is  short  but  steep,  with'  two  sharp  turns,  and  calls  for 
extreme  skill  in  nursing  a  car.  The  other  is  longer,  but  while  of  a  fairly  steep 
gradient  it  has  no  hazardous  turns,  pursuing  its  way  leisurely  to  the  top  by  a 
gradually  winding  course.  A  gasolene  economy  test  over  the  fifty-mile  circuit 
from  Chicago  to  Cedar  Lake,  Ind.,  will  wind  up  the  list  thus  far  arranged.  If 
the  ardor  of  the  motorists  is  not  exhausted,  a  braking  and  skidding  test  may  be 
arranged  to  round  out  the  season. 

In  the  first  two  contests,  awards  will  probably  be  made  in  each  of  several 
classes,  catalogue  list  selling  price  being  made  the  basis  of  classification.  The 
economy  test  will  probably  be  a  handicap  affair,  with  the  allowances  based  on 
piston  displacement.

Something  About  the  Bianchi  Line  for  1907 

From  Italy,  which  has  become  one  of  the  great  automobile-producing  coun- 
tries of  the  world,  comes  the  Bianchi  car  to  make  its  bid  for  popularity  in  Amer- 
ica. Its  selection  was  the  result  of  a  personal  visit  to  Milan,  paid  by  the  veteran 
automobile  dealer,  Percy  Owen,  and  the  recently  formed  Percy  Owen,  Inc.,  will 
handle  it  in  consequence  of  his  satisfaction  with  the  inspection  of  the  car  and  the 
immense  factory  in  which  it  is  made.  Baudry  de  Saunier,  the  well-known 
French  writer,  has  spoken  highly  of  the  car,  and  the  accompanying  description 
is  translated  from  an  article  by  him. 

The  Bianchi  cars  are  built  in  Milan  by  Ed.  Bianchi  &  Co.,  in  the  Bianchi 
works,  which  occupy  an  area  of  32,000  square  meters.  The  old  plant  had  only 
7,000  meters,  but  the  great  demand  for  Bianchi  cars  compelled  the  concern  to

enlarge  and  introduce  the  most  modern  machinery  in  1906. 

In  both  Italy  and  France  the  Bianchi  cars  are  regarded  as  among  the  best 
of  Italian  make.  In  the  construction  of  the  chassis  no  innovations  are  found.  With 
wise  skill  the  engineers  of  the  Bianchi  house  have  not  tried  to  be  inventors.  They 
have  contented  themselves  to  be  simply  builders.  Therefore,  all  their  ingenuity 
has  been  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  the  best  methods  for  the  working  of  the 
organs,  by  simplifying  them  and  following  the  purity  of  mechanical  lines. 

Readers  will  notice  the  elegance  of  the  details  of  the  Bianchi  chassis,  the 
taste  that  has  been  introduced  to  enhance  the  harmony  of  the  design.  One  must 
agree  that  the  Italian  chassis  of  the  leading  brands  have  a  peculiar  charm  of  lines, 
which  is  often  absent  in  the  French  and  always  in  the  English  chassis.  The 
Italian  builder  introduces  in  his  machine  a  very  slight  artistic  touch,  which  is 
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shown  at  sight  by  the  elegant  construction.  They  do  not  believe  that  a  builder

It  has 
three  types:  The  30  hp.,  with  110x130  cylinder  dimensions;  the  40-50  hp.,  with 
130x150,  and  the  70  hp.,  with  150x160.  It  has  not  wasted  its  efforts  on  compli- 
cated machines.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  studied  these  models  so  that  the  principal

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organs  should  be  the  same  for 
the  three  types,  believing  that 
they  all  should  contain  the  same 
advantages,  and  that  all  the  or- 
gans should  be  simple  and  solid. 

The  standard  lines  of  chas- 
sis construction  are  followed  in 
the  main,  and  in  the  construc- 
tion details  of  the  Bianchi  car 
throughout  the  makers  have,  as 
stated,  devoted  themselves  to 
the  improvement  and  simplifica- 
tion of  standard  methods  rather 
than  to  the  introduction  of  any 
startling  innovations. 

The  chassis  is  constructed 
of  chrome  nickel  steel  in  C  sec- 
tions, and  the  forward  part  is 
narrowed  to  allow  for  an  extra 
wide  sweep  of  the  front  wheels, 
making  the  car  very  easy  to 
handle  in  city  streets  as  well  as 
for  touring  over  roads  with  sharp,  narrow  turns.  No  brake  rods  or  counter 
shafts  pierce  the  frame  of  the  chassis,  so  that  no  weakening  of  the  latter  re- 
sults with  wear.  The  motors  are  all  of  the  four-cylinder  vertical  type,  cylinders 
cast  in  pairs,  the  valves  being  placed  on  opposite  sides.  Three  sizes  are  made; 
a  20-30  hp.,  a  40-50  hp.  and  a  70  hp.  All  of  these  are  similar  in  construction, 
a  distinguishing  feature  being  that  of  flexibility,  due  to  the  use  of  the  specially 
constructed  Bianchi  carburetter.  The  starting  of  the  motors  is  made  easv  by  a 
compression  relief,  which  insures  easy  starting  at  all  times. 

The  carburetter  is  simple  and  ingenious.    The  air  piston  has  a  bent  fork, 
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which  controls  the  jet.  As 
more  air  is  admitted  simul- 
taneously and  proportionately, 
the  gasolene  supply  is  in- 
creased, making  an  ideal  au- 
tomatic carburetter.  Ignition 
is  make  and  break,  with  a 
Simms-Bosch  magneto.  All 
the  gears,  cam  shafts  and  ad- 
vance apparatus  of  the  igni- 
tion system  are  enclosed  in 
oil-tight  cases. 

The  cooling  is  obtained 
through  a  honeycomb  radia- 
tor and  a  centrifugal  pump  of 
large  size.  Lubrication  is  by 
a  force  feed  oiler,  with  sight 
drips,  consumption  being  al- 
ways proportionate  to  the 
speed  of  the  motor. 

The  clutch  is  of  the  mul- 
tiple disc  type,  half  of  the 
discs  being  of  steel  and  the 


other  half  bronze,  all  in  an  tbanbvebse  section  of  motor 

oil  bath.    The  clutch  is  con- 
tained in  the  fly  wheel  hub,  and  the  disengaging  of  the  discs  themselves,  after 
disconnecting  the  clutch,  is  always  complete  through  the  means  of  separate 
springs. 

The  speed  change  gear  gives  four  speeds  forward  and  reverse,  advantage 
being  taken  of  working  all  shafts  on  ball  bearings,  admitting  of  quick  and  noise- 
less speed  changes.  The  drive  is  by  double  side  chain.

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The  machine  has  two 
very  large  brake  drums, 
one  of  them  placed  at  the 
end  of  the  secondary  shaft 
and  the  other  on  the  solid 
socket  on  the  base  of  the 
differential.

controlled  by  a  cable  attached  to  thcf  side  lever,  the  tension 
being  equalized  by  compensating  balances,  which  are  fitted 
without  key. 

Wear  in  the  brakes  is  taken  up  very  easily;  the  metal 
segments,  on  which  the  friction  takes  place,  may  be  readily 
replaced.  / 

Both  front  and  rear  axles  are  of  I  beam  construction, 
made  of  hydraulic  forgings  of  the  best  nickel  steel.  The  parts 
of  the  steering  mechanism  are  all  large  and  heavy.  Material 
has  not  been  saved  at  this  important  point.  The  axle  connec- 
tion to  the  wheels  is  by  means  of  extremely  large  ball  joints 
— bronze  bushed — the  connection  being  secured  by  a  heavy 
bolt  through  the  wheel  hub  and  a  heavy  forged  ball  at  the 
axle  ends.  All  gears  throughout  are  made  from  the  hardest 
steels,  ground  with  emery  in  oil  to  secure  smooth  and  quiet 
running. 

In  the  30  hp.  chassis  the  cylinders  are  4j4  inches  bore  by 
5^4  inches  stroke.  The  wheel  base  (regular)  is  115  inches, 
but  this  can  be  extended  to  take  a  longer  body  to  124  inches. 
Tire  equipment  is  36x3^2  inches  front  and  36x4^2  inches 
rear.  In  the  regular  chassis  there  is  95  inches  of  body  space 
and  in  the  long  chassis  102  inches.

In  the  40-50  hp.  chassis  the  cylinders  are  5*4  inches  bore  by  6  inches  stroke, 
the  wheel  base  120  inches  (regular), 
but  128  inches  extended.  In  the  70- 
90  hp.  chassis  the  cylinders  are  6 
inches  bore  by  &/2  inches  stroke. 
The  wheel  base  (regular)  is  122 
inches  and  extended  130  inches.  The 
tread  on  all  three  chassis  is  57  inches 
and  the  body  space  on  both  the  reg- 
ular and  extended  chassis  is  the 
same  in  all  three  cases.  The  tire 
equipment  on  the  30  and  50  hp.  is 
the  same,  but  on  the  90  hp.  4-inch 
tires  are  furnished  on  the  front 
and  5^2-inch  on  the  rear,  with  36- 
inch  wheels  all  around. 

The  equipment  includes  all 
tools,  lamp  brackets,  tire  holders, 
baggage  rack,  etc.,  and  the  prices 
with  bodies,  on  each  of  the  three 
types  are  $6,000,  $7,500  and  $10,- 
500.

The  Motorist's  Warning  Mirror 

The  warning  mirror  or  "avertisseur,"  as  it  is  termed,  is  a  transatlantic  de- 
vice that  permits  the  automobilist  to  see  at  a  glance  all  the  traffic  behind  him. 
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Another  advantage  is  that  it  permits  a  driver  to  run  backward  without  his  at- 
tention being  diverted  from  what  is  going  on  ahead  of  him. 

The  mirror  can  be  fixed  to  any  car  without  involving  any  change  of  design, 
and  by  reason  of  its  peculiar  structure  it  can  be  secured  to  one  of  the  uprights  or 
even  to  the  top  of  the  carriage.  It  takes  up  but  little  room  and  presents  no  dan- 
gerous projection,  since  it  never  exceeds  the  width  of  the  chassis. 


Makes  the  Springs  More  Elastic 


An  English  concern  at  Sheffield  is 
manufacturing  automobile  springs  of  steel 
that  have  an  interesting  peculiarity.  In- 
stead of  providing  the  leaves  with  a  con- 
trol aperture,  they  are  stamped  into  one 
another  to  a  certain  extent  at  the  center. 
Such  stamping,  A,  which  is  effected  while 
the  metal  is  hot,  does  not  diminish  the 
resistance  of  the  spring,  and  holds  the 
leaves  against  each  other  just  as  effectu- 
ally as  is  done  by  the  old  process.  Since 
the  leaves  are  not  weakened  in  the  center 
there  is  no  necessity  of  holding  them  by 
two  stirrups,  a  single  one  sufficing,  so  that 
the  elasticity  of  the  spring  is  by  this  fact 
greatly  increased. 


Ingenious  Lever  for  Lilting  Valves 

In  order  to  remove  the  pin  which  maintains  the  exhaust  spring  of  a  cylinder 
it  is  necessary,  if  no  tool  be  at  hand  for  the  purpose,  to  have  recourse  to  levers 
and  to  endeavor  to  find  a  point  of  fulcrumage  on  the  chassis  or  on  the  motor, 
which  is  sometimes  not  an  easy  thing  to 
do. 

This  has  led  to  the  devising  abroad 
of  an  adjustable  apparatus  for  the  pur- 
l>ose  of  remedying  this  inconvenience. 
Jointed  at  its  center  and  carrying  a  lever 
arm,  of  which  the  length  may  be  varied 
by  means  of  a  thumb-screw,  it  is  easily 
placed  under  the  valve  to  be  raised.  The 

stirrup  which  terminates  it  permits  of  compressing  the  spring  and  then  of  re- 
moving the  pin  which  holds  it  without  any  effort. 
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Three  Opinions  of  Major  Millers  Letter 

The  suggestion  of  Major  C.  J.  S.  Miller  that  a  purely  manufacturers'  or  pro- 
fessional contest  should  be  held  this  year,  to  enlighten  motorists  regarding  the 
capabilities  of  the  cars  now  being  marketed,  or  that,  failing  this,  Automobile 
Topics  should  ask  25  users  of  each  make  of  car  to  relate  their  experiences  during 
the  past  season,  has  aroused  much  interest.  A  number  of  well-known  motorists, 
both  in  and  out  of  the  trade,  have  commented  approvingly  upon  it  and  expressed 
the  belief  that  such  a  contest  was  desirable  and  should  be  carried  out.  They 
point  to  the  fact  that  contests  in  the  past  have  invariably  accomplished  good,  and 
do  not  believe  that  the  time  has  come  to  discontinue  them. 

To  the  three  trade  bodies — the  N.  A.  A.  M.,  composed  of  makers  in  both 
camps,  the  A.  M.  C.  M.  A.,  made  up  of  "independent"  makers,  and  the  A.  L. 
A.  M.  or  "Licensed"  group,  letters  were  sent  by  Automobile  Topics,  enclosing 
a  copy  of  Major  Miller's  letter  and  asking  for  an  expression  of  opinion.  Re- 
plies were  received  in  due  time  from  each,  and  they  are  here  reproduced.  First 
is  .that  received  from  Alfred  Reeves,  General  Manager  of  the  A.  M.  C.  M.  A., 
who  speaks  as  plainly  as  he  thinks,  as  follows:  '

Gentlemen: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  5th  enclosing  one  of  the  4th  from  Major 
C.  J.  S.  Miller,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  views  of  Mr.  Miller  agree  with  those  advanced  by  a 
number  of  our  members.  While  it  is  true  that  a  certain  number  of  cars  can  be  sold  with- 
out proving  their  merits,  it  is  a  fact  that  the  general  public  is  more  and  more  demanding 
proof  of  the  motor  car's  ability  to  supply  proper  service. 

It  is  my  opinion,  and  the  opinion  of  a  great  many  members  of  our  association,  that  a 
continuance  of  automobile  tours  and  tests  and  race  meets  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
industry  as  a  whole.  Any  failure  to  support  properly  conducted  affairs  is  a  short-sighted 
policy  that  will  have  a  marked  effect  on  the  future  sale  of  cars. 

We  know  very  well  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  have  any  sort  of  a  test  or  tour  where 
a  car  can  gain  or  lose  little  of  its  reputation  without  having  the  manufacturers  involved. 
The  talk  of  having  an  amateur  test  with  amateur  drivers  is  wasted  words.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  of  the  75  cars  on  the  Glidden  tour  last  year,  not  half  a  dozen  of  those  en- 
tering the  cars  professed  to  be  amateurs,  and  most  of  them  had  experts  on  their  cars,  some 
of  them  brought  direct  from  the  factory  where  the  car  was  made,  and  furnished  without 
cost  to  the  gentleman  who  had  entered. 

Although  I  do  not  believe  in  a  test  of  a  destructive  sort  where  the  man's  car  which 
stands  the  most  blows  of  an  axe  is  declared  the  winner,  I  do  not  believe  in  a  feather-bed 
proposition. 

No  test  can  be  a  test  unless  it  is  abnormal.  When  an  elevator  is  tested  to  carry  3,000 
pounds  they  usually  test  it  with  10,000  pounds  of  weight. 

When  steel  is  tested  for  a  certain  strain,  it  is  given  two  or  three  times  that  strain.  In 
other  words,  the  abnormal  is  the  only  thing  that  will  bring  out  the  defects.  Take  a  Van- 
derbilt  Cup  racing  car  and  drive  it  300  miles  at  50  miles  an  hour  and  there  will  .not  be  a 
single  thing  to  adjust,  but  pound  it  out  at  its  very  limit  of  speed,  65  or  70  miles  an  hour, 
and  there  will  be  parts  thrown  out  of  adjustment,  which  teach  all  of  us  things  that  could  not 
be  learned  in  any  other  way. 

I  rather  agree  with  Mr.  Miller  that  America  should  have  an  out-and-out  manufacturers' 
test  sufficiently  strenuous  to  eliminate  a  proportion  of  the  cars,  so  as  to  separate  the  good 
from  the  bad. 

I  agree  very  strongly  with  Mr.  Miller  that  the  selling  price,  car  capacity,  and  the  mar 
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ter  of  comfort,  if  it  can  be  considered,  should  be  involved  in  the  final  reckoning.  I  don't 
know  whether  fuel  consumption  is  of  sufficient  importance  at  this  time,  although  it  may 
be  within  another  year.  The  idea  of  weight  and  cylinder  bore  is  worth  considering  and  is 
in  line  with  the  suggestion  of  our  H.  O.  Smith  of  the  Premier  Company.  The  idea  of  seal- 
ing the  bonnets  is  important,  and  so  are  the  various  other  suggestions  which  he  offers. 

As  it  stands  today  there  are  many  people  who  still  have  the  idea  that  automobiles  are 
a  source  of  continuous  trouble;  that  the  owner  spends  half  the  time  in  the  car  and  half 
the  time  under  the  car,  whereas  that  condition,  in  evidence  five  or  six  years  ago,  has  long 
since  been  forgotten.  It  is  to  convince  such  people  and  to  create  enthusiasm,  without  which 
no  sport  or  pastime  is  worth  talking  about,  that  calls  for  tours  and  tests  conducted  by 
associations  of  standing.  Yours  truly,  Alfred  Reeves.

Dear  Sirs: — I  regret  that,  on  account  of  my  absence  from  the  city,  you  have  not  re- 
ceived an  earlier  reply  to  yours  of  the  5th,  with  which  you  enclosed  a  copy  of  Major  Miller's 
letter,  in  which,  by  the  way,  we  find  little,  that  has  not  been  considered  in  every  detail  by 
the  contest  committee  of  this  association. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  contest  committee  of  this  association  has  already  prepared 
a  set  of  rules  and  that  the  matter  has  not  been  finally  disposed  of,  it  would  hardly  be  wise 
for  me  to  comment  on  Major  Miller's  suggestion  for  publication,  but  if  Mr.  Schwarzkopf 
or  Mr.  Merrihew  should  happen  to  be  in  this  neighborhood,  I  should  be  glad  to  discuss  the 
matter  with  them  and  give  them  all  the  information  I  can  consistently.  '

who  says:  ,

Dear  Mr.  Schwarzkopf: — I  must  apologize  for  not  answering  sooner  your  favor  of  the 
5th  inst,  but  my  time  has  been  so  fully  occupied  since  its  receipt  that  I  have  had  to  neglect 
all  correspondence. 

Although  your  letter  is  addressed  to  me  as  general  manager  of  the  Association  of 
Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers,  I  presume  that  it  is  as  a  manufacturer  that  you  expect 
me  to  reply,  as  you  state  that  you  desire  an  expression  of  opinion  from  every  manufacturer 
on  the  subject  of  road  contests.  This  is  a  matter  that  the  Association  of  Licensed  Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers,  as  such,  has  never  considered,  and  they  therefore  have  no  policy 
concerning  the  same. 

I  think  my  own  ideas,  as  a  manufacturer,  are  in  harmony  with  those  of  nearly  all  the 
established  manufacturers.  The  assumption  that  they  do  not  regard  favorably  the  idea  of 
a  real  road  contest  is,  I  think,  incorrectly  drawn  from  the  decision  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  National  Association  of  Automobile  Manufacturers,  to  disapprove  the  par- 
ticular style  of  road  contest  that  was  proposed  by  the  American  Automobile  Association. 

Months  ago  a  contest  committee  of  five  members  of  the  National  Association  of  Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers,  who,  I  believe,  are  as  well  qualified  as  any  five  men  in  the  country, 
commenced  the  study  of  this  whole  subject  in  a  very  exhaustive  way,  in  the  hope  that  they 
would  be  able  to  draft  rules  for  a  road  contest  that  would  be  workable,  fair  to  all  entrants, 
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and  free  from  those  features  that  made  the  so-called  "Glidden  Tours"  so  unsatisfactory. 

These  suggestions  that  I  find  in  the  letter  signed  by  Mr.  Miller,  were  considered  over 
and  over  again,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  various  other  suggestions  that  I  "have  seen 
in  the  public  prints.  As  a  result  of  the  long  and  faithful  work  of  this  committee,  assisted 
by  a  large  number  of  manufacturers  not  on  the  committee,  there  was  prepared  a  set  of  rules 
that  I  believe  are  a  great  advance  on  anything  heretofore  produced,  but  not  so  free  from 
objections  as  to  make  the  members  enthusiastic. 

These  rules  provided  that  the  run  of  each  day  should  start  from  the  same  point  and 
return  to  the  same  point  at  night,  as  it  has  been  found  to  be  absolutely  impossible  to  carry 
out  any  adequate  rules  on  a  straight-away  tour  continuing  through  a  week  or  more. 

I  think  the  consensus  of  opinion  among  those  manufacturers  who  have  studied  the 
problem  with  the  greatest  care  is,  that  a  purely  "go-as-you-please"  speed  contest,  in  which 
the  first  car  that  arrives  is  the  winner,  may  be  arranged  with  rules  fair,  reasonable  and 
workable;  also  that  it  is  possible  to  provide  simple  and  adequate  rules  for  a  purely  amateur 
run,  in  which  the  entrants  shall  be  allowed  to  go  practically  as  they  please,  make  any  sort 
of  repairs  that  they  please,  just  as  they  would  on  an  individual  tour,  but  simply  requiring 
registration  at  a  certain  point  each  night — and  that  outside  of  these  two  classes  there  are 
almost  insuperable  difficulties  in  the  arrangement  and  carrying  out  of  rules. 

I  have  talked  with  nearly  all,  if  not  all,  of  the  manufacturers  represented  in  the  last 
"Glidden  Tour,"  and  I  have  yet  to  find  one  that  believed  that  it  was  satisfactory  or  valuable 
in  any  respect,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  rules  as  now  proposed  for  this  year's  tour  are  no 
improvement  over  last  year's.

A.  A.  A.  Now  Has   12  State  Organizations 

The  American  Automobile  Association  is  jubilant  over  the  fact  that  within 
the  past  ten  days  five  State  bodies  have  been  organized  to  be  added  to  its  organi- 
zation, viz. :  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Kentucky,  Indiana  and  Missouri.  Michigan 
and  Wisconsin  are  probable  additions  of  the  near  future,  and  it  would  not  be  sur- 
prising, it  is  thought,  if  a  round  dozen  applications  for  State  membership  were 
acted  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  in  New  York  City,  to 
be  called  soon  by  President  William  H.  Hotchkiss. 

The  A.  A.  A.  list  now  contains  twelve  State  associations,  with  indications  of 
a  half  dozen  more  in  the  next  month.  Of  the  recent  additions,  the  Maryland 
State  Automobile  Association  was  the  first  to  be  organized  and  make  formal 
application.  Then  the  Pennsylvania  Motor  Federation,  containing  fifteen  clubs, 
wheeled  into  line  at  its  annual  meeting.  The  Louisville  Automobile  Club  next 
decided  to  join  the  national  organization  and  form  immediately  a  Kentucky  State 
Association.  Indiana  was  the  fourth  to  make  application,  and  the  Missourians  on 
Monday  of  this  week  decided  to  join.

Not  one  of  the  back  streets  of  Kankakee  or  Keokuk  does  the  accompanying 
illustration  depict,  but  Broadway,  New  York,  and  in  particular  that  part  of  it 
where  "Automobile  Row"  centers,  viz.,  at  62d  street.  Furthermore,  it  has  been 
in  this  condition,  or  nearly  as  bad,  since  last  September. 

In  that  month  the  street  there  was  torn  up  for  the  laying  of  a  water  main. 
It  was  found  that  the  subway  prevented  the  big  pipe  from  being  laid,  so  a  Siam- 
ese coupling  had  to  be  put  in.  The  hole  in  the  street  remained  for  months,  while 
the  pipe  was  being  obtained.  It  was  not  closed  until  late  in  February  and  then  the 
job  was  done  so  badly  that  the  {lavement  sank  in  various  spots  to  a  level  of  nearly

a  foot  below  the  general  surface.  The  mud  has  collected  so  as  to  partially  conceal 
the  dangerous  conditions,  and  every  day  wagons  and  automobiles  come  to  grief, 
some  being  severely  damaged. 

The  condition  of  the  street  at  this  corner  is  especially  grievous  to  automobil- 
ists  because  not  only  of  the  heavy  traffic,  but  also  the  location  of  several  big  gar- 
ages there.  The  American  Locomotive  Automobile  Company  is  on  the  north- 
east corner,  the  White  Company  on  the  southwest,  Panhard  Levassor  on  the 
northwest,  and  several  automobile  firms  are  about  to  move  into  the  building  on 
the  southeast  corner. 


The  Long  Island  Automobile  Club's  Orphans'  Day  Outing  Committee  held 
a  meeting  on  Monday  night  of  this  week  to  discuss  plans  for  the  outing  on 
June  12.  Representatives  from  various  Brooklyn  charitable  institutions  were  in 
attendance  and  assisted  in  laying  plans  for  giving  the  parentless  tots  a  happy  day. 
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Adverse  Legislation  Not  So  Much  Feared 

-  The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  Legislatures  will  begin  to  adjourn,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  notice  the  change  that  has  taken  place  in  them  with  regard  to 
automobile  bills.  In  former  years  there  were  always  a  number  of  mischievous 
measures  that  hung,  like  the  sword  of  Damocles,  over  the  heads  of  automobilists. 
Sometimes  the  thread  that  held  it  was  severed  and  the  sword  fell.  A  notable 
instance  was  that  of  the  Frelinghuysen  bill  in  New  Jersey  last  year. 

The  fights  against  these  ineasures  had  to  be  kept  up  until  the  very  moment 
of  adjournment,  and  even  then  no  one  ever  knew  what  their  fate  would  be.  This 
year  there  has  been  no  lack  of  bills,  but  they  have  not  attracted  the  same  at- 
tention as  of  yore,  and  comparatively  few  of  them  will  be  passed.  Of  these  quite 
a  number  are  so  constructed  that  they  tend  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  mo- 
torists. Few  of  them  are  really  mischievous,  and  such  of  them  as  are  bid  fair 
to  fail  of  passage.  Altogether  the  yearly  battle  has  been  a  much  less  strenuous 
one  than  usual  and  the  net  result  has  been  decidedly  in  the  motorist's  favor. 

A  number  of  .reasons  have  operated  to  bring  about  this  salutary  change.  In 
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the  first  place,  the  average  law-maker,  taking  his  cue  from  the  average  citizen, 
has  been  much  more  composed  and  reasonable  concerning  the  automobile  and  its 
users.  He  no  longer  regards  the  former  as  the  arch  enemy  of  all  non-motorists, 
who  of  course  constitute  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  people,  but  is  willing 
to  admit  that,  properly  used,  it  is  a  friend  rather  than  an  enemy  of  mankind,#and 
as  such  is  to  be  encouraged  and  regulated  instead  of  opposed  and  persecuted. 
Secondly,  the  attitude  of  the  automobile  bodies  and  of  automobilists  themselves  to 
"stand  pat"  on  automobile  legislation  has  had  its  effect.  There  have  been  no 
differences  of  opinion  between  the  leading  organizations  and  no  spectacle  of  war- 
ring factions  furnishing  ammunition  and  arguments  for  motorphobic  legislators. 

Not  that  there  is  any  belief  that  the  present  laws  are  ideal  or  as  unchange- 
able as  the  laws  of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  or  that  they  do  not  at  times  work 
gross  injustice  and  put  into  the  hands  of  ignorant  or  grasping  men  opportunities 
to  serve  their  own  private  ends.  The  guiding  policy  has  been  that  it  was  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  put  up  with  the  ills  we  now  have  rather  than  incur  the  risk 
of  calling  new  ones  into  being. 

A  third  contributing  cause  has  been  the  unexpected  manifestation  of  real 
strength  and  aggressiveness  from  the  body  that  has  been  looked  to  to  lead  the 
automobile  forces  in  such  campaigns,  but  which  has  in  the  past  failed  signally  to 
make  the  most  of  its  opportunities  or  to  play  the  part  that  was  assigned  to  it. 
Reference  is  of  course  had  to  the  American  Automobile  Association.  It  has  a 
policy  at  last  and  that  policy  is  both  intelligent  and  consistent. 


How  to  Revive  Track  Racing 

Notwithstanding  the  declaration  of  President  Hotchkiss  of  the  American 
Automobile  Association  that  racing  on  horse  tracks  must  be  killed,  and  that 
money  received  for  race  meets  sanctions  is  "blood  money/'  the  racing  committee 
of  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club  has  devised  a  method  of  placating  the  A.  A.  A. 
executive.  The  opposition  to  racing,  it  seems,  is  based  on  the  danger  involved 
at  excessive  speeds,  when  the  track  is  crowded  with  machines.  The  Chicago 
plan  is  to  run  the  race  in  heats,  with  only  two  drivers  on  the  track  at  a  time. 
What  a  fine  plan !  One  can't  help  wondering  where  the  excitement  in  such  rac- 
ing will  be. 

May  ist  is  the  date  set  for  the  strike  of  the  repairmen  employed  in  the  New 
York  garages.  They  figure  that  about  that  time  they  will  be  indispensable  and 
that  any  demands  they  may  make  will  have  to  be  complied  with.  Perhaps  it 
will  turn  out  this  way,  but  one  can  never  tell. 
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Preventives  and  Remedies 

Practictl  Pointers  on  Repairs,  Adjustments,  and  the  Care  of  Cars 


When  the  car  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  all  its  parts  cleaned,  and  those  needing 
repairs  or  renewals  taken  care  of,  then  the  work  of  re-assembling  is  to  be  undertaken. 
The  result  of  the  considerable  effort  and  time  necessary  to  put  the  machine  together  will 
depend  a  whole  lot  on  what  precautions  were  taken  to  guard  against  loss  of  bushings,  nuts, 
etc.,  etc.,  when  the  several  parts  were  taken  down,  also  the  correctness  with  which  these 
parts  are  replaced,  with  relation  of  one  part  to  another.  All  nuts  and  lock-nuts  and  other 
fastening  devices  must  be  set  up  as  tightly  as  possible,  because  if  there  is  the  least 
chance  of  any  of  them  working  loose  when  the  car  is  taken  out  for  its  trial  run,  the  damage 
that  is  likely  to  occur  may  not  only  put  the  machine  out  of  commission  for  some  time,  but 
may  result  in  a  more  or  less  serious  accident  to  its  occupants.  If  some  of  the  parts,  such 
as  the  valve  or  the  ignition  timing  apparatus  are  not  properly  put  together,  the  error  will 
be  readily  detected  when  it  is  attempted  to  start  the  motor,  but  in  other  parts,  where  a 
mistake  in  assembling  may  not  be  so  apparent,  the  resulting  damage  from  such  a  mistake 
may  be  very  great.  Care  must  be  taken,  therefore,  to  see  that  the  assembled  parts  are  cor- 
rect in  their  relation  to  each  other  in  every  detail. 


The  precision  and  rapidity  with  which  the  parts  can  be  assembled  in  their  original  places 
will  depend  upon  a  familiarity  with  the  details  of  the  car's  construction,  gained  either 
through  past  experience  or  by  observation  when  the  car  was  taken  down.  If  the  necessary 
precautions  were  taken  in  marking  the  parts  with  tags  or  punch  marks,  when  they  were 
taken  down,  there  should  be  no  delay  from  misplaced  pieces  or  from  getting  similar  pieces 
mixed. 


If  a  bolt  hole  in  one  part  does  not  line  up  exactly  with  the  correspondinjg  hole  in  the  ad- 
jacent part,  never  try  to  force  it  home  with  a  hammer  or  mallet,  but  find  and  remove  the 
cause. 


If  the  thread  on  a  bolt  or  stud  is  not  perfect  a  fine  file  can  be  used  to  smooth  down  a  burr 
or  remove  a  ragged  edge,  but  if  it  is  in  a  very  bad  condition  it  is  better  to  discard  the 
bolt  altogether  and  use  a  new  one.  The  same  rule  applies  to  the  nuts;  if  they  don't  start 
on  readily  by  hand,  throw  them  out.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  in  many  cases 
the  fault  lies  not  with  the  bolt  or  nut,  but  in  starting  the  latter  cross-threaded.  When  this 
is  done,  and  a  heavy  wrench  then  put  on  the  nut  to  set  it  up,  either  the  bolt  or  the  nut,  or 
both,  are  sure  to  be  damaged. 


When  pieces  are  put  together  and  secured  by  more  than  one  bolt,  the  several  nuts  should 
be  started  on  by  hand  and  then  tightened  up  a  little  at  a  time,  each  one  in  rotation  till 
they  are  all  secure.  It  is  a  mistake  to  set  up  one  tightly  before  the  others  are  started,  as 
is  sometimes  done,  and  by  going  the  rounds  of  all  of  them  two  or  three  times  the  bolts 
will  be  properly  centered  in  their  holes  and  the  nuts  set  perfectly  tight,  thus  leaving  every- 
thing secure  and  no  undue  strain  imposed  on  any  one  fastening. 


Extreme  care  should  be  used  in  assembling  parts  to  see  that  no  grit  or  other  foreign  mat- 
ter is  left  between  the  two  pieces.  A  plentiful  supply  of  clean  waste  should  be  ready  to 
hand,  and  it  should  be  used  frequently,  especially  on  all  moving  parts,  where  a  particle  of 
metal  grindings  or  a  grain  of  sand  can  work  its  damage.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  cover  the 
surfaces  of  the  bearings  of  moving  parts  and  the  pistons  and  shaft  and  spindle  bearings 
with  a  thin  covering  of  good  oil  before  securing  them  in  place. 
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Charles  T.  Wills  of  New  York  has  mapped  out  for  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  a 
tour  of  moderate  distance  through  Europe.  Several  members  of  the  club  who  are  now 
abroad  are  traveling  over  this  route,  while  others  are  contemplating  doing  so  during  the 
summer.  Mr.  Wills's  trip  occupies  a  period  of  sixty  days.  This  includes  six  days  in  and 
around  London  and  six  days  in  and  around  Paris,  both  of  which  cities  are  touched  twice 
on  the  trip.  The  tour  begins  and  concludes  at  Liverpool,  the  English  Channel  being  crossed 
the  first  time  from  New  Haven  to  Dieppe  and  the  second  time  from  Boulogne  to  Folkestone. 


Nat  Goodwin,  the  popular  comedian,  will  begin  an  automobile  tour  of  California  on  June  I, 
to  be  followed  by  a  trip  across  the  continent. 


T.  A.  Wright,  of  Wilkes-barre,  Pa.,  drove  to  Atlantic  City  last  week  in  his  Rambler 
car,  stopping  at  Philadelphia  en  route.  He  plans  to  enjoy  several  days  at  the  Jersey 
Coast  resort,  and  then  drive  back  to  his  home.

The  dinner  was  well  attended  and  prospects  are  good  for  club  activity  for  Cen- 
tral Illinois  during  the  coming  season. 


A  well-attended  smoker  was  held  by  the  Rhode  Island  Automobile  Club  on  Friday  even- 
ing of  last  week.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  management  of  Keith's  Theatre,  a  series  of 
biograph  pictures  were  shown  and  a  number  of  vaudeville  sketches  introduced.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  entertainment  refreshments  were  served. 


Twenty-eight  new  members  were  elected  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  Jersey 
Automobile  and  Motor  Club  at  its  regular  meeting  last  week. 


An  automobile  school  for  the  instruction  of  its  members  is  one  of  the  main  features  of  the 
California  Woman's  Automobile  Club  of  San  Francisco. 
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If  plans  are  carried  out  the  Rochester  Automobile  Club's  events  for  this  season  will  take 
on  a  decidedly  varied  tone.  Perhaps  the  affair  in  which  Rochester  will  evince  the  most 
interest  is  the  annual  gymkhana  sports  promoted  by  this  club.  It  is  now  expected  that  this 
summer's  gymkhana  will  be  even  better  than  that  of  last  year.  Plans  are  also  being  made 
for  the  Orphans'  Day  outing  to  take  place  at  the  same  time  as  similar  events  promoted  by 
clubs  in  other  cities,  viz.,  June  12.  The  annual  hill-climb  is  also  being  arranged  for.  While 
nothing  has  been  definitely  decided  as  yet,  a  number  of  the  club  members  are  contemplat- 
ing a  run  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition  some  time  before  its  close.  Secretary  Van  Tuyle 
has  mapped  out  a  route,  which  if  followed,  will  cover  approximately  840  miles. 


The  course  over  which  this  year's  Scottish  Reliability  Trials  will  be  conducted  will  be  from 
Glasgow  to  Inverness,  a  distance  of  755  miles.  The  event  will  begin  on  the  25th  and  end 
on  the  29th  of  June. 


After  a  vast  amount  of  skirmishing  the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club  has  at  last  secured  a  hill 
for  its  Decoration  Day  hill-climbing  contest.  The  name  of  the  grade  is  Monk's  Hill,  and 
v  it  is  about  nine  miles  from  the  city  at  Gladwyne  Station,  on  the  Reading  Railway.  The 
hill  is  about  a  mile  in  length  and  has  an  average  grade  of  20  per  cent.,  though  at  two 
places  it  is  probably  22  per  cent.  The  road  is  a  dirt  one,  with  a  soft  surface.  The  start 
will  be  on  the  river  side  of  the  road,  then  the  cars  will  pass  under  a  bridge  and  will  make 
a  right  turn  to  a  very  sharp  ascent.  From  the  turn  a  heavy  grade  is  encountered  and  it 
winds  upward  for  quite  a  distance  and  then  with  a  right  turn  the  cars  will  be  on  the  finish. 
The  grade  at  the  finish  is  a  steep  one. 


Many  preparations  for  the  forthcoming  Tourist  Trophy  Race,  to  be  held  May  28th,  on  the 
Isle  of  Man,  under  the  direction  of  the  Royal  Automobile  Club  of  Great  Britain  and  Iri- 
land,  are  now  going  on.  While  portions  of  the  course  are  now  in  an  unfit  condition 
for  racing  purposes,  it  is  expected  to  be  in  first-class  shape  in  time  for  the  race.  The 
Highway  Board  of  the  Isle  of  Man  are  arranging,  on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Automobile  Club, 
to  alter  the  second  gate  on  the  mountain  road.  This  gate  is  on  a  left-hand  corner,  and  was 
a  source  of  great  annoyance  to  the  competitors  last  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
hard  to  see  it  until  the  cars  were  a  few  yards  off,  and  then  it  was  too  late  to  pull  up.  It  is 
now  intended  to  take  away  this  corner  altogether. 


On  May  9th  the  Austrian  Automobile  Club  will  open  its  season  by  a  military  contest  open 
to  touring  cars  and  commercial  motor  vehicles.  Following  this  the  Voiturette  Cup  will  be 
competed  for  on  May  24th,  25th  and  26th  over  the  Leoben,  Klagenfurt,  Graz  and  Vienna 
course.  Then  comes  the  popular  event  of  the  season,  the  Tourist  race  on  June  29th  and  30th. 
On  August  15th  a  motor-boat  race  will  be  held  on  Gmunden  Lake,  and  the  annual  Semmer- 
ing  hill-climb  will  be  decided  on  September  15th. 


A  number  of  Philadelphia  motorists,  including  President  Swain  and  several  members  of 
the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club,  contemplate  taking  part  in  the  Harrisburg  (Pa.)  *  Automobile 
Club's  two-day  endurance  run,  scheduled  to  take  place  May  6  and  7.  Chairman  E.  C. 
Johnson  of  the  Quaker  City  Club's  contest  committee  has  volunteered  to  assist  the  Harris- 
burg organization  in  conducting  the  run,  and  will  act  as  referee,  while  C.  A.  Woolson 
will  act  as  starting  judge.  R.  H.  Johnson  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club  will  look  after 
the  distribution  of  confetti  from  the  pilot  car. 
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Has  Difficulty  in  Arranging  Start  of  Kaiser  s  Cup  Race 

The  German  Imperial  Automobile  Club  is  much  perplexed  to  know  how  to 
organize  the  start  of  the  92  cars  entered  in  the  Kaiser's  Cup  race.  The  entire 
circuit  as  laid  out  is  118  kilometers,  and  Fritz  Opel  has  covered  the  circuit  lately 
at  an  average  of  104  kilometers  per  hour,  while  Jenatzy  is  making  regularly  100 
kilometers  per  hour. 

Supposing  that  only  80  cars  would  start  at  an  interval  of  one  minute,  it 
would  take  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes  to  start  them  all,  which  is  more  than  the 

time  necessary  for 
the  first  starter  to 
make  his  first  lap, 
which  necessarily 
would  be  a  hindrance 
to  the  remaining  cars 
to  be  started. 

The  club  is  now 
considering  either 
making  the  circuit 
somewhat  longer,  or 
restricting  the  num- 
ber of  starters.

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What  Will  be  Spent  by  Makers  in  1907  for  Races 

We  have  often  been  told,  especially  in  recent  years,  how  much  it  costs  to 
organize  a  race ;  but  has  any  one  ever  asked  how  much  it  costs  the  competitors 
to  take  part  in  such  tests,  and  at  what  price  the  glory  that  they  may  acquire 
therein  is  purchased?  Such  is  the  question  put  by  Paul  Meyan,  in  Les  Sports, 
who  proceeds  to  answer  it. 

Sports  has  recently  given  us  diagramatic  figures  of  the  three  different 
models  of  cars  which  the  Societe  Lorraine-Dietrich  has  constructed  in  order 
to  satisfy  the  regulations  of  the  great  tests  of  the  year,  viz.:  the  Targa  Florio, 
at  Palermo,  the  Emperor's  Cup  at  Taunus,  and  the  Grand  Prix  of  the  Automobile 
Club  of  France,,  at  Dieppe;  since  each  of  these  races  has  a  special  regulation 
which  has  necessitated  the  turning  out  of  different  vehicles,  he  says. 

A  view  of  these  three  figures,  which,  under  their  sober  and  simple  lines, 
conceal  powerful  parts  elaborated  with  a  view  to  giving  maximum  of  power 
with  a  minimum  of  bulk  and  weight,  has  suggested  the  idea  to  us  to  endeavor 
to  find  out  what  the  racing  budget  of  our  large  manufacturing  houses  might  be. 

The  study  and  draughting  rooms  are  first  called  upon.  Two  months'  work 
of  five  men  in  these  represents  the  first  sum  of  $600.  The  drawings  finished,  we 
pass  to  the  pattern-shop.  The  mass  of  wood  that  comes  to  us  from  this  source 
figures  at  about  $100. 

The  raw  materials,  the  foundry  pieces,  iron,  steel,  aluminum,  and  the  various 
parts  of  the  carriage,  such  as  axles,  hubs,  springs,  chassis,  tanks,  piping,  ignition, 
wheels,  etc.,  enter  for  about  $9,000  into  the  construction  of  a  single  type  of  car- 
riage, which  is  produced  in  triplicate,  not  counting  the  pieces  made  in  duplicate 
to  provide  against  accidents  of  the  last  moments.  Then  comes  the  tooling.  In 
order  to  put  all  this  in  a  state  to  be  used,  a  series  of  machine  tools,  such  as 
shaping  machines,  planing  machines,  drills  and  angle-cutters,  and  a  certain  num- 
ber of  workmen  are  required.   Let  us  add  on  this  score  $2,000. 

Finally  everything  is  finished  and  at  hand,  and  now  comes  the  mounting,  say, 
3,000  hours  of  manual  labor,  costing  $600. 

Our  carriages  are  now  finished  and  must  be  regulated.  The  racers  take 
possession  of  them  and  start  out  on  the  road.  After  60  or  90  miles  have  been 
made  the  carriages  return  to  the  works  and  everything  is  dismounted  in  order 
to  find  out  how  the  parts  have  behaved,  and  the  whole  is  then  remounted.  All 
this  is  followed  by  other  trial  trips,  regulations,  tentatives,  minor  modifications, 
etc.  This  period  of  tests  lasts  for  about  a  month.  We  estimate  the  cost  at  $1,800. 

This  first  enumeration  furnishes  us  with  the  first  chapter  of  the  budget  of 


races. 

Let  us  recapitulate:

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As  there  are  three  different  models  for  1907,  this  figure  must  be  tripled, 
making  $45,000. 

Let  us  now  enter  upon  the  chapter  of  races  and  take  for  a  basis,  in  the  cal- 
endar of  1907,  the  important  tests  in  which  it  is  indispensable  to  figure  and  the 


amount  of  the  entries:

It  is  at  Palermo,  Hamburg,  Dieppe,  Bastogne,  Brescia  and  New  York  that 
the  racing  is  to  take  place,  that  is  to  say,  in  Sicily,  France,  Belgium,  Germany 
and  America,  as  the  four  cardinal  points.  Three  changes  of  place  of  three 
vehicles  and  of  their  drivers  and  of  sets  of  mechanics  and  workmen  to  look  after 
the  loading  and  unloading  and  repairs  and  supplies  will  be  necessary,  all  of  which 
will  involve  an  expense  for  fare,  food  and  lodgings  for  many  persons,  and  for 
freight  on  considerable  material.  Let  us  suppose  that  such  expenses  amount,  on 
an  average,  to  $3,000  per  race.  For  1907  let  us  multiply  by  six  and  we  shall  have 
$18,000. 

What  it  costs  to  insure  the  racers,  mechanics  and  material  is  easily  ascer- 
tained. Our  question  in  regard  to  this  is  thus  answered :  $220  per  carriage  per 
race,  or  to  put  it  in  round  figures,  $3,600. 

We  shall  pass  in  silence  the  bonus  allowed  the  driver  who  wins  a  race,  but 
we  shall  not  forget  to  say  that  as  the  owner  desires  to  have  all  the  trump  cards 
in  his  pack,  and  wishes  to  leave  nothing  to  chance  and  the  unknown,  he  sends  on 
his  gasolene,  oil  and  tires.  How  many  gallons,  how  many  tires?  That  figures, 
according  to  known  precedents,  at  $2,400  per  race ;  for  1907,  $14,400. 

Let  us  add  again,  and  the  second  chapter  totalizes  thus :

As  for  the  last  chapter,  that  concerns  the  press.  That  fortune  may  smile 
on  these  first  efforts  it  will  be  well  to  dwell  a  little  on  the  successes  obtained  and 
make  them  known  urbi  et  orbi.  We  shall  certainly  not  be  charged  with  exaggera- 
tion in  according  to  the  six  races  a  budget  of  publicity  of  $12,000.  Nothing 
extravagant  is  done  at  that  price. 

We  may  sum  up  then:

2.  Races    45.400 

3.  Publicity    12,000 


Total  $102,400 


Let  ten  houses  take  part  in  the  six  great  tests  of  1907,  and  we  have  a  sum 
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of  a  million  dollars  that  the  automobile  industry  enters  in  its  general  expenses. 

What  is  this  sum,  thus  made  evident,  and  which  appears  enormous  in  com- 
parison with  the  figures  of  the  national  production  of  France  ?  It  is  not  a  thirtieth 
part  of  what  France  exports  to  England  alone.  It  is  but  a  drop  in  the  bucket, 
but  it  is  a  drop  of  dew  that  fecundates  and  gives  birth  to  French  products,  which 
are  superior  in  number  and  quality. 

To  those  who  say  to  us  that  this  million  of  expense  in  races  and  advertising 
might  be  put  to  a  better  purpose,  we  would  answer  "No !"  The  race  is  the  true 
and  only  field  of  experience  from  which  have  proceeded  and  will  again  proceed 
progress  and  improvements.  At  every  race,  mechanics,  metallurgy  and  industrial 
chemistry  register  some  new  discovery.  If,  with  the  same  weight  and  the  same 
bulk,  we  have  yearly  more  powerful,  stronger  and  cheaper  vehicles,  it  is  to  the 
race  that  we  owe  it. 

The  race  is  the  essential  factor  of  international  emulation,  which  is  the  soul 
of  commerce,  since  it  .  is  competition.  It  is  the  important,  striking  event  which 
makes  known  to  the  entire  world  the  amount  of  labor  and  sacrifice  consented  to 
by  the  manufacturer  in  order  to  produce  good  work. 

Does  the  confidence  that  you  have  in  your  car  and  in  the  strength  and  re- 
sistance of  its  parts  count  for  nothing?  It  is  to  the  race  that  you  owe  it.  The 
500  miles  made  at  full  speed  without  a  stop  is  an  obligatory  confirmation  of  the 
promises  of  the  prospectus ;  and  how  many  people  there  are  in  the  four  quarters 
of  the  world,  who  await  the  result  of  a  race  before  making  a  selection. 

Do  you  know  the  story  of  the  ham  dealer,  who  spent  $120,000  a  year  in 
advertising  and  whose  business  was  splendid?  He  said  to  himself  that  if  he 
should  discontinue  such  advertising  he  would  make  $120,000  every  year,  and  so 
with  a  stroke  of  his  pen  he  eliminated  this  item  from  his  budget.  The  result  was 
so  disastrous  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  he  renewed  his  advertising  to  double  the 
amount.  The  same  thing  would  occur  if  racing  were  given  up.  We  should  im- 
mediately see  the  sum  total  of  our  business  drop,  our  prosperity  diminish  and  our 
superiority  disappear. 

Racing  costs  dear,  it  is  true,  but,  believe  us,  the  money  is  well  spent.  The 
race  consecrates  those  who  take  part  in  it,  it  imposes  confidence  in  their  manu- 
facture, in  their  power  of  production,  in  their  resistance  and  in  their  future.  That 
is  more  than  is  necessary  to  justify  the  expense. 


Dupuy  Sails  to  Arrange  for  Gold  Cup  Tour 

Georges  Dupuy,  manager  of  the  much-heralded  American  Gold  Cup  tour 
of  Europe,  sailed  for  the  other  side  on  Saturday  of  last  week,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  preliminary  run  over  the  4,000-mile  route  to  be  traveled  in  July  and 
August  by  the  American  tourists.  Mr.  Dupuy  took  with  him  a  30  hp.  Stearns 
car  in  which  he  will  make  his  trip.  He  plans  to  return  to  America  early  in  June 
to  complete  arrangements  for  the  sailing  of  the  party  on  June  20. 

The  Grand  Prix  entries  for  which  a  double  fee,  $2,000,  was  payable,  closed 
April  15th.   The  draw  for  position  was  to  be  held  this  week.

the  Targa  Florio.  It  has  been  so  long  since  the  weight  regulation  has  been  in 
vogue  that  its  virtual  abandonment  this  year  in  all  the  big  European  events  will 
require  some  little  time  to  become  accustomed  to.  The  regulation  undoubtedly 
served  its  purpose,  which  was  to  exercise  a  conservative  influence  on  racing  car 
design  and  thereby  prevent  too  marked  a  departure  from  touring  car  design. 
But  it  stopped  much  short  of  doing  all  that  was  necessary,  and  as  a  consequence 
road  racing  has  resulted  in  giving  us  some  only  of  the  data  necessary  to  bring 
about  a  continuous  improvement  in  automobile  construction.  Of  course,  when 
the  weight  rule  was  promulgated  it  was  a  very  distinct  step  forward.  Any  other 
regulation  or  regulations  would  have  been  viewed  with  distrust  and  probably  re- 
jected. Nor  is  it  at  all  certain  that  with  the  knowledge  then  at  command  any- 
thing really  worth  while  could  have  been  accomplished.  Even  now  we  are,  in  a 
sense,  groping  in  the  dark  and  striving  to  discover,  not  only  how  to  obtain  what 
we  want  but  what  it  is  that  we  really  do  want.    The  present  season's  racing 


abroad  will  shed  much  light  on  the  subject. 


Another  regulation  that  has  outlived  its  usefulness  and  value  and  become 
an  excrescence  in  the  rule  book  is  the  stipulation  that  the  cars  representing  a 
designated  country  shall  be  of  native  manufacture,  down  to  the  smallest  detail. 
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This  rule  formed  an  important  part  of  the  Bennett  Cup  regulations,  and  when 
the  Vanderbilt  Cup  contest  rules  were  drafted  it  was  one  of  the  first  embodied  in 
them.  In  the  days  of  its  youth  the  rule  was  both  desirable  and  necessary.  It 
stimulated  construction.  It  made  it  necessary  for  the  industry  of  a  stated  coun- 
try to  produce  everything  that  went  on  a  car.  At  first  many  of  these  parts  were 
inferior  to  similar  ones  made  abroad.  But  a  beginning  had  been  made  and  it 
was  not  very  long  before  the  infant  industries  thus  created  grew  big  enough 
to  take  care  of  themselves.  It  is  obvious  that  when  this  state  of  affairs  is  reached 
the  necessity  for  the  rule  vanishes.  Such  is  the  condition  today.  The  rule  no 
longer  fosters  or  encourages  home  industry.  It  simply  restricts  the  choice  of 
designers  and  builders  of  racing  cars  to  the  home  product.  In  doing  so  it  gives 
the  domestic  maker  protection  that  he  has  neither  asked  for  nor  desires. 


A  Brooklyn  magistrate  was  called  upon  last  week  to  decide  a  very  delicate 
question.  This  was,  "should  a  man  pay  more  for  the  keep  of  his  automobile  than 
for  the  support  of  his  wife?"  The  latter  claimed  that  the  automobile  was  getting 
more  money  than  she  did  for  alimony.  The  magistrate  said  that  he  would  take 
the  matter  under  consideration. 


Pipe  lines  are  uncertain  affairs,  especially  when  the  weather  is  cold,  or  even 
cool,  a  fact  well  known  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company's  Hartford,  Conn.,  branch. 
A  few  nights  ago  a  joint  in  the  piping  burst  and  allowed  one  thousand  gallons  of 
the  precious  fluid  to  go  to  waste.  Within  the  high  picketed  enclosure  the  gaso- 
lene was  said  to  have  been  spilled  to  the  depth  of  nearly  a  foot,  and  when  the 
company's  employees  appeared  on  the  scene  early  in  the  morning  it  was  gushing 
from  underneath  the  gate  in  streams.  Hartford  motorists  have  held  their,  breath 
ever  since  in  expectation  of  an  increase  in  price,  which  has,  however,  failed  to 
appear.   There  is  plenty  of  time,  however. 


Some  people  are  becoming  impatient  over  the  delay  in  doing  anything  about  the 
rules  for  this  year's  Vanderbilt  Cup  race.   How  inconsiderate! 

An  example  to  all  legislators  is  set  by  Representative  Newkirk  of  Michigan, 
whose  drastic  automobile  bill  has  just  beeii  side-tracked.  He  says  that  in  pre- 
senting his  bill  he  made  it  much  stronger  than  he  deemed  necessary,  believing 
the  committee  in  its  pruning  process  would  leave  sufficient  of  his  measure  intact 
to  bring  some  reforms  he  considered  necessary.   There's  a  precedent  for  you. 

Track  racing  with  racing  cars  and  racing  eliminated  is  to  be  tried  in  Chicago 
and  Boston.  How  exciting  these  touring  car  and  heat  contests  will  be  to  the 
helpless  spectators. 

A  cruel  practical  joke  was  played  on  a  California  bridal  couple  who  were  up-to- 
date  enough  to  start  on  their  honeymoon  in  an  automobile.  After  leaving  the 
rectory  where  the  ceremony  was  performed,  they  stepped  into  an  automobile  and 
toured  out  to  Ocean  Beach.    Though  they  observed  many  smiles  and  laughs 
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as  they  proceeded,  they  did  not  perceive  the  reason  for  them  until  they  reached 
their  destination.  There  they  discovered  that  some  of  their  friends  had  fastened 
to  the  back  of  their  car  a  number  of  old  shoes  of  various  sizes  and  shapes,  to- 
gether with  a  large  sheet  of  white  material  on  which  were  painted  in  big  black 
letters  the  words,  "Just  married!  do  we  look  guilty?" 


New  York's  bad  streets  are  responsible  for  the  death  of  hospital  patients  who  are 
jolted  in  ambulances,  with  serious  and  sometimes  fatal  results. 


Goggle  makers  have  a  sincere  friend  in  a  Toledo  optician.  He  has  discovered 
that  the  air  pressure  against  the  eyeballs  of  motorists  is  extremely  irritating, 
and  unless  the  eyes  of  drivers  and  passengers  in  open  body  cars  are  protected  by 
goggles  they  are  liable  to  be  injured.  He  says,  however,  that  nature  will  come 
to  its  own  rescue  as  automobiling  grows  in  universal  approval  and  that  it  will 
produce  tougher  and  harder  eyeball  muscles  than  have  existed  in  the  past. 


World's  records  on  circular  (horse)  tracks  aire  still  being  recorded  in  some 
sections  of  the  country.  This  would  indicate  that  "blood  money"  is  still  being 
taken.  And  the  A.  A.  A.  is  at  work  revising  the  racing  rules !  More  work  for 
the  surgeons  or  the  undertakers — or  the  District  Attorney! 


The  automobile  saleswoman  is  abroad  in  the  land  and  hereafter  must  be  reck- 
oned with.  Slow  Philadelphia  has  the  honor  of  employing  her  as  a  regular  mem- 
ber of  a  force  of  sales  people.  Like  nearly  all  innovations  this  one  has  conserva- 
tive features.  The  saleswoman  is  to  confine  her  efforts,  for  the  present  at  least, 
to  electric  vehicles,  but  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  gasolene  field  will  be  in- 
vaded. 


The  Wisconsin  Legislature  has  before  it  a  bill  making  the  maximum  speed  of 
automobiles  at  night  ten  miles  an  hour.  This  is  just  one-half  the  maximum  day 
rate,  and  even  the  well-lighted  city  streets  are  not  excepted  from  its  provisions. 


The  plan  of  the  authorities  at  Marion,  Ind.,  to  compel  city  prisoners  to  serve  out 
fines  by  working  on  the  streets,  has  been  balked  by  a  strike.  Five  of  the  pris- 
oners refused  to  work  in  public,  declaring  they  would  rather  make  little  stones 
out  of  big  ones  in  the  secret  cloister  of  the  city  workhouse.  The  city  will  again 
attempt  to  utilize  convict  labor  for  street  work  after  the  prisoners  have  com- 
pleted a  dungeon  bread-and-water  diet  of  several  days. 


It  will  surprise  some  people  to  learn  that  one-fifth  of  all  the  automobiles  in  use 
today  in  this  country  are  electrics.  The  general  belief  is  that  the  gasolene  car 
has  a  very  much  greater  lead  than  this,  but  the  figures  given  are  vouched  for 
by  an  informant  in  whom  every  confidence  can  be  placed. 
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Sealed  Mechanism  Contest  Announced  by  A.  C.  A 

At  last  the  plan  of  having  an  endurance  contest  of  cars  with  sealed  mechan- 
ism is  to  be  given  a  fair  and  exhaustive  trial,  the  Automobile  Club  of  America 
having  made  its  expected  announcement  to  this  effect  on  Wednesday.  The  con- 
test will  be  open  to  all  regularly  listed  cars,  domestic  and  foreign,  and  will  be 
held  June  19  to  22,  four  days  in  all. 

Thus  the  plan  first  suggested  by  Automobile  Topics  nearly  a  year  ago  and 
supported  by  many  prominent  motorists,  including  Major  C.  J.  J5.  Miller  and 
Chairman  R.  L.  Morrell  of  the  contest  committee  of  the  A.  C.  A.,  has  been 
adopted  practically  in  its  entirety,  and  the  way  is  now  clear  to  see  what  regular 
stock  cars  can  do  without  assistance  from  skilled  factory  experts  in  the  guise  of 
amateur  drivers. 

Three  classes  of  cars  are  provided  for  under  the  rules,  arranged  according 
to  selling  price,  as  follows : 

Class  A — Stock  cars  complete  without  tops,  listed  at  $3,000  and  over;  class  B — Stock 
cars  complete  without  tops,  listed  at  over  $1,500  and  less  than  $3,000;  class  C — Stock  cars 
complete  without  tops,  listed  at  $1,500  and  under. 

The  contest  will  be  held  for  four  days  and  the  distance  to  be  traveled  will 
be  150  miles  each  day,  or  a  total  of  600  miles  for  cars  in  all  classes  except- 
ing runabouts  in  class  A,  which  will  be  required  to  cover  175  miles  each  day,  or  a 
total  of  700  miles.  Each  day's  run  will  be  started  and  finished  at  the  clubhouse 
in  New  York. 

The  cars  will  be  required  to  make  each  day's  run  as  follows :  Class  A,  at  a 
minimum  average  speed  of  eighteen  miles  an  hour;  class  B,  at  a  minimum  average 
speed  of  sixteen  miles  an  hour ;  class  C,  at  a  minimum  average  speed  of  fourteen 
miles  an  hour.  Runabouts  in  class  B  will  be  required  to  make  the  same  minimum 
averages  as  touring  cars  in  class  A,  namely,  eighteen  miles  an  hour. 

Competing  cars  violating  the  legal  speed  limits  will  be  disqualified.  Each 
entrant  will  be  obliged  to  furnish  a  competent  technical  observer,  who  will  be 
assigned  to  a  car  other  than  that  of  the  entrant.  Assignments  of  observers  will 
be  changed  each  day.  A  silver  cup  is  to  be  awarded  to  the  winner  in  each  class 
and  certificates  of  performance  will  be  issued  to  all  entrants  who  desire  them. 


The  Long  Island  Automobile  Club  is  once  more  within  the  American  Auto- 
mobile Association  fold.  Last  summer's  action,  when  the  club  unexpectedly 
voted  to  withdraw,  has  thus  been  rescinded  and  this  powerful  organization  and 
powerful  factor  in  the  organization  of  the  A.  A.  A.  has  abjured  its  errors  and 
promised  to  be  good. 

The  action  referred  to  was  taken  Wednesday  night,  when  the  matter  came  up 
for  action.  Some  forty  members  attended  the  meeting,  President  W.  P.  Richard- 
son being  in  the  chair.  It  was  voted  to  again  become  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Automobile  Association,  and  this  carries  with  it  membership  in  the 
parent  body,  the  A.  A.  A. 


Long  Island  Club  Rejoins  the  A.  A.  A. 
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Nazzaro  Wins  tke  Targa  Florio  for  Italy 

It  is  a  long  lane  that  has  no  turning,  and  Nazzaro,  the  near-winner  of  im- 
portant races  on  many  occasions,  has  at  last  attained  his  supreme  ambition  and 
captured  first  place  in  one  of  the  really  big  events  of  the  year  in  his  Fiat  racer. 
To  him  has  fallen  the  Targa  Florio,  the  important  Italian  race  for  so-called  tour- 
ing cars,  which  were  really  small  racers  with  racing  equipment,  which  was  run 
Saturday  and  Sunday  last.  Lancia,  the  unlucky,  again  missed  first  honors,  but 
came  in  second  in  another  Fiat,  with  Fabry,  Itala,  third,  thus  giving  to  Italy  the 
honor  of  sweeping  the  boards  and  landing  cars  in  the  first,  second  and  third 
positions.  France,  in  the  person  of  Duray,  came  next,  thus  making  the  Italian 
victory  all  the  more  striking. 

Nazzaro  covered  the  course  of  560  kilometers  (279.45  miles)  in  8  hours  17 
minutes,  finishing  12  minutes  ahead  of  Lancia.  Nazzaro's  time  was  very  fast,  as 
the  mountainous  roads  over  which  he  drove  to  victory  were  rough  and  heavy  on 
account  of  recent  rains,  which  rendered  the  hazardous  course  still  more  danger- 
ous than  usual. 

Of  the  54  cars  that  had  been  entered  there  were  45  to  be  sent  away.  The 
race  was  three  times  around  a  very  hard  course.  For  the  first  round  of  the  cir- 
cuit the  fastest  time  was  made  by  Wagner,  with  a  Darracq. 

The  race  was  for  touring  cars  with  racing  bodies,  and  extended  over  a  450- 
kilometer  course  in  Sicily,  which  is  three  laps  of  the  circuit  Cerda,  Caltavutra, 
Petrolia,  Castebbuona,  which  is  of  a  very  hilly  nature. 

Of  the  four-cylinder  cars  competing,  the  regulations  provided  that  they  have 
a  bore  of  not  less  than  120  mm.  and  riot  greater  than  130  mm.,  while  six-cyl- 
inder cars  were  restricted  to  a  bore  between  76  mm.  and  89  mm.  For  the  mini- 
mum bore  a  weight  limit  of  2,200  pounds  was  fixed,  with  an  allowance  of  44 
pounds  for  every  additional  millimeter  within  the  limits. 

In  addition  to  the  cup  which  goes  to  the  winning  car,  a  silver  reproduction 
will  be  presented  to  every  driver  who  finished  the  race,  while  a  sum  of  $7,000 
will  be  distributed  in  cash  among  the  first  five  arrivals.  Last  year  was  the  first 
time  this  contest  was  run,  having  been  instituted  by  Chevalier  Florio.  Last  year's 
contest  was  run  over  a  444*  kilometer  course,  and  was  won  by  Cagno  in  an  Itala 
in  9  hours,  32  minutes,  22  seconds. 

The  Targa  Florio  race  should  not  be  confounded  with  the  Florio  Cup  contest 
over  the  Brescia  course.  ,  The  race  for  the  Florio  shield  is  an  endurance  run  over 
a  difficult  mountainous  course  and  is  limited  to  stock  chassis  fitted  with  racing 
bodies.   The  Brescia  race  is  run  in  September  and  is  a  contest  for  racing  cars. 


Fixed  Date  and  Name  of  Paris  Show 

November  12  to  December  1  are  the  dates  fixed  for  this  year's  Paris  show. 
In  recognition  of  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  inauguration  of  these  events,  it 
will  be  known  as  the  Exposition  Decennale  de  TAutomobile,  du  Cycle  et  des 
Sports. 
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Importers  Line  Up  On  Show  Question 

There  have  been  great  doings  among  the  importers  of  foreign  cars  during 
the  past  week,  and  the  show  situation  has  been  tremendously  complicated  or  won- 
derfully simplified,  depending  on  the  point  of  view  of  the  contending  parties.  A 
second  show  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  probably  late  in  December,  will  be  held, 
devoted  entirely  to  imported  cars,  in  which,  for  the  first  time  in  two  years,  the 
"Licensed"  and  the  "Unlicensed"  people  will  commingle  peaceably  and  bid  for 
popular  favor  in  the  temple  that  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  consecrated  to  the 
cars  recognizing  the  validity  of  the  Selden  patent. 

Coming  events  cast  their  shadows  before  in  this  case,  and  ever  since  it  was 
definitely  settled  that  both  the  Madison  Square  and  the  Grand  Central  Palace 
exhibitions  would  occur  in  December  there  have  been  rumors  that  a  separate 
importers'  show  would  be  held,  timed  so  as  to  permit  the  exhibition  of  the  1908 
models.  It  was  not  until  late  last  week  that  the  public  announcement  was  made. 
It  was  startling  enough,  being  no  less  than  there  would  be  an  importers'  show 
in  Madison  Square  Garden,  in  which  practically  all  importers  would  participate, 
the  Association  of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers  having  waived  its  right  to 
veto  the  holding  of  any  other  show  at  the  Garden,  and  coupled  with  this  waiver 
permission  to  let  down  the  bars  separating  the  sheep  from  the  goats  and  allowing 
the  licensed  and  unlicensed  importers  to  frisk  together. 

This  move  naturally  created  a  stir  in  the  camps  of  the  Automobile  Club  of 
America,  which  is  the  promoting  body  responsible  for  the  "Independent"  show 
at  Grand  Central  Palace,  and  its  ally,  the  American  Motor  Car  Manufacturers' 
Association.  Straightway  wires  began  to  hum,  and  in  a  short  time  an  "Inde- 
pendent" Importers'  Association,  in  opposition  to  the  "Importers'  Automobile 
Salon,"  was  talked  of.  The  first  intimation  came  when  this  notice  was  sent  out: 

"Although  there  is  talk  of  an  importers'  show  in  Madison  Square  Garden  after  the  two 
national  shows  in  New  York,  it  is  not  believed  that  the  foreigners  will  permit  the  Ameri- 
cans to  secure  all  the  early  visitors,  which  would  be  the  result  if  they  didn't  participate  in 
the  shows  at  Grand  Central  Palace  and  the  Garden  during  November.  Of  course  the 
American  makers  might  prefer  to  eliminate  the  foreigners  from  their  shows,  but  on  the 
other  hand,  the  importers  are  wise  enough  not  to  be  led  into  any  plan  that  will  prevent 
their  showing  at  these  two  shows,  even  though  later  they  might  have  a  show  of  their  own. 
A  date  near  Christmas  is  not  in  favor." 

This  was  followed  up  by  the  statement  that 

"Twenty-five  or  more  importers  of  foreign  cars  are  planning  the  formation  of  an  Inde- 
pendent Importers'  Association  to  work  on  a  co-operative  basis  with  a  view  of  advancing  the 
interests  of  those  who  are  bringing  cars  from  the  other  side. 

"What  is  known  as  the  Importers'  Salon,  has,  for  some  time,  claimed  to  represent  all 
the  importers,  but  the  advocates  of  the  new  association  claim  that  this  was  a  case  of  the 
tail  wagging  the  dog,  for  the  Importers'  Salon  really  only  represents  about  eight  foreign 
cars,  while  the  Custom  House  records  show  that  last  year  there  were  just  fifty  makes  of 
foreign  cars  brought  into  this  country.  Moreover,  of  the  1492  foreign  cars  imported  in 
1906,  only  412,  or  only  30  per  cent.,  were  imported  by  the  eight  members  of  the  Importers' 
Salon. 

"The  matter  of  shows,  the  question  of  importations,  and  the  general  convenience  of 
their  own  members  and  customers,  are  among  the  important  matters  that  will  be  brought 
up  at  the  organization  meeting,  a  call  for  which,  it  is  expected,  will  go  out  early  in  the  week. 
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'The  organization,  which  may  be  called  the  Automobile  Importers'  Union,  also  plans 
to  open  up  agencies  in  other  cities  for  the  sale  of  foreign  cars;  to  agree  upon  certain  forms 
of  guarantees;  to  provide  plans  for  increasing  business;  to  arrange  general  advertising 
schemes  for  the  advancement  of  imported  cars;  to  take  up  the  matter  of  labor;  to  arrange 
for  a  foreign  representative  to  look  after  their  interests  abroad;  to  provide  a  freight  de- 
partment which  will  secure  advantages  in  connection  with  the  shipping  of  cars  from 
abroad,  and  make  proper  arrangements  for  space  at  shows." 

On  Tuesday  of  this  week  the  projected  meeting  was  held  at  the  A.  C.  A. 
clubhouse.  The  report  sent  out  stated  that 

"The  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  show  committee  and  officers  of  the 
Automobile  Club  of  America,  when  the  show  situation  was  discussed,  after  which  the  im- 
porters had  their  own  meeting.  In  attendance  were  A.  Massenat  (Panhard),  Sidney  Breese 
(Westinghouse),  Paul  LaCroix  (Renault),  Percy  Owen  (Bianchi),  G.  R.  Rheims  (C  G. 
Vj,  A.  C.  Newbauer  (Delaunay-Belleville),  W.  H.  Bernard  (Delahaye  and  Pilain),  Ar- 
thur Waterman  (Gobron-Brillie),  A.  M.  Thackara  (Westinghouse).  Letters  in  favor  of  the 
movement  were  also  received  from  Robert  Fulton  of  the  Mercedes  Import  Company  and 
H.  C  Cryder  of  Cryder  &  Company." 
It  was  also  stated  that 

"Steps  were  taken  for  the  formation  of  what  will  be  known  as  the  Automobile  Im- 
porters' Society.  A.  Massenat  of  the  Panhard  &  Levassor  Company  will  issue  another  call 
today  to  all  the 'independent  automobile  importers  for  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  Auto- 
mobile Club  next  Friday  afternoon  at  4  o'clock." 

In  answer  to  this  the  Automobile  Salon  people  said  that  five  of  those  in  at- 
tendance at  Tuesday's  meeting  had  signed  to  exhibit  at  the  Garden  show,  and 
tnat  the  others  would  probably  do  so  also. 


The  Importers  Salon  Show  at  Madison  Square  Garden 

At  the  automobile  show  of  January,  1904,  held  in  Madison  Square  Garden, 
which  was  managed  jointly  by  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  the  National 
Association  of  Automobile  Manufacturers  and  the  Madison  Square  Ganden  Co., 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  grumbling  going  on  among  the  importers  of  foreign 
cars,  who  at  that  time  were  eight  in  number,  on  account  of  having  been  relegated 
to  the  basement  of  the  Garden. 

From  this  dissatisfaction  sprang  the  Importers'  Salon,  incorporated  for  the 
purpose  of  uplifting  the  importation  business.  It  included  an  automobile  show, 
called  the  Automobile  Salon,  after  the  French  term  employed  for  the  automobile 
show  of  Paris.  In  1905  the  small  number  of  eight  importers  held  this,  their  first 
show,  in  January  at  Macy's. 

Since  the  management  of  the  Madison  Square  Garden  show  has  been  taken 
over  by  the  "Licensed  Association,"  the  small  number  of  importers,  who  hap- 
pened to  be  the  same  as  those  who  recognize  the  Selden  patent,  were  given  ample 
room  in  the  1906  and  1907  shows  on  the  main  floor  in  Madison  Square  Garden, 
and  the  room  allotted  to  them  was  given  to  the  Importers'  Salon  Corporation, 
and  not  to  the  individual  importers. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Importers'  Salon  Corporation  in  December,  1904, 
the  number  of  importers  has  multiplied,  but  no  new  members  joined  that  corpora- 
tion. The  great  development  of  the  American  industry  since  then,  and  the  in- 
creased number  of  importers,  made  it  impossible  to  house  all  automobile  exhibits 
under  one  roof  in  New  York  City,  for  which  reason  the  last  two  years  there  were 
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two  separate  shows,  one  under  the  management  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Amer- 
ica, and  the  other  managed  by  the  Licensed  Association.  The  crowded  conditions 
under  which  the  last  shows  were  held  demonstrated  clearly  to  the  Importers' 
Salon  Corporation  that  they  should  hold  a  show  of  their  own,  and  open  the  door 
to  importers  who  are  not  members  of  that  corporation.  As  everybody  knows,  the 
Licensed  Association,  in  making  arrangements  with  the  Madison  Square  Garden, 
inserted  a  clause  in  the  contract  with  the  Garden  Co.,  not  to  hold  any  shows  in 
Madison  Square  Garden  except  such  as  were  sanctioned  by  the  Licensed  Asso- 
ciation. The  Importers'  Salon  approached  the  Licensed  Association,  which 
willingly  consented  to  the  Importers'  Salon  being  held  in  Madison  Square  Garden 
either  during  Christmas  week  or  directly  after  Christmas  week.  So  far  every 
importer  has  agreed  to  exhibit  at  the  Importers'  Salon  except  three,  whereof  two, 
however,  are  only  awaiting  cable  advices  from  their  principals  in  Europe,  and 
have  virtually  promised  to  do  so. 

The  offices  of  the  Importers'  Salon,  Inc.,  actually  at  the  Times  Building,  will 
be  transferred  on  the  first  of  May  to  the  new  Korn  Building,  at  426.  street  and  6th 
avenue. 

The  eight  importers  comprising  the  Automobile  Salon  are  as  follows:  Auto 
Import  Co.,  Hoi-Tan  Co.,  Smith  &  Mabley,  Darracq  Motor  Car  Co.,  Wyckoff, 
Church  &  Partridge,  De  Dietrich  Import  Co.,  A.  N.  Archer  and  S.  B.  Bowman 
Company. 


A.  A.  A.  Meeting  Called  for  Next  Week 

A  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  American  Automobile  Associ- 
ation has  been  called  for  Monday,  April  29,  in  New  York  City.  At  this  time  it 
is  expected  that  a  batch  of  State  associations  will  have  their  membership  appli- 
cations formally  voted  upon  and  accepted.  In  addition  to  the  accession  of  Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania,  Kentucky,  Indiana  and  Missouri  State  bodies  it  is  expected  at 
that  time  that  similar  organizations  representing  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Color- 
ado and  Vermont  will  apply  for  affiliation  with  the  A.  A.  A. 

The  motorists  of  Delaware  are  organizing,  but  it  may  be  sometime  before 
they  have  so  arranged  matters  as  to  form  a  State  association.  It  is  possible  also 
that  the  Automobile  Club  of  Washington  will  make  an  effort  to  secure  a  special 
ruling  in  order  to  get  up  what  would  correspond  to  a  State  body  by  organizing 
the  automobilists  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 


Roads  Closed  for  Albany  Club  s  Race 

The  Albany,  N.  Y.,  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Tuesday  granted  an  application 
of  the  Albany  Automobile  Club  to  close  State  roads,  extending  in  a  circuit  south 
of  that  city,  a  distance  of  nineteen  miles,  on  the  afternoon  of  September  14,  when 
the  clubs  will  hold  an  amateur  automobile  cup  tournament. 

The  route  will  be  traversed  five  times,  making  ninety-five  miles.  Only  auto- 
mobiles from  Albany,  Troy,  Saratoga  and  Schenectady  can  enter.  Manufacturers 
of  cars  having  a  pressure  of  over  45  hp.  will  be  barred. 
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Signs  For  Motorists 

In  view  of  the  present  popularity  of  signboards,  and  the  desirability,  if  not 
the  necessity,  of  an  extension  of  the  system  so  as  to  give  motorists  an  inkling 
of  the  unpleasant  things  ahead  of  them,  Automobile  Topics'  artist  was  com- 
missioned to  prepare  a  few  drawings  to  form  a  nucleus  for  a  universal  sign  lan- 
guage.

No.  i  is  a  very  plain  indication  that  cops  with  stop  watches  are  on  the  look- 
out and  that  any  inclination  to  let  out  a  few  notches  should  be  repressed.   No.  2 


indicates  the  nearness  of  hogs,  either  of  the  four  or  two-legged  variety,  and  the 
curled  tail  shows  that  it,  the  hog,  is  ready  for  business.  In  No.  3  the  artist  has 
depicted  the  mixture  of  astonishment  and  dismay  felt  by  the  motorist  whose 
epicurean  tastes  have  been  sadly  outraged  by  Mine  Host.  Nos.  4  and  5  show 
species  of  biped  likely  to  be  encountered,  either  of  which  may  cause  considerable 
discomfort.  The  bucolic  in  No.  5  may  not  be  a  goose,  as  No.  4  is,  but  he  is 
"agin"  motorists  on  general  principles. 

The  opportunity  for  elaboration  of  signs  of  this  character  is  practically  un- 
limited.  Additions  will  be  made  from  time  to  time.

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Up  Mt.  Hamilton  by  Automobile

Not  that  it  was  anything  phenomenal.  It  was  not  intended  to  be  at  alL 
Only,  if  one  has  the  machine  at  hand,  and  the  opportunity,  why  not  diverge  just 
a  bit  from  the  trite,  old-fashioned  methods  and  go  up  by  automobile?  That  was 
the  way  we  looked  at  it,  and,  incidentally,  at  the  mountain.  Every  one  who  has 
been  to  California  has  gone  up  Mt.  Hamilton  by  stage  coach;  here  would  be  a 
little  different  journey. 

Nor  was  the  way  difficult  to  find.  Out  through  the  residential  part  of  the 
city  led  the  route,  past  the  splendid  court  house  and  the  hall  of  records,  and  then 
among  pretty  homes,  hidden  from  us  largely  by  their  trees.  The  road  was  lined 
with  blue  gums  here,  and  what  between  dodging  their  swinging  limbs  and  evad- 
ing the  street  cars,  motoring  took  on  a  strenuous  phase. 

Once  the  car  line  had  been  passed  we  headed  straight  for  the  mountains.  It 
was  a  bit  cloudy,  and  we  could  hear  the  birds  singing  as  they  rose  out  of  the  wet 
grass.  Then,  at  an  elevation  of  320  feet  over  the  sea  we  turned  into  a  road  of 
pines.  Here  was  what  they  called  the  junction  house,  and  so  the  chauffeur  must 
have  a  drink.  He  had  a  habit  of  testing  taverns,  this  chauffeur,  but  as  it  came 
out  of  his  own  pocket,  and  gave  us  a  chance  to  meet  the  native  inn  keepers,  we 
didn't  so  greatly  object 

By  and  by  he  had  us  in  the  foothills,  amid  green  orchards  and  in  a  rolling 
country,  where  we  would  begin  to  get  the  great  view  of  the  valley,  a  valley 
famous  for  its  cultivation,  and  its  meadows  of  soft,  velvety  grass.  Dark,  bare 
trees  marked  the  orchards  in  this  plain,  and  rows  of  the  eucalyptus  trees  outlined 
the  roads  that  led  to  the  opposite  hills,  rising  now  into  fog. 

Upon  this  road,  something  like  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  up  near  the  little  set- 
tlement now  coming  into  sight,  there  had  been  a  "hold-up."  A  single  man  had 
come  out  from  behind  a  tree  and  demanded  that  the  stage  driver  stop.  Never 
knowing  how  many  other  robbers  may  be  in  hiding  close  by,  the  rules  of  the 
company  are  to  obey  such  demands,  and  this  was  done.  Then  the  robber  de- 
manded the  money  of  the  passengers,  taking  this  and  the  watches  as  well.  Not 
satisfied  that  he  had  all  there  was  in  the  crowd,  he  offered  one  woman  to  sell  her 
back  her  watch,  as  a  ruse  to  discover  if  she  had  any  other  money  about  her. 
With  the  toll  thus  collected  the  robber  disappeared,  nor  has  he  ever  been  seen  to 
this  day.  It  was  with  this  story  that  the  chauffeur  entertained  us.  Incidentally, 
he  insinuated  how  easy  it  would  be  for  a  driver  or  a  chauffeur  to  pull  a  gun  on  his 
charges,  force  them  to  dismount,  yield  up  what  they  had,  and  then  ride  away 
from  here. 

It  wasn't  the  most  pleasant  thing  in  the  world,  so  Friend  suggested  that  the 
idea  made  him  remember  his  gun  hadn't  been  looked  after  for  some  time,  and  he 
smuggled  it  into  his  lap  to  guard  against  possible  chauffeurs. 

By  this  time  we  were  overlooking  Knob  Hill  farm,  with  the  trees  set  over 
the  wavy  ground,  and  then  rounded  a  bend  in  the  road  to  the  school  at  Huyok, 
where  the  little  boys  stood  in  the  roadside  awaiting  the  teacher's  arrival.  Over- 
alls and  sailor  suits  and  straw  hats,  withal,  to  say  nothing  of  knee  trousers, 
graced  those  little  ones,  the  children  of  the  Portuguese  settlers  of  the  roadside. 
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More  of  the  children  were  coming  down  the  road,  lunch  boxes  in  hand,  while  a 
somewhat  older  boy  lolled  in  the  grass  as  he  shouted  his  three  cows  out  of  the 
way  of  the  automobile. 

We  were  getting  well  up  in  the  rolling  green  mountains  now,  and  over  the 
valley  could  make  out  the  Almaden  quicksilver  mines,  to  which  we  would  drive 
on  the  morrow.  This  was  the  only  mine  of  any  consequence  close  by,  for  the 
valley  unfolded  was  wide,  rolling  country.  There  was  the  farmhouse  of  a  man 
named  Perrara,  a  Portuguese,  likewise,  from  Horta,  and  as  we  passed,  the  little 
ones  threw  poppies  at  us,  a  pretty  custom  borrowed  from  the  home  land.  And 


en  bouts;  a  main  street 

ever  the  smiling  valley  smiled  broader  and  the  scrub  grew  thicker,  and  we  were 
reminded  more  and  more  of  our  motor  trips  to  the  White  Mountains. 

A  hawk  circled  over  the  green  patches  of  cultivation  and  the  vast  English 
walnut  groves,  then  disappeared  with  a  shriek  into  the  ranch  of  a  certain  Ned 
Story.  Where  a  fagot  burner  plied  his  task  and  a  vineyard  rose,  the  gauge 
showed  we  were  getting  higher.  In  fact,  one  more  turn  and  we  were  at  the 
Grand  View  House,  1,650  feet  above  the  sea. 

We  were  eleven  miles  from  San  Jose  by  this  time,  so,  of  course,  the  chauf- 
feur was  dry.  Already,  to  the  rear,  we  could  see  the  observatory  on  the  top  of 
Mt.  Hamilton,  while  for  foreground  the  yellow  frame  of  the  hotel  appeared. 
Then  a  flock  of  geese,  out  in  the  road,  nearly  fell  victims  to  the  automobile,  while 
the  turkeys  took  to  wing  and  roosted  on  a  fence  rail.  Again,  and  ever  again,  there 
was  the  view  of  the  endless  rolling  land,  this  only  giving  way  at  intervals  to 
wild  oak  trees,  of  long  beards  of  moss,  scattered  through  the  meadows.  Canons 
ran  off  to  Alum  Rock,  and  far  down  them  among  the  buckeye  trees,  little  creeks 
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would  trickle.  Then  the  vineyards  stretched  out  like  a  quilt,  dotted  with  seams 
at  intervals  where  the  low-cut,  leafless  stalks  were  set.  Scattered  blooming 
almond  orchards  helped  us  climb  the  mountain  and  where  there  were  openings 
in  the  trees  and  the  wild  gooseberry  did  not  blossom,  we  could  peep  into  the 
valley. 

Meantime,  too,  they  told  us  of  the  observatory  on  top.  How  Lick  had  left 
$700,000,  but  of  this  $610,000  was  consumed  by  the  building,  so  that  the  endow- 
ment seemed  rather  small  and  the  institution  was  turned  over  to  the  State  Uni- 
versity. 

In  the  Mt.  Hamilton  vineyards  the  boys  dropped  their  machetes  to  watch  us 
as  we  passed,  and  a  carriage  coming  down  halted  lest  the  horses  take  fright.  A 
cowboy  in  heavy  leather  pants,  with  white  fleece  at  their  tops,  a  blue  shirt,  red 
necktie,  and  lariat  coiled  at  his  saddle,  stopped,  too,  in  his  task  of  driving  some 
cattle  down  the  mountain,  to  look  in  wondetment.  It  wasn't  every  day  in  the 
year  that  an  automobile  came  here,  1,850  feet  above  the  sea. 

Winding  through  more  rugged  woods,  and  jolting  in  proportion  as  the  roads 
grew  wilder  and  scrubbier  the  tree-dotted  pasture  lands  seemed  further  away. 
Then  there  was  another  schoolhouse,  with  the  flag  before,  and  the  pupils  ad- 
journed ipso  facto  at  the  sound  of  our  coming,  to  cheer  at  us  as  we  passed.  A 
dog  with  a  sack  of  meal  in  his  mouth  dropped  this  to  bark  wildly,  and  from  the 
farmhouses  above  on  the  road  the  ranchers  rushed,  crossing  the  vegetable  patches 
to  stare  us  in  the  face. 

The  Change  Station  Number  One  of  the  stage  was  here,  this  and  the  Half- 
Way  House,  where  again  we  could  stop  for  refreshments.  A  woman,  wheeling 
a  baby  buggy  up  and  down,  here  pointed  out  to  the  child  our  strange  vehicle, 
while  the  little  one  threw  some  mistletoe  from  the  barren  oaks,  where  we  had 
seen  it  hang,  green  and  like  a  great  beehive,  at  us,  as  though  for  good  luck. 

On  again  we  passed,  under  those  mistletoe  clusters,  constantly  looking 
through  them  at  the  pasture  land  of  the  valley,  or  else  setting  the  cows  galloping 
on  to  their  shelter.  Encircling  the  mountain,  we  started  squirrels  in  the  grass, 
and  once  seemed  to  start  a  lonely  pedestrian.  The  view  grew  even  broader,  to 
far  distant  blue  mountains  much  as  the  Albanian  Alps,  and  ahead,  on  the  moun- 
tain, the  observatory  was  growing  steadily  larger. 

Then  came  the  Second  Stage  Station,  a  rather  nice  hotel,  on  the  upper  bal- 
cony of  which  a  young  girl  stopped  from  her  sewing  to  gaze  amazed  at  our  com- 
ing. We  were  twenty-one  miles  from  San  Jose  now,  only  seven  more  to  the  top, 
by  road,  two  and  a  quarter  if  we'd  walk  it.  They  took  an  interest  in  us  and 
showed  us  about,  into  the  room  with  the  skins  of  wild  animals,  wild  cats  and 
raccoons,  fox  and  mountain  lion;  then  they  set  the  gramophone  playing.  By 
and  by  they  led  on  through  the  central  hall,  to  right  and  left  of  which  rooms  for 
summer  boarders  led  off — rooms  simply  furnished  all — to  the  sitting  room.  Here 
great  willow  rockers  about  a  grate  with  memorable  andirons,  at  a  table  with 
holly,  and  in  the  corner  a  piano,  waited.  There  was  a  little  stool  of  wild  cat  skin 
and  with  legs  from  the  deer,  too,  to  be  shown  here. 

Then  dinner  was  served  by  the  Portuguese  girl.  There  was  soup  and  cold 
ham  and  cold  lamb,  mashed  potato  salad  served  on  lettuce,  cookies  and  coffee,

at  half-a-dollar  apiece.  We  were  hungry,  we  couldn't  deny  it,  probably  as  hungry 
a  crowd  as  the  Smith  Creek  Hotel  has  ever  held  in  the  twenty-one  years  of  its 
life. 

Then  again  we  were  off.  From  now  on  there  would  be  a  turn  for  every  day 
in  the  year,  and  a  mile  for  each  day  in  the  week.  In  the  canyon  there  were  the 
scattered  bearded  oaks,  with  the  combs  of  the  mistletoe. 

Ever  higher,  ever  turning!  Ever  different  birdseyes  of  the  Santa  Qara 
Valley!  On  we  went,  full  tilt;  on  into  the  reserve  of  the  observatory,  2,600 
acres  in  all.  Then  on  to  the  crest  where  the  manganita  and  scrubbier  oak  ap- 
peared.   Through  the  haze  we  found  new  mountains. 

Then,  just  ahead,  on  the  great  bare  slope,  Lick  Observatory  rose,  its  building 
like  some  feudal  castle  of  old,  set  on  the  crest  of  the  hill,  with  the  large  and  small 
dome  at  either  end,  and  the  turret  at  the  center,  while  farther  along  the  edge  of 
the  mountain  three  neat  dwellings  for  the  faculty  rose  from  the  gardens.  We 
bent  once  more,  below  the  photo-studio,  and  stopped  to  see  the  far,  snowy  Sierras 
on  the  sky  line,  a  hundred  and  seven  miles  distant.  Then  right  beneath  the 
domes,  and  the  great  buildings,  as  to  some  lone  army  post,  we  passed,  and  on  to 
the  top  of  Mt.  Hamilton.

Baron  Adrian  de  Turckheim, 
president  and  general  director  of  the  De  Dietrich  Co.,  has  just  been  made  a 
chevalier  of  that  order  by  the  French  Minister  of  Commerce,  in  recognition  of 
his  great  merit. 
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Well  Attended  Motor  Boat  Meet  at  Monte  Carlo  Ends 

'This  year's  motor-boat  racing  season  on  the  waters  of  Monaco  Bay,  Monte 
Carlo,  which  was  concluded  last  week,  has  been  even  more  brilliant  and  a  more 
entertaining  spectacle  than  similar  events  held  in  previous  years.  The  racing 
events  followed  a  most  successful  motor-boat  exhibition  at  Monaco,  and  together 
they  drew  thousands  of  interested  spectators,  included  among  whom  were  cele- 
brities from  the  continent  and  Great  Britain.  Sir  Thomas  Lipton,  the  well- 
known  sportsman,  has  perhaps  been  as  enthusiastic  as  any  of  the  witnesses  to  the 
speed  contests.  The  weather  throughout  the  meet,  which  extended  from  April 
2d  to  15th,  has  been  especially  favorable,  and  every  vantage  point  on  the  Reviera 
commanding  the  beautiful  bay  of  Monaca  has  been  occupied  by  people  eager  to 
witness  the  racing.  , 

Seventy -five  boats  were  entered  in  the  races,  which  were  divided  into  four 
classes — cruisers,  racers,  vedettas  and  hydroplanes,  respectively.  Racers  were 
classified  up  to  26  feet  in  length' and  above  this  length;  vedettas  were  sea-going 
boati  intended  for  service  in  the  navy  of  for  work  at  river  mouths,  and  hydro- 
planes were  left  free  from  all  restrictions  either  as  regards  size  or  engine.  Each 
day's  racing  consisted  of  two  or  three  events  and  in  most  cases 'all  were  success- 


fully run  off,  the  boats  this  year  having  less  mechanical  difficulties  than  at  past 
meets. 

Practically  all  of  the  competing  boats  were  of  French  construction,  but 
despite  this  fact  both  England  and  Italy  have  been  most  creditably  represented, 
the  former  by  Daimler  II.  and  Daimler  III.,  while  Fiat  XV.  performed  ably  for 
Italy.  One  of  the  best  performances  of  the  meet,  however,  was  by  the  French 
boat  La  Rapiere,  when  she  accomplished  50  kilometers  in  the  remarkable  time 
of  55  m.  55  s.   In  this  race  Fiat  XV.  finished  second  in  the  good  time  of  57m.  36s.

P.  0.  Department  to  Investigate  Motor  Mail  Wagons 

The  Post  Office  Department  of  the  general  Government  is  inaugurating 
automobile  mail  delivery  service  in  many  places  where  the  most  practicable  re- 
sults can  be  obtained,  and  this  is  proving  eminently  satisfactory.  In  order  to 
secure  the  best  possible  service,  the  Government  will  make  use  of  such  cars  as 
are  best  adapted  to  the  uses  intended. 

The  Jamestown  Exposition  offers  an  exceptionally  fine  opportunity  to  judge 
of  the  merits  of  the  various  machines,  and  to  this  end  the  Postmaster  General 
has  issued  the  following  letter  to  T.  S.  Southgate,  governor  of  exhibits  of  the 
exposition : 

"A  number  of  the  officials  and  other  employees  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment will  be  detailed  for  duty  at  the  Jamestown  Exposition,  and  the  Postmaster 
General  will  issue  instructions  to  such  officials  and  employees  to  inspect  and  re- 
port as  to  the  merits  of  the  various  makes  of  automobiles  there  exhibited,  par- 
ticularly as  to  their  adaptability  for  postal  collection  and  delivery  purposes." 

It  is  also  understood  that  General  Grant  will  detail  officers  from  his  com- 
mand to  inspect  the  automobiles  on  show  at  the  exposition  with  a  view  to  adopt- 
ing automobiles  for  military  purposes. 

The  Post  Office  Department  has  established  a  model  automobile  mail  deliv- 
ery line  between  the  Norfolk  and  Exposition  postoffices,  the  mail  automobiles 
being  equipped  with  the  regulation  screen  wagon  body,  painted  red,  white  and 
blue,  with  "United  States  Mail"  inscribed  on  the  sides.  There  are  three  ma- 
chines, each  having  a  capacity  of  60  mail  sacks,  and  a  speed  of  from  6  to  40  miles 
an  hour. 

Five  round  trips  per  day  will  be  made  between  Norfolk  and  the  exposition 
for  the  West  and  South  mails,  and  five  side  trips  between  the  Exposition  Post- 
orfice  and  the  Pine  Beach  office,  where  the  mails  East  and  North  will  be  received 
and  dispatched.  x

— At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Automobile  Club  of 
Maryland  the  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  entertaining  of  the  Austrian 
Singing  Society,  which  will  come  to  Baltimore  on  May  u  to  give  several  recitals 
for  the  benefit  of  the  various  charitable  institutions  in  the  city.  The  club  has 
decided  to  give  pleasure  trips  throughout  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore,  and  also  lend 
its  cars  for  this  purpose.

I  do  not  believe  that  we  will  have  a  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  this  year.  In  order  to 
conform  with  the  rules  of  the  three  chief  road  races  in  Europe,  the  Targa  Florio 
in  Italy,  the  Emperor's  Cup  in  Germany  and  the  Grand  Prix  in  France,  the  great 
European  manufacturers  were  compelled  to  build  three  different  types  of  racers. 
Designing,  pattern-making,  foundry  work,  tooling  and  milling,  mounting,  ad- 
justing, trying  out,  correcting  and  tuning-up  take  the  European  manufacturers 
nearly  seven  months,  even  with  all  the  facilities  they  possess,  which  enable  them  to 
make  their  racing  cars  in  special  laboratories.  To  hold  the  Elimination  Trials  in 
September,  without  rules  for  the  Vanderbilt  race  promulgated  today,  places 
American  makers  under  a  fearful  handicap  by  depriving  them  of  the  time  neces- 
sary to  prepare  for  such  a  race  creditably.  This  is  a  pity,  for  road  racing  has 
been  a  great  boon  for  all  participants  in  the  past,  as  it  gave  the  public  confidence 
in  their  product.  There  may,  however,  be  other  reasons  why  the  Vanderbilt  Cup 
race  will  not  be  run  this  year.  This  does  not  mean  that  we  shall  not  witness 
some  good  road  racing  on  the  Motor  Parkway  in  September,  which  will  be 
managed  by  the  officers  of  that  enterprise,  and  not  by  that  ornamental  body 
known  as  the  racing  board  of  the  A.  A.  A.  The  Parkway  will  not  be,  as  de- 
scribed by  some  imaginative  reporters,  of  dumbbell  shape.  No  one  who  knows 
A.  R.  Pardington,  who  has  charge  of  the  Motor  Parkway,  and  remembers  his 
record  as  chairman  of  the  first  Vanderbilt  Cup  race,  will  believe  that  he  would 
father  such  an  absurd  plan.

What  was  to  be  expected  will  finally  materialize  when  the  importers  of 
foreign  cars  will  hold  their  own  show  during  Christmas  week  at  Madison  Square 
Garden.  The  ground  floor  will  be  given  up  entirely  to  the  exhibition  of  about 
thirty-five  different  makes.  There  is  a  good  chance  for  the  importers  to  have  the 
best  decorated  show  of  any,  as  they  will  not  need  to  utilize  the  balconies  for 
exhibition  purposes.   A  huge  Christmas  tree  might  prove  a  great  attraction.

When  I  met  that  genial  automobile  ing6nieur,  Henry  Ford,  the  other  day,  he 
was  chuckling  all  over  as  to  the  publicity  he  was  getting  on  account  of  "dis- 
covering" (as  the  daily  papers  put  it)  vanadium.  He,  however,  was  good  enough 
to  tell  me  how  he  really  got  on  to  vanadium.  During  the  last  Vanderbilt  race  he 
detected  on  the  course  a  metal  rod  which  was  obviously  lost  by  a  foreign  car. 
Sharp  observer  as  he  is,  he  took  it  home  with  him  and  had  that  piece  analyzed, 
and  found  that  it  contained  some  vanadium.  That  is  how,  as  Mr.  Ford  himself 
puts  it,  he  "discovered"  vanadium.

Too  much  publicity  is  not  always  good.  The  other  day  I  was  told  a  story 
which,  si  none-vero  bene  trovato.  The  story  is  told  as  follows  by  the  principal : 
"Last  summer  I  was  invited  over  the  'phone  by  my  friend  to  meet  him  at  half- 
past  three  for  an  automobile  ride  out  in  the  country,  it  being  contemplated  to  take 
dinner  at  an  inn.   I  joined  my  friend,  whom  I  found  in  the  company  of  his  two 

nieces,  and  went  with  him  to  a  nearby  place,  some  thirty  miles  away,  where  we 
• 
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took  dinner  and  returned  to  town  at  about  ten  o'clock  at  night.  Two  days  later 
I  received  a  letter  from  my  wife,  enclosing  a  clipping  reading  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
So-and-so  (meaning  me  and  my  wife)  had  arrived  at  the  place  in  a  motor  car.  Of 
course,  I  did  all  I  possibly  could  to  explain,  but  to  no  avail — alimony  was  the  out- 
come of  the  story.  I  was,  however,  very  anxious  to  find  out  how  this  piece  of 
news  came  into  the  paper,  and  went  up  to  the  Boniface,  who  explained  to  me  that 
he  knew  me  and  took  it  for  granted  that  I  was  here  with  my  wife,  and  telegraphed 
the  news  to  the  paper.  To  show  his  good  faith,  he  exhibited  a  letter  from  the 
newspaper  in  question,  saying,  'Please  wire  at  our  expense  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons who  stop  at  your  hostelry  in  an  automobile.  This  will  cost  you  nothing  and 
you  will  get  some  free  publicity.' "

A  good  many  challenges  by  newcomers  in  the  automobile  manufacturing  line 
have  been  sent  out,  with  the  obvious  view  of  establishing  a  standard  for  them- 
selves, and  at  the  expense  of  established  concerns.  Such  challenges,  if  accepted, 
can  only  be  conducive  to  law-breaking.  The  best  way  to  establish  a  reputation 
is  to  enter  a  car  in  one  of  those  well-conducted  and  well-prepared  road  races, 
like  the  Grand  Prix,  the  Emperor's  Cup,  the  Targa  Florio,  the  Ardennes  or  the 
Vanderbilt  Cup.

The  really  important  part  of  the  history  of  an  industry  is  the  development 
of  its  ideals  and  standards.  When  the  automobile  trade  will  establish  a  standard 
of  decency  in  speed  matters  on  the  highways,  the  private  owners  will  soon  fall 
into  line.  The  same  holds  good  of  the  relationship  between  automobile  owners 
and  chauffeurs — the  trade  must  show  the  way — and  graft  will  disappear,  to  the 
benefit  of  all — even  the  chauffeur.

As  long  as  the  daily  papers  chronicle  only  motor  nonsense,  with  the  result 
of  contributing  humorous  reading  for  the  delight  of  the  knowing  ones,  no  great 
harm  is  done.  But  when  they  publish  falsehoods  as  to  the  conditions  of  the  trade 
and  indulge  in  calamity  howling,  it  is  time  to  put  a  stop  to  such  nonsense.  Such 
a  case  occurred  recently.  On  the  17th  of  April  a  New  York  evening  paper  aroused 
the  automobile  public  by  printing  the  most  absurd  statements  about  trade  condi- 
tions in  the  city — an  article  that  could  have  done  incalculable  harm  to  the 
trade  if  not  contradicted.  But  on  the  19th  the  same  paper  ate  its  words  and 
printed  just  the  contrary  to  what  it  had  said  two  days  before,  painting  New  York 
trade  conditions  in  most  roseate  colors.  What  confidence  can  the  public  or 
advertisers  place  in  such  papers  ?

The  flurry  in  the  stock  markets  of  March  hit  a  few  brokers.  These  are 
mostly  m£n  who  enjoy  luxuries  not  from  their* income,  but  through  temporary 
gains  which  vanish  the  next  day.  Some  of  them  have  cancelled  their  orders 
given  for  high-priced  automobiles,  and  in  this  connection  I  venture  to  men- 
tion the  experience  of  only  one  among  our  best  makers,  the  Pierce-Arrow.  The 
New  York  agency  received  just  two  cancellations  on  one  hundred  undelivered 
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cars.  The  stock  brokers  came  loyally  forward  and  explained  their  predicament, 
viz.,  that  they  would  not  be  in  a  position  to  take  the  cars  as  contemplated.  Of 
course,  the  New  York  agency  immediately  returned  their  deposits,  and  the  same 
two  cars  were  sold  within  two  hours  of  the  cancellation.  I  have  made  it  a 
special  feature  to  investigate  the  salesrooms  of  the  high-priced  cars,  and  found 
in  all  cancellations  for  seven  cars,  which  included  those  received  by  some  eighty 
sales  corporations. 

*  *  * 

American  cars  have  been  produced  within  the  last  two  years  equaling  in 
many  respects  the  best  foreign  makes.  I  noticed  *the  other  day  a  car  of  the  1905 
vintage,  made  by  one  of  our  great  makers,  and  engaged  the  owner  in  conversation 
about  his  car.  "You  see/'  he  said,  "I  am  very  enthusiastic  about  my  car ;  some 
members  of  my  family  or  myself  are  out  in  it  every  day  since  we  bought  it  early  in 
1905.  I  hope  to  have  this  car  in  running  order  for  two  or  three  years  to  come."  In 
former  years,  a  user  bought  every  year  a  new  car ;  now  this  has  changed.  But  not- 
withstanding this  the  'registrations  in  New  York  State  have  increased  by  nearly 
forty  per  cent,  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  which  not  only  shows  the 
healthy  condition  of  the  trade  but  also  of  the  country. 

*  *  * 

My  friend,  John  Wetmore,  is  no  doubt  the  best  known  newspaper  man  in 
automobiledom,  among  the  trade  and  users  alike.  He  is  a  fine  old  chap,  generous- 
hearted,  full-souled,  and  sunny-natured.  Those  who  know  him  intimately  love 
him.  He  always  recognizes  good  qualities  in  the  other  fellow.  The  following 
is  a  sample  of  his  sense  of  humor  which  appeared  as  a  diversion  in  his  tradestuff 
in  the  Evening  Mail: 

Here  is  a  sample  slice  from  a  publicity  puff  sent  out  by  Joe  Ryan  of  Chicago,  prince  of 
all  the  motor  press  agents,  written  to  keep  the  public  alive  to  the  name  of  "Wayne :" 

Elmer  K.  Waters  of  Wayne,  Wayne  County,  W.  Va.,  who  incidentally  is  the  owner  of  a 
Wayne  automobile,  has  evidently  been  worked  up  to  a  high  pitch  of  excitement  over  the 
multiple  uses  he  finds  for  the  name  "Wayne,"  for  he  has  instigated  a  competition  which 
bids  fair  to  inspire  an  endurance  test  of  work  for  officials  of  the  Wayne  Atomobile  Com- 
pany of  Detroit,  Wayne  County,  Mich. 

Mr.  Waters's  conception  of  sport,  according  to  a  letter  which  has  been  approved  by 
Secretary  Roger  J.  Sullivan  of  the  motor-making  concern,  would  be  a  handicap  race  from 
the  county  seat  of  every  Wayne  county  in  the  United  States  to  the  main  office  of  the  Wayne 
Automobile  Company  at  Detroit,  each  contestant  to  use  a  Wayne  automobile  to  carry  him 
over  the  entire  distance. 

"I  find  there  are  sixteen  counties  named  'Wayne'  in  the  United  States,"  writes  Mr. 
Waters  encouragingly  to  Mr.  Sullivan,  "and  I  think  it  would  be  great  sport,  and  at  the 
same  time  a  fine  test  of  the  road  ability  of  the  Wayne  car,  to  start  a  contest  from  the 
courthouse  of  each  county,  basing  a  time  allowance  on  the  distance  from  the  Wayne  auto- 
mobile factory  at  Detroit." 

This  is  a  publicity  gem  well  calculated  to  make  Jervis,  Tucker,  Johnson  and  others  high 
up  in  motor  puffdom  turn  green  with  envy.  There  is  after  all  only  one  real  Tody  Hamil- 
ton in  automobiling,  and  he  is  Joe  Ryan. 

It  is  for  the  first  time  that  I  discover  in  good  old  John  a  streak  of  jealousy. 
It  is  not  generally  known  that  John  went  through  college,  and  was  destined  to 
become  a  lawyer — but  he  reformed  and  took  to  journalism,  where  he  was  quite 
appreciated — but — he  reformed  again  of  late  and  took  to  puff  writing. 
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New  York's  Streets  Under  the  Camera 

What  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  keeping  streets  in  the  worst  possible  condi- 
tion is  indicated  by  the  accompanying  pictures.  They  were  snapped  by  an  Auto- 
mobile Topics  photographer  last  week,  and  show  New  York  streets,  not  in  the 
outlying  districts,  but  in  the  very  heart  of  the  city,  where  the  desirability  of  keep- 
ing up  appearances  is  greatest. 

Nor  are  the  disgraceful  conditions  due  to  recent  causes,  such  as  storms  or 
the  breaking  up  of  winter.   Nor  are  they  even  sporadic  cases,  selected  after  much

danger  to  both  the  vehicle  and  its  occupants.

So  strong  an  interest  have  the  workmen  taken  in  these 
meetings  that  they  have  formed  two  quartets  to  assist  in  the  musical  part  of  the 
program. 


A  Club  House  Opened  Witt  a  Reception 

Formally  opened  Thursday  night,  April  18,  the  new  clubhouse  of  the  Auto- 
mobile Club  of  America,  on  West  54th  street,  New  York  City,  was  critically  in- 
spected and  admired  by  more  than  500  members  and  invited  guests.  The  house- 
warming  took  the  form 
of  a  reception  between 
the  hours  of  4  and  6. 
Following  this  came 
the  annual  meeting,  in 
the  evening,  when  the 
membership  limit  was 
raised  from  1,000  to 
1,200. 

President  Colgate 
Hoyt  with  the  Board 
of  Governors  and 
ex-presidents,  including 
Dave  Hennen  Morris, 
Winthrop  E.  Scarritt, 
and  George  F.  Cham- 
berlain, acted  as  the 
reception  committee  in 
greeting  the  hundreds  of  members  and  their  guests,  who  filed  up  the  broad 
staircase  to  inspect  the  new  building.  Women  were  as  numerous  as  the  men 
and  they  were  particularly  pleased  with  the  special  room  that  has  been  set  apart 
for  their  use  on  the  ground  floor. 

The  accompanying  illustration  gives  a  good  view  of  the  facade  of  the  build- 
ing. The  main  entrance  is  at  the  right  (the  others  being  for  cars)  and  leads  to 
the  grand  staircase,  at  the  head  of  which  are  the  two  most  imposing  rooms  of 
the  house,  the  large  assembly  hall,  two  stories  in  height,  occupying  the  entire 
front  of  the  building,  while  adjoining  it  is  the  capacious  grill  room,  offering 
restaurant  facilities  for  300  members.

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The  Autolock  and  Its  Uses 

The  mechanical  device  called  the  "autolock"  is  now  frequently  to  be  seen  on 
cars,  its  object  being  as  follows :  To  render  any  regulating  piece  immovable  in 
the  position  in  which  the  driver  has  placed  it ;  to  render  it  immovable  in  spite  of 
the  vibrations  and  shocks  to  which  it  may  be  submitted ;  and,  ^moreover,  to  render 
it  immovable  in  such  a  way  that  the  driver  can  unlock  it  without  the  least  diffi- 
culty, says  Omnia. 

The  autolock  is  an  apparatus  that  . permits  of.  securing  automatically  and  in- 
stantaneously, in  an  unchangeable  and  irreversible  manner,  a  lever  arm  or  shaft 
without  the  intermedium  of  any  ratchet  work  or  of  any  toothed  sector.  The  num- 
ber of  its  industrial  and  automobile  appli- 
cations are  multitudinous  and  practical. 

The  apparatus  consists  essentially 
of  a  fixed  cup  A,  of  a  decentered  cam  B, 
and  of  two  balls  CC,  held  by  a  spiral 
spring  placed  between  them.  The  balls 
are  constantly  pushed  by  the  spring  on 
each  side  in  the  space  comprised  between 
the  cup  and  the  cam,  and  have  always 
a  tendency  to  bind  therein. 

Let  one  suppose  a  case  in  which  the 
lever  E  is  operatively  connected  with  the 
cam  B  and  connected  to  the  "resistance." 
By  "resistance"  we  designate  the  part  to 
be  controlled,  which  should  be  able  to 
be  controlled  by  the  lever  E  without 
itself  being  able  to  control  such  lever.  It  is  evident  that  one  will  be  able  to  dis- 
place the  lever  only  to  the  extent  that  he  shall  have  freed  the  balls,  since  other- 
wise the  more  one  acts  upon  E,  and  consequently  upon  the  cam  B,  which  is  oper- 
atively connected  therewith,  the  more  it  will  cause  one  of  the  balls  to  bind.  In 
order  to  effect  the  disengagement  of  such  balls,  and  consequently  to  permit  of  the 
motion  of  the  lever  E,  the  maneuvering  lever  F  is  provided  with  cheeks  which  are 
capable  of  bearing  through  their  faces  ff  against  the  balls  and  through  their 
faces  ff'  against  the  lever  E.  In  fact,  there  exists  a  slight  unwedging,  that  is  to 
say,  that  the  face  f  has  a  very  slight  play  on  the  ball  side,  while  upon  the  face  f 
the  play  is  a  little  greater  for  the  control  of  the  lever  E,  and  this  in  order  to  as- 
sume the  operating  of  the  arrangement. 

If  one  maneuvers  the  lever  F  in  any  direction  whatever  one  of  the  cheeks  f 
disengages  one  of  the  balls  C,  and  one  of  the  cheeks  f  pushes  the  lever  E,  which 
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can  then  turn  with  the  cam  B,  with  which  it  is  operatiyely  connected,  around  the 
axis  V.  In  this  motion  the  balls  do  nothing  more  than  rub  upon  the  cup  without 
being  able  to  bind. 

If  the  motion  is  arrested  the  spiral  spring  D  will  expand  and  again  cause  the 
balls  to  bind  between  the  cam  and  the  cup.  At  this  moment  the  lever  E  is  fixed 
on  an  unchangeable  manner  until  the  lever  F  is  acted  upon  again.  The  passive 
resistances  of  the  "autolock"  are  almost  null.  They  consist  of  the  friction  of  the 
maneuvering  lever  of  the  cam  upon  the  trunnion  V  and  the  slight  resistance 
of  the  spiral  spring  D.  The  "autolock"  can  never,  then,  in  any  case,  necessitate  a 
real  stress  for  its  maneuvering.  Every  piece  of  an  automobile  provided  with  an 
"autolock"  is  maneuvered  with  the  finger  tips  without  any  trouble. 

The  strength  of  the  "autolock"  is  limited  by  the  resistance  of  the  balls  to 
crushing,  and  that  is  very  great.  For  example  a  steel  ball  of  6  mm.  resists  a 
pressure  of  three  tons.  As  the  autolock  can  be  constructed  with  several  couples 
of  balls  and  with  balls  of  all  dimensions,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  no  limit  to 
its  power. 

Wear  has  but  little  effect  upon  the  operation  of  the  apparatus,  for,  as  may 
be  seen,  it  is  taken  up  automatically  by  the  spiral  spring.  Such  wear  is  practically 
null,  by  reason  of  the  hardness  of  the  metals  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
device. 

There  may  be  many  applications  of  the  "autolock"  to  the  automobile.  It 
may  be  applied  to  the  control  upon  the  steering  wheel  and  to  a  control  handle  of 
the  same  kind  capable  of  being  applied  to  the  dashboard  of  a  car.  In  the  first  case 
the  "autolock"  has  the  form  of  a  cylindrical  box  designed  to  be  molded  in  the 
center  of  the  steering  wheel  and  carries  two  control  handles.  These  two  handles 
are  superposed  and  have  a  common  travel  of  about  260  degrees,  thus  permitting 
of  a  reduction  in  the  control  which  assures  an  extreme  sensitiveness  in  the  regula- 
tion. 

The  "autolock"  may  also  be  successfully  employed  to  the  securing  the  hand 
lever  brakes  of  an  automobile,  or  to  that  of  a  bicycle,  to  the  control  of  the  free 
exhaust  and  decompressure,  and,  in  general,  to  all  controls  that  are  to  remain  at 
a  determinate  point  after  their  regulation  has  been  effected. 


An  Easily  Made  Chain  .Assembling  Tool 

The  dismounting  and  remounting  of  the  chains  of  a  car,  in  order  to  clean 
them,  is  a  very  troublesome  operation  and,  moreover,  if  the  chains  are  very  taut, 
the  remounting  is  quite  difficult  without  the  aid  of  an  assistant  to  insert  the  rivet 
at  the  moment  the  holes  in  the  links  come  opposite  each  other. 

The  services  of  this  assistant  may  be  dispensed  with,  however,  if  a  motorist 
has  at  his  disposal  a  simple  tool  which  he  can  easily  construct  for  himself,  and 
which  is  described  by  Omnia.  This  tool  consists  of  a  three-armed  lever  of  hoop 
wood,  two  of  the  arms  of  which,  B  and  C,  are  bent  in  such  a  way  as  to  engage* 
with  the  links  of  the  chain.  The  lever  A  is  the  maneuvering  one.  The  arm  C  is 
permanently  joined  to  A,  while  the  arm  B  is  provided  with  an  axis  that  can  be 
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made  to  engage  with  one  of  the  holes 
a,  formed  in  the  lever  A.  These  holes 
permit  of  obtaining  a  greater  or  less 
travel  of  the  apparatus  and  one  propor- 
tionate to  requirements.  The  lever  A 
is  slightly  curved,  in  order  that  it  may 
remain  in  position  when  in  operation,  as 
shown  in  the  lower  figure. 

It  may  be  provided  with  as  many 
holes  as  necessary,  but  such  holes  must 
always  be  formed  in  the  bent  portion  so 
that  the  lever  may  remain  in  the  posi- 
tion as  shown  in  the  cut. 


Rolls-Royce  Car  With  Cylinders  Cast  in  Threes. 

A  new  50  hp.  six-cylinder  chassis  was  received  this  week  through  the  Custom 
House  by  the  Rolls-Royce  Import  Company,  which  presents  several  novel  fea- 
tures as  compared  with  the  several  methods  of  six-cylinder  construction  followed 
by  manufacturers  in  this  country. 

The  greatest  divergence  from  the  standard  Rolls-Royce  design,  as  exhibited

in  the  car  shown  at  the  New  York  automobile  shows,  is  in  the  casting  of  the 
cylinders.  Instead  of  being  cast  in  pairs,  they  are  cast  three  in  each  block,  mak- 
ing two  units  of  three  cylinders  each.  The  crank  shaft  is  made  much  shorter  by 
this  method,  and  the  bonnet  is  no  longer  than  in  the  usual  four-cylinder  con- 
struction. 

The  motor  is  swung  low,  bringing  it  on  almost  a  direct  line  with  the  trans- 
mission, and  the  radiator  is  slightly  to  the  rear  of  the  front  axle. 
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Mud  Guards  That  Effectually  Protect 

At  the  recent  Cordingly  show  in  London  a  novel  and  apparently  an  effective 
method  of  fully  protecting  the  occupants  of  a  car  and  its  mechanism  from  mud 
was  exhibited.   The  illustration  shows  plainly  how  the  very  ample  guards  over 


the  front  wheels  are  carried  over  to  the  bonne^  while  an  extension  shields  the 
radiator. 


Michigan  Legislators  Fool  Bill  Quietly  Embalmed 

Detroit,  Mich.,  April  20. — The  biennial  attempt  of  another  Michigan  states- 
man to  secure  the  enactment  of  objectionable  speed  restrictions  has  come  to 
naught,  and  automobilists  are  well  satisfied  with  the  outcome.  Representative 
Newkirk  some  time  ago  introduced  a  bill  changing  the  speed  in  downtown  city 
streets  from  eight  to  four  miles  an  hour,  and  on  other  city  streets  from  fifteen  to 
eight,  the  rate  on  public  highways  being  reduced  from  twenty-five  to  fifteen. 

For  a  transgression  of  the  speed  limit  the  bill  provided  a  $10  to  $25  fine,  with 
second  offences  charged  at  $50  to  $100,  and  the  revocation  of  a  license  for  a  third. 
And  as  if  this  was  not  going  enough,  it  was  provided  that  owners  must  carry 
license  tags  twice  as  large  as  those  now  used,  these  to  be  displayed  on  front  and 
sides  as  well  as  in  the  rear. 

The  only  backing  the  bill  received  was  from  a  few  rural  legislators,  and  the 
committee  after  due  deliberation  quietly  embalmed  the  measure. 
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Plan  Entertainment  for  Glidden  Tourists 


Chicago,  April  22. — With  the  knowledge  that  the  Glidden  contenders  will 
tarry  in  Chicago  not  a  single  day  merely,  but  two,  the  captains  of  motoring  in 
the  Windy  Burg  have,  directed  their  intellects  to  the  problem  of  entertaining 
the  invaders  fittingly.  A  race  meet  is  the  suggestion  propounded  by  L.  E.  Myers, 
Chicago  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  touring  of  the  American 
Automobile  Association.  He  it  was  who,  returning  last  week  from  a  confer- 
ence with  Chairman  Frank  B.  Hower  of  the  Touring  Board,  brought  definite 
confirmation  of  the  rumor  that  the  touring  hosts  will  check  in  at  the  Chicago 
control  Friday  night,  July  12,  and  check  out  Monday  morning. 

;Without  further  delay,  Charles  E.  Gregory,  chairman  of  the  racing  com- 
mittee of  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club,  sent  out  a  summons  for  a  session  of 
his  committee.  If  no  obstacles  are  interposed,  beyond  those  which  have  already 
suggested  themselves,  Mr.  Gregory  is  confident  that  one  of  the  most  notable 
speed  events  ever  conducted  in  the  West  will  mark  the  coming  of  the  Gliddenites 
— and  without  any  hostility  to  President  Hotchkiss's  anti-track  racing  sentiments, 
at  that.  Just  how  he  will  accomplish  it,  does  not  yet  definitely  appear,  but  he 
vaguely  hinted  at  "racing  in  heats." 

Both  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club  and  the  Chicago  Motor  Club  will  prob- 
ably join  hands  in  playing  the  host.  The  Automobile  Club  is  expected  to  take 
the  initiative  at  the  next  meeting- of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  Motor  Club 
will  be  invited  to  co-operate. 

The  three  entries  essential  to  assure  a  team  from  the  Chicago  Motor  Club 
are  declared  to  have  been  secured — H.  P.  Branstetter,  Dragon ;  C.  A.  Tilt,  Dia- 
mond T. ;  C.  Y.  Knight,  Silent  Knight.  Mr.  Knight  alone  of  the  trio  started  in 
the  last  year's  event.  The  Chicago  Automobile  Club  will  have  a  considerably 
larger  team.  Probable  entries  thus  far  include  C.  A.  Coey,  Thomas ;  N.  H.  Van 
Sicklen,  Apperson ;  Fred  J.  Pardee,  American  Mors ;  L.  E.  Myers,  Columbia ;  S. 
S.  Gorham,  Apperson,  and  T.  J.  Hyman,  Columbia. 

Scions  of  wealthy  stock — youngsters  who  drive  their  $5,000  cars  with  the 
•  easy  grace  of  ownership — are  planning  to  inject  a  bit  of  spice  into  the  Chicago 
motoring  program  by  a  race  of  their  own.  Nearly  a  score  of  these  lads,  stu- 
dents at  the  high  school  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Chicago,  are  preparing 
for  a  two  days'  road  race  next  May,  from  Chicago  to  Milwaukee  and  return  by 
way  of  Oconomowoc.  "Jack"  Kohl,  son  of  the  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Kohl 
&  Castle  and  of  the  Western  Vaudeville  Managers'  Association,  is  the  prime 
mover,  and  he  will  enter  at  least  a  Pierce  Great  Arrow  and  a  Pope-Toledo  and 
perhaps  one  other.  Among  the  other  school  boys  who  will  drive  are  Charley  Mc- 
Arthur,  Rollin  Weary,  Harold  Wampler,  Henry  Danow,  and  Harold  Wallace, 
and  among  the  cars  nominated  are  a  Peerless,  Stoddard-Dayton,  Thomas,  Pack- 
ard, Wayne,  Oldsmobile,  Ford  and  Maxwell.  The  night  "on  the  road"  will  be 
spent  at  the  Kohl  mansion  at  Oconomowoc. 

Chicago  Motor  Club  contest  plans  were  placed  on  a  solid  footing  for  the  sea- 
son by  the  appointment  a  day  or  two  ago  of  the  new  contests  committee.  It 
consists  of  C.  P.  Root,  chairman ;  B.  C.  Hamilton,  J.  C.  Zimmerman,  H.  P. 
Branstetter,  F.  W.  Cornish,  B.  C.  Buxton  and  J.  V.  Lawrence. 
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By  Automobile  to  Cobalt,  Canada's  Mining  Center 

Most  unpromising  and  unproductive  of  "boom  towns"  is  Cobalt — "Land  of 
marshes  and  bad  roads" — as  painted  by  a  Detroit  motorist  who  drove  there  in  a 
Cadillac  car  and  who  writes  interestingly  about  it  all  from  the  Ontario  town  which 
bears  the  name  of  the  wonderful  and  much  coveted  mineral  itself. 

"The  inhabitants  of  Haileybury,  Ontario,  center  of  the  Cobalt  or  Temis- 
kaming  mining  district,  watched  the  entrance  of  the  car  into  their  city  with  wide- 
eyed  and  all-absorbing  interest,"  he  says.  "Horses  took  an  entirely  different 
view  of  the  matter  and  made  strenuous  efforts  to  get  to  the  tall  timber.  Few 
people  of  Haileybury  had  ever  seen  a  motor  car  before;  some  had,  but  the  sight 
of  one  in  this  section  was  of  great  interest  to  everyone.  The  town  proper  is  built 
on  the  side  of  a  grade  of  about  15  per  cent.,  and  it  was  up,  down,  and  sidewise 
on  this  grade  that  we  were  compelled  to  operate  from  the  start. 

"Originally,  Haileybury  was  just  a  camp.  The  houses  or  shanties  looked  as 
though  some  one  had  stood  out  in  the  lake  and  thrown  them  at  the  side  of  the 
hill.  If  they  landed  facing  North,  South,  East  or  West,  it  was  all  right,  and  their 
proximity  to  each  other  did  not  matter  at  all.  But  last  fall  a  fire  came  along  and 
now  there's  a  new  Haileybury  on  the  map.  It  claims  to' be  a  city  with  streets. 
It  has  two;  one  of  them  runs  from  the  railroad  station  to  the  lake.  The  other 
crosses  it.  Haileybury  claims  to  be  the  center  of  all  the  Temiskaming  mining 
country,  as  perhaps  it  is.  It  has  several  hotels,  each  one  with  a  big  lively  bar  in 
connection ;  has  a  DeForest  Wireless  Telegraph  station ;  a  steam  fire  engine  and 
a  free  library  and  reading  room.   Truly  it  is  metropolitan. 

"After  having  satisfied  ourselves  and  the  people  of  Haileybury  that  there 
was  nothing  in  the  town  that  we  couldn't  climb  up  or  go  over,  we  started  to  New 
Liskeard,  another  mining  town  some  five  miles  away.  In  many  instances  the 
roads  encountered  were  beyond  description.  Over  these  roads  had  been  hauled 
the  heaviest  of  logs  during  the  entire  winter,  and  on  sleds  that  were  not  standard 
width  by  about  twenty  inches,  necessitating  the  breaking  through  with  one  front 
wheel  of  our  car  of  about  four  feet  "of  snow  and  slush,  and  in  many  instances 
fairly  dragging  the  body  of  the  car  on  the  ice  and  snow  in  the  center  of  the  road 
where  it  was  firmly  packed.  Grades  of  from  15  to  20  per  cent,  were  found  to  be 
usual  instead  of  exceptional.  We  were  frequently  offered  tows  by  the  accom- 
modating loggers  and  teamsters,  but  in  no  case  were  we  compelled  to  accept 
them,  as  the  car,  by  digging  out  and  prying  up,  was  able  to  make  its  own  way. 
In  only  one  instance  on  the  road  from  Haileybury  to  New  Liskeard  did  we  meet 
any  serious  difficulty,  and  this  was  when  the  car  was  mired  in  snow  and  slush 
until  the  drive  wheels  fairly  spun  round  with  nothing  on  which  to  hold.  It  was 
necessary  here  to  secure  logs,  sticks,  etc.,  and  pile  under  the  wheels  for  some- 
thing like  forty  rods,  enabling  them  to  take  hold  and  extricate  the  car.  Two 
miles  and  a  half  of  this  road  was  endured  when  we  found  a  place  that  by  almost 
letting  the  car  fly  we  could  get  down  to  Lake  Temiskaming.  We  made  the  bal- 
ance of  the  distance  on  the  ice. 

"The  return  from  New  Liskeard  to  Haileybury  was  without  incident  of  any 
kind,  being  made  over  the  ice,  driving  the  four  or  five  inches  of  slush  and  water 
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in  many  places  25  and  30  feet  on  either  side  of  the  car.  The  four  and  one-half 
or  five  miles  were  covered  in  some  twelve  minutes. 

"Cobalt  we  found  to  be  purely  a  mining  town,  different  from  New  Liskeard 
and  Haileybury  in  that  the  houses  had  been  thrown  at  greater  random.  The 
main  street  was  something  like  twenty  feet  wide  in  its  broadest  places,  and  led 
into  a  public  square.  This  square  seemed  to  have  been  placed  there  by  accident, 
and  left  through  force  of  circumstances.  There  are  no  saloons  in  Cobalt,  yet  one 
can  buy  anything  in  the  way  of  refreshments  that  is  desired.  Law  and  order  are 
maintained,  but  not  a  policeman  can  be  seen  anywhere.    The  one  or  two  rich

mines  that  have  given  this  section  its  name  for  fabulous  wealth  are  directly 
opposite  the  town  of  Cobalt,  across  the  lake.  One  can  stand  on  the  porch  of  the 
Cobalt  Hotel,  the  leading  hostelry  there,  and  see  the  shafts  of  the  famous  Nipis- 
sing  and  LaRose  mines,  can  see  the  excavations  of  the  Right  of  Way  Mines  and 
Townsite  mine,  neither  of  which  have  thus  far  paid,  and  it  seems  as  though  will 
not  pay;  and  you  can  but  wonder  why  it  is  that  there  are  some  two  thousand 
people  coming  into  this  section  each  day,  all  to  gain  great  wealth,  and  returning 
without  even  their  expense  money  in  their  pocketbooks. 

"There  have  been  fewer  fortunes  made  in  Cobalt  through  the  mines  than  in 
most  any  other  mining  camp  in  the  world.  There  is  absolutely  no  comparison  to 
Tonopah  and  Goldfield.  There,  it  was  not  only  one  man's  fortune,  but  hundreds. 
Here,  the  men  who  have  made  fortunes  from  the  ground  can  be  counted  on  the 
fingers  of  one's  hands.  The  rest  are  getting  rich  by  selling  small  holes  in  the 
ground  to  United  States  investors  for  vast  sums.  It  seems  to  be  a  profitable  and 
pleasing  pastime,  and  so  long  as  they  can  continue  doing  it  they  will  do  so. 

"So  far  as  the  motor  car  possibilities  are  concerned  in  this  section  of  the 
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country,  there  are  none.  The  first  necessity  for  a  motor  car  is  some  sort  of  road. 
It  matters  not  whether  it  be  a  path  or  trail,  and  except  about  two  months  of  the 
year  there  is  no  road  of  any  kind  in  this  entire  country.  During  the  summer 
months  when  the  roads  in  the  United  States  are  dry  and  hard,  teaming  is  aban- 
doned in  the  Temiskaming  district  because  the  marsh  is  so  deep  and  boggy  that 
even  liverymen  plying  between  Haileybury,  Cobalt  and  New  Liskeard,  are  com- 
pelled to  take  their  loads  down  the  railroad  track,  finding  out  at  the  different 
stations  whether  or  not  a  train  is  coming,  or  will  catch  them  before  they  can  get 
to  a  switch,  and  either  going  ahead  or  waiting  accordingly. 

"There  has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  agitation  for  some  sort  of  macada- 
mized roads  from  Cobalt  to  Haileybury,  which  is  the  center  of  this  region,  but 
either  the  Provincial  Government  is  opposed  to  it  on  account  of  its  railroad,  or 
else  not  enough  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  as  yet,  to  secure  them.  At  any 
rate,  it  is  still  a  dream  of  those  who  would  like  to  drive  or  get  from  one  town 
to  another  by  any  means  other  than  the  railroad.  The  entire  section  is  truly  an 
enigma.  It  is  an  old  country.  You  will  find  people  who  have  lived  here  all  their 
lives,  but  the  country  seems  still  new,  and  is  new  and  undeveloped.  Its  silver 
may  be  the  richest  in  the  world,  what  there  is  of  it  perhaps  is,  but  geologists  say 
that  it  is  but  a  pocket  and  will  soon  be  exhausted.  If  that  time  comes  soon,  the 
three  hundred  millions  of  American  and  English  money  that  is  invested  there 
will  be  sorely  missed." 


Long  Island  Clubmen  Hold  Opening  Run 

The  Long  Island  Automobile  Club  held  its  first  run  of  the  season  last  Sun- 
day, Oyster  Bay  being  the  motorists'  rendezvous.  Fortunately,  the  weather  was 
fine,  and  in  view  of  its  being  the  first  outing  the  attendance  was  large,  there  being 
fifteen  cars  in  line  and  sixty  people  on  hand  when  dinner  was  served  at  the 
Octagon  ,Hotel.  The  trip  took  the  participants  through  Little  Neck,  Lakeville, 
Westbury,  the  Whitney  Estate,  Wheatley,  past  E.  D.  Morgan's  to  the  Octagon 
Hotel.  Coming  home  the  route  led  from  Oyster  Bay.  The  first  part  of  the  journey 
was  west,  along  the  shore  road  for  about  six  miles,  thence  to  Bayville,  Locust 
Valley,  Glen  Cove,  by  the  Nassau  Country  Club  to  Sea  Cliff,  and  to  Roslyn, 
where  the  run  dispersed. 


Jacksonville  Club  to  Raise  $15,000  Road  Money 

It  is  quite  probable  that  the  new  road  from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  to  Atlantic- 
Pablo  Beach,  which  that  prolific  promoter,  Senator  Morgan,  ha$  been  instru- 
mental in  promoting,  will  become  a  reality.  The  Jacksonville  Automobile  Club 
has  agreed  to  raise  the  sum  of  $15,000  to  be  used  toward  the  construction  of  a 
shell  boulevard,  20  feet  in  width,  if  the  county  commissioners  will  do  the  rest. 
When  this  strip  from  Jacksonville  to  Atlantic-Pablo  Beach,  a  distance  of  20 
miles,  is  completed,  an  ocean  boulevard  drive  of  60  miles  direct  to  St.  Augustine 
will  be  possible. 
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New  York  to  Boston 

Second  Section,  New  Haven  to  Springfield 

Connecticut's  great  strides  in  highway  improvement  are  most  noticeable  in 
the  section  through  which  this  week's  route  leads.  There  are  still  places  where 
the  roads  are  primitive,  but  .  in  the  main  they  are  good,  and  frequently  they  are 
of  the  gilt  edged  kind,  broad,  smooth  and  well  kept.  The  way  leads  through 
Hartford,  the  State  capital,  and  many  busy  manufacturing  towns.  The  details 
follow : 


Turn  right  on  Chapel  street  .three  blocks 
to  Orange  street  (asphalt)  ;  turn  left  one 
mile  to  Lawrence  street;  turn  right  on 
Lawrence  street  to  State  street;  keep  left 
at  next  forks,  paralleling  railroad  tracks, 
and  direct  to 

NORTH  HAVEN  (87.6  miles). 

Turn   right,   cross   bridge  and  railroad 
tracks  and  take  first  left  to 
WALLINGFORD  (93.3  miles). 
Direct  through  town.    Two  miles  beyond 
turn  left  under  railroad  tracks  and  then 
Immediately  right  to 

TRACY  POSTOFFICE  (967  miles). 

One  mile  beyond  take  left- fork  up  hill  and 
then  down  hill  to 

MERIDEN  (99.3  miles). 
Cross  trolley  tracks  and  up  another  hill; 
at  top  turn  right  into  Main  street.  At 
Meriden  House  turn  left  into  Colony  street 
to  end  of  town  and  bear  right  across  rail- 
road tracks.  Keep  left  at  next  forks. 
Take  next  right  fork  up  hill  and  straight 
ahead  into 

BERLIN  (107.4  miles). 

Follow  trolley  to  Woodruff's  grocery 
store,  turn  sharp  left  down  hill,  pass  Ber- 
lin railroad  station,  under  tracks,  and  turn 
right  with  trolley  to 

NEW  BRITAIN  (no  miles). 

Do  not  turn  with  trolley  but  keep  on  to 
end  of  street  and  turn  left  into  Main 
street;  continue  on  Main  street  past  park 
and  few  blocks  beyond  turn  sharp  right 
with  trolley  for  three  blocks  and  then  bear 
left  (at  barber  shop)  into  Hartford  ave- 


nue. At  next  fork  keep  straight  ahead 
(left  fork).  At  sign  "Hartford  8  miles" 
turn  right.  At  next  fork  (where  straight 
ahead  road  goes  down  hill  to  trolley 
tracks)  turn  left  to 

WEST  HARTFORD  (117.7  miles). 

Turn  sharp  right  into  Farmington  avenue 
to 

HARTFORD  (121.2  miles). 

Pass  under  railroad  bridge  into  Asylum 
street  to  Trumbull  street.  Left  on  Trum- 
bull street  to  Main;  left  on  Main  street 
and  first  right  (Windsor  avenue)  straight 
ahead  to 

WINDSOR  (127.8  miles). 

Bear  right  at  end  of  village  green  at  sign 
"Windsor  Locks  5  miles" ;  cross  under  rail- 
road tracks  and  over  bridge.  Keep  right 
at  next  forks  at  sign  "Windsor  Locks  3 
miles"  to 

WINDSOR  LOCKS  (132.6  miles). 

Cross  bridge  over  Connecticut  River  and 
continue  straight  up  hill  few  blocks  and 
turn  left  with  trolley.  Mile  beyond  pass 
Warehouse  Point  railroad  station,  up  hill 
and  turn  left  to 

THOMPSONVILLE  (1374  miles). 

Continue  direct  to 
LONG  MEADOW  (140.8  miles). 
Descend  long  hill  and  at  foot  take  right 
fork  (trolley)  up  hill  and  continue  to 
Sumner  avenue.  Turn  right  one  block  to 
Fort  Pleasant  avenue.  Turn  left  and  fol- 
low trolley  down  hill,  turning  right  into 
Main  street, 

SPRINGFIELD  (146.6  miles).

a  number  of  the  warning  symbols  already  employed  in  France,  Belgium.  Italy 
and  other  countries. 

In  accordance  with  this  proposition,  and  at  the  request  of  the  touring  com- 
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mittee  of  the  K.  A.  C,  a  number  of  such  .international  signs  are  soon  to  be  intro- 
duced. They  are  to  be  made  of  tin  plate  of  the  dimensions  of  47x57  centimeters, 
and  the  posts  supporting  them  are  to  be  set  up  at  a  distance  of  500  meters  from 
the  dangerous  places.  Herewith  are  illustrations  of  seven  of  the  signs,  the  mean- 
ing of  the  German  wording  being  as  follows :  ( 1 )  Dangerous  curve  to  the  left ; 
(2)  Dangerous  curve  to  the  right;  (3)  Gutter  or  excavation;  (4)  Protuberance 
(bump  or  "thank-ye-maam")  ;  (5)  Railroad  crossing;  (6)  Street  crossing;  (7) 
Double  curve. 


Providence,  April  19. — The  Supreme  Court  of  Rhode  Island  rendered  a  de- 
cision today  which  makes  invalid  all  speed  ordinances  passed  by  any  town  in  the 
State,  it  taking  the  ground  that  there  is  already  on  the  statute  books  a  law  which 
fully  covers  the  subject  and  that  any  town  or  city  ordinance  is  in  direct  conflict 
with  the  State  law. 

The  decision  handed  dpvvn  today  was  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
District  Court  of  Warwick  by  Benjamin  Thurston,  who  was  arrested  last  sum- 
mer for  driving  his  car  along  the  public  highway  in  Warwick  at  a  greater  speed 
than  fifteen  miles  per  hour  in  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  town. 

While  the  court  passed  upon  the  Warwick  ordinance  only,  the  decision  is  of 
considerable  importance,  for  it  makes  the  speed  ordinances  of  all  the  towns  and 
cities  in  the  State  invalid  and  will  affect  a  number  of  cases  which  are  pending. 

Judge  Dubois  wrote  the  opinion,  which  says : 

"There  can  be  no  question  but  that  under  the  large  delegation  of  police  power 
granted  to  them  *  *  *  town  and  city  councils  would  have  ample  authority  to 
pass  ordinances  such  as  the  one  in  question,  unless  such  power  had  been  qualified 
or  limited  by  the  Legislature.  We  find  such  limitation  in  General  Laws,  Chapter 
40,  Section  29.  This  provision  has  been  construed  by  this  court,  and  ordinances 
inconsistent  with  the  statute  law  of  the  State  have  been  declared  to  be  void.  If 
the  ordinance  seeks  to  impose  a  penalty  for  the  commission  of  an  act  punishable 
by  the  statute  law  of  the  State  it  is  void." 

The  opinion  then  cites  Section  5  of  Chapter  74  of  the  General  Laws  and  com- 
menting thereon  says  that  the  language  used  in  this  section  is  extremely  broad. 
"Anything  capable  of  being  ridden  or  driven  comes  within  the  purview  of  the 
act."   The  opinion  concludes  as  follows : 

"The  statute  covers  the  streets  of  certain  cities,  the  compact  parts  of  all 
towns  and  certain  roads  within  the  State,  and  the  ordinance  in  question  assumes 
to  regulate  the  speed  of  automobiles,  motor  cars  and  motorcycles  on  the  streets 
and  public  highways  of  Warwick.  This  includes  the  compact  portion  of  the  town 
because  the  same  is  not  in  terms  therein  excluded.  Therefore  the  ordinance  is  in 
conflict  with  the  statute  and  is  invalid. 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  consider  the  other  questions  argued. 

"The  papers  in  the  case,  with  our  decision  certified  thereon,  will  be  remanded 
to  the  District  Court  for  further  proceedings." 


Court  Hits  Hard  Local  Ordinance  Abuse 
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Non-Skids;  Their  Origin  and  Present  Status 

Non-skid  treads  of  leather  provided  with  studs  are  not  exactly  new,  since 
they  are  mentioned  in  the  first  patent  that  was  ever  taken  out  on  pneumatic  tires, 
that  of  Thomson,  an  Englishman,  in  1847,  savs  Baudry  de  Sanuier  in  Omnia. 

Nevertheless,  the  re-inventors  of  the  non-skid  have  been  numerous.  We 
shall  mention  but  a  few.  On  the  27th  of  July,  1892,  we  find  a  patent  of  William 
Stevenson,  "for  a  band  of  rubber,  leather  or  other  material,  applied  to  the  tread 
of  a  tire,  or  cemented  to  it,  or  riveted  or  secured  in  any  other  manner."  This 
patent  has  since  become  public  property. 

On  the  4th  of  September,  1899,  Mr.  LeGrand  filed  a  request  for  a  patent  that 
claimed  "the  principle  of  the  application  of  an  iron-shod  belt  to  a  pneumatic  tire, 
such  belt  being  secured  directly  to  the  tire,  or  to  a  tread  composed  of  rubber- 
coated  canvas."  It  is  said  that  Mr.  LeGrand's  claim  related  especially  to  the  flat 
tread,  which  we  have  all  seen  fixed  to  the  cover  by  its  medium  part  solely. 

Three  years  afterward,  on  the  26th  of  June,  1902,  Mr.  Gallien  took  out  a 
patent  for  "a  protector  formed  of  a  band  of  chrome  leather  having. a  transverse 
section  like  that  of  a  tread  and  upon  the  medium  part  of  which  was  placed  an 
extra  thickness,  likewise  of  chrome  leather,  which  was  provided  with  rivets,  the 
head  of  which  projected  externally,  and  which  was  fixed  upon  the  pneumatic  tire 
in  the  following  manner:  The  surfaces  to  be  assembled  were  treated  with  one 
or  more  coats  of  a  solution  of  rubber,  and,  when  dry,  were  brushed  over  with  a 
liquid  composed  of  about  98  per  cent,  of  sulphide  of  carbon,  2  per  cent,  of 
protochloride  of  sulphur,  after  which  the  protector  was  strongly  pressed  to  the 
tire.  A  cold  vulcanisation  ensued,  which  caused  the  two  parts  to  adhere  to  each 
other  very  firmly." 

The  Societe  Samson,  to  which  it  is  but  right  to  accord  the  title  of  creator  of 
the  non-skid  industry,  purchased  the  Gallien  patent  of  1902,  and  began  the  ex- 
ploitation of  it  with  the  success  that  we  all  know. 

Mr.  LeGrand,  the  owner,  as  we  have  said,  of  a  patent  of  1899,  prosecuted 
the  Societe  Samson  after  obtaining  a  report  of  experts,  who  decided  against  it. 
During  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  two  litigants,  effected  an  arrangement,  which 
Mr.  LeGrand  subsequently  repudiated  for  reasons  of  his  own,  but  which  was 
afterwards  confirmed,  first  by  a  judgment  and  then  by  a  decree  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  dated  January  31,  1907.  The  decree  recognized  the  Societe  Samson  as 
owner  of  the  LeGrand  patent. 

The  Samson  establishment  therefore  owned  both  the  Gallien  and  the  Le- 
Grand patents,  and  began  to  prosecute  almost  all  the  manufacturers  of  non-skids, 
some  under  the  pretext  that  their  products  infringed  upon  the  Gallien  patent 
(cold  vulcanization),  and  others  because  they  infringed  upon  the  LeGrand  patent 
(flat  band  with  rivets).  It  inserted  in  the  newspapers  a  note  relating  its  exploits 
as  bailiff  and  notifying  chauffeurs  who  did  not  own  Samson  non-skid  tires  that 
they  exposed  themselves  to  the  heaviest  legal  penalties. 

The  result  was  immediate,  and  probably  just  as  the  Societe  Samson  hoped 
it  would  be.  The  chauffeurs  got  frightened  before  even  consulting  a  legal  ad- 
visor as  to  the  possibility,  the  validity  or  the  consequences  of  such  threatened 
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procedures,  and  its  competitors  for  a  whole  fortnight  did  much  less  business  than 
Samson.  If  there  was  no  eye  to  business  in  this,  let  us  congratulate  Samson  for 
having  succeeded  in  so  masterly  a  manner.  For  it  seems,  in  reality,  that  Samson's 
right  to  prosecute  manufacturers  of  non-skids  is  not  very  conclusive.  The 
process  of  vulcanization  as  described  in  the  Gallien  patent  of  1902  was  discovered 
in  1845  Parkes,  an  English  chemist.  Since  then  this  process  has  been  cur- 
rently employed  in  rubber  works  whenever  it  has  been  necessary  to  unite  two 
pieces  of  this  substance  which  are  incapable  of  withstanding  the  elevated  tem- 
perature of  hot  vulcanization. 

As  for  the  flat  band  provided  with  rivets,  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  sole 
judgment  that  the  Societe  Samson  mentions  in  its  favor  is  the  decree  of  the 
Paris  court  of  the  31st  of  January,  1907,  which  designates  it  as  owner  of  the 
LeGrand  patent.  But  this  decree  does  not  say  that  the  patent  has  any  value 
whatever.  It  recognizes  the  ownership  by  Samson  of  a  large  sword,  but  does  not 
affirm  that  such  large  sword  is  not  of  pasteboard.  We  shall  soon  know,  we  hope, 
the  value  of  this  weapon.  The  injunctions  that  the  Societe  Samson  is  now  obtain- 
ing appear  to  be  based  upon  a  simple  presumption  of  the  value  of  the  LeGrand 
patent,  which  is  far  from  being  demonstrated.  A  report  of  experts  exists  indeed, 
as  we  said,  which  decided  in  favor  of  LeGrand  against  Samson,  at  the  time  of 
their  misunderstanding,  but  such  report  does  not  declare  that  the  LeGrand  patent 
is  under  cover  of  any  priority.  Moreover,  a  "report  of  experts"  is  not  a  judg- 
ment, but  far  from  it. 

Let  us  note,  moreover,  that  such  injunctions  (concerning  which  a  simple 
private  individual  has  not  to  concern  himself,  since,  in  order  to  make  trouble 
for  him,  his  "bad  faith,"  that  is  to  say,  his  desire  to  help  an  infringer  to  profit  by 
his  wrong-doing  would  have  to  be  proved)  are  perfectly  lawful,  since  the  owner 
of  a  patent  can  ask  the  president  of  the  tribunal  to  authorize  them,  and  the  presi- 
dent has  wide  enough  discretionary  power  to  do  so.  It  is,  therefore,  a  question  of 
bad  faith,  neither  on  the  one  side  or  the  other,  naturally.  It  is  a  question  solely 
of  a  small  industrial  battle. 


The  Wisconsin  State  Assembly  committee  on  State  affairs  has  favorably 
reported  the  Thomas  bill,  limiting  the  speed  of  automobiles  in  cities  of  Wisconsin 
to  10  miles  an  hour,  and  on  country  roads  to  20  miles  an  hour.  At  night  the  limit 
is  10  miles  an  hour  everywhere  under  the  measure. 

The  bill,  which  will  doubtless  be  passed,  provides  that  automobiles  must 
come  to  a  full  stop,  when  signalled  to  do  so,  in  passing  a  horse  vehicle.  The 
number  on  the  machines  must  be  four  inches  long  instead  of  three,  as  is  in  vogue 
now,  and  this  section  of  the  act  may  necessitate  the  relicensing  of  3,000  automo- 
biles now  owned  and  used  in  Wisconsin. 

The  fine  for  the  first  violation  of  the  speed  limit  is  from  $10  to  $25,  and  for 
the  second  offense  from  $25  to  $75,  or  from  10  to  30  days  in  jail.  For  failure  to 
stop  the  machine  when  signalled,  the  fine  is  from  $10  to  $50,  or  from  30  days  to 
six  months  in  jail,  and  for  the  second  offense  the  jail  sentence  must  be  enforced. 
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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


When  reassembling  a  car  the  two  most  important  details  to  bear  in  mind  are,  first,  to  see 
that  the  parts  are  assembled  in  the  correct  relation  of  one  part  to  another,  and  second,  that 
the  final  tightness  of  every  bolt  and  nut  is  such  that  every  possibility  of  loose  play  between 
the  parts  and  the  liability  of  nuts  to  work  free  is  carefully  guarded  against  Every  bolt  and 
nut  should  be  gone  over  two  or  three  times,  and  then,  after  the  car  has  been  run  again  for 
a  short  distance,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  go  over  them  once  more  for  a  final  tightening-up.  Not 
a  lock  nut  or  cotter  pin  should  be  omitted  from  its  proper  place,  no  matter  how  unimport- 
ant its  function  may  seem,  and  also  see  that  the  set  screws  are  "home,"  that  is,  as  secure  as 
it  is  possible  to  put  them.  If  any  of  the  steering  or  brake  connections  have  been  disturbed 
in  the  taking-down  process  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  see  that  all  the  transverse  and 
longitudinal  rods  and  their  linkage  are  properly  adjusted.  Every  fastening  in  both  the  brake 
and  steering  arrangements  must  be  just  as  secure  as  human  endeavor  can  make  them,  as 
it  is  the  failure  of  the  brakes  to  work  at  the  critical  moment  they  are  most  needed,  or  the 
breaking  or  loosening  of  some  part  of  the  steering  mechanism  that  is  the  direct  cause  of 
many  serious  accidents. 


The  proper  adjustment  of  the  bearings  when  a  car  is  assembled  is  of  itself  a  real  art  in 
the  repair  man's  trade.  It  is  no  easy  matter  to  distinguish  between  a  too  great  degree  of 
tightness  and  the  allowance  of  too  much  play,  and  it  is  here  that  the  amateur  mechanic  must 
exercise  his  greatest  care.  In  most  cases  the  caps  over  the  bearings  are  provided  with  lock 
nuts  or  check  nuts,  and  when  these  are  set  up  they  frequently  tighten  the  regular  holding 
nuts  to  such  a  degree  that,  even  when  the  adjustment  has  been  made  originally  just  the 
least  bit  loose  to  allow  for  this  very  thing,  the  bearing  will  be  found  too  tight  to  perform 
its  functions  properly.  It  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  best  to  have  a  bearing  a  trifle 
too  loose  than  too  tight.  All  bearings  should  be  tested  after  the  lock  nuts  are  set  up,  and 
every  shaft  or  other  part  which  revolves  in  bearings  should  move  with  perfect  freedom. 


A  considerable  number  of  parts  of  the  modern  automobile  are  made  of  aluminum,  and  as 
some  of  these  are  in  full  view,  on  the  dash  for  instance,  it  is  desirable  to  keep  them  bright 
by  periodical  polishing.  Aluminum  will  take  a  very  nice  polish;  its  color  when  polished 'is 
not  pure  white  like  silver  and  nickel,  but  plays  into  the  blue,  like  tin.  This  bluish  shade  is 
considerably  deepened  in  certain  alloys.  The  following  recipe  for  polishing  aluminum  parts 
is  given  by  Adolphe  Minet  in  his  work  on  "Alloys  and  Their  Uses."  In  the  first  place  for 
rough  cleaning  one  uses  pumice  stone;  next,  for  polishing,  one  employs  semi-fine  emery  flour 
melted  with  soap,  to  form  cakes  on  which  the  polishing  brushes  are  rubbed.  For  finishing, 
crokus  in  turpentine  is  used.  Aluminum,  fortunately,  does  not  corrode  when  exposed  to  at- 
mospheric influences;  it  only  slightly  tarnishes,  and  does  not  present  an  offensive  appearance 
even  if  not  constantly  polished. 


Whili  the  streets  and  roads  are  in  a  slippery  and  muddy  condition  during  the  spring  rainy 
season  it  is  important  to  keep  the  steering  gear  in  the  best  possible  condition,  as  a  break 
is  more  liable  to  allow  the  car  to  slide  or  skid  into  some  obstruction  before  the  brakes  can 
bring  it  to  a  standstill 


It  should  always  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  distributor  of  a  high  tension  magneto  ignition  can 
be  easily  coupled  up  to  a  single  trembler  coil  and  accumulator  in  the  case  of  a  break  down. 
Take  the  high  tension  wire  from  the  coil  and  connect  it  to  the  center  (feed)  terminal  of 
the  distributor.  The  positive  wire  of  tjie  battery  goes,  as  usual,  to  the  battery  connection  of 
the  coil,  the  negative  being  earthed ;  earth  also  the  remaining  terminal  of  the  coil.  Of  course 
this  arrangement  is  not  good  for  the  coil,  as  the  trembler  is  going  all  the  time,  but  it  is  only 
intended  to  be  used  in  the  case  of  a  breakage  inside  the  magneto.

-  road  will  cost  about  $5,000,  $3,000  of  which  will 
be  subscribed  by  members  of  the  club.  The 
present  road  to  the  mountain  is  passable  only  a  few  months  in  the  summer,  and 
the  rest  of  the  year  it  is  only  possible  for  a  machine  to  go  20  miles  of  the  distance.  By  the 
proposed  plan  of  the  club  Multnomah  County  will  do  a  great  deal  toward  the  building  of 
the  road.  The  county  operates  a  rock  pile  on  which  all  persons  convicted  of  misdemeanor 
and  sentenced  to  the  county  jail  are  sent  to  work.  This  rock  pile  furnishes  the  county  rock 
for  macadamizing  all  its  roads,  and  some  of  the  crushed  rock  is  sold  to  contractors  for  use 
in  cement  work.  The  cost  of  operating  the  rock  pile  is  very  small,  and  in  the  past  year  the 
community  has  done  more  work  in  road  building  than  ever  before.  By  the  plan  of  the 
automobile  club  rock  will  be  secured  from  the  county  at  cost,  and  a  great  deal  of  the  haul- 
ing will  be  done  by  farmers  living  along  the  proposed  route  of  the  new  road.  The  thor- 
oughfare will  be  60  feet  in  width  and  have  a  macadamized  surface  the  whole  distance.  Work 
will  commence  some  time  this  spring,  and  the  road  will  be  ready  for  travelers  next  summer. 
The  present  route  to  Mt.  Hood  lies  through  one  of  the  prettiest  parts  of  the  Willamette 
Valley,  through  the  foothills  of  the  Cascade  Mountains  and  up  to  the  snow  line  on  Mt.  Hood. 
The  tourist  passes  through  some  of  the  most  beautiful  scenery,  through  the  famous  forests 
of  Oregon  and  on  up  to  the  grand  old  mountain.

As  a  closing  feature 
of  the  day,  Oldfield  drove  his  car  a  mile  in  54  seconds. 


Entries  have  closed  for  the  tar-spreading  machine  competition  to  be  conducted  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  London  by  the  Roads  Improvement  Association  on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Auto- 
mobile Club  and  the  Motor  Union.  The  list  closed  with  seventeen  entries,  eight  for  the  tar- 
spreading  section,  and  nine  preparations.  At  a  preliminary  meeting  of  the  judges'  com- 
mittee it  was  decided  that  the  affair  would  be  held  about  May  15. 


Plans  are  being  formulated  by  the  Automobile  Club  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  for  a  hill-climb- 
ing competition  to  be  held  on  Sport  Hill  on  Decoration  Day  morning.  The  committee  in 
charge  of  the  arrangements  for  the  contest  include  Ralph  M.  Sperry,  J.  B.  Lyford,  Harry 
Gates,  Vance  Shearer  and  Gregory  S.  Bryan. 


A  hill-climbing  contest  to  be  run  off  early  in  June,  is  one  of  the  events  being  mapped  out 
by  the  Automobile  Club  of  Maryland.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  which  is  looking 
into  the  matter  of  securing  a  suitable  hill.

as  well  as  non-users  of  the  highways,  it  is 
fairly  certain  that  Washington  is  destined  to  be  second  to  none  in  point  of  improved  roads. 
Within  the  past  two  or  three  years  experiments  with  various  kinds  of  road  building 
materials  have  been  made  by  experts,  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State  have  taken 
up  the  work,  adding  road  building  courses,  and  organizations  such  as  automobile  clubs, 
driving  clubs,  improvement  bodies,  and  commercial  clubs  of  all  kinds,  have  shouted  "good 
roads"  until  the  slogan  of  the  entire  State  is  now  the  building  of  a  chain  of  unsurpassed 
highways  and  boulevards. 


Governor  Mead  of  Washington,  in  a  recent  good  roads  meeting  at  Spokane,  pointed  out  in 
a  lengthy  discourse  of  the  subject  that  "Good  roads  building  is  just  as  essential  as  good 
railroad  building."  He  reinforced  his  remarks  with  an  appeal  to  the  farmers  to  build  their 
roads  with  sound  roadbeds  that  will  not  only  stand  up  during  the  summer  months,  but  the 
winter  months  as  well.  Another  prominent  speaker  at  the  Spokane  meeting  was  Samuel 
C.  Lancaster  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  consulting  engineer  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Mr.  Lancaster  showed  a  number  of  stereopticon  views,  illustrating  the  work  of  the  good 
roads  commission  in  the  State  of  Washington. 


The  King  County  (Wash.)  Good  Roads  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  unanimously  re- 
elected Judge  Alfred  Battle  president.  Other  officers  elected  were  L.  Frank  Brown,  secre- 
tary, and  H.  S.  Upper,  treasurer.  A  number  of  the  more  prominent  members  of  the  organ- 
ization made  addresses  relative  to  the  work  which  had  been  done  to  bring  about  good  roads 
legislation  in  the  State  of  Washington. 


That  the  proposed  improved  road  from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  to  Pablo  Beach  is  now  a  matter 
of  live  interest,  at  least  among  the»  motorists  of  that  section,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Jacksonville  Automobile  and  Motor  Club  a  resolution  was  passed 
that  the  club  raise  not  less  than  $10,000  to  build  a  shell  road  from  South  Jacksonville  to 
the  Beach.  The  money  is  to  be  turned  over  not  later  than  sixty  days  to  a  special  finance 
committee  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  fund. 

A  letter  has  been  sent  by  the  American  Motor  League  to  the  County  Commissioners  of 
Adams  County,  Pa.,  complaining  of  the  bad  roads  on  the  old  turnpike  running  from  York 
to  Gettysburg.  The  letter  states  that  during  the  past  year  many  complaints  on  the  part 
of  members  and  other  automobile  users  who  have  attempted  to  make  the  trip  across  Penn- 
sylvania from  Philadelphia  to  Gettysburg  and  beyond  have  been  received,  and  that  the  old 
turnpike  running  from  York  to  Gettysburg  is  in  very  bad  condition,  especially  that  por- 
tion within  Adams  County. 


The  farmers  of  Harrison  Township,  Clay  County,  Ind.,  have  voted  a  tax  of  $77,000,  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  an  improved  road  25  miles  long.  The  county  council  has  also 
been  asked  to  allow  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  repairing  and  maintaining  21  miles  of  macadam 
roads  built  ten  years  ago  out  of  Clay  City. 


An  appropriation  of  $42,142.75  was  recently  made  by  the  Washington  Legislature,  this 
amount  to  be  used  to  complete  contracts  now  in  force  on  ten  various  State  roads. 


Following  the  success  of  the  use  of  oil  in  sprinkling  Kansas  City  streets  last  season,  heavy- 
oil  will  be  used  in  sprinkling  city  boulevards  and  county  macadam  roads  in  Missouri  this 
summer.  The  boulevards  of  Kansas  City  were  treated  with  oil  four  times  during  1906  and 
it  never  was  necessary  to  sprinkle  them  with  water. 
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MOTOR  BOATS 


Much  opposition  to  the  proposed  motorboat  tax  introduced  in  the  New  York  Legislature 
has  been  registered.  Representatives  of  53  motorboat  clubs  went  to  Albany  recently  to 
urge  the  defeat  of  the  measure,  which  is  known  as  the  Dowling  bill.  The  bill,  if  passed, 
would  require  owners  of  steam  and  motorboats  navigating  inland  waters  to  register  with 
the  State  and  pay  a  fee  of  $1.  The  most  serious  objection  on  the  part  of  the  motorboat 
enthusiasts  is  on  account  of  the  trouble  and  annoyance  it  would  cause  in  compelling  motor- 
boats  on  every  river,  lake,  pond  or  creek  in  the  State,  not  under  Government  jurisdiction, 
to  go  through  the  formality  of  taking  out  a  license,  as  well  as  subjecting  themselves  to  the 
annoyance  of  displaying  a  series  of  figures  two  inches  in  height. 


The  School  of  Fisheries  at  Concarneau,  France,  has  been  equipped  with  a  motor  fishing 
boat  with  which  to  supplement  the  theoretical  instructions  given  in  the  school  with  prac- 
tical teaching.  The  construction  of  the  craft  used  is  very  strong.  She  is  decked  fore  and 
aft,  and  amidships  is  a  spacious  cockpit,  in  the  center  of  which  stands  the  motor.  There  is 
enough  space  forward  to  form  a  comfortable  sleeping  place  and  two  men  can  berth  there 
without  inconvenience.   The  boat  is  rigged  as  a  sloop. 


The  British  Motorboat  Club's  long  distance  race  for  sea-going  motor-cruisers,  which  was 
run  last  year  for  the  first  time,  will  not  only  be  promoted  again  this  year,  probably  June  22, 
but  it  will  be  supplemented  by  another  from  Cowes  to  Torquay  and  back.  The  boats  will 
be  timed  to  a  control  at  Torquay,  and  re-started  on  the  following  morning  for  the  return 
race  to  Cowes.  One  of  the  most  important  meetings  on  the  British  Motorboat  Club's  pro- 
gram this  year  will  be  held  at  Dover  during  the  first  week  in  July.  Extending  over  two 
days,  this  meeting  will  be  a  preliminary  to  the  race  from  Dover  to  Ostend  for  motor-cruis- 
ers and  auxiliaries. 


The  Wanderlust,  a  large  cruising  power  yacht,  the  property  of  E.  J.  Steiner,  of  New  York, 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Motor  Boat  Club  of  America,  was  launched  last  week  from 
the  yards  of  the  Gas  Engine  and  Power  Company  and  Seabury  &  Co.,  Miss  Marie  Seabury, 
daughter  of  the  designer,  christening  the  craft.  The  Wanderlust  is  68  feet  over  all,  12 
feet  beam  and  3  feet  6  inches  draught.  There  is  a  large  stateroom,  finished  in  white  ma- 
hogany, for  the  owner,  in  the  forward  part  of  the  boat.  The  entrance  to  the  after  cabin 
is  from  both  the  midship  and  after  decks.  The  cabin,  also  finished  in  mahogany,  contains 
four  berths.  Mr.  Steiner  will  use  the  yacht  principally  in  Jamaica  Bay  and  neighboring 
waters,  although  a  trip  to  the  St.  Lawrence  and  later  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition  has 
been  planned. 


A  club  known  as  the  Ventour  Motorboat  Club  has  been  organized  in  Atlantic  City  with  a 
membership  limit  of  50.  The  club  will  arrange  a  schedule  of  races  to  be  run  off  at  in- 
tervals during  the  summer.  The  first  day's  sport  is  to  be  enjoyed  Memorial  Day.  The 
officers  of  the  new  body  are:  Commodore,  Joseph  Thompson;  vice-commodore,  Warren 
Somers;  secretary,  Newton  Knauer;  treasurer,  Robert  W.  Bartlett;  board  of  governors, 
Warren  Somers,  Rodman  Carson,  A.  L.  Thorn,  C.  J.  Adams  and  J.  C.  Ben. 


With  an  active  membership  of  100,  and  a  waiting  list  of  half  as  many  more,  the  recently 
organized  Motor  Boat  Club  of  Detroit  is  already  a  thriving  youngster.  Power  boats  have 
long  been  popular  in  Detroit,  owing  to  the  exceptional  facilities  offered  for  their  use,  and 
this  year  they  seem  to  have  taken  a  stronger  hold  than  ever  on  the  public  fancy.  The  club 
has  become  affiliated  with  the  American  Power  Boat  Association,  and  an  ambitious  pro- 
gram has  been  outlined  for  the  coming  summer.

AERONAUTICS 


Alan  R.  Hawley  of  the  Aero  Club  of  America,  A.  N.  Chandler  and  Arthur  T.  Atherholt 
the  latter  being  members  of  the  Aero  Club  of  Philadelphia,  made  an  ascension  in  the  balloon 
Initial  from  the  Quaker  City  on  Monday  of  this  week.  Hawley  is  qualifying  for  the  inter- 
national balloon  contest  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  ntxt  October.  In  order  to  do  this  he  has  to 
make  ten  ascensions,  of  which  this  is  the  sixth.  The  aeronauts  started  at  12:37  and  landed 
at  Matawan,  N.  J.,  at  2:31,  less  than  two  hours  later,  having  covered  about  85  miles.  At 
times  the  balloon,  which  has  a  capacity  of  35,000  cubic  feet,  went  at  the  rate  of  almost  a 
mile  a  minute.  The  highest  altitude  attained  was  over  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  where  the  in- 
struments recorded  about  8,612  feet.   

Secretary  John  W.  Kearney  of  the  St  Louis  Aero  Club  has  received  from  the  customs  of- 
ficials conditions  under  which  foreign  balloons  that  will  participate  in  the  International 
Cup  race  at  St.  Louis  in  October,  may  enter  the  country  free.  These  governing  conditions 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  aero  clubs  of  foreign  countries.  One  of  the  conditions  is  that 
the  owner  shall  make  affidavit  before  the  United  States  consul  in  his  home  country  that 
the  balloon  is  intended  exclusively  for  the  St.  Louis  race.  Warning  is  given  that  it  must 
not  be  placed  on  exhibition  or  used  for  commercial  or  advertising  purposes.  Otherwise  it 
will  be  liable  to  confiscation  by  the  United  States  government.  It  must  be  shipped  out  of 
the  country  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  entry. 


The  United  States,  the  balloon  in  which  Lieutenant  Lahm  won  the  International  Challenge 
Cup  last  year,  has  been  sold  to  the  Aero  Club  of  St.  Louis.  It  will  be  refitted  at  once  and 
will  be  in  commission  within  a  short  time. 


Two  German  aeronauts,  Dr.  Yurt  Wegener,  a  member  of  the  German  Aero  Club,  and  Hen- 
Adolf  Koch  of  Frankfort,  made  a  trip  by  airship  from  Germany  to  England  last  week,  this 
being  the  first  time  such  a  feat  has  ever  been  accomplished.  The  aerial  navigators  sailed 
600  miles  from  the  point  of  descension  to  Leicester,  where  a  Safe  landing  was  made,  in  the 
remarkable  time  of  16  hours.  The  voyage  was  made  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  scientific 
observations.   

The  German  naval  authorities  have  been  making  some  interesting  experiments  with  balloons. 
They  recently  sent  up  three  balloons  in  the  vicinity  of  warships  which  fired  upon  them. 
One  was  brought  down  in  three  shots,  another  escaped  and  the  third  was  captured. 


In  the  matter  of  aeronautics,  it  was  shown  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Aero  Club 
of  France  that  Frenchmen  are  making  satisfactory  progress.  During  1904  400  ascents 
were  made  by  members  of  the  club,  as  against  288  made  in  1905,  the  total  quantity  of  gas 
consumed  being  468400  cubic  meters.  The  club  is  organizing  two  balloon  contests,  one  to 
take  place  on  April  28  and  the  other  May  26. 


Captain  von  Krogh,  of  Berlin,  together  with  several  fellow  aeronauts,  recently  made  a 
balloon  ascent  and  tried  a  new  method  of  producing  ballast  during  a  balloon  trip.  A  quan- 
tity of  chemicals  were  taken,  which  have  the  properties  of  absorbing  moisture,  thus  increas- 
ing their  weight  in  a  damp  atmosphere.  The  experiments,  which  took  place  under  the 
superintendence  of  Dr.  Knocks,  of  the  Meteorological  Institute,  are  said  to  have  been  of  a 
successful  nature.  The  ascent  was  made  in  the  spherical  balloon  Betzold,  and  after  reach- 
ing a  height  of  1,800  meters,  effected  a  landing  300  kilometers  distant. 

Several  prizes  have  been  offered  by  members  of  the  Aero  Club  of  France  for  photographs 
taken  from  balloons,  aeroplanes,  kites  or  any  other  object  having  no  rigid  support. 
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Two  Ages  in  Transportation  Progress 

Not  infrequently  do  progress,  and  primitiveness  rub  elbows,  figuratively,  so 
rapid  has  been  the  advancement  in  every  direction.  Not  always  is  the  trans- 
ition so  forcibly  portrayed  as  in  the  accompanying  picture,  however,  showing 
a  Wayne  car  just  after  it  had  "caught  up"  with  an  antiquated  prairie  schooner 
drawn  by  a  yoke  of  plodding  oxen.  It  is  not  so  long  ago  that  oxen  were  a  com- 
mon sight  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  Now  they  are  a  curiosity,  even  in  the 
rural  districts. 

It  is  the  custom  to  scoff  at  the  slow-going  methods  of  "long  ago,"  forgetful 


that  the  development  upon  which  we  pride  ourselves  has  for  the  greater  part 
come  within  the  memory  of  many  a  man  still  hale  and  hearty.  And  when  this 
advancement  is  taken  into  account,  and  the  conditions  prevailing  today  com- 
pared with  those  of  a  few  years  ago,  the  inquiry  naturally  arises  as  to  what  the 
future  may  have  in  store. 


Knabenstue  s  Marvelously  Light  Engine 

Success  has  finally  crowned  the  efforts  of  A.  Roy  Knabenshue,  the  Toledo, 
Ohio,  aeronaut.  He  has  perfected  the  gas  engine  he  has  been  working  on  so 
long,  and  last  week  it  was  given  its  final  test.  Although  developing  from  twelve 
to  sixteen  horse  power  the  engine  weighs  only  a  little  more  than  54  pounds  with 
its  fly-wheel,  and  occupies  but  a  little  more  than  a  cubic  foot  of  space.

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More  About  the  Cape  Charles  Route 

In  view  of  the  interest  felt  in  the  shorter,  but  hitherto  little  known  Cape 
Charles  route  to  Jamestown,  which  is  describe^  at  considerable  length  in  the 
foregoing  pages,  the  following  letters  from  Mr.  W.  P.  Jackson,  an  Automobile 
Topics  subscriber  at  Salisbury,  Md.,  right  on  the  route  referred  to,  are  repro- 
duced, as  they  throw  considerable  light  on  the  roads  and  contain  much  valuable 
information.  The  letters,  copies  of  which  have  been  sent  to  Chairman  Morrell 
of  the  Contest  Committee  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  follow : 

Salisbury,  Md.,  April  10,  1907. 

Automobile  Topics, 

New  York,  N.  Y. 

Dear  Sir: — Having  owned  an  automobile  for  the  last  three  years,  and  being  somewhat 
of  an  enthusiast  on  the  subject,  I  have  been  a  subscriber  to  your  paper  for  the  last  two  or 
three  years,  and  read  it  weekly  with  a  great  deal  of  interest. 

I  notice  in  a  recent  issue  that  the  A.  C.  A.  are  planning  a  tour  through  the  Delaware, 
Maryland  and  Virginia  peninsula,  from  New  York  to  Cape  Charles,  Va.,  and,  as  there  are 
several  inaccuracies  in  your  item,  and  as  I  am  sure  you  desire  to  state  matters  as  they  are, 
and  being  a  resident  of  this  place,  I  have  presumed  to  call  your  attention  to  several  in- 
accuracies noted,  and  also  to  give  you  some  additional  information. 

In  the  first  place,  you  state  that  from  Philadelphia  to  Cape  Charles  is  about  150  miles, 
while,  in  fact,  it  is  about  230  to  240  miles.  It  is  130  miles  from  this. point  to  Philadelphia 
by  rail,  and  I  have  measured  it  by  Jones's  Speedometer  and  find  it  is  about  140  miles  by 
road. 

I  have  never  driven  from  here  to  Cape  Charles,  but  it  is  89  miles  by  rail,  and  it  is  con- 
sidered about  100  miles  by  road,  which  would  make  the  total  mileage  about  240  miles. 

I  trust  that  the  A.  C.  A.  will  decide  to  take  this  trip,  and  would  suggest  that  Salisbury 
would  be  a  very  good  stop  for  the  mid-stop  between  Philadelphia  and  Cape  Charles.  With 
a  good  machine  there  is  no  trouble  in  making  Philadelphia  to  Salisbury  in  one  day,  pro- 
viding it  is  not  right  after  a  heavy  rain.  I  have  driven  it  myself  in  seven  and  one-half 
hours,  running  time. 

From  Philadelphia  to  Wilmington,  excepting  through  Chester,  the  roads  are  good,  ex- 
cepting they  are  quite  hilly  between  Chester  and  Wilmington.  From  Wilmington  to  Dover, 
which  is  about  50  miles,  unless  it  is  after  a  heavy  rain,  the  roads  are  fairly  good  dirt  roads, 
but  after  you  leave  Dover  they  commence  to  get  sandy,  and  they  continue  sandy  until  a 
little  distance  below  Salisbury,  about  eight  or  ten  miles.  A  short  distance  below  Pocomoke 
City,  which  is  about  25  miles  south  of  Salisbury,  I  understand,  though  I  have  never  ridden 
over  them,  the  roads  are  fairly  good  .dirt  roads,  excepting  after  a  recent  rain. 

Seaford,  Del.,  is  a  much  smaller  place  than  Salisbury,  and  is  situated  on  the  Nanticoke 
instead  of  the  Chbptank  River.  You  state  that  Seaford  is  one  of  the  largest  towns  on  the 
peninsula,  but  this  is  far  from  being  the  case. 

If  you  will  advise  me  about  how  many  people  will  be  on  this  trip,  if  it  is  possible  to  take 
care  of  these  people  in  Salisbury,  I  will  let  you  know,  and  anything  I  can  do  to  assist  you 
in  this  matter,  kindly  advise  me.

Salisbury,  Md.,  April  15,  1907.

Dear  Sirs: — Yours  of  the  12th  received.  Salisbury  by  all  means  will  be  a  much  better 
night  stop  than  Seaford.  I  beg  to  offer  you  the  following  suggestions,  which  you  can 
submit  to  Chairman  Morrell,  if  you  so  desire. 

Arrange  for  the  party  to  leave  Philadelphia  at  8  a.  m.  and  they  shoulcL  arrive  in  Dover 
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by  12  o'clock  noon,  which  is  a  good  place  for  dinner.  They  could  leave  Dover  by  1.30  or  2 
p.  m.,  and  should  arrive  here  by  5.30  or  6  p.  m.  I  have  talked  to  our  hotel  proprietor  and 
he  has  assured  me  he  can  take  care  of  100  people  over  night  if  advised  in  time.  But  whether 
they  decide  to  have  sleeping  cars  here  or  stop  at  hotel,  I  trust  they  will  decide  to  make  their 
night  stop  here. 

If  I  have  the  assurance  that  they  will,  and  am  notified  in  time,  I  will  arrange  to  go 
myself,  or  have  some  other  automobilist  to  leave  here  for  Dover  the  same  morning  they 
leave  Philadelphia,  meet  them  in  Dover  and  guide  them  here  and  possibly  as  far  as  Poco- 
moke  City  next  morning.  The  road  is  easy  to  follow  to  Dover,  but  from  Dover  to  Poco- 
moke  City,  in  order  to  find  the  best  (and  they  are  nothing  extra)  it  is  necessary  to  know 
every  foot  of  the  road.  I  have  a  friend  who  owns  a  two-cylinder  Rambler  who  has  made 
the  run  from  here  to  Cape  Charles  in  seven  and  one-half  hours.  He  says  soon  after  leaving 
Pocomoke  it  is  all  high-gear  work.  Most  of  the  road  from  here  to  Pocomoke  is  high-gear 
work. 

When  you  reach  here,  most  of  your  hard  work  is  over. 
If  I  can  be  of  any  further  service  to  you,  kindly  advise  me.

The  distance  run  per  gallon  was  slightly  better  for  the  alcohol  car  in  this 
test  than  irj  a  similar  run  by  Maxwell  cars  to  Boston  last  winter.  In  the  present 
test  the  alcohol  car  made  7.36  miles  per  gallon,  as  against  6.13  before.  The  gaso- 
lene car  made  14.24  miles  per  gallon  as  against  10. 1  miles  before.  Using  a  mix- 
ture of  gasolene  and  kerosene,  this  car  averaged  13.35  miles  per  gallon  as  against 
7.4  miles  in  the  previous  test,  when  run  on  kerosene  alone.  This  car  was  still  the 
cheapest,  as  the  foregoing  table  shows. 


State  Association  Formed  in  Indiana 

Steps  toward  the  organization  of  a  State  automobile  association,  to  be  affili- 
ated with  the  American  Automobile  Association,  were  taken  in  Indianapolis  at  a 
meeting  held  on  April  12.  Representatives  of  clubs  in  South  Bend,  Kokomo, 
Richmond,  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  attended  and  each  city  received  an 
officer  in  the  election..  T.  E.  Hibben,  president  of  the  Indiana  Automobile  Club, 
presided,  and  among  the  guests  was  Frank  H.  Elliott,  secretary  of  the  A.  A.  A. 
An  effort  will  be  made  immediately  to  secure  club  quarters,  which  will  be  fitted 
up  in  an  elegant  manner.  Officers  of  the  association  are:  H.  O.  Smith,  presi- 
dent ;  John  Cox,  Terre  Haute,  first  vice-pregident ;  Horace  Kiser,  South  Bend, 
second  vice-president;  third  vice-president  to  be  named  later;  J.  A.  Spekenhier, 
Richmond,  treasurer,  and  Edgar  Apperson,  Kokomo,  secretary.

A  police  regulation  that  will  prohibit  persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age 
from  operating  automobiles  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is  being  contemplated  by 
the  Board  of  Automobile  Commissioners. 
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Storm  Causes  Damage  at  Ormond-Daytona 

While  grossly  exaggerated  in  the  daily  papers,  the  damage  to  the  historic 
Ormond-Daytona  beach  and  its  appendages,  caused  by  the  recent  big  storm,  has 
been  very  great.  Writing  from  Jacksonville,  April  19th,  W.  J.  Morgan,  who 
is  just  about  to  leave  there  for  New  York,. via  Key  West  and  Galveston,  says: 

"The  story  in  the  New  York  paper  is  not  true,  and  the  Ormond-Daytona 
Beach  is  possibly  today  in  as  good  condition  as  it  ever  was.  J.  D.  Price,  of 
Ormond,  called  to  see  me  today,  and  stated  he  had  driven  over  the  beach  three 
or  four  days  ago,  and  that*  it  was  in  fine  condition. 

"The  storm  took  away  every  telephone  pole  for  twenty  miles,  as  well  as  the 
mile  posts,  destroying  all  the  wire,  comprising  three  lines.  The  destruction  of 
the  wire  was  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  Club  officials,  whose  con- 
tractor had  been  paid  to  have  it  taken  down.  The  two  piers  at  Seabreeze  went 
by  the  board  also,  and  the  storm  seems  to  have  made  a  clean  sweep  of  everything 
on  the  beach,  including  the  small  grand-stand  at  the  F.  E.  C.  A.  A.  Club  House, 
and  also  took  away  a  lot  of  lumber  which  had  been  carelessly  stored  under  the 
board  walk  from  the  beach  to  the  club  house. 

"If  another  tournament  is  given  on  the  Ormond-Daytona  Beach,  it  will  cost 
thousands  of  dollars  to  put  up  new  poles  and  wire,  and  the  course  will'  have  cj 
be  re-surveyed  and  posted.  As  to  the  beach,  it  will  always  be  good,  as  storms 
only  tend  to  improve  it."  , 


Maryland  Clubs  Form  State  Association 

Baltimore,  April  22. — Delegates  from  the  various  automobile  clubs  through- 
out the  State  met  last  week  at  the  rooms  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Maryland 
and  formed  what  will  be  known  as  the  Maryland  State  Association.  Among 
those  who  attended  the  meeting  was  Frederick  H.  Elliott,  secretary  of  the  Amer- 
ican Automobile  Association.  Mr.  Elliott  spoke  at  some  length  upon  the  many 
benefits  that  were  to  be  derived  from  a  State  body. 

The  Maryland  State  organization  has  decided  to  appoint  a  legal  bureau,  to 
be  maintained  by  an  assessment  upon  the  members,  whereby  motorists  who  are 
apprehended  by  the  police  will  be  protected  by  counsels,  who  will  be  stationed  in 
almost  every  town.  A  card  will  be  supplied  to  each  member  of  the  organization 
whereby  he  can  obtain  immediate  representation,  as  the  State  association  will 
guarantee  the  fee  of  any  lawyer  who  defends  one  of  its  members. 


Bisons  Slow  At  Paying  New  Vehicle  Tax 

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  April  22. — Owners  of  automobiles  and  other  vehicles  are 
not  exhibiting  any  haste  in  paying  the  new  vehicle  tax,  which  went  into  effect 
a  few  days  ago.  The  ordinance  provides  that  the  tax  must  be  paid  before  May  1. 
Up  to  the  present  only  a  few  have  paid  the  tax  and  received  in  return  a  tag  bear- 
ing the  number  of  the  license.  Automobiles,  under  this  new  ordinance,  are  taxed 
$5  a  year  and  other  vehicles  $2  for  each  horse.  The  proceeds  will  make  up  a 
street  repair  fund. 
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A  New  Phase  of  Road  Building 

The  prediction  is  made  by  a  motorist  who  has  studied  the  subject  carefully, 
that  we  are  about  to  enter  upon  an  era  of  motor  roads.  In  no  very  long  time,  he 
says,  we  shall  see  the  space  between  the  great  cities  in  the  East  bridged  by  special 
roads  designed  and  built  for  the  purpose.  The  first  one  or  two,  proving  suc- 
cessful, will  serve  as  magnets  to  draw  others,  until  most  of  the  more  thickly 
populated  sections  will  have  special  roads  of  their  own  confined  entirely  to  auto- 
mobile traffic. 

This  forecast  undoubtedly  has  many  elements  of  truth.  Whereas  at  one 
time,  not  very  long  ago,  the  burning  question  was  "Is  it  good  policy  to  go  in  for 
special  automobile  highways?"  it  has  now  resolved  itself  merely  into  a  matter 
of  ways  and  means.  Two  things  are  necessary  to  insure  the  building  of  a  road 
of  this  character.  One  is  the  securing  of  adequate  capital,  and  the  other  is  the 
possession  of  the  right  of  wayf  In  most  cases  promoters  can  undoubtedly  show 
that  such  an  enterprise  can  be  placed  upon  a  paying  basis  within  a  very  short 
time.  This  being  so,  the  present  year  is  almost  certain  to  see  several  launched 
and  carried  well  on  toward  success. 

Work  of  this  sort  fairly  started  road  improvement  will  take  on  an  entirely 
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new  phase.  The  roads  that  are  good  enough  for  the  horse  and  buggy  will,  in 
many  cases,  be  left  to  them,  while  motorists  will  engage  in  the  work  of  providing 
themselves  roads  designed  especially  for  automobile  travel  and  open  only  to 
motor  vehicles. 


Bargain  Counter  Prices  Still  Far  Ofl 

Everybody  knows  how  bad  news  becomes  exaggerated  in  the  telling.  One 
cancellation  of  orders  for  cars  becomes  magnified  ten-fold  and  it  is  lucky  to  stop 
there.  On  another  page  the  mildness  of  the  present  attack  of  "cancellous,"  due 
to  the  flurry  in  Wall  Street,  is  shown,  and  the  ease  with  which  the  market  can 
absorb  the  cars  thus  released  is  dwelt  upon.  In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  re- 
member that  general  business  remains  good  and  that  the  crops+-that  at  present 
unfailing  source  of  national  wealth — promise  to  remain  at  high-water  mark.  That 
bear  market  in  automobiles  seems  as  far  off  as  ever,  and  the  man  who  expects  to 
buy  this  year's  car  at  about  half  its  list  price  is  in  for  a  bitter  disappointment. 


Sprang  His  Own  Trap 

A  keen  judge  of  human  nature  once  said  that  the  man  who  protests  most 
strongly  against  a  given  crime  or  misdemeanor  is  a  good  man  to  suspect  of  being 
the  offender.  Something  of  the  same  sort  of  reasoning  is  applicable  to  the  editor  of 
Life,  that  belaborer  of  automobiles  and  automobilists,  Which  has  nevertheless 
profited  so  much  through  them.  The  editor  recently  protested  to  the  council  of 
the  suburban  village  in  which  he  resides  against  the  speeding  that  he  claimed  was 
being  done  on  the  road  in  front  of  his  house.  It  jeopardized  the  lives  and  limbs 
of  his  children,  he  said.  Thus  stirred  the  council  set  about  accomplishing  a 
reform.  It  employed  two  special  policemen  to  watch  for  reckless  autoists,  and 
the  editor's  arrest  was  the  first  one  made  by  the  officers. 


We  are  told  that  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  methods  of  spelling  many 
automobile  terms  in  common  use.  "Carburetter"  and  "gasolene"  are  given  as 
notable  instances.  The  point  is  well  made,  and  it  might  be  a  good  idea  for  those 
bodies  that  are  engaged  in  standardizing  automobile  parts  to  employ  their  hands 
at  word  standardization.   Printers  would  welcome  the  reform. 


The  "winter  lingering  in  the  lap  of  spring"  joke  is  pretty  well  divested  of 
its  humor  by  this  time,  and  no  winter  for  a  great  many  years  will  take  its  de- 
parture with  more  maledictions  hurled  after  it  than  the  one  that  is  still  lingering. 
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TRADE  NOTES 

Weary  of  waiting  for  spring,  the  Chicago 
Automobile  Trade  Association  has  virtu- 
ally determined  to  abandon  its  "show  week" 
project.  A  petition,  signed  by  30  of  the  45 
members  of  the  tradesmen's  association,  has 
been  presented  to  President  Joseph  F.  Gun- 
ther,  declaring  against  the  show  week.  "The 
show  week  no  longer  has  a  function  to  per- 
form in  Chicago,"  said  one  of  the  circula- 
tors of  the  petition.  "At  the  date  originally 
set,  had  the  weather  been  propitious,  it 
would  have  been  of  great  advantage  to  the 
trade,  but  now  the  season  is  too  far  ad- 
vanced. My  idea  of  the  function  of  the 
show  week  is  that,  at  the  very  outset  of  the 
period  when  the  general  use  of  the  automo- 
bile becomes  a  pleasure,  it  rejuvenates  the 
motoring  enthusiasm  that  prevailed  during 
the  big  show  in  February.  It  starts  the 
season  off  with  the  kind  of  a  rush  that 
means  big  buying  of  cars  and  general  inter- 
est in  getting  the  most  out  of  automobiling. 
It  is  too  late  in  the  year  now."

After  about  a  year's  preparation,  the  E.  R. 
Thomas  Motor  Company  of  Buffalo  has  be- 
gun the  manufacture  of  motor  cabs  and 
town  cars  on  a  large  scale.  When  the  plans 
were  first  taken  under  consideration,  it  was 
found  necessary  not  only  to  order  but  to 
design  special  machinery  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  these  cars,  and  so  for  almost  a  year 
past  this  machinery  has  been  in  preparation 
and  is  now  installed  in  the  plant  of  the  com- 
pany. It  has  virtually  meant  the  installa- 
tion of  a  new  factory,  prepared  especially 
for  the  class  of  work  necessary  to  put  in 
on  the  new  cars.  As  a  result  of  the  needs 
of  this  branch  another  new  factory  is  now 
nearing  completion  and  the  first  shipment  of 
these  cars  will  be  made  early  in  the  fall. 
The  cars  will  be  of  the  four-cylinder  type, 
with  a  seating  capacity  for  six  people  and 
still  will  weigh  but  little  more  than  1,500 
pounds.  The  wheels  and  tires  of  this  car 
are  larger  than  those  ordinarily  used  for  a 
car  of  its  weight,  a  fact  that  will  mean  much 
in  the  item  of  cost  of  maintenance,  and  it 
is  thought,  as  a  result  of  experiments,  that 
the  cost  of  operating  these  motor  cabs  and 
town  cars,  surprising  as  it  may  seem,  will  be 
about  that  of  a  single  horse  and  carriage. 


One  of  the  first  moves  of  the  new  manage- 
ment of  the  Acme  Motor  Car  Company  of 
Reading,  Pa.,  of  which  H.  M.  Sternbergh  is 
president,  was  the  appointment  of  Theo.  E. 
Schulz  as  New  York  agent.  Mr.  Schulz 
has  been  the  agent  of  the  Marmon  car  at 
1843  Broadway.  He  now  has  at  the  Broad- 
way salesrooms  a  number  of  Acme  cars. 


The  Renault  Freres  factory  in  France  has 
decided  to  build  a  special  type  racing  run- 
about to  develop  over  60  hp.  and  attain  a 
speed  of  75  miles  an  hour.  Fifteen  of  these 
will  be  built,  and  it  is  said  that  ten  of  them 
have  been  reserved  for  W.  K.  Vanderbilt, 
Jr.,  and  his  friends  for  racing  purposes. 
These  cars  will  be  similar  to  the  Szisz  racer 
which  won  the  Automobile  Club  of  France's 
Grand  Prix  in  1906,  with  inclined  steering 
post  and  racing  body. 


A  co-operative  garage  organization  has  been 
formed  by  a  number  of  Goldfield,  Nev.,  mo- 
torists. They  will  erect  a  garage  40x60  feet, 
which  will  be  used  for  the  use  of  members 
onlv. 
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Truffault-Haktfobd  shock  absorbers  will 
be  part  of  the  equipment  of  Frontenac  cars 
to  be  manufactured  by  the  Abendroth  & 
Root  Mfg.  Company  of  Newburgh,  N.  Y., 
during  1907.  This  concern  last  week  placed 
an  order  with  the  Hartford  Suspension 
Company  for  300  sets  of  shock  absorbers. 


At  present  16  cars  a  week  is  the  output  of 
the  Peerless  model  15,  45  hp.  touring  car, 
from  the  factory  of  the  Peerless  Motor  Car 
Company,  Cleveland,  O.  In  all,  the  present 
output  of  the  Peerless  factory  is  an  average 
of  25  cars  a  week,  including  both  runabout 
and  touring  models.  This  average  will  be 
considerably .  exceeded  this  month,  as  the 
total  output  as  now  estimated  will  be  be- 
tween 115  and  120  cars  shipped  from  the 
factory  before  the  first  of  May. 


It  is  expected  that  the  two  Dragon  racing 
cars,  which  are  being  built  for  the  Vander- 
bilt  Cup  race,  will  be  ready  for  testing  by 
May  15. 


Tires  and  their  standardization,  a  problem 
that  has  confronted  the  automobile  industry 
from  its  inception,  is  to  be  the  next  big 
work  of  the  mechanical  branch  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufac- 
turers. The  success  of  the  association's 
screw  standard,  its  standardized  spark  plug, 
its  various  experiments  in  metals  and  oils, 
and  its  many  educational  engine  tests  will 
be  followed  by  a  series  of  tire  tests,  and 
adoption  of  standards  which  will  be  of  ma- 
terial advantage  to  all  motorists  and  manu- 
facturers. Under  the  direction  of  the  tire 
committee,  the  mechanical  branch's  experts 
have  made  several  tests  in  the  quality  and 
size  of  tires  to  determine  what  specifications 
u  ill  be  adopted  and  standards  recommended, 
which  will  call  for  uniformity  throughout. 
Tests  show  that  the  part  of  the  tire  nearest 
the  ground  and  what  is  known  as  tread  rub- 
ber, to  give  the  best  results  should  be  of 
compound  rubber,  as  pure  rubber  would  not 
stand  the  continuous  friction  caused  by  com- 
ing in  contact,  with  the  road  surface.  Near 
the  center  of  the  tire  comes  the  "breaker 
strip,"  made  up  of  two  or  three  layers  of 
canvas  separating  the  tread  from  the  next 
layer  of  rubber  or  "cushion  stock."  The 
"cushion  stock"  is  usually  of  the  highest 
class  rubber,  being  only  slightly  compounded ;

the  next  layer  toward  the  center  is  a  five 
or  six  ply  fabric,  frictioned  inside  and  out 
The  degree  of  compounding  can  be  obtained 
by  the  specific  gravity  of  the  rubber,  it  being 
known  that  the  specific  gravity  of  pure  rub- 
ber is  between  .950  and  .980.  The  ash,  after 
burning  the  rubber  at  a  low  degree  of  heat, 
represents  the  degree  of  compounding,  inde- 
pendent of  the  sulphur  used  for  vulcaniza- 
tion. To  determine  the  strength,  a  strip  of 
rubber  is  cut  from  each  of  the  different  lay- 
ers of  qualities  in  the  tire,  one-quarter  inch 
wide  and  one-eighth  inch  thick.  One  end  is 
gripped  and  weights  are  then  added  to  the 
other  end  until  the  strip  breaks.

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Even  today,  when  the  urban  population 
has  swollen  almost  beyond  belief  and  the 
tide  cityward  is  still  running  strong,  the 
farmer  is  looked  upon  as  the  bulwark  of 
the  nation.  He  has  his  oddities  and  his  idiosyncrasies,  but  a  bulwark  he  was  from 
the  beginning  and  a  bulwark  he  is  yet.  As  statisticians  are  fond  of  proving  by 
mountains  of  figures,  the  country's  wealth  and  material  prosperity  are  still 
in  the  hands  of  the  farmer.  Notwithstanding  it  is  this  same  farmer,  who 
has  in  the  past  stood  resolutely  in  the  path  of  progress,  and  who  today  has 
only  been  about  one-tenth  converted  to  a  belief  in  the  desirability,  much 
less  the  necessity,  of  those  twin  products  of  modern  civilization,  good  roads 
and  the  automobile.  Yet,  as  has  been  so  often  pointed  out,  it  is  the  farmer 
who  is  destined  to  benefit  most  prodigiously  by  both.  Elsewhere  in  this  issue  are 
two  articles  which  touch  upon  this  phase  of  the  matter.  One  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  to  the  automobile  that  the  farmer  must  look  for  release  from  the 
grip  of  the  railroads ;  and  the  vehicle  through  which  the  automobile  will  come  into 
its  own  is  the  improved,  all-the-year-round  usable,  road.  As  it  stands  at  present 
the  farmer  pays  the  least  and  gets  the  most  from  this  improved  road.  The  ur- 
banite  advocates  good  roads,  builds  them,  pays  for  them  and  benefits  much  less 
than  the  farmer.  The  latter  has  the  good  roads  literally  forced  upon  him,  and 
if  it  were  in  his  power  the  work  of  road  improvement  would  halt,  if  not  stop  al- 
together. 


The  second  plea  article  referred  to  also  deals  with  the  benefit  the  farmer  is  to 
receive.  To  allay  his  hostility  and  to  lead  him  to  regard  the  automobile  as  a 
friend  instead  of  an  enemy,  it  is  pointed  out  by  "One  who  is  interested,"  an  auto- 
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mobile  designed  and  peculiarly  adapted  to  his  needs  must  be  provided.  Such 
an  automobile  must  be  a  horse  and  buggy  and  a  farm  wagon  combined,  as  well 
as  a  handy  and  ever-dependable  source  of  power  for  doing  the  "chores"  around 
the  farm.  Given  such  a  vehicle,  at  a  price  but  little  higher  than  that  of  the 
average  farm  horse,  and  with  good  roads  thrown  in,  the  farmer  will  repent  of  his 
anti-progress iveness  and  cry  amen  to  the  new  order  of  things. 


It  is  a  beautiful  dream,  and  some  day  it  will  be  realized  in  its  essential  features. 
Even  today  the  leaven  is  spreading  and  the  farmer  is  learning  that  the  automobile 
is  for  him  as  well  as  for  his  enemy,  the  city  man,  and  that  he  can  get  as  much 
pleasure  and  real  value  out  of  it  as  anybody.  Furthermore,  the  combination 
buggy,  farm  wagon  and  handy  power  supplier,  that  shall  be  sold  as  harvesters 
and  other  modern  farm  implements  are  now,  as  our  correspondent  suggests,  is 
not  as  far  in  the  future  as  the  automobile  would  have  been  regarded  by  the  farmer 
of  a  dozen  years  ago. 


As  if  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  all  is  harmonious  in  its  councils,  the  American 
Automobile  Association  has  moved  to  the  new  Knabe  building,  where  harmony  is 
kept  constantly  on  tap. 


Some  of  the  American  makers  who  in  the  past  have  "entered"  Vanderbilt  Cup 
Races  up  to  the  point  of  paying  their  entrance  fee,  are  chuckling  over  the  dis- 
parity between  the  cost  of  entering  big  road  races  here  and  in  Europe,  as  dis- 
closed, by  the  figures  given  in*  Automobile  Topics  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  and 
referred  to  by  a  contemporary  a  week  later.  It  is  much  cheaper  to  enter  such 
rages — in  the  newspapers. 


Registration  figures  from  Albany  have  put  a  quietus  on  the  calamity  howlers 
who  saw  nothing  but  slump  and  failure  coming  in  the  train  of  the  belated  spring. 


In  the  opinion  of  a  motorist  who  speaks  out  of  the  fullness  of  his  heart,  the  three 
drawbacks  to  automobiling  in  a  big  city  like  New  York  are  as  fbllows :  Grafting 
and  blackmailing  police,  excessive  garage  charges,  and  the  high  price  of  tires 
and  other  parts.  Were  it  not  for  these,  he  says,  the  life  of  a  motorist  would  be 
one  long  dream  of  bliss.   The  date  of  the  millennium  is  still  to  be  fixed. 


With  the  arrest  of  fourteen  boys,  all  members  of  aristocratic  families,  the  exten- 
sive thefts  of  automobiles  in  Indianapolis  have  ended.  The  boys  had- an  organiza- 
tion and  boasted  that  they  could  run  any  automobile  made.  From  two  to  four 
automobiles  were  stolen  on  the  street  each  night  and  after  being  run  several  hours, 
would  be  abandoned  on  the  streets.  About  thirty-five  automobiles  were  taken 
during  the  existence  of  "de  gang"  and  that  the  boys  knew  how  to  operate  the 
cars,  was  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  not  one  of  the  automobiles  taken  was  injured. 
The  boys  range  from  ten  to  fifteen  years  old  and  are  held  on  charges  of  grand 
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larceny,  which  carries  with  it  severe  penalties.  Boys  will  be  boys,  you  know,  and 
this  simply  illustrates  how  up-to-date  the  modern  boy  is. 


California  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  possession  of  a  real  up-to-date,  specially 
constructed  automobile  speedway.  As  described  and  pictured  elsewhere  in  this 
issue,  it  bears  a  strong  resemblance  to  the  familiar  circular  horse  track  which  put 
racing  out  of  business  through  killing  and  maiming  a  large  proportion  of  those 
who  ventured  to  speed  on  it.  Yet  what  a  difference  there  is  when  it  is  closely 
examined !  The  turns  are  wide,  high-banked  and  built  for  the  speed  of  the  mod- 
ern high-powered  car.  The  surface  is  hard  and  practically  dustless.  Here,  if 
ever,  the  racing  game  may  be  tried  again  with  some  hope  of  success. 


The  thought  of  the  multitude  of  parts  that  some  cars  will  have  to  carry  in  the 
Glidden  Tour  has  inspired  more  than  one  artist  to  depict  the  matter  in  the  best 
style  of  the  cartoonist.  They  forget  that  there  are  all  sorts  of  cars  on  the  market 
and  that  some  of  them  don't  have  to  carry  duplicates  of  each  part. 


As  showing  the  fallacy  of  the  assumption  that  all  motorists  are  millionaires,  the 
experience  of  a  party  of  Philadelphians  is  worthy  of  mention.  They  were  held 
up  in  a  Jersey  town  for  speeding,  and  the  imposition  of  a  $5  fine  left  them  in  such 
an  impecunious  condition  that  they  could  not  raise  enough  money  between  them 
to  pay  the  ten  cents  toll  required  for  crossing  the  bridge  over  the  Delaware 
River.  At  last  accounts  they  were  debating  whether  it  was  best  to  ascend  the 
river  high  enough  to  reach  a  ford. 


Some  one  who  thinks  he  knows  has  figured  out  that  15,000  runabouts  will  be 
made  and  sold  this  year.  This  is  doing  pretty  well  for  a  type  of  vehicle  that  a 
year  or  two  ago  was  supposed  to  have  been  put  out  of  business  by  the  touring  car. 


Notwithstanding  the  boosting  the  price  of  gasolene  has  had  of  late,  it  has  been 
discovered  that  denatured  alcohol  cannot  be  produced  cheaply  enough  to  compete 
with  it.  But  the  alcohol  manufacturers  need  only  wait  awhile.  Gasolene  will 
eventually  become  the  more  expensive  article.    Of  that  there  is  no  doubt. 


The  "automobile  burglars"  have  reappeared  on  Long  Island  and  the  millionaire 
residents  of  that  favored  region  are  living  in  fear  and  trembling.  A  "fashionably 
dressed"  young  woman  is  said  to  be  their  accomplice,  and  their  possession  of  an 
automobile  permits  them  to  get  away  quickly  after  a  haul. 


The  New  York  Automobile  Trade  Association  has  almost  doubled  its  member- 
ship, put  in  a  manager,  removed  to  new  quarters,  and  now  it  proposes  to  proceed 
vigorously  against  the  many  abuses  that  vex  motorists.  May  success  crown  its 
efforts ! 
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Runabout  Contest  Provided  for  by  A-  A.  A. 


Just  as  last  year  there  was  a  contest  within  a  contest  during  the  Glidden 
Tour,  so  this  year's  event  will  be  a  double-headed  affair.  This  was  decided  upon 
at  the  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  American  Automobile  Associa- 
tion held  in  New  York  Monday  last,  when  a  cup  for  runabouts  was  offered  by 
Chairman  F.  B.  Hower  of  the  touring  committee  of  the  A.  A.  A. 

The  contest  will  be  known  as  the  Hower  Cup  contest  and  the  same  condi- 
tions will  prevail  as  in  the  Glidden  Cup  contest.  Both  the  Glidden  and  Hower 
cups  are  to  be  club  trophies,  and  clubs  competing  for  them  must  make  three 
entries  in  either  division.  The  former  is  a  continuous  trophy,  but  the  latter  may 
be  won  outright.  Cars  in  both  classes  must  carry  from  the  start  all  parts  that 
may  be  used  en  route. 

The  tour,  as  previously  announced,  will  be  started  from  Cleveland  on  July 
10,  and  the  route  will  be  westward  to  Chicago  and  thence  eastward  through 
Indiana,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  to  New  York  City.  The  exact 
route  will  not  be  known  until  a  sub-committee  goes  over  the  ground  to  ascertain 
where  the  best  roads,  the  best  accommodations  and  the  best  rates  may  be  obtained. 
Such  a  committee  will  start  on  the  road  next  week. 

It  was  announced  that  no  changes  would  be  made  in  the  Glidden  contest 
rules  as  previously  given  out. 

Concerning  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  Chairman  Thompson  of  the  Racing 
Board  announced  that  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  that  board  will  be 
held  May  15,  to  formulate  rules  for  that  event.  W.  K.  Vanderbilt,  Jr.,  has  so 
changed  the  deed  of  gift  of  the  trophy  that  bears  his  name  that  the  executive 
committee  of  the  board  becomes  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  Commission. 

C.  T.  Terry,  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Board,  reported  that  the  federal 
motor  vehicle  bill,  providing  for  the  registration  of  automobiles,  will  go  before 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  be  reported  favor- 
ably by  the  House  itself.  R.  P.  Hooper,  chairman  of  the  Good  Roads  Board,  re- 
ported the  organization  of  State  Good  Roads  committees. 

Associations  in  the  following  States  were  admitted  to  membership :  Indiana, 
Maryland,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin.  The  automobile 
clubs  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Rutland,  Vt.,  were  elected,  as  also  the  Colorado  and 
Rhode  Island  Automobile  Clubs,  the  latter  two  as  State  associations. 


April  Registrations  at  Albany  Break  All  Records 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  May  1. — The  total  registrations  for  April  reached  2.101,  as 
against  1,655  m  April  of  last  year. 

The  record  number  of  registrations  was  received  on  Monday,  April  29, 
no  owners  filing  applications  that  day.  Registrations  for  1905  totaled  8.625; 
for  1906,  11,753  and  the  chief  of  the,  Automobile  Department  of  the  Secretary 
of  State's  office  estimates  that  18,000  cars  will  register  this  year. 
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N.  A.  A.  M.  Will  Hold  Commercial  Vehicle  Show 

While  there  has  been  considerable  talk  of  a  commercial  vehicle  show  held 
separately,  it  came  as  a  surprise  this  week  when  it  was  announced  that  such  a 
show  had  been  decided  upori  and  would  be  held  at  Chicago  under  the  auspices  of 
the  National  Association  of  Automobile  Manufacturers,  and  simultaneously  with 
the  N.  A.  A.  M.  show  for  pleasure  cars,  viz.,  November  30th  to  December  7th. 

The  matter  came  up  for  discussion  and  settlement  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  N.  A.  A.  M.,  held  at  the  offices  in  New  York  City  on  Wednesday.  Those 
present  were:  Albert  L.  Pope,  S.  T.  Davis,  Jr.,  W.  T.  White,  Wm.  R.  Innis, 
Thomas  Henderson,  G.  G.  Hildebrand,  H.  J.  Budlong,  G.  W.  Bennett  and  Wm. 
Mitchell  Lewis. 

The  show  committee  reported  that  an  investigation  had  been  made  of  the  de- 
sires of  manufacturers  of  commercial  vehicles,  it  having  been  shown  that  they 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  displayed  in  connection  with  passenger  cars.  The  com- 
mittee had  become  convinced  that  a  sufficient  number  of  exhibitors  of  commercial 
cars  could  be  obtained  to  constitute  a  separate  department,  and  it  was  therefore 
decided  to  hold  at  Chicago,  during  the  week  of  November  30  to  December  7, 
the  First  Annual  National  Exhibition  of  Commercial  Vehicles,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Association  of  Automobile  Manufacturers,  Inc. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  management  to  use  every  possible  endeavor  to  in- 
terest in  the  commercial  vehicle  exhibit  mechanics,  traffic  managers,  buyers  and 
heads  of  departments  generally,  of  those  concerns  which  make  considerable  use 
of  horse  drawn  vehicles.  Arrangements  will  be  made  by  which  those  persons 
who  so  desire  and  who  attend  the  exhibition  of  pleasure  cars  which  occurs  on  the 
same  dates,  may  obtain  admission  to  the  commercial  exhibit  without  additional 
cost. 

It  is  expected  that  the  admission  will  be  very  largely  by  invitation  and  to  that 
end  exhibitors  will  be  liberally  supplied  with  admission  tickets. 

R.  D.  Chapin  was  elected  to  membership  on  the  executive  committee  in  place 
of  Ezra  E.  Kirk,  resigned.  James  Joyce,  representing  the  American  Locomotive 
Automobile  Company,  was  elected  to  membership  in  place  of  H.  F.  Hall,  resigned. 

A  report  was  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Good  Roads,  as  a  result  of 
which  it  was  determined  to  call  a  joint  meeting  of  the  good  roads  committees  of  the 
National  Association  of  Automobile  Manufacturers,  the  Association  of  Licensed 
Automobile  Manufacturers,  the  American  Motor  Car  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion, the  American  Automobile  Association,  the  American  Motor  League  and 
such  other  associations  as  the  roads  committee  may  deem  proper.  This  meeting 
will  probably  be  held  in  New  York  City  during  the  next  30  days. 


American  Car  in  Herkomer  Contest 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  April  30. — A  Wisconsin-made  automobile  will  strive  for 
the  Herkomer  trophy  in  June  over  the  picturesque  hills  of  Bavaria.  Carl  Hirsch, 
of  Constad,  Bavaria,  has  purchased  a  car  from  Thomas  B.  Jeffery  &  Co.,  Ken- 
osha. Wis.  It  is  a  40  hp.  four  cylinder  Rambler,  and  will  be  the  only  American 
car  in  the  notable  tour.    Mr.  Hirsch  is  a  wealthy  sportsman. 
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Conference  Over  Touring  Car  Contest  is  Held 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  April  29. — The  meeting  of  the  racing  board  of  the  A. 
A.  A.,  and'  of  western  automobile  engineers  held  at  the  Columbia  Club  in  this 
city,  ended  rather  abruptly  last  week  because  of  the  illness  of  Edgar  Apperson  of 
Kokomo.  Mr.  Apperson  was  one  of  the  leading  figures  of  the  meeting,  as  it  was 
he  who  joined  others  in  suggesting  the  race  for  stock  touring  cars,  to  be  held  after 
the  Vanderbilt  race. 

Very  little  was  accomplished  at  the  meeting  and  the  board  will  meet  in  Chi- 
cago this  week  to  take  up  the  question  of  rules  for  the  contest  again.  Only  the 
first  steps  were  taken  here,  the  general  classification  of  cars  being  started.  Be- 
cause of  the  possibility  that  what  was  accomplished  may  be  Entirely  changed  at 
subsequent  conferences,  nothing  has  been  given  out  so  far. 

The  western  representatives  at  the  meeting  were  H.  O.  Smith  and  George  A. 
Weidley  of  the  Premier  Motor  Manufacturing  Company,  Indianapolis;  Edgar 
and  Elmer  Apperson,  of  the  Apperson  Automobile  Company,  Kokomo,  and  N. 
H.  Van  Sicklen  of  Chicago.  The  consulting  engineers  of  the  racing  board  are 
A.  L.  Riker,  E.  R.  Thomas,  and  Henry  Ford. 

Speaking  of  the  proposed  contest,  H.  O.  Smith,  one  of  the  men  responsible 
for  the  launching  of  the  project,  said: 

"Under  present  conditions,  requiring  specially  designed  cars  for  racing  pur- 
poses, it  becomes  necessary  for  an  institution  successfully  to  compete  in  the  racing 
game  to  maintain  a  special  organization  to  produce  not  only  an  abnormally  pow- 
erful car,  but  a  car  designed  exclusively  for  high  speed  work.  It  seems  that  limi- 
tations have  been  the  reverse  of  what  they  should  be  in  order  to  bring  about  nor- 
mal conditions.  In  the  past  weight  has  been  the  only  limitation,  aside  from  the 
fact  that  the  different  parts  must  all  be  made  in  the  country  represented  by  the 
competing  car. 

"It  seems,  too,  that  cylinder  displacement  is  the  most  equitable  basis  for 
classification,  and  this  will  almost  certainly  be  adopted." 


California  Speedway  Has  Its  Christening 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  April  22. — The  automobile  speedway,  built  by  John 
H.  Gay  of  Lakeside,  San  Diego  County,  California,  was  opened  on  Saturday, 
April  20,  and  attracted  a  large  number  of  automobilists  from  San  Diego,  Los 
Angeles  and  other  towns  of  Southern  California.  Barney  Oldfield,  who  was 
suffering  from  a  sprained  wrist,  drove  one  mile  against  time  in  his  Peerless 
"Green  Dragon,"  covering  the  distance  in  54  seconds,  one  second  above  the  record. 
Bruno  Seibel  covered  one  mile  in  59  seconds. 

The  four-mile  match  race  between  Barney  Oldfield  in  the  "Green  Dragon" 
and  Bruno  Seibel  in  the  "Red  Devil"  was  won  by  Oldfield  after  a  close  contest 
f°r  3}i  miles,  when  an  accident  compelled  Seibel  to  stop.   Time,  4.09  1-5. 

A  fifty-mile  race  between  Alvin  B.  Daniels  of  Denver  and  Coronado  Beach  in 
a  50  hp.  Stevens-Duryea  car  against  James  Speed  of  Los  Angeles  in  a  50  hp. 
Haynes  car  was  won  by  Daniels.    Time,  1  hour,  1  minute,  20  3-5  seconds.  An 
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exploded  tire  compelled  Speed  to  stop  during  the  forty-fourth  mile.  The  pre- 
vious record,  I  hour,  3  minutes,  was  made  by  H.  Turner. 

While  the  East  has  been  talking  California  has  been  working,  and  the  result 
is  a  model  speed  course  for  automobiles.  This  track  has  been  in  process  of  con- 
struction for  several  months  past,  and  is  two  miles  around,  the  form  being  egg- 
shaped,  and  with  so  large  a  track  this  shape  gives  practically  no  corners.  The 
radius  of  the  curve  at  the  larger  end  is  1,000  feet  and  the  smaller  600  feet.  The 
absolute  straightaway  of  this  track  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile  on  each  side,  leaving 
a  half-mile  for  the  turns.  The  width  is  60  feet,  a  very  generous  size.  At  the 
turns  the  outside  is  heavily  banked,  so  that  there  is  no  danger  of  cars  going  wide 
at  the  corners.   The  surface  is  clay,  heavily  packed  and  very  smooth. 


Grand  Rapids  Wants  Its  Earned  Reward  from  A.  A.  A. 

Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  April  27. — It  is  all  but  assured  that  Grand  Rapids  is 
to  get  the  Glidden  Tour.  President  W.  H.  Hotchkiss  has  personally  taken  the 
matter  up  with  Chairman  Frank  Hower  of  the  touring  committee,  urging  the 
inclusion  of  Grand  Rapids  and  the  latter  has  written  Secretary  Welch  of  the  local 
club  that  this  city  will  be  on  the  route  west  if  Michigan  is  visited. 

The  movement  which  led  up  to  this  is  interesting  as  showing  the  influence 
brought  to  bear  to  include  "Grand  Rapids. 

A  number  of  weeks  ago  Charles  J.  Glidden  wrote  to  Dudley  E.  Waters, 
president  of  the  Grand  Rapids  National  Bank,  a  personal  friend  and  one  with 
whom  he  had  toured  in  Spain  and  Italy  several  years  ago,  asking  the  latter  to 
secure  an  invitation  to  the  touring  board  for  the  visit  from  the  big  commercial 
organizations,  the  civic  authorities  and  the  local  automobile  club.  These  were 
forthcoming  straightway,  and  the  Grand  Rapids  Automobile  Club  took  action  to 
place  itself  in  the  proper  standing  for  such  a  visitation  by  getting  in  line  with 
the  A.  A.  A.  It  was  mainly  through  the  efforts  of  the  local  club  that  the  State 
organization  was  effected  a  short  time  ago  and  that  the  present  vigorous  work  has 
been  undertaken  in  automobile  circles  in  the  leading  cities  of  the  State. 


Milwaukee,  Wis.,  April  30. — There  have  been  high  old  times  in  automo- 
bile circles  of  Wisconsin  this  spring.  After  much  skirmishing  and  lobbying,  and 
the  defeat  of  the  most  drastic  bills  that  yet  came  before  the  Badger  State  Legisla- 
ture for  the  regulation  of  automobiles,  the  owners  of  machines  became  enhusias- 
tic.

Twelve  Cities  Form  Wisconsin  State  Association 
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Seashore  Clubhouse  for  Boston  Motorists 

Another  country  clubhouse  for  automobilists,  about  which  comparatively 
little  has  been  heard,  is  having  its  christening  this  week.  It  is  the  Mayflower 
Motor  Club,  which  has  completed  its  handsome  new  clubhouse  on  Nantasket 
avenue,  Hull,  the  famous  resort  on  Boston's  South  Shore. 

The  club  was  organized  twelve  months  ago,  and  is  now  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition. The  membership  is  limited  to  200,  and  following  are  the  officers :  L.  W. 
Hall,  Brookline,  president;  Francis  A.  Hunt,  Melrose,  vice-president;  H.  H. 
Armington,  Boston,  secretary-treasurer;  Col.  Albert  A.  Pope,  J.  S.  Hathaway, 
C.  L.  Haskell,  Gordon  Hale  and  H.  H.  Armington,  membership  committee. 

Their  new  clubhouse,  just  completed,  is  built  on  the  site  of  the  historic  old 
Warwick  Inn,  noted  the  country  over  as  the  meeting  place  of  Daniel  Webster  and 
other  eminent  men  of  his  time. 

There  are  twenty  acres  in  the  estate,  which  is  slightly  removed  from  Jeru- 
salem road,  and  commands  a  view  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  on  one  side.  The  club- 
house is  located  an  eighth  of  a  mile  back  from  the  entrance  and  is  reached  by  a 
broad  driveway  bordered  with  stately  elms,  hundreds  of  ash  trees,  with  here  and 
there  maples,  evergreens,  cherry  and  many  other  trees.  Boulders  dot  the  sloping 
lawns  about  the  clubhouse. 

Contained  in  the  clubhouse  is  a  dining  room  seating  100  members,  while  the 
broad  verandas,  containing  6,000  square  feet  and  overlooking  Straight's  Pond, 
Jerusalem  road  and  the  Atlantic,  can  seat  250  more  at  small  tables.  These

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verandas  are  designed  for  an  open  air  dining  room  and  can  be  enclosed  in  bad 
weather.  A  big  open  fireplace  will  be  used  to  warm  it.  The  building  is  elec- 
trically lighted  and  the  kitchen  and  serving  room  are  located  on  the  second  floor, 
with  the  chauffeurs'  dining  room.  There  are  also  lounging  rooms,  ladies'  recep- 
tion rooms,  private  dining  rooms,  ladies  and  gentlemen's  retiring  rooms,  etc. 
Ample  room  is  provided  for  automobiles,  with  a  repair  shop  attached. 

The  club  planned  to  dedicate  the  house  on  May  i,  arrangements  having  been 
made  for  a  May  Day  run  of  members  from  different  parts  of  Greater  Boston. 


Automobiles  Must  Go  Slower   Here  Than  Horses 

The  signs  shown  in  the  photograph  are  on  the  main  road  down  the  Coronado 
Peninsula,  about  two  hundred  yards  south  from  the  front  of  the  Hotel  del  Cor- 
onado, Coronado  Beach,  Cal.    Similar  signs  confront  those  who  are  coming  up 
the  peninsula  in  a  northerly  di- 
rection. 

The  signs  are  remarkable  for 
the  curious  discrimination  made 
against  the  automobilist,  who  is 
permitted  to  proceed  at  a  rate  of 
four  miles  an  hour  only,  while 
persons  driving  horses,  asses, 
mules,  goats,  dogs,  or  anything 
in  the  world  but  a  motor-car, 
may  proceed  at  a  rate  of  five 
miles  an  hour. 

The  signs  are  erected  at  the 
northward  and  southward  ends 
of  Coronado  Tent  City,  where 
during  the  summer  months 
thousands  of  people  are  scatter- 
ed on  the  beach.  A  large  num- 
ber of  these  are  children  and 
fast  driving  of  any  sort  would 
be  highly  dangerous  at  this  spot. 
But  no  good  reason  can  be  given 
why  the  automobile  should  not 
be  permitted  to  travel  as  rapidly 
as  a  vehicle  drawn  by  animals.

But  despite  the  objections  made  to  this 
provision  it  has  withstood  all  assaults  and  will  be  retained. 

The  discussion  has  led  the  New  York  Evening  Telegram  artist  to  caricature 
the  poor  motorist  who  is  condemned  to  load  his  car  down  with  a  heterogeneous 
collection  of  articles  that  may  be  required  during  the  contest,  and  his  handiwonc 
is  here  reproduced.  The  pleasures  of  touring  under  such  conditions  may  be  im- 
agined. It  will  occur  to  some  people  that  the  way  to  avoid  even  a  suspicion  of 
this  is  to  use  intelligence  in  selecting  one's  car. 


"Don  t]  Pay  the  Tax,   Says  Buffalo  Club 

Secretary  Dai  H.  Lewis  of  the  Buffalo  Automobile  Club  has  sent  out  cir- 
culars to  all  members  of  the  club  advising  them  not  to  pay  the  $5  license  fee  im- 
posed by  the  city's  recently  enacted  vehicle  ordinance.  This  action  was  taken 
as  a  result  of  the  opinion  of  former  Justice  Daniel  J.  Henefick,  who  believes  that 
the  city's  ordinance  is  unconstitutional  and  invalid. 

It  is  contended  by  many  Buffalo  lawyers  that  automobiles  cannot  rightfully 
be  included  in  the  provisions  of  the  vehicle  tax  ordinance,  as  motorists  would 
thus  be  subjected  to  double  taxation. 
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Three  Fiats  Entered  in  Grand  Prix  at  Last  Moment 

Paris,  April  22: — This  time  I  have  a  great  budget  of  news  to  report,  which 
certainly  will  interest  your  readers,  and  I  will  begin  with  the  one  which  has  created 
quite  a  sensation  in  automobiledom.  The  unexpected  will  happen.  When  I  sent 
you  the  table  of  characteristics  of  the  cars  to  participate  in  the  Grand  Prix,  they 
were  34  in  number.  Now  we  have  38  entries.  At  the  eleventh  hour  came  4 
more,  and  at  exactly  one  hour  before  the  entries  closed  on  April  15th.  One  of 
the  new  entries  is  a  Gobron  Brille,  and  the  others  are  nothing  less  than  three  Fiats. 
They  were  not,  however,  entered  by  the  Fiat  Co.  of  Turin,  but  by  Mr.  Emil  Lam- 
berjack, the  Fiat  concessionaire  for  France.  This  was  quite  a  surprise  for  every- 
body, as  Mr.  Lamberjack  had  these  three  cars  ordered  for  himself  and  entered 
the  same,  notwithstanding  the  high  entry  fee,  which  was  doubled,  $2,000  for  eacH 
car. 

As  you  will  notice,  we  will  now  have  quite  an  international  race,  as  there  are 
24  French  cars,  5  Italian,  3  Belgian,  3  German,  2  English  and  1  car  from  the 
United  States.  f 

The  drawing  for  positions  in  the  Grand  Prix  took  place  on  April  17,  and, 
as  the  Scripture  says,  "The  last  will  be  first,"  Mr.  Lamberjack  drew  No.  1  for  the 
three  Fiat  entries,  and  Lancia  will  therefore  start  the  first  in  the  Grand  Prix. 
This  will  prove  to  be  a  great  boon  for  Lancia,  who  will  find  nobody  ahead  of  him 
at  the  start,  and  he  may  furnish  us  with  a  great  race  on  the  first  lap.  Unlike  last 
year,  each  car  will  carry  the  initial  of  the  maker  besides  the  number,  both  of 
which  have  to  be  affixed  either  in  black  on  a  white  ground  or  white  on  a  black 
ground.  The  start  will  take  place  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  cars  will 
be  started  at  an  interval  of  one  minutjS  each.

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My  Say  So 

No  more  doubt  exists  that  by  September  15  a  part  of  the  projected  Motor 
Parkway  on  Long  Island  will  be  ready  for  races.  There  may  only  be  a  circuit 
of  20  miles  in  shape  for  this  year,  and  the  work  may  not  be  entirely  completed  as 
far  as  surfacing  goes,  as  the  directors  will  probably  give  several  surfaces  trials 
before  finally  deciding  on  a  permanent  one.  This  Motor  Parkway  will  mark  a 
new  era  for  the  good  roads  movement  in  America,  and  it  will  not  be  long  after 
the  first  motor  parkway  will  have  been  inaugurated  before  a  similar  highway  will 

be  built  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 

*  *  * 

Notwithstanding  all  the  objections  raised  against  the  rules  of  the  Glidden 
Tour,  they  will  stand  as  originally  drawn  up.  We  reproduce  on  another  page 
a  cartoon,  showing  a  car  in  the  Glidden  Tour,  which  was  drawn  by  an  Evening 
Telegram  artist.  There  is  no  fear  that  we  will  witness  anything  quite  as  bad  as 
the  cartoon,  as  very  few  cars  will  need  to  carry  big  extra  parts  such  as  axles, 
radiators,  etc.  The  art  of  automobile  building,  through  the  peaceful  rivalry  of 
different  nations,  has  advanced  to  such  a  state  that  today  a  trip  of  several  thou- 
sand miles  can  be  accomplished  without  any  extra  parts  to  speak  of — providing 
the  car  is  all  right.  There  will  be  plenty  of  room  in  the  contesting  cars  for  pas- 
sengers, and  ladies  should  not  be  excluded,  as  was  suggested  by  one  New  York 
paper,  as  this  would  be  neither  chivalrous  nor  right.  Neither  should  the  produc- 
tion of  a  marriage  certificate  be  exacted — adopt  simply  a  common  sense  standard 

of  decency,  and  everything  will  be  all  right.

Before  long  we  will  see  on  the  streets  of  New  York  the  taximeter  cab,  which 
met  with  such  marked  success  in  Paris,  and  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  we  will 

be  able  to  ride  around  town  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  a  mile.

The  streets  of  New  York  remain  in  the  same  unsightly  and  disgraceful  con- 
dition as  a  month  ago,  and  if  anybody  thinks  that  we  have  exaggerated  in  calling 
attention  to  these  conditions,  he  need  only  go  (I  caution  him,  however,  not  with 
his  automobile,  but  afoot)  to  26th  street,  from  Broadway  to  Eighth  Avenue.

I  believe  the  A.  A.  A.  can  be  congratulated  on  having  such  active  officers  as 
Judge  Hotchkiss,  its  president,  and  Secretary  Elliott.  Both  are  energetic  and 
painstaking,  and  if  they  continue  the  work  as  they  have  started  it,  there  should 
be  no  doubt  of  their  re-election  for  next  year,  so  that  they  may  keep  up  the  good 

work  for  the  Association,  which  was  so  fearfully  neglected  in  the  last  few  years.

The  standardization  of  automobile  parts  is  certainly  of  benefit  to  the  user, 
and  every  effort  in  that  direction  is  laudable.  The  mechanical  branch  of  the  As- 
sociation of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers  have  been  busying  themselves 
with  the  question  of  tires  and  their  standardization,  and  their  experts  have  made 
several  tests  in  the  quality  and  size  of  tires,  in  order  to  determine  what  specifica- 
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tion  should  be  adopted  and  what  standard  recommended.  It  appears  to  me  thai 
what  should  be  standardized  is  not  the  tires,  but  the  automobile  wheel.  As  soon 
as  the  size  of  wheels  will  be  universally  accepted,  the  standard  of  tires  necessarily 
must  follow.  Formerly  there  were  23  different  sizes  of  tires  on  the  market,  and 
the  Mechanical  Branch  recommends  eleven.  I  believe  that  standardization  should 
be,  not  a  national  but  an  international  matter,  as  an  American  touring  in  Europe 
with  an  American  car  would  be  in  bad  condition  should  he  meet  with  an  accident 
to  a  wheel,  which  he  could  not  readily  replace  if  the  European  standard  were  not 
the  same  as  ours. 

At  the  present  time  the  French  industry  is  just  attempting  the  standardiza- 
tion of  wheels  and  recommends  three  different  sizes  of  the  following  diameters : 
700,  800  and  900.  The  700  size  tires  to  be  by  90,  the  800  size  by  90  and  120,  and 
the  900  size  in  3  different  thicknesses,  90,  120  and  135,  which  in  all  would  give  six 
different  sizes.

If,  therefore,  the  French  industry  should  settle  on  three  standards  of  wheels 
as  mentioned  before,  700,  800  and  900  in  diameter,  any  standardization  in  this 
country  should,  for  the  benefit  of  the  user,  adopt  the  same  standard.       E.  E.  S.

A  lull  has  succeeded  the  storm  of  last  week  over  the  organization  and  show 
plans  of  the  importers  of  foreign  cars.  The  Importers'  Automobile  Salon  has 
gone  ahead  with  its  plans  for  a  show  at  Madison  Square  Garden  probably  in 
December,  and  announces  that  it  has  secured  14  of  the  "independent"  importers. 
No  date  has  been  announced,  however. 

The  "independent"  or  "unlicensed"  importers  have  gone  ahead  with  their 
organization  also,  and  following  the  meeting  held  Friday  of  last  week  the  follow- 
ing statement  was  given  out : 

"At  the  meeting  of  automobile  importers  held  at  the  clubhouse  of  the  Auto- 
mobile Club  of  America  yesterday,  announcement  was  made  of  the  formation  of 
an  open  organization  of  all  the  importers  of  foreign  cars  to  be  known  as  the 
Automobile  Importers'  Society. 

"Signatures  of  14  concerns  were  attached  to  the  papers  and  with  these  it  was 
decided  to  incorporate.  Membership  will  be  open  to  all  importers.  G.  Rheims 
of  Charron,  Girardot  &  Voigt  was  elected  temporary  secretary."

Cylinder  Volume  and  Power  Development 


In  a  general  way,  what  is  called  "cylinder  volume"  is  the  volume  of  a  motor 
cylinder,  or,  more  accurately,  the  volume  produced  by  the  maximum  displace- 
ment of  the  piston,  says  Baudry  de  Saunier  in  his  annual. 

In  motors  of  the  same  type,  such  as  those  now  employed  on  gasolene  cars, 
a  knowledge  of  the  cylinder  volume  permits  of  roughly  estimating  the  power  of 
the  motor,  whence  the  origin  of  the  "classification  by  cylinder  volume''  and  of 
the  maximum  of  cylinder  volume.  Let  us  add  that  such  methods  of  classification 
of  motors,  with  a  view  to  a  race,  possess  the  inconvenience  of  favoring  excessive 
speeds  by  the  adoption  of  large  bores  and  short  strokes.  In  the  powerful  motors 
of  racing  vehicles,  we  are  led  to  such  a  result,  moreover,  for  other  reasons  upon 
which  we  cannot  here  dwell,  and  the  principles  of  which  have  as  consequences  a 
lightness  of  the  mo'.ors  and  of  the  gear  box.  The  cylinder  volume  of  motors 
varies' from  y2  to  £4  of  a  pint  (motorcycles)  to  15  or  16  quarts  (racing  motors). 

If  we  reflect  that  the  ignition  of  a  mixture,  its  explosion  and  its  expansion 
must  take  place  in  the  extremely  short  time  during  which  the  motor  stroke  of 
the  piston  occurs,  we  can  readily  understand  the  importance  that  a  powerful  and 
precise  ignition  may  have,  especially  in  automobile  motors  in  wrhich  the  duration 
of  such  motor  stroke  is  generally  less  than  5-100  of  a  second. 

To  ignite  an  explosive  mixture  at  a  point  is  to  bring  about  the  ignition  of 
the  mixture  about  such  point,  and  as  such  ignition  is  both  a  direct  function  of  the 
temperature  and  pressure,  it  can  be  as  well  obtained  by  a  slight  heating  of  the 
strongly  compressed  mixture  as  by  a  high  temperature  of  the  ignition  point  when 
the  mixture  is  slightly  compressed.  As  experience,  however,  shows  that  the 
diffusion  of  the  explosive  wave  around  the  point  of  inflammation  is  so  much  the 
more  rapid  and  the  combustion  of  the  fuel  so  much  more  complete  in  proportion 
as  the  pressure  of  the  mixture  is  greater,  these  two  reasons  militate  again  in 
favor  of  high  compressions. 

The  advantages  of  electric  ignition,  which  is  generally  adopted  at  present  in 
automobile  motors,  are  of  two  orders;  in  the  first  place,  the  property  that  the 
spark  possesses  to  the  highest  degree  of  simultaneously  producing  an  extremely 
elevated  compression  and  heating  of  the  part  of  the  mixture  that  surrounds  it; 
and,  in  the  second,  the  great  facility  presented  by  this  mode  of  ignition  of  per- 
mitting of  the  variations,  at  pleasure  and  instantaneously,  of  the  precise  moment 
of  the  ignition  of  the  mixture  before,  during  and  after  the  passage  of  the  piston 
to  the  dead-point. 

Experience  shows  that  the  effective  power,  that  is  to  say,  the  power  utilizable 
upon  the  shaft  of  a  given  motor,  does  not  increase  indefinitely  with  its  angular 
speed,  but  that  such  power  passes,  on  the  contrary,  through  a  maximum.  This 
leads  to  the  supposition  that  the  work  of  the  cylinder  volume  must  diminish  con- 
stantly in  measure  as  the  velocity  increases. 

As  the  quantity  of  the  mixture  admitted  diminishes  on  the  one  hand,  while 
the  negative  work  of  escapement  of  the  burning  gases  increases  on  the  other, 
these  two  causes  concur  in  the  reduction  of  the  work  of  the  cylinder  volume  in 
measure  as  the  velocity  increases.   Such  are  the  reasons  that  limit  the  mass-power 
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of  automobile  motors,  which,  nevertheless,  has  reached  ^2  hp.  per  kilogramme- 
mass  of  material  in  all  recent  models. 

The  explosion  motor  presents  the  peculiarity  of  developing  the  same  power 
at  two  different  velocities,  one  less  and  the  other  greater  at  a  certain  critical 
velocity  corresponding  to  its  maximum  of  power.  Such  maximum,  moreover,  is 
regulated  by  the  condition  to  which  the  motor  is  established  and  particularly  by 
the  lift  that  can  be  given  the  suction  and  exhaust  valves. 

The  characteristic  of  motors  of  recent  construction  is  the  substitution  of  the 
mechanically  operated  valve  for  the  automatic  one,  that  is  to  say,  operating 
through  the  suction  of  the  motor.  The  mechanical  control  of  the  suction  valve 
permits  of  giving  very  large  dimensions  and  very  high  lifts  and  of  thus  obtaining 
much  greater  maximum  powers.  The  automaticity  of  the  suction  valve,  more- 
over, presents  the  serious  drawback  of  preventing  its  intermediate  opening  as 
soon  as  the  motor  begins  its  suction,  and  of  retarding  it  after  the  passing  of  the 
piston  to  the  end  of  suction,  in  giving  the  latter  time  to  force  into  the  atmosphere, 
through  the  carburetter,  a  fraction  of  the  mixture  aspired,  which  is  so 
much  greater  in  proportion  as  the  motor  revolves  with  greater  velocity ;  whence 
the  excess  of  carburation,  and,  consequently,  waste  of  fuel  found  at  high  speeds 
with  this  kind  of  valves. 


ACTOR  FOLK  START  FOB  A  DRIVE  IN  A  RAINIER  CAR— MISS  LOUISE  DRESSER  AND  PARTY 
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What  Has  Been  Done  in  Improved  Road  Building 

By  WILLIAM  S.  CRANDALL 

The  bad  roads  of  the  country  were  discovered  by  the  bicycle  fiend  some 
twenty-five  years  ago.  The  bad  roads  existed  before  that,  but  the  general  public 
accepted  the  condition  with  complacent  indifference  and  never  dared  to  dream 
of  their  possible  betterment.  The  bicycle  enthusiast,  nearly  always,  has  been 
looked  upon  as  a  nuisance.  There  may  be  some  foundation  for  the  charge,  but 
this  "nuisance"  must  also  be  given  credit  for  starting  the  crusade  for  better  high- 
ways. These  enthusiasts  multiplied  by  the  thousand  and  numbered  millions  in  the 
aggregate;  what  was  still  more  to  the  point,  every  last  man  and  woman — for 
there  were  many  women  riders— of  them  became  a  good  roads  crank. 

Thanks  to  the  bicyclist  the  good  roads  cause  had  its  beginning,  and,  thanks 
to  the  good  sense  of  the  American  people  in  recognizing  a  good  thing  when  they 
see  it,  the  good  roads  cause  has  attained  such  momentum  that  it  cannot  be  re- 
tarded or  stopped.  There  is  greater  danger  of  building  roads  too  rapidly  than 
not  fast  enough.  A  glance  at  the  following  table,  which  shows  the  returns  from 
nineteen  States,  is  significant.  The  figures  are  taken  from  reports  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  December  31,  1905,  in  most  instances.  Many  of  the  States  have  since 
increased  their  appropriations,  notably  the  State  of  New  York,  which  began  last 
year  to  expend  the  first  tenth  of  its  fifty-million  good  roads  appropriation.  North 
Carolina,  Utah,  Idaho,  and  other  States  have  joined  the  procession,  and  have 
either  created  a  State  highway  department  or  have  one  under  advisement.

The  above  list  only  includes  States  that  have  a  State  highway  department 
of  some  sort,  or  a  bill  in  the  Legislature  creating  such  a  department.  Nearly 
every  State  in  the  Union  has  materially  bettered  its  methods  of  highway  con- 
struction in  the  past  decade,  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  balance  of  the 
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States  and  Territories  will  follow  suit  during  the  next  decade.  It  is  generally 
expected  that  the  Federal  Government  will  shortly  join  hands  in  the  good  work. 

A  recent  inquiry  sent  out  by  the  Public  Roads  Office  elicited  interesting  facts 
relating  to  the  general  condition  of  the  highways  in  twenty-four  States.  While 
this  report  covers  the  year  1904,  much  of  the  information  was  not  received  until 
late  in  1906.  It  does  not  include  all  of  the  States  which  have  been  doing  the  most 
work  in  highway  improvement. 

Notwithstanding,  the  report  has  considerable  interest  because  it  shows  the 
total  mileage  of  roads  in  each  State;  the  number  of  miles  of  stone  and  gravel 
roads;  the  cost  per  mile  to  construct;  the  per  capita  cost,  and  the  total  value  of 
the  highways  of  the  State.   The  table  follows :

Ball  Mechanism  for  Speed  Changes 

The  accompanying  figure  illustrates  a  novel  change  of  speed  by  pinions  and 
balls  shown  at  the  recent  Exhibition  of  Small  Inventors  at  Paris. 

The  disk,  B,  contains  a  series  of  apertures  concentric  upon  three  different 
diameters.  Into  these  apertures,  which  are  equidistant,  are  inserted  balls  which 
are  incapable  of  escaping  from  their  housings,  inasmuch  as  the  latter  are  two  mm. 
smaller  than  the  balls'  diameter. 
They  are  kept  in  place  by  a  second 
disk  assembled  with  the  first  and 
forming  a  beafing  for  them. 

The  apparatus  shown  is  designed 
for  a  motor  car  with  revolving  rear 
axle.  The  motor  shaft  is  the  one 
to  the  right.  It  is  made  square 
for  the  sake  of  permitting  of  the 
sliding  of  the  pinion  H,  which  car- 
ries nut  G.  At  the  place  at  which 
this  nut  is  placed  is  a  recess  in 
which  engages  a  projection  on  the 
shaft  A.    This  latter  is  also  square,  ball  and  pinion  «peed  change  device 

and  the  pinion  F  is  capable  of  being  changed  upon  it  by  means  of  an  ap- 
propriate control  and  through  the  intermedium  of  a  fork  mounted  upon  a 
groove  E.  The  pinion  H  receives  the  motion  of  the  motor  and  causes  the 
disk  B  to  revolve.  If  the  pinion  F  be  so  displaced  as  to  mesh  with  the 
row  of  balls  C  and  toward  the  right,  the  first  speed  is  obtained.  If.  on  the 
contrary,  it  be  made  to  pass  to  the  left,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  axis  of  the 
disk,  the  reverse  motion  results.  If  the  pinion  F  is  in  gear  with  the  row  of  balls 
C  and  to  the  right  it  is  the  second  speed  that  is  obtained. 

Finally,  if  the  pinion  F  be  pushed  beyond,  the  third  speed  is  obtained  absolute- 
ly direct,  since  the  teeth  G  of  the  pinion  H  engage  with  the  same  teeth  of  the 
pinion  F  and,  disengaging  the  latter  from  the  row  of  balls  C,  renders  the  two 
parts  of  the  shaft  A  operatively  connected.  At  this  moment  the  motor  transmits 
its  power  to  the  hind  axle  without  any  intermedium. 


Milwaukee  Man  Has  Wheel  With  Pneumatic  Hub 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  April  27. — C.  F.  Marohn,  a  manufacturing  chemist  at 
No.  mi  Eighteenth  street,  this  city,  has  invented  an  automobile  wheel,  known 
as  the  "Pneumo  Wheel,,,  which,  he  believes,  will  become  an  important  factor  in 
the  automobile  industry  of  the  United  States.  The  wheel  is  designed  to  do  away 
with  the  pneumatic  outer  tire  and  is  the  only  patented  device  that  confines  the 
jar  and  vibration  entirely  inside  the  wheel. 

In  construction  the  Pneumo  Wheel  is  extremely  simple.    The  pneumatic 
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outer  tire  is  discarded  and  the  outer  tire  being  of  solid  rubber.  The  pneumatic 
tube  is  placed  within  the  hub  and  the  axle  passes  through  an  iron  sleeve  which  is 
incased  in  a  one-inch  solid  rubber  adjustment.  Surrounding  this  is  the  pneu- 
matic tube,  incased  in  the  inner  hub,  around  which  are  the  outer  hub,  spokes,  rim 
and  outer  solid  rubber  tire  above  mentioned.  The  device,  it  will  be  seen,  is  sim- 
plicity itself,  the  construction  being  as  follows  from  the  center  out:  Axle,  iron, 
sleeve,  solid  rubber,  hard  pneumatic  tire,  inner  hub,  outer  hub,  spokes,  rim, 
solid  rubber  tire.  Air  is  furnished  to  the  pneumatic  inner  tire  through  a  valve 
from  the  outer  hub. 

The  wheel  is  provided  with  a  large  plate  with  a  central  opening  of  the  axle 
and  a  concave  side  space  to  fit  over  the  half  of  the  air  chamber.  A  washer  fits 
within  this  plate,  preventing  its  rubbing  against  the  air  chamber.  Outside  the 
large  plate  mentioned  is  the  hub  plate  which  binds  the  parts  together.  The  air 
chamber  is  fully  protected  from  dirt  and  moisture  and  absorbs  the  jars  and  jolts 
in  the  same  way  as  if  upon  the  outer  wheel  rim  and  to  a  more  satisfactory  de- 
gree. 

The  Pneumo  tire  cannot  be  punctured  and  cannot  wear  out  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  wholly  covered  and  protected,  with  no  possibility  of  rubbing  or  friction. 

The  first  complete  set  of  wheels  made  by  Mr.  Marohn  are  now  in  use  on 
his  Mitchell  touring  car  in  Milwaukee,  where  he  has  given  them  such  a  thorough 
test  as  to  be  convinced  of  the  practical  utility  of  his  invention. 

The  Pneumo  Wheel  is  not  yet  put  on  the  market  but  will  undoubtedly  be 
manufactured  in  the  near  future. 


To  Regulate  the  Circulation  of  Water  in  the  Carburetter 

The  warmth  of  the  walls  of  a  carburetter  favors  the  explosive  qualities  of  the 
carhuretted  mixture,  when  the  temperature  of  the  water  derived  from  the  cyl- 
inders does  not  exceed  50°  C  (125*  F.).  But  when  a  prolonged  stress  is  required 
of  the  motor,  the  temperature  of  the  latter,  as  well  as  that  of  the  sides  of  the 
carburetter,  rises  in  spite  of  the  action  of  the  fan.    Upon  heavy  weights,  this 

anomaly  may  become  dangerous  in  summer. 
The  excessive  reheating  required  of  the 
~tS,  carburetter  diminishes  the  power  of  the 
I,         motor  in  consequence  of  the  expansion  of 
the  gases  aspired.    It  was  in  order  to  do 
away  with  such  an  inconvenience  that  the 
inventor  devised  the  apparatus  that  is  illustrated  herewith. 

In  an  ordinary  bronze  body  having  nearly  the  section  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying figure  is  inserted  by  force  a  cylinder  C,  of  drawn  brass,  having  on  the 
water-inlet  side  a  rectangular  aperture  of  f,  a  section  smaller  than  that  on  the 
water-outlet  side  F.  In  the  interior  of  the  cylinder  and  resting  upon  a  determinate 
quantity  of  mercury,  M,  there  is  a  piston  P  of  pressed  steel  drawn  downward 
by  a  weak  spring  R  of  hard  brass  wire. 

This  spring  bears  above  against  the  plug  B  of  the  body  of  the  apparatus. 
The  warm  water  enters  through  the  pipe  T  to  the  left,  fills  the  interior  of  the 
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interrupter  and  makes  its  exit  through  the  tube  T  to  the  right,  after  having 
communicated  its  heat  through  conductivity  to  the  apparatus  itself  and  to  the 
mercury  that  it  contains.  Under  such  circumstances,  almost  as  soon  as  the  ele- 
vation of  the  temperature  becomes  exaggerated,  the  expansion  of  the  mercury 
contained  in  the  bottom  of  the  apparatus  causes  the  movement  of  the  piston, 
which  then  closes  the  inlet  orifice  and  interrupts  the  circulation  of  the  water,  of 
which  the  portions  in  the  interior  of  the  apparatus  can  flow  through  the  groove 
F,  still  partially  open. 

When  the  temperature  descends  again,  the  volume  of  the  mercury  dimin- 
ishes, the  antagonistic  spring  acts  upon  the  piston,  and  the  inlet  orifice  becoming 
free,  the  circulation  of  water  begins  again.  The  apparatus  is  to  be  interposed 
between  the  carburetter  and  the  water  pipe  that  supplies  the  motor. 


Levy's  "Decentering  Compensator"  for  Preventing  Skidding 

The  wheel  of  an  automobile  is  always  submitted  to  three  kinds  of  forces, 
which  are :  efforts  of  traction,  the  weight  of  the  vehicle,  and  lateral  forces.  The 
two  first  are  in  the  same  plane,  at  right  angles  with  the  plane  of  the  lateral  stress- 
es. The  adhesion  will  be  equal  and  contrary  to  the  resultant  of  these  three  forces, 
says  Lc  Poids  Lourd. 

When  any  vehicle  is  running, 
the  resultant  of  these  three  forces 
varies  at  every  instant.  As  the  two 
wheels  of  the  same  axle  are  cap- 
able at  every  moment  of  pivoting 
around  a  vertical  axis,  they  tend  of 
themselves  to  remain  parallel  with 
the  direction  of  the  vehicle.  Such 
tendency  is  naturally  limited,  since, 
when  these  efforts  exceed  a  certain 
value,  (which  is,  however,  very 
variable  in  each  kind  of  vehicle), 
there  is  a  breakage  of  equilibrium, 
and  consequently  a  skidding. 

In  order  to  prevent  skidding  in  the  rear  axle,  for  example,  the  weight  and 
the  stress  of  traction  must  be  increased  in  an  absolutely  automatic  and  instantan- 
eous manner.  As  the  latter  does  not  vary,  it  cannot  be  modified.  The  vertical 
component  of  weight  must  therefore  be  acted  upon.  This  is  precisely  what  is 
done  by  the  apparatus  described  further  along,  which,  automatically,  and  in  an 
absolutely  progressive  manner,  causes  the  reaction  of  the  ground  upon  the  vehicle 
to  increase,  and,  consequently,  prevents  any  lateral  sliding. 

^  All  these  considerations  have  led  M.  Edward  Levy,  an  eminent  engineer,  to 
devise  a  system  called  the  "decentering  compensator."  This  is  a  sort  of  rolling 
sprag  or  ground-brake,  consisting  essentially  of  two  small  wheels  mounted  with 
double  or  ball  and  socket  joint  upon  the  same  axis,  which  is  fixed  beneath  the 
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chassis  of  the  vehicle  transversely  and  parallel  with  the  ground — say  upon  the 
hind  axle. 

This  axis,  carrying  at  its  two  extremities  the  two  wheels  provided  with  ball 
and  socket  joint,  is  arranged  in  such  a  way  as  to  compensate  for  the  coefficient 
of  adhesion  of  the  two  driving  wheels.  These  small  wheels  consist  of  a  series  of 
disks,  alternately  of  fibre  and  steel  plate.  The  profile  of  the  fellies  of  these  wheels 
is  such  that  the  rector  spokes  starting  from  the  center  of  the  socket  ball  of  each 
of  the  wheels  and  ending  at  the  curve  of  said  profile  continue  to  increase  from  the 
interior  plane  of  each  of  the  wheels.  The  profiles  of  the  fellies  of  the  two  wheels 
are  evidently  symmetrical.  As  each  of  the  two  small  wheels  is  mounted  with  a 
ball  and  socket  joint,  at  the  least  lateral  movement  of  the  hind-carriage  of  the 
vehicle,  the  rolling  plane  of  these  wheels  changes  and  the  radius  of  rotation  in- 
creases, and  tends  by  this  fact  to  lift  the  corresponding  side  of  the  chassis.  This 
occurs  by  reason  of  the  special  spring  mounting  and  of  the  circular  striae  which 
prevent  any  transverse  movement  of  the  two  wheels.  These  latter  swing  around 
their  respective  balls  which  are  placed  at  their  center  of  gravity. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  skidding,  the  proper  wheel  comes  into  contact  with  the 
ground  upon  greater  and  greater  radii  and  further  and  further  from  the  axis. 
The  effect  of  this  is  a  tendency  to  lift  the  corresponding  side  of  the  vehicle  and 
cause  not  only  the  action  of  the  spring,  but  also  the  weight  of  part  of  the  vehicle 
to  enter  as  a  factor  for  maintaining  the  vehicle  and  preventing  skidding. 

This  apparatus,  by  reason  of  its  principle  and  simplicity,  can  be  very  strongly- 
constructed  and  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great  utility  for  motor  'buses  and  city 
heavy-weights,  by  reason  of  the  great  security  that  it  offers. 


Electric  Horn  Adaptable  to  Ordinary  Patterns 

The  electric  device  represented 
herewith  has  the  advantage  over 
its  predecessors  in  being  adaptable 
to  the  horns  already  in  use.  It 
is  only  necessary  to  remove  the 
ordinary  rubber  bulb,  the  genera- 
tor of  sound,  and  to  substitute 
for  it  the  box  shown  in  the  figure, 
which  is  reproduced  from  Omnia. 

The  apparatus  is  regulated  by 
the  screw  A,  which  permits  of  the 
obtaining  of  a  sound  commensur- 
ate with  the  size  of  the  horn.  The 
mounting  of  the  apparatus  is  ex- 
ceedingly simple.  After  having 
screwed  the  "crack,"  as  the  device 
is  called,  to  the  bell,  its  wires 
are  connected,  on  the  one  hand, 
to  the  steering  wheel  on  which 
is  placed  the  warning  contact,  and,  on  the  other,  to  the  terminals  of  an 
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accumulator,  that  is  to  say,  if  the  car  is  provided  with  ignition  by  magneto.  As 
a  make-shift,  a  simple  dry  battery  on  a  small  motor  accumulator  suffices  for 
its  operation,  which  requires  an  intensity  of  from  2  to  10  amperes. 

The  sound  produced  by  the  apparatus  is  absolutely  the  same  as  that  or- 
dinarily given,  but  has  the  advantage  of  being  continuous.  Another  advantage 
of  the  apparatus  is  that  the  driver  can  sound  the  horn  with  it  without  taking  his 
hand  off  the  steering  wheel. 


Haynes  Brings  Out  a  30  HP.  Semi-Racer 

The  decision  of  the  Haynes  Automobile  Company  to  put  on  the  market  a 
duplicate  of  the  model  which  they  used  in  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  Race  as  a  high 
speed  runabout,  has  been  somewhat  altered  by  the  development  of  a  new  car  to 
be  called  the  Semi-Racer. 

This  is  a  handsome  runabout  body  placed  on  the  30  hp.  Model  S.  chassis, 
instead  of  on  the  50  hp.  Model  T.  It  was  found  that  the  50  hp.  runabout  had 
much  more  power  than  it  needed  for  its  light  body,  and  while  it  may  still  be  sup-

plied  to  order,  it  is  expected  that  the  lower  priced  30  hp.  car  will  have  a  wider 
sale. 

This  Semi-Racer  has  practically  unlimited  speed.  It  is  a  snappy,  serviceable- 
looking,  speedy  car,  painted  in  gray  with  black  stripes.  It  has  great  flaring 
fenders,  which  thoroughly  protect  the  passengers  from  flying  mud  or  dust.  A 
rumble  is  provided  on  the  tool  box  and  a  rack  for  trunks  or  dress  suit  cases.  As 
a  gentleman's  roadster  for  touring  parties  of  two  it  is  highly  desirable. 
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Many  Recommendations  Has  This  Device 

A  folding  wind  shield  that  is  automatically  and  securely  held  in  whatever 
position  it  is  put — open,  closed  or  tilted — and  that  can  be  operated  with  one  hand, 
without  necessitating  the  stopping  of  the  car,  is  a  device  that  has  a  bright  future. 

All  of  the  above  advantages,  and  more,  are  claimed  to  be  combined  in  the 
new  shield  which  the  Conover  Motor  Car  Co.,  Paterson,  N.  J.,  are  now  placing 
on  the  market.    The  shield  is  of  extremely  compact  and  neat  design,  and  con- 


structed entirely  of  brass  and  plate  glass.  The  framework  is  made  entirely  of 
brass  tubing,  doing  away  with  the  screws  used  in  made-up  brass  frames,  and 
reducing  the  weight.  The  absence  of  wood  also  adds  to  the.  durability  and  ap- 
pearance of  the  shield.  , 

A  coil  spring  is  so  arranged  at  the  hinge  between  the  two  sections  that  it 
holds  the  upper  portion  in  any  one  of  its  three  positions.  A  catch  holds  the  shield 
securely  in  its  upper  position  and  prevents  all  rattling.  This  catch  has  rounded 
corners,  and  allows  the  shield  to  be  opened  with  a  sharp  pull.  If  the  glass  becomes 
coated  with  mud  or  moisture,  it  is  easy  to  pull  it  open  and  wipe  off  the  glass  with 
one  hand,  while  if  a  free  view  ahead  is  desired  momentarily  the  same  operation 
suffices  to  give  it. 
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One  Way  of  Enlisting  the  Farmer's  Support 

Editor  Automobile  Topics: 

I  see  there  is  much  opposition  to  the  automobile  for  the  farmer,  and  believe 
it  could  be  easily  overcome  providing  some  large  manufacturing  plant  would 
place  on  the  market  a  one  and  two  seated  buggy  with  a  powerful  and  reliable 
single  cylinder  motor  power,  the  vehicle  to  have  high  wheels  with  solid  rubber 
tires  or  simply  a  rubber  tired  buggy  of  heavy,  strong  build;  the  vehicle  to  be 
speeded  up  to  about  18  miles  per  hour;  the  top  or  bed  to  be  made  in  two  styles, 
one  platform  to  carry  vegetables,  etc.,  another  bed  for  top  body  only ;  the  engine 
fly  wheel  to  be  so  arranged  that  a  belt  can  be  attached  to  run  various  machines 
such  as  corn  shelters,  feed  mills,  etc. 

These  machines  should  be  sold  the  same  as  harvesters,  by  agents  and  on  time, 
as  the  farmer  will  buy  on  time  when  he  would  not  pay  cash.  That  is  proven,  1 
think,  beyond  a  doubt  by  all  harvesters  and  other  farm  machine^  companies. 

Each  machine  should  be  thoroughly  explained  to  the  farmer  with  complete 
drawings  and  photographs  of  each  part,  with  instructions  in  its  use. 

The  machine  would  be  of  great  service  to  the  farmer  in  going  to  the  city 
early  mornings  with  vegetables,  berries,  fruit,  etc. 

The  price  should  be  within  $200,  all  plain  but  made  for  durability. 

I  firmly  believe  no  company  could  turn  them  out  rapidly  enough  if  they  were, 
sold  as  suggested.  By  going  from  farm  to  farm  and  taking  the  farmer  and  his 
family  for  a  ride,  and  by  repeating  this  a  few  times  the  sales  would  be  made. 

I  think  there  would  be  a  great  profit  besides,  as  stated  before,  removing  the 
prejudice  against  the  automobile  and  paving  the  way  for  better  roads.

Want  Glidden  Tourists  to  Enter  "Safe''  Speed  Contests 

Chicago,  April  29. — Preparations  for  the  coming  of  the  Glidden  tourists 
monopolize  a  considerable  part  of  the  attention  of  local  motorists.  The  Chicago 
Automobile  Club,  which  has  taken  the  initiative  in  preparing  for  the  two  days' 
halt  of  the  Gliddenites,  July  13  and  14,  has  authorized  its  racing  committee  to 
complete  plans  for  a  race  meet  on  Saturday,  July  13,  and  has  empowered  Presi- 
dent Ira  M.  Cobe  to  name  a  committee  of  three  to  have  general  charge  of  the 
festivities.    The  latter  body  has  not  yet  been  announced. 

Harlem  track  will  probably  be  used  for  the  speed  events.  Negotiations  are 
under  way  with  John  Condon,  the  "blind  turfman,"  who  owns  the  track,  for  its 
rejuvenation  for  racing  purposes.  It  was  on  this  track  nearly  three  years  ago 
that  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club  conducted  the  most  successful  race  meet  ever 
held  in  the  west.  The  track  is  the  only  oval  in  the  Chicago  district  which  has 
been  kept  in  condition  since  the  death  of  racing  hereabouts. 

Chairman  C.  E.  Gregory  of  the  racing  committee  does  not  deem  it  wise  to 
depend  upon  such  professional  speed-makers  as  Oldfield  and  others  of  his  ilk  to  ' 
attract  the  throngs.    Instead,  he  is  planning  to  attempt  to  induce  some  of  the 
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Glidden  drivers,  with  a  fondness  for  speed  dashes,  to  participate  in  some  special 
match  events.  No  event  on  the  program — which  Gregory  terms  a  matinee  rather 
than  a  race  meet — will  be  more  than  ten  miles  in  length.  To  promote  safety,  en- 
tries will  be  limited  in  each  event.  Stock  cars  or  high-powered  runabouts  will 
be  depended  upon  to  hold  interest. 

While  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  the  Glidden  cars  will  be  under  lock  and 
key  during  the  Chicago  halt,  Chairman  Gregory  believes  it  will  be  possible  to 
overcome  this  obstacle  in  the  case  of  the  Glidden  drivers  by  arranging  for  cars  for 
their  use  at  the  local  agencies.  Men  like  Ralph  Owen,  Frank  Nutt,  Guy 
Vaughan  and  others  will,  it  is  expected,  have  no  trouble  in  arranging  for  cars  to 
drive  at  Harlem. 


Up  Mt.  Hamilton  to  the  Lick  Observatory 

While  automobile  users  in  the  East  have  been  waiting  impatiently  for  the 
roads  to  open  up  enough  for  them  to  take  tours  of  a  day  or  more  in  length  their 
brethren  on  the  Pacific  coast  have  been  using  their  cars  daily.  Although  some 
of  the  roads  in  that  country  are  not  in  prime  condition  there  is  scarcely  a  locality 
where  some  runs  are  not  available. 

One  of  the  places  to  which  San  Franciscans  may  go  is  Mt.  Hamilton,  near 
San  Jose,  the  site  of  the  Lick  Observatory,  and  the  road  between  San  Jose  and 
the  observatory  is  one  that  tries  the  mettle  of  any  car.  As  the  crow  flies  the 
distance  would  be  but  thirteen  miles.  There  is,  however,  a  rise  of  4,200  feet  on 
the  way  to  Hamilton's  summit  and  the  road  has  exactly  365  turns,  or  one  for  each 
day  in  the  year.  So,  although  the  crow  says  thirteen,  the  distance  measuring 
machine  on  the  dash  says  twenty-eight  miles  when  the  climb  is  completed. 

One  hour  and  forty-five  minutes  has,  until  recently,  been  the  best  record  for 
the  course,  but  fifteen  minutes  was  clipped  from  that  amount  a  short  time  ago  by 
a  Thomas  Flyer,  in  which  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Woodruff  of  San  Francisco, 
Miss  Woodruff  and  Mr.  Sidney  Woodruff,  together  with  the  driver.  Mr.  Wood- 
ruff and  his  son  had  made  the  trip  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Jose  the  day  before. 

At  9:30  the  start  was  made  and  the  ascent  was  completed  at  exactly  11 
o'clock.  Not  a  stop  was  made  on  the  way.  When  about  half  the  distance  had 
been  covered  another  machine  was  seen  stranded  in  the  mud.  An  offer  of  help 
was  made  by  Mr.  Woodruff,  but  was  somewhat  summarily  refused  by  the  occu- 
pants of  the  second  automobile,  who  reached  the  top  of  the  mountain  a  couple 
of  hours  later,  they  having  to  work  an  hour  before  they  had  rescued  their  car. 

Mr.  Woodruff  was  formerly  in  the  contracting  business  in  Buffalo,  but  went 
to  San  Francisco  soon  after  the  earthquake  to  take  up  a  similar  line  of  endeavor 
there.  He  received  his  Thomas  Flyer  on  February  1,  and  has  used  it  every  day 
since,  his  single  delay  during  that  time  being  caused  by  a  nail  puncture.  He 
intends  within  a  short  time  to  make  another  ascent  of  Mt.  Hamilton,  and  believes 
that  with  his  present  knowledge  of  the  road  he  can  make  it  in  an  hour  and  fifteen 
minutes.

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


Departing  slightly  from  its  usual  method  of  publishing  each  week  in  "Preventives  and 
Remedies"  general  information  for  automobile  owners,  Automobile  Topics  inaugurates 
in  to-day's  issue  a  series  of  brief  and  concise  lessons  on  the  operation  and  care  of 
all  the  principal  cars  in  the  market  in  fhis  country.  Each  week  one  car  will  be  taken, 
and  its  particular  features  of  lubrication,  ignition,  cooling,  etc.,  will  be  dealt  with.  Such 
general  information  as  is  applicable  to  all  cars  will  be  limited,  but  specific  instruc- 
tions on  the  exclusive  features  of  each  car  will  be  given  fully.  This  week  the  Peer- 
less, 1907  car,  manufactured  by  the  Peerless  Motor  Car  Co.,  Cleveland,  O.,  will  be 
considered. 


On  the  1907  Peerless  an  automatic  oiler  is  located  on  the  exhaust  side  of  the  motor,  di- 
rectly in  front  of  the  dash.  The  heat  from  the  exhaust  pipe  insures  a  constant  flow  to 
the  sight  feeds  on  the  dash.  This  oiler  includes  reservoir  for  oil  (holding  one  gallon) 
and  positive  driven  pumps.  The  reservoir  should  be  filled  before  starting  on  a  trip  and 
a  gauge  on  the  side  shows  the  amount  in  the  tank.  The  oil  is  pumped  to  the  sight  feeds 
and  the  amount  used  can  be  regulated  by  small  hand  screws  located  at  the  top  of  the 
glass  gauges.  From  this  sight  gauge  the  oil  is  drawn  by  suction  to  six  individual  oil  pumps 
inside  the  lubricator,  and  then  pumped  into  the  six  tubes  leading  to  the  four  cylinders  and 
two  compartments  of  the  crank  case.  Smoke  from  the  exhaust  is  sure  evidence  of  too 
much  oil. 


The  crank  shaft,  bearings,  wrist-pins,  cam  shafts  and  cams  are  oiled  by  splash  from  the 
dip  of  the  connecting  rods  into  the  reservoir  of  the  crank  case.  After  about  x6oo  miles 
the  oil  in  the  crank  oase  will  become  dirty  and  should  be  drawn  off  and  the  case  flushed 
with  kerosene  and  refilled  with  fresh  oil.  There  is  a  plug  and  pet  cock  in  the  bottom  of 
each  compartment  and  the  oil  is  readily  drawn  off  by  this  means.  The  correct  level  of 
oil  in  refilling  is  regulated  by  stand  pipes  connected  to  the  pet  cocks  under  the  crank 
case  chambers.  Open  the  cocks  and  fill  the  case  until  oil  drips  from  them,  and  let  all  the 
excess  oil  run  off.    Care  should  be  taken  not  to  leave  the  crank  oase  drain  cocks  open. 

The  transmission  case  should  have  the  grease  renewed  once  a  month,  with  about  five 
pounds  of  grease  to  which  add  one  quart  of  light  paraffine  oil.  This  lubricates  the 
shafts,  yokes,  levers  and  all  wearing  parts.  The  four  beatings  are  lubricated  by  a  manifold 
oiler  at  the  front  of  the  transmission  case,  which  should  be  filled  each  trip.  The  uni- 
versal joints  between  the  clutch  and  transmission  and  between  the  transmission  and  rear 
axle  are  housed  in  leather  cases,  and  should  be  repacked  With  grease  once  in  two  months. 
The  wheel  should  be  taken  off  and  packed  with  grease  once  in  two  months  or  oftener, 
depending  on  usage.    The  oilers  on  top  of  the  front  and  rear  hubs  should  be  filled  daily. 


Under  ordinary  conditions  the  bevel  and  differential  ^ears  should  be  cleaned  once  in  three 
months,  and  new  grease  tvell  worked  in.  Careful  daily  attention  should  be  given  to  the  fol- 
lowing grease  cups;  (1)  on  the  right  of  the  water  pump,  exhaust  side  of  motor;  (2)  and 
(3)  on  front  and  rear  ends  of  connecting  rod  between  steering  column  and  steering  knuck- 
les; (4)  on  base  of  steering  column;  (5)  on  the  cranking  device  under  the  radiator  well  in 
front;  (6)  on  the  collar  behind  the  spring  on  the  clutch;  (7)  on  fan  shaft;  (8)  and  on 
driving  shaft  between  clutch  and  transmission.  These  should  be  filled  with  grease  and 
screwed  down  one  turn  each  day.  When  down  as  far  as  possible,  unscrew  and  fill  with 
grease  again. 


Small  oil  cups  are  located  as  follows:  Top  of  case  covering  half  time  shaft  to  water 
pump.    On  brass  cover  operating  drive  to  main  oil  pump.    At  ends  of  springs.    On  steering

With  the  exception  that  the  number  of  miles  of  improved  State  roads  con- 
stantly increases,  this  week's  route  has  undergone  little  change  since  it  was  orig- 
inally published.  The  road  is  directly  through  Worcester,  but  after  passing 
Marlboro  a  more  northerly  route  is  taken  than  the  one  through  Framingham  and 
Wellesley.  It  passes  through  Wayland,  near  where  is  Longfellow's  famous 
"Wayside  Inn,"  and  Waltham,  making  the  distance  from  New  York  to  Boston 
243.5  miles.    The  details  follow: 


SPRINGFIELD : 

Continue  on  Maine  street  to  (Masonic 
Temple)  State  street;  turn  right  into 
State  street,  iY2  miles  beyond  take  left 
fork,  and  1^2  miles  further  right  fork 
(Boston  road).  Continue  to  sign  "Pal- 
mer 5  miles"  where  take  left  fork 'to 
NORTH  WILBRAHAM  (158.6  miles). 
Pass  railroad  station,  turn  left  under 
tracks  and  immediately  right.  Going 
into  Palmer  be  careful  on  sharp,  wind- 
ing down-grade  with  narrow  bridge  at 
bottom.  After  crossing  bridge  turn 
right  and  go  under  track  to 
PALMER  (164  miles). 

Straight  through  town  to  railroad 
bridge;  do  not  cross  bridge,  but  turn 
left  one  block  to  white  church;  turn 
right  and  immediately  left  around 
church  to  end  of  block  and  again  right 
at  red  schoolhouse  and  straight  ahead 
on  State  road,  paralleling  tracks  for 
four  miles.  Avoid  bridge  to  the  right 
over  tracks,  but  keep  straight  ahead  on 
sandy  road,  which,  a  mile  beyond,  crosses 
Quaboag  River,  and  under  tracks  and 
turn  sharp  left  to 
WEST  BRIM  FIELD  (169.6  miles). 

Take  left  fork  over  tracks  and  turn  right 
to 

WEST  WARREN  (1732  miles). 
Direct  to 

WARREN  (1754  miles). 

Bear  right  across  tracks  and  turn  left. 
At  forks  just  beyond  Lake  Wickaboag 
take  left  to  West  Brookfield,  where 
take  right  fork,  and  one-eighth  mile 
beyond  again  turn  right  to  Brookfield. 
At  Brookfield  Hotel  turn  right  one 
block  and  left  at  white  church.  At  water 
tank  further  on,  turn  right  into  Spencer 
road  and  one-eighth  mile  further  turn 
left  to 


EAST  BROOKFIELD  (185.3  miles). 

Keep  left  fork  at  Furnace  Pond,  and 
again  left  at  next  fork,  and  follow  trol- 
ley into 
SPENCER  (188.5  miles). 

Direct  to 
LEICESTER  (1934  miles). 

Direct  to 
WORCESTER  (199.6  miles). 

From  City  Hall  follow  Front  street  to 
railroad  station  and  turn  left,  keep  left 
at  next  fork  (Shrewsbury  street). 
Straight  ahead  to  and  across  Lake  Quin- 
sigamond,  and  mile  beyond  take  left  fork 
(Maple  street)  into 
SHREWSBURY  (205  miles). 

Contine  to 
NORTHBORO  (209.6  miles). 

Cross  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  tracks 
and  continue  on  State  road  to 
MARLBORO  (215.6  miles). 

Continue  past  Soldiers'  Monument  and 
City  Hall  to  end  of  Main  street,  where 
turn  left  up  Main  street  to  Middle- 
sex Square;  keep  right  fork  to  Boston 
State  road,  passing  Wayside  Inn  to

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knuckles,  and  at  ends  of  cross  rods.  On  all  brake  and  clutch  rods.  On  all  brake  knuckles. 
On  top  of  shaft  in  the  commutator  box,  and  half  way  down  the  vertical  casing  carrying  the 
commutator  shaft  The  entire  lubricating  system  should  be  gone  over  every  month.  Too 
much  oil  is  better  than  too  little. 


The  gasolene  tank  is  under  the  front  seat  and  holds  18  gallons.  On  the  right  hand 
side  directly  under  the  tank  is  a  shut-off  valve  which  should  be  closed  when  the  car 
stands  idle  any  length  of  time.  Midway  between  the  tank  and  the  carburetter  in  the  gaso- 
lene pipe  is  a  filter  to  catch  dirt  and  water  in  the  gasolene.  The  filter  should  be  cleaned 
occasionally.  The  carburetter  may  be  drained  by  shutting  off  the  gasolene  at  the  tank  and 
draining  through  the  above  filter. 


The  ignition  system  is  by  jump  spark,  with  two  sets  of  storage  batteries.  A  switch 
lever  connects  to  one  battery  when  it  is  thrown  to  the  extreme  right,  and  with  the  other 
when  thrown  to  the  extreme  left.  When  the  plug  is  removed  it  is  impossible  to  start 
the  car.  The  plug  should  be  removed  when  the  car  is  idle  to  prevent  exhausting  the  bat- 
teries. Each  battery  has  complete  instructions  for  the  care  and  changing  of  the  bat- 
teries pasted  in  the  top,  and  these  directions  should  be  followed  carefully. 


The  worm  and  gear  steering  mechanism  cm  the  1907  Peerless  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  and  improved,  allowing  not  only  for  the  usual  take-up  for  lost  motion,  but 
when  any  of  the  teeth  on  the  gear  show  too  much  wear,  by  disconnecting  the  arm  from 
the  gear  to  the  connecting  rod,  and  giving  the  steering  wheel  five  complete  turjis,  a  com- 
plete new  set  of  teeth  will  be  brought  into  position  for  use. 


The  clutch  is  of  the.  internal  expanding  type,  the  steel  band  being  covered  with  leather. 
In  addition  to  keeping  the  bearings  well  lubricated,  it  is  essential  to  see  that  the  leather 
band  is  kept  in  good  condition.  It  is  advisable  to  keep  it  filled  sufficiently  with  oil  to  make 
it  pliable.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  use  too  much  oil,  which  would  tend  to  make  the 
band  slippery,  but  in  the  case  of  a  new  band  it  is  better  to  have  too  much  oil  than  too  little, 
for  its  action  is  rather  stiff  and  it  needs  to  be  well  worn  in.  The  standing  rule  is,  oil  the 
clutch  when  it  takes  hold  too  quickly,  and  if  it  slips  adjust  at  once.  To  adjust  the  clutch 
and  take  up  the  wear  of  the  leather  band,  an  adjusting  screw  is  located  in  the  center  of  the 
expanding  arm,  right  under  the  rim  of  the  clutch  drum.  First  throw  out  the  clutch  by 
setting  the  emergency  brake  and  then  turn  the  screw  to  the  left  One-half  turn  should  be 
enough  for  adjustment  If  for  any  reason  the  screw  is  turned  to  the  right,  the  clutch 
should  be  first  thrown  in  by  releasing  the  pedal.  To  increase  the  tension  of  the  clutch 
spring,  loosen  the  three  lock  nuts  of  the  spring  adjusting  set  screws,  and  turn  the  screws 
to  the  right 


The  brakes  act  on  drums  on  each  wheel,  being  operated  through  equalizers  which  givte 
an  even  pressure  on  each  wearing  surface.  The  foot  brakes  are  made  of  steel  bands,  fiber 
lined,  and  operate  on  the  drums  externally.  When  not  engaged  the  external  bands  are 
kept  from  the  drum  by  means  of  springs  at  top  and  rear.  The  emergency  hand  brake 
operated  by  the  outside  lever  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  car,  engages  the  drums  in- 
ternally and  are  bronze  bands,  expanded  by  a  wedged  cam  lever.  These  brakes  are  held 
away  from  the  drum  by  means  of  springs.  After  a  time  it  may  be  found  necessary  to 
adjust  these  brakes  to  take  up  for  wear.  This  may  be  easily  accomplished  by  screwing  up 
the  brake  rod  clevises  to  the  rear  of  the  equalizers  until  the  proper  adjustment  is  reached. 
Care  should  be  taken  not  to  screw  up  these  devices  so  far  that  the  band  will  "drag"  on  the 
drum.  By  jacking  up  the  axle  so  the  wheel  will  clear  the  floor,  and  spinning  the  wheels 
around  by  hand  with  the  brakes  in  released  position,  it  may  be  readily  noticed  if  there  is 
any  of  this  "dragging"  action.  The  foot  brake  exerts  pressure  only  on  the  drum,  as  stated 
above.  The  hand  emergency  brake  not  only  operates  internally  on  the  drum,  but  at  the 
same  time  disengages  the  clutch.  It  is  advisable  when  leaving  the  car  standing  to  engage 
the  emergency  brake.  This  will  prevent  the  car  from  rolling,  and  at  the  same  time,  the 
clutch  being  disengaged,  the  car  is  securely  locked.

It  is  planned  by  the  doctors  of  San  Francisco  to  hold  a  run  to  Del  Monte  soon,  and  while 
there  they  will  attend  the  annual  convention  of  the  State  Medical  Society.  There  arc  possi- 
bilities that  a  doctors'  automobile  club  will  be  formed  during  the  convention. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Hartford  Automobile  Club  last  week  the  club  voted  to  have 
an  orphans'  day,  and  designated  May  18  as  the  time  for  the  joyous  occasion,  and  should 
bad  weather  prevail  the  event  will  occur  a  week  hence.

He  was  elected 
an  honorary  member  of  the  club  and  is  the  only  man  thus  far  so  honored.  W.  F.  Fuller 
has  succeeded  Mr.  Morse  as  president  of  the  club,  the  latter  intending  to  depart  before  long 
for  a  tour  of  Europe.

be  conducted  May  6  and  7.  The  run  covers  a 
distance  of  a  fraction  over  205  miles,  and  is  over  some  of  the  most  picturesque  country  in 
central  Pennsylvania.  On  the  first  day  of  the  run,  88.6  miles  will  be  covered  before  the 
night  stop  is  reached,  at  York.  On  the  second  day  a  trip  of  1167  miles  will  be  made, 
and  the  historic  country  around  Gettysburg  and  through  the  Mt.  Alto  State  Forestry 
Reservation  will  be  gone  through.  The  first  car  to  depart  in  the  contest  for  The  Patriot 
cups  on  Monday  morning,  May  6,  will  leave  at  7  o'clock  and  will  proceed  to  Lebanon, 
where  the  first  checking  station  will  be  established.  The  distance  is  26  miles, 
and  ninety  minutes  will  be  allowed  each  car  to  make  its  first  station.  From 
Lebanon  the  route  lays  through  Cornwall,  Mount  Hope,  Manheim,  Petersburg. 
Millersville  into  Lancaster,  where  the  second  checking  station  will  be  established. 
Two  hours  will  be  allowed  to  make  the  run  of  over  40  miles.  Leaving  Lancaster 
the  route  will  continue  by  way  of  Marietta  to  Columbia,  where  another  checking 
station  will  be  established  just  before  the  cars  are  obliged  to  cross  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  bridge  over  the  Susquehanna  River.  One  hour  is  allowed  for  this  run  and  then 
the  final  run  into  the  night  control  in  York  must  be  made  in  40  minutes.  On  the  second 
day  of  the  run  the  contestants  will  leave  York  and  pass  over  splendid  roads  to  Abbottstown. 
Hanover,  Littlestown  and  then  to  Gettysburg,  where  a  checking  station  is  established, 
and  each  car  allowed  two  hours  and  45  minutes  for  the  run  from  York.  The  route  carries 
each  car  through  part  of  the  historic  Gettysburg  battlefield  and  thence  on  to  Chambers- 
burg,  where  the  second  checking  station  will  be  placed.  One  hour  and  45  minutes  will  be 
allowed  for  this  run  of  scarcely  thirty  miles.  From  Chambersburg  the  route  will  run  down 
the  Cumberland  Valley,  through  Sfrippinsburg  to  Carlisle,  where  the  third  checker  will  be 
stationed.  For  this  distance  of  thirty-three  miles,  two  hours  running  time  will  be  allowed. 
From  Carlisle  the  cars  will  enter  the  home  stretch  for  the  final  checking  in  at  Harrisburg. 
and  one  hour  will  be  allowed  to  make  the  run  of  20  miles. 


With  a  view  to  financially  aiding  the  Pennsylvania  Epileptic  Hospital  and  Colony  Farm 
and  other  charitable  institutions  of  Philadelphia,  the  women  enthusiasts,  included  among 
whom  are  many  society  leaders,  are  promoting  a  motor  carnival  to  be  conducted  at  the 
Belmont  Driving  Park,  Saturday  afternoon,  May  4.  The  day's  program  will  consist  of 
18  numbers.  There  will  be  duplicate  classes  open  to  owners  only  and  for  manufacturers 
and  agents  for  runabouts  costing  under  and  over  $2,500;  touring  cars  costing  under  $3,000; 
from  $3,000  to  $S,ooo  and  $5,000  and  upwards ;  gymkhana,  obstacle  and  brake  contests  and  a 
time  race,  in  which  ladies  will  drive.  There  will  also  be  a  class  for  limousine  and  electric 
cars  suitable  for  park  and  town  use  and  a  class  for  decorated  cars.  Valuable  cups  have 
been  offered  for  the  winners  in  each  class,  and  blue,  red,  yellow  and  white  rosettes  will 
be  awarded  as  at  horse  shows. 


Students  of  Yale  College  who  recently  formed  an  automobile  club,  had  a  very  lively 
time  at  a  half-mile  race  track  about  ten  miles  from  New  Haven,  on  Saturday  afternoon 
of  last  week.  The  event  of  the  day  which  proved  the  most  popular,  was  an  obstacle  race, 
in  which  there  were  so  many  entries  that  lots  had  to  be  drawn  to  determine  who  the 
lucky  contestants  were  to  be.  A  beer-drinking  contest  at  the  end  of  each  heat  was  a  feature 
of  the  race.  The  race  was  called  a  "crew-race,"  each  of  the  two  automobiles  carrying 
a  crew  of  four  men.  On  the  arrival  at  the  grand  stand  the  individual  members  of  the 
crews  were  required  to  alight  and  consume  a  foaming  stein  of  beer.  Kenneth  Shafter 
and  his  companions,  in  a  Pope-Toledo,  won  the  first  heat  of  the  race  both  on  speed 
and  on  the  form  they  displayed  in  emptying  the  steins  between  taps.  The  race  was  so 
popular  that  a  second  heat  was  run  and  C.  W.  Belcher  and  crew  carried  off  the  laurels 
and  two  steins  each  of  beer  and  froth.  This  race  was  not  under  faculty  auspices,  but  was 
witnessed  by  a  host  of  students  who  journeyed  out  in  their  cars  to  see  the  contests.

dustlessness  and  enduring  qualities.  While  the 
use  of  tarred  gravel  in  itself  is  by  no  means  new,  the  method  of  preliminary  treatment  used 
in  this  case  appears  to  be  somewhat  novel,  and  is  said  to  produce  better  results  than  are  ob- 
tained by  simpler  means.  The  macadam  is  prepared  from  gravel  of  a  fineness  from  \i  to 
i%  inches  in  diameter  and  is  freed  of  all  earthly  matter.  This  gravel  is  first  heated  in  a 
specially  constructed  machine,  and  from  a  revolving  drum  is  subjected  to  the  action  of  liquid 
tar,  so  that  each  particle  of  gravel  becomes  covered  with  a  uniform  coating.  The  tarred 
gravel  is-  then  put  up  in  heaps,  covered  and  allowed  to  remain  so  from  eight  to  ten  weeks. 
It  is  asserted  that  during  that  period  fermentation  occurs  which  causes  the  tar  to  penetrate 
into  the  pores  of  the  gravel  and  in  this  way  lessens  the  formation  of  dust.  In  covering 
the  road  with  this  material  the  most  painstaking  cleanliness  must  be  observed  and  dry 
weather  must  be  awaited.  No  foreign  matter  must  become  mixed  with  the  macadam. 
In  rolling  it  no  water  must  be  used.  The  cost  of  preparing  the  macadam  is  small,  thirty- 
four  pounds  of  tar  being  sufficient  per  cubic  yard  of  gravel,  or  where  limestone  is  used 
forty-three  pounds.  The  machine  is  operated  by  four  laborers  and  furnishes  from  thirteen 
to  twenty  cubic  yards  per  day. 


Thin  plates  of  metal,  about  a  foot  square,  one  side  of  which  is  shaped  into  a  semi-circle, 
fitting  close  up  behind  the  back  tires,  is  an  English  device  used  for  the  purpose  of 
minimizing  the  dust  nuisance.  These  shields  are  stayed  out  from  the  back  axle  about 
eighteen  inches  from  the  ground,  and  as  the  dust  is  drawn  up  by  the  tires  they  catch 
it  and  deflect  it  toward  the  earth  again  without  allowing  it  to  rise  to  the  level  of  the  air 
eddies  caused  by  the  vacuum  formed  immediately  behind  the  back  of  the  car. 


The  Nice  Automobile  Club  has  been  instrumental  in  raising  the  sum  of  20,000  francs,  which 
will  be  used  in  tarring  the  road  between  Nice  and  Monte  Carlo. 


A  plan  for  the  expenditure  of  $4,500,000  for  the  construction  of  roads  throughout  the 
island  of  Cuba  during  the  coming  year  has  been  approved  by  Gov.  Magoon.  The  scheme 
is  one  prepared  by  Col.  Black,  superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in- 
volves the  expenditure  of  $13,000,000,  but  it  will  take  several  years  to  carry  out  the  plan. 
Gov.  Magoon  will  only  authorize  the  expenditure  for  the  first  year's  work. 

Doctor  Carl,  an  eminent  chemist  of  Bordeaux,  France,  recommends  salt  extracted  from 
sea  water  for  laying  dust  on  the  streets.  He  points  out  that  the  sea  water  abounds  in 
carbonate  of  magnesium  and  carborate  of  calcium,  which  are  strongly  hydroscopic,  collecting 
moisture  from  the  atmosphere.  The  presence  of  these  chemicals  in  the  surface  material 
tends  to  keep  the  dust  damp  and  prevent  it  being  blown  about  When  sea  water  is 
evaporated  in  shallow  trays  by  the  rays  of  the  sun  the  different  salts  crystallize  in  their 
order  of  insolubility,  chloride  of  sodium  or  common  salt  being  the  first  to  separate, 
while  the  others,  being  more  soluble,  accumulate  in  the  remaining  water.  A  few  quarts 
of  this  "mother  sea  water,"  which  has  no  other  value,  if  mixed  with  a  ton  of  ordinary 
water  will,  Dr.  Carl  declares,  be  found  most  efficacious  in  laying  the  dust. 


The  highway  committee  of  the  Binghamton  Automobile  Club  on  May  1  will  begin  the  work 
of  putting  up  signs  at  various  points  through  Broome  County  for  the  benefit  of  motorists. 


By  direction  of  State  Highway  Commissioner  Snow  of  Washington,  work  has  been 
resumed  on  the  Cowlitz  pass  State  road,  for  the  Washington  Legislature  recently  appro- 
priated $40,000.  Work  will  also  be  resumed  on  the  Methow-Barron  road  in  Okanogan 
County,  for  which  there  is  an  appropriation  of  $12,000  waiting. 
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MOTOR  BOATS 


Cupid,  a  47-foot  power  boat  recently  completed  from  plans  and  specifications  of  Henry 
J.  Gielow,  for  Louis  Bossert,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  has  been  given  a  trial  trip  on  Long 
Island  Sound  over  a  twenty  nautical  mile  course  and  made  a  fine  showing  in  the  heavy  wind 
and  sea  running  at  the  time.  Running  with  the  wind  and  against  the  tide,  her  speed 
averaged  5m.  38s.  per  knot,  and  running  against  the  wind  and  with  the  tide  her  average 
speed  was  5m.  42s.  per  nautical  mile,  making  the  average  speed  for  the  total  run  10.6 
knots  an  hour,  which  is  equivalent  to  12.2  statute  miles  an  hour.  The  construction  is  of  * 
simple,  but  thoroughly  substantial  style,  her  keel,  stern  and  stern  post  being  of'oak,  ner 
planking  of  yellow  pine,  and  her  frames  of  selected  oak  steamed  and  bent  All  her  fasten- 
ings are  of  copper.  She  has  a  large  self-bailing  cockpit,  and  forward  of  this  is  a  house 
of  the  hunting  cabin  type,  arranged  in  a  very  simple  manner,  giving  good  accommodations 
for  three  or  four  persons  on  a  cruise. 


Five  entries  have  been  received  for  the  long-distance  boat  race  from  New  Rochelle  to 
Marblchead,  Mass.,  which  is  to  start  July  20.  Two  of  the  entries  are  from  Boston,  two 
from  New  York  and  one  from  Providence.  The  Bridgeprt  boat,  the  Argo,  owned  by 
John  Armstrong,  is  the  latest  entry.    She  measures  36  feet  over  all. 


An  interesting  program  has  been  laid  out  by  those  in  charge  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
many  visits  of  yachtsmen  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition  this  summer.  It  is  estimated' that 
at  least  a  thousand  yachts  of  all  types  will  visit  Hampton  Roads  during  the  time  the  expo- 
sition is  open.  To  facilitate  the  work  of  navigation  the  officers  of  the  Motor  Boat  Club 
of  America,  which  has  decided  to  have  its  annual  cruise  this  year  to  Hampton  Roads,  are 
furnishing  yachtsmen  who  contemplate  the  trip  with  some  timely  information  concerning  the 
inside  and  outside  routes  between  New  York  and  Norfolk,  Va.  Charts  will  be  furnished  to 
all  clubs  or  owners  who  desire  to  join  with  the  Motor  Boat  Club  of  America  in  the  cruise, 
which  will  start  from  New  York  on  Saturday  morning,  August  24,  arriving  at  Hampton 
Roads  in  time  for  the  beginning  of  the  races.  Courses  will  be  selected  for  the  motor  boat 
races  that  will  give  all  who  attend  the  exposition  every  opportunity  of  reviewing  them  from 
the  exposition  shores. 


Members  of  the  Motor  Yacht  Club  of  Great  Britain  have  been  discussing;  the  advisability 
of  conforming  to  a  one-design  class  of  motorboats.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  members 
who  have  announced  their  intention  of  building  to  the  class,  it  was  found  that  the  racing 
boat  or  semi-racing  boat  was  quite  out  of  favor,  the  general  wish  appearing  to  be  for  a 
class  of  boat  which  would  give  more  comfort,  and  enable  owners  to  cruise  in  rough 
waters.   

A  MOTORBOAT  propeller  of  novel  design  has  been  invented  by  M.  John  P.  Koch,  of  Antwerp. 
The  device,  which  it  is  claimed  will  produce  abnormal  speed,  is  of  huge  dimensions,  its 
circumference  equaling  the  girth  of  the  craft  at  its  bulkiest  point.  By  the  rapidity  of  its 
revolutions  the  propeller,  which  is  located  in  the  front  of  the  boat,  produces  a  perfect 
vacuum,  into  which  it  rushes,  dragging  the  hull,  which  is  almost  wholly  submerged,  after 
it.    The  inventor  expects  his  boat  to  attain  a  speed  of  75  miles  an  hour. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  British  Motor  Boat  Club  to  hold  a  two-days'  meeting  at  Dover 
on  July  4  and  5,  the  club  starting  its  cruiser  races  from  Dover  to  Ostend  on  July  6  for  the 
Belgian  Motor  Yacht  Club.  The  British  club  has  just  fixed  up  the  season's  programme, 
which  contains  a  series  of  events  to  extend  from  May  to  September. 


Motorboat  owners  of  La  Crosse,  Wis.,  have  organized  the  La  Crosse  Boat  Club,  and  one 
of  the  first  undertakings  of  the  new  organization  will  be  the  erection  of  a  $5,000  clubhouse. 
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AER  ONAUTICS 


While  schools  for  aeronauts  in  this  country  have  not  been  thought  of  as  yet,  they  are  by 
no  means  an  unknown  quantity  in  Europe.  France  has  had  such  a  school  for  a  great 
many  years,  and  Germany  is  just  organizing  one.  The  New  Aeronautic  School  is  the  name 
by  which  this  latest  institution  will  be  known,  and  it  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Paul 
Spiegel,  an  aeronaut  -with  6,000  ascensions  to  his  credit.  In  France  instruction  in  ballooning 
is  given  by  clubs,  of  which  there  are  four  in  Paris  and  five  elsewhere,  and  by  the  govern- 
ment, which  has  two. 


With  ten  passengers  aboard,  the  giant  balloon  TAigle  ascended  at  St.  Cloud,  France,  last 
week,  and  remained  aloft  for  15  hours'  time,  traversing  a  distance  of  about  100  miles. 
A  smaller  balloon,  the  Micromegas,  carrying  one  passenger,  ascended  at  the  same  time, 
and  in  a  period  of  12  hours  covered  a  distance  of  192  miles. 


According  to  the  rules  governing  the  International  Balloon  Contest  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis, 
the  Italian  entries  of  Vonwiller  and  Usuelli  will  have  to  be  rejected.  The  entries  of 
these  aeronauts  were  received  after  the  expiration  of  the  delay  allowed  by  the  regulations 
of  the  contest.  The  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  International  Committee  and  it  is 
hoped  that  some  means  will  be  found  by  which  Italy  may  be  represented. 


A  number  of  French  clubs  devoted  to  aerial  matters  have  been  affiliated  with  the  Aero 
Club  of  France  as  follows:  The  Academie  Aeronautique,  the  Aero-Club  du  Nord,  the 
Aero-Club  du  Sud-Ouest,  the  Aeronautique-Club,  the  Club  Aeronautique  de  TAube  and 
the  aeronautic  section  of  the  Automobile- Club  de  Nice. 


Judges,  including  two  delegates  of  the  Ministry  of  War,  have  been  appointed  by  the  Aero 
Club  of  France  in  connection  with  the  third  annual  competition  for  photography  from 
balloons.  Several  important  prizes  are  offered,  and  entries  will  be  received  until  November 
15th. 


The  managing  committee  of  the  Aero  Club  of  France  have  selected  two  of  the  three 
French  aeronauts  who  are  to  pilot  balloons  in  the  International  contest  at  St.  Louis  this 
fall.  They  are  M.  Rene  Gasmier  and  M.  Alfred  Le  Blanc.  The  third  pilot  will  be  named 
about  May  15. 


Elaborate  preparations  are  being  made  by  the  Aero  Club  of  St.  Louis,  with  a  view  to  mak- 
ing a  decided  success  of  the  international  balloon  contest  for  the  Bennett  cups,  which  is 
to  be  held  in  that  city  next  October.  The  organization  has  already  collected  by  subscrip- 
tion and  otherwise,  the  sum  of  $6,000,  with  which  to  pay  for  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  the 
balloon  which  will  defend  the  club  in  the  race,  and  to  aid  in  entertaining  the  American 
and  foreign  representatives. 


Arrangements  are  being  made  by  members  of  the  Aero  Club  of  America  to  secure  a  few 
homing  pigeons  to  take  up  with  them  in  ascensions  this  spring. 


The  German  military  authorities  have  organized  a  company  composed  of  three  officers,  ten 
non-commissioned  officers,  and  seventy-five  men,  all  taken  from  the  infantry  arm,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  experiments  with  dirigible  balloons.

Sauniere;  vice-presidents,  M.  Roger  Aubry,  M.  V.  Bacon  and  M.  Pietri;  treasurers,  M.

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The  Wobblers  and  Sealed  Mechanism 

It  takes  all  sorts  of  people  to  make  a  world,  and  perhaps  that  is  why  no  set 
of  rules  can  be  framed  that  will  make  contests  satisfactory  to  everybody. 

Ever  since  there  have  been  automobile  contests  the  same  outcry  has  gone  up 
over  the  rules  promulgated,  the  same  attempt  has  been  made  to  revise  them  so 
as  to  meet  the  objections,  the  same  utter  failure  has  attended  these  efforts,  and 
yet  the  merry  game  of  revision  and  amendment,  of  addition,  subtraction  and 
multiplication  of  rules  has  gone  on  and  on,  and  probably  will  continue  to  do  so 
until  the  end  of  the  chapter. 

The  chief  objection  made  to  the  Glidden  rules  was  that  they  were  too  lenient, 
inasmuch  as  instead  of  a  real  contest  they  provided  for  a  pleasure  jaunt.  Yet, 
strangely  enough,  at  the  same  time  this  objection  was  made  it  was  strongly  urged 
that  the  one  approach  to  strenuosity  in  the  rules,  viz.,  the  proviso  that  all  parts 
used  for  repairs  or  replacements  should  be  carried  on  the  contesting  car  at  the 
start,  should  be  eliminated  and  the  contestants  permitted  to  obtain  parts  as  wanted 
when  and  how  they  could.  For  a  wonder  the  committee  stood  firm  and  it  is  now 
announced  that  the  rule  will  stand. 

Xo  sooner  was  it  given  out  last  week  that  the  Automobile  Club  of  America 
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would  promote  just  such  a  contest  as  has  been  called  for  so  insistently,  a  contest 
held  under  rules  purposely  framed  to  test  the  reliability  and  dependability  of 
competing  cars  under  actual  road  conditions,  than  objections  sprang  up  on  all 
sides.  "The  rules  are  too  severe,"  it  was  said.  "They  bear  too  hardly  on  the 
contesting  cars/'  exclaimed  others.  These  objections  were  leveled  at  the  proposal 
to  seal  the  mechanism  of  the  cars  and  let  the  public  see  wThat  they  could  do  under 
these  conditions.  Here,  it  seems,  were  too  severe  conditions.  The  contest  ele- 
ment is  present  to  too  great  a  degree.  "Emasculate  the  rules,  draw  their  teeth, 
render  them  innocuous,"  cried  the  protestants.  In  other  words,  the  very  men 
who  have  been  crying  for  a  duel  to  the  death  are  the  first  to  throw  up  their  hands 
and  confess  that  they  were  not  in  earnest. 

The  sealed  mechanism  contest  is  all  right.  It  means  something,  and  while 
it  might  bear  hardly  on  some  cars  it  would  turn  a  searchlight  on  all  those  com- 
peting and  give  us  something  in  the  way  of  a  standard  by  which  to  judge  the 
cars  that  are  warranted  perfect  to  the  buying  public. 

Automobile  Topics  first  suggested  such  a  contest,  and  it  is  glad  to  see  that 
at  last  one  is  to  be  held. 


If  the  proposed  contest  for  touring  cars  accomplishes  nothing  else  than  it 
already  seems  to  be  in  a  fair  way  of  accomplishing  it  will  have  amply  justified 
itself.  We  refer  to  the  reported  intention  of  several  most  estimable  makers  of 
abandoning  their  intention  to  enter  cars  in  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race,  choosing 
instead  to  patronize  the  touring  car  race  already  referred  to. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  one  of  the  objects  sought  in  projecting  the  touring 
car  race  was  to  divert  from  the  racing  car  field  concerns  which  properly  belonged 
in  the  touring  car  field.  The  astute  tradesmen  back  of  the  touring  car  race  seem 
to  have  grasped  the  fact  that  the  building  of  racing  cars  is  an  art  within  an  art, 
whereas  everybody  who  builds  cars  of  any  kind  is  in  a  position  to  take  part  in  a 
touring  car  race.  Especially  is  this  true  where  the  proper  precautions  are  taken 
to  restrict  the  entries  to  touring  cars  and  to  prevent  the  participation  in  the  event 
of  racing  monsters  in  the  guise  of  touring  cars.  The  means  relied  upon  to  accom- 
plish this  purpose  are  simple,  being  nothing  more  than  the  adoption,  with  modifi- 
cations, of  Automobile  Topics'  favorite  project  of  limiting  cylinder  displacement. 

By  so  doing  much  good  is  accomplished.  Makers  are  encouraged  to  produce 
touring  cars  of  marked  superiority  in  the  matter  of  speed  and  reliability,  without, 
however,  departing  one  iota  from  touring  car  design.  The  winning  touring  car 
in  such  a  contest  is  exactly  the  sort  of  vehicle  that  can  be  used  as  a  next  season's 
touring  model. 


The  Good 
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March  Exports  Show  Big  Increase 

In  the  advance  sheets  of  the  Monthly  Summary  of  Commerce  and  Finance 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  showing  details  of  imports 
and  exports  by  articles  and  countries,  it  is  shown  that  during  the  month  of  March 
$545>347  worth  of  automobiles  had  been  shipped  to  foreign  countries,  as  against 
$293,561  for  the  same  month  in  1906.  For  the  nine  months  ending  with  March, 
an  export  business  to  the  extent  of  $3,413,593  had  been  transacted. 

The  United  Kingdom  was  the  best  March  purchaser,  taking  $146,621  worth 
of  goods,  British  North  America  coming  next  with  $124,524  to  its  credit,  and 
Mexico  third,  buying  automobiles  to  the  amount  of  $66,908.  Figures  in  detail 
follow :

A.  L.  A.  M.  Figures  Out  April  Registrations 

There  wasn't  much  good  weather  in  the  last  half  of  April,  but  that  didn't 
prevent  brisk  buying  of  cars  in  New  York  State.  The  records  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  at  Albany  show  that  from  April  15  to  30,  inclusive,  1,180  cars  were 
registered. 

Of  this  number  101  were  steamers,  electrics  and  second-hand  cars,  leaving 
new  gasolene  cars  to  be  used  for  the  first  time  1,079.  Of  the  1,079  gasolene  cars, 
688  were  those  manufactured  by  the  members  of  the  Association  of  Licensed 
Automobile  Manufacturers,  or  64  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  cars  registered,  ac 
cording  to  the  figures  given  out  by  the  latter. 

The  total  value  of  the  new  cars  sold  in  New  York  State  for  the  same  period, 
including  the  sale  of  foreign  cars,  is  $2,849,800.  Of  this  amount,  the  value  of 
the  cars  manufactured  and  sold  under  the  Selden  license  is  $2,084,650,  or  nearly 
74  per  cent,  of  the  total  value.  The  value  of  the  foreign  cars  sold  for  the  same 
period  is  $482,550.  Of  this  amount  $268,000  is  the  business  done  by  the  eig.it 
importers  who  are  members  of  the  Importers'  Automobile  Salon,  who  are 
licensees  of  the  Selden  patent,  leaving  $214,550  as  the  gross  business  done  by  the 
other  28  importers. 
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Fifteen  New  Suits  Brought  Under  Selden  Patent 

Not  for  a  long  time  has  there  been  any  such  sensational  move  in  the  legal 
warfare  waged  over  the  Selden  patent  as  was  made  last  week,  when  the  Associa- 
tion of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers  gave  out  the  news  that  suits  by  the 
wholesale  had  been  brought  against  alleged  infringers  of  the  famous  patent. 

The  suits  came  in  two  batches.  On  Friday  it  was  announced  that  papers 
had  been  served  on  dealers  in  or  manufacturers  of  the  following  cars :  Maxwell, 
Mitchell,  Aerocar,  Rambler,  Rainier,  Premier,  Marmon,  Stoddard-Dayton, 
National. 

The  next  day  the  statement  was  given  out  that  proceedings  had  been  com- 
menced against  six  more  concerns,  making  fifteen  in  all.  The  last  batch  con- 
sisted of  the  following:  American  Mors,  DeLuxe,  Wayne,  Glide,  Dragon,  Welch. 

It  is  stated  by  the  A.  L.  A.  M.  that  the  bringing  of  a  large  number  of  suits 
before  the  decision  in  the  so-called  test  cases  is  frequently  resorted  to  in  order 
that  such  suits  may  be  in  condition  for  prompt  action  immediately  upon  the  en- 
tering of  the  main  decree  sustaining  the  patent. 


To   Stamp  Out  Existing  Evils 

With  an  increased  membership — now  amounting  to  about  60  concerns — and 
a  new  secretary  and  general  manager,  the  New  York  Automobile  Trade  Associa- 
tion is  preparing  to  stamp  out  many  of  the  abuses  that  have  long  existed  to  vex 
the  Metropolitan  motorist.   Chief  among  these  is  the  chauffeur's  commission. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  last  week  the  following  officers  were  elected  for 
the  ensuing  year:  President,  Percy  Owen,  of  Percy  Owen,  Incorporated;  first 
vice-president,  Frank  Eveland,  of  A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bro. ;  second  vice-president, 
E.  C.  Partridge,  of  Wyckoff,  Church  &  Partridge;  treasurer,  Wm.  P.  Kennedy, 
of  Smith  &  Mabley ;  secretary  and  general  manager,  E.  V.  Stratton. 

The  membership  list  has  almost  doubled  during  the  past  year,  necessitating 
the  appointment  of  a  general  manager.  Offices  will  be  opened  in  the  new  Motor 
Mart,  62d  street  and  Broadway,  just  as  soon  as  some  alterations  are  completed. 


Chance  To  Secure  a  Good  Man 

Ezra  E.  Kirk,  formerly  Manager  of  Sales  for  the  E.  R.  Thomas  Motor  Co., 
this  week  carried  out  his  previously  expressed  intention  and  severed  his  connec- 
tion With  the  Buffalo  concern.  He  has  not  formed  any  plans  for  the  future,  re- 
turning for  the  present  to  his  old  home,  Toledo,  where  his  address  is  915,  Jeffer- 
son avenue.  It  goes  without  saying,  however,  that  he  will  not  be  long  out  of 
harness.  His  ability  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  automobile  business  are  too 
well  known  for  him  to  remain  long  without  making  an  advantageous  connection, 
for  he  is  one  of  the  strong  men  of  the  trade,  whose  metal  has  been  proved  in  many 
a  strenuous  struggle.

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Germany's  Exports  Exceed  Her  Imports 

In  a  review  of  six  years'  work  in  the  field  of  automobile  manufacturing  in 
Germany  the  Deutsche  Bergwerks  Zeitung  reveals  some  extremely  interesting 
figures. 

Its  conclusion  is  that  the  automobile,  regarded  for  some  years  in  Germany 
as  a  luxury  only  for  the  nobility  and  the  very  rich,  is  rapidly  becoming  popular 
and  creating  a  demand  for  light  vehicles  of  the  runabout  elass.  The  many  auto- 
mobile expositions  which  have  been  held,  touring  contests,  and  other  events  have 
greatly  aided  the  industry  as  a  whole.  A  more  tolerant  view  on  the  part  of  legis- 
lators, the  courts  and  police  officials,  and  the  public  press  has  tended  in  the  same 
direction.  The  value  of  the  total  product  of  the  German  automobile  factories  for 
the  past  five  years  is  stated  to  have  been  as  follows:  In  1902,  $2,613,000;  1903, 
$3,808,000;  1904,  $9,520,000;  1905,  $16,660,000,  and  1906,  $23,800,000. 

The  value  of  automobile  imports  into  Germany  in  1906  is  stated  to  have  been 
about  $4,284,000,  as  against  $5,236,000  of  exports.  A  larger  proportion  of  this 
foreign  trade  has  been  with  France  than  with  any  other  single  nation.  For  the 
six  years,  1901  to  1906,  inclusive,  the  imports  of  automobiles  from  France  in- 
creased from  $214,000  to  $2,618,000,  and  the  exports  of  machines  thereto  during 
the  same  period  rose  from  $119,000  to  $952,000.  The  total  automobile  exports 
from  Germany  to  all  countries  have  been  from  year  to  year  somewhat  larger  than 
the  total  imports,  the  relative  rate  of  increase  being  in  favor  of  the  export  trade. 


Washington's  Automobile  Regulations  Amended 

An  amendment  has  been  made  to  the  automobile  regulations  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  by  the  addition  of  the  following :  "The  secretary  of  the  automobile  board 
is  authorized  to  issue  temporary  permits  to  operate  motor  vehicles  when,  in  his 
judgment,  such  temporary  permit  can  be  safely  granted  pending  the  appearance 
of  the  applicant  before  the  examining  board." 
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Automobiles  for  Commercial  Travelers 

London,  Eng.,  April  15. — The  multitudinous  uses  to  which  a  self-propelled 
vehicle  can  be  put  are  almost  illimitable,  and  it  seems  but  in  the  natural  order  of 
things  that  commercial  travelers  should  eagerly  avail  themselves  of  the  larger 
means  for  business  that  these  machines  offer.  Quite  a  large  number  of  repre- 
sentatives of  business  houses  now  solicit  orders  from  customers  in  this  manner 
and  where  the  samples  are  not  too  heavy  or  too  bulky  the  convenience  of  having 
these  ready  to  show  has  proved  particularly  advantageous. 

The  good  roads  that  cover  the  whole  of  England  and  the  frequency  of  popu- 
lous towns  within  a  short  distance  of  each  other  are  conditions  that  do  not  prevail 
in  the  United  States,  but  as  these  are  pretty  well  duplicated  in  the  Eastern  and 
manufacturing  States  there  does  not  appear  any  good  reason  why  reliance  upon 
the  railway  should  not  be  unnecessary  for  the  future.  Strenuous  competition  in 
all  lines  of  trade  compels  the  "drummer"  to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
that  will  enable  him  to  push  in  front  of  his  rivals  and  perhaps  no  one  else  does 
the  adage  "time  is  money"  touch  so  forcibly  as  the  man  who  is  beating  the  country 
for  orders.  The  greatest  worry  from  which  a  commercial  traveler  suffers  is  not 
the  actual  securing  of  orders  for  goods  as  the  scheming  out  of  a  time  schedule 
each  day  so  as  to  permit  him  to  see  all  his  customers  in  one  town  and  fit  in  the 
time  of  a  train  whereby  he  can  reach  the  next  town  in  good  time  for  another 
day's  business.  This  tying  down  of  all  appointments  with  customers  that  must 
depend  upon  the  departure  of  certain  trains  operates  heavily  as  a  handicap  against 
the  covering  of  an  extensive  territory,  and  it  often  happens  that  an  extra  five 
minutes  spent  with  the  last  customer  in  a  town  to  clinch  an  order  means  the  loss 
of  a  half  or  whole  day  in  consequence  of  a  connecting  train  being  missed. 

Again,  in  a  town  of  any  size,  the  street  cars  may  only  traverse  some  of  the 
principal  thoroughfares,  whilst  the  customers  are  spread  in  all  directions,  and 
this  means  the  hiring  of  a  horsed  conveyance  of  some  kind  if  the  work  is  to  be 
done  quickly.  When  samples  are  carried  around  the  troubles  are  intensified,  and 
it  is  the  usual  practice  to  have  these  hauled  around  by  a  man  with  a  hand  truck. 
It  must  be  quite  obvious  that  the  number  of  customers  possible  to  interview  in 
this  way  is  limited  by  the  endurance  of  the  hand-truck  man  and  the  waste  of 
time  involved  by  this  slow  method  mounts  up  to  considerable  expenditure  for  a 
firm  in  the  course  of  a  twelvemonth. 

There  is  a  larger  side  to  this  question,  viz. :  the  reaching  conveniently  of  the 
smaller  towns  and  villages  that  lie  off  the  main  routes  of  the  different  railways. 
Much  business  that  could  otherwise  be  secured  in  this  direction  cannot  be  tackled 
and  is  left  to  the  local  people  because  the  time  involved  plus  the  cost  of  temporary 
hire  of  vehicles  to  reach  out-of-the-way  places  cannot  be  recouped  from  the  orders 
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taken.  In  England,  the  usual  arrangement  that  large  wholesale  and  manufac- 
turing firms  adopt  is  to  appoint  permanent  travelers  for  fixed  districts,  each  man 
residing  in  the  most  central  town  of  his  territory  and  making  periodic  journeys 
by  means  of  a  single  horsed  brougham  in  all  directions.  This  system  is  nearly 
universal  with  the  drapery  and  soft  goods  trades,  but  many  other  trades  still  rely 
upon  the  old  fashioned  plan  of  employing  men  who  take  from  one  to  four  weeks 
to  cover  a  district  and  then  return  to  the  office  for  another  week  to  prepare  for  a 
fresh  journey  by  train. 

Those  firms  that  have  been  smart  enough  to  equip  their  travelers  with  auto- 


mobiles have,  on  an  average,  increased  their  turnover  by  at  least  60  per  cent, 
and  in  some  cases  the  increased  business  has  even  been  larger.  The  constant 
terror  that  usually  hangs  over  the  head  of  every  commercial  man  of  having  to 
catch  a  train  being  removed,  there  is  no  necessity  to  hurry  through  an  interview. 
Moreover,  provided  the  machine  is  furnished  with  a  good  power  engine,  quite 
a  large  range  of  samples  can  be  exhibited  without  much  fuss  or  trouble  and  are 
ready  to  hand  when  the  next  call  is  made.  It  matters  not  whether  the  customers 
are  one  mile  or  fifty  miles  apart,  the  same  conditions  prevail,  and  it  is  thus  possi- 
ble to  open  up  new  avenues  of  trade  that  would  be  otherwise  impossible  by  any 
other  method. 

One  of  the  illustrations  represents  a  vehicle  that  has  covered  upwards  of

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seventy  thousand  miles  in  four  and  a  half  years,  and  is  used  by  a  traveler  in  the 
carpet  trade  for  journeying  over  very  hilly  roads  in  the  West  of  England.  It 
is  driven  by  a  two-cylinder  Daimler  engine  and  side  chains  and  with  the  full  load 
of  samples  seen  in  the  picture  weighs  37  cwt,  24  cwt.  being  on  the  driving  wheels. 
The  whole  of  the  rear  body  of  the  vehicle  is  used  for  the  samples,  and  thes^  are 
entirely  covered  in  by  two  hinged  top  doors,  which  can  be  swung  up  quite  clear 
of  the  center  and  are  there  held  by  leather  covered  chains.    The  user  of  this 


vehicle  is  standing  at  the  rear  and  drives  it,  being  protected  from  the  weather  by 
a  hood  that  can  be  folded  down  almost  flat  upon  the  hinged  top  doors.  The 
average  distance  covered  every  week  is  300  miles,  and  the  journeys  are  under- 
taken irrespective  of  the  weather  conditions. 

One  peculiar  fact  in  connection  with  this  particular  machine  is  that  the  user 
has  obtained  more  satisfaction  from  pneumatic  than  solid  tires,  and  this  is  so 
different  from  accepted  experiences  as  to  be  worthy  of  comment.  Starting  with 
2-inch  solid  tires,  the  size  was  increased  to  21/2-mch,  and  then  a  sudden  jump  was 
made  to  4-inch  pneumatic  on  all  wheels.  The  machine  is  now  fitted  with  4-inch 
front  and  5-inch  back  pneumatics,  and  the  maximum  speed  with  full  load  has 
been  raised  from  14  to  24  miles  per  hour  on  a  good  level  road.  The  greatly  in- 
creased cost  of  the  pneumatic  tires  has  been  repaid  by  less  wear  and  tear  upon 
the  machinery  and,  equally  as  important,  a  considerable  saving  of  time  occupied 
for  some  of  the  long  journeys.  For  instance,  a  distance  of  115  miles  between 
two  towns  used  to  occupy  ten  hours  with  2-inch  solid  tires  on  the  wheels  that 
now  only  takes  six  hours  with  pneumatics ;  it  is  important  to  observe  that  the

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tires  on  the  rear  wheels  are  as  large  as  those  that  would  be  found  on  a  60  hp. 
touring  automobile,  and  these  have  been  run  for  over  8,000  miles  without  punc- 
ture or  any  material  damage. 

A  traveler  for  a  firm  of  whisky  distillers  has  consistently  used  an  automobile 
for  all  his  business  calls  for  nearly  three  years,  employing  a  paid  driver  and  only 
running  the  machine  for  the  first  five  days  of  each  week.  Taking  a  monthly 
average  for  over  34  months  the  following  is  his  record  for  each  month :  Distance 
traveled  per  month,  1,460  miles;  gasolene  consumption,  106  gallons;  lubricating 
oil,  gallons ;  driver's  wages,  $40 ;  average  cost  per  month,  including  renewal 
of  tires  and  small  repairs  and  renewals  to  the  machinery,  $gi%y  or  about  6  cents 
for  each  mile  covered.  The  number  of  customers  interviewed  averaged  exactly 
300  per  month,  so  that  the  actual  cost  of  calling  upon  each  customer  works  out 
at  a  fraction  under  30  cents.  If  proper  allowance  is  made  for  depreciation  and 
interest  on  initial  outlay  of  the  vehicle  the  figures  ought  to  be  increased  by  at 
least  one-half,  or  45  cents  per  call.  During  the  whole  time  the  machine  has  been 
in  service  every  appointment  has  been  kept,  nearly  all  of  them  to  the  time  ar- 
ranged, and  only  in  very  rare  instances  have  delays  by  the  roadside  been  expe- 
rienced and  when  these  have  occurred  they  have  been  due  to  tire  troubles.  The 
somewhat  exceptional  results  obtained  are  within  the  reach  of  everyone  if  the 
same  good  system  is  adopted — giving  at  least  one-half  day  in  each  week  to  a

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thorough  overhaul  of  the  engine  and  transmission  gearing  and  only  asking  the 
driver  to  work  a  reasonable  time.  The  longest  journeys  have  never  occupied 
more  than  a  total  of  10  hours  from  start  to  finish,  the  more  usual  time  being  9 
hours  and  the  driver  is  thus  impressed  with  the  notion  that  his  employer  is  not 
a  nigger  driver  and  in  return  for  the  consideration  shown  him  in  this  respect, 
makes  every  effort  to  always  have  the  machine  in  good  running  order. 

The  normal  type  of  chassis  that  serves  for  a  pleasure  automobile  will  do 
equally  well  for  the  purpose  under  discussion,  but  the  body  will  necessarily  re- 
quire modification  to  fit  it  for  a  particular  business.  Illustrations  are  given  of  a 
machine  designed  for  a  traveler  in  the  jewelry  and  electro  plate  trade.  It  is 
driven  by  a  two-cylinder  16  hp.  vertical  engine,  the  wheels  being  shod  with 
grooved  solid  tires,  this  last  arrangement  being  possible  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
the  machine  is  so  geared  as  never  to  exceed  16  miles  an  hour. 

Outwardly  there  is  nothing  to  show  any  difference  between  this  and  an 
ordinary  pleasure  vehicle,  yet  the  interior  fittings  reveal  where  the  distinction  is 
made.  Behind  and  above  the  inside  passengers'  seats  are  four  steel  cupboards, 
each  having  its  own  door,  the  fronts  being  finished  off  with  padded  leather  and 
the  only  thing  that  reveals  their  specific  purpose  are  the  key  holes.  Half  the 
space  beneath  the  driver's  seat  is  given  up  to  tools,  spare  tins  of  oil,  etc. ;  it  is 
divided  off  by  a  steel  division  and  the  rearmost  portion  opens  into  the  interior 
of  the  body,  where  it  is  closed  by  a  steel  door  that  is  padded  in  the  same  way  as 
are  the  cupboards  at  the  back.  Below  the  passenger  seats  the  body  is  extended 
slightly  to  the  rear  and  makes  a  large  cupboard  to  which  access  is  obtained  from 
the  exterior  of  the  vehicle. 

The  illustration  of  what  looks  like  a  small  private  bus  is  in  reality  a  machine 
used  by  a  large  London  firm  who  deal  in  fancy  and  leather  goods  to  take  samples 
around  and  also  to  deliver  to  customers.  The  somewhat  high  sides  are  fitted,  as 
to  one-half,  with  wide  shelves  and  cupboards,  nearly  all  the  interior  space  being 
devoted  to  shelves  and  cupboards. 


Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  April  26. — For  the  purpose  of  operating  a  line  of  auto- 
mobile omnibuses  in  Buffalo  and  Erie  County  the  Auto  Transportation  Com- 
pany has  been  incorporated  with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000.  The  company  in- 
tends to  operate  its  service  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  permit.  A  dozen  or 
more  routes  have  been  mapped  out  and  regular  trips  will  be  made  over  these 
with  automobiles  designed  after  the  fashion  of  the  sight-seeing  cars.  They  will 
afford  splendid  facilities  for  quick  travel  to  and  from  the  city  to  neighboring 
towns. 

The  directors  of  the  company  are  Blinn  Yates,  Buffalo;  Robert  W.  Day, 
Buffalo;  Uriah  L.  Upson,  Orchard  Park;  George  J.  Kopp,  Hemburg,  and  Fred.

Erie  County 
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Criminals  Will  Enjoy  Riding  in  This  Wagon 

The  city  of  Oakland,  Cal.,  recently  received  from  the  Electric  Vehicle  Com- 
pany a  new  Columbia  electric  police  patrol  which  is  thoroughly  representative  of 
up-to-date  commercial  vehicle  construction. 

The  chassis  of  the  wagon  is  of  the  regulation  2,000-pound  Columbia  type, 
the  frame  being  channel  steel.  The  power  plant  is  composed  of  a  42-cell  under- 
slung  Exide  battery  and  two  G.  E.  motors.  The  drive  is  effected  through  double 
side  chains.    The  sprockets  are  bolted  to  swells  in  the  spokes  of  the  rear  wheels. 


The  sprockets  on  the  countershaft  have  31  teeth.  The  speed  of  the  car  is  about 
15  miles  per  hour. 

The  most  striking  feature  of  this  piece  of  apparatus  is  the  color  scheme,  the 
running  gear  being  a  dark  red  and  the  body  of  the  vehicle  a  dark  blue,  which, 
however,  effects  a  most  harmonious  combination.  The  sides  of  the  car  are  solid 
wood  panels  which  are  backed  up  inside  the  car  with  wire  screens  of  heavy 
gauge.  There  is  no  opening  in  the  front  end  of  the  vehicle  with  the  exception 
of  a  window  10x12  inches  which  is  screened  with  heavy  gauge  wire  on  the  in- 
side. This  window  can  only  be  opened  from  the  outside  and  when  not  in  use 
drops  into  a  well.  Heavy  gauge  brass  tubing  forms  the  hand  rails  which  extend 
from  the  roof  to  the  commodious  rear  step.  A  11 -inch  brass  warning  gong  is 
fitted  and  gives  15  taps  to  the  stroke.    A  brass  hand  lantern  is  suspended  from 
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the  roof  of  the  car  over  the  driver's  seat.  The  wheels  are  36  inches,  fitted  with 
solid  rubber  Turner  tires  3^  inches  in  diameter. 

The  words  "Police  Department"  are  lettered  on  the  side  panels  in  gold 
while  the  initials  "O.  P.  D."  are  similarly  lettered  on  the  panels  of  the  driver's 
seat.  The  vehicle  is  wheel  steered,  the  wheel  being  secured  to  a  vertical  pillar. 
The  controller  is  of  horizontal  type  the  handle  of  which  is  located  at  the  right 
hand  side  of  the  driver's  seat.  Seats  extend  along  the  sides  of  the  interior  and 
afford  accommodations  for  12  persons. 

The  law  breakers  of  Oakland  will  now  be  wheeled  away  to  the  seat  of 
justice  in  about  as  swell  a  rig  as  anyone  could  ask  for,  and  the  color  scheme 
should  tend  to  enliven  the  spirits  of  those  who  might  feel  depressed.  Ordinarily 
patrol  wagons  are  painted  a  dead  black  in  conformity  to  the  low  state  of  the 
occupants'  feelings.  Oakland  will,  however,  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
this  latest  acquisition.  For  night  travel  the  vehicle  is  equipped  with  electric 
side  lights. 


A  German  Motor-Driven  Hearse 

Some  little  time  ago  the  motor  hearse  made  its  appearance  in  Germany,  and 
is  said  to  have  become  quite  popular  there.  As  will  be  seen,  these  hearses  differ 
but  little  in  appearance  from  the  horse-drawn  kind.    The  engine  is  in  front,  of 
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Indianapolis  Police  Get  Two  Service  Cars 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  April  25. — Drivers  who  violate  the  automobile  speed 
laws  in  Indianapolis  in  the  future  will  have  the  distinction  of  being  run  down  by 
police  officers  in  automobiles,  the  Indianapolis  police  having  recently  purchased 
two  cars  for  the  purpose. 

The  cars  purchased  are  an  Autocar  runabout  and  a  White  steam  touring 
car.  Chief  of  Police  Robert  Metzger  and  his  staff  of  officers  will  use  the  run- 
about for  inspection  and  boulevard  patrol  purposes.  The  White  steamer,  which 
will  seat  seven  passengers,  is  to  be  used  in  running  down  "scorchers,"  for  an- 
swering hurry-up  calls  and  for  emergency  patrol  wagon  work. 

An  effort  was  made  to  give  the  department  an  automobile  patrol  wagon,

but  the  plan  was  opposed  by  Chief  Metzger,  who  said  a  "plain  clothes"  vehicle 
would  answer  his  purposes  better.  Accordingly  the  $4,000  appropriation  was 
cut  in  two. 

At  first  it  was  proposed  to  train  officers  as  drivers,  but  later  it  was  decided 
to  employ  professional  chauffeurs  and  appoint  them  as  police  officers.  Billy  Ru- 
genstein,  one  of  the  best  known  drivers  in  the  city,  is  one  of  the  men  appointed 
and  is  shown  at  the  wheel  with  Chief  Metzger. 

The  big  White  steamer  was  given  its  initial  test  today,  when  Chief  Robert 
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CHIEF  METZOBB  IN  HIS  AUTOCAR  RUNABOUT 


Metzger  entertained  the  five  police  reporters  of  the  Indianapolis  Star,  News, 
Sun  and  German  Telegraph  with  an  automobile  ride  and  chicken  supper.  Short- 
ly after  the  ride  started  it  began  to  rain  and  about  four  miles  from  the  city  the 
car  developed  valve  trouble.  This  was  soon  located,  and  the  trip  ended  at  a 
country  club,  where  Chief  Metzger  had  arranged  for  supper. 


In  the  service  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  of  Boston,  Mass.,  is  a 
motor  truck  that  is  doing  notable  work.  It  will  deliver  16  tons  of  crushed  stone 
eight  miles  in  a  day,  as  against  two,  or  possibly  three  tons  for  a  double,  team. 
It  made  four  round  trips  of  17  miles  each  between  Boston  and  Roxbury,  deliver- 
ing 16  tons  of  rock  for  the  Park  Commission.  The  total  cost  of  the  day's  work, 
one  man  only  being  needed,  and  including  gasolene  and  oil,  was  $5.44  or  34  cents 
per  ton.  A  double  team  making  one  round  trip  and  carrying  two,  or  at  the 
most,  three  tons,  would  cost  $6.50  per  day,  or  $2.17  per  ton. 
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The  question  which  most  interests  those  who  consider  the  power  wagon  of 
today  is  "What  will  the  car  of  the  future  be,  and  along  what  lines  will  it  de- 
velop ?"  This  question  obviously  covers  a  wide  scope  and  to  those  in  a  position 
to  know,  who  have  made  a  thorough  research  in  existing  conditions,  municipal 
and  otherwise,  it  appears  that  the  fundamental  basis  for  future  improvement  of 
power  vehicles  for  commercial  purposes  is  contingent  upon  the  improvement  of 
road  surfaces,  brought  about  by  simultaneous  effort. 

This  seems  like  a  strong  statement,  but  study  conditions,  look  over  municipal 
affairs,  study  the  traffic  as  it  is  conducted  today,  go  way  down  below  the  surface 
and  obviously  one  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  road  surfaces  were  better 
a  more  perfect  type  of  vehicle  would  be  possible.  With  ideal  roads  it  would  be 
possible  to  gear  up  cars  which  now  make  but  17  miles  an  hour  to  25  and  30  miles 
per  hour,  with  small  danger  of  serious  injury  to  the  mechanism  and  the  shocks, 
jars  and  vibrations  incident  to  speeding  a  heavily  loaded  wagon  would  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum. 

With  a  faultless  roadway  stretching  from  coast  to  coast  sufficiently  wide  to 
permit  four  or  five  vehicles  to  proceed  in  the  same  direction  abreast  of  one  an- 
other and  able  to  pass  at  will,  and  the  consequent  high  state  of  efficiency  of  the 
commercial  car  thus  brought  about  would  make  it  possible  to  "Break  The  Rail- 
roads' Throttling  Grip."  Under  present  conditions  the  service  rendered  the 
public  by  the  railroads  is  abominable,  and  that  human  life  is  but  lightly  regarded 
is  the  conclusion  one  must  reach.  Humanity  increases  and  diminishes  in  accord- 
ance with  our  destinies,  and  the  railroads  are  the  greatest  mediums  of  extermina- 
tion now  existent.  Trains  are  operated  with  little  regard  for  schedule,  wrecks 
are  every-day  occurrences  and  everywhere  is  manifest  a  total  disregard  of  public 
safety. 

Yet  there  is  still  another  side  to  the  problem  and  one  demanding  attention, 
i.e.,  the  freight  traffic.  If  you  are  a  shipper  or  a  receiver  of  goods  you  know 
what  the  state  of  affairs  really  is.  It  is  impossible  to  receive  a  shipment  in  the 
time  necessary.  The  inability  of  the  railroads  to  haul  loaded  cars,  and  the  con- 
sequent congestion,  cause  the  loss  of  an  immense  amount  to  those  awaiting  ship- 
ments. The  present  system  is  inadequate,  and  the  remedy  is  to  completely  revo- 
lutionize the  organization,  calling  for  a  new  system  of  bridges,  broader  tracks, 
boader  and  higher  cars. 

This  would  necessitate  a  simultaneous  change  of  program  for  every  railroad 
in  the  country.  As  a  possible  solution  it  is  nil.  As  long  as  railroads  have  to 
proceed  one  behind  another,  there  is  bound  to  be  congestion  and  consequent  loss 
of  perishable  freight,  as  well  as  wrecks. 

Here  then  is  a  wondrous  opportunity  for  the  commercial  car.  Assume,  for 
instance,  that  a  fine  stretch  of  road  be  constructed  from  New  York  to  Boston  by

way  of  Hartford  and  Springfield.  It  would  be  possible  to  ship  goods  in  New 
York  and  get  them  the  next  day  at  small  expense.  With  a  roadway  wide 
enough  to  permit  cars  to  pass  and  proceed  abreast  it  is  also  possible  to  run  a 
train  of  several  cars  after  the  manner  of  the  Renard  train  in  Europe,  such  a 
train  having  a  tremendous  advantage  over  the  locomotive  and  for  this  reason.  The 
locomotive  is  an  immense  power  unit  and  its  entire  energy  is  transmitted  to  its 
driving  wheels,  the  trjin  being  dragged  after  it.  In  the  case  of  the  road  train, 
the  power  of  the  "trackless  tractor"  is  conveyed  by  a  simple  arrangement  of  a 
line  of  flexible  shaft*  and  double  side  chains  by  means  of  which  each  car  in 
the  train  receives  its  full  quota  of  power.  It  is  possible  to  install  most  any  sized 
power  plant  in  the  unit  proper  and  speed  may  well  be  25  to  30  miles  per  hour 
under  good  road  conditions,  as  fast  as  the  best  freights  may  operate. 

Thus  this  entire  problem  is  one  of  good  roads  and  more  men  of  the  stamp 
of  Colonel  Pope,  who  furthered  good  roads  in  the  old  bicycle  days,  (with  rational 
legislation)  may  bring  about  the  desired  effects.  Government  ownership  is 
hinted  at  as  a  possible  solution  of  the  roads  movement.  Under  existing  con- 
ditions, the  suffering  public  must  pay  the  fiddler,  directly  or  otherwise,  and  the 
fiddler  is  the  railroads. 

H.  P.  Maxim,  one  of  the  best  versed  commercial  traction  authorities  in  this 
country,  firmly  believes  in  a  road  train  of  the  Renard  type  where  equal  power  dis- 
tribution to  the  several  units  with  frictional  loss  of  power  reduced  to  a  minimum 
will  produce  what  might  be  termed  the  ideal  "trackless  tractor/'  depending 
not  upon  a  straight  course  on  rails  for  its  operations  but  capable  of  passing  an- 
other train  at  will  with  the  possibility  of  a  wreck  reduced  to  so  small  a  possibil- 
ity as  to  make  it  unworthy  of  consideration.  The  furtherance  of  such  a  move- 
ment, the  establishment  of  lines  of  trains,  fuel  stations  conveniently  distributed 
along  the  route,  roadways  looked  after  and  maintained,  are  bound  to  make  tne 
railroads  release  their  throttling  grip  and  inaugurate  essential  improvements.  If 
such  a  line  from  New  York  to  Boston  were  feasible  at  this  time  doubtless  Presi- 
dent Mellen  of  the  N.  Y.  N.  H.  &  H  road  would  reconsider  his  decision  to  call  a 
halt  on  all  improvements  throughout  the  territory  in  which  that  system  operates. 
There  would  be  no  reason  for  a  chair  shipped  from  Gardner,  Mass.,  to  Hartford, 
Conn.,  being  four  months  in  transit. 

Good  roads,  then,  will  be  the  watchword;  the  sooner  they  come  the  better 
for  all  concerned.  The  commercial  vehicle  engineer  will  confer  with  the  road 
engineer,  and  they  will  proceed  in  harmony — one  will  build  according  to  the  other. 
Road  surfaces  will  be  of  a  different  material.  There  is  small  reason  why  a  great 
country  like  this  should  contend  with  abominable  roads.  The  good  roads  move- 
ments inaugurated  in  several  States  are  working  wonders  and  their  completion 
will  make  it  possible  for  a  farmer  to  haul  his  produce  to  market  20  miles  away 
with  the  up-to-date  vehicle,  the  commercial  car.  The  march  of  progress  is  un- 
faltering; it  is  essential  that  it  continue.  The  railroads  at  present  retard  it,  the 
commercial  car  furthers  it. 
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Motor  Vehicles  Do  Work  of  Trolley  Cars 

Dayton,  O.,  April  27.— When  the  National  Cash  Register  Company  cf 
this  city  is  confronted  with  any  proposition  that  involves  transportation,  it  meets 
it  promptly  with  automobiles.  The  latest  problem  to  be  solved  in  this  manner 
is  that  of  hauling  employees  from  the  factory  to  the  city,  about  two  miles  awry. 

There  is  only  one  street  car  line  operating  between  the  city  and  factory,  and 
frequent  complaints  have  been  registered  against  irregular  and  insufficient  car

service.  Unable  to  get  the  service  improved,  the  Cash  Register  Company  quietly 
placed  its  four  big  automobile  trucks  in  street  car  service. 

Each  night,  shortly  before  6  o'clock,  the  big  trucks  which  have  done  ser- 
vice all  day  in  freight  hauling,  are  pulled  up  in  front  of  the  factory  buildings 
and  loaded  with  employees.  Each  truck  holds  fifty  or  sixty  men  and  several 
trips  are  made  each  night. 

Employees  are  charged  nothing  for  their  ride  and  they  are  taken  to  the 
city  in  less  time  than  formerly  when  street  cars  were  used.  It  is  understood 
that  the  street  car  company  is  feeling  the  loss  of  patronage  keenly  and  is  pre- 
paring to  better  its  service. 

The  National  Cash  Register  Company,  however,  insists  that  it  is  very  well 
satisfied  with  its  truck  car  service  and  that  it  will  likely  be  continued.  The 
scheme  means  a  saving  of  about  $200  weekly  to  the  employees.

Placed  Order  for  Four  Delivery  Wagons 

A  notable  order  was  booked  in  New  York  city  last  week  when  Arnold,  Con- 
stable &  Company,  one  of  the  largest  dry-goods  concerns  in  the  country,  placed 
an  order  for  four  Maxwell  delivery  cars. 

Arnold,  Constable  &  Company  were  one  of  the  first  concerns  to  adopt  the  auto- 
mobile for  business  purposes.    Sometime  ago  they  replaced  thirty-three  horses

with  nine  electric  cars ;  but  while  those  gave  satisfactory  service,  their  radius  was 
too  limited  and  also  the  excessive  weight  was  objectionable. 

After  a  careful  investigation,  they  concluded  that  the  gasolene  delivery  cars 
best  fulfilled  all  requirements.  Colonel  K.  C.  Pardee,  of  the  New  York  branch  of 
the  Maxwell-Briscoe  Motor  Company  has,  as  a  result  of  this  investigation,  re- 
ceived an  order  for  four  cars.  The  chassis  of  each  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
standard  Maxwell  Touring  Car — 16-20  hp..  These  cars  are  to  be  delivered  and 
put  into  commission  at  once. 


J.  S.  Richardson,  Wilmington,  Del.,  has  taken  the  agency  for  the  Rapid  line 
of  business  motor  vehicles  and  will  push  them  vigorously. 
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Discrimination  against  motor  vehicles  on  ferries,  steamship  docks,  etc.,  is 
gradually  passing  away,  as  is  shown  by  a  recent  instance. 

For  a  long  time  the  boats  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  crossing  from  23d 
and  Cortlandt  streets,  New  York,  to  Jersey  City,  hare  been  charging  $4.00  for  a 
five  ton  truck,  whereas  only  90  cents  was  charged  on  other  ferries  for  the  same 
truck  and  80  cents  for  loaded  horse  drawn  vehicles  on  all  ferries  including  the 
Pennsylvania. 

Working  with  J.  H.  Wood,  general  manager  of  the  Merchants  Express  and 
Transportation  Company,  the  freight  committee  of  the  American  Motor  Car 
Manufacturers'  Association  has  secured  a  new  arrangement  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania boats.  Under  it  five  ton  trucks  are  now  passed  the  same  as  a  loaded  two 
horse  truck  on  what  is  known  among  the  truckmen  as  a  15  ticket,  which,  at  the 
ferry,  costs  35  cents,  or  if  bought  by  the  hundred,  30  cents.  For  trucks  loaded 
with  machinery  an  additional  charge  is  made. 

It  is  probable  the  additional  charge  on  machinery  is  what  caused  the  whole 
trouble.  The  rule  was  laid  down  previous  to  the  use  of  automobiles  as  com- 
mercial vehicles  and  has  been  interpreted  now  to  mean  a  truck  piloted  by  ma- 
chinery, whereas  it  was  the  intention  originally  of  the  ferry  companies  to  charge 
the  additional  rates  for  trucks  loaded  with  machinery  for  the  reason  that  these 
trucks  often  contained  heavy  pieces  weighing  four  or  five  tons  and  were  so 
heavy  that  with  two  horses  they  were  sometimes  unable  to  get  off  the  boats  when 
the  tide  was  low  and  the  ferry  slip  was  an  up  grade. 


Indianapolis,  Ind.,  April  30. — Interurban  railroad  cars  built  and  operated 
with  automobile  engines,  are  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  Yellowstone  National 
Park  Railway  Company,  which  has  a  short  coal  line  between  Bridger  and  Bear 
Creek  in  Montana. 

The  first  of  these  new  cars  is  being  completed  here  and  when  finished  will 
be  run  to  Montana  under  its  own  power,  carrying  officers  of  the  company  as 
passengers.  Tests  made  in  the  vicinity  of  Indianapolis  have  showed  the  car 
has  high  power  and  can  be  operated  at  small  expense. 

An  engine,  such  as  is  used  on  the  7  ton  truck  manufactured  by  the  Four 
Wheel  Drive  Company,  is  placed  in  the  front  of  the  car.  It  is  of  50  hp.,  has 
four  cylinders  and  can  attain  a  speed  of  about  35  miles  an  hour.  A  supply  of 
85  gallons  of  gasolene  and  15  gallons  of  water  can  be  carried,  the  motor  being 
water-cooled. 

The  car  has  the  same  appearance  as  the  electric  interurban  car  that  has 
become  so  familiar.  It  is  about  sixty  feet  long  and  weighs  about  15  tons.  It 
has  three  speeds  forward  and  three  speeds  reverse,  ranging  from  5  to  35  miles 
an  hour. 

The  "Sunny  Brook,"  the  car  now  under  construction,  has  a  notable  his-

tory.  It  was  formerly  owned  by  the  Vimotum  Company,  who  made  the  mistake  of 
gearing  the  car  to  too  high  a  speed  and  it  proved  a  failures  It  was  rebuilt  on 
a  larger  scale  and  then  practically  abandoned  on  the  junk  pile. 

It  is  being  rebuilt  under  the  personal  supervision  of  Harry  Reeves,  master 
mechanic  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  road. 


Eskimos  Still  Wonder  at  the  Automobile 

For  a  strenuous  pastime  autoing  in  Alaska  is  said  to  be  the  real  thing  by  a 
man  who  has  tried  it.  J.  E.  Newman  of  Nome  has  been  driving  a  car  in  the 
chilly  north  for  A.  E.  Boyd,  manager  of  the  Alaska  Telephone  Company.  Mr. 
Newman  covered  several  thousand  miles  last  season  in  a  country  where  there 
exist  no  roads,  where  the  climate  condition  is  opposed  to  driver  and  machine  and 
where  there  are  no  garages  or  conveniences  which  make  automobiling  pleasant. 
An  automobile  is  a  great  curiosity  up  there.  The  Eskimos  never  seemed  to  be- 
come used  to  the  machine.  They  considered  it  a  strange  god  of  the  white  man's 
which  he  had  subdued  to  do  his  bidding  and  which  had  something  to  do  with 
the  "talk  wires"  of  the  telephone  lines,  which  the  car  nearly  always  followed. 


Kansas  Town  to  Have  Motor  Bus  Line 

A  charter  has  been  granted  the  Lawrence  Electric  Transportation  Company 
of  Lawrence,  Kas.,  which  proposes  to  run  a  trackless  trolley  line  in  that  town. 
The  company  is  incorporated  for  $200,000.  A  franchise  has  been  granted  by 
Lawrence,  where  the  State  University  is  situated  and  where  there  are  no  street 
cars.    O.  W.  Murphy  heads  the  company. 
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Minstrels  Substitute  Automobile  for  Pullman  Cars 

Although  the  automobile  has  been  put  to  many  unique  uses  the  Primrose 
Minstrel  Company  is  probably  the  first  theatrical  company  to  be  transported  by 
automobiles.    It  happened  in  this  manner: 

The  company  gave  a  performance  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  intending 
to  play  at  Denver  the  next  night.  Following  the  performance  it  was  learned  that 
the  train  service  was  delayed  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  reach  Denver 
through  the  medium  of  a  Pullman  car.  George  H.  Primrose  did  not  wish  to 
cancel  the  engagement  and  in  a  moment  of  inspiration  arranged  for  thirty  auto- 
mobiles which  carted  the  scenery  and  the  company  from  Colorado  Springs  to 
Denver. 

The  ride  was  started  at  midnight  and  as  each  car  was  supplied  with  plenty 
to  eat  and  drink  the  whole  formed  about  the  merriest  crowd  that  has  skirted 
through  the  beautiful  scenery  of  Colorado.  The  trip  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by 
the  members,  who  gave  free  performances  along  the  way  to  the  delight  of  the 
"rubes"  in  that  part  of  the  world,  who  seldom  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  a 
show. 


Hardware  Concern  Wants  Quick  Delivery  Service 

Lilly  &  Stalnaker  of  Indianapolis  have  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
hardware  concern  in  the  city  to  adopt  the  motor  vehicle  for  delivery  purposes. 
They  have  just  received  from  the  factory  of  the  Pope  Motor  Car  Co.,  a  hand- 
some new  light  open  electric  delivery  wagon  after  one  of  the  Pope-Waverley's 
new  1907  models. 

In  handling  building  materials  during  the  busy  building  season,  the  con- 
cern finds  it  necessary  to  make  rapid  and  frequent  deliveries  to  all  parts  of  the 
city.  They  expect  to  be  able  to  do  this  with  a  motor  vehicle.  The  car  has 
a  carrying  space  six  feet  long  and  three  feet  eight  inches  wide.  A  single 
motor  of  double  reduction  and  a  battery  equipment  of  42  cells  of  11  p.  v.  exide 
furnishes  the  power  for  operating  the  car. 

A  plan  is  under  way  for  running  large  motor  cars  between  Dodgeville, 
Wis.,  and  Dubuque,  la.  The  line  will  compete  with  a  new  electric  interurban 
railway  which  is  now  being  built.  The  cars  will  stop  at  Kieler,  Dickeyville,  Po- 
tosi,  British  Hollow,  Platteville,  Darlington,  Shullsburg,  Benton,  Hazel  Green, 
Sinsinawa  and  Cuba  City,  Wis.

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TRADE  NOTES 

The  committee  on  roads,  rivers  and  bridges 
of  the  Connecticut  State  Legislature  now 
in  session,  a  few  days  ago  swooped  down 
upon  the  Electric  Vehicle  Company,  having  ' 
an  irresistible  desire  to  see  how  motor  cars 
are  made.  The  committee  was  taken  through 
the  various  departments  of  the  works,  and 
displayed  considerable  enthusiasm,  especi- 
ally over  the  painting  and  trimming  depart- 
ments. H.  A.  Castle  and  George  H.  Strout 
of  the  sales  department  did  everything  pos- 
sible to  make  the  occasion  a  pleasant  one 
for  the  visitors,  and  at  the  termination  of 
the  tour  provided  three  cars  of  the  45  hp. 
1907  model,  and  an  inspection  was  made  of 
the  various  roadways  in  and  about  Hart- 
ford. The  committee  expressed  much  satis- 
faction over  the  visit  and  thoroughly  en- 
joyed the  outing.  This  honorable  body  is 
now  discussing  the  proposed  automobile 
measure,  the  passage  of  which  means  much 
to  all  concerned.   The  new  bill  provides  for 


no  specific  speed  limitation,  and  is  in  every 
respect  up  to  date.  The  Hartford  Automo- 
bile Gub  has  been  instrumental  in  bring- 
ing about  the  measure,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  soon  be  enacted. 


A  system  devised  by  Charles  Schmidt  of 
the  Peerless  Motor  Car  Company  at  the 
Cleveland  factory  is  one  which  is  leading  to 
splendid  results.  This  method  employed  at 
the  Peerless  factory  in  the  construction  of 
engines  is  as  follows :  From  the  main 
stock  room,  a  certain  number  of  parts  are 
taken  for  the  building  of  a  certain  number 
of  engines — no  more  and  no  less  than  will 
be  required  to  enter  into  the  finished  prod- 
uct. These  are  then  sent  to  a  smaller 
stock  room.  For  instance,  if  five  engines 
are  to  be  constructed  at  one  time,  the  parts 
sufficient  for  five  engines  are  taken  to  the 
6mall  stock  room  on  the  assembly  floor, 
and  from  these  five  sets  of  parts  and  these 
only,  the  engines  must  be  built.  If  in  the 
course  of  construction  a  piston  ring  or 
other  part  should  break  or  bend,  or  be  found

otherwise  unavailable,  the  machinist  is  not 
permitted  to  obtain  a  duplicate  part  before 
seeing  his  superintendent.  This  is  not  done 
in  order  to  find  fault  with  the  man,  but  all 
such  breaks  are  carefully  looked  into  and 
tabulated,  and  in  this  way  Mr.  Schmidt  is 
able  to  note  just  where  weak  points  in 
material  or  construction  are  being  developed 
and  also  where  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment in  the  motor  construction. 


Motorists'  cares  so  far  as  broken  springs 
are  concerned  can  be  largely  eliminated  by 
use  of  such  devices  as  are  manufactured,  for 


instance,  by  the  Auto  Spring  Repairer  Co.,  of 
New  York.  The  Spring  Repairer  is  the  name 
under  which  the  product  of  this  concern  is 


marketed.  Illustrations  of  the  repairer  ap- 
plied in  various  positions  are  here  shown, 
and  in  case  an  automobile  spring  breaks 
it  can  be  adjusted  in  five  minutes'  time.  It 


is  claimed  that  the  resiliency  and  elasticity 
of  the  spring  will  be  the  same  as  it  was  be- 
fore the  break.  The  repairer  is  made  of  an 
elastic  steel,  said  to  have  a  breaking  strain 
of  over  12,000  pounds. 

A  new  tire  for  motor  trucks  and  com- 
mercial motor  vehicles,  very  striking  in  ap- 
pearance because  it  is  made  of  white  rubber, 
and  for  which  much  is  claimed,  has  been 
developed  by  the  Diamond  Rubber  Co.  The 
tire  is  made  in  the  well-known  side  wire 
type.  It  is  extremely  resilient,  due  in  part 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  made  entirely  of  new 
and  very  elastic  rubber.  This,  of  course,  is 
a  factor  tending  to  reduce  the  consumption 
of  power  and  consequently  increases  the 
mileage,  particularly  that  of  electric  vehicles. 


Blood  Bros.  Machine  Company,  accessory 
manufacturers  of  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  have 
purchased  a  site  on  which  they  will  erect 
a  number  of  new  factory  buildings. 
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The  Robert  Bosch  Company,  of  New  York, 
will  soon  move  to  its  new  quarters  at  160 
West  56th  street.  Additional  machinery  is 
being  installed  for  the  manufacture  of  Bosch 
magnetos  in  the  United  States.  As  every 
part  of  the  magneto  will  be  made  here,  it 
will  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Vanderbilt 
Cup  Commission,  and  can  therefore  be  used 
on  cars  entered  by  American  manufacturers. 


It  has  been  decided  by  the  Matheson  Com- 
pany of  New  York  to  enter  a  car,  with  Ralph 
Mongini  as  driver,  in  the  four-day  sealed 
mechanism  contest  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Automobile  Club  of  America. 


The  Dragon  Automobile  Company  of  Phila- 
delphia has  made  a  formal  request  of  the 
Long  Island  Motor  Parkway,  Inc.,  for  per- 
mission to  erect  headquarters  on  the  land 
of  the  Parkway  and  as  close  as  possible  to 
♦he  official  start  and  finish  of  the  coming 
Vanderbilt  race.  The  company  has  secured 
property  in  this  vicinity  and  will  erect  a 
garage  and  quarters  for  the  men  compris- 
ing the  Dragon  team  in  the  coming  Elimi- 
nation and  Vanderbilt  races,  and  will  also 
erect  buildings  for  the  housing  of  Dragon 
cars  which  will  be  tested  on  the  new  Park- 
way when  it  is  completed.

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There  are  some  metj  who,  once  they  get 
an  idea  in  their  head,  never  get  it  out 
again.  As  a  rule  they  are  perfectly  honest 
in  the  matter,  and  believe  that  the  facts 
arnifll  on  their  side.    Tijis  being  so,  all  attempts  to  shake  them  in  their 
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opinion,  or  to  presen|  fa^Js  bearing  on  the  other  side,  are  futile.  A  case  in 
point  fg^he  class  of  m&i  who  believe  that  automobiles  are  road  •damagers,  if 
not  road  destroyers.  A  few  of  them  go  so  far  as  to  take  the  latter  stand  and 
contend  that  even  the  horse,  with  its  steel-shod  hoofs,  calked  for  the  express 
purpose  of  cutting  into  the  road  surface,  plus  a  four-wheeled  vehicle  with  nar- 
row steel  tires,  is  an  instrument  much  less  damaging  to  the  average  highway  than 
the  automobile  with  its  inflated  rubber  tires.  The  wonder  of  it  is  that  they 
are  entirely  sincere  in  their  belief  and  not  a  few  of  them  are,  surprising  as  it 
may  seem,  entirely  without  animosity  against  automobiles  and  ready  to  join 
hands  with  motorists  in  a  campaign  for  a  method  of  road-building  that  will 
produce  highways  capable  of  resisting  the  alleged  disintegrating  effect  of  the 
multitude  of  automobiles  that  use  them  constantly. 


Ranged  on  this  side  are  a  number  of  most  estimable  men,  some  of  whom 
have  made  a  careful  study  of  the  subject  before  reaching  their  present  conclu- 
sions. It  is  well  known  that  several  State  commissioners  of  highways,  to  say 
nothing  of  scores  of  inspectors  and  other  road  makers  or  maintainers,  enter- 
tain the  same  belief.    The  rapidly  moving  automobile  creates  a  suction  which 
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removes  from  its  proper  place  the  hinding  material  in  the  roads,  they  say. 
When  this  occurs  the  road  goes  to  the  "demnition  bow-wows"  very  quickly. 
Pressed  for  a  reason  why  all  roads  used  by  automobiles  are  not  thus  affected, 
they  will  sometimes  go  to  the  extreme  of  contending  that  they  are.  Others 
will  say  that  it  is  due  to  a  difference  in  construction.  Some  roads  will  stand 
up  better  under  automobile  travel  than  others.  But  all  such  travel  wreaks 
damage  and  steps  must  eventually  be  taken  to  lay  down  some  other  kind  of 
road  that  will  be  automobile  proof,  they  assert  in  conclusion. 


The  obvious  retort  is  that  if  this  is  the  case  then  the  quicker  some  way  is 
found  to  build  roads  that  will  not  go  to  pieces  under  automobile  travel  the 
better.  And  perhaps  it  will  come  to  this  in  the  end.  But  for  the  present  it  is 
sufficient  for  the  motorist  to  take  the  stand  that  the  case  against  the  automobile 
has  not  yet  been  proved.  He  is  willing  to  admit  that  there  are  cases  where 
roads  are  damaged  as  alleged.  But  they  are  in  an  almost  insignificant  min^ 
ority,  as  can  be  shown  conclusively  by  anyone  who  goes  to  the  trouble  to  inves- 
tigate. Take  any  road  much  traveled  by  automobiles — and  that  means  practi- 
cally every  road  that  is  much  traveled  by  any  class  of  vehicles — and  examine  it. 
The  greater  the  travel  the  more  evidence  there  will  be  of  a  fine  dust  on  the 
surface.  Occasionally,  too,  places  will  be  found  where  the  disintegrating  pro- 
cess referred  to  is  noticeable.  But  they  will  be  few  and  far  between,  and  it  is 
a  safe  assertion  that  for  every  yard  of  such  road  there  will  be  found  a  hundred 
where  the  road-bed  is  not  only  not  damaged,  but  is  even  improved  by  the  pas- 
sage of  motor  vehicles  over  it. 


One  entry  has  been  made  for  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race.  Now  the  famous  event 
seems  fairly  started. 


The  defeat  of  hostile  legislation  was  celebrated  variously  by  Wisconsin  motor- 
ists. C.  C.  Rice,  an  enthusiast  of  Pound,  Wis.,  raised  the  American  flag  over 
his  business  house  when  he  received  a  wire  message  which  stated  that  the  Legis- 
lature had  killed  all  new  automobile  legislation  before  it.  He  owns  the  one  and 
only  automobile  in  Pound,  which  is  a  village. 


Challenges  to  see  who  can  fracture  the  laws  to  the  greatest  extent  are  flying 
about  recklessly.  If  the  law,  through  its  proper  officers,  would  take  a  hand  in 
these  road-racing  affairs  it  would  do  a  lot  of  good  and  relieve  law-abiding  motor- 
ists of  some  inconvenience. 


In  Brooklyn,  recently,  30  aged  and  infirm  people  who  had  not  been  able  to  go  to 
church  for  years,  were  taken  to  the  communion  service  in  automobiles. 

Dean  Swift's  much  quoted  lines  about  making  two  blades  of  grass  grow 
where  only  one  had  grown  before  appear  to  have  been  kept  in  mind  pretty 
steadily  by  automobilists,  if  one  may  judge  by  the  steadily  increasing  number  of 
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organizations  that  have  been  formed  in  recent  years.  It  is  refreshing  to  note, 
therefore,  that  in  one  instance  at  least  the  proposal  to  form  two  organizations 
where  there  had  been  only  one  before  has  been  side-tracked.  We  refer  to  the 
importers  of  foreign  cars.  They  have  finally  gotten  together  and  resolved  to 
flock  by  themselves  and  to  secure  for  themselves  whatever  glory  and  pelf  may 
be  coming  their  way.  The  newspaper  man  will  feel  thankful  that  he  does 
not  have  to  add  one  more  to  the  large  number  of  alphabetical  bodies,  the  do- 
ings of  which  he  must  periodically  chronicle. 


^  touring  car  can  mean  only  one  thing — a  car  with  a  touring  body  exactly  as 
specified  in  the  manufacturer's  catalogue.  Some  people  are  inclined  to  forget 
this. 


Time  was  when  the  Western  sheriff  relied  on  his  favorite  horse  for  his  "loco- 
motion progress,"  as  someone  has  defined  it.  Now  all  that  is  changed.  The 
supervisors  of  Alameda  County,  California,  have  just  bought  a  40  hp.  touring 
car  for  the  sheriff.  The  Car  will  be. used  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  before  the  year  is  over  tales  of  stirring  hunts 
for  fugitives  from  the  law  will  begin  to  come  in  from  Alameda  County. 

It  appears  that  the  secondary. prize  in  the  A.  A.  A.  (Glidden)  Tour  represents  a 
signalman,  "an  athletic  male  figure  standing  on  a  hilltop,  holding  a  spear  in  one 
hand  and  a  torch  in  the  other."  How  much  more  appropriate  it  would  have  been 
to  have  had  a  rural  constable  rampant,  or  couchant,  with  a  flag  or  tin  watch 
in  his  hand! 


Milwaukee  automobilists  are  taking  unique  steps  toward  preventing  collisions 
between  street  cars  and  automobiles  which  have  been  frequent  in  the  Beer  City 
recently.  The  automobile  owners  lay  the  blame  on  the  motormen  of  the  street 
cars.  Sleuths  will  therefore  be  engaged  to  ride  on  the  front  platforms  of  street 
cars  and  observe,  on  behalf  of  the  automobile  men,  whether  or  not  the  motormen 
observe  the  rules  in  regard  to  ringing  bells  at  crossings.  The  district  attorney 
will  be  informed  of  all  infractions  of  the  rules.  What  the  motormen  will  be 
doing  on  the  occasions  when  the  sleuths  are  present  is  not  told.

bumpless,  humpless,  lumpless.  For  during  the  last  stage  of  the  journey,  from  the 
city  of  his  name  to  the  home  in  which  he  livted  and  to  the  tomb  which  is  the  Mecca 
of  thousands  of  the  patriotic  of  his  countrymen  and  countrywomen,  is  all  that 
a  road  should  not  be ;  is 
nothing  in  reality 
which  deserves  the 
name  of  road  at  all! 

An  association  ot 
women,  known  as  the 
Ladies'  Mt.  Vernon  As- 
s  o  c  i  a  t  i  o  n,  has  pur- 
chased the  old  home, 
beautified  it  with  care 
and  attention;  the  lawn 
is  perfect,  the  trees  arc 
trimmed,  the  house  is 
in  repair  and  painted, 
and  is  furnished,  in 
part,  with  those  few 
things  which  were 
Washington's  own,  and 
the  rest  with  antiques 
from  Washington's 
time,  simulating,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  the 
homestead  as  it  was 
when  the  great  Father 
of  his  Country  lived 
within  it.  Nothing 
that  loving  care  and  at- 
tention and  the  spend- 
ing of  money  can  do  has

To  get  to  this  place  of  history,  this  home  of  memories  of 
the  days  when  this  our  country  was  young,  you  have  the  choice  of  a  stuffy  trolley 
line,  a  beautiful  ride  down  the  Potomac  on  a  steamer,  or  a  trip  over  plowed 
ground,  miscalled  a  road,  in  any  vehicle  you  can  get  to  carry  you,  or  have  the 
nerve  to  drive.    If  you  are  on  pleasure,  plus  comfort,  bent,  you  will  tkke  the 
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bosLt^-^tf  you  are  in  a  hurry,  you  will  take  the  car.  But  if  you  want  a  real  good 
tiny,  anjfare  so  made  (bat  you  can  have  it  in  the  midst  of  personal  discomfort, 
go  by  tljj^road"  and  in  aa1  automobile. 

Such  a  trip  presupposes  either  that  you  live  in  Washington,  D.  C,  or  will 
pass  through  or  near  that  city  on  some  other  tour.  From  almost  anywhere 
within  a  500-mile  radius  to  the  north  and  west,  excellent  roads  lead  to  Wash- 
ington. From  New  York,  via  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  from  Pittsburg,  via 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  and  the  old  National  pike,  from  Gettysburg,  itself  a  touring 
point  of  historic  interest — from  the  south  from  which  one  can  strike  the  Shen- 
andoah Valley  pike — from  all  these  and  countless  other  points,  roads  varying 
from  excellent  to  fair  lead  to  Washington.  But  at  Washington,  unless  one  goes 
to  the  Valley  pike  for  a  tour  south,  good  roads  stop.  And  the  stoppage  is 
marked  if  one  tries  for  Mt.  Vernon.  So,  if  you  go,  go  warned,  and  don't  expect 
a  boulevard. 

On  the  other  hand,  don't  expect  to  get  stuck.  I  have  been  on  far  worse 
roads.  I  recall  sticking  fast  in  a  bottomless  mudhole  between  two  spots  on  the 
map  designated  towns  and  in  reality  marked  with  a  store  and  a  church  re- 
spectively, in  southern  Virginia — that  was  a  worse  road.  I  know  of  seven  miles 
of  road  in  Pennsylvania,  between  Gettysburg  and  Emmitsburg,  which  for  rough 
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rockiness  and  humps  and  bumps  is  about  as  bad.  I  know  a  mountain  pass — two 
of  them,  in  fact,  one  over  Rock  Fish  Gap  to  Charlottesville,  from  Staunton,  and 
one  from  New  Market  to  Luray,  which  are  prize  roads  for  innate  depravity,  but 
as  a  general  thing,  take  it  by  and  large,  the  18  miles  from  Washington  to  Mt. 
Vernon  are  about  as  variegated  as  one  cares  to  find. 

From  Washington,  proceed  down  Fourteenth  street,  south,  to  the  river, 
where,  at  the  railway  tracks,  you  turn  left  and  go  over  the  new  Highway  bridge, 
which  takes  the  place  of  the  old  Long  bridge,  famous  in  the  Civil  War,  and 
which  endured  both  time  and  ice  jams  until  this  winter  just  passed,  when  a  hard- 
hearted commercialism  removed  it  as  a  menace  to  safety,  a  block  to  navigation 
and  a  worn-out  relic.  The  new  bridge  is  commodious,  strong,  sightly— but  it 
has  no  history. 

On  the  Other  side  of  the  bridge  turn  left  and  follow  a  plain  path — I  dare  not' 
call  it  a  road — to  the  historic  city  of  Alexandria.  These  few  miles  are  pretty 
bad — due  more  than  anything  else  to  the  heavy  traffic  of  carts  loaded  with  bricks, 
new  from  the  kiln — Virginia  clay  in  practical  use.  And  Alexandria — well,  Alex- 
andria is  a  city  which  is  largely  in  the  past,  so  say  the  newspapers,  the  most  ver- 
acious mediums  that  be,  but  Alexandria  has  more  than  the  beauty  of  age  and  the 
beauty  of  history — she  has  dignity — a  dignity  that  can  override  both  newspaper 
fun  and  the  curses  hurled  at  poor  roads  and  streets.  Here  you  can  find  a  hun-» 
dred  things  of  interest,  but  the  principal  one  is  the  old  church  where  George! 
Washington  worshipped.  Into  this  structure  you  can  go,  and  if  you  go",  and  ?| 
you  have  an  eye  for  beauty  of  line  and  simplicity  of  color,  you  will  see  at  onc<! 
that  the  architects  of  many  modern  churches  never  saw  this  one.  You  can  see 
the  pew  in  which  General  Washington  and  his  family  sat  at  service,  and  many 
a  quaint  and  curious  tablet  on  the  walls.  The  church  is  still  in  active  use,  and 
bids  fair  to  remain  so  for  many  a  generation  yet  to  come.  It  is  an  object  of 
interest  to  the  sightseer,  casual  or  otherwise,  and  is  still  worshipped  in  by  the 
Alexandrians. 

Out  of  Alexandria  you  go — ask  me  not  the  way!  Ask  of  any  one  who 
knows  the  town,  and  ask  for  the  Mt.  Vernon  Pike!  Swallow,  lightly,  as  you 
say  this  word  and  keep  a  straight  face,  and  a  straight  face  and  a  straight  answer 
you  will  get.  Take  these  local  directions  in  all  simplicity  but  take  the  Pike  on 
a  large  faith  and  with  no  expectations,  so  shall  you  avoid  disappointments. 
Blessed  are  they  who  expect  nothing,  for  they  shall  not  get  left,  is  an  irreligious 
paraphrase  that  exactly  fits  the  case. 

And  there  are  stretches  of  this  "pike"  which  will  commend  themselves  to 
you  as  proving  me  a  liar  of  magnitude,  but  there  are  other  stretches  which  will 
reverse  your  opinion  and  win  your  approval  of  my  hard  words.  Stretches 
where  some  Virginian — native  son  with  native  vigor — has  mended  the  road  in 
native  fashion.  Of  this  fashion,  let  us  say  little — mending  as  such  is  known  to 
you  and  me,  is  not  approved  of  here — for  the  method  is  either  to  plough  up  the 
road  and  let  you  pack  it  down  as  you  pass,  or  pitch  upon  its  surface  all  the  refuse 
from  cleaning  of  land,  and  let  you  pack  that  down,  and  if  you  have  a  choice, 
please  name  it  for  the  edification  of  those  who  may  come  after  you ! 

You  will,  if  there  have  been  rains  within  a  week,  find  some  low  spots  where 
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your  motor  car  can  more  fitly  demonstrate  its  marine  than  its  land  going  qual- 
ities. Here  you  can  swim,  an'  you  are  so  minded,  or  wade,  and  trust  to  luck 
that  you  arrive.  Or  you  can  skirmish  around  for  fence  rails  and  ride  the  rail 
in  motor  style,  and,  striking  dry  land  once  more,  praise  the  Fates  for  deliverance 
from  the  mighty  deep! 

You  will  follow  this  "road"  through  strange  and  devious  transformations — 
at  one  time  you  will  go  through  what  appears  to  be  the  rocky  bed  of  a  long  dried 
up  stream,  and  lucky  are  you  and  a  good  car  you  have  if  its  second  speed  pulls 
you  through  without  bursting  a  blood  vessel  or  a  tire ! 

Sand,  mud — mud,  sand,  rocky  stones — stony  rocks,  bumpty,  humpty,* jumpty, 
lumpty — stones,  groans,  bones,  moans — Oh,  the  pike  to  Mt.  Vernon  is  a  sight  to 
see.    And  isn't  it  a  shame,  when  one  patriotic  set  of  people — the  aforementioned

association  of  women — have  done  so  much  and  tried  so  hard  to  preserve  to  Am- 
erica the  best  relic  of  the  first  of  first  Americans,  that  the  State  in  which  this 
treasure  lies,  the  country  of  which  the  State  is  a  part  and  the  people  of  the  coun- 
try, will  not,  do  not,  apparently  cannot  build  18  miles  of  real  road  to  aid  the  pil- 
grimages which  thousands  make  to  this  shrine?  Against  the  road  being  built 
would  be  the  opposition  of  a  car  line  and  a  steamboat  line.  To  be  sure,  it  might 
mean  dollars  out  of  their  pockets.  But  on  the  other  hand,  think  of  the  hundreds 
who  would  enjoy  the  road — autoists,  horse  travelers,  motorcycle  riders,  even 
pedestrians.  It  might  cost  all  of  two  or  three  thousand  dollars  a  mile,  surely  not 
too  large  a  sum  for  either  State  or  nation.  If  you  have  an  opinion,  either  before 
or  after  going,  suppose  you  tell  your  representative  in  Congress  what  you  think 
about  it. 
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You  may  have  divers  adventures  on  the  way — as  I  have  had — or  you  may 
have  a  quiet  and  eventless  passage.  I  went,  the  last  time,  shortly  after  a  storm, 
and  between  dragging  trees  off  the  road  with  a  rope,  and  pulling  the  car  out  of 
a  ditch  with  the  same  rope  and  the  help  of  the  second  car  of  the  expedition,  and 
nearly  running  myself  into  eternity  with  a  hidden  washout  in  the  road  I  had  a 
lively  time.  Ordinarily  the  road  is  as  safe  as  any  such  poor  aggregation  of 
passage  ways  can  be,  but  eventful  in  the  variety  and  number  of  brand  new  ways 
to  lose  one's  religion  which  it  engenders! 

At  last,  probably  after  nearly  three  hours  of  running,  you  will  arrive,  and, 
will  hold  a  solemn  conclave  with  the  keeper  of  the  gate,  after  which  you  will 
pay  your  fee,  march  through  a  turnstile,  and  as  gravely  march  out  again,  after  all 
of  which  you  can  bring  your  machines  into  the  grounds.  The  turnstile  is  a 
registering  device,  hence  the  procession  through  it  is  required. 

No  roadway  runs  to  the  front  of  the  historic  mansion,  so  I  have  no  pictures 
to  show  of  the  niachine  there,  but  here  is  pictorial  evidence  in  plenty  that  I  made 
the  trip.  There  would  be  no  real  reason  to  prevent  a  motor  from  running  on  the 
lawn  to  the  front  of  the  house,  except  for  precedent  and  the  idea  that  a  steady 
procession  of  them  might  coma  and  want  to  do  the  same  thing,  thus  spoiling  the 
lawn.  As  far  as  I  know,  I  took  the  first  car  there,  also  the  second,  and  I  doubt 
that  many  have  gone  since! 

The  grounds  are  open  every  week  day,  and  the  mansion  also,  for  inspection. 
Guards  are  everywhere  about  and  certain  rooms  in  the  mansion  may  not  be 
entered,  only  looked  into,  which,  considering  the  value  of  the  articles  therein, 
and  the  ravages  of  souvenir  hunters,  is  quite  a  wise  precaution.  The  view  fronji 
the  portico  of  the  mansion,  overlooking  the  Potomac  river,  here  very  broad,  is 
most  beautiful  and  one  can  well  understand  how  it  happened  that  the  spot  was 
chosen  as  a  homestead.  The  outbuildings,  kitchen,  slaves  quarters,  coach  house, 
etc.,  are  all  interesting,  particularly  the  last  named,  which  still  holds  the  original 
George  Washington  Coach,  a  lumbering  picturesque  vehicle,  which  made- weekly 
trips  over  the  road  you  have  just  been  over,  to  Alexandria  and  church,  and,  I 
dare  say,  in  quite  as  good  time  as  you  or  I  made  in  our  modern  vehicles ! 

Washington's  tomb  is  of  course  to  be  visited.  Simple  and  unpretentious  it  is, 
as  doubtless  he,  of  simple  tastes,  would  have  wished.  I  think,  if  you  will  let 
me  moralize  a  bit,  that  it  says  much  for  the  democracy  of  our  ideas  and  institu- 
tions that  we  reverence  the  meaning  of  the  tomb  and  the  dust  it  holds,  without 
regard  to  the  style  or  beauty  or  cost  of  the  tomb  itself,  and  I  am  minded  of  some 
of  the  rich  and  gorgeous  resting  places  of  some  Old  World  heroes,  not  half 
so  great  or  half  so  loved  as  our  own  great  chief. 

After  you  have  had  your  fill  of  history  and  antiquity  and  your  curiosity  is 
satisfied,  you  go  home — and  if  you  want  a  slight  change,  branch  off  at  the  left 
at  Alexandria  and  go  back  to  Washington  via  Arlington  cemetery — the  grounds 
and  mansion  of  which  are  in  their  way  almost  as  historic  as  those  you  have  seen. 
But  that  is  yet  another  run  and  another  tale,  which  perhaps  I  may  tell  later  on. 

Don't  fail  to  go  because  the  road  is  poor,  and  call  yourself  a  motorist,  but 
don't  go  expecting  to  have  an  easy  seat  all  the  way,  and  call  me  names  for  send- 
ing you. 
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Glidden  Pathfinders  Make  a  Start 


Cleveland,  O.,  May  7. — The  pathfinders  of  the  American  Automobile  As- 
sociation, who  will  select  the  route  for  the  Glidden  Tour,  are  now  busily  nosing 
out  a  course  which  the  tourists  will  follow  when  they  leave  Cleveland  on  their 
long  trip.  The  party  consists  of  Dia  H.  Lewis,  secretary  of  the  A.  A.  A.  tour- 
ing committee;  F.  Ed.  Spooner,  Teddy  Day  and  P.  S.  Flinn.  F.  B.  Hower  of 
Buffalo,  chairman  of  the  touring  committee,  joined  the  party  later.  K.  R.  Otis, 
the  Cleveland  Club's  representative  on  the  board,  accompanied  the  party  part 
way.  The  start  was  made  from  Cleveland  in  a  rainstorm,  Tuesday  morning,  a 
Pierce  Great  Arrow  car  being  used. 

Dia  Lewis  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  the  route  for  the  tour  will  not 
be  the  same  as  that  recently  published  in  many  papers.  The  course  the  tourists 
will  follow  will  not  be  decided  upon  until  the  party  has  completed  its  work.  The 
start  will  be  made  in  Cleveland  and  stops  will  surely  be  made  at  Chicago,  Pitts- 
burg, Baltimore  and  New  York.  It  has  been  decided  to  omit  Detroit  from  'the 
route,  as  no  suitable  road  leads  from  this  city  to  the  Michigan  metropolis. 

The  first  stop  was  made  at  Toledo,  where  hotel-keepers  were  requested  to 
sign  contracts  showing  how  many  tourists  they  can  accommodate.  Fair  rates 
were  secured.  If  hotel-keepers  in  any  of  the  cities  included  in  the  tour  show  any 
inclination  to  overcharge  the  tourists  their  city  will  be  omitted  from  the  course. 
Fourteen  entries  for  the  tour  have  already  been  received. 


Cleveland,  O.,  May  8. — The  A.  A.  A.  committee  of  Glidden  Tour  pathfind- 
ers, who  started  out  Tuesday  morning  to  map  a  route  for  the  tour,  returned  to 
Cleveland  Tuesday  evening.  The  roads  west  of  Elyria  were  found  impassable. 
The  trip  will  be  resumed  Friday. 


Articles  of  incorporation  for  the  United  States  Motor  Racing  Association 
were  filed  in  Albany  Monday,  the  capital  being  $5,000.  The  applicants  for  char- 
ter announce  the  intention  of  promoting  race  meets,  hill  climbs  and  automobile 
race  days  and  carnivals  at  the  larger  fairs  throughout  the  country.  Joseph  M. 
Gaites,  William  H.  Pickens,  Fred  T.  Bailey  and  W.  H.  Oviatt  are  the  incor- 
porators. 

The  first  meet  is  scheduled  for  the  Point  Breeze  track,  in  Philadelphia,  on 
May  24  and  25.  A  twenty-four-hour  endurance  race  for  fully  equipped  touring 
cars  and  touring  runabouts  will  be  the  feature  event  of  the  meet. 

It  is  further  announced  that  the  new  organization  has  the  sanction  of  the 
American  Automobile  Association.  Gaites,  who  is  a  theatrical  manager,  is 
named  as  president  of  the  racing  association.  A  circuit  of  race  meets  is  planned, 
and  the  cars  and  drivers  following  the  circuit  will  be  brought  under  the  theatrical 
rate  arrangement.

Race  Meet  Promoters  Incorporate 
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One  Organization,  One  Show,  for  Importers 


The  white-winged  dove  of  peace  has  descended  and  is  abiding  contentedly 
in  the  camp  of  the  erstwhile  warring  importers.  There  will  be  no  division  of 
forces,  no  rival  associations,  no  opposing  shows — nothing  but  peace  and  plenty 
of  it.  Incidentally,  the  Importers'  Automobile  Salon  is  the  "whole  thing,"  and 
the  infant  Automobile  Importers'  Society  has  died  of  neglect  and  insufficient 
nourishment. 

All  this  came  about  Monday  afternoon,  May  6,  when,  in  one  of  the  com- 
mittee rooms  of  the  new  clubhouse  of  the  A.  C.  A.,  the  "independent  importers" 
met  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Gaston  Rheims  of  the  C.  G.  V.  Company. 

The  purposes  of  the  meeting  were  fraught  with  the  highest  importance  to 
the  automobile  importing  industry  of  this  country,  as  those  attending  the  meeting 
were  called  upon  to  decide  whether  they  would  continue  with  the  organization 
of  the  new  Automobile  Importers'  Society  or  join  the  older  organization,  The 
Importers'  Automobile  Salon,  thus  forming  one  representative  and  powerful 
association,  whose  objects  are  to  foster  and  protect  the  industry  represented  by 
its  members,  as  the  official  report  puts  it. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Rheims  (C.  G.  V.),  Mr.  Massenat  (Pan- 
hard)  and  Mr.  Lacroix  (Renault)  had  been  for  some  weeks  negotiating  with 
a  committee  of  the  Importers'  Automobile  Salon,  consisting  of  Mr.  C.  R.  Mabley 
(Isotta  Fraschini)  and  Mr.  E.  R.  Hollander  (Fiat),  and  as  the  result  of  numer- 
ous meetings  between  these  two  committees  two  plans  were  drawn  up  and  duly 
submitted  at  the  meeting  on  Monday.  The  more  desirable  one,  that  which  con- 
templated the  consolidation  of  all  the  importers  in  this  city  by  their  joining  the 
Importers'  Automobile  Salon  in  a  body,  was  finally  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  and  Mr.  Hollander,  representing  the  I.  A.  S.,  was  then  called  into  the 
meeting  and  formally  informed  of  the  decision  reached  by  those  present  at  the 
meeting.  - 

This  action  was  subscribed  to  by  the  following  gentlemen,  who  were  present 
at  the  meeting: 

Mr.  Andre  Massenat  (Panhard),  Mr.  Gaston  Rheims  (C.  G.  V.),  Mr.  Paul  De  la 
Chesnaye  (2usf),  Mr.  W.  H.  Barnard  (Piteuu  and  Delehaye),  Mr.  Alexander  Thakara 
(Westinghouse),  Mr.  E.  Lillie  (Italia),  Mr.  Paul  Lacroix  (Renault),  Mr.  Percy  Owen 
(Bianchi),  Mr.  Julian  Bloch  (Motobloc),  Mr.  Wm.  Walker  (La  Buire). 

In  addition  to  those  present,  Mr.  Rheims  announced  that  there  were  three 
or  four  other  firms  that  had  not  been  able  to  attend  the  meeting,  who  would  act 
in  accordance  with  those  above  mentioned  and  forward  their  applications  at  once 
for  membership  in  the  I.  A.  S. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  all  the  present  and  new  members  of  the  Salon 
will  exhibit  at  the  Salon  show  to  be  held  in  Madison  Square  Garden  next  winter 
and  in  this  show  exclusively.  Any  importers  who  are  not  sufficiently  established 
in  this  country  to  deem  it  advantageous  to  join  the  Salon  at  the  present  time 
and  dealers  in  imported  cars  (though  not  direct  importers  of  same)  will,  of 
course,  receive  the  same  treatment  and  pay  the  same  price  for  space  as  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Salon. 
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Talkfest  at  Chicago  Over  Touring  Car  Contest 

Chicago,  May  6. — Engineering  experts,  who  met  in  Chicago  last  week  to 
sift  over  a  mass  of  documentary  suggestions  bearing  upon  the  proposed  manu- 
facturers' stock  car  race  in  Long  Island  next  fall,  found  themselves  face  to  face 
with  innumerable  obstacles.  The  problem  of  conforming  to  their  own  individual 
theories  without  running  counter  to  beliefs  propounded  by  outsiders  of  standing 
prolonged  their  sessions  beyond  their  original  expectations,  and  caused  the  de- 
liberations to  take  on  the  external  aspect  of  star  chamber  proceedings.  As 
yet,  no  authoritative  statements  bearing  on  the  outcome  of  the  discussion  have 
been  made,  although  hope  is  being  kept  constantly  before  eager  inquisitors. 

"So  many  conflicting  suggestions  regarding  the  regulations  for  the  race  have 
been  offered,  that  we  have  been  forced  to  make  progress  extremely  slowly," 
vouchsafed  one  of  the  experts. 

The  meetings  of  Elmer  and  Edgar  Apperson,  Henry  Ford,  H.  O.  Smith 
and  the  others  who  assembled  to  discuss  the  stock  car  race  were  held  at  the 
Auditorium  Annex.  It  was  hinted  that  the  opposition  to  the  projected  cyl- 
inder displacement  limitation  clause  proved  the  most  troublesome  bone  of  con- 
tention. 


Two  Royals  For  Vanderbilt  Cup  Race 

Those  who  recall  the  splendid  showing  made  by  the  Royal  car  which 
competed  and  won  a  place  in  the  American  elimination  trial  for  the  Vanderbilt 
Cup  race  two  years  ago  will  be  glad  to  know  that  the  Cleveland  corjcern  intends 
to  make  another  bid  for  cup  honors  this  year.  Announcement  is  made  by  the 
Royal  Motor  Car  Co.  that  it  will  build  two  high  powered  racing  cars,  one  of 
which  will  be  driven  by  Robert  Jardine,  who  piloted  the  Royal  so  successfully 
in  1905. 

In  an  interview  yesterday  E.  D.  Shurmer,  the  president  of  the  Royal  Motor 
Car  Company,  expressed  his  confidence  in  their  ability  to  make  a  creditable 
showing  and  stated  that  his  company  would  spare  no  effort  to  give  the  Am- 
erican team  a  car  which  will  be  able  to  go  the  distance  and  at  a  pace  which  will 
give  every  chance  of  success  in  winning  the  cup  for  this  country.  He  also  said 
that  their  preliminary  work  on  these  two  cars  had  reached  a  point  that  en- 
abled him  to  talk  with  confidence  about  their  performance. 


New  York  Registrations  Far  Ahead  of  Last  Year 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  May  7. — There  have  been  registered  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  at  Albany  4,816  automobiles  since  January  2,  1907.  During  the  first  week 
of  May  484  cars  secured  numbers;  101  owners  applying  for  licenses  today. 

The  registrations  for  April  almost  equalled  the  total  number  registered  the 
first  three  months  of  this  year.  No  less  than  2,001  cars  were  registered  in 
April,  while  between  January  2  and  March  28  2,116  cars  were  licensed,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  that  was  an  increase  of  621  over  the  same  period  of 
time  the  preceding  year. 
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Hower  Prize  Is   to  Go  to  An  Individual 

Chairman  F.  B.  Hower  of  the  touring  committee  of  the  American  Auto- 
mobile Association,  announces  an  important  change  in  relation  to  the  trophy  for 
runabouts  in  the  A.  A.  A.  tour,  donated  by  himself.  It  was  first  announced  that 
the  trophy  would  be  one  to  be  won  by  a  club  team,  under  the  same  rules  as  those 
for  touring  cars,  but  after  consultation  with  a  number  of  those  interested  Mr. 
Hower  has  decided  to  offer  the  trophy  as  an  individual  prize,  to  be  won  as  a 
permanent  trophy  by  some  one  owner  and  entrant.  A  new  set  of  rules  for  this 
trophy  are  now  being  compiled. 

The  Hower  trophy  is  a  magnificent  piece  of  decorative  art,  larger  and  hand- 
somer in  every  way  than  the  trophy  that  was  a  second  prize  to  the  Glidden  trophy 
last  year.  It  is  a  piece  of  bronze  statuary,1  four  feet  high,  representing  the  "Signal 
Man.".  It  consists  of  a  slightly  draped  athletic  male  figure  standing  on  a  hill  top 
holding  in  one  hand  a  spear  at  rest  and  above  his  head  a  torch  in  the  other  hand. 
A  fire  burns  kt  his  feet  as  he  stands  giving  warning  to  his  fellows.  There  is  no 
relation  between  the  piece  and  automobiles,  unless  the  signal  man  be  considered 
as  a  runabout.  

Great  Expectations  Formed  by  Clevelanders 

Cleveland,  O.,  May  7. — The  third  annual  hill-climb,  under  the  auspices  - 
of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club,  to  be  held  at  Gates  Mill  Hill,  June  8,  will 
probably  be  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  sport.   The  local  club  is  planning 
to  make  the  climb  the  biggest  automobile  attraction  ever  conceived  in  the  country. 

Gates  Mill  Hill  has  been  pronounced  equal  to  any  grade  in  the  country  for 
such  a  contest.  The  grade  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  the  famous  Dead 
Horse  Hill  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  a  few  turns,  none  of  which  is  dangerous, 
add  just  the  right  amount  of  spice  to  make  the  climb  a  little  bit  on  the  hair- 
raising  order. 

Entries  will  be  solicited  from  every  manufacturer  in  the  United  Starts  and 
representatives  of  foreign  machines.  Heretofore  the  climb  has  been  a  local  affair. 
F.  B.  Stearns,  whose  cars  have  done  some  good  work  in  hill-climbing  tests,  is 
eager  and  ready  to  pit  his  new  Stearns  machines  against  any  car  in  the  world. 
They  will  be  piloted  by  F.  B.  Stearns  and  Guy  Vaughn. 

Gates  Mill  is  but  a  short  distance  from  Cleveland,  and  the  hill  can  be  reached 
within  an  hour  by  automobile  from  the  "center  of  the  city.  Participants  and 
visitors  can  secure  hotel  accommodations  in  Cleveland  or  at  Gates  Mill. 


Mich  igan  May  Make  Automobile  Stealing  a  Misdemeanor 

Detroit,  Mich.,  May  6. — Running  off  with  a  motor  car  belonging  to  some- 
one else  will  no  longer  be  either  pleasant  or  profitable  if  the  bill  now  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Michigan  Legislature  is  enacted.  At  present  there  is  absolutely 
no  means  of  punishment,  inability  to  establish  criminal  intent  and  the.  fact  that 
there  is  no  specific  mention  of  automobiles  in  the  statutes  gaining  freedom  for 
those  guilty  of  such  offenses.  The  present  bill  makes  such  offense  a  misdemeanor, 
apart  from  further  complications  in  the  way  of  a  larceny  charge,  and  on  conviction 
imposes  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  $100  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more 
than  ninety  days,  or  both. 
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A  Roundabout  Route  From  Jamestown  to  the  North 

By  PIONEER 

The  tourist  who  has  journeyed  to  Norfolk  by  the  "air-line"  route  de- 
scribed in  the  April  10  issue  of  Automobile  Topics  will,  for  the  sake  of  seeing 
a  new  country,  probably  desire  to  return  by  another  route.  If  his  time  is  not 
limited,  he  may  go  home  by  way  of  Petersburg,  Richmond  and  Charlottesville 
to  Staunton,  where  he  will  turn  northward  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley  Pike. 
This  is  the  only  practical  all-land  route  from  Norfolk. 

There  are,  however,  several  ways  of  returning  north,  provided  the  first 
stage  of  the  journey  be  made  by  boat,  and  one  or  another  of  these  will  doubtless 
appeal  to  those  who  have  not  sufficient  time  at  their  disposal  to  make  the  long 
route  via  Staunton.  Our  party,  on  returning  north,  took  the  boat  to  Baltimore 
and  then  went  over  the  old  National  Highway  to  Frederick,  proceeding  from 
there  to  Halltown,  West  Virginia,  where  we  struck  the  all-land  route  above 
referred  to.  Our  experiences  were  so  pleasurable  that  perhaps  some  details  of 
our  trip  may  prove  of  interest. 

From  Old  Point  Comfort,  where  we  had  stayed  during  the  latter  part  of 
our  visit  around  Norfolk,  we  took  the  Bay  Line  steamer  to  Baltimore.  We 
boarded  the  boat  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  arrived  at  Baltimore  early 
the  next  morning.  The  freight  on  our  machine  was  $8.00,  which  seemed  very 
reasonable  when  compared  with  the  charge  of  $17.60  from  Cape  Charles  to  Nor- 
folk. At  Baltimore,  we  rode  around  the  city  for  an  hour  or  so,  taking  a  look  at 
the  many  handsome  monuments  which  dot  the  parkways  and  at  the'solid  rows  of 
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new  buildings,  which  now  completely  cover  the  area  devastated  by  the  great  fire  of 
1904.  We  also  made  a  short  call  at  the  fine  quarters  of  the  Maryland  Auto- 
mobile Club,  where  we  were  most  hospitably  received. 

Leaving  Baltimore,  by  way  of  Fulton  street  and  Edmondson  avenue,  we 
proceeded  in  our  White  steamer  over  a  good  macadam  pike  to  Oella,  a  quaint 
old  town  consisting  of  but  one  street,  which  winds  precipitously  down  hill,  with 
"hair-pin  turns"  and  "devil's  elbows"  every  hundred  feet.  None  of  us  could 
imagine  the  slightest  reason  for  locating  a  town  in  such  unpromising  natural 
surroundings.  A  short  distance  beyond,  we  crossed  a  bridge  into  Ellicott  City 
where  the  National  Highway  proper  commences.    At  this  point    the  road

from  Washington  joins  the  highway  and  Tonight  say  here  that,  to  go  by  boat 
from  Norfolk  to  Washington  and  thence  over  the  road  to  Ellicott  City  is  an 
alternative  route  to  that  which  we  chose  via  Baltimore,  and  one  which  many 
tourists  doubtless  will  select. 

Ellicott  City  is  12  miles  from  Baltimore  and  we  journeyed  21  miles  further 
westward  along  the  Highway  before  we  struck  any  community  large  enough  to 
be  called  a  town.  This  was  Ridgeville,  where  we  stopped  long  enough  at  the 
Eagle  Hotel  to  try  some  of  the  chicken  a  la  Maryland  and  the  home-made  pre- 
serves for  which  this  inn  is  famous.  Here  we  saw  an  old  L.  A.  W.  sign,  a 
memento  of  those  quaint  days  when  one-man  power  was  considered  sufficient  for 
a  touring  machine. 

Twelve  miles  further  we  passed  the  famous  old  stone  bottle  which  marks 
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A  ROLLING,  WILL  WOODED  COUNTRY  AMD  FINE  BOAD6 

the  approach  to  the  bridge  across  the  Monocacy  River.  The  bottle  bears  this 
inscription:  "Jonas  Ellicott  first  produced  the  bold  plan  of  this  bridge  with 
arches  of  65-fpot  span:  built  1808-00."    Five  minutes  later  we  saw: 


MONUMENT  ERECTED  ON  BITE  OP  JONN  BBOWN'fl  FORT 
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"The  clustered  spires  of  Frederick  stand 

Green-walled  by  the  hills  of  Maryland. 

Round  about  them  orchards  sweep, 

Apple  and  peach  tree,  fruited  deep." 
Frederickstown,  seen  from  the  hills,  looks  quite  as  attractive  now  as  it  did  in 
the  early  days  of  the  Civil  War,  when  it  seemed,  as  Whittier  describes  it : 

"Fair  as  the  garden  of  the  Lord 

To  the  eyes  of  the  famished  rebel  horde, 

On  that  pleasant  morn  of  the  early  fall 

When  Lee  marched  over  the  mountain-wall." 
Now  no  trace  remains  of  the  house  where  Barbara  Fritchie  kept  flying  the 
colors  of  the  Union  in  Stonewall  Jackson's  very  face,  but  a  tablet,  suitably  in- 
scribed marks  the  spot. 

From  Frederick  the  National  Highway  bends  northwesterly  toward  Hagers- 
town,  but  we  decided  to  leave  it  at  this  point  and  head  toward  the  southwest. 
At  the  point  where  we  turned  off  the  highway,  we  were  36  miles  from  Ellicott 
City.  We  had  paid  toll  amounting  to  88  cents  and  had  become  acquainted  with 
that  local  institution  the  "half-gate."  Physically,  the  "half-gate"  is  the  same  as 
any  other  toll-gate,  but  the  toll  charged  is  only  one-half  of  that  paid  at  the 
others.  For  this  charge  of  88  cents  we  had  had  a  fine  macadam  pike  against 
which  our  only  criticism  was  the  water-breaks,  which  cannot  be  taken  at  speed 
without  giving  a  severe  shaking  up  to  passengers  and  machines. 

When  we  turned  off  the  Highway,  we  struck  another  toll  road  which  led  us 
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through  Jefferson  and  Petersville  to  Knoxville.  At  this  town,  fully  two  cen- 
turies old,  we  came  to  the  Potomac  River  which  we  followed  over  a  rather  bad 
road  for  four  miles,  and  then  crossed  the  old  iron  bridge  into  Harper's  Ferry, 
West  Virginia.  This  town  is  located  at  the  confluence  of  the  Potomac  and 
Shenandoah  Rivers  and  is  a  natural  strategic  point.  No  wonder  that  the  govern- 
ment located  an  arsenal  there  and  no  wonder  that  John  Brown,  after  his  mad 
attempt  to  free  the  slaves  in  1859,  chose  this  place  to  make  his  last  stand  against 

the  troops  which  had  been 
I  sent  against  him.  In  the 
arsenal,  which  he  had 
seized,  he  managed  to  with- 
stand siege  for  two  days  be- 
fore he  and  his  little  band 
of  21  men,  all  as  daring 
as  himself,  surrendered. 
Scarce  two  years  later, 
within  a  week  after  the 
firing  on  Fort  Sumter,  the 
arsenal  was  evacuated  and 
destroyed  by  the  Federal 
garrison  to  prevent  the 
stores  within  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  the  Con- 
federate troops  which  were 
marching  against  it.  Now 
a  monument,  impressive  in 
its  simplicity,  marks  the 
place  where  the  famous  ar- 
senal stood.  Surely,  we 
will  not  soon  forget  this 
historic  spot. 

From  Harper's  Ferry 
we  climbed  a  long  grade, 
from  the  top  of  which  we 
could  see  several  counties 
of  Maryland,  of  West  Vir- 
ginia and  of  Virginia  and, 
after  four  miles  of  travel- 
ing, reached  Halltown. 
Here  we  turned  into  the  same  road  which  w$  would  have  traversed  had  we  come 
up  through  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  From  this  point  we  went  through  Shepards- 
town,  again  crossed  the  Potomac  into  Maryland  and  then,  just  beyond  Sharps- 
burg,  crossed  the  battlefield  of  Antietam  and  were  soon  at  Hagerstown,  97  miles 
from  Baltimore.  This  is  a  good  place  to  spend  the  night,  but  there  is  so  much 
to  be  seen  along  the  road,  that  it  may  be  nightfall  long  before  this  town 
reached.    In  this  case,  Harper's  Ferry  would  be  the  best  stopping  place  for  the

night.  'Tourists  should  not  travel  after  dark  on  any  part  of  the  route  or  they 
will  miss  something  well  worth  seeing. 

From  Hagerstown,  the  route,  leads  by  way  of  Waynesboro  over  the  blue 
Ridge  Mountains  to  Fairfield  and  thence  to  Gettysburg.  This  part  of  the  route, 
that  is,  from  Halltown  to  Gettysburg,  is  part  of  that  which  I  described  more 
fully  in  the  article  entitled,  "A  Christmas  Tour  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley,,,  in 
the  January  5  issue  of  Automobile  Topics. 

From  Gettysburg  there  are  two  distinct  routes  to  Philadelphia.  The  longer 
is  by  way  of  Harrisburg,  Lebanon,  Reading  and  Pottstown,  a  distance  of  150 
miles.  The  direct  route  leads  through  York,  Lancaster,  Coatesville  and  Malvern, 
a  total  of  120  miles.  Both  routes  are  good,  the  greater  part  of  the  way  being 
over  toll  roads. 

A  possible  schedule  to  be  followed,  supposing  that  the  tourist  has  spent 
the  night  at  Hagerstown,  is  to  drive  to  Gettysburg,  34  miles,  in  the  morning,  to 
spend  a  few  hours  driving  over  the  battlefield  on  the  fine  government  macadam 
roads,  and  then  to  proceed  30  miles  more  to  York,  where  the  Colonial  Hotel  will 
be  found  thoroughly  up-to-date  and  Mine  Host  Reist  a  most  affable  boniface. 
York  is  as  hustling  a  city  of  50,000  inhabitants  as  I  have  ever  seen.  There  are 
fine  stores  of  all  kinds  and,  in  some  respects,  the  place  has  a  truly  metropolitan 
aspect.  From  York  the  toll-roads  lead  through  a  highly  prosperous  tobacco- 
raising  country  which,  in  turn,  gives  place  to  the  handsome  and  extensive  subur- 
ban district  of  Philadelphia. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  I  believe  that  those  tourists  who  go  over 
the  roads  which  we  recently  traversed  in  our  White  steamer,  will  see  a  country 
rich  in  historic  memories  which  cannot  fail  but  convince  them  that  their  touring 
in  Pennsylvania  and  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  has  been  well  worth  while. 
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My  Say  So 

No  race  ever  run  has  given  better  measure  of  the  commercial  value  of  the 
participating  cars  than  did  the  Targa  Florio  last  month.  No  race  can  give 
this  value  in  an  absolute  measure,  as  luck  is  always  a  factor  in  any  sporting 
event.  But  luck  favors  only  those  who  compel  conditions  to  favor  them,  and 
thus  merit  that  favor.  The  important  point  is  that  the  conditions  be  near 
enough  to  the  conditions  of  commercial  realities  to  give  the  proper  measure  of 
commercial  values. 

The  race  was  reserved  exclusively  for  chassis  of  small  horse  power,  such  as 
are  generally  used  for  touring  cars.  The  distance  was  450  kilometers,  with  about 
3,000  turns  and  three  climbs  of  an  altitude  ranging  from  300  to  4,000  feet.  Of 
the  forty-six  starters  twenty-eight  finished  the  race.  This  proportion  speaks  for  it- 
self, and  notwithstanding  the  strain  in  such  a  race  on  the  differentials,  steering 
apparatus,  speed  change  and  brakes  during  a  run  of  eight  to  ten  hours,  more 
than  sixty  per  cent,  finished  the  race,  which  constitutes,  without  any  doubt,  a 
criterion  for  the  quality  of  the  cars  with  an  average  of  35  hp.  This  considered, 
as  well  as  the  high  quality  of  the  different  makes  and  drivers,  stamps  the  Targa 
Florio  as  the  most  important  race  of  the  year  from  a  users'  standpoint. 

This  race,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  open  to  all  cars  with  specifications  of 
minimum  weight,  proportionate  to  the  bore: 

4  cylinders  to  120  to  130  m|m  bore,  120  m|m  to  weigh  1000  kilogs.,  and 
the  additional  millimeter  to  have  additional  weight  of  40  kilogs.,  bringing  the 
weight  of  car  having  a  130  m|m  bore  to  1200  kilogs. 

6  cylinder  cars  minimum  bore  to  be  85,  maximum  bore  90. 

No  doubt,  the  type  of  the  catalogued  touring  car  chassis  may  be  specially 
improved  for  such  races.  Increased  speed  is  obtained  either  by  more  horsepower 
or  by  lesser  weight  In  this  race,  however,  both  bore  and  weight  were  limited 
— which  means  maximum  limited  horsepower  and  minimum  limited  weight. 

Any  maker  obtaining  a  higher  efficiency  with  the  same  bore  has  contributed  to 
the  advancement  of  the  art  and  deserves  of  success. 

While  in  former  years  the  French  industry  only  looked  upon  the  Mercedes 
car  as  some  kind  of  a  rival,  conditions  in  this  respect  have  changed  entirely ;  and 

they  today  only  consider  the  Italian  industry  as  competitors. 

*  *  * 

The  latest  registrations  of  new  cars  all  over  the  country  show  a  notable  in- 
crease in  the  sales  of  the  larger  vehicles.  The  closed  cars,  such  as  limousines  and 
coupes,  are  also  increasing  in  number,  for  which  an  entirely  new  clientage  has 
sprung  up.  Elderly  people  looking  for  comfort  constitute  in  a  large  measure 
a  new  addition  to  limousine  buyers. 

*  *  * 

The  Mechanical  Branch  of  the  Association  of  Licensed  Automobile  Manu- 
facturers recognized  the  need  of  a  universal  method  for  computing  horse  power 
and  is  now  trying  to  obtain  by  its  members  the  adoption  of  a  standard  of  horse 
power. 

From  an  owner's  standpoint  the  only  horse  power  which  is  of  interest  is 
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that  delivered  to  or  on  the  rim.  It  is  of  very  little  importance  to  him  how  much 
horse  power  the  motor  in  his  car  will  develop.  The  paramount  question  is  how 
much  power  he  has  at  his  disposal,  which  means  on  the  rim,  that  is,  after  the 
power  has  gone  through  all  the  gearings  and  has  overcome  all  frictions  which 
naturally  diminish  the  horse  power  actually  generated  by  the  motor. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  the  adoption  of  a  standard  measure  of  the  bore  and 
stroke  would  be  more  conducive  to  the  advancement  of  the  art  in  building 
motors,  inasmuch  as  if  one  manufacturer  by  his  skill  and  design  can  obtain  from 
the  same  bore  and  stroke  a  higher  horse  power  than  another,  he  not  only  de- 
serves credit  for  advancing  the  art,  but  also  compensation  from  the  public  in 
buying  his  product.  C 

Outside  of  the  motor  the  application  of  power  is  also  an  art  in  itself.  For 
instance,  two  manufacturers  may  produce  the  same  motor  in  every  respect,  and 
deliver  the  same  horse  power  on  the  crank  shaft;  but  the  horse  power  applied 
to  the  rear  axle  and  delivered  on  the  rim  in  one  car  may  be  greater,  showing  a 
deficiency  of  power  in  the  other.  This  will  simply  prove  that  one  manufacturer 
possesses  more  skill  than  another,  which  is  self-evident,  as  the  following  example 
will  show: 

Two  manufacturers  produce  a  motor  of  no  millimeter  bore  and  140  milli- 
meter stroke,  which  means  4.3  inches  bore  and  5.4  inches  stroke.  Yet  one  de- 
livers about  ten  horse  power  less  on  the  rim  than  the  other.  A  motor  may  de- 
liver a  certain  quantity  of  power  on  the  crank  shaft,  but  a  good  many  "horses" 
may  become  lost  through  friction  and  gearing  while  the  power  is  being  applied 
to  the  rear  rim,  which  power  only  is  of  any  consequence  to  the  user. 


There  was  an  excellent  page  of  reading  on  different  automobile  topics  of 
interest  to  automobile  owners  in  last  Sunday's  Herald.  The  puffs  which  here- 
tofore were  so  plentiful  on  this  page  have  disappeared.  This  may  have  come 
about  accidentally  or  as  a  consequence  of  the  paragraph  which*appeare,d  in  Topics 
on  April  20,  which  read  as  follows : 

"  Last  week,  as  usual,  had  its  regular  crop  of  motor  nonsense  in  the  daily  papers,  whereof 
some  evening  papers  seemed  to  have  a  monopoly;  but  our  good  friend,  the  New  York  Herald, 
seems  to  be  somewhat  jealous  of  them  and  goes  them  one  better  by  printing  nothing  but  trade 
puffs." 

Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  chronicle  the  above  improvement. 

The  automobile  has  advanced  to  such  a  stage  that  daily  papers  either  should 
employ  editors  who  know  something  about  automobiles  from  a  mechanical  stand- 
point as  well  as  automobile  conditions,  or  see  to  it  that  their  present  editors  get 
some  idea  about  the  subject.  Then  we  would  not  read  this  nonsensical  stuff 
which  is  imposed  upon  the  readers  of  these  dailies.  For  example,  one  dairy 
writer  says,  "It  seems  rather  peculiar  that  New  York  will  be  about  the  only 
big  city  in  the  country  without  some  sort  of  an  automobile  competition  on  Deco- 
ration Day,"  and  goes  on  to  cite  what  Boston  and  Philadelphia  are  going  to  do, 
mentioning  that  New  York  has  so  many  dealers  and  so  many  automobile  clubs 
and  associations  that  something  should  be  done  on  the  Empire  City  track. 

Everybody  knows  that  the  automobile  cannot  and  should  not  race  on  a  track 
built  for  horses.  The  dust  nuisance  is  against  it,  and  moreover,  the  art  has 
advanced  to  such  a  stage  that  these  nonsensical  circus  stunts  are  superannuated.

Thomas  Motor  Cabs  Ready  Next  Fall 

No  small  amount  of  interest  has  been  manifested  regarding  the  new  motor 
cab  which  the  E.  R.  Thomas  Motor  Co.  announced  a  short  time  ago  it  was 
bringing  out.  This  week  Automobile  Topics  is  able  to  give  an  illustration 
and  brief  description  of  the  vehicle  which  will  make  it  clear  that  the  Buffalo 
concern  has  gone  into  the  matter  very  carefully  and  placed  itself  in  a  position 
to  get  into  the  motor  cab  field  in  the  right  manner. 

The  Thomas  motor  cabs  and  town  cars  have  a  four-cylinder,  water-cooled 


motor,  three  speeds  forward  and  reverse,  selective  transmission  and  a  shaft 
drive.  The  weight  of  the  cars  is  slightly  over  1,500  pounds  and  the  wheels  and 
tires  are  larger  than  have  been  used  on  cars  of  this  weight  or  for  this  purpose 
before. 

The  designs  for  these  cars  were  worked  out  by  Gustave  Chedru,  head  of 
the  foreign  designing  department  of  the  company,  who  has  made  a  careful  study 
of  the  business  in  France  and  who  designed  a  car  which  embraces  the  qualities 
used  in  the  product  of  the  makers  of  that  country  with  the  different  needs  of 
this. 

As  soon  as  the  plans  were  completed,  months  ago,  it  was  found  that  a  sep- 
arate plant  and  special  machinery  would  be  necessary  for  the  making  of  this 
class  of  cars.    Deliveries  of  these  cars  will  be  made  early  in  the  fall.

Four  Cars  Finish  Endurance  Run  With  Perfect  Scores 

The  Motor  Club  of  Harrisburg  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  a  successful  pro- 
moter. This  body,  which  is  one  of  the  youngest  motoring  clubs  in  the  Quaker 
State,  having  been  formed  only  a  short  time  ago,  planned  and  carried  out,  under 
difficult  conditions  and  with  great  credit,  a  two-days'  endurance  contest.  The 
event  occurred  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  this  week,  and  the  competition  was 
all  the  more  creditable  during  the  last  day  of  the  run,  when  a  severe  rainltorrh 
was  encountered,  making  the  course  in  places  very  difficult  to  cover. 

Despite  this  handicap,  of  the  31  cars  to  start  four  finished  with  perfect  scores 
in  the  touring  car  class.  These  were,  respectively,  a  60  hp.  Thomas  entered  by  S. 
K.  Hamburger ;  a  45  hp.  Pierce,  entered  by  H.  F.  Rawle ;  a  30  hp.  White  entered 
by  Walter  C.  White,  and  a  40. hp.  Pullman,  entered  by  E.  G.  Irvin.  In  the  run- 
about class,  a  30-35  hp.  Stoddard-Dayton  roadster,  entered  by  E.  L.  Leinbach, 
was  the  only  car  to  complete  the  run  witirno  marks  against  it,  thus  winning  the 
trophy  offered  for  this  class.  To  avoid  the  unsatisfactory  method  of  drawing 
lots,  the  cup  offered  for  the  touring  car  class  will  remain  in  the  possession  of  the 
Harrisburg  club,  to  be  competed  for  next  year  by  the  four  cars  which  had  per- 
fect scores.  Although  it  has  not  yet  been  decided,  it  is  quite  probable  that  gold 
medals  or  certificates  of  merit  wil|  be  awarded  to  the  owners  of  the  successful 
cars. 

The  first  day's  run  covered  a  distance  of  91  miles,  the  route  being  from  Har- 
risburg to  York,  via  Lebanon,  Lancaster  and  Columbia,  checking  stations  being 
provided  at  these  places.  The  hardest  control  of  the  first  day  was  the  second, 
where  there  was  a  mountain  to  be  crossed,  the  road  over  it  being  very  rough. 
Here  many  of  the  cars  lost  points. 

The  last  section  of  the  contest  was  from  York  to  Harrisburg  via  Gettysburg, 
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Chambersburg  and  Carlisle.  The  cars  were  started  promptly  at  8  o'clock  Tues- 
day morning  from  the  Pullman  factory  at  York,  and  all  took  advantage  of  the 
five-minute  allowance  to  fill  up  with  gasolene,  oil  and  water.  Then  the  run  began 
and  it  was  soon  impressed  upon  the  tourists  that  the  rain  of  the  night  before  had 
worked  havoc  with  the  roads,  for  they  were  very  muddy,  and  some^  of  the  clay

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streets  in  York  were  the  worst  of  the  day.  Another  downpour  came  before  Get- 
tysburg was  reached  and  continued  off  and  on  all  day,  so  that  there  was  always  a 
mist  in  the  air  which  obscured  the  scenery. 

From  York  to  Gettysburg  was  a  distance  of  39^  miles,  and  two  hours  was 
allowed  for  the  run. 

The  National  Cemetery  at  Gettysburg  was  on  the  route  and  a  few  fleeting 
glimpses  of  the  battlefield  were  had.  Before  reaching  Gettysburg  a  gap  in  the 
hills  was  passed  through  and  the  road  was  fine  and  the  pine  trees  made  a  very 
pretty  sight. 

The  worst  roads  were  encountered  between  Carlisle  and  Harrisburg,  where 
the  mud  was  very  deep.  Between  Gettysburg  and  Carlisle,  via  Chambersburg, 
it  was  nearly  as  bad.  From  Gettysburg  to  Chambersburg  was  33  miles  and  one 
hour  and  sixteen  minutes  was  allowed.  The  distance  from  Chambersburg  to 
Carlisle  was  25  miles,  and  the  time  was  one  hour  and  forty  minutes.  The  last 
stretch  to  the  finish  was  18  miles  and  one  hour  was  allotted  to  it. 

All  the  towns  through  which  the  cars  passed  celebrated  the  event.  Hanover 
and  Marietta  turned  out  en  masse.  White  flags,  supplied  by  the  townspeople, 
marked  the  route.

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How  Hostile  Legislation  in  Wisconsin  Was  Killed 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  May  6. — The 
next  meeting  of  the  Wisconsin  State 
Automobile  Association  will  be  held  May 
16,  when  officers  and  directors  will  be 
elected.  It  is  believed  that  James  T. 
Drought  of  Milwaukee,  who  was  the  head 
lobbyist  in  the  recent  campaign  against 
m  B     drastic  State  regulation,  will   be  made 

B  secretary. 

There  were  many  interesting,  not  to 
say  exciting,  occurrences,  in  connection 
with  the  campaign  closed  last  week. 
There  is  no  question  about  it,  the  mo- 
torists were  much  perturbed  by  the 
threats  of  the  State  solons  to  "fix"  them 
and  their  "consarned  ma-achines"  in  the 
words  of  a  rural  delegate.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  automobile  men  had  called 
off  their  lobbyist  some  weeks  ago,  believ- 
ing that  there  would  be  no  legislation. 
This  blissful  state  of  mind  followed  upon 
a  course  of  treatment  which  Lawyer 
Drought  gave  the  legislators.  He 
brought  two  automobiles  to  Madison,  and 
took  the  solons  out  riding  until  automobile  legislation  melted  away  into  thin 
air — seemingly. 

Suddenly  Assemblyman  Thomas  of  Racine  bobbed  up  with  a  new  bill  cut1 
ting  down  .speed  of  automobiles  and  placing  other  restrictions  on  them.  "This 
bill  is  a  substitute  for  the  one  which  the  auto  men  had  killed,  that's  all,"  said 
Thomas.  Gov.  J.  O.  Davidson  had  not  approved  the  other  bill,  and  promises 
had  been  secured  by  Drought  that  'twas  all  off  with  legislation. 

The  automobile  lobbyists,  however,  had  not  worked  in  vain.  '  Some  one 
tipped  off  by  telegraph  that  Thomas  had  sprung  the  unexpected.  Drought 
rushed  to  Madison  on  the  next  train  out  of  Milwaukee  to  the  State  capitol. 

His  eyes  bobbed  out  from  their  sockets  when  he  read  the  "substitute"  bill. 
It  reduced  the  speed  in  cities  to  10  miles  an  hour  and  in  the  country  to  12  miles. 
At  night  the  speed  was  to  be  cut  to  10  miles  in  both  rural  and  city  districts. 
The  "substitute"  required  two  4-inch  number  plates  fore  and  aft,  instead  of  one 
3-inch  plate  on  the  rear  as  the  old  law  reads.  Three  thousand  autos  would  have 
to  be  re-registered,  thought  Drought.  Then  there  was  a  provision  that  every 
automobile  must  stop  when  hailed  by  a  horseman.  Heavy  penalties,  including 
prison  sentences  for  second  and  third  offenders,  were  attached  for  the  violation 
of  the  latter  rule-to-be. 

Excitement  ran  high  and  within  three  hours  telephone  and  telegraph  mes-

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sages  poured  in  from  every  hamlet  in  Wisconsin  where  there  is  an  automobile, 
urging  representatives  of  these  districts  in  the  Legislature  to  do  their  utmost 
against  the  bill. 

When  the  bill  came  up  for  discussion,  the  legislators  knew  what  had  hap- 
pened. Some  of  them  scored  the  lobby  in  unmeasured  terms.  But  after  all, 
there  was  no  new  automobile  law  passed.  The  Thomas  "substitute"  was  in- 
definitely postponed. 


Testing  Cars  in  a  Mountainous  Region 

The  life  of  a  "tester"  at  automobile  factories  is  seldom  a  monotonous  one, 
and  at  times  it  becomes  most  interesting  and  even  exciting.  At  the  Hagerstown, 
Md.,  factory  of  the  Pope  Mfg.  Co.,  for  instance,  the  tester  rarely  has  a  dull  mo- 
ment, for  there  are  to  be  found  some  of  the  roughest  country  roads  this  side  of 
the  Mississippi  River.    While  the  region  about  Hagerstown  is  extremely  in-

teresting,  both  from  a  historical  viewpoint  and  because  of  the  wonderful  beauty 
of  the  country,  the  roads  outside  the  National  pikes  are  neglected.  Both  stones 
and  dangerous  ruts,  with  numerous  fords  across  the  mountainous  streams,  are 
constantly  met  in  a  trip  through  this  rugged  region. 

The  accompanying  picture  illustrates  ten  Pope-Tribune  1907  cars  on  a  test- 
ing trip  of  200  miles,  which  was  covered  without  accident  but  with  many  inter- 
esting incidents,  calling  for  skillful  driving  and  dependable  qualities  in  the  ma- 
chine. The  roadway  (so  called)  in  this  instance  leads  close  along  the  side  of  a 
stream,  which  having  been  swollen  by  recent  heavy  rains,  made  it  necessary  for  a 
portion  of  the  water  to  be  forded.

With  the  Jamestown  Expostion  looming  large  in  the  public  eye  the  publica- 
tion of  the  shortest  and,  all  things  considered,  the  best  route  to  the  historic 
Virginia  section  and  the  town  of  Norfolk  is  most  timely,  as  a  large  amount  of 
touring  thereto  will  be  done — if  the  Exposition  ever  receives  its  finishing 
touches.  For  the  data  Automobile  Topics  is  under  obligation  to  W.  I.  Har- 
man's  Automobile  Register,  R.  H.  Johnston  and  W.  P.  Jackson,  the  latter  of 
Salisbury,  Md. 

Starting  from  Philadelphia  the  route  leads  through  Wilmington,  Delaware's 
metropolis,  Middletown,  Dover  (the  capital  of  the  Diamond  State),,  Seaford,  a 
great  oyster  shipping  town,  Delmar — part  in  Delaware  and  part  in  Maryland, 
as  its  name  implies — to  Salisbury,  143  miles,  where  a  night  stop  can  be  made. 
The  roads  vary  from  good  macadam  and  stone  pikes  at  the  start  to  sand  and 
clay  farther  on  While  the  sand  is  deep  in  places  there  is  nearly  always  a  bot- 
tom to  it,  so  that  the  going  is  always  fair.    The  details  follow : 


Starting  from  City  Hall,  Philadelphia,  go 
south  on  Broad  street  to  Walnut  street; 
turn  west  on  Walnut  street  into  426 
street,  and  then  turn  left  and  south  to 
Baltimore  avenue,  then  right  into  Cedar 
avenue  and  keep  ahead  to  526.  street; 
turn  left  to  Baltimore  avenue  into  which 
turn  right  to  Landsdowne  avenue;  turn 
left  on  Landsdowne  avenue  and  continue 
into 

DARBY  (6  miles). 
Here  turn  right  into  Chester  pike,  at  end 
of  which  in  entering  Chester  bear  right 
short  distance  and  then  left  into  14th 
street.  After  passing  the  military  acad- 
emy turn  left  one  block  into  13th  street; 
turn  right  on  13th  street  two  blocks  to 
Upland  street;  keep  ahead  on  Upland 
street  six  blocks  to  7th  street,  where  turn 
right  and  continue  to  center  of 

CHESTER  (15  miles). 
Continue  on  from  Chester  on  7th  street 
about  one  and  one-quarter  miles  to  Lam- 
okin,  into  which  turn  right  two  blocks 
to  9th  street,  then  left  on  gth,  following 
trolley  tracks  about  two  miles  to 
Trainer.  Here  turn  left  one-quarter  of 
a  mile  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Wilming- 
ton pike,  into  which  turn  right  and  fol- 
low direct  to  Claymont  and  Bellevue  to 
bridge  over  Brandywine  Creek,  which 
cross.  Keep  left  over  bridge,  then  right 
to  Market  street,  on  which  turn  to  Del- 
aware avenue. 

WILMINGTON  (28  miles). 
Go  south  on  Market  street,  crossing  rail- 
load  tracks  and  Market  street  bridge. 
About  one  and  one-half  miles  after 
crossing:  bridge  turn  sharply  to  the  right 
and  follow  rood  macadam  road  for  the 
next  few  miles.  Cross  railroad  by  a 
bridge,  then  follow  what  is  known  as 
the  State  road.  Continuing  on  the  State 
road  for  about  seven  miles  the  railroad 


is  again  crossed  at  Kirkwood  Station. 
Continue  ajong  west  side  of  the  railroad 
into 

MIDDLETOWN  (52  miles). 
From  Middletown  take  the  main  road 
south  and  continue  direct  through  Black- 
bird into 

SMYRNA  (66  miles). 
From  Smyrna,  keep  straight  ahead  and 
follow  main  road  into  State  street  of 

DOVER  (78  miles). 
Continue  from  Dover  by  State  street  and 
about  one  mile  south  leave  the  State 
road  turning  to  the  right.  Pass  the  vil- 
lage of  Camden  about  five  miles  beyond. 
From  Camden  £0  to  Woodside,  follow- 
ing along  the  east  side  of  the  railroad, 
to  Viola,  and  cross  the  railroad  just  be- 
fore reaching  Felton.  From  Felton  fol- 
low the  east  side  of  the  railroad  to  Har- 
rington. Keep  ahead,  following  the  tele- 
graph line  to  Farmington.  Keep  the 
same  road  until  about  a  mile  north  of 
Greenwood,  where  turn  to  the  right  at 
the  mail  box  of  Mr.  Ochiltree.

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 

Instructions  for  the  care  and  operation  of  the  Model  C  Rainier  car,  the  product  of  The 
Rainier  Company,  Broadway  and  50th  street,  New  York  City,  dealing  particularly  with  the 
exclusive  features  or  special  construction  of  this  model,  are  as  follows : 


The  Engine. — Once  a  month  remove  the  exhaust  plugs  and  inject  about  one-half  gill  of 
kerosene  oil  into  the  cylinders.  Then  turn  the  motor  over  a  few  times  by  hand.  This  will 
wash  all  burned  oil  from  the  pistons  and  rings.  Lubrication  of  pistons  and  connecting  rod 
bearings  is  done  by  splash  system,  and  the  proper  oil  level  in  the  crank  case  should  be  con- 
stantly maintained.  Fill  through  the  pipe  on  engine  case  until  a  thin  blue  smoke  comes 
from  the  muffler.  If  the  smoke  is  thick  and  heavy  it  means  too  much  oil.  The  engine  and 
transmission  are  normally  oiled  from  a  mechanical  oiler  located  under  the  hood  just  in 
front  of  the  dash.  Never  allow  the  oiler  to  become  empty ;  a  gauge  glass  is  provided  to 
show  how  much  it  contains.    Use  only  the  best  gas  engine  cylinder  oil. 


Transmission. — The  two  leads  which  lubricate  the  countershaft  bearings  also  lubricate 
main  shaft  bearings:  therefore  all  bearings  are  taken  care  of  by  the  mechanical  oiler.  The 
gear  box  should  be  rilled  to  level  of  countershaft  with  heavy  steam  cylinder  oil  or  a  mixture 
of  grease  and  oil.  This  should  be  replenished  once  a  month.  The  rear  universal  joint 
on  transmission  main  shaft  is  lubricated  by  packing  the  case  surrounding  it  with  grease. 
This  should  be  renewed  every  1,500  miles.  The  forward  universal  joint  between  clutch 
and  transmission  should  be  oiled  every  day  with  an  oil  gun. 


Clutch. — The  clutch  should  be  given  an  application  of  commercial  castor  oil  at  least  every 
three  weeks,  and  oftener  if  leather  becomes  dry  and  takes  hold  fiercely.  Thjs  can  be  done 
by  taking  one-half  syringe  full  of  castor  oil  and  injecting  it  against  the  face  of  the  fly- 
wheel when  engine  is  running  slowly.  The  centrifugal  force  will  distribute  a  film  on  the 
fly-wheel  clutch  face;  then  work  the  oil  into  the  leather  by  putting  in  one  of  the  gears  and 
letting  in  the  clutch*  until  it  just  rubs  the  fly-wheel  face.  This  treatment  will  keep  the  clutch 
leather  soft  and  pliable.  A  grease  cup  on  the  clutch  cone  takes  care  of  the  bearing,  and 
should  be  given  a  turn  each  day.  The  rollers  on  the  clutch  shaft  yoke  should  be  oiled  every 
day  through  the  funnel-shaped  tubes  in  roller  stud. 


Rfar  Axle. — The  Rainier  rear  axle  has  no  leads  from  the  mechanical  oiler  and  therefore 
should  be  carefully  packed  with  some  good  non-fluid  oil,  working  it  well  around  gears  and 
differential  case.  The  ball  races  should  be  packed  with  grease  before  assembling.  This 
treatment  will  ordinarily  lubricate  them  for  an  entire  season.  On  the  hubs  there  is  a 
filister  head  screw  which  can  be  taken  out  occasionally  and  some  fluid  oil  injected.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  keep  the  leather  washer  on  inner  end  of  driving  axle  to  prevent  an 
excess  of  grease  from  working  out  into  hub  and  getting  on  to  brake  shoe.  However,  a  few 
drops  of  oil  should  occasionally  be  put  on  brake  shoes  to  prevent  excessive  wear.  A  little 
oil  put  in  the  Winkler  oiler  on  brake  cam  shaft  bearing  and  around  flanges  of  spring  seat 
bushing  where  it  can  work  in  will  prevent  squeaking,  which  is  very  annoying.  Axle  cases 
are  packed  with  graphite  grease  before  leaving  factory.  If  the  pinion  shaft  bearings  get 
out  of  adjustment,  turn  the  outermost  notched  cup  counter-cockwisc  to  tighten  bearings. 
This  adjustment  could  be  better  made  before  assembling  countershaft  sleeve  into  case  for, 
the  gears  not  being  in  mesh,  the  proper  adjustment  can  be  more  easily  obtained.  To  secure 
proper  mesh  of  gears,  screw  pinion  shaft  sleeve  in  or  out,  as  required,  by  turning  notched 
intermediate  flange  or  by  slightly  shifting  differential  case  laterally  until  pitch  lines  coin- 
cide. When  adjusting  hub  bearings  run  the  cone  up  until  there  is  just  a  perceptible  shake 
by  catching  hold  of  wheel  rim.  When  adjusting  the  other  bearings  run  the  cone  up  until 
it  seats.    Then  back  it  off  a  fraction  of  a  turn,  or  until  it  runs  freely  without  perceptible 
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shake.  When^  removing  brake  cam  levers  note  which  side  of  lever  the  key  goes  in  on  and 
be  careful  to  put  it  back  the  same  way  or  the  angularity  of  the  lever  with  reference  to  the 
cam  will  be  changed. 


Magneto. — The  magneto  should  be  oiled  every  two  days.  Use  only  a  few  drops  at  a  time. 
Never  take  out  the  armature  of  the  magneto  for  any  length  of  time  without  inserting  the 
"keeper"  between  the  fields.  The  keeper  is  a  piece  of  machine  steel  3x4^x^4  thick,  which 
is  supplied  with  the  Rainier  tool  outfit.  The  magneto  should  be  so  set  in  relation  to  the 
pistons  that  the  maximum  current  is  being  delivered  at  time  of  ignition.  To  accomplish 
this — when  meshing  magneto  gear  with  cam  shaft  gear,  have  spark  lever  on  steering  wheel 
set  for  high  or  advanced  spark.  Turn  engine  over  until  ignition  just  trips  off,  then  turn 
armature  in  magneto  until  it  catches,  and  in  this  position  mesh  magneto  gear  with  cam 
shaft  gear. 

Pump. — See  that  the  grease  cup  on  pump  shaft  is  given  about  two  turns  each  day.  To  test 
water  circulation,  open  pet  cock  momentarily  at  the  bottom  of  radiator.  If  water  runs  with 
some  force  and  is  hot,  circulation  is  correct. 


Timing  Ignition. — On  periphery  of  fly-wheel  figs.  1-3  and  4-2  are  marked  spaced  180 
degrees  apart.  These  figures  correspond  with  the  four  cylinders.  Bring  mark  correspond- 
ing to  cylinder  one  under  pointer.  Then  turn  eccentric  on  vertical  shaft  until  operating 
finger  just  drops  pawl  on  rocker  shaft.  Time  the  other  cylinders  likewise.  To  prove  set- 
ting: Turn  your  engine  over  until  same  igniter  trips  off  again.  If  the  line  on  fly-wheel 
corresponding  to  cylinder  being  set  is  within  one-quarter  inch  of  pointer  either  way,  it  is 
near  enough.  Care  should  be  taken  to  always  get  the  eccentric  timing  lever  in  proper  place 
in  timing  screw.  The  right  position  for  this  lever  is  at  right  angles  to  center  line  of  car 
when  spark  lever  is  up  as  far  as  it  will  go.  Always  have  spark  in  high  or  advanced  posi- 
tion when  setting  ignition. 

Radiator. — Care  should  be  taken  to  replenish  the  water  in  radiator  by  a  small  amount 
every  few  days,  always  keeping  the  lever  above  the  top  of  the  tubes.  See  that  the  fan  is 
always  properly  working,  and  that  belt  is  thoroughly  tight  and  does  not  slip.  Care  should 
be  taken  in  winter  that  the  water  will  not  freeze  in  radiator.  When  car  is  left  in  a  place 
where  it  is  liable  to  freeze,  drain  all  water  from  system  by  two  pet  cocks  in  cylinder  water 
jackets  on  pump  and  under  radiator.  Owing  to  the  large  cooling  surface  of  the  radiator  the 
water  in  it  will  freeze  in  ten  minutes  if  the  car  is  left  standing  in  the  wind  with  a  ther- 
mometer below  freezing  point  and  the  motor  not  running.  This  is  a  most  important  mat- 
ter during  the  winter  and  should  be  most  carefully  guarded. 


Mufflers. — Muffler  should  be  cleaned  out  several  times  during  the  season,  as  the  carbonic 
deposits  accumulate  and  clog  up  the  openings.  Invariably  loss  of  power  can  be  attributed 
to  this  source,  as  unless  the  muffler  is  free,  back  pressure  upon  the  engine  is  bound  to 
result.  Whenever  you  think  your  car  does  not  develop  proper  power,  see  that  the  muffler 
is  thoroughly  clean. 

KUTS. — The  nuts  that  can  be  are  cotterpinned  before  the  car  leaves  factory.  If  any  repairs 
are  made  on  car  by  owner,  he  should  see  that  cotter  pins  are  always  replaced  because 
spring  washers  are  not  used  with  cottered  nuts,  therefore,  if  not  pinned,  the  vibration  will 
shake  them  loose. 


If  the  oiling  system,  lubricators,  etc.,  were  thoroughly  cleaned  when  the  car  was  put  away 
for  the  winter,  little  need  be  done  with  it  when  fitting  out  again.  But  if  the  tubing  was  left 
with  oil  in  it,  probably  some  trouble  may  be  experienced  in  getting  the  gummed  and  har- 
dened lubricants  free.  This  is  best  done  by  connecting  the  tubes  up  to  a  steam  pipe  and 
allowing  the  hot  steam  to  melt  the  oil  till  it  all  flows  from  the  lower  end  of  the'tube.  Each 
separate  tube  can  be  treated  this  way  till  all  are  clear.  If  steam  is  not  available,  then  hot 
water  will  answer.

The 
cars  could  have  been  put  on  the  road  by  May  1,  but  positive  orders  were  given  some  time 
ago  that  there  should  be  no  hurry  in  the  assembling.  However,  with  the  picked  men  in 
charge  of  the  work  and  the  experience  they  have  had  on  racing  cars  the  work  has  pro- 
gressed much  faster  than  was  expected.  With  the  motors  especial  care  has  been  taken, 
but  they  are  now  on  brake  test  and  will  be  kept  there  for  two  weeks  at  least.  As  the  cars 
will  be  on  the  road  by  June  1  they  will  have  almost  four  months  of  testing  time  ahead  of 
them  before  they  are  sent  away  in  the  elimination  trial  which,  according  to  present  plans, 
will  be  held  the  latter  part  of  September. 


What  is  to  be  known  as  a  "surprise"  competition  is  being  arranged  by  the  Royal  Automo- 
bile Qub  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  event  will  be  limited  to  members  and  will  be  in 
the  form  of  a  hill-climb,  but  the  hill  will  not  be  disclosed  until  the  day  of •  the  contest.

On  Sunday,  May  26,  the  Danish  Motor  Car  Club  will  hold  a  reliability  run  for  touring  cars 
on  what  is  known  as  the  "Sjaelland  Circuit"  (around  the  island  of  Sjaelland).  Any  mem- 
ber of  the  Danish  club  or  any  recognized  official  club  will  be  entitled  to  enter  cars.  The  car 
must  be  equipped  with  a  touring  body  of  usual  make.

Each  car  has  to  carry  during 
the  whole  run  a  time  keeper  appointed  by  the  club ;  he  represents  the  club  and  his  duty  is  to 
check  the  car's  reliability  and  to  personally  record  his  bona  fide  observations  on  a  special 
checking  form.

H.  A.  Bonn  ell,  chairman  of  the  New  Jersey  Automobile  and  Motor  Club's  endurance  run 
committee,  has  received  15  entries  for  the  three  days'  contest  that  organization  will  conduct 
May  30  to  June  1.  He  has  also  received  verbal  assurances  that  at  least  20  more  cars  will 
be  entered.

$37>35i.i6f  something  like  300  miles  less  roads  than  built  in  1905.  Last  year,  however,  the 
amount  spent  for  repairs  was  greater,  the  amount  expended  for  maintenance  being  $970*- 
365.60,  as  compared  with  $928,339.88  in  1905.  Clarke  County  led  in  road  building,  making 
an  even  50  miles  of  roads;  Knox  County  was  second  with  40  miles  and  Grant  County 
third  with  38  miles.  It  is  said  that  Indiana  roads  are  now  in  better  condition  than  they 
have  ever  been  before. 


Automobilists  and  property  owners  of  Buffalo  are  much  worked  up  over  the  poor  condi- 
tion of  the  asphalt  pavements  in  that  city,  and  as  a  result  petitions  for  the  improving  of  a 
number  of  streets  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  It  is  not  yet  known  what 
action  will  be  taken.  It  is  quite  probable,  however,  that  a  considerable  amount  of  im- 
proving will  be  accomplished.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  Buffalo's  appropria- 
tion for  repairing  the  streets  is  $175,000.  Up  to  date  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has 
spent  $166,681.24  of  that  amount,  leaving  an  unused  balance  of  $8,318.76.  To  this  must  be 
added  $20,806.11  credited  to  the  repair  fund  and  received  from  persons  who  tear  up  the 
pavement  for  any  purpose,  but  particularly  for  plumbing  purposes.  The  city  charges  $5 
for  each  permit  to  cut  a  hole  in  a  pavement  and  also  charges  the  actual  cost  of  repairing 
the  pavement  after  the  work  is  done.  Last  year  $30,000  was  credited  to  the  street  repair 
fund  from  this  source.  As  two  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  are  left,  it  is  expected 
between  $5,000  and  $10,000  more  will  be  credited  to  the  street  repair  fund  from  this  source, 
so  that  the  department  will  have  more  than  $30,000  to  count  on  for  further  street  repair 
work.  The  appropriation  for  street  repair  work  in  the  estimates  now  before  Mayor  Adam 
is  $195,000,  $20,000  more  than  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Virginia's  good  roads  movement  is  advancing  rapidly.  All  over  the  State  plans  for  the 
improvement  of  thoroughfares  during  the  coming  summer  are  being  formulated.  Spottsyl- 
vania  County  will  spend  $50,000  upon  the  roads  within  its  borders.  At  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  it  was  determined  to  ask  the  circuit  court  for  the 
county  to  order  a  vote  on  the  proposition  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $50,000,  the  sum 
to  be  used  in  road  improvement 


Voters  of  Wisconsin,  including,  of  course,  automobile  owners,  will  have  the  opportunity  of 
declaring  whether  or  not  they  want  the  State  constitution  changed  so  that  the  Legislature 
can  appropriate  money  for  the  building  of  highways.  The  Milwaukee  Automobile  Club, 
under  direction  of  James  T.  Drought  of  Milwaukee,  has  already  begun  a  campaign  among 
the  voters  of  Wisconsin  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  the  act  This  will  be  submitted  at 
the  next  State  election,  in  1908. 


On  the  map  which  State  Land  Commissioner  Ross  is  preparing  of  the  shore  lands  of  Lakes 
Union  and  Washington,  which  are  to  be  sold  to  raise  $1,000,000  for  the  Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific  Exposition,  is  laid  out  a  boulevard  150  feet  wide  on  the 'south  side  of  Lake  Union 
and  100  feet  on  the  north  shore.  This  wide  thoroughfare  is  to  be  dedicated  by  the  State  to 
the  public  and  will  thus  become  a  public  highway  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Seattle. 


In  reference  to  the  method  of  applying  oil  to  roads  for  the  purpose  of  laying  dust,  an 
English  authority  suggests  that  a  sub-layer,  from  four  to  six  inches  in  depth  of  crushed 
stone  should  be  applied,  and  thoroughly  watered  and  rolled.  On  this  there  should  be 
applied  one  gallon  of  heavy  asphaltic  oil  for  every  square  yard  of  surface.  This  should 
then  be  covered  with  two  inches  of  finely  crushed  rock.  On  this  one  inch  of  screenings 
should  be  placed.  This  material  should  then  be  thoroughly  rolled  until  the  oil  has  reached 
the  surface. 
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Aerocar  Brings  Out  a  New  Runabout 

Vice-President  and  General  Manager  C.  A.  Benjamin  of  the  Aerocar  Com- 
pany has  not  been  idle  since  assuming  his  new  duties  a  few  months  ago.  Proof 
of  this  is  afforded  by  the  bringing  out  by  the  enterprising  Detroit  concern  of  a  new 
model  E  touring  runabout,  which  has  received  the  especial  attention  of  Benjamin 
although  it  was  designed  by  Leo  Melanowski,  chief  engineer  of  the  Aerocar 
Company. 

The  car  is  of  the  touring  runabout  type  and  has  that  clean-cut,  racy  appear- 


ance that  appeals  to  those  who  desire  a  car  of  this  class. 

The  chassis  has  a  wheel  base  of  105  inches  with  34  x  3 y2  inch  wheels.  The 
motor  is  20  hp.  four-cylinder  air-cooled.  The  new  Aerocar  multiple  disc  clutch  is 
used.  The  transmission  is  of  the  sliding  gear  type  with  three  speeds  forward 
and  reverse.  A  shaft  drive  with  bevel  gear  floating  differential  in  the  rear  axle 
is  used. 

This  multiple  disc  clutch  is  a  feature  that  is  entirely  new  and  that  will  com- 
mend itself  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  this  type.  It  has  34  light  thin  discs, 
alternating  steel  and  bronze.  The  discs  run  in  an  oil  bath  and  allow  of  the 
taking  up  of  the  load  very  gradually.  The  car  can  easily  be  started  on  the  high 
gear  if  it  is  desired.  This  makes  the  clutch  ideal  with  the  sliding  gear  transmis- 
sion as  the  drive  is  direct  on  the  high  gear. 

The  machine  is  finished  in  a  French  gray  with  black  molding,  while  the 
gear  is  Italian  red.  The  upholstering  is  of  red  leather  and  instead  of  the  old 
tufted  style  has  that  snappy  appearance  that  is  more  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of 
the  car.

Automobile  Steel  and  its  Properties 


Steel  is  the  result  of  the  combination  of  iron  and  carbon  in  the  proportion  of 
about  .005  to  .015,  that  is  to  say,  in  a  much  smaller  proportion  than  in  cast 
iron.  It  melts  in  the  vicinity  of  1,400°  C.  (2,550°  F.).  Steel  is  therefore  "car- 
buretted  iron"  or  "decarbu retted  cast-iron." 

This  carburetted  iron,  which  was  formerly  much  employed  in  the  form  of 
nearly  pure  "soft  steel,"  contains  a  very  small  proportion  of  carbon.  Since  its 
natural  hardness  was  not  sufficient,  it  was  increased  either  by  tempering,  or  by 
cementation  or  case-hardening,  which,  in  spite  of  their  numerous  advantages, 
offered  the  drawback  of  giving  in  most  cases  a  crystalline  structure  to  the  long 
fibers  that  form  the  principal  character  of  iron.  The  hardness  was  increased, 
but  to  the  detriment  of  resistance. 

Long  researches  were  undertaken,  and  trials  were  successfully  made  to  alloy 
steel  with  small  proportions  of  such  metals  as  chromium,  nickel,  tungsten,  etc. 
Such  slight  additions  of  foreign  metals  permit  of  obtaining  new  steels,  or 
rather  alloys  that  present,  along  with  extreme  hardness,  a'very  great  resistance 
to  elongation,  crushing,  or  torsion,  etc.,  and  that,  too,  so  to  speak,  in  the  pro- 
portions desirable  for  such  or  such  a  use. 

Steel,  like  iron,  is  very  distinctly  differentiated  from  cast  iron,  since  the 
latter  contains  many  more  elements  foreign  to  pure  iron  and  is  much  less  malle- 
able. But  it  is  difficult  to  decide  as  to  what  must  be  called  "iron"  and  what 
"steel."  Of  steel  we  may  give  the  simple  definition  that  it  is  a  metallic  substance 
which,  sensibly  hardening  through  the  action  of  tempering,  is  composed  of  pure 
iron  and  carbon,  the  latter  in  exceedingly  small  quantity. 

Steel  may  be  obtained:  (1)  by  removing  from  cast  iron  a  portion  only  of 
its  carbon,  and  (2)  by  adding  to  iron  a  proper  quantity  of  carbon. 

The  manufacture  of  steel  is  almost  as  ancient  as  that  of  iron.  The  pro- 
cesses of  production  are  very  numerous,  but  can  be  reduced  at  present  to  three 
types,  viz.,  cementation,  the  Bessemer  process,  and  the  Martin-Siemens  process. 

(1.)  Cementation— Cemented  or  case-hardened  steel,  called  also  blistered 
steel,  is  obtained  in  the  following  way :  In  a  case  made  of  fire-bricks  are  placed 
superposed  layers  of  cement  and  bars  of  iron.  The  "cement"  consists  of 
powdered  charcoal  of  hardwood  mixed  with  1/10  of  its  weight  of  ashes  and  a 
little  sea  salt.  Over  the  latter  layer  is  spread  one  of  silicious  sand  of  a  thickness 
of  about  six  inches.  The  case  is  kept  at  a  red  heat  for  about  a  week,  and  is 
then  allowed  slowly  to  cool.  The  steel  thus  obtained  has  but  little  homogeneity. 
The  surface  of  the  bars  has  become  steel,  while  the  interior  remains  in  the  state 
of  soft  iron.    These  inequalities  are  corrected  by  welding. 

(11.)  Bessemer  Process — In  this  case  the  treatment  is  effected  in  two 
different  ways,  either  by  the  acid  or  the  basic  process.  But,  whatever  be  the 
process,  the  method  of  decarburetion  of  the  cast  iron  by  the  oxygen  of  the  air  is 
employed. 

The  refining  of  cast  iron  by  this  process  consists  in  burning  the  different 
minerals  that  accompany  the  metal  by  a  current  of  air  until  the  formation  of  a 
molten  mass  charged  with  oxygen,  which  is  recarbureted  and  afterward  deoxi- 
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dized  by  the  addition  of  manganese.  The  apparatus  employed  consists  of  an 
oviform  retort  called  a  "converter/'  This  is  of  cast  iron  lined  internally  with 
fire-clay  and  provided  with  two  trunions  at  the  side  on  which  it  can  be  swung  at 
pleasure.  At  the  top  a  wide  mouth  permits  of  introducing  the  molten  cast  iron 
as  it  comes  from  the  blast  furnace.  At  the  bottom  there  is  a  series  of  blast  pipes 
of  fire  clay  designed  for  the  injection  of  air.  Previous  to  the  entrance  of  the 
molten  metal  the  converter  is  raised  internally  to  a  high  temperature  by  the  in- 
troduction of  incandescent  coke,  of  which  the  combustion  is  quickened  by  a 
blast  engine.  The  apparatus  is  afterward  inverted  in  order  to  empty  out  the 
coke,  then  righted  and  the  molten  iron  introduced.  Then  the  blast  is  set  in  action 
in  giving  a  pressure  measured  by  a  column  of  water,  equivalent  to  about  seven 
times  the  column  of  metal.  Finally,  at  a  given  moment  of  the  operation,  the 
manganese,  mixed  with  70  per  cent,  of  cast  iron,  is  introduced.  The  scoriae  re- 
sulting from  the  manufacture,  being  rich  in  phosphates,  are  employed  in  agricul- 
ture. 

(m.)  Martin-Siemens  Process — This  process  bears  the  name  of  the  two 
scientists  who  succeeded  in  rendering  it  industrially  practical.  The  first  devised 
the  reverberating  furnace  which  is  so  well  known  and  the  second  invented  the  ef- 
fective process  of  heating  by  gas,  which  renders  the  apparatus  complete.  The 
process  consists  of  decarbureting  the  cast  iron  in  part  by  adding  ductile  iron  to 
it.  The  process  has  the  great  advantage  that  it  permits  of  obtaining  at  pleasure 
extra  mild  or  semi-mild  steel  of  a  very  uniform  quality. 

Chrome  Steel — Chrome,  mixed  with  steel  in  proper  proportion,  gives  steel  a 
marked  superiority.  But,  since  this  simple  body  is  not  found  in  a  pure  state, 
ferro-chrome  or  chromated  cast  iron  is  used  for  mixing  with  the  steel. 

Chrome  steel,  while  exhibiting  the  resistance  of  a  hard  steel,  is  sensibly  less 
brittle  than  a  steel  of  the  same  hardness  simply  carbureted ;  its  limit  of  elasticity 
is  almost  double  that  of  other  steels;  and  its  resistance  to  fracture  or  shock  is 
considerable.  Non-tempered  chrome  steel  is,  as  a  general  thing,  very  difficult  to 
break  with  a  heavy  hammer,  even  after  it  has  been  notched  with  a  file.  It  pre- 
sents a  very  streaky  fracture.  The  chrome  steel  usually  employed  contains  1  to 
1.5  per  cent,  of  carbon  and  1  to  2.5  of  chromium,  and,  before  use,  is  hardened 
once  at  800°  C.  (1,472°  F.)  in  oil  and  then  at  850°  C.  (1,562°  F.)  in  water,  this 
treatment  obviating  the  formation  of  dracks  that  occur  when  water  alone  is  used. 

Chrome-Nickel  Steel — This  steel,  which  is  very  largely  used,  possesses  all 
the  advantages  of  nickel  steel,  together  with  the  increased  hardness  imparted  by 
the  chromium,  a  very  important  quality  for  parts  exposed  to  much  friction,  such 
as  pinions  and  axles.  There  are  in  use  four  grades  of  this  steel  and  one  other 
grade,  sold  on  the  market  under  the  mark  NY,  the  composition  of  which  is  not 
disclosed  and  which  is  generally  used  for  making  pinions. 

Natural  Steel,  Forged  Steel  or  Steely  Iron — This  kind  of  steel  3ates  back 
several  centuries.  It  is  obtained  in  Catalan  ^forges,  or  else  by  a  partial  de- 
carburetion  of  cast  iron.  This  process,  which  gives  only  a  steel  wanting  in 
homogeneity,  is  gradually  becoming  abandoned. 

Damask  Steel — Damask  steel  is  merely  steel  in  which  the  carbon  is  not  uni- 
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formly  distributed.  Dipped  into  sulphuric  acid,  vinegar,  beer,  lemon-juice  or 
aluminous  sulphate  of  iron,  the  carbon  of  its  surface  is  exposed  and  takes  on 
the  characteristic  aspect  to  which  the  steel  owes  its  name. 

Nickel  Steel  was  invented  in  France  and  England  at  the  same  time.  When 
combined  with  chrome  it  is  the  most  valuable  steel  at  present  known.  It  forms 
a  true  alloy  which  is  very  homogeneous  and  very  easy  to  combine.  It  is  much 
harder  than  ordinary  steel  and  hardens  still  further  when  it  is  tempered.  It 
melts  easily  and  is  but  slightly  subject  to  oxidation.  It  is  sometimes  called 
"meteoric  iron." 

Although  nickel  steel  may  be  subdivided  into  three  categories  as  the  propor- 
tion of  nickel  is  low,  medium  or  high,  the  best  method  of  classifying  it  is  as 
follows,  showing  not  merely  the  proportion  of  nickel  alone,  but  also  the  sum  of 
the  nickel  and  carbon: 

1.  Low  in  nickel  (i  to  6  per  cent.)  and  very  low  in  carbon  (o.io  to  0.25  per  cent.). 

2.  Low  in  nickel  (1  to  6  per  cent)  with  medium  carbon  (0.25  to  0.40  per  cent). 

3.  Medium  nickel  (10  to  18  per  cent)  and  medium  carbon  (0.20  to  0.25  per  cent.). 

4.  High  in  nickel  (30  to  36  per  cent)  and  low  in  carbon  (0.12  to  0.20  per  cent). 

5.  High  in  nickel  (20  to  30  per  cent)  and  high  in  carbon  (060  to  0.80  per  cent). 
Experiments  have  shown  that  nickel  steel  with  2  per  cent,  of  nickel  has  the 

minimum  degree  of  fragility,  while  by  a  single  hardening  at  8oo°  C.  (1,472°  F.) 
it  gives  results  as  good  as  those  furnished  by  double  hardening  ordinary  carbon 
steel. 

Steel  with  low  carbon  and  nickel  content  is  generally  now  used  in  motor-car 
work,  the  usual  proportion  being:  Carbon  0.10  to  0.15  per  cent,  and  nickel  1.5 
to  2  per  cent. ;  but  for  axles,  shafts  and  bearing-cups,  valves,  etc.,  various  other 
proportions  are  used.  The  micro-structure  of  the  steel  is  also  an  important  fea- 
ture in  the  selection  of  the  most  suitable  materials  for  the  different  parts,  accord- 
ing to  the  friction  or  strains  that  they  have  to  stand. 

It  has  become  quite  common  now  to  use  for  crank-shafts,  axle  and  steering 
arms  a  nickel  steel  which  will  show  on  test  an  ultimate  tensile  strength  of  60 
tons  to  the  square  inch  and  of  the  extraordinary  elastic  limit  of  50  tons,  on  test 
pieces  of  6  inches  length  and  0.6  inch  diameter,  the  same  steel  showing  elongation 
of  14  to  16  per  cent  and  contraction  of  area  at  fracture  of  as  much  as  65  per 
cent.  The  same  steel  hardened  will  have  a  tensile  strength  of  103  tons  per 
square  inch,  an  elastic  limit  of  98  tons  and  elongation  of  6  per  cent.,  and  contrac- 
tion of  area  at  fracture  of  40  per  cent. 

Copper  Steel — This  is  a  very  hard  and  brittle  alloy,  as  white  as  bismuth, 
containing  12  per  cent  of  silicium.  It  is  obtained  by  melting  together  three  parts 
of  fluosilicate  of  potassa,  one  part  of  sodium  and  one  part  of  copper  turnings,  at 
a  temperature  that  causes  the  molten  liquid  to  become  covered  with  a  very  liquid 
scoria. 

Another  copper  steel  containing  4.8  per  cent,  of  silicium  possesses  a  light 
bronze  color.  It  is  hard  and  behaves  exactly  like  iron  on  the  lathe  and  under  the 
file  and  does  not  foul  the  latter  like  ordinary  bronze.  Its  ductility  is  excellent, 
and  wire  made  of  it  has  a  tenacity  equal  to  that  of  iron. 

Silicon  Steel  or  Manganese — Silicon  steel  is  used  largely  for  pinions  and 
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springs.  The  composition  varies  between  the  limits  of  0.30  and  0.70  per  cent 
carbon,  2.5  and  0.80  per  cent  silicon,  and  0.35  to  0.50  per  cent,  manganese,  the 
proportions  of  carbon  and  silicon  varying  inversely.  Its  extensive  use  for  pin- 
ions is  due  to  the  fact  that  when  properly  treated  the  outer  skin  is  rendered  hard 
enough  to  prevent  the  metal  from  spreading  and  because  the  fragility  cannot 
be  very  great  in  the  case  of  forgings. 

Tungsten  Steel — By  mixing  steel  with  tungsten,  a  very  hard  metal,  in  the 
proportion  of  3  per  cent.,  there  is  obtained  a  product  which  possesses  an  excep- 
tional resistance,  is  very  tenacious  and  scratches  ordinary  tempered  steel. 
Tungsten  steel  may  be  advantageously  employed  for  the  manufacture  of  lathe 
and  adjusting  tools,  especially  for  the  working  of  hard  metals.  It  has  been 
tried  as  a  substitute  for  silicon  steel  in  the  manufacture  of  springs,  but  without 
any  great  success,  the  greater  strength  crosswise  of  the  liber  being  hardly  com- 
pensated by  the  loss  in  longitudinal  strength  and  the  higher  price.  The  average 
composition  is :  Carbon,  0.47  per  cent. ;  manganese,  0.22  per  cent ;  tungsten,  0.6 
per  cent. 

Manganese  Steel — Manganese  introduced  into  steel  gives  it  special  qualities 
both  from  an  electrical  and  mechanical  view  point.  Small  quantities  increase  its 
resistance  to  traction,  but  its  proportion  of  carbon  must  diminish.  With  more 
than  1  per  cent,  of  manganese,  steel  becomes  hard  and  brittle,  and  with  4  or  5 
per  cent  such  property  is  increased.  On  the  contrary,  with  8  to  15  per  cent, 
steel  behaves  very  differently.  A  manganese  steel  containing  12  per  cent,  of  this 
metal  and  1  per  cent,  of  carbon  acquires,  according  to  the  forge  and  tempering 
processes  employed,  a  high  mechanical  resistance.  Its  breaking  load  varies  from 
80,000  to  150,000  pounds  to  the  square  inch.  The  same  steel  with  12  per  cent,  of 
manganese  has  a  magnetic  permeability  almost  equal  to  that  of  air.  The  pres- 
sure of  this  metal  in  steel,  therefore,  diminishes  its  permeability.  It  increases 
its  specific  resistance,  which,  in  the  case  of  12  per  cent,  steel,  reaches  .000,067  to 
.000,009  or  .000,010  of  an  ohm.  / 

Vanadium  Steel,  which  is  just  becoming  known  to  some  manufacturers,  has 
been  under  experiment  for  more  than  a  year  in  England  and  for  about  the 
same  period  at  the  Hartford  laboratory.  Many  of  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers  have  been  using  vanadium  steels  for 
over  a  year,  but  only  since  the  elaborate  tests  which  have  been  made  by  the  as- 
sociation's metallurgical  force  has  the  recommendation  and  adoption  been  uni- 
versal with  the  association  members.  The  results  of  the  experiments  have 
proven  the  desirability  of  vanadium  steels  for  special  parts  of  automobile  con- 
struction. It  is  a  most  elusive  element  and  its  introduction  „to  the  basic  material 
must  be  carefully  made.  It  seems  to  act  as  a  cleanser  which  otherwise  would  be 
a  detriment  to  the  steel. 

J.  Kent  Smith,  the  English  metallurgist  and  exponent  of  vanadium,  in  his 
address  to  the  members  of  the  Mechanical  Branch  of  the  above  named  associa- 
tion, stated  authoritatively  that  "vanadium  steel  was  the  finest  steel  for  mechani- 
cally moving  machines."  The  elements  of  vanadium  are  to  be  found  m  many 
substances,  but  only  in  microscopic  form.    Swedish  iron  contains  a  small  quan- 
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tity  of  this  valuable  material.  It  is  described  as  a  white  brittle  substance  of 
strong  luster  and  very  refractory  in  fire. 

The  presence  of  vanadium  in  steel  has  a  tendency  to  add  longer  life,  strength 
and  durability.  Plain  carbon  manganese  steel,  with  an  addition  of  0.25  per  cent, 
of  vanadium,  has  had  its  tensile  strength  raised  65  per  cent,  and  the  elastic  limit 
68  per  cent. ;  while  the  same  carbon  manganese  steel,  which,  with  3.34  per  cent, 
of  nickel  added,  showed  a  tensile  strength  of  94,528  pounds  per  square  inch  and 
an  elastic  limit  of  73,025  pounds,  has,  by  the  addition  of  0.25  per  cent,  of  van- 
adium, had  its  tensile  strength  increased  61  per  cent.,  being  equivalent  to  152,- 
678  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  its  elastic  limit  raised  to  64  per  cent.,  being 
equivalent  to  112,540  pound  per  square  inch. 

Vanadium  steel  is  easily  welded  and  is  superior  in  rigidity,  and  extremely 
easy  to  machine.  Its  elastic  limit  under  all  conditions  is  extremely  high  as  com- 
pared with  the  tensile  strength,  for  use  in  gears,  frames,  axles,  crankshafts,  and 
propelling  shafts.  It  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most  serviceable  of  metals 
known.

Chicago  Motorists  Must  Get  1907  Tags  Soon 

Chicago  users  of  motor  cars  will  be  called  upon  shortly  by  the  city  elec- 
trician to  renew  their  identification  numbers.  The  same  serial  number  will  be 
issued  to  each  license  holder  as  last  year,  but  the  1907  tags  will  be  distinguished 
from  the  1906  tail  pieces  by  the  fact  that  the  raised  letters  will  be  upon  a  blue 
instead  of  a  red  ground.  During  the  past  year,  1,387  new  licenses  were  issued 
in  Chicago,  in  contrast  to  401  issued  in  1900,  the  first  year  of  the  present  regis- 
tration law. 
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Incidents  and  the  Mam  Story 

A  curious  misconception  of  the  conditions  necessary  to  ensure  the  prosperity 
of  the  automobile  industry  appears  to  be  entertained  by  some  self-constituted 
physicians-in-ordinary  to  the  automobile  body  politic. 

.  This  misconception  is  that  unless  the  motorist  is  provided  with  some  excite- 
ment, preferably  in  the  shape  of  competition  on  horse  tracks,  or  contests  on 
hills  or  between  points  not  too  widely  separated,  he  will  forthwith  lose  his 
interest  in  the  motor  vehicle,  cease  to  use  it  and  immediately  set  about  disposing 
of  it  for  the  proverbial  song.  It  was  this  view  of  the  matter  in  all  probability, 
that  led  to  the  lament  that  while  other  cities  were  "getting  busy"  with  projects 
of  the  sort  referred  to,  New  York,  the  metropolis,  was  rapidly  going  into  a 
decline  and  fall  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  projects  of  a  similar  nature  had  been 
set  on  foot. 

There  is  something  of  the  ludicrous  in  this  view  of  the  matter.  If  the  put- 
ting on  of  alleged  speed  contests  on  a  nearby  track,  or  the  pulling  off  of  a  hill 
climb  in  the  suburban  area,  was  relied  upon  to  keep  alive  the  interest  motorists 
have  for  their  cars,  or  to  induce  non-motorists  to  change  their  states  and  become 
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owners  and  users  of  the  automobile,  there  would  be  a  very  sad  awakening.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  these  diversions  are  diversions  only.  No  motorist  ever  bought 
a  car  solely  that  he  might  drive  it  out  to  a  track,  or  refrained  from  disposing  of 
one  because  a  contest  of  some  kind  was  to  occur  on  a  stated  occasion.  He  might 
enjoy  diversion  of  this  character,  but  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  he  regards  them 
as  an  incident. 

His  real  interest  is  in  matters  of  greater  moment.  Touring,  whether  in  its 
larger  sense  of  long  trips  from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another,  or  its  more 
generally  accepted  meaning — the  taking  of  short  runs  to  nearby  points  of  inter- 
est— it  is  this  that  exercises  the  greatest  fascination  upon  motorists.  Next 
comes  the  utilitarian  aspect  of  the  automobile.  It  is  the  luxurious  carriage  of 
the  wealthy,  the  modest  nag  of  the  more  moderately  situated.  As  such  it  takes 
the  place  of  the  railroad  train  to  a  very  considerable  extent  and  provides  its 
owners  with  a  means  of  going  from  point  to  point  with  celerity  and  comfort  in 
the  highest  degree. 

As  stated,  the  competition  and  the  contest  are  incidents.  The  motorist  pays 
most  attention  to  the  main  story  of  the  automobile. 

Pity  Somewhat  Misplaced 

We  are  now  accustomed  to  bestow  a  generous  amount  of  pity  upon  the  poor 
automobile  dealer.  He  has  had  overmuch  to  contend  with  this  year.  The  so- 
called  slump  in  Wall  Street  was  the  first  blow,  and  it  was  followed  by  the  long 
spell  of  unseasonable  and  thoroughly  aggravating  weather  that  now  seems  to  be 
in  a  fair  way  of  lasting  until  summer. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  these  two  causes  have  been  a  sore  trial  to  the 
dealer.  But  in  spite  of  them,  if  figures  are  to  be  believed,  he  has  gone  right  on 
selling  cars,  with  the  result  that  more  business  has  been  done  than  ever  before. 
It  may  be,  in  fact  it  almost  unquestionably  is,  that  the  dealers  prepared  for  and 
banked  on  more  business  than  ever  before — more  even  than  has  come  to  them. 
It  will  be  readily  admitted,  too,  that  had  there  been  no  trade-hampering  condi- 
tions a  much  larger  number  of  sales  would  have  been  made.  Perhaps  so.  But 
the  number  could  not  have  been  increased  to  any  great  extent,  as  most  of  the 
factories  have  had  about  all  they  could  do  to  fill  orders. 

It  all  goes  to  show  how  great  the  public  demand  for  automobiles  really  is. 

A  well-known  Hartford,  Conn.,  motorist,  who  is  preparing  to  tour  in  Europe, 
is  said  to  have  received  no  less  than  half  a  dozen  offers  from  young  men  to  act  as 
his  chauffeur  for  only  their  expenses,  so  anxious  were  they  to  make  the  trip. 
And  yet,  we  hear  that  it  is  difficult  to  find  chauffeurs. 
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TRADE  NOTES 


The  accompanying  illustration  shows  the

In  accordance  with  a  vote  taken  by  the 
American  Motor  Car  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation regarding  the  rules  for  the  Glid- 
den  Tour,  the  interesting  fact  is  brought 
out  that  almost  without  exception,  the  42 
makers  in  the  organization  favor  a  strenu- 
ous tour  such  as  would  prove  the  worth  of 
their  cars  to  the  general  public  There  was 
not  a  single  objection  to  the  rule  Jrevent- 
-ing  the  replacing  of  any  parts  on  a  car 
that  would  not  ordinarily  be  carried  on  a 
regular  tour.  Only  one  of  the  makers  fav- 
ored a  tour  of  the  pleasure  sort,  without 
rigid  rules,  while  all  but  two  of  them  voted 
for  a  journey  of  125  to  150  miles  for  each 
day's  journey.  There  was  one  suggestion 
for  a  pace-maker. 


On  returning  from  the  Maxwell-Briscoe 
factory,  now  rapidly  approaching  comple- 
tion at  Newcastle,  Ind.,  Vice-President  J.

couple  of  thousand  operatives  and  will  have 
an  annual  capacity  of  5,ooo  cars  averaging 
$2,ooo  each.  Probably  the  same  can  be 
said  of  no  other  factory  in  America.  "I 
found  the  walls  about  one-third  completed, 
while  the  steel  work  on  the  main  build- 
ing was  finished,  though  1,400  tons  of  steel 
will  be  required  for  the  frame-work  of 
the  entire  plant,"  said  Mr.  Maxwell.  "In 
order  to  begin  building  our  1908  cars  there, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  lay  the  floor  and 
fully  equip  the  plant  before  the  roof  is  on. 
Yes,  every  ounce  and  inch  of  material  that 
goes  into  an  automobile,  excepting  the  tires 
and  spokes,  will  be  finished  out  of  the  raw 
material,  on  the  premises.  We  will  even 
make  our  own  hubs." 


The  impact  of  a  touring  car  striking  an 
immovable  obstacle  at  60  miles  an  hour  is 
equal  to  the  shock  that  it  would  receive  if 
it  fell  from  the  top  of  a  sky-scraper.  The 
veteran  maker  and  designer,  Elwood 
Haynes,  has  calculated  this,  and  given  it 
out  along  with  some  other  figures  of  equal 
interest  One  set  of  his  figures  concerns 
the  shock  which  is  given  to  the  mechanism 
of  an  automobile  with  the  ordinary  clash 
gears  when  a  novice  or  careless  chauffeur 
suddenly  changes  from  high  gear  at  30 
miles  an  hour  to  middle  gear  at  15  miles  an 
hour.  The  impact,  he  says,  equals  that 
which  the  car  would  sustain  by  a  vertical 
fall  of  seven  feet.  These  figures  were 
worked  out  by  Mr.  Haynes  simply  for 
his  amusement,  but  he  quickly  realized 
their  significance  and  the  result  was  felt 
in  the  Haynes  designs.  On  the  1907  model 
the  clutch  and  the  transmission  are  both 
arranged  so  that  it  is  impossible  for  the 
driver  to  transmit  any  shock  whatever  to 
his  mechanism.  The  transmission  gears 
are  changed  without  releasing  the  clutch 
and  the  cogs  engage  automatically  only 
when  the  engine  and  car  are  at  the  same 
speed.  The  effect  of  preserving  the  en- 
gine against  the  countless  shocks  of  chang- 
ing gears  has  been  felt  in  the  prolonged 
life  of  Haynes  cars.

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So  we  are  at  last  face  to  face  with  the 
the  probability  that  there  will  be  no  Van- 
derbilt  Cup  race  this  year !   We  might  say 
-  —  "We  told  you  so,"  for  the  ominous  signs 

discernible  beneath  the  surface  have  been  noted  in  these  pages  on  more  than 
one  occasion,  but  there  is  small  profit  in  that.  What  is  of  more  importance  is 
the  question  "Can  it  be  run  in  spite  of  all  the  difficulties?"  There  is  a  chance, 
even  if  a  very  slim  one.  The  placid,  somnolent  A.  A.  A.  racing  board  has  be- 
stirred itself  at  last  and  taken  strenuous  measures,  even  at  this  late  day,  to  put 
the  race  through.  Again,  it  might  be  said  that  these  measures  came  late,  but 
there  \s  no  profit  in  doing  more  than  revert  to  it,  "Pull  the  race  through  and 
all  wil]  be  forgiven,"  is  the  way  most  motorists  will  look  at  it. 


The  keynote  to  the  situation  is-  the  State  militia.  Can  the  Governor  be  pre- 
vailed upon  to  sanction  its  use  as  guardians  of  the  course,  as  is  done  in  Euro- 
pean countries?  It  all  depends  on  the  point  of  view  taken.  There  are  solid  ar- 
guments in  favor  of  such  use  and  very  few  against  it.  The  race  is  a  public  event 
of  international  importance;  it  is  favored  by  a  vast  majority  of  the  people,  resi- 
dent in  the  section  in  which  it  will  be  run;  many  thousands  of  other  citizens 
favor  it  and  will  journey,  at  considerable  inconvenience  and  discomfort,  to  wit- 
ness it,  making  a  holiday  of  the  occasion  in  one  of  the  fine  outdoor  months  when 
there  is  no  legal  holiday ;  the  militia  men  need  exercise  and  practice  in  handling 
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crowds,  and  here  is  a  fine  opportunity  to  give  it  to  them.  And  as  the  A.  A.  A. 
is  willing  to  bear  the  expense  there  can  be  no  criticism  on  that  score.  As  to  the 
propriety  of  using  State  troops  for  such  a  purpose,  the  Governor  must  judge  for 
himself  and  we  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  he  will  do  so.  Precedents  are 
not  easy  to  cite,  but  the  action  of  the  National  Government  in  patroling  the 
watery  course  over  which  the  races  for  the  America  Cup  are  run  comes  readily 
to  mind,  and  what  Uncle  Sam  does  the  Empire  State  can  do  also  without  any 
loss  of  dignity. 


Great  preparations  are  talked  of  for  the  GHdden  tourists  on  their  arrival  in 
Chicago.  It  would  be  a  pity  to  have  either  the  preparations  or  the  tourists 
peter  out. 


Observing  New  Yorkers  were  astonished  this  week  to  see  that  some  real  work 
was  being  done  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  streets.  Broadway  came  in  for 
a  good  share  of  the  work,  and  at  intervals  groups  of  workmen  were  patching 
up  the  bad  places  in  the  asphalt  This  is  encouraging,  as  it  may  reasonably  be 
expected  that  by  the  time  winter  comes  again  material  improvement  will  have 
been  made. 


Cars  of  well  known  make  are  being  advertised  in  Paris  on  four  months'  credit. 
Sales  must  be  slow. 


On  big  race  days  around  New  York  one  of  the  sights  is  the  swiftly  moving  pro- 
cession of  automobiles  to  and  from  the  track.  It  is  reported  that  people  living 
along  the  road  to  the  Belmont  track,  for  example,  make  it  a  practice  to  turn 
out  and  watch  the  automobiles  go  by  and  consider  the  sight  almost  as  good  as 
the  races  themselves.  At  the  tracks,  too,  a  great  change  has  taken  place.  The 
space  that  was  formerly  given  over  to  stylish  turnouts  with  equine  appendages 
is  now  occupied  by  motor  cars  almost  entirely. 


Having  passed  the  700  mark,  the  Automobile  Club  of  Buffalo  is  asserting  more 
loudly  than  ever  that  it  has  the  second  largest  membership  of  any  club  in  this 
country,  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  being  the  first,  of  course.  Judging 
by  the  silence  on  the  part  of  other  clubs,  the  claim  seems  to  be  warranted. 

Tourists  want  a  lot  of  things  that  they  think  they  should  have.  Good  roads 
are  their  most  crying  want,  with  road  signs  as  a  good  second.  Still  a  third  want 
is  accurate  and  get-at-able  road  information.  There  are  several  road  books 
published,  with  any  quantity  of  maps,  and  while  some  of  them  fill  the  bill  most 
acceptably,  notably  the  road  maps,  with  accompanying  data,  issued  weekly  by 
Automobile  Topics,  others  leave  very  much  to  be  desired.  One  of  these  in 
particular  is  like  a  most  valuable  casket,  the  key  of  which  has  been  lost.  It  con- 
tains a  vast  amount  of  information,  some  of  it  rather  ancient  to  be  sure,  but  it 
is  arranged  in  such  an  impossible  fashion  that  in  spite  of  its  elaborate  indexes 
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no  one  has  yet  been  found  who  can  ever  place  his  fingers  on  the  particular  infor- 
mation he  is  in  search  of.  When  the  American  Automobile  Association  goes 
into  the  road-book  business,  if  it  ever  does,  it  can  learn  what  not  to  do  by  a 
study  of  this  particular  book. 


A  local  newspaper  has  started  a  department  that  deals  with  the  driving  records 
of  its  readers.  The  paper  in  question  adjures  motorists  to  send  it  an  account 
of  their  spins  whenever  they  "make  the  motor  run."  An  ignorant  person  might 
gather  from  this  that  it  is  a  matter  of  some  difficulty  to  make  the  motor  run. 
All  motorists  know  that  just  the  contrary  is  the  case — provided  you  have  a  good 
car. 


Those  gallant  Chicago  men !  They  have  arranged  to  take  out  in  their  cars  not 
only  the  orphans  but  the  old  ladies  of  the  public  institutions  as  well.  A  good 
and  gallant  work,  indeed. 


Now  it  is  the  diamond  merchants  who  rise  up  in  protest  against  the  automobile. 
People  no  lopger  buy  diamonds,  they  say;  they  put  the  money  into  automobiles 
and  go  careering  about  the  roads  devouring  space,  instead  of  displaying  dia- 
monds under  artificial  light.  One  important  firm  failed  for  several  million  francs 
recently  and  ascribed  the  difficulties  to  the  increasing  popularity  of  the  automo- 
bile. "When  women  want  a  present  now,"  said  the  manager,  "they  ask  for  a 
car,  not  a  riviere  of  diamonds."  Other  dealers  agree  with  him,  and  forecast  a 
crisis  in  the  diamond  and  precious  stones  trade.  Further  failures  are  expected. 
Well,  we  can't  all  be  popular  and  prosperous. 


Automobiusts  seem  to  be  about  the  only  people  who  take  sufficient  interest  in 
the  matter  of  bad  street  conditions  to  make  any  move  to  bring  about  a  reform. 
Yet  there  are  other  users  of  the  streets. 


It  is  interesting  to  record  that  one  of  the  highly  satisfactory  features  of  the  trip 
of  the  A.  A.  A.  Pathfinders  has  been  the  reception  given  by  the  farmers  all  along 
the  line.  They  have  even  gone  so  far  as  to  promise  the  Pathfinders  that  the 
miserable  roads  will  be  fixed  up  by  the  time  the  Glidden  tourists  are  ready  to 
make  the  trip.  They  seem  to  have  gotten  entirely  away  from  the  old  hatred  of 
automobiles  and  are  really  anxious  to  help  make  this  tour  a  successful  one. 


Farmer  John  Ewing,  who  lives  near  Hammond,  Ind.,  believes  in  the  old- 
fashioned  Western  hold-up  method  of  collecting  damages,  with  a  double-bar- 
reled shotgun  to  back  up  the  demand.  A  few  days  ago  a  horse  driven  by  Mrs. 
Ewing  and  daughter  got  frightened  at  an  automobile,  the  horse  running  away 
and  the  occupants  being  slightly  injured.  Ewing  and  his  son  waited  in  the  road 
with  a  shotgun  and  held  up  the  automobile  party  as  it  returned.  After  collect- 
ing $75  damage  and  causing  one  of  the  women  in  the  automobile  to  faint,  Ewing 
allowed  the  party  to  proceed. 
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Must  Have  Militia  for  Vanderbilt  Race 

Just  how  much  "in  the  air",  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  and  the  commission 
having  it  in  charge  really  are  was  made  plain  at  the  meeting  of  the  A.  A.  A. 
racing  board  in  New  York,  Wednesday  afternoon.  Sweeping  changes  in  the 
rules  were  practically,  although  not  formally  made,  in  the  .hope  of  saving  the 
race  this  year,;  and  it  was  decided  to  appeal  to  Governor  Hughes  for  State 
militia  to  guard  the  course  so  as  to  make  the  running  of  the  race  feasible.  The 
changes  in  the  rules  transform  the  race  from  a  sporting  event  to  a  manufacturers' 
contest.  In  case  it  1s  run  there  will  be  no  American  elimination  trials  and  the 
date  selected  is  Saturday,  October  19. 

Three  changes  are  proposed  and  submitted  to  Donor  W.  K.  Vanderbilt,  Jr., 
for  formal  approval.  The  first  increases  the  maximum  weight  of  the  competing 
cars  from  1,000  to  1,100  kilos.  (2,204  t0  2,420  pounds),  thus  conforming  to  the 
new  Grand  Prix  requirements  and  permitting  this  year's  European  cars  to 
qualify.  The  second  wipes  out  the  stipulation  that  no  country  shall  have  more 
than  five  cars  in  the  race,  substituting  a  rule  that  no  manufacturer  shall  enter- 
more  than  two  cars  and  placing  no  limit  on  the  number  from  any  country. 
Again  the  Bennett  Cup  rules,  on  which  those  for  the  Vanderbilt  race  are  based, 
are  departed  from  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Prix  stipulations.  Lastly,  the  proviso 
that  every  part  of  the  contesting  cars  shall  be  built  in  the  country  of  their 
origin  is  swept  away. 

A  committee  headed  by  Chairman  Thompson  of  the  racing  board  was  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  both  Nassau  and  Suffolk  counties  re- 
garding the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  suitable  course,  the  other  members  of  the 
committee  being  A.  R.  Pardington,  S.  M.  Butler,  A.  L.  Riker  and  F.  G.  Webb. 
If  this  committee  comes  to  some  sort  of  a  satisfactory  agreement  with  either 
the  Nassau  or  Suffolk  county  authorities,  another  and  larger  committee,  to  in- 
clude President  Hotchkiss  of  the  A.  A.  A.,  will  be  appointed  to  call  upon  Gov. 
Hughes  in  the  hope  of  securing  permission  for  the  course  to  be  guarded  by  one 
or  more  regiments  of  State  troops,  whose  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  Vander- 
bilt Cup  commission. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  racing  board,  which*  com- 
prises a  majority  of  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  commission,  that  it  will  not  do  to  at- 
tempt to  run  the  contest  unless  both  the  officials  and  contestants  can  be  assured 
beforehand  that  the  course  will  be  thoroughly  and  positively  guarded  and  ade- 
quate measures  taken  to  keep  all  spectators  off  the  course  during  the  progress 
of  the  race. 


Parkway  Will  Not  be  Ready  for  Vanderbilt  Race 

The  Long  Island  Motor  Parkway  is  out  of  it  this  year  so  far  as  the  Van- 
derbilt Cup  race  is  concerned.  Announcement  to  this  effect  was  made  this 
week.  The  Vanderbilt  race  itself  is  in  doubt,  but  efforts  will  be  made  to  run 
it  on  the  Long  Island  roads  in  much  the  same  fashion  as  it'  was  in  1904,  1905 
and  1906. 
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The  announcement  that  no  part  of  the  parkway  would  be  available  for 
racing  this  year  was  made  by  A.  R.  Pardington,  second  vice-president  and  gen- 
eral manager,  after  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  hekf  at  the  Lawyers' 
Club  on  Tuesday. 

After  the  plan  and  scope  committee  had  conferred  with  engineers  and  con- 
tractors and  received  reports  of  the  engineering  and  surveying  force,  it  became 
evident  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  have  the  undertaking  far  enough  ad- 
vanced by  early  October  to  use  the  parkway  as  the  Vanderbilt  Clip  course  this 
year.  It  has  been  said,  however,  that  the  authorities  of  both  Nassau  and  Suffolk 
counties,  Long  Island,  are  anxious  to  have  the  race  run  in  their  counties,  and 
are  willing  to  grant  the  necessary  permission  to  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  Commission 
to  lay  out  a  course  on  the  public  highways,  as  was  done  for  the  first  three  races 
for  the  cup. 

The  directors  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  plan  and  scope  com- 
mittee that  the  right  of  way  from  Garden  City  to  Ronkonkoma,  as  secured,  be 
confirmed  and  accepted,  and  that  the  determination  of  the  route  from  Lake 
Ronkonkoma  to  the  Riverhead  town  line  be  a  matter  of  future  determination, 
as  three  routes  are  equally  available  and  the  most  desirable  one  will  be  selected. 
The  directors  also  approved  that  the  right  of  way  procured  by  the  Riverhead 
Board  of  Trade,  as  reported  by  that  organization,  be  accepted ;  that  the  con- 
struction of  the  motor  parkway  from  Garden  City  to  Lake  Ronkonkoma  be  pro- 
ceeded with  at  once,  and  that  the  construction  of  the  parkway  from  Lake  Ron- 
konkoma to  the  Riverhead  town  line  and  thence  to  Riverhead  village,  be  under- 
taken as  soon  as  the  right  of  way  is  accepted  and  the  surveys  between  these  two 
points  are  complete.  The  appointment  of  E.  G.  Williams  as  chief  engineer  was 
announced.  Mr.  Williams  is  a  Yale  graduate  and  has  been  employed  on  a  num- 
ber of  railroads  and  other  construction  work  in  this  country  and  South  America. 
He  has  charge  of  the  Washington  tunnel  in  the  national  capital.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  American  Institute  of 
Mining  Engineers. 

The  route  of  the  portion  of  the  parkway,  upon  which  construction  is  to 
begin  early  in  June,  begins  in  Garden  City  west  of  the  Mineola  County  court 
house,  and  will  run  east  over  the  Hempstead  Plains,  south  of  the  Mineola  Fair 
Grounds,  paralleling  the  old  central  branch  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad.  It  will 
cross  the  Long  Island  Railroad  near  Central  Park,  then  go  on  through  Bethpage, 
Wyandanch,  north  of  Deer  Park,  north  of  Brentwood  and  Central  Islip  to  Lake 
Ronkonkoma,  a  distance  of  about  thirty-two  miles.  It  is  expected  that  this  por- 
tion of  the  parkway  will  be  completed  late  in  next  November,  and  surveying  is 
to  begin  on  Friday  at  Garden  City. 

W.  K.  Vanderbilt,  Jr.,  president,  presided  at  the  meeting,  the  others  present 
being  Colgate  Hoyt,  Harry  Payne  Whitney,  H.  B.  Anderson,  general  counsel; 
H.  B.  Hollins,  J.  Adolph  Mollenhauer,  Ralph  Peters,  Mortimer  L.  Schiff,  Jr., 
Jefferson  De  Mont  Thompson,  Dean  Alvord,  Col.  John  Jacob  Astor,  H.  K. 
Burras,  E.  Rand  Hollander,  A.  R.  Pardington,  E.  G.  Williams  and  E.  R.  Thomas 
of  Buffalo.  Letters  were  received  from  John  Farson  of  Chicago,  S.  T.  Davis, 
Jr.,  of  Bridgeport ;  August  Belmont,  Clarence  H.  Mackey  and  L.  C.  Weir. 
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Will  Make  Much  Ado  Over  Glidden  Tourists 


Chicago,  May  13. — iWith  the  appointment  of  a  general  entertainment  com- 
mittee and  making  application  for  sanction  for  a  "speed  matinee"  July  13,  the 
Chicago  Automobile  Club  has  taken  definite  steps  toward  making  the  coming 
of  the  Gliddenites  to  Chicago  memorable  in  local  motoring  annals.  President 
Cobe  of  the  Chicago  Club  last  week  placed  the  general  arrangements  in  the 
hands  of  C.  E.  Gregory,  J.  F.  Gunther  and  C.  A.  Coey,  and  as  Gregory  is  also 
chairman  of  the  racing  committee  authority  is  fairly  thoroughly  entrusted  to  him. 

That  the  Chicago  races  may  be  given  some  official  recognition  by  the  Tour- 
ing Board  of  the  A.  A.  A.  is  hoped  by  the  Windy  City  promoters.  Although 
plans  had  been  made  by  the  Chicago  Motor  Club  for  a  race  meet  Decoration 
Day,  it  at  present  seems  unlikely  that  the  races  will  materialize  at  that  time,  and 
it  seems  probable  that  the  "Glidden"  race  meet  will  be  the  first  of  the  season, 
which  will  assure  it  abundant  support.  It  is  hoped  that  some  match  races  be- 
tween some  of  the  best  known  drivers  in  the  contest  for  the  Glidden  trophy  can 
be  arranged  on  the  Harlem  oval. 

The  new  clubhouse  of  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club  in  Plymouth  Place  will 
be  thrown  open  to  the  Glidden  hosts.  Midwinter  has  lingered  in  the  lap  of 
spring  so  long  that  work  has  been  greatly  retarded,  and  in  consequence  the 
structure  will  not  be  formally  opened  on  Decoration  Day,  as  originally  planned. 
It  will,  however,  be  open  in  ample  time  for  the  reception  of  the  tourists. 


Toledo,  Ohio,  May  13. — The  Pathfinders  of  the  1907  A.  A.  A.  tour  have 
been  in  Toledo  and  are  now  on  their  way  to  Chicago.  Tired  and  worn  and 
showing  the  effects  of  a  fierce  drive,  F.  Ed.  Spooner,  Teddy  Dey  and  D.  H. 
Lewis  drove  into  Toledo  shortly  after  noon  last  Saturday  in  the  big  70  hp.  Pierce 
Arrow,  having  left  Cleveland  on  Thursday.  These  three  are  naming  the  check- 
ing stations  and  selecting  the  routes  for  the  Glidden  tour,  and  contracting  for 
the  gasolene  supplies  and  hotels  en  route. 

They  left  Cleveland  a  week  ago  Monday,  but  were  forced  to  put  back  on 
account  of  the  fierce  roads.  They  started  out  again  from  South  Amherst  on 
Thursday,  reaching  Norwalk  that  night,  which  place  will  be  named  as  one  of 
the  checking  stations.  Here  also  they  arranged  for  600  gallons  of  gasolene. 
They  left  Norwalk  Saturday  morning  and  came  into  Toledo.  Here  they  have 
closed  arrangements  for  hotels  and  supplies  and  have  selected  the  Boody  House 
as  the  official  hotel  in  Toledo. 


The  number  of  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  entries  has  reached  four.  The  three 
new  entries  are  those  of  the  E.  R.  Thomas  Motor  Co.,  which  last  week  made 
formal  entry  to  the  A.  A.  A.  Racing  Board  of  three  Thomas  cars. 


A.  A.  A.  Pathfinders  Have  Hard  Trip 


Three  More  Entries 
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N.  Y.  Motor  Club  to  Hold  200  Mi  les  Endurance  Run 


It  has  been  definitely  decided  by  the  New  York  Motor  Club  to  conduct  a 
200-mile  endurance  run  on  Thursday,  June  6.  The  contestants  will  be  required 
to  run  on  a  definite  schedule  and  checking  stations  will  be  established  at  intervals 
of  approximately  25  miles.  Each  car  is  to  carry  an  observer,  nominated  by  a 
competitor,  who  will  take  note  of  all  adjustments  and  replacements,  and  inflict 
penalties  of  two  points  for  each  minute  so  spent.  A  committee,  with  R.  H. 
Johnston  as  chairman,  has  been  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  contest.  He 
has  already  appointed  S.  B.  Stevens,  Jr.,  A.  G.  Batchelder  and  Alfred  Reeves 
to  serve  on  this  committee  and  additional  members  are  to  be  named  later.  The 
starter,  checkers  and  all  the  other  officials  are  to  be  men  of  wide  experience  in 
touring  competitions  in  order  that  the  arrangements  may  be  as  perfect  as  pos- 
sible and  the  affair  go  off  without  a  hitch. 

In  making  the  contest  a  one-day  affair,  the  committee  believed  that  it  would 
be  possible  to  secure  entries  from  many  manufacturers  and  agents  who  might 
not  care  to  take  the  time  for  a  longer  contest.  The  mileage  of  200,  the  longest 
ever  scheduled  for  a  single  day's  run  in  this  country,  should  prove  sufficient  to 
make  the  test  of  interest  and  value  both  to  the  trade  and  to  the  public. 

The  committee  has  announced  that  the  route  selected  will  be  from  New  York 
to  Albany  by  way  of  Pittsfield,  a  distance  slightly  in  excess  of  200  miles.  From 
New  York  the  route  passes  northward  through  Yonkers,  Tarrytown,  Peekskill 
and  Fishkill  to  Poughkeepsie.  Here  it  leaves  the  Hudson  River  and  goes 
through  Millbrook,  Amenia  and  Lakeville,  enters  the  Berkshire  Hills  and  passes 
through  Salisbury  and  Great  Barrington  to  Lenox. 

Up  to  this  point,  the  route  is  the  same  as  that  covered  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion on  the  last  day  of  the  1905  Glidden  Tour.  From  Lenox,  the  route  con- 
tinues to  Pittsfield  and  here  turns  eastward  through  Lebanon  and  Canaan  Four 
Corners  to  Chatham.  From  Chatham,  the  route  lies  almost  due  north  through 
Valatie  and  Schodack  Centre,  finishing  at  Albany  at  the  Hotel  Ten  Eyck. 

This  route  offers  good  roads  through  practically  the  entire  distance,  and 
there  is  enough  hilly  country  to  make  it  a  desirable  route  for  an  endurance  run. 
In  no  other  direction  from  New  York  can  there  be  found  an  equal  mileage 
offering  such  a  wealth  of  fine  scenery.  The  Berkshire  Hills  will  be  at  their  best 
in  June.  Except  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  New  York,  much  of  the  route  is 
through  open  country,  where  the  passage  of  the  tourists  will  cause  no  incon- 
venience to  other  users  of  the  highway. 

Albany  is  considered  an  ideal  place  to  end  the  tour,  as  it  is  readily  accessible 
from  New  York  by  both  rail  and  boat.  If  desired,  contestants  may  ship  their 
cars  back  to  New  York  that  same  evening,  immediately  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  test.  There  are  unusually  good  hotel  accommodations  in  Albany  and,  as 
the  Legislature  will  probably  have  finished  its  session  by  that  time,  there  should 
be  plenty  of  room  in  the  hotels  for  the  tourists. 
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"Giant's  Despair"  Climb  to  Be  Repeated 

Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  or  that  part  of  it  devoted  to  the  automobile,  is  out  to 
make  its  second  annual  hill-climbing  contest  on  "Giant's  Despair,"  the  miniature 
mountain,  which  was  selected  last  year  as  a  fitting  place  for  a  competition,  greater 
than  ever,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  it  will  prove  successful. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Wilkes-Barre  was  held  re- 
cently, and  C.  W.  Matheson  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  committee  having  full 
power  to  act  in  conjunction  with  a  committee  of  the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club 
of  Philadelphia,  for  the, purpose  of  completing  all  necessary  arrangements  for  an 
endurance  run  from  Philadelphia  to  Wilkes-Barre  May  29,  and  a  hill-climbing 
contest  up  the  Wilkes-Barre  mountain  road,  or  "Giant's  Despair,"  May  30. 

Following  this  appointment,  Chairman  Matheson  went  to  Philadelphia  and 
placed  the  matter  before  the  Quaker  City  Club,  and  the  latter  voted  to*  hold  a 
Club  run  from  Philadelphia  to  Wilkes-Barre  May  29,  and  returning  May  31, 
and  to  co-operate  with  the  Wilkes-Barre  Automobile  Club  in  every  way  necessary 
to  make  the  hill-climbing  contest  up  the  Wilkes-Barre  mountain  road  or  "Giant's 
Despair,"  May  30,  a  great  success.  It  is  announced  that  two  or  more  of  the 
events  in  the  hill-climbing  program  will  be  reserved  exclusively  for  the  members 
of  the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club. 

While  the  prizes  have  not  been  definitely  determined,  they  will  probably 
consist  of  a  fine  cup  for  the  best  time  of  the  day,  and  gold,  silver  and  bronze 
medals  for  the  first,  second  and  third  places  in  all  the  events. 

In  the  hill-climbing  contest  held  in  May,  1906,  there  were  72  entries,  and 
it  is  hoped  there  will  be  at  least  150  entries  in  the  May  30  event  of  this  year.

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Indiana  Motorists  Gather  at  Crawfordsville  and  Celebrate 


Crawfordsville,  Ind.,  May  8. — Backed  by  the  Commercial  Club,  from  a 
desire  to  give  some  public  recognition  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  auto- 
mobile industry,  business  men  gave  an  Automobile  Day  here  today.  The  affair 
was  clearly  devoid  of  any  advertising  features  and  the  celebration  was  one  of 
the  largest  of  its  kind  ever  held  in  Indiana. 

There  is  only  one  garage  here,  and  no  automobile  factories.  However,  there 
are  a  score  or  more  of  automobile  owners,  and  they  acted  as  hosts  for  the  thou- 
sands of  visitors  who  attended.  The  visiting  contingent  came  from  Indianapolis, 
Kokomo,  Linden,  Lafayette,  Waveland  and  all  cities  and  towns  for  a  radius  of 


50  miles.  In  the  parade  there  were  automobiles  representing  owners  from  20 
cities. 

During  the  afternoon  there  was  a  parade  almost  a  mile  in  length  over  the 
principal  streets,  and  a  number  of  prizes  were  awarded  for  best  decorated  cars, 
most  skillful  drivers,  smallest  and  largest  cars,  and  there  was  one  short  speed 
test.  The  town  was  literally  turned  over  to  the  automobile  people  for  the  day, 
and  four  of  the  principal  squares  on  Main  street  were  roped  off  for  the  contests 
and  awarding  of  prizes. 

As  Crawfordsville  is  in  the  midst  of  a  rich  farming  section,  there  were  hun- 
dreds of  farmers  among  the  visitors  and  they  vied  with  the  automobile  people 
for  favored  places  along  the  line  of  the  parade.  The  farmers  were  quick  to  ap- 
preciate the  prettily  decorated  cars  and  showed  much  enthusiasm  over  the  one 
speed  test. 

W.  W.  Washburn  of  this  city,  driving  a  Marion  car,  was  awarded  first  prize 
for  the  prettiest  decorated  car  in  the  parade-  His  car  was  decorated  in  white  and 
yellow  chrysanthemums,  and  in  the  prize  winning  car  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wash- 
burn and  the  Misses  Somerville.   Mrs.  S.  B.  Girdler  of  Indianapolis  was  given 
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the  prize  for  being  the  most  skillful  woman  driver,  while  similar  honors  for  men 
went  to  Howard  Wilcox  of  Indianapolis,  who  drove  a  Premier  roadster. 

A  Haynes  test  car,  driven  by  E.  E.  Raymer,  and  carrying  24  men  and  boys, 
was  given  first  prize  for  the  car  carrying  the  most  people  in  the  parade.  An  Olds, 
driven  by  W.  Dagget  of  Crawfordsville,  was  given  the  prize  for  the  oldest  car  in 
line,  while  a  Ford  six-cylinder  owned  by  the  Gibson  Automobile  Co.  of  Indian- 
apolis got  first  prize  for  the  largest  car.  Two  Maxwell  runabouts  owned  by 
Solomon  Clore  of  Waveland  and  John  Harrigan  of  Linden  divided  honors  for 
being  the  smallest  cars  in  the  parade. 

The  speed  test  was  over  a  four-square  straight  course  on  Main  street,  and 
brought  out  a  large  number  of  entries.  A  Haynes,  driven  by  Hisey  of  the  Haynes 
Automobile  Co.,  was  given  first  place,  time  37  seconds.  Second  place  was 
awarded  to  Frank  Menthorn  of  Indianapolis. 


Spain's  Initial  Show  in  Palace  of  Fine  Art 

King  Alfonso  of  Spain,  well  known  as  one  of  Europe's  most  enthusiastic 
motorists,  and  a  ruler  who  has  been  much  in  the  public  eye  of  late,  presided  at 
the  opening  of  Spain's  first  automobile  show  at  Madrid,  on  May  4.  The  Palace 
of  Industries  and  Fine  Art,  an  illustration  of  which  is  here  shown,  is  the  scene 


of  the  exhibition,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Real  Automobile  Club  of 
Espana. 

The  building  in  which  the  show  is  being  held  is  splendidly  situated  at  the 
end  of  the  fashionable  Castellana,  and  although  not  very  large,  it  is  well  adapted 
to  the  purpose.   The  exhibition  will  continue  until  May  19. 
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This  Jack  Was  Not  a  Dull  Boy 

Work  and  pleasure  were  combined  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  manner 
last  week  when  the  Mechanical  Branch  of  the  Association  of  Licensed  Automo- 
bile Manufacturers  had  a  three  days'  session  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  vicinity. 
First  came  the  work — two  days  of  it  in  the  famous  laboratory — and  then  the 
fun,  the  latter  consisting  of  a  decorously  planned  and  hilariously  executed  run 
over  the  new  State  roads  of  Connecticut,  during  which  the  participants  paid 
scant  attention  to  the  speed  laws  and  much  attention  to  each  other's  cars  and 
their  rate  of  progress. 

At  the  business  session  the  first  action  was  the  adoption  of  a  formula  for 
horse-power  rating,  viz.,  a  formula  suggested  by  that  adopted  recently  by  the 
Automobile  Club  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  formula  will  be  known 
to  the  American  manufacturers  as  the  A.  L.  A.  M.  standard  of  horse-power 
rating.  It  is  f!^§^,  D  representing  the  diameter  of  the  cylinders,  squared, 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  cylinders,  both  of  which  are  known  quantities,  2.5 
being  a  constant  by  an  average  computed  from  the  known  horse-power  of  many 
of  the  American  4-cylinder  motors. 

In  accordance  with  the  work  of  the  tire  committee  action  was  taken  toward 
the  fundamental  standards,  to  eliminate  any  of  the  annoyances  now  in  existence 
from  the  various  sized  tires  and  rims.  Suggestions  for  a  standard  rim  were 
offered  and  a  meeting  with  the  Rim  Association  arranged,  to  draw  specifica- 
tions for  a  standard  rim  for  the  quick  detachable  tire  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
clincher  rim. 
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Owing  to  the  great  differences  now  existing  between  the  requirements  of 
garage  construction  and  its  regulations  and  those  of  the  fire  insurance  compa- 
nies, a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  with  the  insurance  companies  and 
confer  upon  a  set  of  regulations  and  specifications  that  would  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  fire  underwriters,  and  still  eliminate  many  of  the  obnoxious  rules 
now  in  existence  that  are  unnecessary  and  annoying  to  garage  owners. 

On  Friday  morning  twenty-one  cars  were  in  line  in  front  of  the  A.  L.  A. 
M.  laboratory  when  pacemaker  Henry  Souther,  the  association's  consulting 
metallurgical  expert,  gave  the  signal  for  the  start.  A  more  ideal  day  for  a  run 
of  this  sort  could  not  have  been  found,  the  rain  of  Thursday  laying  the  dust  and 
making  the  country  roads  a  pleasure  to  ride  over.  \

LINING  UP  FOB  THE  BTART 


From  the  laboratory  and  Capitol  avenue  the  procession  wound  its  way 
through  the  streets  of  Hartford  and  out  on  the  boulevard,  south  through  Leath- 
ersfield,  Rocky  Hill  to  Middletown,  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles.  Mr.  Souther 
in  the  pace-maker,  a  35  hp.  Autocar,  reached  the  first  control  twenty-six  min- 
utes after  the  start,  the  other  cars  following  and  reaching  the  control  at  inter- 
vals of  one  minute  apart.  The  road  from  Hartford  to  Middletown,  o.f  hard 
macadam,  proved  an  ideal  stretch  for  getting  a  line  on  the  cooling  systems  of 
the  cars  under  a  fairly  high  speed. 

At  Middletown  the  engineers  and  guests  changed  cars,  giving  them  a 
chance  to  see  what  the  other  fellow  had  been  doing  during  the  past  year.  The 
road  from  Middletown  to  Goodspeed's  Ferry,  running  along  the  Connecticut 
River,  proved  one  of  the  most  picturesque  parts  of  the  route.    At  Goodspeed's

Ferry  the  river  was  crossed  to  East  Haddam,  where  luncheon  was  served.  From 
East  Haddam  to  Cobalt  Crossing,  the  next  control,  proved  the  hardest  piece  of 
road  of  the  trip.  One  or  two  hills  were  encountered  which  gave  a  fair  demon- 
stration of  the  hill-climbing  abilities  of  the  various  cars  entered.  The  South 
Glastonbury  Hill,  which  was  about  a  mile  in  length,  proved  to  be  a  miniature 
Schwartz's  Hill,  so  well  known  to  last  year's  Glidden  tourists,  except  that  the 
sharp  turn  where  so  many  cars  were  penalized  on  the  Glidden  tour  was  half  way 
up.  the  hill.   It  was  very  gratifying  to  the  engineers  to  see  the  marked  contrast 
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in  the  cars  in  the  manner  in  which  they  negotiated  the  hill  as  compared  with  the 
two  former  runs. 

The  third  control  was  at  Cobalt  Crossing.  From  there  the  route  lay 
through  Portland,  South  Glastonbury,  East  Hartford  to  Hartford.  The  run 
was  noteworthy  in  that  not  once  on  the  seventy-five-mile  run  was  it  necessary 
for  any  one  of  the  twenty-one  cars  to  make  a  single  adjustment.  There  were 
only  three  punctures.

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Automobile  Bores 


It  is  rather  a  delicate  matter  to  give  a  precise  definition  of  the  Automobile 
Bore,  as  nearly  everybody  has  a  different  conception  of  this  new  specie,  and  this 
according  to  their  manners  and  behavior. 

The  bore  in  general  remains  the  same,  be  he  an  automobilist,  a  rider,  a  driver 
or  a  pedestrian,  but  he  may  be  sub-divided  into  the  following  classes : 

The  Ordinary  Automobile  Bore.  He  will  see  to  it  that  his  car  is  always 
finely  varnished  and  everything  in,  on  and  about  his  car  in  ship  shape.  He  does 
not  race,  nor  does  he  break  the  law ;  he  drives  cautiously,  which  will  permit  every- 
body to  notice  him,  and  his  chauffeur  always  wears  the  latest  style  of  automobile 
livery  and  only  drives  the  car  in  the  open  country,  while  the  Bore  himself  does  the 
driving  around  town,  and  that  without  gloves,  so  that  even  his  diamond  rings  may 
not  be  overlooked.  The  chauffeur  will  have  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout  so  that  the 
Bore  does  not  injure  any  human  being  while  driving.  With  beasts  and  other 
things  in  his  way,  however,  he  is  merciless,  because  he  can  easily  settle  for  dam- 
ages to  them.  It  gives  him  pleasure  to  pay  largely  for  the  dogs,  cats,  chickens 
he  kills,  or  for  destroying  lamp-posts  and  house  corners. 

At  home  the  Bore's  table  luxuries  are  of  the  most  modest  kind,  with  a  cup 
of  coffee  on  the  side,  but  when  dining  in  the  restaurants  a  la  mode,  he  will  order 
such  French  dishes  as  are  priced  at  the  highest  figures  on  the  menu.  As  to  his 
beverage,  nothing  else  will  do  but  Pommery  Sec.  The  Bore  does  not  know  any- 
thing about  the  mechanism  of  his  car,  except  that  the  radiator  is  in  front  and  the 
exhaust  pipe  in  the  rear,  and  he  carefully  avoids  speaking  of  automobile  con- 
struction, in  this  way  imitating  the  automobile  reporters  of  the  daily  papers ;  but 
he  always  mentions  the  price  of  his  machine.  All  in  all,  the  ordinary  Automobile 
Bore  is  harmless  and  never  dies  of  an  automobile  accident,  but  you  hear  of  his 
demise  from  Mount  Clement,  West  Baden  or  French  Lick. 

The  Racing  Bore.  He  is  negligent  of  his  automobile  attire,  but  always 
wears  the  latest  style  of  goggles.  Any  automobile  below  40  hp.  he  dubs  a  wheel- 
barrow; the  sight  of  one  gives  him  the  chills.  He  does  not  care  much  as  to  the 
appearance  of  his  roadster,  as  long  as  it  resembles  as  nearly  as  possible  a  Van- 
derbilt  racer.  He  is  very  careful,  however,  with  his  motor,  tinkers  it  a  great  deal 
and  tries  to  extract  the  last  ounce  of  horse-power  from  it.  At  any  club  run  or  on 
the  Glidden  Tour,  he  will  shoot  out  from  his  rank  to  get  to  the  front,  and  en- 
deavors always  to  pass  every  car;  and  if  he  does  not  succeed  otherwise,  he 
watches  his  opportunity  to  do  the  stunt  on  a  sharp  turn,  which  he  negotiates 
generally  in  most  reckless  style,  thereby  forcing  the  others  to  give  way  to  him. 

The  Racing  Bore  is  more  dangerous  to  himself  than  to  others,  and  moves 
slowly  when  in  town,  thereby  attracting  attention.  On  the  open  road  he  gets  in 
conflict  with  telegraph  poles  and  bridges,  which  makes  the  slamming  down  of  all 
his  brakes  quite  often  necessary,  which  accounts  for  his  roadster  being,  ten 
months  during  the  year,  in  the  repair  shop,  during  which  time  you  may  meet  him, 
however,  in  the  cafes  and  hotels,  damning  both  tire  and  automobile  manufactur- 
ers- In  his  conversation  he  covers  daily,  even  when  his  car  is  in  the  repair  shop, 
from  300  to  400  miles,  at  an  average  speed  of  60  to  70  miles  an  hour ;  but  when 
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arrested,  he  argues  scientifically  with  the  cops  or  magistrates  that  he  never  goes 
faster  than  12  miles  an  hour. 

The  Racing  Bore  never  dies  of  old  age.  He  is  generally  transferred  from 
this  to  the  other  paradise  by  centrifugal  force  on  a  sharp  turn  of  the  road.  He 
leaves  to  his  heirs  an  accident  policy,  a  collection  of  summonses  to  the  police 
court,  and  some  remnants  of  an  automobile. 

The  Mechanical  Bore.  This  is  the  most  dangerous  specie  of  automobile 
bores.  He  makes  everybody's  life  miserable  at  home  as  well  as  on  the  road. 
When  driving  he  listens  carefully  to  the  throbbing  of  his  motor,  commenting 
critically  all  the  time,  and  meanwhile  working  nervously  both  the  ignition  and 
gas  levers  until  he  finally  succeeds  in  stalling  his  motor.  Then  pity  his  fellow 
passengers !  First,  he  starts  a  technical  lecture  course  on  the  defective  construc- 
tions furnished  by  automobile  makers;  then  he  works  for  several  hours  at  his 
mechanism,  swearing  at  his  chauffeur,  should  he  venture  to  offer  a  suggestion, 
until  he  is  absolutely  exhausted.  Then,  of  course,  the  chauffeur  fixes  the  car  up 
in  a  few  minutes,  which  work  the  Mechanical  Bore  explains  to  be  non-scientific 
patchwork.  He  then  takes  the  wheel,  and  in  less  than  ten  miles  you  may  find  him 
stalled  again. 

Every  tool  in  his  kit  is  put  in  requisition  until  he  has  to  again  give  up  the 
job  and  request  his  chauffeur  to  take  him  and  his  party  home.  On  the  way  there 
he  perorates  on  the  "junk"  made  by  the  manufacturers  and  on  the  ignorance  of 
the  designers  of  cars,  not,  however,  overlooking  to  praise  his  own  great  in' 
ventions.  He  talks  about  two  and  four-cylinder  motors,  compression  and  ex- 
haust, bore  and  stroke,  radiation,  carburation  and  centrifugal  force. 

The  Mechanical  Bare  meets  his  end  either  while  repairing  his  car,  by  a 
paralytic  stroke,  or  in  a  sanitarium  for  nervous  diseases. 

The  Automobile  Trade  Bore.  He  is  generally  a  salesman  or  a  demonstra- 
tor. He  talks  of  nothing  but  of  his  product,  just  as  the  Ordinary  Bore  talks  of 
his  money.  There  is  no  other  machine  in  the  world  like  his.  He  drives  his 
machine  when  demonstrating  without  any  common  sense  or  regard,  either  for 
mechanism  or  tires.  Of  course,  repairs  and  tires  have  to  be  footed  by  his  em- 
ployer, and  anybody  not  getting  out  of  his  way  gets  a  good  sample  of  his  profan- 
ity. When  something  goes  wrong  with  the  mechanism,  he  generally  manages  to 
bring  his  car  away  from  the  road  and  hides  somewhere  behind  a  barn  to  effect 
repairs,  in  order  to  avoid  being  met  by  any  possible  competitor.  Of  course, 
every  shortcoming  of  the  machine  he  charges  up  against  the  tires,  and  what  he  is 
saying  about  the  tire  manufacturers  is  really  not  printable.  He  sells  three  or 
four  machines  every  day  until  he  is  bounced  by  his  employer. 

The  Trade  Bore  belongs  to  every  automobile  club  or  association,  and  wears 
all  their  club  pins  and  emblems.  If  he  finds  that  there  are  no  more  clubs  to 
be  joined,  he  often  starts  one  himself.  In  the  hotels  and  restaurants  he  gives 
himself  the  airs  of  a  millionaire  and  never  drinks  anything  but  champagne,  and 
when  in  the  car  he  looks  down  with  contempt  on  all  pedestrians  or  users  of  any 
other  make  of  car.  He  never  misses  a  banquet  and  manages  to  get  "full"  on  all 
such  occasions.  He  is,  in  general,  a  very  busy  man,  and  works  overtime,  even  as 
to  demonstrations  at  night.    His  death  is  caused  by  jealousy  of  his  competitors. 
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N.  J.  Club  Lays  Out  First  Day  s  Route 


Last  Sunday  the  contest  committee  of  the  New  Jersey  Automobile  and 
Motor  Club  made  a  run,  measuring  the  route  of  the  first  day's  run  of  the  three- 
day  endurance  contest  to  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  that  organization 
from  May  30  to  June  1.

All  of  the  controls  for  the  first  day  have  ^been  decided  upon,  and  officials 
will  be  stationed  at  each  one  of  these  to  take  the  time  of  the  cars  as  they  arrive.

He  will  have  about  three  weeks'  practice  on  the  Dieppe  course  before  the  race 
takes  place. 
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Independent  Makers  May  Have  New  Show  Building 

Detroit,  Mich.,  May  15. — New  York  may  become  possessor  of  an  exhibi- 
tion building  xivaling  the  Madison  Square  Garden  if  the  plan  presented  to  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Motor  Car  Manufacturers'  Association  at  their  meeting 
here  to-day  is  adopted.  General  Manager  Alfred  Reeves  is  authority  for  the 
statement  that  New  York  capitalists  stand  ready  to  put  up  a  structure  above 
One  Hundredth  street,  on  condition  that  association  will  bind  itself  to  hold  annual 
shows  there  for  a  term  of  years,  the  backers  of  project  in  turn  agreeing  that  no 
other  automobile  makers  will  be  permitted  use  of  building  for  exhibition  purposes. 
The  fact  that  Grand  Central  Palace  will  soon  be  torn  down  to  make  way  for 
railroad  terminals,  while  the  Garden  may  not  be  available  when  desired,  was 
urged  in  behalf  of  acceptance  of  the  new  plan.  No  definite  action  was  taken,  but 
much  favorable  comment  was  elicited. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  New  York  show  either  second  or  third  week 
in  November,  following  the  Licensed  show,  and  at  same  time  as  the  Horse 
Show.  The  exact  dates  will  be  determined  later,  as  will  details  in  connection 
therewith. 

Reports  were  submitted  and  the  comment  of  those  in  attendance  indicated 
generally  prosperous  conditions  throughout  trade,  with  encouraging  prospects. 

The  promise  that  Selden  patent  litigation  would  come  in  for  liberal  share  of 
attention,  owing  to  activities  on  the  part  of  the  Selden  interests,  proved  unwar- 
ranted, General  Manager  Reeves  declaring  that  the  matter  was  not  even  dis- 
cussed. 

Some  thirty  members  of  the  association  were  in  attendance. 


Maxwell-Briscoe  td  Have  California  Factory 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  May  10. — Benjamin  Briscoe,  president  of  the  Max- 
well-Briscoe Motor  Car  Manufacturing  Company,  announces  that  the  corpora- 
tion will  establish  a  factory  in  or  near  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Briscoe  had  almost 
decided  to  establish  the  new  works  at  Los  Angeles,  but  his  observations  in  San 
Francisco  caused  him  to  change  his  mind. 

He  expects  to  have  the  works  in  operation  before  the  end  of  this  year. 
From  400  to  500  men  will  be  employed  at  first  and  this  number  will  be  increased 
as  may  be  necessary.

H.  S.  Leyman,  the  former  incumbent  in  this  position,  resigned 
to  take  effect  May  15,  and  Mr.  Pope  will  be  on  hand  to  take  charge  of  affairs 
as  Mr.  Leyman .  retires.  Harry  Leyman,  as  he  is  well-known  throughout  the 
trade,  has  the  l>est  wishes  of  the  Pope  interests. 

Mr.  Pope's  advent  to  Toledo  is  a  part  of  a  well-developed  plan  to  sys- 
tematize and  departmentize  the  company's  manufacturing  and  commercial  in- 
terests. 
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Repairs,  Replacements  and  Adjustments  Barred 

There  is  no  string  tied  to  the  Sealed  Mechanism  Contest  promoted  by  the 
Automobile  Club  of  America  and  to  be  run  June  19  to  22,  the  rules  of  which 
were  announced  this  week.  It  is  provided  that  the  mechanism  shall  be  sealed 
and  that  the  breaking  of  any  of  the  seals  shall  cause  the  car  to  be  disqualified 
and  oblige  it  to  withdraw  from  the  contest.  There  is  an  exception  made  in  the 
case  of  tires,  but  beyond  this  no  repairs,  adjustments  or  replacements  shall  be 
made.    The  rules  follow: 

CARS  ELIGIBLE  TO  COMPETE. 

The  contest  shall  be  confined  to  regularly  catalogued  stock  cars  of  foreign  or  domestic 
manufacture. 

A  catalogue  fully  describing  the  competing  car  must  accompany  each  entry. 
No  more  than  three  cars  of  any  one  make  may  be  entered  by  a  manufacturer  or  his 
agents  in  any  one  class. 

ENTRIES. 

The  entrance  fee  shall  be  $50  for  each  car.  The  time  for  receiving  entries  shall  expire 
on  June  12,  1907. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

Competing  cars  shall  be  classified  according  to  the  catalogue  selling  price  as  follows : 
Class  A,  stock  cars  complete,  without  tops,  listed  at  $3,000  and  over;  Class  B,  stock  cars 
complete,  without  tops,  listed  at  over  $1,500  and  less  than  $3,000;  Class  C,  stock  cars  com- 
plete, without  tops,  listed  at  $1,500  and  under. 

ROUTE  AND  DISTANCE. 

The  contest  will  cover  four  days  and  the  distance  to  be  traveled  will  be  approximately 
150  miles  per  day,  or  a  total  of  600  miles  for  cars  in  all  classes  except  runabouts  in  Class 
A"  which  will  be  required  to  cover  approximately  175  miles  per  day,  or  a  total  of  700 
miles. 

Each  day's  run  of  150  miles  and  175  miles  will  start  and  finish  at  the  clubhouse  in  New 
York  City.  The  running  time,  however,  going  out  and  returning  shall  be  taken  at  Central 
Bridge  only. 

The  daily  runs  will  be  approximately  as  follows  for  all  classes  except  runabouts  in 
Class  "A":  First  day,  New  York  to  Poughkeepsie  and  return;  second  day,  New  York  to 
Pawling  and  return;  third  day,  New  York  to  West  Haven;  fourth  day,  New  York  to 
Bridgeport,  Danbury  and  return. 

Runabouts  in  Class  "A"  will  follow  the  same  routes,  with  an  additional  25  miles  each 

day. 

SEALING  OF  CARS. 

All  cars  entered  in  the  contest  will  be  required  to  report  to  the  contest  committee  at 
the  clubhouse,  54th  street,  west  of  Broadway,  New  York  City,  on  Tuesday,  June  18,  1907,  at 
9  a.  m.  (the  day  preceding  the  contest)  completely  equipped  for  the  contest.  They  will  be 
inspected  by  the  committee,  who  will  assign  a  number  to  each  car,  and  affix  seals  to  all  oper- 
ating parts  (excepting  the  receptacles  for  gasolene,  water  and  lubricants)  as  follows:  The 
bonnet  and  all  operating  parts  thereunder,  transmission  gears,  axles,  wheels,  springs,  coil 
boxes  and  battery  boxes,  etc.  The  cars  after  being  sealed  will  remain  in  the  custody  of  the 
committee  in  the  club  garage,  under  proper  guard,  until  ready  for  the  start  on  the  following 
day,  Wednesday,  June  19,  when  they  will  be  delivered  to  the  contestants  with  all  seals  intact. 

Cars  having  their  water  or  oil  receptacles  under  the  bonnet  must  be  provided  with  a 
special  equipment  to  enable  the  filling  of  such  receptacles  without  raising  the  bonnet. 

Cars  having  their  engines  under  the  body,  must  be  equipped  with  a  special  covering  for 
the  engine,  to  be  provided  by  the  contestant,  so  that  the  engine  and  all  working  parts  may  be 
properly  sealed. 

Cars  not  having  mud  aprons  will  be  obliged  to  provide  same,  so  that  the  motor  or 
other  devices  under  the  bonnet  cannot  be  reached  from  below. 
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STARTING  OF  THE  CONTEST. 

The  competing  cars  will  be  delivered  to  contestants  at  7.30  a.  m.,  on  Wednesday,  June 
19,  with  seals  intact.  Each  contestant  must  immediately  take  on  board  his  passengers  and 
the  official  observer  assigned  to  his  car. 

The  cars  will  line  up  irrespective  of  numbers  on  54th  street,  in  front  of  the  clubhouse, 
on  both  sides  of  the  street 

The  start  will  be  made  at  8  a.  m.  sharp. 

RUNNING  CONDITIONS. 

After  the  start  the  competing  cars  will  proceed  to  the  control  at  the  northern  end  of 
Central  Bridge,  indicated  by  -a  green  flag  (Hubers  Hotel),  where  they  will  stop  and  be 
given  their  official  starting  time  by  the  committtee's  representatives. 

They  will  likewise  stop  at  this  control  on  the  return  run  and  receive  their  official  fin- 
ishing time  for  the  day's  run. 

They  must  then  return  at  once  to  the  clubhouse  and  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the 
committee  in  the  club  garage  until  the  following  morning. 

No  adjustments,  repairs  or  replacements  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  during  the 
period  of  the  entire  contest,  excepting  tires. 

Supplies  of  gasolene,  lubricants  and  water  may  be  carried  or  taken  on  without  restric- 
tion, at  the  contestants'  expense,  but  same  must  be  noted  by  the  observer. 

Gasolene  and  water  tanks  will  be  filled  by  club  attendants  in  the  garage. 

Any  contestant  desiring  to  make  tire  repairs  at  the  end  of  a  day's  run  must  make  them 
before  turning  his  car  over  to  the  committee,  and  one  hour  will  be  allowed  for  such  pur- 
poses. Under  no  circumstances  will  contestants  be  allowed  to  approach  the  cars  after  they 
are  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  committee 

RATE  OP  SPEED. 

The  cars  will  be  required  to  make  each  day's  run  from  the  control  at  Central  Bridge 
and  return  as  follows:  Class  A,  at  a  minimum  average  rate  of  17  miles  per  hour;  Class  B, 
at  a  minimum  average  rate  of  15  miles  per  hour;  Class  C,  at  a  minimum  average  rate  of  13 
miles  per  hour ;  runabouts  in  Class  "B"  will  be  required  to  make  the  same  schedule  as  tour- 
ing cars  in  Class  "A,"  viz.,  17  miles  per  hour.  Cars  violating  the  legal  speed  limit  will 
be  disqualified. 

ELAPSED   TIME  LIMIT. 

The  minimum  and  maximum  elapsed  time  allowed  daily  for  each  class  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Minimum — Class  A,  7  hours  45  minutes;  Class  A  runabouts,  9  hours  15  minutes;  Class 
B,  7  hours  45  minutes;  Class  C,  7  hours  45  minutes.  Maximum — Class  A,  8  hours  15 
minutes;  Class  A  runabouts,  9  hours  45  minutes;  Class  B,  9  hours  20  minutes;  Class  C,  10 
hours  45  minutes. 

To  the  maximum  elapsed  time  will  be  added  such  time  as  the  car  is  at  rest  while  taking 
lunch,  or  supplies  of  gasolene,  oil  or  water,  or  on  account  of  tire  troubles,  traffic  blockades 
or  demands  of  nature,  as  certified  to  in  detail  by  the  observer.  One  hour  will  be  allowed 
for  lunch. 

OBSERVERS. 

Each  entrant  will  be  obliged  to  furnish  at  his  expense,  a  competent  technical  observer 
for  each  car  entered  by  him,  who  will  be  assigned  to  a  car  other  than  that  of  the  entrant 
If  the  observer  furnished  by  the  contestant  fails  to  report  at  any  time  during  the  contest, 
unless  the  contestant  furnishing  such  observer  appoints  a  substitute,  his  car  may  be  dis- 
qualified. 

If  at  any  time  during  the  contest  a  car  withdraws  for  any  cause,  the  observer  furnished 
by  the  entrant  of  such  car  shall  also  be  withdrawn  at  the  end  of  the  day's  run. 

The  committee  will  assign  an  observer  to  each  car,  and  assignments  will  be  changed 
each  day. 

PASSENGERS. 

Each  competing  car  shall  carry  in  addition  to  the  operator,  the  official  observer  and  such 
other  passengers  as  they  desire. 
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News  Notes  From  Paris 


Paris,  May  10. — As  you  know,  the  Emperor  of  Germany  has  covered  the 
circuit  of  Taunus  of  118  kilometers  on  April  24  in  the  company  of  his  brother  in 
two  hours.  He  became  convinced  that  it  would  be  unsafe  to  have  92  cars  running 
on  such  a  short  circuit  of  118  kilometers.  Those  cars  cannot  be  precisely  called 
touring  cars,  having,  as  they  do,  a  cylinder  volume  of  eight  litres,  and  being 
surely  capable  of  traveling  at  an  average  speed  of  60  to  70  miles  an  hour. 

The  German  government,  therefore,  imposed  on  the  Imperial  Automobile 
Club  the  condition  to  limit  the  number  of  contestants  in  the  Emperor's  cup  to 
40,  which,  however,  placed  the  Automobile  Qub  in  an  awkward  position  with  the 
92  entries  received,  paid  for  and  accepted.  The  difficulty  was  submitted  to  the 
Emperor,  and  he  suggested  holding  the  race  during  two  days,  the  first  day  to 
have  two  elimination  races  of  two  laps  each,  46  cars  to  participate  in  each 
elimination  trial,  and  the  first  20  of  each  category  to  qualify  for  the  race  on  the 
next  day,  in  which  a  maximum  number  of  40  cars  will  participate,  and  perhaps 
less,  as  many  may  be  disabled.  The  elimination  trials  of  two  laps  have  been 
limited  to  five  hours  which  is  nothing  excessive  in  which  to  cover  240  kilometers. 
Considering  the  large  cylinder  volume,  which  will  necessitate  utilizing  fast 
motors  owing  to  the  large  bore  and  the  short  stroke,  the  addition  of  two  laps  in 
the  elimination  trials  to  the  four  laps  to  be  covered  in  the  next  day's  race,  will 
constitute  for  the  successful  pars  an  absolute  criterion  of  reliability.  The  presence 
of  the  Emperor  will  be  enough  to  assure  a  great  assemblage,  and  two  days  of 
good  sport  are  certainly  in  view. 


M.  Lamberjack,  the  French  Fiat  agent,  has  secured  the  services  of  Wagner, 
the  winner  of  the  last  Vanderbilt  race,  to  pilot  a  Fiat  car  in  all  the  big  races  of 
the  year,  to  start  with  the  Emperor's  cup.  Th$$.  will  make  the  Fiat  team,  consist- 
ing of  Nazzaro,  Wagner  and  Lancia,  one  of  tbp  strongest  of  all  the  racing  teams. 


In  order  to  secure  the  participation  of  the.  Grand  Prix  cars  in  the  Ardennes 
races,  the  program  of  those  events  has  been  changed  into  three  races.  On  July 
22,  the  Ardennes  race  under  the  formula  of  the  Emperor's  cup;  on  July  23, 
under  the  old  formula  of  the  Ardennes  races,  and  on  July  24,  a  race  under  the 
formula  of  the  Grand  Prix.  Three  Rochet-Schneider  and  three  Italas  have  been 
entered  in  the  Ardennes  races.  These  six  cars  will  not  participate  in  the  Grand 
Prix. 


Hemery,  whom  you  know  so  well  in  America  by  his  former  exploits  on  the 
Darracq  racing  cars,  has  been  engaged  by  Benz  for  the  Emperor's  Cup.  In  all 
probability  Caillois  will  pilot  one  of  the  Darracq  cars.  There  was  a  rumor  cur- 
rent that  the  Darracq  cars  would  be  withdrawn  entirely  from  the  Grand  Prix, 
but  you  need  not  pay  any  heed  to  such  rumors.  Rigal  has  also  been  engaged  to 
drive  one  of  the  Darracq  cars. 
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Changes  Made  in  Rules  ior  A.  A.  A.  Tour 

Revised  rules  for  the  A.  A.  A.  tour 
have  been  issued,  which  contain  the  condi- 
tions for  the  Hower  trophy  contest  and  the 
penalization  schedule  for  it,  as  well  as  a  new 
example  of  the  working  of  the  rules  for  the 
Glidden  trophy,  which  makes  it  clear  what 
is  to  be  done  when  a  car  is  disqualified,  or 
discontinues  for  any  reason. 

The  new  rules  declare  the  Hower  trophy 
to  be  a  prize  for  the  entrant  of  a  runabout 
who  has  the  greatest  number  of  points  to  his 
credit  at  the  end  of  the  contest.  Each  runa- 
bout will  set  out  with  a  total  credit  of  1,000 
points,  and  penalties  will  be  deducted  from 
this  total  as  follows:  For  each  miftute,  or 
fraction  thereof,  in  excess  of  two  minutes 
tardiness  at  controls,  i  point;  for  each  dol- 
lar, or  fraction  thereof,  in  vaUie  of  parts  used, 
for  repairs,  as  per  manufacturer's  price  list, 
i  point.  The  Hower  trophy  is  not  a  per- 
petual prize,  but  will  become  the  property 
of  the  entrant  who  wins  it  this  year.  The 
trophy  is  now  being  exhibited  in  New  York, 
in  the  window  of  the  American  Locomotive 
Automobile  Company,  1886  Broadway. 

According  to  the  new  example  given,  it 
will  not  be  possible  for  a  car  that  has  gone 
wrong  to  save  its  team  from  losing  points  by 
withdrawing  instead  of  continuing.  The  ex- 
ample cited  says :  "Any  car  which  may  for 
any  reason  discontinue,  shall,  in  addition  to 
previous  penalties,  be  penalized  the  total 
number  of  points  with  which  it  was  credited  at  the  start."

In  reporting  the  third  annual  run  of  the  engineers  for  the  various  automo- 
bile companies,  composing  the  Licensed  Association,  the  Evening  Telegram  says 
as  follows: 

"The  route  laid  out  was  from  Hartford  down  the  Connecticut  to  Goodspeed's  Ferry 
about  fifty  miles,  and  across  to  East  Haddam  for  luncheon,  and  back  to  Hartford.  Four 
controls  were  established  to  permit  the  engineers  to  change  cars.  The  run  of  fifteen  miles 
to  Middletown  through  Wethersfield  Green,  Rocky  Hill  and  Cromwall  was  made  in  twenty- 
five  minutes. 

"From  Middletown  the  route  was  through  one  of  the  wildest  parts  of  the  Connecticut 
Valley.  Up  to  this  time  no  car  had  been  able  to  catch  Professor  Henry  Souther,  the  ex- 
pert Just  after  passing  Higganum  the  caravan  of  speeding  cars  ran  upon  the  deadly  pace 
maker.  Everybody  halted  and  disembarked  preparatory  to  choking  the  Professor  into  a 
state  of  insensibility  for  having  turned  what  was  intended  as  a  nice  social  run  into  a  wild 
road  race." 

This  reminds  me  of  a  script  I  had  in  "My  Say  So"  on  April  27,  reading  as 
follows : 

"The  really  important  part  of  the  history  of  an  industry  is  the  development 
of  its  ideals  and  standards.  When  the  automobile  trade  will  establish  a  standard 
of  decency  in  speed  matters  on  the  highways,  the  private  owners  will  soon  fall  into 


To  cover  15  miles  in  25  minutes  does  not  exactly  establish  a  standard  to  be 
imitated,  especially  by  a  society  trying  to  standardize  everything  in  sight. 

This  paragraph  is  referred  to  Professor  Henry  Souther,  the  eminent 


During  the  time  of  the  Gordon-Bennett  Cup  race,  an  international  committee 
had  charge  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  which  rules  and  regulations  were 
adopted  generally  for  other  races  like  the  Ardennes,  Brescia  and  Vanderbilt. 
This  year  the  formula  for  the  Emperor's  Cup,  Ardennes  and  Brescia  are  based 
on  cylinder  volume,  while  the  Grand  Prix  is  based  on  fuel  consumption.  It  is 
quite  an  expensive  factor  to  build  racing  cars  to  conform  with  the  different 
formulas,  and  it  therefore  seems  advisable  that  an  internatonal  committee  should 
meet  during  the  Paris  automobile  show,  in  order  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
for  next  year's  races  on  a  uniform  basis.  To  make  it  impossible  for  the  French 
racers  to  participate  in  the  great  races  would  be  certainly  regrettable.  They 
have  always  contributed  to  the  great  success  of  the  Vanderbilt  race.  The  same 
holds  good  for  the  Mercedes  and  Fiat  cars  entered  in  the  Grand  Prix,  whose 
weight  is  as  follows : 

Clement,  1,090;  Darracq,  1,000;  Motobloc,  1,000;  Panhard,  1,080;  Re- 
nault, 1,070;  Dietrich,  1,070;  Brasier,  1,050;  Mercedes,  1*040;  Fiat,  1,050;  and 
which,  therefore,  do  not  come  into  the  category  of  last  year's  Vanderbilt  cup  race.

The  Amphibious  Automobile  Does  Fine  Work 

Correspondents  of  Automobile  Topics  have  been  telling  of  the  unusual 
precipitation  that  has  been  occurring  in  California  during  the  rainy  season.  Con- 
tinuous downpours  have  wrought  havoc  everywhere,  roads  being  overflowed  and 


damaged,  and  bridges  swept  away,  while  plans  for  tours  have  been  badly  dis- 
arranged. 

It  takes  more  than  words  to  tell  the  story  properly,  however.  The  picture 
here  shown  was  taken  in  the  streets  of  Stockton,  and  reveal  the  amphibious  char- 
acter of  the  automobile.  As  was  the  case  in  Pittsburg  not  long  ago,  people  got 
into  the  habit  of  depending  on  the  automobile,  and  whenever  anything  of  a  very 
unusual  nature  cropped  up  a  hurry  call  was  sent  out  for  an  automobile.  Whether 
pressed  into  service  to  pump  out  flooded  cellars  or  to  tow  to  safety  endangered 
residents,  it  responded  nobly  and  justified  the  confidence  reposed  in  it. 
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Roadside  Inns  and  Their  Atrocities 


Along  the  improved  roads,  as  a  result  of  the  steadily  increasing  use  of  the 
automobile,  are  certain  to  come  better  hotels  and  eating  houses.  Everyone  knows 
how  bad  the  average  country  hotel  is,  and  this  badness  is  taken  as  a  matter  of 
course,  and  comparatively  few  complaints  are  made.  The  theory  is  that  the  auto- 
mobilist  is  not  invited  and  frequently  he  is  not  wanted,  so  he  has  no  room  to 
make  complaints. 

But  sometimes  the  shoe  is  on  the  other  foot.  The  motorist,  for  example,  has 
a  perfect  right  to  complain  if  a  hotel  is  advertised  as  being  conducted  on  approved 
modern  lines,  thus  bidding  for  automobilists,  trade,  and  upon  trial  is  found  to  be 
just  as  bad  as  the  worst  of  the  places  referred  to.  An  experience  of  this  kind 
was  recently  had  by  a  correspondent  of  Automobile  Topics. 

"On  our  way  to  Atlantic  City,  we  had  lost  the  road,  due  to  the  lack  of  sign 
posts  and  found  ourselves  struggling  through  heavy  clay  roads  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  After  devious  turnings,  we  finally  struck  the 
trail  and  the  cry  went  up  'Onward  to  Lakewood/  where  we  had  visions  of  Bird 
and  Louis  Roederer,  which  were  emphasized  by  the  attractive  signs  inviting 
automobile  parties  who  would  receive  particular  attention  at  the  Bartlett  Inn. 

"Dotted  along  the  road  these  signs  seemed  to  grow  more  attractive  as  we 
approached.  Bubbling  over  with  enthusiasm,  frothing  with  hunger,  we  rolled 
up  to  this  much-advertised  resort  for  automobilists. 

"Somewhere  from  under  a  desk  there  finally  crawled  a  weary  pimply-faced 
youth,  who  in  a  scared  fashion,  advised  us  that  there  were  no  accommodations  set 
apart  for  ladies ;  that  the  dining-room  was  closed  and  the  cook  had  gone  oflf  for 
a  ride  around  the  lakes,  and  Mrs.  Bartlett,  if  there  is  such  a  personage,  was  un- 
able to  crank  the  range. 

"Pleadings  were  of  no  avail.  It  could  not  be  done,  so  what  was  the  use  of 
fuming?  Vowing  all  kinds  of  vengeance,  unloading  a  few  expletives,  usually  ab- 
breviated by  capital  DPs,  stars  and  asterisks,  we  had  to  resort  to  an  all-night 
lunch  wagon  to  satisfy  our  craving  appetites." 


Now  is  the  beginning  of  the  rural  constable's  harvest  time.  He  stays  in 
wait  for  the  joyous  motorist,  out  for  a  short  run  or  an  extended  tour,  and  no 
matter  what  efforts  the  latter  makes  to  observe  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the 
law  he  finds  himself  sooner  or  later  in  the  clutches  of  its  minions.

Philadelphia  to  Norfolk,  Via  Cape  Charles 

Second  Section,  Salisbury  to  Norfolk 

Leaving  Salisbury,  the  journey  to  Cape  Charles  is  pursued,  the  route  passing 
through  Princess  Anne,  where  there  is  a  very  good  hostelry,  and  Pocomoke  City, 
and  then  over  the  Maryland  line  into  Virginia.  The  country  is  flat  and  rather 
uninteresting,  with  sparse  population  and  very  few  towns  or  villages.  At  Cape 
Charles  the  boat  is  taken  to  Norfolk,  a  two-hours'  sail. 


Leave  Salisbury  Courthouse  by  Division 
street,  turn  to  the  right  into  Main  street. 
Continue  down  Main  street,  and  turn  to 
the  left  at  the  first  street,  after  which 
make  a  turn  to  the  right,  going  over 
Camden  bridge.  Continue  out  Camden 
avenue,  following  the  shell  road  to 

FRUITLAND  (147  miles). 

Cross  the  railroad  tracks  at  Fruitland 
and  continue  in  the  same  direction 
through  the  village.  On  the  outskirts  of 
the  town  turn  to  the  right  and  continue 
on  this  road  about  one  and  one-half 
miles,  when  make  sharp  turn  to  right. 
Turn  to  the  left  just  after  crossing,  and 
follow  the  railroad  closely  to  Eden 
Station.  At  Eden  Station  turn  to  the 
left  and,  crossing  the  railroad  again,  go 
in  an  easterly  direction  about  two  miles 
to  a  schoolhouse.    Bear  to  the  right, 


leaving  the  schoolhouse  on  the  left  A 
little  farther  on  turn  to  the  right  again 
and  from  that  point  the  road  is  straight 
into 

PRINCESS  ANNE  (159  miles).

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


Following  are  instructions  for  the  care  and  operation  of  the  line  of  Royal  Tourist  cars, 
manufactured  by  the  Royal  Motor  Car  Company  of  Cleveland,  O. : 


Lubrication. — All  internal  parts  of  motor  are  oiled  automatically  from  lubricator  on  dash. 
The  transmission  is  filled  with  oil,  which  will  last  some  time,  for  ordinary  use,  without  re- 
filling. Wheel  bearings  are  packed  in  grease,  which  will  run  several  months.  Rear  axle  is 
packed  in  grease  and  will  only  require  addition  of  grease  every  2,000  miles.  Universal  drive 
shaft  joints  and  also  joint  between  clutch  and  transmission  are  filled  with  heavy  grease 
and  covered  by  leather  and  should  be  filled  monthly.  The  fan  bearing  is  filled  with  oil, 
which  should  be  replenished  every  little  while,  by  means  of  oil  cups.  Grease  cups  on  cam 
cases  on  the  motor  and  on  steering  gear  and  on  foot  brake  should  be  kept  filled  and  turned 
down  a  few  turns  each  day.  Oil  frequently  the  following  places  with  an  oil  can:  Shackles 
on  spring  ends,  brackets  holding  springs  on  axle,  starting  crank  brackets,  throttle  and  spark 
levers,  steering  knuckle,  connections  on  front  axle,  ball  joints  on  the  strut  rods  which  hold 
rear  axle  in  place,  pivots  and  connections  on  brake  and  gear  shifting  levers,  thrust  bearing 
used  for  disengaging  clutch.  Engine  gears  should  be  lubricated  with  graphite.  Oil  places 
so  marked  on  chassis  drawing.   

Adjustment  of  Lubrication. — The  lubricator  on  dash  is  adjusted  to  feed  slightly  more 
oil  than  necessary,  before  the  car  leaves  the  factory.  Car  should  have  plenty  of  oil  during 
the  first  week  or  so  of  its  operation.  In  order  to  make  proper  adjustment  for  different 
kinds  of  oil,  and  for  operation  in  different  temperatures,  there  will  be  found  on  the  top  of 
lubricator,  which  is  on  the  dash,  five  sight  feed  tubes,  through  which  may  be  seen  the 
amount  of  oil  that  is  feeding.  Adjustment  may  be  had  by  thumb  screws  located  in  front  of 
each  tube.  The  more  you  turn  these  thumb  screws  up,  the  more  oil  will  feed.  The  five 
feeds  are  all  independent  of  each  other  and  must  be  adjusted  separately. 


To  Clean  Carburetter. — First  shut  off  your  gasolene.  Remove  two  screws  from  cover  on 
top  of  carburetter,  remove  cover,  lifting  out  the  float  and  valve.  Note  adjustment  on 
knurled  head  on  needle  valve,  so  that  same  adjustment  may  be  had  when  replacing.  Re- 
move cap  from  pipe  in  bottom  of  carburetter.  This  will  make  all  parts  of  the  carburetter 
accessible,  so  that  it  may  be  readily  cleaned.  Use  a  gasolene  syringe  to  wash  out  car- 
buretter. After  all  dirt  is  removed,  insert  syringe  in  hole  in  the  side  of  float  chamber  and 
force  any  foreign  matter  out  of  fountain  or  nozzle.  Care  should  be  taken  that  gasolene  is 
feedinpr  properly  from  the  tank  to  carburetter.  If  the  flow  of  gasolene  is  obstructed,  re- 
move pipe  and  clean  same.   

Care  of  Valves. — Loss  of  compression  in  cylinders  is  remedied  by  regrinding  the  valves. 
Generally  the  exhaust  valves.  In  order  to  determine  which  cylinder  lacks  compression,  open 
relief  cocks  on  all  cylinders  but  one  and  turn  engine  over  with  the  crank.  Continue  same 
operation  tor  each  cylinder.  There  will  be  no  compression  on  any  cylinder  except  the  one 
with  the  relief  cock  closed.  Valves  may  be  removed  for  regrinding  by  unscrewing  plugs  on 
top  of  same.  Take  forked  shaped  tool,  provided  with  each  car.  Stick  same  under  the  spring 
of  the  valve.  Lift  up  until  key  can  be  pulled  out  with  the  fingers;  after  which  the  spring 
will  drop  to  the  bottom  and  valve  can  be  lifted  out.  To  replace,  put  spring  in  same  position 
as  before,  allowing  valves  to  drop  down  through  washer  which  holds  spring.  Then  take 
fork-shaped  tool  and  lift  the  spring  up,  holding  down  on  the  valve  and  place  key  in  slot. 


To  Regrind  Valves. — Cover  the  se\at  of  the  valve  with  powdered  glass  or  pumice  stone 
mixed  with  oil  and  place  the  valve  on  same.  Apply  a  screw  driver  to  slot  in  the  top  of 
valve,  press  down  slightly  and  turn  the  valve  back  and  forth  a  few  times;  then  lift  it  up 
slightly,  allowing  the  glass  to  work  down,  and  continue  the  operation  as  before.  Grind  until 
pitted  portions  are  removed.

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MOTOR  BOATS 


The  Eastern  Yacht  Club  of  Boston  has  adopted  an  important  program  for  developing 
motorboat  racing  during  the  coming  season.  The  club  has  appointed  a  special  committee  to 
handle  the  races  consisting  of  W.  B.  Stearns,  chairman;  A.  A.  Packard,  C.  W.  Foss,. Nor- 
man F.  Greeley  and  C.  H.  Clark,  Jr.  Mr.  Greeley  is  secretary.  The  committee  has  arranged 
a  schedule  of  races  in  which  it  has  provided  for  the  latest  development  in  motor  boating, 
the  gliding  boats,  or  hydroplanes,  for  which  races  will  be  given  at  a  midsummer  meet  for  all 
kinds  of  power  boats.  This  meet  will  take  place  on  July  26,  27  and  28  at  Marblehead. 
Under  the  head  of  purely  racing  boats  -come  the  hydroplanes.  The  committee  has  decided 
that  they  shall  be  raced  by  themselves,  probably  without  restrictions  and  without  time  allow- 
ances, but  this  is  a  matter  in  which  the  action  of  the  committee  will  be  governed  by  circum- 
stances. The  Eastern  Yacht  Club  cup  will  be  offered  on  the  same  conditions  as  in  previous 
years.  Hydroplanes  will  not  be  allowed  to  compete  for  this  cup.  The  non-racing  division 
will  include  two  classes  of  auxiliaries  which  will  race  on  an  outside  course  and  under  con- 
ditions which  will  make  the  contest  interesting  for  all.  There  will  also  be  a  special  handi- 
cap class  for  one  day,  open  to  all  those  who  finish  in  the  race  from  New  York  to  Marble- 
head  for  the  Stevens  cup.  Handicaps  for  this  race  will  be  based  strictly  on  the  perform- 
ances in  the  run  from  New  York.  There  will  be  a  class  on  one-day  for  all  cruising  power 
yachts  above  so  feet  over  all  if  a  sufficient  number  of  owners  signify  their  willingness  to 
race.  A  class  for  all  open  or  cabin  boats  under  60  rating,  with  time  allowance  based  on  60 
per  cent,  of  that  given  by  the  tables,  will  also  be  given.  As  last  year,  there  will  be  a  class 
open  to  all  dories,  tenders,  service  boats,  etc.,  under  25  feet  over  all.  This  class  will  be 
handicapped  by  the  committee,  and  it  is  hoped  to  promote  considerable  interest  in  the  per- 
formance of  useful  small  boats  of  all  kinds  other  than  the  racing  type. 

F.  C.  Stevens,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  has  issued  a  circular  which  is  of  con- 
siderable interest  to  motorboat  owners  of  Buffalo  and  western  New  York.  The  circular 
contains  new  rules  regulating  the  navigation  of  pleasure  craft  in  the  Erie  Canal.  The  first 
rule  reads  that  no  lift  or  swing  bridge  shall  be  operated  for  the  passage  of  any  steam 
launch,  gas  engine  launch,  rowboat,  canoe  or  other  craft  not  engaged  in  the  business  of 
transporting  freight  upon  the  canals,  except  upon  presentation  to  the  bridge  tender  of  a  duly 
authorized  permit.  Rule  No.  5  says  that  on  Sundays  locks  will  be  operated  for  the  passage 
of  pleasure  boats  on  the  even  hour  only.  Pleasure  boats  may  lock  through  with  regular 
canal  boats  at  other  times,  if  conditions  favor.  Pleasure  boats  will  not  be  permitted  to 
cruise  back  and  forth  on  the  canal  in  cities  where  doing  so  will  compel  the  operation  of  lift 
bridges,  resulting  in  interfering  with  street  traffic. 


A  schedule  of  races  to  be  run  during  this  season  under  the  direction  of  the  Western  Power 
Boat  Association  has  been  announced,  and  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  have  been  elected 
as  follows :  Chairman,  B.  E.  Strohm ;  vice-chairman,  A.  G.  Smith ;  secretary  and  treasurer, 
J.  H.  Hoop.  The  races  will  be  run  under  the  auspices  of  the  Calumet,  Chicago  and  Lincoln 
Power  Boat  Clubs.  The  schedule  follows :  May  30,  Western  Power  Boat  Association,  open- 
ing cruise;  June  8,  Chicago  Power  Boat  Club;  June  22,  Lincoln  Power  Boat  Club;  July  4, 
Western  Power  Boat  Association;  July  17,  Calumet  Power  Boat  Club;  July  27,  Chicago 
Power  Boat  Club;  August  10,  Lincoln  Power  Boat  Club;  August  24,  Calumet  Power  Boat 
Club;  September  2,  Race  approximately  15  miles,  Western  Power  Boat  Association;  Sep- 
tember 14,  Chicago  Power  Boat  Club;  September  28,  Lincoln  Power  Boat  Club;  October 
12,  Calumet  Power  Boat  Club. 


A  race  for  motorboats  in  the  English  Channel  on  June  29,  a  few  days  prior  to  the  Grand 
Prix  contest  for  automobiles  on  the  Dieppe  circuit,  is  being  planned  by  the  yachting  com- 
mittee of  the  Automobile  Club  of  France.  This  will  not  be  a  cross-channel  contest,  as  was 
at  first  presumed,  but  merely  a  race  round  a  rectangular  course  off  the  coast  near  Dieppe. 
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AERONAUTICS 


Leo  Stevens,  who  has  returned  to  New  York  from  St.  Louis,  reports  the  new  balloon 
which  he  has  been  constructing  for  the  government  as  entirely  finished.  The  balloon  has  a 
capacity  of  82,000  cubic  feet,  being  the  largest  balloon  ever  constructed  in  America,  and  it 
will  also  be  the  largest  one  in  use.  The  basket  and  all  the  paraphernalia  except  the  envelope, 
the  regular  balloon  part,  have  been  shipped  to  Washington,  and  Mr.  Stevens  expects  to  pack 
up  the  balloon  this  week  and  take  it  to  the  War  Department  headquarters.  An  ascension 
will  be  made  some  time  next  week  from  the  gas  works  at  Washington  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Signal  Corps,  and  Capt.  Chandler  will  manage  the  balloon  under  the  guidance 
of  Mr.  Stevens,*  and  two  other  members  of  the  Signal  Corps  will  probably  be  taken  as  pas- 
sengers. After  using  the  big  balloon  in  Washington  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Government 
to  send  it  to  the  military  balloon  station  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  where  a  number  of  military 
balloon  tests  will  be  made  during  the  year. 


A  party  of  British  aeronauts,  comprised  of  Hon.  C.  S.  Rolls,  the  well-known  English  motor- 
ist, C.  F.  Pollock,  Lord  Dalmeny,  John  Dunville,  Lord  Northland,  Sir  Hugo  de  Bathe  and 
V.  Ker-Seymer,  recently  made  an  ascent  from  London  in  the  balloon  Britannia,  the  capacity 
of  which  is  78,500  feet.  The  ascent  was  made  from  Short's  Balloon  Works.  In  the  first 
half  hour  14  miles  were  made,  and  a  perfect  view  of  London  was  obtained.  The  ground 
wind  was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  60  miles  an  hour,  but  at  1,000  feet  it  was  barely  half  as 
strong.  Going  in  a  northeasterly  direction  the  balloon  passed  over  Essex,  the  descent  being 
made  at  Botesdale,  on  the  borders  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  trip  lasted  three  hours  and 
ten  minutes,  100  miles  being  traversed  in  that  time,  while  the  maximum  height  reached  was 
5,500  feet.   

The  Vacu-Aerial  Navigation  &  Manufacturing  Co.  of  America  is  the  name  of  a  new  Wis- 
consin incorporation.  A  Milwaukee  man  has  secured  the  assistance  of  a  large  number  of 
wealthy  citizens  in  the  project.  The  company  was  discovered  when  the  Wisconsin  State 
Fair  management  signed  a  permit  to  allow  the  airship  experimenter  the  use  of  the  spacious 
fair  park  near  Milwaukee.  The  machine  to  be  made  by  this  company  is  built  of  aluminum 
and  is  25  feet  long.  A  vacuum  is  created  in  front  of  the  machine  and  thus  it  moves  for- 
ward in  the  air.  A  45  hp.  motor  has  been  ordered  from  the  Curtis  Manufacturing  Co., 
Hammondsport,  N.  Y.,  weighing  only  50  pounds.  The  whole  airship  will  weigh  about  1,000 
pounds.   Theoretically  it  is  capable  of  carrying  3,000  pounds. 


A  new  idea  in  balloon  construction  comes  from  San  Francisco.  The  inventor  is  August 
Kidder,  who  has  been  working  on  the  problem  for  several  years.  He  is  now  experimenting 
with  a  large  balloon  which  will  be  250  feet  long.  He  uses  two  gas  bags,  the  forward  one 
being  the  smaller,  and  with  this  he  steers,  the  larger  following  in  the  same  way  a  train  of 
cars  follows  an  engine  around  a  curve.  The  motor  and  operator  are  carried  on  frames 
suspended  from  the  bags,  of  which  there  may  be  several  if  desired.  The  bow  of  the  forward 
bag  is  cone-shaped.   

The  main  object  of  the  Jamestown  Aeronautical  Congress,  to  be  held  at  the  Jamestown 
Exposition,  Norfolk,  Va.,  October  28  and  29,  is  to  bring  together  persons  interested  in  aerial 
locomotion,  to  facilitate  social  intercourse  among  them,  and  to  promote  an  interchange  of 
ideas  on  aeronautical  subjects.  These  ends  will  be  furthered  by  contests,  ascensions  and 
flights  at  the  exposition,  by  exhibits  in  the  Aeronautical  Building  and  especially  by  ad- 
dresses, papers  and  discussions  during  the  regular  sessions  in  the  Hall  of  Congresses.  As 
the  James  Gordon  Bennett  International  Aeronautic  Cup  race  is  scheduled  for  October  19, 
1907,  it  is  anticipated  that  this  event  will  enhance  the  interest  already  manifested  in  the 
proposed  congress,  and  add  largely  to  its  membership,  particularly  as  it  is  expected  that  the 
contestants  in  that  race  will  take  part  in  the  proceedings.  The  promoters  of  the  congress 
are  soliciting  papers  and  exhibits  from  specialists  and  amateurs  throughout  the  world. 
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The  Inflation  and  Deflection  of  Tires 

Naturally,  tires  should  be  inflated  proportionally  to  the  weight  that  they 
have  to  carry,  but,  in  every  case,  amply.  An  insufficiently  inflated  tire  becomes 
very  quickly  ruined  through  rim  cutting,  or  shearing  between  the  ground  and 
the  metallic  felly. 

All  tire  makers  advise  that  pneumatic  tires  be  always  kept  at  a  constant 
pressure.  In  fact,  if  a  tire  be  too  "soft,"  the  canvas  is  apt  to  rupture,  while  if 
it  is  too  much  inflated  it  bursts  in  consequence  of  a  diminution  in  the  resistance 
of  the  canvas  and  the  increase  of  pressure  resulting  from  the  heat  engendered  by 
the  revolution  of  the  wheel. 

In  order  to  find  out  whether  the  exact  pressure  has  been  reached,  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  have  an  air-pump  provided  with  an  excellent  pressure  gauge. 

In  the  following  table  the  proper  inflation  for  tires  intended  to  carry  different 
weights  is  given,  together  with  the  maximum  weight  they  are  capable  of  sup- 
porting and  the  pressure  to  which  they  must  be  inflated,  and  the  maximum  deflec- 
tion that  they  should  exhibit  under  a  load.  In  the  latter  column,  the  figures 
denote  the  minimum  distance  between  the  edge  of  the  rim  and  the  ground :

In  further  elaboration  of  the  subject,  it  may  be  said  that  the  proper  inflation 
of  a  tire  may  be  judged  by  the  extent  to  which  it  flattens  when  running.  When 
fully  loaded  the  tire  should  never  flatten  more  than  about  two-fifths  of  an  inch, 
and  even  on  the  level  streets  of  a  town,  never  more  than  three-fifths  of  an  inch. 
Another  method  of  judging  whether  a  tire  is  properly  inflated  is  by  the  width  of 
the  flattened  surface,  which  comes  in  contact  with  the  ground.  This  should  never 
exceed : 

\V2  in.  for  the  65  mm.  tire. 

2]/2  in.  for  the  90  and  85  mm.  tire. 

3 J/2  in.  for  the  120  mm.  tire. 


Uses  Wind  Shield  Made  of  Wire  Gauze 

J.  T.  Kearsage  of  Chicago,  who  is  visiting  in  Milwaukee,  is  using  a  wire 
gauze  instead  of  a  glass  screen  on  the  front  of  his  automobile.  The  screen 
is  made  of  zinc  wire,  the  gauze  being  so  fine  that  it  excludes  dust  easily.  The 
improvement  found  in  this  screen  over  the  glass  in  use  is  that  the  former  offers 
less  resistance  to  the  wind  when  the  machine  is  moving  fast  and  there  is  a 
great  difference  in  the  speed  that  can  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Kearsage  says  it  is  just  as  easy  to  see  through  the  gauze  as  through 
glass  and  there  is  no  opportunity  for  optical  illusions.

Trap-Baiting  and  a  Palliative 

The  season  for  traps  has  now  fairly  opened.  The  game  of  motorist-baiting 
is  an  interesting  as  well  as  a  lucrative  one,  and  from  now  until  snow  flies  many 
an  honest  (  ?)  dollar  will  be  earned  by  the  sworn  defenders  of  the  public  peace 
whose  duty  it  is  to  patrol  the  roads  and  see  that  the  wise  and  equable  regula- 
tions governing  their  use  by  automobilists  are  not  violated. 

As  usual,  the  innocent  motorist  will  often  suffer  for  the  sins  of  his  guilty 
brother.  For  every  violator  who  escapes  two  observers  of  the  law  will  be 
nabbed  and  made  to  pay  for  the  misdeeds  of  the  former.  All  the  old  traps  will 
be  set  again  and  many  new  ones  will  make  their  appearance  from  time  to  time. 
And,  of  course,  no  one  will  be  foolish  enough  to  place  these  traps  on  roads 
where  there  is  little  or  no  automobile  travel.  On  the  contrary,  a  judicious  selec- 
tion of  localities  will  be  made.  Good  roads,  where  cars  are  likely  to  be  plentiful, 
are  nearly  always  selected  by  the  trappers,  and  if  they  can  find  a  nice  down- 
grade in  a  secluded  spot  where  the  road  is  likely  to  be  free  of  all  traffic,  it  is 
looked  upon  as  an  ideal  place  for  the  location  of  the  trap.  If  the  motorist  sus- 
pects anything  and  rides  slowly,  it  doesn't  make  any  very  great  amount  of  dif- 
ference, as  the  trapper  gets  to  work  anyhow  and  takes  his  victim  into  custody. 
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Then  there  is  always  the  obliging  justice  ready  at  hand  to  accept  the  prejudiced 
testimony  of  the  constable  and  "soak"  the  motorist. 

It  is  a  very  ingenious  game  and  one  that  nets  those  concerned  a  very  large 
sum  of  money  in  the  course  of  a  year.  It  is  a  game,  too,  that  is  very  hard  to 
beat,  and  the  motorist  usually  has  to  take  his  medicine  and  swallow  it  with  the 
best  grace  possible. 

On  another  page,  Automobile  Topics  asks  its  readers  to  furnish  it  with 
information  concerning  these  traps.  Such  information,  if  published,  will  do 
something  to  drop  the  game  of  the  grafters  in  charge  of  them.  At  least  it  will 
make  it  more  difficult  for  them  to  continue  their  pernicious  practice,  by  giving 
motorists,  and  particularly  tourists,  notice  of  the  existence  of  traps  in  the  sec- 
tions most  frequented  and  enabling  them  to  take  precautions  that  will  frequently 
baffle  the  plans  of  the  constables. 

The  Dread  of  the  Cop-Oppressed  Motorist 

Men  who  have  tried  it  say  there  is  no  feeling  of  security  for  the  man  who 
has  once  been  arrested  for  speeding  or  other  violations  of  the  automobile  law. 
Ever  afterward,  a  spectre  haunts  them.  In  crowded  traffic,  when  going  at  a 
snail's  pace,  or  on  straight  stretches  where  the  road  is  clear,  the  dread  of  a  hail 
from  a  superactive  cop  is  always  present.  It  is  impossible  to  drive  so  as  not 
to  break  the  law,  and  even  if  it  were  otherwise  that  does  not  deter  cops  from 
making  arrests.  They  are  not  troubled  about  niceties  of  speed  definitions  or 
conscientious  scruples  of  any  kind.  Once  they  make  a  charge  they  stick  to  it, 
unless  some  efficacious  means  of  placating  them  are  used.  Then  they  become 
more  pliable  and  amenable  to  reason. 

On  another  page  a  correspondent  gives  a  touching  picture  of  the  sad  plight 
of  a  party  of  motorists  who  were  led  to  bestow  their  patronage  upon  a  so-called 
hotel  that  claimed  to  cater  to  tourists.  There  are  few  enough  good  hotels  at  the 
best,  and  when  it  comes  to  setting  up  pretentions  of  this  kind  without  any  sub- 
stance to  their  claims  it  becomes  a  serious  matter.  Automobile  tourists  want 
the  best  that  can  be  had  in  respect  to  accommodations,  and  it  should  be  easy  to 
tell  whether  a  place  of  entertainment  is  up  to  the  desired  standard. 

Across  the  water  racing  drivers  are  apparently  of  much  more  importance 
than  they  are  here.  One  prominent  firm  which  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of 
attention  to  racing  on  the  road  is  reported  to  have  decided  to  cancel  all  engage- 
ments for  this  season  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  prominent  driver  has  left  it  and 
gone  with  another  concern.  It  is  not  easy  to  imagine  anything  of  the  kind 
occurring  in  this  country. 
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TRADE  NOTES 

Negotiations  have  been  closed  between  the 
Babcock  Electric  Carriage  Company  and 
the  Imperial  Motor  Company,  both  of  Buf- 
falo, whereby  the  latter  concern  becomes 
the  distributing  agent  of  the  product  of  the 
former  company  for  Buffalo  and  vicinity.

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TOPICS 


The  "commercializing"  of  the  Vanderbilt 
Cup  race  has  been  a  subject  much  discussed 
during  the  past  week.  Perhaps  the  most 
  :  important  phase  of  the  matter  is  the  possi- 
bility of  obtaining  the  services  of  the  State  militia  to  police  the  course.  On  this, 
to  a  very  large  extent,  hinges  the  question  whether  the  race  can  be  run  at  all.  But 
some  people  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  temporary  abandonment  of  the  historic 
event  would  be  infinitely  better  than  to  run  it  under  the  new  rules.  This,  however, 
seems  to  be  beside  the  question.  The  powers  that  be  have  decided  that  the  time  is 
ripe  for  an  entire  change  of  rules,  and  this  decision  once  made  half-way  measures 
were  scorned.  The  Grand  Prix  regulations  are  frankly  made  use  of  as  a  basis 
for  the  formulation  of  rules  for  the  Vanderbilt  race.  All  the  cherished  pro- 
visions that  were  contained  in  the  Bennett  Cup  race  rules,  and  adopted  when 
the  Vanderbilt  race  was  instituted,  have  been  thrown  overboard,  lock,  stock  and 
barrel.  The  old  weight  classification  is  abandoned  and  with  it  the  time-honored 
stipulation  that  each  country  should  be  represented  by  no  more  than  five  cars, 
while  it  is  no  longer  incumbent  upon  makers  to  use  only  parts  originating  in  the 
country  from  which  the  car  is  entered. 


The  objection  made  to  these  sweeping  changes  is  two-fold.  First,  it  is  felt 
that  we  are  too  facile  imitators,  and  second,  that  we  have  replaced  a  sporting 
event  by  one  that  is  frankly,  if  not  assertively,  commercial.  This  is  all  very 
true.  But  the  criticism  must  fall  to  the  ground  in  considerable  measure  when 
it  is  reflected  that  the  original  Vanderbilt  Cup  rules  imitated  the  Bennett  rules, 
while  even  at  the  beginning  the  Vanderbilt  race  was  a  sporting  event  only  by 
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a  considerable  stretch  of  the  imagination.  It  is  true  there  were  a  few,  a  very 
few,  sportsmen  without  trade  affiliations  in  the  race.  The  number  dwindled 
when  the  second  contest  was  held  and  almost  reached  the  vanishing  point  last 
year.  People  without  much  sentiment  are  inclined  to  say  that  we  are  merely 
casting  aside  a  fiction  in  ceasing  to  term  the  race  a  sporting  contest. 

There  is  one  point  in  connection  with  the  change  in  the  rules  for  the  Vander- 
bilt  race  that  has  not  received  the  attention  it  merits.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
raising  of  the  weight  limit  from  1,000  to  1,100  kilogrammes  (2,204  to  2,420 
pounds).  It  was  inevitable  that  the  long  delay  in  announcing  the  rules  for  the 
race  should  cause  trouble,  and  the  fact  was  pointed  out  by  Automobile  Topics 
on  more  than  one  occasion.  The  custom  abroad  is  to  prepare  the  rules  or  make 
changes  in  them  many  months  before  the  race  is  to  be  run,  thus  giving  makers 
an  opportunity  to  build  racing  cars  and  give  them  a  thorough  trying  out  in 
ample  time.  Such  a  custom  should  be  followed  here,  and  this  year  more  than 
ever  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  weight  limitation 
for  the  Grand  Prix.  Under  this  new  rule  makers  could  build  heavier  cars  and 
of  course  most  of  them  did  so.  T*his  meant  that  unless  the  Vanderbilt  Cup 
rule  was  changed  few,  if  any,  of  these  foreign  cars  could  start  in  the  Vanderbilt 
race.  On  the  other  hand  no  American  maker  could  go  ahead  and  build  a  car 
to  weigh  more  than  1,000  kilogrammes  until  the  rule  was  changed.  He  had  no 
assurance  that  it  would  be  changed  and  consequently  had  to  go  to  work  and 
turn  out  his  car  to  conform  with  the  old  standard. 


Thus  it  came  about  that  injustice  must  be  done  to  one  side  or  the  other,  the 
American  or  the  European  maker.  If  the  rule  was  changed  the  latter  got  the 
benefit  of  it,  which  is  just  exactly  what  has  happened.  The  other  horn  of  the 
dilemma  was  to  retain  the  old  weight  stipulation  and  bar  out  foreign  cars,  for 
that  is  what  it  amounts  to. 


The  "champion  woman  motorist  of  the  world"  has  arrived  in  this  country.  This 
particular  champion  hails  from  England,  and  came  over  to  have  a  "bit  of  a  look 
at  the  country."   She  may  return,  unfortunately. 

The  claim  of  Buffalo  to  having  the  second  or  third  largest  automobile  club  in 
the  country  is  disputed  by  Newark,  N.  J.  Worcester,  Mass.,  is  another  town 
that  shows  up  remarkably  well,  claiming  516  members.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  have  the  American  Automobile  Association  reveal,  from  its  records,  the  exact 
standing  of  the  first  half  dozen  clubs. 

Out  Chicago-way  they  don't  think  the  new  clubhouse  of  the  Automobile  Club 
of  America  is  "so  much."  Members  of  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club,  returning 
from  a  visit  to  the  new  home  of  the  New  York  organization,  are  quoted  by  the 
C.  A.  C.  Journal  as  saying:  "It's  a  fine  garage.  None  better.  Nothing  is  lack- 
ing for  storing  cars  in  the  most  efficient  manner,  unless  it  be  the  possible  inade- 
quacy of  elevator  service.  There's  room  enough  to  handle  hundreds  of  machines 
without  crowding.    The  members'  quarters?    Oh,  well,  the  main  assembly  hall 
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is  strikingly  impressive  and  the  grill  'room  has.  its  strong  points,  but  that's  really 
about  all  they  have  for  the  members  outside  of  a  billiard  room  and  the  officers' 
quarters.  I  think  myself  that  less  emphasis  might  have  been  placed  on  the  gaso- 
lene service  and  repair  shop  and  a  little  more  on  the  comfort  of  the  members  of 
the  club."  This  being  the  view  taken  of  the  matter,  the  Chicago  Club  men  are 
nerving  themselves  to  the  point  of  refusing  to  longer  humbly  yield  precedence 
to  the  A.  C.  A.  clubhouse  and  becoming  cheerful  over  the  reflection  that  theif 
building  will  be  unsurpassed  in  America. 


No  elimination  race  for  the  Vanderbilt  Cup?  A  picturesque  event  is  thus  lost  to 
the  motoring  world. 


A  Queer  ruling  has  been  made  by  a  Missouri  judge,  as  set  forth  on  another 
page.  He  holds  that  the  ridiculous  law  of  1903,  which  limits  speed  to  nine  miles 
an  hour  and  requires  automobilists  to  take  out  licenses  in  every  county,  was  not 
class  legislation  inasmuch  as  it  applied  to  all  automobiles  alike.  He  added  that 
automobiles  are  a  class  of  vehicles  for  which  the  Legislature  may  provide  regula- 
tions. Fortunately,  the  new  Missouri  law  is  a  little  more  reasonable,  and  as  it 
will  supersede  the  old  one  the  decision  of  the  court  does  not  really  make  much 
difference. 


What  is  described  as  the  "very  latest  musical  hit  for  piano"  has  made  its  ap- 
pearance. It  is  a  march  and  two-step  and  is  entitled  "Automobile  Ride,"  the 
automobile  part  consisting  chiefly  of  a  picture  of  an  automobile  containing  about 
ten  people,  which  appears  on  the  front  cover.  The  composer  rejoices  in  the 
euphonious  name  of  Bonk  v(not  Honk). 


A  Novel  dispute  occurred  recently  in  California  between  an  automobile  dealer 
and  one  of  his  customers.  It  appears  that  a  steamer  containing  a  shipment  of 
automobiles  was  wrecked  in  Humboldt  Bay,  but  they  were  rescued  from  their 
watery  resting  place  in  what  was  claimed  to  be  as  good  condition  as  ever.  Upon 
being  offered  his  car  the  purchaser  balked  and  said  that  he  wanted  a  new  one. 
He  carried  his  point  in  the  end,  for  the  dealer  had  to  order  another  car  and  de- 
liver it  in  the  place  of  the  one  that  had  been  submerged. 


If  it  turns  out  to  be  really  true  that  foreign  cars  will  not  appear  in  the  Vander- 
bilt race  (if  it  is  run)  the  A.  A.  A.  Racing  Board  will  be  in  the  position  of  the 
man  who  was  in  danger  of  being  damned  if  he  would  and  damned  if  he  wouldn't. 
If  it  hadn't  changed  the  rules  the  foreign  cars  would  have  been  barred  by  the 
weight  limit  and  when  it  did  change  them  they  threaten  that  they  won't  come  in 
anyway.    Pity  the  poor  board  ! 


Dr.  Julius  Griuker.  professor  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases  of  the  Chicago 
Post-Graduate  Medical  School,  is  quoted  as  saying  that  automobilists  are,  or  will 
be,  insane.    The  qualification  is  some  comfort. 
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Searchmont  Suit  Against  A.  L.  A.  M.  Dismissed 


At  first  sight,  no  one  but  a  Philadelphia  lawyer,  and  a  keen  one  at  that,  could 
reconcile  the  statements  given  out  Wednesday  by  the  two  sides  involved  in  the 
controversy  between  the  receiver  of  the  defunct  Searchmont  Automobile  Co.  and 
the  Association  of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers  over  the  decision  ren- 
dered that  day  by  Justice  O'Gorman  in  the  New  York  Supreme  Court  in  the  now- 
famous  case  involving  the  claim  of  the  Searchmont  Co.  to  a  share  in  the  assets 
of  the  A.  L.  A.  M.  The  latter  claims  a  sweeping  victory,  inasmuch  as  the  suit 
was  dismissed  with  costs  on  the  Searchmont  Co.,  while  the  former  seem  equally 
jubilant  over  the  fact  that  the  A.  L.  A.  M.  is  declared  a  copartnership. 

However,  the  decision  of  Judge  O'Gorrnan  sets  forth  the  matter  very  clearly, 
confirming  the  claims  of  both  parties  to  the  controversy,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fol- 
lowing transcript: 

Rowland  et  al.,  trustees,  etc.,  vs.  Clifton,  president,  etc. — The  plaintiffs  are  trustees  in 
bankruptcy  of  the  Searchmont  Automobile  Co.,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Association  of 
Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers.  The  defendant  is  a  voluntary  unincorporated  associ- 
ation of  more  than  seven  members,  and  this  action  is  brought  for  an  accounting  of  the  in- 
terest of  the  bankrupt  company  in  the  defendant  association.  Under  the  articles  of  associ- 
ation of  the  defendant  each  of  the  members  agreed  to  contribute  $2,500  to  a  common  fund  to 
be  used  for  a  specific  purpose  for  a  limited  period,  with  the  object  of  protecting  certain  busi- 
ness interests  and  securing  certain  profits  and  advantages  therefrom.  The  articles  expressly 
provide  for  the  accrual  and  distribution  of  profits  among  its  members  from  time  to  time  and 
for  a  pro  rata  distribution  of  the  assets  of  the  association  at  the  date  fixed  for  its  dissolution. 

Although  nominally  a  voluntary  unincorporated  association,  these  engagements  consti- 
tute a  quasi  partnership,  and  in  such  a  case  the  law  of  copartnership  may  be  invoked  by 
the  members  of  the  association  (Ostrum  vs.  Green,  161  N.  Y.,  362;  Belden  vs.  Hatch,  109 
N.  Y.,  596).  The  legal  status  of  a  voluntary  unincorporated  association  is  dependent  upon 
its  objects  and  purposes.  An  association  organized  for  commercial  purposes  and  operated 
for  pecuniary  profit  is  in  law  mere  copartnership,  and  the  right  and  liabilities  incident  to 
that  relation  attach  to  its  membership  (25  Am.  &  Eng.  Enc  of  Law,  1130).  These  rights  and 
liabilities,  however,  are  always  controlled  by  the  articles  of  association,  which  constitute  a 
contract,  the  terms  and  provisions  of  which  are  binding  on  all  its  members,  and  the  courts 
cannot  redress  any  act  of  an  association  in  the  expulsion  or  punishment  of  a  member  or  the 
forfeiture  of  his  membership  when  such  action  has  been  taken  in  accordance  with  the  express 
provisions  of  the  articles  of  association  (Belden  vs.  Hatch,  supra;  Louis  vs.  Wilson,  121 
N.  Y.,  284;  O'Brien  vs.  Grant,  146  N.  Y.,  163;  Haebler  vs.  Produce  Exchange,  149  N.  Y., 
414;  Austin  vs.  Dutcher,  56  App.  Div.,  393). 

The  law  requires  that  such  provisions  must  be  reasonable  and  not  opposed  to  public  policy 
or  the  law  of  the  land,  and  in  this  respect  the  articles  of  association  in  question  are  unob- 
jectionable. The  only  question  arising,  therefore,  is  whether  the  Searchmont  Automobile 
Company  has  been  duly  expelled  and  its  membership  forfeited  as  claimed  by  the  defendant. 
The  bankrupt  company  made  default  in  the  payment  of  royalties  on  October  20,  1903,  and 
the  Electric  Vehicle  Company  duly  cancelled  its  license  theretofore  issued  to  the  Search- 
mont Company.  By  such  cancellation  the  bankrupt  company  .ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the 
defendant  association  under  the  terms  of  the  articles  of  association,  and  its  interest  in  the 
defendant's  assets  thereupon  terminated.  It  is  clear  that  the  notice  of  cancellation  was  duly 
mailed  to  the  Searchmont  Automobile  Company,  and  that  it  was  received  by  it  as  well  as  by 
the  acting  receiver  in  due  course  of  mail.  The  company's  financial  embarrassment  or  the  sus- 
pension of  its  business  could  not  relieve  it  from  a  strict  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  articles  of  association,  nor  could  it  prevent  the  defendant  company  or  the  Electric  Vehicle 
Company  from  asserting  their  rights  under  the  license  agreement  and  the  articles  of  asso- 
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ciation.  The  receiver  was  not  superseded  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the 
trustees  in  bankruptcy,  which  did  not  take  place  until  February  18,  1904. 

While  proper  notice  was  given  by  the  defendant  association  to  the  Electric  Vehicle  Com- 
pany to  revoke  the  license  held  by  the  Searchmont  Company  in  consequence  of  its  default, 
such  action  was,  however,  unnecessary,  inasmuch  as  the  Electric  Vehicle  Company  reserved 
the  power  to  effect  cancellation  on  its  own  motion.  In  my  opinion  the  provisions  of  the 
license  in  regard  to  its  cancellation,  and  the  provisions  of  the  association  agreement  respect- 
ing the  declaration  of  forfeiture,  were  fully  carried  out.  The  Searchmont  Company,  long 
before  it  was  adjudicated  a  bankrupt,  was  given  ample  notice  and  opportunity  to  be  heard, 
but  the  notice  was  disregarded,  and  the  rights  then  forfeited  cannot  now  be  revived.  No 
cause  of  action  has  been  established,  and  the  complaint  must  be  dismissed,  with  costs. 

The  decision  adds  one  more  to  the  large  number  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
A.  L.  A.  M.,  making  a  continuity  of  pronouncements  in  support  of  its  conten- 
tions. 


Robert  Lee  Morrell,  chairman  of  the  contest  committee  of  the  Automobile 
Club  of  America,  is  feeling  very  good  these  days.  His  pet  scheme,  the  Sealed 
Mechanism  contest,  which  begins  June  19,  is  an  assured  success,  enough  entries 
having  been  secured  to  ensure  its  being  run,  thus  dispelling  the  fear  at  first  enter- 
tained that  it  might  be  boycotted  by  the  trade  on  account  of  the  drastic  character 
of  the  rules. 

Amid  all  the  objections  raised  against  these  rules  Mr.  Morrell  has  stood 
firm.  To  the  expressions  of  disbelief  in  the  ability  of  any  car  to  come  through 
three  days'  running  without  an  adjustment  or  repair,  he  has  replied  by  pointing 
out  that  cars  do  this  right  along  and  their  owners  think  nothing  of  it.  To  the 
objection  that  even  the  sooting  of  a  spark  plug  would  put  a  car  down  and  out, 
he  retorts  that  it  shouldn't  soot  and  that  if  it  does  it  is  only  necessary  to  inform 
the  proper  official  of  the  fact  to  have  it  placed  on  record. 

The  entries  already  received,  numbering  about  a  dozen,  are  from  the  best 
makers  of  American  cars,  and  assurances  have  been  received  that  a  number  of 
others  will  be  forthcoming. 


Chicago,  May  20. — Triumphant  in  their  efforts  to  pilot  a  comprehensive  and 
equitable  motor  vehicle  measure  through  the  State  Legislature,  the  motorists  of 
Illinois  are  waiting  in  fear  and  trembling  lest  Governor  Deneen,  as  he  did  two 
years  ago,  may  ruin  their  efforts  by  exercising  his  power  of  veto.  They  en- 
courage themselves,  however,  by  the  thought  that  two  of  the  three  features  to 
which  the  Governor  objected  in  1905  were  eliminated  from  the  present  measure. 

Chief  of  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  is  that  which  takes  from  cities,  villages 
and  towns  the  right  to  fix  speed  limits,  and  prescribes  uniform  limits  throughout 
the  State  of  10  miles  an  hour  in  business  districts,  15  miles  an  hour  in  residence 
districts,  and  20  miles  an  hour  elsewhere.  It  is  strongly  stipulated,  how- 
ever, that  under  no  circumstances  shall  the  speed  be  greater  than  is  safe.  Park 
boards  alone  are  empowered  to  regulate  the  speed  of  vehicles,  and  they  are 
prohibited  from  enforcing  lower  limits  against  motor  cars  than  prevail  for  other 
classes  of  vehicles. 


Success  of  Sealed  Mechanism  Contest  Assured 


Illinois  Law  in  Hands  of  Governor 
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Uniform  registration  through  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  both  for 
cars  and  for  chauffeurs,  is  provided  under  the  new  law.  Instead  of  the  single 
license  tag  required  in  the  present  registration  in  Chicago — the  only  city  in  the 
State  which  at  present  requires  registration — numbers  must  be  carried,  under  the 
new  law,  both  on  the  front  and  on  the  rear  of  the  vehicle.  At  night  the  numbers 
must  be  displayed  on  at  least  two  lights. 

For  racing  on  the  public  highways  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $200  is  imposed. 
For  using  a  car  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  for  accepting  commissions 
on  purchases,  chauffeurs  may  be  fined  not  to  exceed  $200.  Tourists  in  the  State 
are  not  required  to  take  out  a  license  if  they  have  complied  with  the  registration 
laws  of  their  home  city. 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  May  20. — Automobilists  of  this  State  were  much  disap- 
pointed by  the  result  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  St.  Louis'  test  case,  which  was 
decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  yesterday  adversely  to  the  club's  attorneys'  con- 
tention. I 

J.  L.  Swagerty,  a  chauffeur  for  August  Gehner,  a  member  of  the  Automo- 
bile Club  of  St.  Louis,  was  arrested  in  October,  1905,  for  exceeding  the  speed 
limit  in  violation  of  the  law  of  1903.  This  law  provided  that  the  rate  of  speed 
should  not  exceed  nine  miles  per  hour  and  also  provides  that  a  license  fee  of 
$2.00  should  be  paid  in  every  county  in  the  State.  Swagerty  was  found  guilt)* 
by  the  trial  court  and  fined  $100.00. 

The  case  was  •  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  about  a  year  ago  and  was 
argued  by  the  club's  attorneys,  Kerr  and  Tittman  of  St.  Louis,  and  R.  H. 
Stevens  of  Clayton.  It  was  argued  that  the  speed  limit  of  nine  miles  an  hour 
was  unreasonable  and  that  the  law  was  class  legislation  in  that  it  only  applied 
to  automobiles  and  not  to  all  vehicles,  and  that  the  provisions  regarding-  the 
licenses  were  prohibitive. 

The  opinion  is  by  Judge  Burgess  and  court  held  that  the  law  was  enacted 
under  the  police  power  of  the  State  and  that  the  Legislature  is  the  sole  judge 
of  the  reasonableness  of  the  regulation  and  that  the  law  is  not  class  legislation 
in  that  it  applies  to  all  automobiles  alike ;  that  automobiles  are  a  class  of  vehicles 
for  which  the  Legislature  may  provide  regulations.  The  court  holds  that  the 
only  question  in  the  case  is  the  validity  of  the  section  of  the  law  regulating  the 
speed  and  no  opinion  is  expressed  as  to  the  license  feature  of  the  law. 

The  law  of  1903,  however,  has  been  repealed  by  the  new  law,  approved 
March  19,  1907,  which  provides  for  a  speed  limit  of  15  miles  an  hour  and  State 
registration  of  automobiles. 


Mexico's  first  automobile  race  was  held  at  Guadalajara  recently,  when  a  30  hp. 
Pope-Hartford  car,  driven  by  J.  L.  Lawrence,  an  American,  won  the  Jalisco  Cup. 
He  finished  the  distance  of  177  kilometers,  700  meters,  in  3  hours,  13  minutes, 
44  9-10  seconds,  averaging  per  kilometer  a  little  less  than  1  minute  and  9  seconds.

Brier  Cliff  Manor.— At  the  north  and  south  end  of  the  village  limits. 
Scarsdale.— On  the  old  White  Plains  road  near  Scarsdale  Town  Hall,  and  on  Central 
avenue  north  and  south  of  the  Hartsdale  Inn. 

Irvington.— On  Broadway,  a  short  distance  north  of  the  Ardsley  Club  gate. 
Scarborough-on-the-Hudson.— On  the  Albany  Post  road. 

New  Rochelle.— (a)  On  the  Shore  road,  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  Travers  Island  en- 
trance, (b)  On  the  Post  road  exit  from  New  Rochelle  to  Larchmont.  (c)  On  North  street, 
exit  to  Tuckahoe  and  White  Plains.

Fine  Roads  Selected  for  Gliddenites  Through  Indiana 

It  is  a  comforting  reflection  that  Glidden  tours  and  such  like  contests  are  never 
held  in  the  spring.  The  experience  of  the  Glidden  pathfinders,  as  Dai  Lewis  and 
his  brave  company  of  route-blazers  have  been  dubbed,  has  been  of  a  character  to 
try  motorists'  souls  as  well  as  their  tires  and  cars.  Heavy  rains  and  mired  roads 
blocked  them  before  they  got  a  good  start,  and  an  actual  survey  of  the  roads  it 
was  proposed  to  traverse  has  resulted  in  a  change  of  route.  As  a  result  Fort 
Wayne  has  been  erased  from  the  motorists'  map,  and  instead  the  A.  A.  A.  tourists 
will  go  from  Chicago  to  Toledo,  South  Bend  and  Indianapolis,  instead  of  passing 
through  Fort  Wayne.  Much  better  roads  through  Indiana  form  part  of  the 
reason,  while  trade  considerations  have  their  influence  in  bringing  the  tour 
through  Kokomo  to  the  Indiana  capital. 

It  has  thus  far  been  arranged  that  starting  from  Cleveland,  July  10,  the  first 
night's  stop  will  be  at  Toledo,  the  second  night  at  South  Bend,  Ind.,  the  third 
night  at  Chicago  and  the  fourth  night  at  South  Bend  again.  The  fifth  night  will 
be  spent  at  Indianapolis  and  from  there  the  run  will  be  eastward  to  Pittsburg,  by 
way  of  Columbus,  O.,  where  one  night  will  be  spent.  From  Pittsburg,  it  is  prob- 
able the  route  will  lead  to  Baltimore,  then  back  to  New  York,  by  way  of  Philadel- 
phia. The  route  is  approximately  1,600  miles  long,  and  n  days  will  be  devoted 
to  covering  it 

On  Friday  morning,  May  17,  the  bonnet  of  the  big  six-cylinder  Pierce- Arrow 
was  headed  for  Indianapolis,  and  the  Pathfinders  reached  that  city  the  same  af- 
ternoon, so  pleased  with  the  Indiana  roads  over  which  they  traveled  for  147^ 
miles  that  they  could  talk  of  little  else  after  their  arrival.    Through  Plymouth, 
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Rochester,  Peru,  Kokomo,  Tipton  and  Nobekville  to  Indianapolis  the  trip  is  a 
constant  succession  of  surprises.  The  roads  compare  most  favorably  with  the  best 
roads  of  Massachusetts  or  New  Jersey,  being  comparatively  free  of  "thank-ye- 
marms"  and  level  as  a  billiard  table  for  miles.  The  road  formation  is  of  gravel 
and  the  country  is  prosperous-looking,  as  is  always  the  case  where  good  roads 
exist.  The  route  is  diversified  in  scenery  and  for  many  long  stretches  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  miles  the  road  runs  back  of  the  car  in  sight  as  far  as  the  eye  can 
reach. 

Few,  if  any.  real  danger  spots  exist  in  the  entire  route,  and  the  car  may  be 
put  to  its  best  paces  away  out  in  the  open  country  without  fear  of  danger  or

bumps,  except  it  might  be  at  crossings  or  bridges.  The  farmers  who  pay  for  the 
roads  by  taxation  feel  kindly  toward  the  automobilist  and  give  him  welcome 
whenever  he  passes. 

Out  of  South  Bend  the  Pathfinders  had  a  motorist  named  Frazier  as  guide  to 
Rochester,  where  Edgar  Apperson  of  Kokomo  met  the  party.  He  remained  with 
the  tourists  until  Tipton  and  his  splendid  guiding  enabled  them  to  make  the  trip 
through  without  a  hitch,  gaining  much  time.  At  Tipton,  the  Indianapolitans  met 
the  tourists  in  seven  cars  and  escorted  them  through  to  Indianapolis  and  to  the 
Dennison  House  where  they  tendered  the  visitors  an  informal  dinner  which  lasted 
until  a  late  hour.  So  jovial  was  the  reception  that  the  visitors  decided  to  make 
Indianapolis  a  day  stop  on  their  tour  and  they  accordingly  decided  to  leave  for  a 
long  trip  over  the  National  highway,  on  Sunday  morning,  with  Carl  FisheT  as

A  handsome  sum  was  realized  from  Philadelphia's  first  Automobile  Car- 
nival, given  for  charity  last  Saturday  afternoon  under  the  auspices  of  the  ladies' 
aid  committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Epileptic  Hospital  and  Colony  Farm.  The 
carnival  was  held  at  Belmont  Driving  Park,  located  at  Narberth,  Pa.,  a  fash- 
ionable suburb  of  Philadelphia,  and  under  the  patronage  of  Philadelphia's  "400" 
was  most  successful  socially.  Dealers,  contestants  and  a  few  others  showed 
considerable  interest  in  the  awards  of  the  judges,  but  to  the  onlooker  and  the 
average  enthusiast  it  was  a  very  tiresome  proceeding. 

The  arrangements  of  the  carnival  were  similar  to  those  of  a  horse  show, 
the  only  change  being  the  substitution  of  the  automobile  for  the  equine.  Two 
hundred  and  seventeen  entries  competing  in  one  or  more  of  the  20  classes,  10 
for  owners  and  10  for  dealers,  made  up  the  program,  which  started  shortly  after 
two  o'clock,  continuing  until  seven. 

The  show  opened  with  the  appearance  on  the  track  of  a  long  grey  runa- 
bout, driven  by  10-year-old  Master  Gilbert  Sheldon  Smith,  Jr.,  with  his  little 
sisters  beside  him  on  the  wide  leather  seat.  Greeted  with  the  applause,  that  is 
the  natural  right  of  any  such  expert,  Master  Gilbert  started,  turned  in  a  remark- 
ably short  space,  stopped  the  car  suddenly,  ran  gayly  about  the  track  and  then 
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returned  to  the  judges'  stand  to  bow  his  graceful  acknowledgment  of  the  blue 
ribbon  and  the  big  silver  cup  that  had  been  offered  in  the  runabout  class  by  Mr. 
Theodore  H.  McCalla. 

That  was  how  the  carnival  began.  Of  the  19  classes  that  followed,  one 
was  very  beautiful  and  called  forth  the  artistic  admiration  of  the  many  specta- 
tors ;  one  was  extraordinarily  skillful  and  interesting  and  elicited  shouts  of  en- 
couragement and  a  tumult  of  applause;  and  another  was  quite  unique  and  bor- 
dered closely  on  the  exciting.  These  were  the  contest  for  the  best  decorated  car, 
the  "Ladies'  Gymkhana  drive'*  and  the  "Ladies'  Time  race."

Work  on  Long  Island  Speedway  Begun 

Last  week  the  veil  of  mystery  that  has  en- 
veloped the  route  of  the  projected  Long  Is- 
land Parkway  was  raised.  The  Lake  Ron- 
konkoma  section,  as  it  is  termed,  was  official- 
ly announced  by  General  Manager  Parding- 
ton,  with  the  news  that  it  would' be  the  first 
section  constructed. 

The  entire  right  of  way  for  this  section, 
from  Garden  City  to  Lake  Ronkonkoma,  a 
distance  of  32  miles,  has  been  obtained.  For 
the  28  miles  beyond,  from  the  lake  to  River- 
head  three  routes  have  been  practically  as- 
sured, and  the  one  which  is  considered  best 
will  later  be  chosen. 

The  parkway  will  start  from  a  point  be- 
tween Garden  City  and  New  Hyde  Park.  It 
will   pass   to  the   southward   of  the  Fair 
grounds   at  Mineola,   crossing  the  Hemp- 
stead plains  parallel  to  the  old  Central  Branch 
of  the  Long  Island  Railroad,  passing  close  to  the  Meadow  Brook  Hunt  Club. 
The  railroad  will  be  crossed  near  Central  Park.    From  there  the  route  will  work 
toward  the  northward  to  Bethpage,  from  there  to  Wyandanch,  north  of  Deer

Park,  Brentwood  and  Central  Islip  to  Lake  Ronkonkoma.    Work  on  the  park- 
way has  been  begun.

unlikely  that  any  motor  cars  will  be  allowed  on  it  until  the  spring  of  1908.  The 
construction  of  the  parkway  from  Lake  Ronkonkoma  to  the  Riverhead  town  line, 
and  thence  to  Riverhead  village,  will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  the  rights  of  way 
are  accepted  and  the  surveys  between  Lake  Ronkonkoma  and  Garden  City  are 
completed. 


Hadn  t  Heard  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  Those  Days 

Because  an  archaic  New  York  City  ordinance  relating  to  hack  licenses  makes 
no  mention  of  motor  driven  vehicles,  the  superintendent  of  licenses  has  decided 
to  revoke  the  hack  licenses  held  by  a  number  of  automobile  owners.  In  the  future 
the  horse-propelled  vehicle  only  will  be  seen  in  the  public  squares  waiting  for  hire. 
It  was  found,  after  the  licenses  had  been  issued,  that  the  city  had  no  right  to  do 
so,  and  these  were  promptly  revoked.  The  ordinance  provides  for  horse-pro- 
pelled vehicles  only. 

The  hackman's  license  carries  with  it  two  benefits.  One  is  the  permission  to 
stand  at  public  squares  and  certain  defined  street  crossings,  and  the  other  permits 
the  cabman  whose  passenger  refuses  to  pay  the  fare  to  take  him  to  the  nearest 
station  house  under  arrest. 

Hereafter  if  one  desires  to  hire  any  of  these  cars  the  stables  or  the  garages 
will  have  to  be  called  on  the  telephone.  They  will  no  longer  be  found  at  the  cab 
stands. 
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My  Say  So 

Convince  tne  Skeptical 

If  Americans  are  daily  becoming  better  acquainted  with  their  own  country 
it  is  uniquely  due  to  the  phenomenal  improvement  of  the  middle-priced  American 
automobile,  and  this  is  impressed  upon  me  more  forcibly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  improvement  of  the  roads  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  improvement  of  the 
mechanism  of  the  automobile. 

It  is  this  very  backwardness  of  highway  improvement,  however,  that  ac- 
counts for  the  superiority  of  the  American  automobile  over  all  its  competitors. 
Confronted  with  the  notoriously  lamentable  conditions  of  our  roads,  the  Ameri- 
can manufacturer  was  compelled  to  devise  a  piece  of  mechanism  that  could  tra- 
verse these  trails,  which  should  never  be  dignified  with  the  name  of  roads.  We 
find  now  and  then  some  stretches  of  good  roads,  but  even  those  disintegrate  rap- 
idly on  account  of  the  absence  of  knowledge  in  road  building,  which  knowledge 
has  not  been  developed  owing  to  the  stubbornness  of  our  farmers  and  the  cu- 
pidity of  our  politicians.  Of  course,  this  will  all  change,  and  the  indications  are 
that  it  will  change  rapidly.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the  American  manufac- 
turer was  confronted  with  a  condition  and  a  problem,  and  he  met  the  former 
and  solved  the  latter. 

Our  high-priced  cars  are,  I  think,  equal  to  any  foreign  product,  but  when  it 
comes  to  our  middle-priced  car,  whereby  I  mean  cars  costing  from  $2,500  to 
$3,000,  there  is  no  foreign  product  which  can  compare  with  a  number  of  Amer- 
ican rriakes. 

This  view  will  be  more  forcibly  endorsed  the  world  over  after  June  19th, 
when  the  sealed  bonnet  contest,  under  the  auspices  and  the  adequate  manage- 
ment of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  will  have  taken  place.  In  this  contest 
every  good  make  of  each  class  of  car,  not  only  should  be,  but  will  be  represented, 
as  the  absence  of  such  a  car  would  certainly  cast  a  reflection  on  the  ability  of  the 
maker  to  have  his  product  subjected  to  such  a  test. 

There  has  never  been  a  better  opportunity  for  American  manufacturers  to 
receive  an  official  public  endorsement  than  is  offered  to  those  who  participate 
in  this  contest.  It  is  a  contest  that  will  not  only  be  instructive  to  the  public,  but 
it  will,  at  the  same  time  help  the  manufacturer  to  know  his  own  shortcomings, 
and,  of  course,  the  sooner  he  finds  them  out  the  better  it  will  be  for  him.  It  is 
self-evident  that  no  effort  should  be  spared  to  encourage  such  a  contest,  as  it 
cannot  but  enlighten  the  public,  giving  it  just  the  information  it  most  desires  and 
thereby  bringing  it  to  the  buying  point  and  inclining  it  to  the  best  cars.  There- 
fore, support  should  come  not  only  from  the  maker  and  dealer,  but  from  every 
daily  paper  that  makes  any  pretense  of  independence  or  which  is  able  to  call  its 
soul  its  own.  These  should,  without  exception,  fall  in  line  and  help  to  make  the 
contest  a  great  success. 

The  benefit  which  will  accrue  to  the  maker  of  good  cars  through  a  contest 
of  this  kind  is  marked.  In  the  early  days^  of  the  industry  it  was  possible  to  sell 
any  car,  because  the  public  was  ignorant  and  willing  to  accept  at  their  face  value 
the  statements  of  glib  salesmen,  who  made  the  wildest  claims  without  any  founda- 
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tion  whatever.  While  trade  conditions  are  still  good  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
makes  of  inferior  quality  are  not  having  the  same  measure  of  popularity  that 
was  accorded  them  a  few  years  ago.  The  public  has  acquired  a  considerable 
amount  of  knowledge  and  has  acquired  the  habit  of  asking  for  facts  and  figures. 

As  I*  have  already  stated,  we  are  today,  despite  the  efforts  of  our  detractors, 
to  convey  the  contrary  impression,  at  the  head  of  the  automobile  producing  coun- 
tries of  the  world.  Our  makers  furnish  to  the  public  practical  automobiles  that 
can  be  driven  over  our  parodies  of  roads  without  disastrous  results.  America 
has  produced  more  automobiles  than  all  the  rest  of  the  world.  They  were  not 
all  good,  but  neither  were  they  all  bad,  and  the  improvements  from  year  to  year 
have  been  so  striking  that  we  can  boast  that  we  not  only  build  the  best, 
but  comparatively  the  cheapest  automobiles.  This,  I  am  quite  sure,  will  be 
clearly  demonstrated  by  the  sealed  bonnet  contest. 

I  am  quite  certain,  too,  that  the  competition  of  American  cars  will  be  keener 
next  year  than  ever  before.  More  is  expected  of  a  car  nowadays  than  was  a 
season  or  so  ago.  Users  have  become  more  familiar  with  the  peculiarities  of  auto- 
mobiles and  expect  much  more  from  them  than  they  formerly  did.  Up  to  now 
many  motorists  were  willing  to  buy  a  new  car  every  year.  Now  they  expect  the 
power  plant,  which  is  the  heart  of  the  car,  to  be  good  for  several  years,  and 
public  contests,  held  under  severe  conditions,  will  undoubtedly  do  much  to  prove 
that  the  power  plant  of  a  successful  car  is  good. 

Another  thing  that  the  sealed  bonnet  contest  will  do  is  to  place  the  hall- 
mark of  approval  in  the  official  manner  upon  the  competing  cars.  A  great  deal 
is  heard  about  the  remarkable  performances  of  this  or  that  car.  Remarkable  runs 
are  made  in  equally  remarkable  time,  and  the  cars  go  through  without  requiring 
attention  of  any  sort.  Not  even  the  approach  of  a  break-down  occurs,  nor  are 
the  slightest  adjustments  necessary. 

I  do  not  question  these  claims,  nor  do  I  doubt  that  good  cars  can  accomplish 
all  that  is  claimed  for  them.  But  the  world  at  large  is  inclined  to  be  skeptical, 
and  when  it  is  remembered  that  these  splendid  runs  are  made  without  supervision 
of  any  kind,  thus  making  it  possible  to  tamper  with  the  facts,  the  skepticism  re- 
ferred to  finds  voice. 

Here  is  an  opportunity  to  repeat  these  performances,  even  to  better  them. 
The  car  that  fulfills  the  conditions  of  the  sealed  bonnet  contest  will  not  only 
demonstrate  its  reliability  under  all  conditions  but  it  will  do  so  publicly  and  in 
the  eyes  of  all  men.  There  can  be  no  getting  away  from  such  a  result,  and  I  feel 
sure  that  the  various  estimable  gentlemen  who  have  been  performing  such  stunts 
with  their  cars  will  lose  no  time  in  coming  forward  and  taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  give  proof  of  all  they  have  done.  E.  E.  S. 


Albert  Clement  Killed  on  Grand  Prix  Circuit 

Last  week  the  news  was  cabled  from  Paris  that  Albert  Clement,  the  young 
racing  motorist,  was  killed  while  practicing  on  the  Grand  Prix  circuit.  He  was 
well  known  in  this  country,  having  finished  second  in  the  first  Vanderbilt  Cup  race 
and  competed  in  last  year's  event. 
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Rules  for  New  York  Motor  Club  Run  Announced 

Rules  for  the  forthcoming  200  miles  Endurance  Run  of  the  New  York  Motor 
Club  were  made  public  this  week,  and  preparations  are  in  a  forward  state.  The 
route,  it  is  officially  announced,  starts  at  Columbus  Circle,  New  York  City,  and 
proceeds  northward  by  the  usual  touring  route  to  Poughkeepsie,  and  from  that 
point  by  way  of  Amenia,  Lakeville,  Great  Barrington  and  Lenox  to  Pittsfield. 

From  that  point,  the 
route  proceeds  al- 
most due  west .  to 
Chatham,  and  then 
turns  north  to  Al- 
bany, the  terminus  of 
the  run.  The  total 
distance  is  slightly  in 
excess  of  200  miles, 
all  of  which  is  to  be 
covered  in  one  day. 

A  pilot  car  will 
precede  the  contest- 
ants to  distribute  con- 
fetti to  mark  the 
route,  and  contest- 
ants will  be  required 
to  cover  the  route  on 
a  definite  time  sched- 
ule. An  observer  will 
be  assigned  to  each 
car  to  take  note  of 
all  adjustments,  re- 
pairs and  replace- 
ments and  to  inflict 
penalties  accordingly. 

The  rules  govern- 
ing the  contest  are, 
in  part,  as  follows: 
Classification  of  Entrants. — The  cars  will  be  divided  into  two  classes.  Class  A  will 
include  all  touring  cars.  Class  B  will  include  cars  having  seating  capacity  for  either  two 
or  three  persons.  The  cars  entered  in  each  class  must  be  of  stock  pattern,  such  as  regularly 
offered  for  sale.  A  catalog,  describing  the  type  of  cars  to  be  entered,  must  accompany  each 
entry. 

Awards. — A  suitable  certificate  will  be  awarded  to  each  car  which  finishes  with  a  per- 
fect score.  In  the  event  of  a  single  car  finishing  the  run  with  less  penalization  than  any 
other  car  in  its  class,  it  will  be  awarded  a  silver  trophy. 

Entries. — Each  entry  for  this  contest  must  be  accompanied  by  the  entrance  fee — $25. 
The  time  for  receiving  entries  will  expire  on  June  3,  at  6  p.  m.,  at  the  office  of  R.  H.  John- 
ston, chairman  of  the  endurance  run  committee,  1402  Broadway,  New  York  City. 

Observers. — Each  entrant  shall,  on  his  entry  blank,  nominate  a  competent  observer,  who 
will  be  assigned  for  duty  on  a  car  of  some  other  make. 
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Penalties  for  Adjustments,  Repairs  and  Replacements. — Each  observer  shall  keep  a 
written  record  of  all  adjustments,  repairs  and  replacements  made  on  the  car  in  which  he 
is  riding,  and  the  exact  time  so  spent.  A  penalty  of  two  points  shall  be  inflicted  for  each 
minute  or  fraction  thereof  spent  in  making  adjustments,  repairs  or  replacements.  No 
penalty  shall  be  inflicted  for  work  of  any  kind  done  on  tires,  but  the  time  spent  in  tire 
repairs  shall  not  be  deducted  from  the  running  time  allowed  between  the  various  controls. 
Contestants  will  be  allowed,  without  penalization,  to  fill  with  water,  gasolene  and  lubricant, 
to  turn  up  grease  cups  and  to  oil  machinery,  but  everything*  else  done  on  the  car  aside  from 
the  normal  operations  of  starting  and  of  operating,  shall  involve  penalties  as  above  stated. 

Additional  Duties  of  Observers. — In  addition  to  the  surveillance  of  the  cars  in  which 
they  are  riding,  observers  will  be  expected,  in  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  make  note  of  all  other 
cars  which  are  laid  up  along  the  road,  and  whether  the  work  being  done  on  them  appears 
to  be  on  the  tires  or  on  the  machinery. 

Start. — Immediately  after  the  entries  have  closed,  a  drawing  will  be  made  to  determine

the  order  of  starting.  The  results  of  this  drawing  will  immediately  be  announced  and  num- 
bers will  be  assigned  to  all  the  cars  corresponding  with  the  order  of  starting.  The  first  car 
will  be  started  at  6  a.  m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  committee  may  determine,  and  the 
other  cars  will  be  started  at  such  regular  intervals  as  will  be  announced  beforehand  by  the 
committee.  Each  car  will  be  marked  as  having  started  at  the  time  which  is  assigned  to  it 
for  starting,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  it  is  ready  to  start  at  such  time. 

Schedule. — The  committee  will  establish  such  checking  points  or  controls  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  and  will  place  a  checker  at  each  of  these  points.  A  schedule  will  be  furnished  to 
each  contestant,  fixing  the  exact  time,  in  hours  and  minutes,  allowed  him  for  passing  from 
each  control  to  the  next.  A  car  failing  to  pass  a  control  at  the  time  fixed  by  the  schedule 
shall  be  penalized  one  point  for  each  minute  said  car  is  behind  its  schedule,  and  two  points 
for  each  minute  it  is  ahead  of  its  schedule. 

Checkers. — Checkers  will  be  placed  at  such  points  as  may  be  established  by  the  commit- 
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tee.  Each  checking  station  will  be  designated  by  a  proper  flag.  The  sole  duty  of  the  checker 
will  be  to  mark  down  the  exact  time  at  which  each  car  passes.  It  shall  not  be  a  part  of  his 
duty  to  state  when  any  car  may  be  due  to  pass  him,  but,  on  request,  he  shall  call  out  the 
time,  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  caused  by  a  difference  in  the  watches 
of  the  checker  and  the  passengers  in  the  car. 

Touring  Conditions. — Cars  must  at  all  times  during  the  tour  carry  mufflers  and  mud- 
guards and  be  equipped  as  per  manufacturers'  catalog  specifications.  Cars  in  Class  A  shall 
carry  not  less  than  four  passengers  of  an  average  weight  of  125  pounds,  or  their  equivalent 
in  ballast,  and  shall  have  touring  car  bodies  in  the  general  acceptation  of  that  term.  Cars 
in  Class  B  shall  carry  their  full  complement  of  passengers,  either  two  or  three  persons,  of 
an  average  weight  of  125  pounds,  or  their  equivalent  in  ballast.  Each  car  shall  have  the 
official  number  which  is  assigned  to  it  by  the  committee  prominently  displayed  at  all  times 
on  each  side.  No  record  of  any  previous  performance  nor  sign,  or  other  indication  of  the 
maker's  name,  other  than  the  name-plate  attached  to  the  vehicle  as  sold  to  private  owners, 
shall  be  displayed  on  any  car  during  the  test. 

The  services  of  a  very  capable  set  of  officials  has  been  secured  by  Chairman 
R.  H.  Johnston  for  the  200-mile  endurance  run  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club  on 
June  6.  F.  J.  Wagner  is  to  act  as  starter  and  Oliver  A.  Quayle,  president  of  the 
New  York  State  Association  of  the  A.  A.  A.,  will  check  the  cars  in  at  Albany. 
Secretary  Hakes  of  the  New  York  State  Association,  is  to  act  as  a  checker  at 
Chatham.  Charles  Dieges  of  the  Timers'  Club  of  New  York  will  hold  the  watch 
at  one  of  the  checking  stations,  and  others  to  serve  in  this  capacity  will  be  M.  C. 
Reeves,  E.  L.  Ferguson  and  C.  A.  Woolson,  the  latter  being  an  active  member  of 
the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club. 

A  number  of  prominent  out-of-town  motorists  are  also  acting  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  committee  in  other  cities.  E.  C.  Johnson,  chairman  of  the  con- 
test committee  of  the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club,  is  looking  after  the  interests  of  the 
tour  in  Philadelphia;  W.  R.  Douglas,  who  holds  a  similar  position  in  the  Motor 
Club  of  Harrisburg,  is  looking  after  the  tour  in  his  city.  J.  C.  Kerrison  is  the 
Boston  representative  of  the  tour  and  is  also  to  act  as  checker  at  Pittsfield,  and 
President  Quayle  is  the  Albany  representative. 

The  local  endurance  run  committee  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of 
"Senator"  W.  J.  Morgan. 


News  Notes  From  Paris 

Paris,  May  15. — American  motorists  here  express  sympathy  with  William 
K.  Vanderbilt,  Jr.,  over  the  apparent  decline  in  the  value  of  the  Vanderbilt  Cup 
race  as  an  international  automobiling  event. 

There  were  quite  a  few  Americans  who  hoped  Mr.  Vanderbilt  would  be 
able  to  build  up  the  standard  of  his  cup  until  the  French  Club  would  be  forced  to 
recognize  it.  These  friends  of  Mr.  Vanderbilt  supposed  of  course  that  the 
young  man's  ultimate  object  and  desire  was  to  see  his  cup  contended  for  on 
foreign  soil.  In  fact,  in  his  original  deed  of  gift  he  stipulated  that  the  third  race 
should  be  run  in  the  country  whose  team  won  the  second  race,  and  his  friends 
credit  him  with  knowing  enough  about  racing  to  forecast  that  the  French  would 
win  the  first  as  well  as  the  second  race  and  that  the  third  race  would  naturally 
fall,  had  the  terms  of  his  deed  of  gift  been  recognized,  to  France.  When  the 
French  Club  turned  his  cup  down  in  1906,  and  thus  spoiled  large  social  plans 
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which  the  Vanderbilt  set  had  arranged,  many  people  here  felt  sorry  for  the  young 
millionaire. 

In  addition  to  this  slip-up  in  arrangements,  the  Americans  here  regret  to 
hear  by  cable  that  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  is  now  apt  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  A. 
A.  A.  Philistines  and  suffer  further  losses  as  representative  Qf  international  motor 
racing.  General  surprise  is  also  expressed  here  over  the  announcement  that  Mr. 
Vanderbilt  is  taking  the  advice  of  Mr.  D.  M.  Thompson,  who  is  said  to  favor 
turning  the  Vanderbilt  race  into  an  affair  for  manufacturer's  teams  rather  than 
for  teams  representative  of  countries. 


A  delegation  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Milan  has  been  in  Paris  con- 
ferring with  the  most  important  automobile  builders  as  to  their  participation  in 
the  Brescia  race.  On  their  recommendation  the  Milan  Club  has  decided  to  hold 
two  races,  one  on  the  plan  of  the  Emperor's  Cup  and  the  other  like  the  Grand 
Prix  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  France,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  insure 
a  large  participation  of  French  racing  cars. 


The  date  of  the  Belgian  races  has  been  postponed  three  days.  On  July  25th 
the  circuit  of  the  Ardennes  will  take  place,  on  July  26th  the  Coup  Liedekerke,  and 
on  July  27th  the  Grand  Prix  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Belgium,  which  will 
have  the  same  rules  as  the  Emperor's  Cup. 


Everybody  seems  satisfied  with  the  Kaiser's  solution  of  the  problem  of  the 
German  Automobile  Club,  as  to  the  two  days'  racing  arrangement  for  the  Em- 
peror's Cup.  The  first  lot  of  46  cars  will  include  one  car  of  every  make,  whereof 
there  are  42,  and  will  be  started  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  at  one  minute  in- 
tervals. In  the  afternoon,  the  second  lot  will  be  sent  out,  and  after  each  lap  the 
first  20  qualifying  cars  will  be  locked  up  until  the  next  day,  when  the  final  will 
be  started  at  six  o'clock,  with  no  more  than  40  cars  in  line,  and  probably  less. 


Henry  Allen  of  the  De  Dietrich  Import  Co.  has  successfully  launched  in 
Paris  a  taximeter  cab  company  for  New  York.  Mr.  Winthrop  Sands,  a  stepson  of 
Mr.  William  K.  Vanderbilt,  is  the  president  of  the  American  company,  which  is 
also  backed  by  English,  French  and  some  American  capital.  A  large  order  for 
taximeter  cabs,  whereof  follows  a  detailed  description,  has  been  placed  with  the 
Societe  Francaise  de  Taximeters  Automobiles,  a  company  which  gets  its  supply 
of  chassis  from  the  Darracq  company.  The  first  day  of  August  should  see  a  good 
many  of  these  cabs  on  the  streets  of  New  York.

Valves 
mechanically  operated.  Ignition — By  magneto  with  spark  plug.  Change-Speed 
— By  two  sliding  gears:  three  speeds  and  reverse  controlled  by  the  same  lever 
placed  at  the  side  of  the  chassis.  The  third  speed  in  direct  engagement.  Double 
cardan  between  the  motor  and  the  rear  axles. 
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NOVELTIES 

The  Darracq  50  HP.  Six-Cylinder  Car 

It  is  declared  by  those  who  have  tried  it  that  the  smoothness  of  running 
and  ease  of  control  of  the  Darracq  6-cylinder  50  hp.  car  is  a  marvel  that  can  only 
be  appreciated  after  actual  trial.  The  car  is  of  the  shaft-drive  type,  and  on  its 
appearance  at  the  last  Paris  show  it  attracted  much  attention.  Its  advent  in  this 
country  has  been  awaited  with  interest  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  it  has 

more  than  realized  the  expectations 
formed  of  it. 

The  power  plant  consists  of  six  cylin- 
ders cast  vertically  in  pairs,  of  a  square 
section  and  enameled  in  black.  The  al- 
uminum base  of  the  motor,  which  is 
rather  a  shallow  one,  such  as  the  six- 
cylinder  construction  carries  with  it,  has 
thus  the  added  advantage  of  keeping 
the  connecting  rods  and  crank  bearings 
well  splashed  with  oil,  a  large  hand  hole 
spring  capped,  on  the  right  side  of  the 
case,  permitting  of  easy  access  to  the 
base,  and  affording  a  wide  easy  open- 
ing for  the  oil  supply. 
The  cylinders  are  112  mm.  bore  by 
120  mm.  stroke,  and  all  the  valves  are  mechanically  operated  and  interchange- 
able. The  valves  are  all  on  one  side,  the  left  side  of  the  motor,  and  here 
are  also  gathered  the  gear  pump  and  the  magneto,  all  driven  from  the  one-half 
■time  shaft  on  this  side  of  the  motor,  the  other  end  of  the  shaft  toward  the 
dash  driving  by  means  of  a  bevel  gear  a  vertical  shaft,  which  in  turn  directly 
drives  the  Nieuport  auxiliary  commutator  on  the  dash,  and  the  Lefebvre  sight 
feed  oiling  device  by  means  of  a  wire  belt.    The  right  hand  side  of  the  motor 
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contains  only  the  brass  inlet  water  pipes,  the  three  oil  feeds  from  the  dash  and 
the  hand  holes. 

Instead  of  the  usual  right  anglfed  crank  arms,  the  crank  shaft  is  fitted  with 
nine  discs  connecting  the  crank  webs.  These  discs  are  15-16  inch  wide  and  7  1-16 
inches  in  diameter,  and  really  constitute  nine  fly  wheels  in  the  crank  case  to  help 
balance  the  motor.  The  crank  shaft  runs  on  four  bearings  babbitted  two  by  four 
inches  on  the  ends,  and  two  by  three  inches  in  the  center  bearings,  the  center 
bearings  being  located  between  the  second  and  third  cylinders  and  the  fourth 
and  fifth  cylinders. 

The  clutch,  while  of  the  conventional  leather  face  cone  type,  has  some  orig- 
inal features.  It  is  a  self-contained  device,  the  whole  mechanism  lying,  in  the 
fifteen-inch  fly  wheel,  which  has  a  five-inch  face,  both  the  aluminum  clutch  and 
the  fly  wheel  being  carried  directly  on  the  crank  shaft,  instead  of  having  the 
aluminum  member  fastened  to  the  driven  shaft.  Neatness  is  also  obtained  by  this 
method,  a  large  circular  spring  which  holds  the  clutch  in  place,  not  being  visible. 

The  car  has  a  wheel  base  of  132  inches  and  a  tread  of  53  inches,  the  plentiful 
road  clearance  being  nJ/£  inches.  At  the  various  speed  changes  the  car  has  a 
speed  of  9-17-38  and  60  miles  per  hour. 

The  price  of  the  car,  completely  equipped,  is  $9,500.  The  40  hp.  six-cylinder 
model,  embracing  the  same  details,  costs  $9,000. 

An  Electric  Lamp  to  Attach  to  Any  Gas  One 

An  exceedingly  ingenious  device  has  been  brought  out  by  the  Royal  Battery 
Co!,  New  York  City,  in  the  shape  of  an  electric  lamp  which  can  be  attached  to 
any  of  the  standard  gas  lamps.  It  gives  30-32  candle  power,  guaranteed,  on  a 
six-volt  storage  battery,  and  the  attachment  fits  any  3^-inch 
pipe  of  these  lamps.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  screw  off 
burner  in  lamp,  screw  in  place  the  new  attachment,  con- 
nect the  cable  battery  and  get  a  magnificent,  blinding 
steady,  light  which  is  clairiied  to  far  surpass  aetylene  in 
every  respect. 

A  set  screw  tightens  the  bulb  to  make  shaking  loose 
impossible.  Another  set  screw  fastens  the  socket  or  at- 
tachment to  the  gas  pipe,  making  unloosening  absolutely 
impossible.  Can  be  installed  in  automobile  or  motor  boat 
in  two  minutes.  A  layman  can  install  it.  Tools  needed — a 
screwdriver^  that's  all. 

The  lamp  is  styled  a  combination  of  four  incandescent 
lamps  into  one.  A  number  of  filaments  burn  in  parallel 
sirnulta.neously,  each  filament  .giving  (on  6  volts)  about  4 
cp.  (with  reflector  behind  8  cp.).  If  one  filament  should 
burn  out  or  break,  3  would  be  left  to  give  service. 

Specially  treated  filaments  of  a  newly  discovered  rare 
metal  are  used  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  lamp  will  last  for 
250  to  300  hours  before  it  will  burn  out.

excitement,  as  a  number  of  well-known  cars  and  drivers  are  entered.  The  other  events,  of 
which  there  are  six,  are  well  filled.  The  race  open  to  runabouts  will  no  doubt  prove  at- 
tractive. There  has  been  considerable  discussion  along  Philadelphia's  automobile  row  as  to 
the  speed  of  these  cars,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  question  will  finally  be  settled  on  the  oc- 
casion of  the  race.  The  other  events  take  in  cars  of  all  powers.  On  Tuesday  night  of  this 
week  the  track  was  lighted  for  the  purpose  of  giving  contestants  in  the  24-hour  race  and  the 
public  a  practical  demonstration  of  how  the  course  should  be  illuminated  for  such  an  event. 
A  number  of  the  entrants  were  at  the  track  and  went  over  the  course  in  their  cars. 


The  Bay  State  Automobile  Association  of  Boston  has  decided  to  limit  the  number  of  cars 
in  each  of  the  two  races  on  Memorial  Day  at  the  Readville  track  to  12.  It  is  thought  that  In 
a  100  or  a  50-mile  race  the  interest  will  be  better  preserved  by  the  competition  of  a  compara- 
tively small  number  of  cars,  and  the  contest  will  be  far  safer  than  would  be  the  case  if  the 
track  were  crowded. 


The  Colorado  Automobile  Club  expects  to  hold  a  100-mile  race  in  June  over  a  course  not  yet 
selected.  As  now  planned  the  event  will  take  place  on  some  road  near  Denver,  several 
courses  being  under  consideration.  Whichever  one  is  decided  upon  will  be  graded  and  pre- 
pared. A  cup  valued  at  $1,000  is  to  be  offered  as  first  prize.  Before  the  cup  will  become 
the  permanent  property  of  anyone  it  will  have  to  be  won  twice. 


A  reliability  contest,  to  extend  over  a  period  of  three  days,  is  to  be  held  during  the 
coming  siunmer  by  the  Winnipeg  (Man.)  Automobile  Club. 


Plans  are  being  laid  by  the  Northwest  Automobile  Racing  Association  for  a  series  of 
events  to  be  held  throughout  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Dates  are  now  being  arranged  for 
Seattle,  Tacoma,  Vancouver  and  Victoria,  Bellingham,  North  Yakima,  Walla  Walla,  Spo- 
kane, Lewiston,  Missoula,  Helena  and  Butte. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Maryland  the  final  arrangements  for  the 
holding  of  the  H.  M.  Rowe  series  of  touring  contests  were  completed,  and  the  date  set  for 
the  contests,  the  first  of  which  will  take  place  on  June  7.  The  first  run  will  be  from  Balti- 
more to  Hagerstown  and  return,  a  distance  of  150  miles,  while  the  next  run  will  be  a  dis- 
tance of  200  miles  and  the  third  and  last  run  will  be  over  a  distance  of  400  miles.  The  last 
two  of  the  series  will  take  place  in  the  fall.  The  winner  will  be  awarded  a  handsome 
trophy  which  has  been  donated  to  the  club  by  Dr.  H.  M.  Rowe.  Owners  will  be  com- 
pelled to  run  their  own  cars. 


The  Long  Island  Automobile  Club  has  announced  that  it  will  hold  a  two-day  endurance 
.  run  on  May  30  and  31.  A  distance  of  150  miles  is  to  be  covered  each  day  over  two  routes 
located  on  Long  Island.  The  start  and  finish  of  each  day's  run  will  be  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  club  in  Brooklyn.  Observers  will  be  provided  who  will  record  all  replace- 
ments. One  point  will  be  charged  for  each  twenty-five  cents  or  fraction  thereof  represented 
by  the  replacement,  and  the  time  of  making  such  replacement  will  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  one  cent  per  person  per  minute,  five  minutes'  time  equalling  one  point  of  penalty.  For 
every  fifteen  minutes  late  at  the  noon  or  night  control  each  entrant  will  be  penalized  one 
point.  Gars  will  be  divided  into  three  classes ;  those  costing  up  to  $1,500,  class  1:  from

Gregor is  the  father  of  the  stone  bridge  movement  in  Indiana.  "We  are  proud  of  our  good 
roads,"  said  he  to  the  Automobile  Topics  correspondent.  "We  take  pride  in  keeping  them 
in  good  order,  because  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived.  To  make  the  passage  of  these  roads 
over  streams  more  durable  and  attractive  we  decided  upon  the  stone  bridge,  with  the  result 
that  today  there  are  many  of  them  throughout  the  county.  The  stone  gives  a  substantiality 
and  rusticity  that  make  the  countryside  more  picturesque,  a  fact  that  is  appreciated  by  hun- 
dreds of  automobilists  who  have  toured  in  Marion  County." 

As  a  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Connecticut  Legislature,  now  in  session,  it  js  ex- 
pected that  that  State  wifl  have,  in  a  few  years,  highways  second  to  none.  The  State  is 
about  to  create  a  bond  issue  amounting  to  $1,000,000  a  year,  to  run  several  years,  the  money 
to  be  spent  for  improving  the  roads.  The  State  plans  to  take  over  all  the  trunk  roads,  and 
these  will  be  improved  much  after  the  plan  of  that  in  vogue  in  Massachusetts.  Certain  con- 
cessions in  the  matter  of  choosing  the  roads  to  be  improved  will  be  made  to  the  towns,  but 
they  must  in  all  cases  be  trunk  roads  connecting  main  State  highways.  The  towns  will  have 
their  own  yearly  appropriations  left  intact  to  spend  on  roads  leading  to  the  State  highways. 


Kent  County,  which  for  all  practical  purposes  is  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  is  given  the  palm  at 
Washington  by  the  first  official  figures  recently  published  by  the  government  in  relation  to 
good  road  building.  The  figures  are  for  I904,  but  conditions  have  improved  with  fair  degree 
in  the  locality  since  that  time  and  are  indicative  of  the  progress  which  the  city  and  county 
are  making  along  these  lines.  It  has,  according  to  the  table,  420  miles  of  gravel  road  for 
which  it  has  expended  $123,651.82,  which  is  far  in  excess  of  the  next  county,  Van  Buren, 
with  141  miles,  and  expenses  therefor  of  $76,571.44.  This  is  the  county  in  which  South 
Haven  is  situated,  and  the  latter,  a  popular  summer  resort,  has  been  a  Mecca  for  motorists 
from  Chicago  for  years  past.  Michigan  is  given  7,026  miles  of  improved  roads,  with  an  ex- 
penditure of  time  and  money  amounting  to  $3,179,787.88,  and  still  leaving  a  whole  lot  to  do. 


Automobilists  will  be  interested  in  learning  that  eventually  they  will  be  able  to  make  a 
straight  drive  from  Philadelphia  to  Atlantic  City,  that  is  if  the  county  authorities  keep  their 
promise.  They  have  authorized  the  survey  of  a  roadway  from  Absecon  to  May's  Landing, 
which  will  remove  a  bend  in  the  route  now  used,  and  it  will  shorten  the  distance  by  sev- 
eral miles.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  $30,000.  The  authorities  promise  part  of  the  road  for 
use  this  season,  if  not  all  of  it.   It  will  be  80  feet  wide  and  as  smooth  and  hard  as  asphalt. 


A  handbook  entitled  "Country  Roads"  is  being  distributed  by  the  American  Motor  League. 
The  book  contains  chapters  on  "Road  Philosophy,"  "Road  Drainage,"  "Improving  the  Sur- 
face," "Cross  Drains  and  Culverts"  and  "Bridges."  A  companion  volume  entitled  "Macadam 
Roads"  has  also  been  issued  by  the  league,  but  the  edition  is  now  practically  exhausted.  Il- 
lustrations are  now  being  prepared  for  a  revision  of  "Macadam  Roads,"  and  a  large  edition 
will  shortly  be  on  the  press.  Its  five  chapters  on  the  subject  "History  and  Description  of 
Macadam  Roads,"  "Grades,"  "Drainage,"  "Making  the  Macadam  Surface,"  and  "Mainten- 
ance of  Macadam  Roads,"  contain  the  best  information  gathered  from  the  experience  and 
writings  of  European  and  American  road  makers.  This  little  book  tells  what  a  macadam 
road  is;  describes  old  and  new  methods  of  construction;  shows  that  macadam  roads  are 
easy  to  make  and  easy  to  maintain;  gives  simples  rules  for  construction  and  estimates  of 
cost ;  and  tells  why  rolling  is  necessary  and  how  rolling  should  be  done.  It  treats  of  grades 
and  drainage,  describes  different  kinds  of  stone,  tells  what  stone  is  suitable  and  what  is  not, 
refers  to  trap,  limestone,  field  stone,  river  stone  and  other  varieties  and  tells  how  to  use 
them.

A'  motorboat  cruise  across  Europe  is  being  contemplated  by  S.  P.  Pomeroy,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club.  He  will  be  accompanied  on  the  trip  by  A.  N. 
Ranney  and  Dr.  H.  C.  Rowland.  The  party  will  start  from  London  in  a  35-foot  boat,  going 
to  Havre.  Thence  they  will  ascend  the  Seine  and  enter  the  Rhine  by  way  of  the  Marne  and 
canals.  Proceeding  up  the  Rhine,  they  will  reach  the  Danube  through  the  ^lain  and  the 
ancient  Ludwig  Canal,  which  crosses  a  mountain  range.  Descending  the  Danube  to  the 
Black  Sea,  they  will  follow  the  coast  of  Turkey  to  Constantinople,  thence  into  the  Bos- 
porus, the  Sea  of  Marmora  and  the  Dardanelles.  Thence  the  route  skirts  the  promontory 
of  Greece  to  Tunis,  by  way  of  Italy  and  Sicily,  following  the  African  coast  as  far  as 
Algeria.  The  Mediterranean  must  again  be  crossed  to  enter  the  Mida  Canal  at  Cette. 
Proceeding  directly  across  France  to  Bordeaux,  they  will  emerge  into  the  Bay  of  Biscay, 
where,  following  the  French  coast  to  Havre,  they  will  proceed  up  the  Seine  to  Parisy  having 
completed  a  circuit  of  about  ten  thousand  kilometres  (6,250  miles). 


A  place  at  108th  street  and  Hudson  River  has  been  secured  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee of  the  Motor  Boat  Club  of  America  for  the  club  station.  It  is  quite  accessible  and 
affords  every  accommodation  desired,  excepting,  possibly,  the  advantages  of  a  large  club 
house.  There  is  a  marine  way  for  the  hauling  out  of  boats,  floats  where  boats  may 
land  without  trouble,  and  the  mooring  facilities  are  ample.  A  steward  has  also  been  en- 
gaged, who  is  a  practical  man  and  will  look  after  the  members'  boats  as  desired.  The  club 
will  go  into  commission  on  Memorial  Day.  On  June  8  the  race  to  Bermuda  will  be 
started.  On  June  22  open  races  will  be  held.  On  August  20  the  fleet  will  start  on  its 
cruise  to  Jamestown,  and  on  September  23  will  begin  the  club's  race  week. 


Entriks  for  the  race  of  the  Motor  Boat  Club  of  America  from  New  York  to  Bermuda  closed 
last  week  with  two  contestants  to  take  part  in  the  long,  unique  race.  They  are  both  new 
boats,  built  especially  for  the  event,  the  60-foot  Idaho,  owned  by  Peter  Shields  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  51-foot  Ailsa  Craig,  owned  by  Eben  Stevens  and  James  Craig.  The  Ailsa  Craig 
is  50  feet  on  the  water  line  and  10  feet  extreme  beam,  with  5  feet  draught.  She  is  con- 
structed of  oak  and  hard  pine.  She  has  two  masts  that  will  carry  300  square  feet  of  canvas 
in  favorable  weather  conditions,  and  is  equipped  with  a  50  hp.  Craig  engine  that  is  expected 
to  drive  her  12  miles  an  hour.  She  will  carry  1,000  gallons  of  gasolene,  175  gallons  of 
water,  and  provisions  for  a  month's  cruise  in  her  hold.  Idaho  is  53  feet  on  the  water  line, 
12  feet  beam,  and  3^2  feet  draught.  She  is  equipped  with  a  25  hp.  Standard  engine,  and  can 
carry  500  gallons  of  gasolene,  150  gallons  of  water,  and  a  month's  provisions.  She  is  also 
provided  with  a  small  sail  spread  for  emergencies,  and  is  expected  to  develop  a  speed  of  12 
miles  an  hour.  The  two  boats  are  believed  to  be  very  evenly  matched  for  their  650-mile 
race,  the  longest  ever  undertaken  by  motor  craft. 


Arrangements  are  being  completed  by  the  yachting  commission  of  the  Automobile  Club  of 
France  for  the  motor  boat  contest  off  the  French  coast  at  Dieppe,  fixed  for  June  30,  the 
Sunday  preceding  the  Grand  Prix  automobile  race.  The  Monaco  rules  will  be  enforced. 
The  following  day  the  boats  will  be  on  view  in  the  harbor  at  Dieppe. 


A  large  order  for  motorboats  from  Tientsin,  China,  to  be  used  for  fishery  service,  has  just 
been  received  by  the  Thornycrofts  of  Cheswick,  England.  The  order  consists  of  eight 
launches,  each  25  feet  long,  fitted  with  6  hp.  motors. 


H.  H.  Buffum  of  Abington,  Mass.,  is  having  a  hydroplane  built  for  use  on  Winnipisaukee 
this  summer.  The  boat  will  be  but  14  feet  long,  and  with  engine  installed  will  weigh  but 
500  pounds.  The  boat  is  copied  after  the  French  hydroplanes,  and  will  prove  a  novelty  in 
New  England  waters. 
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.  Making  Commonwealth  Avenue  Dustless 

Commonwealth  avenue  in  Boston  is  one  of  the  splendid  boulevards  of  the 
famous  Back  Bay  district,  a  broad,  handsome  street  parked  through  the  center 
and  lined  with  fine  residences  forming  the  main  pleasure  thoroughfare  out  of  the 
city  to  Brookline  and  the  Newtons-  For  many  years  it  has  been  a  favorite  thor- 
oughfare for  automobiles. 

As  it  was  intended  only  for  light  vehicle  traffic,  and  not  for  business  uses, 
the  avenue  was  macadamized  and  the  result  since  the  advent  of  the  automobile 
has  been  a  vexatious  road  problem  which  led  many  of  the  residents  to  think  that 


asphalt  or  wood  pavement  could  not  be  avoided.  The  Boston  Park  Department 
and  the  city  of  Newton,  however,  have  solved  the  problem  satisfactorily  without 
going  to  much  expense,  and  the  Back  Bay  residents  will  still  hpve  their  quiet, 
easy-riding  macadam  pavement,  without  the  constant  rebuilding  and  the  dust. 
The  solution  proved  to  be  Tarvia,  a  preparation  of  coal  tar.  The  accompanying 
photograph  shows  the  work  of  applying  this  material. 

The  road  was  first  carefully  swept  to  remove  surplus  dirt  and  loose  particles, 
and  the  Tarvia  was  then  applied  hot  through  a  hose  and  rubbed  into  the  road 
with  street-sweepers'  brooms.  After  it  had  permeated  the  road,  and  cooled  for 
a  period  of  about  five  hours,  a  light  coat  of  screenings  was  spread  over  the  Tarvia 
and  a  steam  roller  completed  the  treatment. 

The  finished  roadway  is  very  smooth  and  compact.  On  account  of  the  tar 
composition  it  sheds  water  readily,  and  the  Tarvia  solidifying  among  the  particles 
of  the  upper  surface  of  the  macadam  acts  as  a  powerful  binder.  Automobile 
traffic  does  not  tear  particles  loose  from  this  matrix,  and  as  the  surface  wear  is 
eliminated,  there  can  be  no  dust  resulting  from  the  disintegration  of  the  road.  An 
occasional  washing  or  sweeping  may  be  desirable,  as  with  asphalt,  to  remove  ac- 
cumulated dirt. 

At  the  end  of  a  year  it  is  expected  that  a  second  treatment  will  be  necessary, 
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but  this  will  cost  less  than  the  first  application,  on  account  of  the  Tarvia  already 
in  the  roadway,  and  will  last  longer. 

One  of  the  peculiar  features  of  macadam  treated  with  this  material  has  been 
noticeable  after  a  few  months ;  namely,  that  up  to  a  certain  point  a  tarviated  road 
improves,  instead  of  deteriorating,  with  use.  Uneven  spots  wear  smooth,  instead 
of  tearing  loose  or  raveling,  and  high  spots  in  the  road  wear  down  to  their  proper 
level. 

Following  the  melting  of  the  snow,  after  its  first  winter,  the  tarviated  part 
of  Commonwealth  avenue  (opposite  the  Hotel  Vendome)  was  found  to  be  the 
only  section  in  Boston  which  did  not  need  to  be  resurfaced,  while  in  Newton  the 
tarviated  road  (in  front  of  the  Brae  Burn  Club)  was-  as  smooth  as  a  billiard 
tajble.  The  adjacent  roads  will  require  a  large  expenditure  to  put  them  in  good 
condition  for.  the  season. 

The  Tarvia  process  is  a  development  of  French  road  practice.  In  France, 
fdr  a  number  of  years,  certain  grades  of  tar  have  been  very  generally  used  for 
highway  improvement,  and  the  French  road  engineers,  who  are  undoubtedly 
the  best  in  the  world,  have  developed  the  method  of  application  and  have  even  in- 
vented elaborate  machinery  for  applying  their  tar  treatment. 

In  this  country  a  great  many  cities  and  towns  made  use  of  Tarvia  during 
I0o6,  and  about  a  million  yards  of  roadways  have  been. treated  with  this  material 
for  the  prevention  of  dust  with  great  success. 


Mississippi  River  Voyage  Given  Pleasant  Variety 

R.  A.  Hammond,  president  of  the  Dering  Coal  Company,  of  Chicago,  and 
R.  E.  Jackson,  vice-president  of  the  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad,  with  their 
Columbia  cars  participated  in  the  Industrial  Expansion  trip  down  the  Mississippi 
river  a  few  days  ago.  The  party  left  Chicago  by  train  shipping  their  motor  cars 
to  Joppa,  111.,  where  their  Pullman  coaches  and  automobiles  were  loaded  upon  a 
float  and  the  trip  continued  down  the  river  in  tow  of  a  steamer. 

Stops  were  made,  at  Memphis,  where  an  automobile  run  was  made  of  the 
city  and  surrounding  country,  the  next  stop  being  Vicksburgh,  followed  by  a 
halt  at  Natchez,  where  the  Columbia  cars  were  the  only  ones  to  successfully  ne- 
gotiate the  very  bad  hills  which  were  covered  with  about  three  inches  of  wet 
clay.  Baton  Rouge  was  the  next  stop,  and  the  trip  was  terminated  at  New  Or- 
leans.   Each  city  along  the  route  was  visited  under  flood  conditions. 


Must  Go  Slow  on  University  of  California  Ground 

A  notice  has  been  posted  at  the  Dana  street  entrance  to  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  Alameda  County,  California,  forbidding 
automobiles  to  proceed  at  a  higher  rate  than  eight  miles  an  hour  along  the  drives. 
The  curving  roads  through  the  campus  being  smooth  and  hard,  tempt  automo- 
bilists  to  bowl  along  them  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The  University  police  are 
on  the  lookout  for  motorists  who  disregard  the  regulation. 
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Fabry's  Original  and  Effective  Face  Protector 

Quite  the  most  original  device  for  protection  against  flying  particles  of  sand, 
mud  and  even  stones,  of  which  the  racing  motorist  is  so  much  in  need,  was  used 
by  Fabry  in  the  recent  Targa  Florio  contest.    His  steering  wheel,  which  was 


slightly  larger  than  usual,  was  backed  with  mica  and  constituted  an  excellent 
protection  against  the  wind  and  dust,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the 
accompanying  illustration. 


Forest  Service  Tests  Commercial  Timbers 

With  a  view  to  determining  the  strength  of  the  commercial  timbers  of 
the  United  States,  extensive  tests  on  samples  of  various  timbers  are  being  con- 
ducted by  the  Forest  Service.  The  strength  of  the  beam  is  indicated  by  the 
greatest  fiber  stress  developed  during  the  test.  In  the  table  below  the  first 
column  gives  the  green  breaking  strength  of  our  principal  commercial  timbers.

If  instead  of  being  concentrated  at  one  point  the  load  were  uniformly  dis- 
tributed over  the  entire  length  of  the  beam,  the  beam  would  hold  twice  as  much. 
In  order  to  insure  safety,  in  practice  beams  are  seldom  allowed  to  carry  more 
than  one-sixth  of  their  breaking  loads. 
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The  Renault  Cars  for  the  Grand  Prix  of  1907 

The  three  cars  which  will  defend  the  interests  of  the  Billancourt  Works 
in  the  Grand  Prix  are  identical  with  those  of  last  year,  but  the  type  has  under- 
gone certain  improvements  in  detail,  which,  moreover,  the  Renault  touring  cars 
have  profited  by,  since,  by  a  tendency  that  cannot  be  too  greatly  commended, 
the  Renault  brothers  have  endeavored  to  construct  a  racing  car  which  shall  be 
the  homothetic  image  of  their  touring  chassis,  says  C.  Faroux  in  L'Auto. 

The  characteristic  features  of  the  Renault  racing  cars  are  the  following: 
Radiator  in  the  rear  of  the  motor,  an  exceptionally  reduced  wheel-track,  and  an 
absence  of  differential  mechanism.  As  for  the  rest,  that  is  to  say,  everything 
that  goes  to  make  up  the  mechanism  properly  so-called  of  the  car,  there  is  noth- 
ing peculiar,  nothing  extraordinary.  It  is  simply  an  enlarged  reproduction  of 
the  house's  regular  make  of  cars.  If  the  Renaults  have  adopted  the  rear  as  the 
location  of  the  radiator,  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  a  perfect  accessibility 
to  the  motor.  In  this  they  have  perfectly  succeeded,  for  when  the  hood  is  raised 
the  motor  appears  entirely  free.  Simultaneously,  the  esthetics  of  the  car  gain 
thereby.  Finally,  the  load  upon  the  front  axle  is  diminished  and  therefore  the 
adhesion  of  the  driving  wheels  is  greater  and  the  utilization  of  the  motor  better. 
This  same  advantage,  moreover,  facilitates  turning,  since,  as  the  front  wheels 
are  disburdened,  they  work  more  freely.  Again,  this  arrangement  permits  of 
easily  establishing  a  circulation  of  water  by  thermo  siphon.  Although  this 
method  of  cooling  has  sometimes  been  criticized,  it  fulfills  its  object  perfectly 
if  large  water  sections  and  straight  and  short  pipings  are  adopted.  The  disap- 
pearance of  the  pump  marks  a  progress,  since  it  is  a  simplification. 

The  radiator,  as  well  known,  consists  simply  of  a  series  of  vertical  tubes 
of  small  diameter,  between  which  there  is  a  circulation  of  air.  This  is  the 
realization  of  an  idea  dear  to  Louis  Renault  and  which,  foreshadowed  in  his 
victorious  Paris-Berlin  voiturettes,  has  now  been  fully  developed.  The  great 
difficulty  was  to  find  the  proper  ratio  between  the  section  of  water  and  air. 

The  motor  is  a  four  double-cylinder  one,  with  a  6.5  in.  bore  and  5.9  in. 
stroke*  Although  advertised  as  100  hp.,  its  efficient  power  is  20  per  cent, 
greater.  An  interesting  feature,  being  given  the  new  regulations,  is  the  car- 
buretter. Here,  as  in  the  Renault  touring  car,  has  been  adopted  the  automatic 
carburetter,  in  which  heating  is  suppressed.  The  very  simple  principle  on  which 
it  is  based  is  well  known.  A  light  disk  moves  with  a  certain  play  in  the  suction 
tubulure  and  controls  the  intake  of  supplementary  air.  The  play  between  the 
disk  and  side  of  the  tubulure  is  so  calculated  that  the  quantity  of  air  that  passes 
through  the  annular  space  shall  be  just  sufficient. 

In  order  to  prevent  irregular  motions  of  the  disc  when  the  suctions  of  the 
motor  are  quite  wide  apart,  the  Renault  establishment  first  provided  the  rod 
with  a  screw  of  rapid  pitch,  forming  a  brake  and  assuring  a  progressive  control 
of  the  air  inlet.  For  the  Renault  racing  cars,  as  well  as  for  the  1907  types,  a 
sort  of  liquid  brake  is  employed.  The  rod  is  operatively  connected  with  a  piston 
plunging  into  the  gasolene  and  rendering  the  motions  of  the  disc  aperiodic. 
Thus  there  are  no  diaphragms,  no  valves,  no  annoyances.    Owing  to  such  in- 
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genious  arrangements,  the  carburetter  effects  a  great  saving  in  fuel  and  gives 
the  motor  astonishing  flexibility. 

The  ignition  is  by  Simms-Bosch  magneto,  with  spark  plugs  and  revolving 
armature,  according  to  the  Renault,  arrangement.  The  distributor  of  the  sec- 
ondary is  exterior  to  the  magneto  and  placed  at  the  end  of  the  control  shaft. 
This  important  part  becomes  likewise  more  accessible.  There  is  no  important 
contact ;  and,  finally,  the  spark  plugs  are  of  mica  and  of  the  Renault  type. 

The  clutch  of  the  Grand  Prix  Renault  cars  is  likewise  the  same  as  that  of 
the  house's  regular  line,  that  is  to  say,  with  inverted  cones.  The  female  cone 
is  sawed  at  several  places  and  the  strips  thus  formed  are  incurved  so  that  at 
the  moment  of  clutching  the  extremities  of  the  strips  at  first  rub  against  the 
cone  and  thus  assure  a  more  progressive  motion  of  the  same. 

As  usual,  there  are  three  speeds,  with  transmission  by  bevel  pinions  and 
direct  engagement  on  the  highspeed  according  to  the  famous  arrangement 
adopted  by  Louis  Renault  and  now  universally  known. 

The  Renault  racing  cars  of  the  Grand  Prix  of  this  year  will,  like  those  of 
last  year,  have  no  differential.  Such  suppression  is  justified  by  the  speed  at 
which  racing  is  done.  At  the  speed  for  which  the  car  is  intended  the  wheels 
bound  and  frequently  leave  the  ground.  Now,  suppose  a  hind  axle  with  differ- 
ential of  which  one  wheel  is  in  the  air;  then  the  propulsive  action  of  the  one 
adherent  will  be  annulled,  while  the  other  is  idle;  and  thus  the  opinion,  at  first 
sight  paradoxical,  may  be  expressed  that  an  axle  without  differential,  at  veloci- 
ties at  which  wheels  frequently  leave  the  ground,  permits  of  a  better  utilization 
of  power  than  an  axle  with  differential.  We  hasten  to  add  that  such  abolition 
of  the  differential  would  not  be  justified  at  touring  speeds,  on  account  of  the 
more  continuous  contact  of  the  wheels  with  the  ground.  Under  such  circum- 
stances the  axle  revolves.  Therefore,  there  is  no  double  bridge,  and,  as  the 
wheels  are  always  independent,  a  single  control  brake  suffices. 

Neither  the  gasolene  nor  oil  is  under  pressure,  and  there  is  therefore  no 
danger  of  leakage.  The  circulation  of  the  oil  is  controlled  by  a  very  ingenious 
non-oscillating  pump  without  clacks.  The  oil  is  carried  along  at  the  beginning 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  .case  and,  afterward,  by  the  revolution  of  the  connecting 
rod  heads,  m  gutters  placed  at  the  upper  part  of  the  case,  whence  it  flows  into 
tanks  situated  beneath  the  crank  bearings  of  which  it  assures  the  lubrication. 
Thence  it  flows  into  rings  formed  integral  with  the  crank  shaft,  whence  it  is 
driven  by  centrifugal  force  toward  the  connecting  rod  head  in  following  chan- 
nels formed  in  the  cranks.        '  " 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  lower  case  is  partitioned  in  order  to 
assure  a  regular  lubrication  on  declivities.  Provided  with  Renault  liquid  shock 
absorbers,  the  three  Grand  Prix  cars  will  be  mounted  upon  wheels  furnished 
with  Michelin  detachable  fellies,  and  be  steered,  as. they  were  last  year,  by  Szisz, 
Edmond  and  Richet,  a  team  capable  of  competing  with  the  best.  These  three 
racers,  long  in  the  employ  of  the  Renaults,  and  who  showed  their  great  value 
in  triumphing  last  year  over  a  number  of  formidable  competitors,  are  now  more 
to  be  feared  than  ever,  if  we  are  to  credit  rumors  emanating  from  the  factory. 
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Italian  Touring  Club's  Great  Work 

The  Italian  Touring  Club  has  commenced  a  new  work  of  which  the  great- 
ness is  worthy  of  the  country,  namely,  the  corographic  map  of  Italy.  Scale 
1 1250,000,  of  which  the  four  first  sheets  have  just  been  published. 

This  map,  especially  intended  for  the  use  of  cyclists  and  automobilists,  in- 
cludes all  the  general  information  of  the  best  foreign  maps  of  the  same  kind 
arranged  according  to  the  most  modern  process  used  for  maps,  being  especially 
interesting  for  tourists:  distances,  descents,  planimetric  difficulties,  curves,  zig- 
zags, crossings,  etc.,  as  well  as  indication  of  monuments,  interesting  points  of 
views,  etc. 

This  map  embraces  all  Italy,  the  bordering  territories  and  the  Islands,  and 
consists  of  58  sheets,  which,  from  the  manner  in  which  they  are  folded,  are  as 
easily  adapted  to  be  used  en  route  as  at  home.  Made  on  original  plan  and  very 
clearly  printed  in  seven  colors,  with  all  the  mountains  well  and  fully  defined,  it 
looks  very  artistic  and  constitutes  a  work  of  great  value,  which  makes  an  epoch 
in  Italian  geographical  maps. 


Modern  Methods  Applied  to  a  Private  Garage 

In  this  day  of  private  garage  building  the  importance  of  construction  of 
fireproof  structures  assumes  increased  proportions.  Its  necessity  often  makes  the 
adaptation  of  previous  stable  quarters  impossible,  and  the  owner  is  confronted 
with  the  problem  of  constructing  a  building  especially  for  such  purpose. 

In  this  connection  a  combination  of  concrete  and  terra  cotta  construction  is 
becoming  more  and  more  widely  used  as  its  fitness  is.  shown,  both  from  the 
point  of  view  of  cheapness 
and  of  solid,  fireproof  con- 
struction. An  interesting 
example  of  this  material, 
used  in  a  garage  fitted  with 
all  modern  improvements 
is  that  recently  erected  by 
the  New  Century  Con- 
tracting Company  for  D. 
H.  Morris,  ex-president  of 
the  Automobile  Club  of 
America,  at  Westchester, 
N.  Y. 

The  structure  is  ar- 
ranged with  living  rooms 
for  the  chauffeur  on  the 
ground  floor,  consisting  of 
four  rooms,  two  of  which 
are  sleeping  rooms,  and  bath.  The  first  floor  is  principally  devoted  to  the  main 
garage  purposes,  having  a  room  26  by  17  feet,  so  arranged  as  to  accommodate 
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two  cars.  Above  the  drain  table  overhead  hose  connection  is  made  by  means  of 
a  universal  joint  giving  access  to  any  part  of  the  car  and  at  any  angle.  Back  of 
the  main  rooms  are  two  smaller  rooms,  one  fitted  up  as  a  workroom  and  the 
other  occupied  by  the  furnace  used  for  heating  the  entire  building. 

A  feature  of  the  plans  worthy  of  notice  is  that  which  provides  for  the  escape 
of  gases  by  means  of  outlet  tubes  at  frequent  intervals  just  above  the  floor. 


Automobiles  Again  Score  in  San  Francisco 

San  Francisco,  May  18. — The  entire  street  car  system  of  San  Francisco 
is  at  a  standstill.  Not  only  are  all  the  lines  operated  by  the  United  Railroads 
Company  idle,  but  also  the  independent  Geary  street  and  California  street  lines. 

Under  these  difficult  conditions  the  automobile  is  again  doing  splendid 
work,  as  it  did  during  and  after  the  great  fire  of  April,  1906.  Nearly  every 
motor  car  in  the  city  has  been  put  into  service,  carrying  passengers  from  the 
ferry  depot  to  various  parts  of  the  city.  Everything  available  has  been  sold  by 
the  dealers,  one  of  whom  says  that  a  purchaser  can  be  found  for  any  car  that 
will  run. 

The  demand  for  motor  cars  is  unlimited  and  the  men  in  the  automobile 
livery  business  are  reaping  a  harvest.

Mayor  Rubey  Has  Twice  Fined  Motorist  Rubey 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  May  17. — The  Missouri  Automobile  Association,  which  was 
organized  at  Macon,  Ma,  tra  April  15,  is  preparing  to  launch  a  campaign  of  edu- 
cation with  a  press  bureau  as  the  agency,  for  the  dissemination  of  information  re- 
lating to  the  automobile  and  the  man  who  drives  it.  The  special  purpose  of  the 
press  bureau  is  to  dispel  the  prejudice  which  is  existing  in  the  rural  districts 
against  the  automobile. 

Mr.  Harry  M.  Rubey,  who  was  elected  president  of  the  association,  and  who 
is  also  Mayor  of  Macon  and  a.  banker,  was  one  of  the  first  automobilists  in  the 
State.  He  has  been  motoring  along  the  rural  roads  of  northeast  Missouri  for 
many  years,  and  he  declares  that  he  has  never  had  a  fight  with  a  farmer  or  the 
excitement  of  exchanging  cuss  words  with  the  man  behind  the  plow  whose  team 
may  have  been  frightened  by  the  chugging  of  the  gasolene  wagon. 

Mr.  Rubey  says  that  whenever  he  meets  a  team  on  the  road  that  shows  any 
inclination  to  take  fright  at  the  automobile,  he  drives  to  one  side  of  the  road, 
hiding  his  machine,  if  possible,  behind  a  clump  of  trees,  emerges  gently,  takes 
the  bridles  of  the  "horses  and  leads  them  past  the  automobile,  gives  the  farmer  a 
•cheery  slap  on  the  back  and  a  hearty  "jolly"  and  sends  him  on  his  way  feeling 
that,  indeed,  the  automobile  is  the  prince  of  them  all.  This  conduct  on  his  own 
x  part  has  made  it  unnecessary  for  him  to  tangle  up  his  fingers  in  the  farmer's 
whiskers  or  to  get  himself  pelted  in  the  back  with  stones  as  he  rolls  on  his  way- 

As  Mayor  of  Macon,  however,  he  has  had  to  fine  himself  on  two  occasions 
for  violation  of  the  speed  law  after  he  had  been  taunted  into  racing  and  was  ar- 
rested by  the  Town  Marshal.  Under  such  circumstances  he  has  always  paid  his 
own  fine,  while  remitting  that  of  the  man  with  whom  he  was  racing. 

"The  publicity  department  of  the  Automobile  Association,"  said  President 
Rubey,  "will  distribute  among  the  country  newspapers  information  concerning 
the  automobile  and  the  automobilists.  The  people  in  the  country  who  have  prob- 
ably never  seen  an  automobile  have  formed  their  impressions  from  stories  of  acci- 
dents or  comic  pictures  that  show  the  automobile  running  pellmell  over  the  hogs, 
chickens,  dogs  and  other  animals  of  the  farmers  who  live  along  the  roadside. 
They  have,  naturally  enough,  come  to  think  that  we  are  a  set  of  cold-blooded 
daredevils,  afflicted  with  speed  brain-storms  and  caring  little  or  nothing  for  the 
rights  of  others.  We  desire  to  place  an  accurate  picture  of  the  automobilist  be- 
fore the  people  of  this  State.  The  great  majority  of  automobile  men  are  careful 
drivers,  and  they  have  the  greatest  respect  for  the  rights  of  other  users  of  the 
highways.  The  prejudice  that  exists  against  us  is  due  to  the  exaggerated  pictures 
and  stories  that  have  found  their  way  into  the  country  homes. 

"The  farmer's  mental  picture  of  an  automobile  is  that  of  a  goggle-eyed 
monster,  bending  forward  over  the  steering  wheel  of  the  machine  as  it  burns  the 
wind  at  a  speed  of  100  miles  an  hour.  A  few  irresponsible  drivers  who  cause  the 
accidents  and  show  little  respect  for  the  farmers  along  the  country  highways  are 
responsible  for  this  erroneous  impression.  Dr-  Ed.  Smith  of  Macon  is  chairman 
of  the  publicity  committee.  The  committee  will  have  charge  of  the  bureau  that 
will  read  all  the  papers  for  items  of  interest  to  the-automobilists,  and  these  will 
be  sent  out  to  the  country  newspapers  for  publication.

Railroad  Man  s  Combination  Traveling  Outfit 

Indianapolis,  May  20. — Few  people  are  enabled  to  tour  in  an  automo- 
bile under  more  ideal  conditions  that  C.  E.  Schaff,  vice-president  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad,  and  his  family,  who  were  in  this  city  one  day  last  week. 
Mr.  Schaff  drives  over  the  country  with  his  family  in  a  White  steamer  Pullman 
and  has  his  private  railroad  car  meet  him  each  night  wherever  he  happens  to  be 
for  the  night.  The  railroad  car  is  used  as  a  hotel  and  the  Schaff  family  servants 
accompany  it.  For  two  weeks  Mr.  Schaff  and  his  family  have  come  from  Cin- 
cinnati to  Indianapolis  and  to  French  Lick,  Louisville,  Lexington  and  Danville,  Ky. 


The  Standard  Oil  Co.  has  decided  to  provide  automobiles  for  the  use  of 
their  superintendents  in  making  their  round  trips  through  the  oil  fields.  E.  A- 
McPherson,  W.  W.  Striker,  H.  J.  Birdsell  and  W.  B.  Mitchell  of  Columbia 
have  just  completed  a  trip  through  the  Hancock  County,  O.,  fields  in  an  automo- 
bile. 
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Less  Law  and  More  Enforcement 

We  don't  suppose  the  time  will  ever  come  when  the  prejudice  and  the 
public  outcry  against  the  automobile  will  die  out,  or,  what  is  better  still,  be 
reduced  to  a  reasonable  condition, — that  of  differentiating  between  the  motorist 
who  is  as  scrupulous  of  life  and  property  as  any  other  citizen,  and  his  irrespon- 
sible fellow  who,  through  indifference  or  innate  depravity,  runs  "amuck,"  as 
the  "yellows"  term  it.  It  is  the  penalty  that  any  device  that  is  much  in  the  public 
eye  must  pay.  Until  the  motor  vehicle  pushed  it  aside  the  trolley  car  came  in 
for  the  lion's  share  of  this  undiscriminating  abuse. 

There  are  not  wanting  evidences,  however,  that  a  real  effort  is  being  made 
in  certain  quarters  to  draw  the  line  between  the  two  classes  of  automobilists 
referred  to.  For  example,  the  New  Haven  Register  turns  the  searchlight  of 
publicity  on  the  other  side  by  saying : 

"Set  over  against  the  speed  maniac  who  ruthlessly  runs  down  a  wayfaring 
pedestrian  the  conscientious  motorist  who  deliberately  wrecks  his  costly  machine 
and  risks  his  own  life  by  running  into  a  curbstone  rather  than  run  down  some 
one  whose  own  carelessness  may  have  put  him  in  the  way." 

In  quoting  these  remarks  the  New  York  Herald  says: 
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"The  public  seldom  hears  from  the  nine  prudent  automobilists  who  respect 
the  rights  of  others,  whereas  the  reckless  and  heartless  tenth  man  is  always  at- 
tracting attention  by  running  over  persons  or  getting  into  the  police  court  for 
overspeeding.  Responsible  automobilists  feel  the  popular  prejudice  excited  bv 
the  irresponsible  few  and  wish  to  see  them  adequately  punished  and  suppressed/' 

The  greater  part  of  the  trouble  lies  in  the  non-enforcement  of  the  statutes 
bearing  on  the  subject.  The  common  law  was  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  matter 
in  the  beginning,  but  no  one  seemed  to  think  so  and  the  result  was  that  the 
statute  books  of  nearly  all  the  States  have  been  filled  with  cumbersome  and 
onerous,  to  say  nothing  of  unjust  and  unreasonable,  laws  against  motorists.  The 
result  of  these  laws  is  that  the  motorist  who  respects  the  rights  of  others  is 
harassed  in  spite  of  all  his  efforts  to  conform  to  the  law.  The  reckless  auto- 
mobilist  on  the  other  hand  goes  his  way  practically  unharmed. 

What  is  wanted  is  not  more  laws,  but  less ;  and  this  coupled  with  an  enforce- 
ment of  existing  statutes  against  habitual  law-breakers  and  trouble  makers. 


That  motorists  are  plain,  every-day  citizens,  with  about  the  same  ingredi- 
ents in  their  make-up  as  their  fellow-men,  is  the  belief  of  Mayor  Fisk  of  Plain- 
field,  N.  J.,  a  town  that  is  much  favored  by  New  York  business  men  as  a  place 
of  residence.  It  seems  that  Plainfield,  like  many  other  towns,  has  been  troubled 
by  the  scorching  evil.  Automobilists  have  been  in  the  habit  of  "hitting  it  up" 
on  the  well-paved  Plainfield  streets  at  a  speed  that  was  frequently  too  great  for 
comfort. 

The  usual  methods  of  abating  the  nuisance  were  resorted  to,  but  without 
avail.  Thereupon  Mayor  Fisk  conceived  the  idea  of  calling  the  motorists  to 
him  and  having  a  heart-to-heart  talk  with  them.  More  than  100  were  present 
and  they  showed  a  disposition  to  meet  the  Mayor  half-way.  The  upshot  was 
that  the  Mayor,  after  saying  that  he  wanted  every  motor  car  owner  in  the  city 
to  give  his  personal  guarantee  that  the  speed  limit  would  be  observed  so  far  as 
each  individual  is  concerned,  declared: 

"There  will  be  no  plain  clothes  men  stationed  behind  trees  to  arrest  the 
unwary,  but  there  will  be  a  certain  number  of  special  uniformed  officers  who 
will  arrest  the  reckless  drivers.  We  do  not  want  to  prevent  automobiles  from 
coming  to  Plainfield,  but  on  the  other  hand  we  want  them  here ;  however,  we  do 
want  reckless  driving  stopped.  The  sign  boards  nailed  on  trees  and  fences  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  city  which  limit  the  speed  through  streets  to  a  certain  num- 
ber of  miles  per  hour,  will  be  taken  down  and  changed  to  read,  'Run  carefully 
while  passing  through  the  streets  of  this  city/  " 

An  experiment  of  this  sort  will  be  watched  with  interest.

Hill  Climbs  Draw  Big  Crowds 

Steam  Car  Ruled  Out  ot  Free-for-all  at  Wilkes-Barre 

Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  May  30. — In  the  presence  of  an  immense  crowd,  which 
probably  exceeded  25,000  people,  the  Second  Annual  Climb  up  Giant's  Despair, 
a  spur  of  the  Wilkes-Barre  Mountain,  was  run  off,  practically  the  entire  day 
being  devoted  to  it.  With  one  exception  the  event  was  a  complete  success,  and 
it  is  probable  that  it  will  be  run  next  year  and  annually  thereafter  on  an  even 
more  extensive  scale. 

The  exception  referred  to  was  the  elimination  of  the  White  steamer,  which 
made  the  fastest  time  of  any  car,  from  the  Free-for-all  class.  This  unpleasant 
incident  was  unexpected,  to  the  White  people  at  least,  and  is  to  be  carried  to 
the  A.  A.  A.  Racing  Board  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  local  committee. 
The  Free-for-all  was,  as  its  name  implies,  unrestricted,  on  the  entry  blanks  at 
least,  and  the  claim  is  made  that  it  was  only  after  a  fast  trial  that  Walter  C. 
White  was  notified  that  he  could  not  compete  in  this  class. 

The  time  made  by  Walter  C.  White  was  1.49  4-5.  The  best  time  made  by  a 
gasolene  car  was  1  minute  59  2-5  seconds,  made  by  a  60  hp.  Matheson,  driven 
by  the  owner,  J.  B.  Ryall  of  Newark,  and  this  car  received  the  cup  for  the  best 
time  and  another  special  cup  for  the  best  time  per  horse-power  to  the  pound 
weight.  The  Stanley  steamer  won  a  special  cup  for  the  best  time  in  the  Quaker 
City  Club  event  and  a  30  hp.  Stearns,  driven  by  C.  W.  Hoffman,  got  one  for 
the  best  time,  2  minutes  16  4-5  seconds,  in  the  event  for  fully  equipped  touring 
cars.

— Excellent  management,  good  average  tour- 
ing roads  and  the  finest  kind  of  weather  combined  to  make  the  first  half  of  the 
two-days'  Endurance  Run  of  the  Long  Island  Automobile  Club  an  emphatic 
success  on  Decoration  Day.  Barring  one  or  two  minor  accidents  the  run  was 
uneventful,  the  start  being  made  promptly  and  the  cars  arriving  here  early  in 
the  afternoon.  All  arrangements  for  starting,  checking,  sign-placarding,  etc., 
had  been  made  well  in  advance  and  the  Brooklyn  club's  experience  in  this  son 
of  affair  stood  it  in  good  stead.

Newton  Boulevard,  Near  Boston,  Made  Dustless  With  Tar  via 

ROAD  ECONOMV 


Automobile  traffic  on  macadam  roads  has  in  many  cases  confronted  road 
authorities  with   new   problems  of  maintenance. 

These  heavy  high-speed  vehicles,  with  their  destructive  tires,  give  to 
ordinary  macadam  a  harder  test  than  it  was  designed  to  endure.  The  top 
surface  is  pulverized  and  the  dust  nuisance,  intolerable  b->th  to  automobilists 
and  other  users  of  the  roadway,   is  the  result. 

An  answer  to  the  problem  has  been  found  in  Tarvia.  Tarvia  acts  as  a 
waterproof  binder  of  the  macadam,  it  forms  a  hard,  dustless  surface  which 
ordinary  automobile  traffic  cannot  injure. 

The  Boston  Department  of  Parks  report  that  the  average  cost  per  square 
yard  of  maintenance  of  macadam  for  1903,  1904  and  1905  was  .116  or  nearly 
$1,000  per  mile  of  fifteen  foot  roadway.  This  estimate  includes  watering, 
repair  of  roads  and  cleaning.

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TOPICS 


Much  ado  is  being  made  about  the  "hold- 
ing up"  in  a  Washington  suburb  of 
sundry  illustrious  foreign  diplomats,  who 
 •  happen  to  be  also  motorists,  by  an  of- 
ficer of  the  law  designated  to  prevent  illegal  speeding.  International  difficulties 
are  apprehended  by  some  supersensitive  souls,  while  others  heartily  ctfmmend  the 
sturdy  patriot  (the  constable)  whose  unswerving  devotion  to  duty  leads  him  to  en- 
force the  law  regardless  of  such  trivial  considerations  as  sex,  nationality  and  of- 
ficial distinction.  Nor  is  the  admiration  of  these  latter  lessened  by  the  admitted 
fact  that  habitual  shooting  is  a  part  of  the  procedure  used  in  stopping  alleged 
violators.  Indeed,  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  with  these  persons  that  the  sanctity 
of  ambassadorial  privilege  renders  the  foreign  diplomats  immune  and  obliges  the 
incorruptible  preserver  of  the  peace  to  bow  them  out  of  his  presence  with  apolo- 
gies. 


The  real  point  at  issue  is:  "What  does  this  anti-speed  crusade  really  mean?  Is  it 
'on  the  level'  or  a  play  to  the  gallery  ?"  The  constable's  own  version  sheds  some 
light  on  this :  "Then  I  saw  this  automobile  comin'  tearin'  down  the  road  at  about 
35  miles  an  hour,  as  it  seemed  to  me,'  he  is  reported  as  saying.  "I  got  on  my 
bicycle  and  followed  along  behind,  and  I  saw  he.  was  running  about  16  or  17 
miles  an  hour.  I  don't  in  generally  stop  'em  if  they  are  not  running  faster  than 
16  or  17  miles,  although  the  law  limit  is  12.  When  they  got  to  the  sign  down  the 
road  there,  the  fellow  turned  to  the  chauffeur  and  said:  'We  are  out  of  his 
jurisdiction  now.  Speed  it  up.'  Then  he  went  on  at  the  rate  of  35  miles  an 
hour.  I  rode  up  beside  the  chauffeur  and  suggested  to  him  that  he  stop,  as  I 
had  something  to  say  to  him." 
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Extended  comment  is  scarcely  necessary.  Sixteen  or  17  miles  an  hour  is  pretty 
fast  riding  for  an  ordinary  bicycle  rider,  but  for  this  constable  it  was  very  slow ; 
when  the  driver  of  the  car  "hit  it  up"  to  35  miles  the  former  simply  rode,  say  36 
miles  an  hour,  until  he  was  alongside  the  chauffeur  and  engaged  in  conversation 
with  him !   The  world's  bicycle  record  was  thus  beaten ! 


There  hasn't  been  overmuch  complaint  of  the  dust  nuisance  so  far  this  season. 


Chicago  clubmen  complain  that  the  A.  A.  A.  racing  board  is  dilatory— so  much 
so  that  it  holds  up  sanctions  until  it  is  too  late  to  run  proposed  race  meets.  Don't 
blame  the  racing  board,  however.  It  has  been  busy  with  the  Vanderbilt  Cup 
race  rules  and  couldn't  be  diverted  until  they  were  settled  to  everybody's  satis- 
faction.   Oh,  no! 


Eternal  vigilance  is  the  motorists'  only  salvation  as  long  as  the  Legislature  is 
in  session.   Ask  the  Jerseymen  who  thought  they  had  hostile  legislation  blocked. 


We  are  to  be  spared  the  calamity  of  having  the  Glidden  contest  without  the 
Gliddens.  Hamlet  without  the  melancholy  Dane  wouldn't  be  a  marker  to  such  a 
spectacle  as  has  been  averted. 


'  The  automobile  parasol  has  projected  itself  into  view.  It  is  a  "quaint  little  affair 
reminiscent  of  early  Victorian  days,  except  that  it  is  even  smaller  than  the  para- 
sol of  those  times ;  indeed,  one's  first  thought  on  seeing  it  is  that  it  is  merely  in- 
tended for  the  use  of  children."  These  parasols,  we  are  further  told,  "are  found 
in  great  variety,  from  the  simple  edition  in  shot  silk  with  a  handle  of  a  drake's 
head  to  a  fussy  arrangement  of  prune  color,  or  blue  or  green  taffetas  trimmed 
with  endless  little  pink  frills."    Dear  me! 


Chicago  is  to  have  a  sealed  bonnet  contest,  but  without  a  disqualifying  clause. 
Thus  the  leaven  spreads.  Automobile  Topics'  idea  gains  new  friends  every  day. 


Of  motorways  of  all  kinds  there  is  an  abundance.  In  a  few  years  the  country 
will  be  literally  be-ribboned  with  them  and  the  motorist  will  be  the  most  catered- 
to  individual  to  be  found  anywhere. 


Gallic  impetuosity  is  proverbial,  but  the  Frenchman  has  a  way  of  advertising 
that  almost  takes  the  Anglo-Saxon's  breath  away.  For  example,  a  well-known 
French  firm  sends  this  "communication"  to  a  Paris  paper:  "Which  is  the  auto- 
mobile that  will  satisfy  all  your  desires  and  all  your  wants,  which  will  be  at  once 
silent,  supple,  economical,  which  will  rush  along  the  plains  and  climb  all  the  hills 
without  the  slightest  failure?  This  rara  avis,  you  must  know,  is  the 
ardent  and  indestructible,  that  knows  neither  breakdown  nor  fatigue,  the  auto- 
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mobile  that  led  the  Tour-Leaved  Shamrock*  to  victory,  and  which  will  lead 
you  to  the  goal  of  your  desires."   Now  could  you  beat  that? 


In  cutting  out  the  individual  the  Glidden  rules  also  eliminate  the  small  club. 
Numbers  count,  and  nothing  else  has  consideration,  apparently. 


Farmers  of  Charleston  Township,  Clark  County,  Indiana,  unwilling  to  be  held 
up  for  an  unreasonable  sum,  propose  to  do  their  own  road  building  in  the  future. 
Bids  on  free  gravel  roads  were  so  high  recently,  that  the  farmers  decided  to 
organize  a  corporation  and  do  the  work  themselves.  They  will  bid  on  the  work, 
buy  their  own  material  and  do  the  actual  work  of  road  building  and  save  the 
contractor's  profit  to  themselves.

An  official  announcement  of  the  schedule  of  the  fourth  annual  A.  A.  A.  tour 
and  contest  for  the  Glidden  and  Hower  trophies  was  made  Tuesday  night  of  this 
week  by  F.  B.  Hower,  chairman  of  the  touring  board.  Mr.  Hower  left  Buffalo 
to  meet  Secretary  Dai  Lewis  on  their  arrival  in  New  York  after  completing  the 
preliminary  survey  of  the  route.  The  pathfinding  party  arrived  in  the  Pierce  six- 
cylinder  on  Monday  night,  and  yesterday  the  itinerary  of  the  tour  was  made  up 
from  the  notes  of  Secretary  Lewis.

Most  of  the  distance  this  day  is  over  the  Na- 
tional highway.  We  had  rain  every  day  and  the  roads  we  traveled  through  mud 
and  water  will  be  fine  in  July,  yet  with  all  our  charting  work  and  picture  taking 
it  took  us  only  15  days  to  make  the  trip. 

The  tour  will  not  go  from  Canton  to  Pittsburg  over  the  same  bad  roads  as

be  a  stunning  tour  for  everyone.  We  had  no  mishaps  excepting  two  punctures.

Summing  Up  tne  AVork  of  the  Pathfinders 

New  York,  May  27. — Rain  fell  at  the  start  of  the  pathfinding  trip  of  the 
route  makers  of  the  American  Automobile  Association,  and  rain  fell  a 
greater  portion  of  the  journey.  The  entire  trip  of  1,503.6  miles  has  been  accom- 
plished under  the  most  trying  circumstances,  for  although  rain  had  not  fallen  at 
some  points,  the  roads  were  rough  from  the  spring  thaw.  The  pathfinders,  in 
their  big  Pierce-Arrow,  came  through  successfully  each  day  with  the  largest 
touring  car  made,  as  well  as  the  most  powerful.  With  70  hp.  it  was  possible 
to  pull  through  the  hardest  going. 

The  trip  of  the  pathfinders  ended  at  New  York  yesterday,  at  6  p.  m.   It  was 
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started  17  days  ago  at  Cleveland.  Throughout  the  entire  journey  the  members 
of  the  party  have  compiled  an  exhaustive  route  book  for  the  convenience  of  the 
tourists  in  the  fourth  annual  tour  of  the  American  Automobile  Association  which 
starts  from  Cleveland  July  10  and  which  makes  its  itinerary:  Toledo,  South 
Bend,  Chicago,  then  South  Bend  again,  Indianapolis,  Columbus,  Canton,  Pitts- 
burg, Bedford  Springs,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia  and  New  York.  Sundays  are 
spent  at  Chicago  and  Bedford  Springs,  and  in  Chicago  a  Saturday  is  given  the 
tourists  for  sight  seeing. 

The  pathfinders  have  not  only  routed  the  tour  by  good  roads,  but  have  also 
arranged  for  accommodations  for  the  five  or  six  hundred  people  expected  at  ex- 
cellent hotels  in  each  city,  without  any  increase  of  rates.  They  have  also  ar- 
ranged with  county  road  commissioners  all  along  the  route  to  improve  the  roads, 
filling  in  ruts  and  rough  places.  They  have  arranged  for  frequent  supplies  of 
gasolene  along  the  route.  The  tourists  will  use  in  the  neighborhood  of  4,500 
gallons  of  petrol  (Anglais  for  gasolene)  daily,  and  this  must  be  found  at  con- 
venient points.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  garage  accommodations. 
In  many  places  the  cars  will  be  parked  out  of  doors.  It  is  impractical  to  place 
them  in  several  places,  as  the  tourists  are  not  allowed  to  touch  the  car  after  its 
arrival,  all  work  being  done  within  running  time.

— Contests  for  electric  vehicles  will  be  one  of  the 
features  of  the  Gates  Mill  hill-climb  to  be  held  at  Gates  Mill,  O.,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club,  Saturday,  June  8.  Electrics  are  eligible 
to  any  of  the  first  dozen  classes,  and  as  many  owners  and  manufacturers  have  re- 
quested that  they  be  permitted  to  enter  machines,  the  club  will  give  the  electrics 
a  chance  to  show  what  they  can  do.    ✓  k 
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Cars  entered  in  this  event  will  include  the  Pope-Waverley,  Babcock,  Baker 
and  other  makes. 

Gates  Mill  hill  is  being  placed  in  splendid  shape  for  the  big  event.  The 
automobile  club  has  already  expended  several  hundred  dollars  in  repairs.  Devil's 
Curve,  the  point  where  F.  B.  Drown's  car  plunged  through  the  fence  part  way 
into  the  gully  last  year,  has  been  banked,  and  gravel  will  replace  the  clay  which 
bothered  motorists  so  much  last  year. 

Last  year  the  cars  began  the  ascent  with  a  flying  start,  but  this  time  all 
machines  will  get  a  standing  start.

Wonders  of  the  Gyroscope-Driven  Monorail  Car 

Cabled  dispatches  from  England  made  much  ado  about  the  Monorail  system 
which  an  inventor  named  Brennan  has  been  demonstrating,  and  fuller  accounts 
bear  out  the  cabled  reports.  The  cars  used  are  propelled  by  two  flywheels  rotated

by  motors  in  opposite  directions  at  a  high  velocity.  The  latter  are  so  mounted 
that  their  gyroscopic  action  and  stored-up  energy  can  be  utilized.  The  effect  is 
that  the  balance  of  the  car  is  always  maintained.  Even  in  a  gale  of  wind  it 
would  not  be  overturned,  nor  if  all  the  passengers  and  cargo  shifted  to  one 
side  would  it  make  any  difference. 

Obviously  the  gyroscopes  are  driven  quite  independently  of  the  supporting 
wheels  which  run  on  the  rail,  since  otherwise  there  would  be  nothing  to  prevent 
the  vehicle  from  toppling  over  when  being  brought  to  a  standstill. 

Experiments  have  already  been  made  on  an  extensive  scale  with  a  working 
model,  five  feet  long,  capable  of  carrying  a  io-stone  man ;  tracks  of  various 
kinds,  including  fixed  rails,  loosely  laid-down  cables  and  stretched  overhead 
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cables,  haying  been  used  for  testing  it  under  a  great  variety  of  different  condi- 
tions. Curves  and  steep  gradients  are  found  to  offer  no  difficulty  to  its  progress, 
and  its  stability,  whether  traveling  or  at  rest,  on  the  straight  or  on  a  curve,  has 
been  proved  to  be  very  remarkable.    Even  when  the  load  is  suddenly  displaced

laterally,  the  action  of  the  gyroscopes  is  such  as  to  immediately  compensate  for 
the  change  by  bodily  raising  one  side  of  the  vehicle  and  depressing  the  other  side. 


A  "Joker   Gets  Through  the  New  Jersey  Legislature 

Unless  Governor  Stokes  can  be  persuaded  to  veto  it,  a  "joker"  rushed 
through  the  New  Jersey  Legislature  at  the  last  minute  will  give  motorists 
some  unpleasant  moments. 

The  measure  provides  that  all  police  officers,  constables,  or  other  officials 
who  do  not  see  to  the  enforcement  of  the  automobile  law  may  be  fined  a  sum  not 
to  exced  $200  or  be  peremptorily  dismissed.  Provision  is  made  for  25  paid  in- 
spectors and  a  Jike  number  to  serve  without  salary.  The  Commissioner  of  Motor 
Vehicles  is  given  an  increase  of  $1,500  in  salary  and  also  provided  with  a  chief 
inspector  at  $1,500.  Clauses  regarding  foreign  automobiles  and  drivers'  certifi- 
cates are  also  included,  the  tenor  being  to  make  restrictions  more  severe. 


Pennsylvania  Automobile  Bill  is  Lost 

Pennsylvania's  iniquitous  automobile  law  must  be  borne  with  for  another 
year.  The  bill  amending  it  has  failed  of  passage-  It  granted  reciprocal  registra- 
tion to  automobilists  registered  in  their  home  State.  The  Sproul  State  highway 
bill,  appropriating  $1,000,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  Philadelphia-Pittsburg 
road,  was  another  commendable  measure  which  was  killed.  Both  of  the  bills 
had  passed  second  reading  and  would  have  gone  through  without  any  opposition, 
out  for  the  Speaker's  opposition.

24-Hour  Contest  Won  by  Maynes  on  Poor  Tracks 

After  running  almost  continuously  day  and  night  for  24  hours,  a  30  hp. 
Autocar  entered  by  the  Autocar  Company  of  Ardmore,  Pa.,  and  driven  alter- 
nately by  Robert  Maynes  and  J.  L.  Brown,  covered  791  miles  and  finished  first 
in  the  initial  International  Endurance  Derby  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
United  States  Motor  Racing  Association  at  Point  Breeze  track,  Philadelphia, 
last  Friday  and  Saturday.  A  large  silver  cup  was  awarded  the  entrant,  and  to 
each  of  the  drivers  a  gold  medal 
was  presented.  A  50  hp.  Frayer- 
Miller,  entered  by  the  Philadelphia 
Motor  Car  Company,  and  driven 
by  Daniel  Webster  and  W.  H. 
'Knepper,  with  736  miles  to  its  cre- 
dit, was  awarded  second  place.  A 
protest  has  been  entered  against 
'this  award  and  has  been  referred 
to  the  A.  A.  A.  for  settlement. 
While  the  Frayer-Miller  had  the 
second  highest  mileage  record,  it 
was  not  in  running  order  at  the 
finish  and  had  to  be  pushed  over 
the  line. 

The  race  was  run  under  the 
most  unfavorable  conditions:  the 
track,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
dangerous  in  the  country  for  auto- 
mobile racing,  has  many  sharp  and 
treacherous  turns  and  is  not  banked ; 
the  poor  lighting  system  not  only 
made  the  running  at  night  dan- 
gerous, but  was  decidedly  uninte- 
resting to  the  spectator.  The 
weather  was  cold  and  windy  and 
the  attendance  poor. 

Of  the  ten  contestants  that  started  at  4.13  Friday  afternoon,  but  four  were 
running  at  the  same  hour  the  following  day.  With  the  exception  of  the  Cleve- 
land entry,  which  ran  through  a  fence  after  registering  544  miles,  the  Matheson 
driven  by  Mongini,  Crawford  driven  by  R.  S.  Crawford,  Mercedes  by  H.  B. 
Stillman,  and  Darracq  by  William  Wallace,  Jr.,  were  forced  out  of  the  contest 
at  various  times  through  mechanical  troubles. 

An  interesting  exhibition  of  rebuilding  a  car  was  given  by  the  Dragon  crew 
in  repairing  John  Haynes  car  after  it  had  turned  turtle  in  making  a  bad  turn 
Three  wheels,  steering  gear,  radiator,  body  and  dashboard  were  replaced  in  less 
than  two  hours  and  the  car  was  again  on  the  job. 

The  comparatively  small  amount  of  tire  trouble  was  a  most  noticeable 
feature  of  the  test.    The  paddock  below  the  grandstand  resembled  a  small  army

encampment.  Row  after  row  of  tents  belonging  to  contestants  and  tire  com- 
panies reminded  one  of  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  scenes. 

That  the  Quaker  City  motorists  failed  to  break  the  24-hour  record  of  837 
miles  made  by  Soules  brothers  in  Columbus  m  1905  was  probably  due  to  the 
poor  condition  of  the  track.  By  orders  of  Captain  of  Police  Thompson,  the  six 
preliminary  events  were  called  off  on  account  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the

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track.  Two  special  three-mile  races  were  run ;  of  these,  Eddie  Wilkie,  driving  a 
Jackson,  won  the  first  and  a  Pope-Hartford,  entered  by  the  Quaker  City  Auto- 
mobile Company,  won  the  second.

Fine  Boulevard  to  White  Mountains  Likely 

A  broad  boulevard  extending  from  Boston  to  the  White  Mountains  seems 
to  be  assured.  Already  there  are  disconnected  sections  of  the  roadway,  but  it  is 
planned  to  complete  the  welding  this  year.  The  New  Hampshire  Legislature  has 
appropriated  enough  money  to  cover  the  cost  of  constructing  what  is  officially 
known  as  the  Merrimac  Valley  Trunk  line.  This  line  will  be  a  wide  macad- 
amized road  extending  from  the  Massachusetts  state  line,  at  the  southerly  end 
of  the  city  of  Nashua,  to  the  northerly  end  of  the  city  of  Laconia,  on  Lake  Win- 
nipesaukee.  At  its  southern  extremity  it  will  connect  with  the  Massachusetts 
state  highway  in  Tyngsboro. 

The  entire  length  of  the  trunk  line  will  be  approximately  seventy  miles.  It 
will  pass  through  the  cities  of  Nashua,  Manchester,  Concord,  Franklin  and  La- 
conia and  the  towns  of  Merrimac,  Bedford,  Hooksett,  Pembroke,  Boscawen, 
Tilton  and  Belmont  The  boulevard  will  be  laid  out  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
route  along  the  banks  of  the  Merrimac  River.  The  new  boulevard  not  only  will 
be  of  great  benefit  to  persons  living  along  its  line,  but  will  be  particularly  appre- 
ciated by  the  thousands  of  automobilists  who  visit  the  White  Mountains  and 
central  New  Hampshire  every  summer. 
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News  Notes  From  Paris 

Paris,  May  21. — The  untimely  death  of  Albert  Clement,  who  was  killed 
while  trying  out  his  Grand  Prix  racer  on  a  sharp  turn  at  Saint-Martin-en-Cam- 
pagne,  has  stirred  profoundly  all  automobiledom,  and  sympathy  is  expressed 
on  all  sides.  When  the  accident  happened  he  was  in  company  of  Gauderman, 
who  was  to  pilot  another  Clement  car  in  the  Grand  Prix. 

Albert  Clement  was  born  in  Paris  on  the  7th  of  July,  1883,  and  participated 
in  several  of  the  great  races  in  a  very  creditable  way,  in  Europe  as  well  as  in 
the  Vanderbilt  Cup  for  1904  and  1906. 

Tkc  "Aftaire  Wagner" 

The  change  of  Wagner  from  the  Darracq  to  the  Fiat  team  has  caused 
quite  some  consternation  here,  and  it  looked  for  a  while  as  if  we  would  have 
an  "Affaire  Wagner".  First  there  appeared  a  letter  from  Smith  Winby,  the 
chairman  of  the  Darracq  company  (as  you  know,  the  Darracq  is  an  English 
company),  addressed  to  Mr.  Darracq,  recriminating  against  the  action  of  the 
Fiat  Company,  and  advising  Mr.  Darracq  to  withdraw  all  entries  from  all  races. 
This  was  followed  by  a  letter  from  Mr.  Marchesi,  director  of  the  Fiat  Com- 
pany, explaining  that  Wagner  presented  himself  voluntarily  to  enter  the  Fiat 
team,  and  a  third  letter  under  the  signature  of  Wagner  himself,  explaining  that 
he  had  a  contract  with  the  Darracq  Company,  which  he  signed  on  the  first  of 
July,  1905,  to  drive  on  the  Darracq  team  up  to  October  1,  1907,  his  salary  to 
be  300  francs  per  month,  and  in  ca§e  of  terminating  this  contract  on  either  side 
a  penalty  of  10,000  francs  to  be  paid.  The  criticism  heaped  on  Wagner  after 
the  Targa  Florio  race  was  the  cause  of  his  looking  for  an  engagement  with  the 
Fiat  Company,  and  he  terminated  his  contract  with  the  Darracq  Company  by 
paying  the  penalty  of  10,000  francs.  The  new  arrangement  of  Wagner  with 
the  Fiat  is  the  same  as  that  made  with  Lancia  and  Nazzaro. 

As  I  have  written  you  in  my  last  letters  not  to  believe  any  rumors  that  the 
Darracq  cars  will  not  participate  in  this  year's  races,  I  can  announce  to  you 
that  the  Darracq  racers  in  the  Emperor's  Cup  have  been  bought,  one  by  the 
Sicilian  sportsman,  Mr.  Vincenzo  Florio,  another  by  an  Italian  sportsman,  who 
will  pilot  the  same,  named  d'Ollorip,  and  the  third  one  by  Mr.  Brenda,  a  French- 
man established -in  Germany.  The  same  three  cars  will  also  participate  in  the 
Brescia  races.  Count  Raoul  d'Arnaud  has  bought  one  of  the  Grand  Prix  racers, 
which  will  be  piloted  by  Caillois,  whom  you  all  know  on  the  other  side,  and  Mr. 
Heriot,  son  of  Commander  Heriot,  has  bought  the  other  car,  which  will  be 
piloted  by  his  chauffeur,  Marius  Pin. 

Automobile  Club  of  France  Note* 

The  Automobile  Club  of  France  has  decided  to  give  in  all  future  exhibi- 
tions a  place  of  honor  to  the  winners  of  all  great  races  or  contests.  The  same 
dub  has  also  voted  a  prize  of  50,000  francs  for  a  competition  to  find  a  new 
hydrocarbon  to  replace  gasolene,  which  has  attained  an  exaggerated  price  in 
France. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Great  Britain  the  Auto- 
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mobile  Club  of  France  censures  all  record  attempts  between  different  cities,  and 
will  invite  all  corresponding  clubs  to  disqualify  such  manufacturers  as  will  under- 
take them  hereafter. 

An  Opportunity  for  American  Manufacturers 

The  record  established  by  Sorel  from  Paris  to  Madrid  on  a  Dietrich  in  28 
hours,  brought  out  many  interesting  points.  At  present  there  are  very  few 
automobiles  in  Spain,  the  reason  for  which  is  the  bad  roads.  American  makers 
will  find  a  good  opportunity  to  sell  their  robust  cars  in  Spain. 

In  connection  with  the  automobile  show  at  St.  Petersburg,  there  will  be 
held  a  race  from  Moscow  to  St.  Petersburg  on  June  7,  685  kilometers.  So  far 
three  French  cars  have  been  entered,  one  Dietrich,  one  Mors  and  one  C.  G.  V. 

Henri  Fournier  Wat  Race  At  ain 

Henri  Fournier,  so  well  known  by  your  compatriots,  has  been  persuaded 
to  participate  again  in  the  Emperor's  Cup,  piloting  an  Itala,  of  which  he  is  the 
French  concessionaire.  Fabry,  who  is  the  concessionaire  in  Great  Britain,  will 
pilot  another  Itala. 

American  Tourists  Persecuted  ty  Frencn  Agents 

Paris  dealers  are  actually  besieging  American  visitors  in  their  hotels,  solicit- 
ing them  to  buy  certain  makes  of  cars.  They  all  seem  to  be  anxious  to  secure 
the  patronage  of  Americans,  and  original  catalogue  prices  for.  chassis  are  quoted 
to  them  as  noted  below.  The  figures  will  prove  interesting  to  your  readers  in 
view  of  the  prices  asked  for  these  cars  in  America.

Criticism  on  Vanderbilt  Cup  Rule  Changes 

The  decision  reached  by  the  Racing  Board  of  the  American  Association 
having  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  in  charge,  has  demonstrated  clearly  that  this 
board  handles  the  matter  in  an  amateur  way.  To  promulgate  at  such  a  late 
date  the  rules,  and  then  to  make  such  radical  changes  as  are  now  proposed,  has 
been  widely  criticised  in  motor  circles.  Another  thing  which  cannot  be  under- 
stood here  is  that  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  does  not  handle  such  an 
international  event.  While  we  can  understand  that  you  should  have  a  special- 
body  for  national  matters,  which  concern  all  the  United  States,  yet  in  an  inter- 
national race  like  the  Vanderbilt  Cup,  such  American  club  as  is  recognized  by 
foreign  clubs  should  certainly  have  its  management. 


Says  New  Jersey  Club  is  Second  Largest 

H.  A.  Bonnell,  secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  Automobile  and  Motor  Club  of 
Newark,  declares  that  the  Automobile  Club  of  Buffalo  is  not  the  second  largest 
motoring  club  iri  the  country,  for  while  the  Buffalo  organization  has  the  goodly 
membership  of  711  the  Newark  club  has  more  than  a  hundred  more,  or  829,  to 
be  exact. 
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Italy  to  Have  New  Florio  Race  in  1908 

Milan;  May  20.— The  Duke  of  Genoa  opened  yesterday  the  Milan  Auto- 
mobile Show.  Italy  holds  two  shows,  one  in  February  at  Turin,  which  is  the 
center  of  the  industry,  and  one  in  May  at  Milan,  which  would  rather  be  called 
the  artistic  center.  I  will  have  occasion  to  speak  of  this  exhibition  again  in  my 
next  letter. 

Mr.  Vincenzo  Florio  has  again  offered  50,000  francs  to  be  given  in  prizes 
in  1908  for  a  voiturette  race.  The  prizes  will  be  given  in  money,  as  follows: 
To  the  first,  20,000  francs  and  a  cup;  to  the  second,  7,000  francs  and  a  cup; 
to  the  third,  5,000  francs  and  a  cup;  to  the  fourth,  4,000  francs  and  a  cup;  to 
the  fifth,  3,000  francs  and  a  cup;  to  the  sixth,  2,000  francs  and  a  cup,  and  to 
the  nine  following,  1,000  francs  each. 

The  rule|,ft>r  this  race  will  be  promulgated  shortly  and  may  be  of  interest 
to  your  American  manufacturers^ 

The  Brescia  race,  to  be  held  on  September  1st  and  2nd,  has  been  sanc- 
tioned. .-There  will  be  two  races,  one  under  the  rules  of  the  Grand  Prix  of  the 
Automobile  Club  of  France  and  the  other  under  the  rules  of  the  German  Em- 
perors Cup. 


Cincinnati  Millionaires  Contemplate  Aerial  Flights 

After  cruising  about  among  icebergs  and 
polar  bears  in  the  Arctic  Circle,  hunting  hip- 
popatami,  rhinocerous  and  elephants  in  dark- 
est Africa,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Max  Fleischman  of 
Cincinnati  will  next  explore  the  regions  of 
the  air  in  an  air  ship  which  they  are  having 
specially  constructed  for  the  purpose.  Their 
motive  in  this  latter  venture  however,  is  not 
to  explore  any  hitherto  unknown  territories 
or  to  discover  unfamiliar  aerial  beings,  but 
rather  to  arouse  an  interest  in  aeronautics  and 
if  possible,  to  promote  the  organization  of  an 
aeronautic  club,  such  as  exist  in  other  large 
cities. 

The  Fleischmans  are  not  alone  in  their  pro- 
ject, as  Norman  Kenan,  another  Cincinnati 
millionaire  and  president  of  the  Cincinnati 
Gas  Company,  shares  their  interest  in  aerial 
navigation  and  also  in  the  promotion  and  the 
expense  of  this  enterprise. 
max  fleischman  The  air-ship,  or  more  properly  speaking, 

the  balloon,  is  being  built  in  Cincinnati  by  C.  B.  Haddock,  a  well-known  balloon 
builder  and  aeronautist.    All  the  art  and  the  science  of  the  air-ship  builder  are 
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being  brought  to  bear  on  the  construction  of  Mr.  Fleischman's  balloon  and  when 
completed  it  will  be  one  of  the  finest  which 
scientific  skill  and  accuracy  and  unlimited 
means  can  secure.  Every  part  of  the  huge 
affair  was  built  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  Haddock  or  his  wife  (who  is  also 
an  aeronautist  and  almost  as  skilled  in  the 
construction  of  balloons  as  her  husband).  It 
has  been  in  the  course  of  construction  since 
January,  the  third  floor  of  a  large  storage 
warehouse  being  utilized  as  a  location  for  the 
purpose.  Here  the  entire  balloon  from  its 
most  embryotic  state,  consisting  of  strips  of 
lawnsdale  cambric  and  wicker  (for  the  basket) 
imported  from  Egypt, — was  put  together,  bit 
by  bit. 

This  process  of  construction  is  about  com- 
pleted and  the  balloon  after  an  experimental 
inflation  awaits  but  the  return  of  Mr.  Fleisch- 
man  from  the  African  jungle  for  its  first 
flight,  which  will  be  made  from  one  of  the 
great  open  spaces  lying  immediately  without 
the  city  limits. 

The  balloon  is  among  the  very  largest,  if 
not  the  largest  which  the  builder  has  ever 
constructed.  It  measures  sixty  feet  in  height 
while  its  cubic  capacity  is  67,370  feet.  The 

material  used  is  lawnsdale  cambric,  1400  yards  of  which  were  required.  The 
cambric  was  first  varnished  with  a  preparation  made  according  to  a  secret  process 
by  the  builder  and  allowed  to  dry  thoroughly  when  a  second  coat  of  varnish  was 
applied,  the  object  being  to  make  the  cambric  both  absolutely  airtight  and  tenuous. 
After  being  sufficiently  dry  the  material  was  cut  into  gores  according  to  a  pattern 
and  sewed  together.  Every  seam  was  turned  over  and  taped  while  tapes  three 
feet  apart  were  sewed  at  right  angles  to  the  ones  running  lengthwise  thus 
doubling  the  precautions  taken  to  render  the  balloon  absolutely  airtight 

The  basket  is  made  of  a  steel  frame  covered  with  imported  wicker,  woven 
over  the  frame  by  a  local  firm.  It  is  handsomely  upholstered  with  red  leather 
and  will  be  equipped  witih  seats  and  other  appurtenances  to  insure  the  comfort  of 
the  occupants  who  will  be  limited  to  four,  though  the  construction  of  the  balloon 
makes  it  possible  to  increase  the  number  by  one  or  two  with  perfect  safety. 

Should  this  present  experiment  be  found  thoroughly  successful  and  satis- 
factory Mr.  Fleischman  and  Mr.  Kenan  will  commission  the  builder  Mr.  Had- 
dock, to  construct  an  airship  which  will  be  taken  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition 
where  it  will  be  entered  in  a  contest  and  incidentally  reflect  glory  upon  the 
•Queen  City  in  general  and  the  exhibit  of  the  Cincinnati  Gas  Light  and  Coal 
•Company  in  particular. 
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A  Fairy  Palace  for  Automobilists 

There  is  now  ncaring  completion,  on  Long  Island,  a  fairy  palace  of  pleasure 
that  will  combine  the  delights  of  Paris  and  of  Venice  to  a  degree  never  before 
attempted  in  this  country.  It  is  the  Chateau  des  Beaux  Arts,  a  splendid  new 
hostelry,  rising,  magic  like,  on  the  sloping  shores  of  Huntington  Bay,  35  miles 
out  fronr  New  York.  This  hotel,  under  construction  for  the  Bustanoby  Broth- 
ers, well  known  restaurateurs  of  this  city,  is  designed  as  a  rendezvous  for  auto- 
mobilists. To  that  end  a  garage  to  accommodate  100  machines  is  also  being 
built,  while  yachtsmen  are  to  be  catered  to  in  a  long  pier,  to  accommodate  any 
size  of  craft. 

The  center  of  the  establishment  is  the  main  hotel  building,  with  two  wings 
devoted  to  sleeping  apartments,  each  containing  60  sound-proof  rooms.  This 
group  is  250  feet  from  the  water.  In  front  of  these  buildings,  on  the  water's 
edge,  is  the  Casino  with  cafe  and  dining  rooms,  opening  on  broad  terraces  built 
over  a  sea  wall.  On  the  roof  is  to  be  an  open  garden.  The  Casino  is  connected 
with  the  main  building  by  underground  tunnels.  Between  the  Casino  and  main 
buildings  is  a  terrace,  in  which  will  be  small  pavilions,  in  which  meals  will  be 
served  through  underground  passages  from  the  kitchen  and  Casino. 

The  Casino,  the  east  wing  of  the  hotel  group  and  the  garage  are  now  near- 
mg  completion  and  will  be  opened  to  the  public  about  June  1. 

This  enterprise  is  being  undertaken  by  the  three  Bustanoby  Brothers,  Andre, 
Louis  and  Jacques,  and  is  financed  exclusively  by  them.  They  are  confident  of 
making  the  same  success  with  the  chateau  that  they  have  with  the  Cafe  des 
Beaux  Arts  in  New  York  City.  The  architects  are  Maurice  Prevot  and  Delano 
&  Aldrich.

There  are 
plenty  of  opportunities  to  enter  into  regular  contests,  organized  by  clubs  or 
associations,  to  satisfy  makers  as  well  as  reckless  users.

My'  friend  Wetmore,  of  the  Evening  Mail,  has  again  run  amuck  printing 
a  headline,  "Want  Auto  Races  at  Empire  Track."  This  scare  line  attracted 
my  attention  and  after  considerable  search  I  found  a  few  lines  touching  on  the 
great  yearning  existing  for  an  Empire  meet.  It  is  probably  an  advertising  dodge 
in  the*iriterest  of  Butler's  track.  First  of  all,  nobody  wants  any  track  races,  and 
by  far  less  on  the  Empire  track,  which  is,  on  account  of  the  dust  nuisance  exist- 
ing there,  dangerous.  When  will  our  editors  of  the  daily  papers  come  to  their 
senses  and  know  that  they  should  rather  encourage  participation  in  regularly 
instituted  contests  or  races,  organized  by  clubs  or  associations?

When  it  is  a  question  of  managing  our  home  affairs,  we  could  stand,  if 
need  be,  such  lack  of  judgment  as  is  displayed  by  the  Racing  Board  of  the 
A.  A.  A.,  but  when  it  comes  to  an  international  event,  which  the  Vanderbilt 
race  was  designed  for,  we  are  on  the  road  to  become  the  laughing  stock  of 
motordom  at  large.  Let  the  politicians  of  the  Racing  Board  have  their  game 
in  national  events,  as  we  cannot  help  it,  but  we  should  do  everything  to  encourage 
the  Automobile  Club  of  America  to  take  over  the  future  management  of  the 
Vanderbilt  race.  It  is  true  that  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  is  but  a  local 
body.  Still,  it  is  the  only  American  club  recognized  by  the  foreign  clubs,  having 
great  influence  and  much  prestige  back  of  it.  Moreover,  the  Racing  Board  of 
the  Automobile  Club  could  add,  as  members  of  the  Vanderbilt  commission,  the 
presidents  of  the  different  large  automobile  clubs  in  the  various  American 
cities,  and  I  am  sure  that  such  a  constituted  Vanderbilt  commission  would,  first 
of  all,  make  such  changes  only  in  the  original  deed  as  will  help  the  industry 
and  safeguard  all  interests,  promulgate  such  rules  in  time  as  to  afford  the 
makers  an  opportunity  to*  devise  plans  for  such  race  in  due  season.  It  has  been 
a  case  of  too  much  Chairman  Thompson,  with  the  result  that  the  association 
is  placed  in  a  very  unenviable  light. 

It  is  useless  to  comment  at  much  length  upon  the  changes  in  the  Vanderbilt 
Cup  race.  They  are  childish  and  cannot  satisfy  either  the  American  or  the 
foreign  maker.  As  proposed,  they  would  open  the  doors  wide  to  ^n  unlimited 
number  of  freaks  scrambling  over  a  short  circuit,  which  even  would  not  permit 
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the  cars  to  be  sent  away  at  an  interval  of  one  minute,  as  the  first  car  started 
would  already  begin  the  second  lap  before  the  last  car  is  sent  away.  But  I  am 
convinced  that  we  will  have  no  Vanderbilts  race  this  year,  and  if  such  is  the  out- 
come Chairman  Thompson  will  have  to  shoulder  the  responsibility  of  having 
wrecked  the  classic  event.  E.  E.  S. 


Berlin,  May  20. — There  have  been  192  entries  made  in  the  Herkomer  Cup.

tour  have  been  so  framed  that  the  clubs  with  large  entry  lists  have  a  "cinch"  on 
the  Glidden  trophy  and  nothing  short  of  the  complete  disruption  of  the  big  club 
teams  tjy  withdrawals  or  breakages  can  prevent  their  winning  in  a  walk. 

A  member  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club  has  figured  it  out  and  finds  that, 
under  the  rifles  of  the  Glidden  tour,  the  Glidden  trophy  is  as  good  as  won  by  the 
local  organization-  Practically  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  members  to  do  in 
order  to  ensure' possession  of  the  famous  trophy  is  to  enter  the  tour  in  the  same 
relative  numbers  as  last  year  ,  - 

The  rules  give  such  endrmotis  advantage  to  the  large  team,  that  it  seems 
a  fairly  safe  prediction  -that  the  largest  team  will  get  the  trophy,  even  if  the 
several  cars  composing  it  make  but  a  sorry  showing,  as  compared  with  the 
members  of  the  smaller  teams.  As  the  tour  ends  in  New  York,  it  is  expected 
that  many  makes  of  cars  will  be  entered  by  their  New  York  sales  managers  who, 
almost  without  exception,  are  members  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club.  Thus  this 
club,  just  as  it  did  on  last  year's  tour,  should  have  a  preponderance  of  entries, 
which  should  win  for  it  the  trophy,  almost  regardless  of  the  showing  that  its 
team  may  make ! 

The  rules  of  the  Glidden  Tour  provide  that,  "The  Glidden  trophy  will  be 
awarded  to  the  club  having  the  greatest  number  of  points  at  the  end  of  the  test." 
Inasmuch  as  the  initial  credit  to  the  large  club-team  is  very  much  greater  than 
that  to  the  small  team,  the  former  will  start  with  a  lead  which  it  will  be  very 
difficult  to  overcome. 

To  make  a  specific  illustration  of  the  advantage  which  the  local  dub  will  en- 
joy— suppose  that  the  New  York  Motor  Club,  as  is  quite  probable,  should  start 
with  a  team  of  15  cars.  Suppose  also  that  the  next  largest  team  should  be  that 
of  the  Chicago  Motor  Club,  with  a  team  of,  say  eight  cars.  Under  the  scheme 
of  scoring,  the  New  York  club  would  start  with  an  initial  credit  of  1,780  points 
and  the  Chicago  club  would  start  with  a  credit  of  but  1,150  points,  a  difference  in 
favor  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club  of  630  points.  If  a  car  of  the  New  York 
Motor  Club  should  be  late  one  minute  at  a  control,  or  if  it  replaces  a  part  valued 
at  $1.00,  the  team  will  lose  orie-fifteenth  of  a  point.  If  we  consider  one-fifteenth 
of  a  point  as  the  "unit  of  penalization"  for  the  New  York  Motor  Club  team,  it 
will  be  evident  that  that  team  may  lose  630  times  fifteen,  or  9,450  units  of  penali- 
zation and  still  be  tied  with  the  Chicago  club  for  the  trophy,  even  if  every  car  in 
the  latter  team  has  a  perfect  scbre.  Expressed  in  other  words,  each  N.  Y.  M. 
C.  car  may  have  replacements  costing  $630  or  be  late  an  aggregate  of  630  min- 
utes, before  the  local  team  need  to  compete  on  even  terms  with  the  Chicago  club. 

If  the  Chicago  dub  should  muster  a  team  of  ten  entries,  then  the  advantage 
of  the  local  organization  would  be  reduced  to  7,500  units  of  penalization,  that 
is,  it  would  have  a  leeway  .of  but  $7,500  worth  of  work,  or  7,500  minutes  tardiness 
at  controls.  But  if,  instead,  the  local  motorists  should  scurry  around  and  get 
one  more  entry,  raising  their  team  to  sixteen  cars,  they  would  have  an  advantage 
over  the  8-car  team  from  the  Windy  City  of  no  less  than  12,160  units  of  penaliza- 
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tion,  representing  that  many  dollars  expended  in  new  parts  or  that  many  minutes 
late  at  controls,  an  advantage  which  it  would  certainly  be  hard  to  overcome. 

To  look  at  the  matter  in  another  way,  suppose  that  five  cars  in  the  N.  Y. 
M.  C.  team  of  fifteen  cars  should  meet  with  very  serious  trouble.  If  they  should 
at  once  withdraw,  taking  the  full  penalization  which  such  withdrawal  entails,  the 
New  York  team  would  still  have,  a  greater  number  of  points  than  the  Chicago 
team,  even  if  the  eight  cars  entered  by  the  latter  club  all  had  perfect  scores. 


Indianapolis  Motoring  Woman  Physician 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  May  20. — Of  the  800  or  more  physicians  in  the  city 
there  is  but  one  woman  physician  who  uses  an  automobile  in  her  practice.  She 
is  Dr.  Hannah  Graham,  who  lives  in  a  beautiful  home  of  her  own  on  North 
Meridian  street  and  enjoys  an  extensive  practice  among  the  exclusive  class  of 
people.  # 

Dr.  Graham  has  never  tried  using  a  horse  and  buggy  in  her  practice,  so  she 


is  not  able  to  make  a  comparison  between  horse-drawn  vehicles  and  motors.  But 
she  is  so  well  satisfied  with  the  latter  that  there  is  no  danger  of  her  changing 
from  one  to  the  other. 

Probably  one  of  the  chief  advantages  Dr.  Graham  finds  in  using  an  automo- 
bile is  the  fact  that  she  can  handle  it  easily  at  night,  where  she  would  not  be  able, 
probably,  to  handle  a  horse  and  buggy.  She  has  a  garage  at  her  home,  and  a  few 
minutes  after  receiving  a  call  she  is  on  her  way.

The  new  feather-weight,  comfort  hat  is  having  a  big 
run  just  now.  These  hats  are  made  of  light  straw  and  fit  close  to  the  head.  They 
also  pull  down  in  back  which  makes  it  handy  to  tie  the  veil  securely.  They  come

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The  Publicity  Man

"Friends,  Romans,  Countrymen,  lend  me  your  ears!  I  come  to  bury  Caesar, 
not  to  praise  him." — Shakespeare. 

Not  long  ago  in  solemn  conclave  four  editors  of  different  papers  were  de- 
bating the  presumptions  of  the  publicity  man.  The  first,  a  little,  short,  cadaver- 
ous gentleman,  said:  "Of  all  the  unnecessary  and  useless  adjuncts  to  a  com- 
mercial industry,  the  publicity  man  is  -the  pinnacle  of  a  business  man's  folly.'' 
This  met  with  general  approval,  and  was  emphasized  by  the  second  editor  with  an 
example  of  the  bumptious  effrontry  of  this  unfortunate,  malefactor.  "  'X'  sent 
me  an  article  to  publish,  relating  some  experience  one  of  the  concerns  that 
hired  him  had  recently  had,"  said  he.  "It  appeared  in  our  columns,  and  'X'  took 
it  to  the  head  of  the  house  he  represented,  threw  out  his  chest  with  the  remark, 
'See  what  I  did  for  you/  " 

"One-half  of  the  stuff  I  get  from  these  fellows  is  rubbish,"  broke  in  the  third, 
who  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  Tom  Dixon,  the  gentleman  who  became 
famQus  for  shooting  robins. 

"The  other  day,"  continued  the  fourth  man,  "I  received  a  description  of  a 
brake  on  a  cheap  automobile,  that  as  a  test  was  speeding  over  a  tract  of  land,  and 
while  going  at  the  rate  of  50  miles  ah  hour  was  stopped  within  10  feet  of  a  rail- 
road where  a  train  was  passing  at  the  rate  of  80  miles  an  hour.    Rot,  all  rot." 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  will  abolish  this  semi-newspaper  monger 
and  busy  gossiper,  and  get  the  after  business  ourselves.  Regularly  moved,  second- 
ed, thirded,  fourthed  and  carried  unanimously.  Notice  of  interment  later.  Only 
one  plaintive  little  squeak  in  defense  came  from  one  of  the  humble  devotees  of 
this  occupation,  which  as  a  whole,  had  been  Brutus-ed  by  this  august  body. 

It  is  a  most  difficult  thing  to  define  the  duties  of  a  publicity  man.  Geo- 
graphically described,  it  would  probably  read  "a  body  surrounded  by  troubled 
waters."  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  he  is  supposed  to  have,  in  some  mysteri- 
ous manner,  subsidized  the  entire  press.  From  the  business  manager  down  to 
the  printer's  devil  he  is  supposed  to  be  recognized  as  the  only  living  authority 
on  everything  movable  and  immovable  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

This  misconception  of  his  ability  is  responsible  for  many  failures  to  those 
who  have  selected  this  precarious  livelihood.  The  limitation  of  his  power  is 
probably  better  understood  by  the  drastic  resolution  adopted  at  the  informal 
meeting  referred  to  above.  If  this  is  put  in  force  Tody  Hamilton  will  have  to 
beg  a  couple  of  elephants  and  go  back  to  the  farm  and  agricultural  pursuits, 
while  Secretary  Loeb  will  have  to  interest  some  journal  to  start  the  question 
"What  will  we  do  with  Loeb  when  he  losses  his  job?"  Direct  all  communica- 
tions to  Lydia  Pinkham.  Unused  letters  will  be  turned  over  to  the  rest  of  the 
bunch. 

I  am  compelled  by  virtue  of  an  exacted  promise  to  commit  a  commercial 
suicide  and  "Fall  by  my  own  petard."  I  am  for  abolishing  this  unappreciated, 
overworked,  untiring,  idea-inspiring,  professional  prevaricator,  who  in  the  dis- 
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charge  of  his  arduous  duties,  must  throw  mathematical  computations  to  the 
winds,  upset  all  geometrical  theories  by  stopping  automobiles  before  they  start, 
if  necessary,  and  pull  off  mental  stunts  that  have  their  creation  and  conception  in 
his  fertile  brain. 

That  they,  in  a  measure,  deserve  the  sentence,  can  be  ascribed,  to  those  who 
have  either  by  commands  of  their  principals  or  an  error  in  judgment,  attempted 
to  convert  a  news  column  into  an  advertisement,  that  can  reflect  no  credit  to  the 
medium,  agent  or  merchant.  Publicity  is  a  vehicle  for  conveying  knowledge 
over  an  interesting  route  to  the  world,  that  requires  no  invoice  or  bill  of  lading, 
which  will  compel  the  reader  to  lose  confidence  in  his  text  and  feel  that  he  has 
been  led  into  false  paths. 

The  reader  is  the  patient,  the  publicity  man  the  doctor,  and  the  wise  ones 
with  practice  homeopathy. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  defence  for  Harry  Thaw  paid  $40,000  for  publicity. 
True  or  false,  it  is  apparent  that  public  interest  was  diverted  from  the  usual 
channel  of  human  sympathy  to  the  side  of  this  young  man,  by  carefully  composed 
articles  of  incidences,  which  could  not  be  accepted  by  the  court  as  evidence  and 
were  intended  to  accomplish  by  inferences  that  which  would  tend  to  effect  a  con- 
clusion. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  editor  to  discover  these  byways  of 
literature,  but  how  eagerly  they  were  sought,  read  and  accepted,  is  testified  to  by 
practically  every  daily  paper  in  whose  columns  could  be  found  the  pen-practice 
of  the  confidential  author. 

The  statistics  sent  out  by  Mr.  Ivy  Lee,  press  agent  for  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  and  what  is  termed  the  Coal  Trust,  are  read  with  great  interest  by  the 
public  and  therefore  accepted  in  toto  by  the  editors.  J.  I.  C.  Clark,  ex-Sunday 
editor  of  the  Herald,  edits  all  the  news  that  is  fit  to  print,  for  the  Standard  Oil, 
at  a  salary,  some  say,  of  $25,000  a  year. 

One  of  our  daily  paper  editors  a  few  weeks  ago,  apparently  ruined  an  entire 
industry,  pictured  panic  on  the  rampage  up  and  down  the  line.  He  drew  alarm- 
ing comparisons  between  seasons'  outputs  and  painted  dismay  on  the  face  of  the 
entire  trade.  This  on  the  failure  of  a  small  dealer.  Two  days  thereafter 
financial  transformations  in  the  same  columns  occured,  millions  had  been  made 
over  night,  optimisim  shown  in  every  line,  the  house  had  been  put  in  order  and 
everybody  was  happy  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  creditors  of  the  unfor- 
tunate dealer. 

In  view  of  the  situation,  I  would  welcome  a  peace  conference  if  the  old 
bird  has  not  been  overworked,  where  the  editors  and  the  publicity  man  will  have 
an  era  of  ineffable  calm,  where  everything  they  write  will  be  great  and  every- 
thing that  they  publish  will  be  grand.

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


The  following  paragraphs  will  be  found  of  especial  interest  to  drivers  of  1907  Locomobiles, 
though  some  of  the  information  therein  is  applicable  to  all  cars.  The  Locomobile  Company 
of  America  at  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  desires  always  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  customers,  and 
Locomobile  owners  are  requested  to  send  them  full  reports,  with  any  suggestions,  as  to  how 
their  cars  are  running. 


Lubrication. — The  splash  system  of  lubrication  is  employed,  the  oil  being  carried  in  an 
aluminum  pan  bolted  to  the  crank  case  and  splashed  about  by  the  rotating  crank  shaft  so 
that  all  working  parts  are  thoroughly  lubricated.  This  oil  pan  is  partitioned  so  that  the 
front  compartment  oils  the  two  front  cylinders  and  the  rear  compartment  oils  the  two 
rear  cylinders.  It  is  obvious  that  the  proper  amount  of  oil  should  be  carried  in  each  com- 
partment, as  if  there  is  not  enough  oil  the  level  will  not  be  high  enough  and  the  engine  will 
be  starved ;  on  the  other  hand  if  the  level  is  too  high  oil  will  be  wasted  and  the  surplus  will 
cause  a  deposit  on  the  piston,  rings,  and  cylinder.  This  ultimately  has  a  bad  effect  on  the 
compression  and  make-and-break  ignition  system,  besides  causing  an  unattractive  cloud  of 
smoke  at  the  exhaust.  A  scarcity  of  oil  is,  of  course,  about  the  worst  thing  possible  for  a 
gas  engine,  but  on  the  other  hand  too  much  oil  is  almost  as  bad.  It  is  extremely  important 
to  take  pains  to  see  that  the  adjustment  of  the  oil  feed  to  the  motor  is  always  attended  to 
with  particular  care. 


How  to  Establish  the  Correct  Oil  Level. — The  proper  way  to  inspect  the  oil  level  is  as 
follows :  Have  the  car  on  a  level  floor,  open  the  pet  cocks  underneath  each  half  of  the  crank 
case  oil  pan,  turning  them  horizontally,  and  using  for  the  purpose  a  long  handled  wrench 
which  is  a  part  of  the  regular  equipment  of  the  car.  The  forward  pet  cock  can  be  reached 
through  the  hole  near  the  front  of  the  mud  pan;  the  reaf  pet  cock  through  the  door  near 
the  carburetter.  Remove  the  gauze  caps  over  the  vent  pipes  on  the  exhaust  side  of  the 
motor,  pour  in  oil  slowly  through  a  funnel  until  it  begins  to  drip  through  the  stand  pipe 
and  out  of  the  bottom  of  the  pet  cock.  Wait  until  the  oil  has  ceased  dripping  and  then 
turn  the  pet  cocks  vertically.  If  you  pour  in  the  oil  too  rapidly  and  pour  in  too  much,  the 
oil  will  drip  for  some  little  time  before  it  stops.  When  it  does  stop,  however,  the  exact  level 
is  reached.  Although  the  oil  level  should  be  established  very  day  the  method  above  de- 
scribed may  be  shortened  as  follows:  Start  the  motor  and  throttle  it  down  as  much  as  pos- 
sible so  that  it  is  running  very  slowly,  and  it  should  then  not  show  any  smoke  at  all  at  the 
exhaust  at  the  rear  of  the  car ;  next  press  down  for  a  second  on  the  foot  accelerator  so  as  to 
speed  up  the  motor,  and  then  step  quickly  away  from  the  car  and  look  at  the  exhaust  and 
see  if  it  smokes.  If  the  oil  level  is  correct  there  should  only  be  the  very  slightest,  faintest 
puff  of  blue  smoke.  If  the  motor  smokes  badly  when  it  is  running  slowly  you  have  too 
much  oil  altogether ;  if  it  does  not  smoke  when  it  is  speeded  up  add  a  little  oil  to  each  crank 
case  to  make  sure  that  the  engine  is  getting  all  it  ought  to  have. 


Lubrication  of  the  Transmission  Case. — Access  to  the  transmission  case  is  by  a  hinged 
board  in  the  tonneau.  Unscrew  the  plug  on  the  top  of  the  gear  case  and  pour  in  non-fluid 
oil  through  a  funnel,  the  amount  of  the  lubricant  being  determined  exactly  as  with  the 
motor,  there  being  a  stand  pipe  fitted  in  each  transmission  case,  the  top  of  which  determines 
the  proper  level  of  lubricant.  It  requires  about  two  and  one-half  gallons  of  oil  in  the  type 
"E"  transmission  case  and  about  four  gallons  in  the  type  "H"  transmission  case  to  estab- 
lish the  proper  level.  Access  to  the  pet  cock  is  through  a  door  in  the  mud  pan.  Make  sure 
that  the  stand  pipe  is  clear.  Test  this  by  poking  a  wire  up  and  through  to  clear  the  opening. 
The  level  of  the  lubricant  should  be  inspected  occasionally  and  renewed.  About  every  2,000 
miles  draw  off  the  oil  and  clean  the  case  thoroughly  with  kerosene,  renewing  with  fresh 
non-fluid  oil. 
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Oil  every  day.  Establish  level  in  engine  oil  pans,  steering  heads,  front  wheel  tie  rod,  start- 
ing crank,  fan  bearing,  tappet  rods.  Oil  every  500  miles—Jack  shaft  bearings,  clutch  thrust 
bearings,  inspect  level  in  transmission  case,  concentric  tubes  of  steering  column,  chains, 
hand  lever  bearings,  foot  pedals,  running  brake.  Oil  every  1,000  miles — Wheels,  springs, 
distance  rods,  type  "H"  gear  shifting  rods,  clutch  shaft,  pump  shaft  bearings,  universal 
joints  of  steering  gear,  universal  joint  between  clutch  and  transmission.  Oil  every  2,000 
miles — Fill  oil  wells  of  magneto  1,500  to  2,000  miles,  steering  gears,  clutch  shifting  mechan- 
ism, type  "H."  ' 


The  type  "H"  Locomobile  is  provided  with  a  compression  release  to  enable  the  motor  to  be 
easily  started,  to  be  operated  as  follows :  At  the  front  of  the  car  under  the  radiator  will  be 
found  a  handle.  Thig  handle  is  located  at  the  front  end  of  a  rod,  which  by  means  of  suit- 
able mechanism  is  connected  with  the  exhaust  cam  shaft  so  that  when  the  handle  is  pulled 
forward  the  cam  shaft  slides  backward,  causing  the  cam  rollers  to  rise  on  raised  portions 
of  the  cams,  thus  keeping  the  exhaust  valves  open  part  of  the  stroke,  relieving  the  com- 
pression and  making  the  motor  easier  to  turn  over  by  hand.  Unlock  the  lever  by  pulling  out 
the  button  and  twisting  it  so  that  the  pin  will  not  slip  back  into  the  groove.  Pull  handle 
forward  as  far  as  it  will  go  (about  three-eighths  of  an  inch).  Then  lock  by  twisting  button 
and  permitting  the  pin  to  fly  back  into  the  groove.  Then  crank  the  motor.  Next  unlock  the 
button  and  push  back  the  handle  as  far  as  it  will  go,  and  finally  lock  the  device  by  slipping 
the  button  back  into  place. 


Inspection. — It  takes  only  a  few  minutes  after  a  hard  run  to  look  things  over,  and  it  pays, 
to  do  it.  We  recommend  that  you  acquire  a  habit  of  looking  over  your  car  regularly,  and 
especially  after  it  has  seen  hard  service,  to  make  sure  that  all  important  bolts  and  nuts  are 
tight,  that  the  steering  mechanism  is  in  proper  order,  that  the  hub  caps  on  the  wheels  are 
on  tight,  that  the  spring  clip  nuts  holding  the  springs  to  the  axles  are  tight,  etc.  Other  im- 
portant connections  requiring  regular  inspection  are  these:  Transmission  case  to  frame, 
engine  cylinders  to  motor  base,  motor  base  to  frame.  We  cannot  go  into  details  too  fully 
in  this  matter,  but  the  owner  should  not  forget  that  the  Locomobile,  although  a  very  fine 
machine,  is  none  the  less  a  machine,  and  must  have  intelligent  and  careful  attention.  We 
secure  our  parts  in  the  best  possible  manner  and  our  cars  enjoy  the  best  possible  reputa- 
tion for  standing  up  to  hard  service,  but  inspection  is  necessary  and  the  owner  must  attend 
to  it  or  see  that  it  is  attended  to  properly. 


Muffler  Cut-Out. — A  valve  is  placed  in  the  exhaust  pipe  near  the  end  of  it  and  is  oper- 
ated by  a  chain  leading  to  the  front  of  the  car  and  connected  with  a  foot  pedal.  This  foot 
pedal  is  normally  pushed  forward  and  upwards,  latching  in  this  position  automatically.  This 
keeps  the  valve  closed  and  directs  the  exhaust  through  the  muffler;  if,  however,  the  oper- 
ator presses  down  hard  on  the  pedal  and  moves  it  backward,  the  valve  will  be  opened  and 
the  exhaust  will  pass  out  through  the  exhaust  pipe  to  the  atmosphere.  The  Locomobile 
muffler  offers  very  little  back  pressure,  so  we  do  not  believe  that  customers  will  find  that 
their  cars  will  run  any  better  with  the  muffler  cut-out.  Our  reason  for  using  this  device  is 
that  it  enables  the  operator  to  tell  how  his  motor  is  running,  the  sound  of  the  exhaust 
being  a  very  good  criterion  of  the  correct  adjustment  of  the  mixture  and  the  proper  action 
of  the  spark. 


Use  of  Batteries.— Storage  batteries  are  provided  with  the  type  "H"  car  as  regular  equip- 
ment to  facilitate  cranking  of  the  motor,  but  they  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
than  to  provide  current  at  this  time.  The  electric  current  from  the  battery  is  direct  and  its 
action  on  the  iridium  contacts  of  the  make-and-break  system  is  to  eat  off  the  iridium  from 
one  contact  and  to  build  it  up  on  the  other;  the  current  from  the  magneto  is  alternating  so 
that  there  is  no  destroying  effect  on  the  iridium  contacts.  This  explanation  will  make  it  clear 
why  the  batteries  on  the  type  "H"  car  are  to  be  used  only  in  starting.  This  caution  also- 
applies  to  type  "E"  cars,  which  have  been  furnished  with  batteries  as  extra  equipment.

The  former  being  attend- 
ant with  too  much  danger  and  not  demonstrating 
anything  which  is  considered  at  all  valuable,  will 
have  no  sanction  by  the  club  for  this  year  at  least,  while  the  commercialism  which  enters 
so  largely  into  endurance  tests  makes  this  a  phase  of  automobiling  which  does  not  appeal 
to  club  members.  Where  the  tests  take  place  on  club  runs  with  every  car  owner  on  an 
equal  footing  the  club  believes  results  to  be  of  value.  Touring  is  to  be  a  feature  of  the 
club's  life  this  year  and  the  committee  in  charge  is  arranging  for  a  run  to  Gunn  Lake,  near 
Kalamazoo,  June  9,  at  which  time  the  Celery  City  will  be  taken  into  the  State  organization. 
Later  will  come  a  run  to  Muskegon,  the  Sawdust  City  club  being  induced  at  that  time  to 
affiliate  itself  with  the  rest  of  the  clubs.  The  big  feature,  though,  is  the  run  to  Chicago 
via  Milwaukee.

it  resolved  that  this  club  invites  its  members,  the  makers,  agents  or  owners  of  automobiles, 
to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks  on  Sunday  afternoon,  July  15,  any  and  all  automobiles,  including  chauffeurs,  that  it 
will  be  within  their  power  to  contribute." 
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If  present  plans  are  carried  out,  the  Portland  (Ore.)  Automobile  Qub  will  have  a  home 
of  its  own  during  the  coming  season.  The  club  held  a  recent  meeting  and  decided  to  take 
steps  to  rent  some  farmhouse  for  the  summer,  and  fit  it  up  as  a  regular  Country  Oub.  The 
location  of  the  house  has  not  been  decided,  but  it  will  probably  be  located  somewhere  east 
of  Gresham,  probably  on  the  Sandy  River.  It  is  planned  to  serve  meals  to  the  members 
and  their  families.  A  large  garage  will  be  connected  with  the  house.  A  store  of  gasolene 
and  lubricating  oils  will  be  kept  on  hand.  The  club  is  preparing  to  make  an  effort  for  the 
enforcement  of  an  ordinance,  requiring  all  vehicles  to  carry  lights  after  dark.  This  or- 
dinance was  passed  some  years  ago,  but  never  has  been  rigidly  enforced,  and  the  law  re- 
quiring automobiles  to  carry  lights,  both  in  front  and  behind  the  machine,  has  not  been 
observed.  The  motorists  declare  that  all  vehicles  should  carry  lights,  and  that  a  great 
many  of  the  accidents  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  motorist  is  unable  to  see  the  vehicle  ahead 
of  him. 


A  new  series  of  danger  signboards,  to  be  erected  outside  of  villages  or  at  concealed  turn- 
ings and  other  places  where  a  warning  is  desirable,  have  been  prepared  by  the  Royal  Auto- 
mobile Club  and  the  Motor  Union,  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  acting  in  conjunction.  The 
designs  of  the  special  signs  are  made  to  embody  an  indication  of  the  nature  of  the  particular 
source  of  danger. 


The  Long  Island  Automobile  Club  will  exert  every  effort  this  season  in  order  to  protect 
Long  Island  motorists  from  the  unjust,  if  not  unlawful,  methods  which  have  been  followed 
by  local  constables  at  some  points,  and  the  prosecution  of  motorists  on  purely'  technical 
grounds.  While  the  club  has  little  sympathy  for  the  persistent  violator  of  speed  ordinances, 
or  the  reckless  driver,  whose  fad  is  to  hit  up  a  35  to  50-mile  gait  on  the  country  highways, 
on  the  contrary  it  feels  that  great  injustice  is  done  to  the  average  motorist  who  is  a  careful 
and  moderate  driver,  who  may  innocently  exceed  the  regulations  and  thus  be  made  the 
victim  of  some  local  constable,  or  police  trap.  It  is  especially  urged  that  each  member  report 
to  the  chairman  of  the  runs  and  tours  committee,  by  letter,  regarding  any  police  traps  which 
come  under  his  observation.  By  this  is  meant  the  stationing  of  constables  with  ropes, 
cables,  etc,  to  make  arrests  at  the  extreme  limit  of  village  boundaries,  where  it  is  not 
built  up  and  where  it  is  practically  farming  country.  The  runs  and  tours  committee  is  also 
conferring  with  the  president  and  board  of  trustees  of  each  incorporated  village  on  Long 
Island,  with  a  view  to  having  the  corporation  limits  of  each  village  fixed  and  properly 
designated  by  signs. 


The  newly-formed  Cumberland  Valley  (Pa.)  Automobile  Association  held  its  last  meeting 
at  Mechanicsburg,  Cumberland  County,  where  officers  were  elected  as  follows:  President, 
Judge  Edward  W.  Biddle;  vice-president,  Dr.  Kuhns,  Mechanicsburg;  secretary,  LeRoy 
Plank,  and  treasurer,  John  H.  Gardner,  Carlisle. 

The  St.  Paul  (Minn.)  Automobile  Club  will  have  a  clubhouse  and  garage  this  summer  on 
the  south  side  of  Fourth  street,  between  Minnesota  and  Cedar.  It  will  be  a  two-story  brick 
building  with  a  garage  on  the  first  floor  and  the  clubrooms  on  the  second.  The  clubrooms 
will  include  dining  and  smoking  rooms,  a  buffet  and  ladies'  room.  Work  on  the  building 
will  probably  be  started  within  a  few  days  and  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in 
July  or  August 


Preparations  for  the  entertainment  of  1,606  children  and  old  women  are  being  made  by 
the  joint  committee  representing  the  Chicago  motoring  bodies  for  the  observance  of  Or- 
phans' Day,  June  12.  At  least  300  cars  will  be  required,  and  the  different  clubs  will  vie 
with  each  other  to  see  how  large  a  representation  each  can  muster.  The  plans  are  in  charge 
of  committees  from  the  Chicago  Automobile  Club,  Chicago  Automobile  Trade  Association, 
Austin  Automobile  Club,  Chicago  Motor  Club  and  Chicago  Women's  Motor  Club.

suggestions  are  being  received  regarding  the 
nature  of  the  next  contest.  Many  of  the  members  of  the  club  favor  another  endurance 
run  and  it  is  likely  that  the  contest  for  July  will  include  a  run  with  a  hill-climbing  contest 
Several  routes  have  been  suggested,  but  the  one  meeting  with  the  most  favor  is  for  a  three- 
day  trip  to  Eaglesmere.  The  only  drawback  to  this  plan  is  lack,  of  hotel  accommodations 
at  the  popular  mountain  resort  during  the  busy  summer  season.  The  entire  plan  will  be 
gone  over  carefully  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  exhibition  and  run  committee  and  various 
routes  and  contests  will  be  fully  discussed  before  any  decision  is  made.  A  Jamestown  tour 
has  been  proposed  and  it  is  likely  that  a  run  will  be  arranged  if  a  satisfactory  date  can  be 
selected  to  suit  the  majority  of  the  automobile  owners  who  are  desirous  of  making  the 
run. 


It' has  been  decided  by  the  contest  committee  of  the  Chicago  Motor  Club  to  abandon  the 
proposed  route  from  Chicago  to  Milwaukee  and  return  for  the  annual  reliability  run.  A 
one-day  affair,  including  a  strenuous  journey  of  about  200  miles,  will  be  conducted,  instead 
of  the  two-day  outing  originally  contemplated.  The  course  proposed  will  start  and  finish 
in  Lincoln  Park  at  Grant's  monument.  It  will  run  north  to  Milwaukee,  then  to  McHenry 
and  Elgin,  thence  back  to  Chicago  and  Lincoln  Park.  The  technical  committee  will  at  once 
prepare  the  rules  for  the  contest. 


The  Sonoma  County  (Cal.)  Driving  Club  is  arranging  for  an  automobile  race  meet  to  be 
held  on  the  track  at  Santa  Rosa  on  July  4.  The  program,  as  suggested,  contains  a  25-mile 
race,  open;  a  10-mile  handicap  race;  a  5-mik  race  for  touring  cars  of  35  hp.  or  less,  fully 
equipped ;  a  5-mile  race  for  touring  cars  of  24  hp.  or  less,  fully  equipped ;  a  5-mile  race, 
open  to  all  runabouts;  and  a  5-mile  race  for  touring  cars  and  runabouts  of  18  hp.  or  less, 
fully  equipped.

Some  of  Mexico's  most  enthusiastic  motorists  recently  conducted  an  automobile  race  at 
Guadalajara,  Mexico,  with  all  the  winning  places  going  to  American-made  cars.

A  Pope-Hartford  car,  with  an  American  driver,  secured  the  cup  for  1907,  negotiating  the 
to8  miles  in  three  hours  and  thirteen  minutes.  A  crowd  said  to  surpass  even  the  largest 
audience  at  any  Mexican  bullfight  assembled  to  witness  the  great  event  and  took  a  remark- 
able interest  in  affairs  from  start  to  finish.

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MOTOR  TRAFFIC 

Automobile  Ambulance  Services 

London,  Eng.,  May  15. — Rabid  anti-motorists  and  faddists  who  always 
associate, the  automobile  with  the  idea  of  a  Juggernaut  dealing  death  and  de- 
struction with  every  turn  of  the  wheels  would  be  considerably  astonished  to 
know  that  it  has  other  uses  than  carrying  people  about  for  pleasure  or  making 
another  source  of  profit  in  a  business.  It  is  destined  to  take  place,  indirectly, 
as  an  alleviator  of  pain,  for  in  the  course  of  the  next  year  or  two  every  well- 
ordered  city  in  the  world  will  have  a  motor  ambulance  service  equipped  and 
maintained  out  of  the  general  funds  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  inhabitants. 

The  rush  and  hustle  of  twentieth  century  civilization  takes  its  toll  in  daily 
or  hourly  accidents  that  no  amount  of  human  foresight  can  prevent,  and  year 
by  year,  with  the  great  increase  of  traffic  in  busy  thoroughfares,  the  multiplica- 
tion of  large  factories,  and  the  larger  use  of  machinery  in  all  sorts  of  occupa- 
tions, the  casualty  roll  must  inevitably  mount  higher  and  higher.  Philanthropists 
have  established  hospitals  where,  without  fee  or  reward,  physicians  freely  place 
their  skill  at  the  disposal  of  suffering  humanity.  Britishers  pride  themselves  on 
having  in  every  city  and  town  hospitals  that  on  the  points  of  exterior  architec- 
ture, accommodation,  surgical  equipment  and  financial  endowment  will  bear 
comparison  with  the  best  the  rest  of  the  world  can  produce.  The  State  does  not 
contribute  a  single  farthing  towards  the  building  or  maintenance  of  these 
splendid  charitable  institutions,  every  one  of  them  relying  entirely  upon  money 
voluntarily  given  by  private  persons. 

The  one  great  fault  that  has  hitherto  reflected  against  their  organization 
has  been  the  want  of  means  for  proper  conveyance  of  injured  persons  from  the 
scene  of  an  accident  to  the  hospital  doors.  With  regard  to  State  assistance  an 
exception  must  be  made  concerning  the  terrible  scourges  of  smallpox  and  scarlet 
fever,  municipalities  now  having  the  power  to  erect  and  maintain  hospitals  for 
the  cure  of  these  diseases  where,  as  in  the  case  of  poor  persons,  the  patients  can- 
not be  entirely  isolated;  persons  intended  to  be  cared  for  in  these  hospitals  are 
not  permitted  to  be  removed  in  ordinary  vehicles  and  therefore  horsed  ambulance 
carriages  have  had  to  be  always  kept  in  readiness.  Outside  these  municipally 
owned  ambulances  that  cannot  be  diverted  from  their  specific  purpose,  and 
more  particularly  in  London,  there  has  been  a  dearth  of  suitable  accommodation 
for  conveying  an  injured  person  quickly  and  painlessly  to  where  help  can  be 
obtained.  The  only  accident  ambulances  possessed  by  London  up  to  some  five 
or  six  years  ago  were  those  stationed  at  the  various  police  stations.  These  were, 
and  in  fact  still  are,  about  the  most  antiquated  and  absurd  things  for  the  purpose 
it  is  possible  to  imagine  and  are  in  reality  hand  trucks  on  three  wheels,  very 
badly  sprung  and  having  a  small  water  proof  canvas  hood  that  can  be  drawn 
over  the  head  and  part  of  the  body  of  the  person  laid  upon  the  truck.  It  is 
hardly  conceivable,  but  is  nevertheless  true  that  the  small  wooden  wheels  of 
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these  hand  ambulances  are  shod  with  iron  tires;  the  pain  and  agony  imposed 
on  an  injured  person  who  has  to  be  wheeled  over  rough  roads  on  one  of  these 
instruments  of  torture  can  be  better  imagined  than  described. 

It  is  frequently  the  case  that  one  to  one  and  a  half  hours  elapse  after  an 
accident  has  occurred  before  the  hospital  is  reached  because  owing  to  the  per- 
sistent refusal  of  the  chief  of  the  police  to  have  telephones  installed  at  the  police 
stations.  A  policeman  more  often  than  not,  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  accident, 
has  to  walk  a  mile  to  the  station  house,  push  the  hand  truck  ambulance  back 
again  and  may  then  have  to  traverse  another  two  or  three  miles  to  the  nearest 
hospital  and,  having  left  the  injured  person  there,  has  to  trudge  back  again  with 
the  empty  hand  cart.  This  is  not  an  exaggerated  statement,  for  what  has  just 
been  described  happens  many  times  a  day  all  over  London  and  the  suburbs.  A 
few  years  ago  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Society,  with  the  object  of  instituting 
a  more  humane  system,  collected  funds  and  set  up  a  few  three-wheel  ambu- 
lances, well  sprung  and  fitted  with  solid  rubber  tires,  but  good  as  these  are  the 
same  defect  applies  in  their  having  to  be  pushed  at  a  slow  walk  and  which  may 
make  all  the  difference  between  life  and  death.  Time  after  time  efforts  have 
been  made  to  establish  horse-drawn  accident  ambulances,  always  without  suc- 
cess. Tentative  experiments  were  made  a  year  or  two  ago  with  automobiles 
but,  unfortunately,  the  philanthropic  people  who  were  interested  were  badly 
advised  and  spent  a  lot  of  money  on  a  couple  of  single  cylinder  machines  of 
ancient  type,  terribly  noisy,  with  a  heavy  cramped-for-space  body  and  running 
on  solid  tires.   It  has  been  left  to  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  London  to  pro- 
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vide  a  really  up-to-date  system;  the  arrangements,  however,  only  apply  to  one 
mile  in  each  direction  from  the  Royal  Exchange,  as  the  remaining  part  of  the 
144  square  miles  that  comprise  the  rest  of  London  is  controlled  by  the  London 
County  Council.  Inside  the  four  square  miles  of  the  city's  boundaries,  some  50 
alarm  posts  have  been  installed  where  most  of  the  accidents  take  place,  and 
these  ring  up  in  the  two  ambulance  stations  just  the  same  as  a  fire  alarm. 

Quietness  of  running  being  essential,  it  was  decided  to  purchase  two  vehi- 
cles driven  by  batteries  of  accumulators  and  electric  motors,  very  large  size 
pneumatic  tires  being  fitted  to  the  wheels.  It  will  largely  depend  as  to  how 
well  these  two  electric  ambulances  work  during  the  next  twelve  months  as  to 
whether  the  whole  of  London  shall  be  provided  with  similar  vehicles.  Elec- 
tricity ought  to  score  here  because  the  comparative  infrequency  of  use  will 
enable  the  cells  to  be  kept  fully  charged  at  a  moderate  outlay  and  there  will  be 
no  great  expense  for  renewals  owing  to  the  big  pneumatic  tires  absorbing  all 
the  road  vibration. 

The  Metropolitan  Asylum  Board  of  London,  that  looks  after  fever  and 
smallpox  patients,  owns  some  80  single  horsed  ambulances  and  after  trying  two 
or  three  automobile  patterns  of  the  type  illustrated  has  placed  orders  for  12 
similar  vehicles  and  as  opportunity  serves  will  gradually  displace  all  its  horses. 
A  4-cylinder  16  hp.  engine  is  employed  for  the  drive  with  live  axle  transmis- 
sion and  noticeable  features  of  the  design  are  the  three-quarter  elliptic  springs 
at  front  and  rear,  the  extended  position  of  the  wheels  so  as  to  get  nearly  all  the 
weight  inside  the  wheel  base,  and  solid  tires  on  all  wheels.  This  last  point  in- 
volved more  consideration  than  anything  else  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  use 
solid  tires  in  preference  to  pneumatic  because  very  great  speeds  were  not  so 
much  an  object  as  absolute  regularity  of  running;  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic 
breaking  out  the  necessity  of  bringing  numbers  of  patients  from  their  homes 
at  any  moment  of  the  day  or  night  is  paramount.  The  question  of  expense  did 
not  enter  into  the  calculation,  and  the  slight  increase  in  vibration  has  not  been 
found  to  have  any  detrimental  effect  upon  the  patients  as  would  be  the  case  if 
a  man  with  a  broken  limb  had  to  be  carried. 

The  arrangement  of  a  design  of  ambulance  now  in  use  in  Glasgow,  Scot- 
land, differs  considerably  from  the  London  pattern  in  having  no  side  windows 
for  lighting,  two  narrow  windows  in  front  being  provided  instead,  with  two 
at  the  tops  of  the  rear  doors  that  can  be  closed  by  hinged  shutters  from 
within.  The  rear  pneumatic  tires  have  a  cross  section  diameter  of  five 
inches  and  have  steel  studded  non-slipping  bands.  The  interior  has  a 
pair  of  rails  on  the  floor  on  which  the  bed-frame  can  slide,  with  two 
cross  bars  for  holding  it  rigidly  in  position.  Three  electric  lamps  light 
the  interior,  a  parcel  rack  is  suspended  from  the  roof  and  a  press  button 
indicator  enables  the  attendant  to  communicate  with  the  driver.  The  padded 
seat  can  be  folded  down  flush  with  the  side  of  the  body  and  the  step  at  the  rear 
that  gives  access  to  the  interior  is  fitted  with  double  hinges  and  when  swung 
up  and  over  makes  a  second  padded  seat.  Ventilation  is  obtained  by  two  louvres 
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on  either  side  of  the  vehicle  through  the  front  of  the  roof,  the  latter  being 
covered  with  gauze  to  prevent  dust  entering.  This  ambulance  has  been  used 
most  successfully  for  seven  months  and  six  others  are  now  bemg  built  with 
some  additions  to  make  them  more  suitable  for  the  purpose;  the  bed  win  be 
supported  on  a  frame  work  resting  on  six  double  elliptic  light  springs  fastened 
to  the  floor,  a  water  filter  and  racks  for  glasses  wilt  be  conveniently  placed  and 
there  wilt  be  a  series  of  cupboards  on  the  wall  behind  the  driver  for  surgical 
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instruments,  bandages,  etc.,  for  rendering  first  aid.    Private  persons  have  en 
tirely  defrayed  the  expense  in  Glasgow  and  the  municipality  there  is  ^ 
taining  parliamentary  sanction  for  taking  over  the  ambulance  s  ^ 
charging  all  proper  expenses  upon  the  rate-payers,  all  of  whom  are 
willing  to  bear  their  share.    The  medical  services  of  most  ot  tne^  ^

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The  Railroads  and  the  Commercial  Motor  Car 

By  W.  J.  JOHNSON 

It  is  quite  within  the  bounds  of  reason  for  the  uninitiated  to  ask  of  one  who 
does  know,  "How  do  the  railroads  regard  the  commercial  motor  car?" 

To  the  student  of  railroad  traffic  conditions,  it  is  not  a  very  difficult  matter 
to  respond  intelligently  to  such  a  question.  Assuming  that  one  is  in  a  position 
to  know,  and  he  keeps  his  eyes  open,  he  will  learn  much  of  the  inconsistencies  of 
present  railroad  management.  The  coming  of  the  commercial  car  has,  to  use  a 
common  expression,  "Caused  the  railroads  to  sit  up  and  take  notice."  Why?  For 
this  reason.  At  the  present  stage  of  conditions  the  railroads,  from  one  end  of 
this  great  country  to  the  other,  are  positively  unable  to  handle  freight.  The  con- 
gestion is  everywhere  apparent  and  those  who  have  to  suffer  for  the  inability  of 
the  roads  to  dispose  of  their  freight  (the  shippers)  are  in  a  quandary  as  to 
where  to  seek  a  remedy. 

The  commercial  car  has  for  the  past  few  years  been  plodding  along  and 
passing  from  one  stage  of  evolution  to  another.  The  development  of  the  pleasure 
car  has  so  occupied  the  public  mind  that  little  heed  has  been  paid  to  this  new  com- 
mercial factor,  yet  it  is  causing  no  little  uneasiness  among  railroad  men.  They 
too,  are  in  a  quandary.  They  have  a  monopoly  of  the  transportation  business. 
Take  the  great  Consolidated  system  which  operates  throughout  New  England, 
and,  if  reports  now  in  circulation  are  to  be  depended  upon,  will  ultimately  operate 
to  the  Canadian  border. 

This  system  is  the  gateway  of  New  England.  If  a  man  has  goods  to  ship 
from  Bridgeport  he  uses  the  Consolidated  system.  If  he  would  ship  from  Boston 
to  Stamford  he  pays  freight  to  the  great  Consolidated.  If  he  ships  from  Hart- 
ford he  uses  the  Consolidated.  As  in  Bridgeport,  if  he  ships  by  water  he  patron- 
izes the  Consolidated.  That  is  to  say  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  controls  both  land  and  water  routes  emanating  from  Hartford,  New 
Haven  and  Bridgeport  to  various  points  in  New  England.  With  the  control  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  system  passing  to  the  holding  of  President  Mellen,  the 
snipper  will  be  at  the  mercy  of  one  gigantic  system,  which  for  some  time  to  come 
will  not  be  in  a  position  to  remedy  the  present  freight  congestion. 

And  it  all  comes  about  because  one  car  blocks  another.  Even  the  great 
Pennsylvania  system,  with  its  four  tracks,  is  in  trouble.  Railroad  trains  cannot 
Pass  one  another  while  going  in  the  same  direction  on  the  same  track,  and  a  hot 
°ox  on  a  freight  car  can  tie  up  500  miles  of  travel,  and  in  the  meantime  perish- 
able freight  is  going  to  waste  and  the  "common  people"  will  eventually  pay  for 
ttat  waste  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  man  who  expects  that  shipment  and 
nnas  much  of  h  gone  to  the  bad  ostensibly  is  going  to  raise  the  price  on  some- 
tting  else  to  make  good  that  loss.  It  is  the  same  old  story  of  robbing  Peter  to 
Pay  Paul.  This  may  seem  long  drawn  out  and  one  will  ask,  "How  is  the  commer- 
al  ?ar  of  any  significance?"  That  the  utility  motor  vehicle  does  figure,  that  it  is 
causing  railroad  managers  to  take  notice,  and  that  it  is  bound  ere  long  to  figure 
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as  the  salvation  of  the  freight  congestion  is  obvious  from  conditions  existing  in 
Hartford,  Conn.,  at  the  present  time,  where  commercial  cars  are  popular. 

As  is  well  known  to  the  automobile  public,  there  is  in  contemplation  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  motor  parkway  from  New  York  to  Boston.  Stop  and  think  for 
a  moment  what  this  implies,  what  a  great  boon  it  would  be.  Say,  . tor  ex ample, 
a  stretch  of  faultless  roadway,  225  miles  long  and  sufficiently  wide  to  allow  sev- 
eral cars  to  pass  one  another  at  the  same  time  with  no  danger  of  collision.  ba> 
the  distance  is  225  miles,  and  a  train  of  commercial  cars  leaves  New  York  en 
route  to  Boston  by  way  of  New  Haven,  Hartford,  Springfield  and  Worcester. 
Goods  shipped  to  Hartford  would  reach  their  destination  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
day  they  were  shipped,  a.  thing  now  practically  impossible  under  freight  con- 
gestion conditions,  or  goods  consigned  for  Boston  would  be  in  the  historic  town 
not  later  than  ten  hours  after  leaving  New  York.  The  faultless  stretch  would 
permit  of  a  speed  of  30  miles  an  hour,  which  is  as  good  if  not  better  than  present

It  amused  him,  he  said,  that  the  road  opposed  the 
granting  of  a  liberal  charter  while  it  possessed  one  of  the  broadest  charters  in 
this  country  today.  Mr.  Robinson  contended  that  this  would  not  be  the  case  if 
a  charter  were  granted  for  the  parkway.  The  one  fear  of  the  railroad,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Robinson,  is  that  in  the  course  of  five  years  the  promoters  would  pro- 
pose to  build  almost  any  kind  of  transportation  system  they  saw  fit. 


Third  Commercial  Car  for  Wilmington 

The  Brandy  wine  Electric  and  General  Repair  Co.  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  has 
decided  to  use  an  automobile  in  the  delivery  of  its  goods.  A  machine  was  pur- 
chased but  as  it  did  not  altogether  suit  the  owners,  because  of  the  character  of 
their  business,  they  have  taken  it  apart  at  their  own  plant  and  are  having  it  re- 
built according  to  the  ideas  of  the  members  of  the  firm.  This  makes  the  third 
concern  in  Wilmington  to  put  horseless  vehicles  to  regular  business  use,  the 
pioneer  being  the  Joseph  Bancroft  &  Sons  Co.,  the  secon4  the  Dragon  Run  Dairy 
Company. 


AMBULANCE  IN  USB  IN  THE  FRENCH  ABMY 
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British  Railway  Makes  Extensive  Use  of  Motor  Vehicles

The  Great  Western  Railway  of  England  has  recently  placed  in  operation 
road  motor  cars,  realizing  the  great  advantage  the  electric  trolley  lines  have  as 
feeders  for  the  suburban  and  interurban  railways,  and  also  the  fact  that  pas- 
sengers, parcels  and  freight  must  be  delivered  directly  to  the  homes  of  the 
people.  .  , 

The  electric  suburban  railways,  and  the  interurban  roads  in  traveling  troni 
one  town  to  another  have  the  advantage  of  the  steam  railways  in  being  able, 
without  transfers,  to  carry  the  people  to  that  part  of  the  city ^  which  is  their 
destination.    The  accompanying  illustration  shows  a  depot  of  the  Great  v\est-

ern  Railway  with  a  large  number  of  road  motor  cars  of  various  makes

On  April  9th,  i$o6,  the  Great  Western  Railway  started  *ej"°*°  while  on 
service  in -Devon  County,  between  Moretonhampstead  and  Lhag^  '  between 
June  18th,  also  of  this  year,  service  was  started  in  the  same  w^twocars 
Paignton  and  Brixham,  the  distances  in  each  case  being  five  miles,  w  ^  ^ 
employed  on  each  service.  Additional  road  motor  car  S^1C^  are  Faim0uth. 
lished  as  <  soon  as  cars  are  available  in  Cornwall  County  between 
Redruth  and  Portreath,  also  between  St.  Austell  and  ^^P^^ii  a  lar?e 

The  Great  Western  Railway  already  has  in  operation  in  u>m 
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number  of  lines  of  road  motor  cars  established  during  the  last  three  years,  of  dis- 
tances from  3  to  7/2,  10  and  14  miles  in  length,  with  three  and  four  cars 
operated  on  each  line.  In  Bucks  there  is  a  7/2-mile  service  between  Slough  sta- 
tion and  Beaconsfield,  also  between  Slough,  Eton  and  Windsor,  with  a  13-mile 
service  in  Wilts,  between  Calne  and  Marlborough,  and  a  11 -mile  road  motor  car 
service  in  Gloucestershire,  between  Winchcombe  and  Cheltenham. 

The  11-mile  service  in  Cornwall  County,  between  Helston  and  Lizard,  was 
discontinued  between  Sept.  30,  1904,  and  April  10,  1905,  owing  to  the  action  ot 
the  local  authorities  in  declining  to  steam  roll  the  road.  Recently  this  service 
has  been  started  again  by  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company  as  the  author- 
ities have  agreed  to  meet  the  company's  views  in  the  matter  of  keeping  the  road 
in  condition.  There  are  now  in  operation  at  least  a  score  of  road  motor  car 
services  under  the  direction  and  owned  by  the  Great  Western  Railway  of  Eng- 
land, used  as  feeders  for  that  great  steam  railroad. 

The  large  number  of  long  distance  electric  trolley  lines  in  the  United  btates 
connecting  the  various  cities  with  interurban  and  suburban  lines,  and.  local,  trolley 
lines  so  arranged  that  passengers  may  be  delivered  to  their  very  doors,  cause 
a  great  deal  of  apprehension  on  the  part  of  the  steam  railway  managers  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  Therefore  the  method  adopted  by  the  Great  West- 
ern Railway  of  usin<?  gasolene  road  motor  cars  for  handling  the  passengers  from

the  steam  railway  depots  tb  various  point  in  the  cities  and  surrounding  towns 
and  villages  may  be  considered  carefully  as  applied  to  American  conditions. 

The  Great  Western  Railway  Company  has  a  large  number  of  different  types 
of  cars  now  at  work,  including  steam  cars  and  trucks  for  hauling  freight  with 
trailers,  as  well  as  gasolene  trucks  for  carrying  freight  to  towns  not  reached  by 
the  railway  directly,  and  for  hauling  produce  to  market  for  the  farmers,  as  well 
as  parcel  vans  and  baggage  motor  cars  for  handling  this  material  owned  by  the 
passengers  and  now  carried  by  truckmen  and  delivery  companies  to  and  from  the 
depot.  Among  the  different  gasolene  motor  cars  and  steam  cars  for  road  service 
utilized  by  the  Great  Western  Railway,  are  those  built  by  Clarkson,  Ltd.,  of 
Chelmsford,  England,  the  Wolseley  Tool  and  Motor  Company,  Ltd.,  of  Birming- 
ham, also  the  Maudslay  Motor  Company,  Ltd.,  of  Parkside,  Coventry,  England, 
and  a  number  of  London  manufacturers  such  as  the  Milnes-Diamler,  Ltd.,  the 
Motor  Car  Emporium,  Ltd.,  and  Straker  &  Squire,  Ltd. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  details  of  construction  of  some  of  these  cars,  most 
of  which  have  two  men  for  operation,  a  driver  and  a  conductor. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  Great  Western  Company  that  these  motor  car  services 
are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  residents  of  the  districts  served  by  them,  affording 
vastly  improved  facilities  for  travel  in  places  where  the  construction  of  a  line 
of  railways  would  not  be  commercially  justified.    It  is  also  maintained  that  the 
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gasolene  motor  car  lines  open  up  new  beauty  spots  to  the  tourists  as  illustrated 
by  the  services  to  "The  Land's  End"  and  "St.  Just"  running  in  connection  with 
the  company's  express  trains,  and  bringing  those  places  within  eight  hours  of 
London,  and  opening  up  to  the  tourist  the  charming  coast  line  of  the  Cornish 
Riviera. 

These  gasolene  omnibuses,  in  also  carrying  parcels  and  packages  for  farmers 
and  other  residents  along  the  lines,  take  advantage  of  cheap  rates  and  special  fa-

cilities  introduced  by  the  steam  railway  company.  This  enables  the  farmers  to 
send  their  produce  to  new  markets  cheaply,  and  new  areas  of  supplies  are 
opened  to  the  public,  while  improved  postal  facilities  are  afforded  to  remote  dis- 
tricts where  these  cars  are  utilized  for  the  conveyance  of  the  mails. 


Ware  This  Speedy  Chaser  After  Law  Breakers 

New  Jersey  officials,  strong  against  the  speeding  of  automobiles  along  the 
public  highway,  have  decided  to  enforce  the  speed  ordinance,  and  have  pur- 
chased a  type  XV  Pope-Toledo  to  run  down  the  violators.  Mr.  J.  B.  R.  Smith, 
State  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles,  in  expressing  his  opinion,  says: 

"The  car  is  not  an  extravagance  but  an  absolute  necessity,  and  will  give  the 
department  an  immense  advantage  over  the  motorists  who  insist  upon  breaking 
the  Automobile  Speed  Law." 
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New  Hospital  Ambulance  in  Springfield 

Springfield,  Mass.,  has  the  latest  acquisition  in  the  electric  line.  The 
Homeopathic  Hospital  has  just  purchased  a  Riker  electric  ambulance  for  general 
hospital  service.  The  wheel  base  of  the  vehicle  is  84  inches  and  the  tread  is  63 
inches.  The  rear  wheels  are  42  inches  in  diameter  and  the  front  ones  38  inches 
and  are  of  wood  fitted  with  solid  rubber  tires.  A  40-cell  underslung  battery 
supplies  the  power  for  two  motors,  which  work  individually  with  each  rear  wheel. 

The  general  conformation  of  the  body  resembles  the  conventional  horse- 


drawn  vehicle.  There  is  a  large  plate  glass  window  in  each  side  panel  at  the 
rear,  while  another  large  plate  glass  window  is  at  the  front  of  the  vehicle  in  the 
rear  of  the  driver's  seat.  The  interior  is  illuminated  by  ceiling  electric  lights, 
while  side  lights  are  provided  just  above  the  driver's  seat.  A  portable  electric 
light  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  surgeon,  which  makes  a  most  desirable 
accessory  on  occasion. 

There  are  two  sets  of  brakes,  one  actuated  by  a  foot  pedal  and  the  other 
by  hand  lever,  the  shoes  working  directly  against  the  tires.  An  11-inch  repeating 
gong  serves  ample  warning  of  approach  and  accommodations  are  provided  for 
one  patient,  two  attendants  and  operator.  There  is  a  full  equipment  of  furnish- 
ings, such  as  stretchers  and  the  like.  The  radius  of  action  is  30  miles  per 
charge,  with  a  maximum  speed  of  15  miles  per  hour. 
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Want  More  Privileges  on  Docks 

Some  headway  was  made  last  week  in  the  matter  of  securing  for  gasolene 
commercial  motor  vehicles  the  privileges  of  the  steamship  and  railroad  docks  in 
and  around  New  York.  Upon  an  invitation  from  the  Local  Freight  Agents' 
Association,  the  American  Motor  Car  Manufacturers'  Association  was  repre- 
sented by  its  general  manager,  Alfred  Reeves,  while  the  New  York  Automobile 
Trade  Association  delegated  E.  V.  Stratton,  its  secretary,  to  appear  at  the  meet- 
ing. L.  B.  Sanders  of  the  motor  car  department  of  Fiss,  Doerr  &  Carroll  Com- 
pany also  attended. 

The  freight  agents  agreed  to  all  of  the  arguments  advanced  in  favor  of  the 
commercial  vehicles  and  pointed  to  the  fact  that  a  short  time  ago  they  passed  a 
resolution  favoring  gasolene  trucks  being  permitted  on  the  docks.  The  matter  is 
now  up  to  the  Trunk  Line  Freight  Association  and  through  them  to  the  under- 
writers. An  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  the  shippers  and  every  possible  ar- 
gument will  be  brought  forward  to  show  wherein  their  admittance  will  be  a  favor 
to  the  shipper  and  to  the  freight  handling  companies,  to  say  nothing  of  the  trade 
factor  it  will  be  for  the  American  builders  of  commercial  vehicles. 


First  "Rubber  Neck"  Vehicle  for  Indianapolis 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  May  28— The  first  sightseeing  service  in  Indianapolis, 
and  one  of  the  first  in  the  Middle  West,  was  put  in  operation  here  on  May  15. 
It  is  owned  by  the  Indianapolis  Sightseeing  CompanVj  which  was  organized  sev- 
eral months  ago  for  the  purpose.  At  present  two  cars  are  being  operated,  one 
built  by  the  Boyd  Automobile  Co.,  which  is  interested  in  the  sightseeing  com- 
pany and  the  second  by  the  Autocar  Equipment  Company  of  Buffalo.  The  car 
built  in  Indianapolis  is  of  35  hp.,  having  a  four-cylinder  Herschell-Spilman  en- 
gine.   It  will  seat  20  passengers. 

Several  trips  around  the  city  are  made  daily,  starting  from  the  foot  of  the 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monument.  A  fare  of  25  cents  is  charged  for  the  trip, 
which  lasts  something  more  than  an  hour.  Because  of  the  excellent  condition  of 
the  streets  and  the  numerous  points  of  interest,  it  is  believed  the  venture  will 
prove  to  be  a  success. 


Oldest  Rural  Carrier  in  Oldest  Car 

Crawfordsville,  Ind.,  May  25. — W.  P.  Daggett,  a  veteran  rural  route 
carrier  of  this  city,  lays  claim  to  being  the  oldest  carrier  in  the  service,  counting 
the  number  of  years  employed.  He  claims  to  have  been  the  first  carrier  appointed 
when  the  rural  route  service  was  started,  and  so  far  none  has  disputed  him. 

Incidentally  Daggett  was  among  the  first  carriers  to  adopt  the  automobile  for 
delivery  purposes.    He  has  been  using  an  Oldsmobile  something  more  than  two 
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years,  and  the  little  car  has  been  in  service  almost  constantly  since  that  time. 
He  also  keeps  a  horse  and  buggy  for  emergency  purposes,  but  it  is  only  used  in 
cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

The  route  which  Daggett  covers  is  26  miles  long,  one  of  the  longest  running 
out  of  here.  In  his  automobile  he  covers  it  in  from  two  and  one-half  to  three 
hours.  Speaking  of  cost,  Daggett  said  the  horse  and  buggy  and  automobile  cost 
practically  the  same  to  maintain — running  from  $9  to  $12  a  month,  including  all 
gasolene,  tires  and  repairs.  When  not  on  duty  Mr.  Daggett  gets  much  pleasure 
in  riding  around  Crawfordsville  with  his  daughter.  On  the  recent  automobile 
day  Daggett  captured  the  $10  prize  offered  for  the  oldest  automobile  in  the 
parade. 


Firestone  Brings  Out  a  New  Non-Skid 

A  non-skidding  tread  which  can  be  incorporated  in  any  type  of  pneumatic 
tire  during  manufacture  has  been  brought  out  by  the  Firestone  Tire  &  Rubber 
Company,  Akron,  O.   The  new  tire  is  known  as  the  "Dual  Tread,"  and  is  con- 
structed somewhat  thicker  than   the   ordinary  tire,  its 
tread  consisting  of  two  ridges  of  rubber  about  %  inches 
high  and  from  iy2  to  2  inches  apart,  extending  around 
the  tire.    It  is  adaptable  to  tires  of  $y2 -inch  size.    It  is 
claimed  that  this  device  gives  non-skidding  properties  in 
advance  of  those  possessed  by  any  other  tire  now  on  the 
market. 

The  Firestone  Tire  &  Rubber  Company,  of  Akron, 
O.,  has  adopted  an  unique  plan  for  obtaining  a  new  and 
original  letterhead.  The  company  seeks  an  entirely  new 
design  and  to  that  end  has  addressed  letters  to  a  number 
of  the  leading  engravers  and  commercial  artists  of  the 
country,  offering  $100  for  what  in  the  judgment  of  the 
officers  of  the  company,  will  prove  to  be  the  best  design 
submitted.  The  company  gives  no  suggestions — merely 
sends  the  engravers  samples  of  advertising  matter  and 
the  old  letterheads. 


Special  Royal  Car  to  Do  Duty  at  Bullfrog 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  May  20. — The  Royal  Motor  Car  Company  of  Cleve- 
land has  just  completed  a  car  for  the  Bullfrog  Mining  Company  of  Bullfrog, 
Nev.  The  chassis  is  of  the  regular  construction,  but  the  body  and  equipment  are 
designed  specially  for  very  rough  usage.  The  tonneau  has  been  put  forward  to 
a  point  18  inches  from  the  back  of  the  front  seat  and  the  car,  originally  designed 
to  carry  seven  passengers,  is  arranged  to  carry  only  four.  Between  the  seats 
at  the  back  is  a  space  for  carrying  four  extra  tires  and  a  large  copper  tank  for 
gasolene  has  been  attached  behind  the  rear  seats. 
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The  body  under  the  back  seats  has  been  lengthened  15  inches,  to  provide 
space  for  storing  tools,  a  folding  wire  mattress,  cooking  utensils,  etc.  There 
is  provision  for  carrying  a  large  amount  of  baggage. 

Oil  tanks,  holding  10  gallons,  are  fitted  on  the  foot  boards,  which  are  un- 
usually strong.  The  body  has  iron  standards,  which  will  not  carry  a  top,  but  a 
wire  mattress,  for  use  when  the  passengers  have  to  sleep  out.  The  special  car  is 
to  be  used  by  the  officers  of  the  Bullfrog  Mining  Company  in  a  rough  country. 


Conducting  Collecting  Campaigns  Witt  Automobiles 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  May  28. — It  has  been  shown  conclusively  that  the  auto- 
mobile is  the  best  collecting  agency  possible.  Within  the  last  two  or  three 
months  the  use  of  automobiles  in  this  city  has  resulted  in  the  collection  of  $836,- 
000  for  new  buildings  of  public  and  fraternal  institutions. 

First  the  Y.  M-  C.  A.  started  out  to  collect  $250,000  for  a  new  building. 
Automobile  companies  and  owners  placed  a  dozen  cars  at  the  disposal  of  the 
various  committees  and  the  amount  was  raised  in  17  days,  with  just  $23,000 
above  the  amount  desired.  The  Y  .W.  C.  A.  followed  a  similar  course,  start- 
after  $100,000  and  getting  $113,000.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  F.  and 
A.  M.,  attempted  to  collect  $200,000,  and  it  is  needless  to  say,  succeeded  within 
a  given  time. 

The  latest  effort  has  been  that  of  Butler  University  to  raise  an  endowment 
fund  of  $250,000.  The  amount  was  raised,  Dr.  J.  B.  Long  of  the  "Sawbones" 
team  being  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  successful  collectors.

Our  Common  Country 

Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  are  two  States  that  require  citizens  of  other 
States  (if  they  happen  to  be  motorists)  to  take  out  a  license  before  entering  their 
territory;  and  both  forbid,  under  severe  penalties,  such  strangers  to  carry  on 
their  cars  the  license  number  of  any  other  State  after  they  cross  the  border.  Prac- 
tically every  other  State  recognizes  the  license  number  of  sister  commonwealths, 
either  for  a  limited  time  or  without  restrictions.  Efforts  have  been  made  this 
year  in  both  the  States  mentioned  to  secure  a  modification  of  the  obnoxious 
laws;  and  in  Pennsylvania  especially  it  was  believed  that  the  efforts  would  be 
successful.  Both,  however,  have  ended  in  utter  failure;  and  in  the  case  of  New 
Jersey  matters  have  been  made  worse  by  the  passage  of  a  bill  which  may  render 
impossible  the  lenient  policy  hitherto  pursued  by  the  officials  of  that  State. 

This  week  certSfrr  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  have  arranged 
interesting  automobile  contests  and  have  •extended  invitations  to  motorists  in 
other  States  t6  join  them  in  celebrating  the  holiday  of  the  merry  month  of  May 
— Decoration  Day.  The  Pennsylvania  motorists  have  been  particularly  hos- 
pitable and  invited  their  fellows  in  surrounding  States  to  be  their  guests. 

All  this  is  friendly  and  kind,  and  the  Pennsylvanians  have  done  everything 
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in  their  power  to  make  the  visit  a  pleasant  one.  But,  unfortunately,  they  are  not 
all-powerful.  They  can  do  nothing  to  lessen  or  remove  the  obstacles  placed  in 
the  path  of  the  visitors.  The  latter  if  coming  from,  say  New  York,  must  first 
enter  Jersey.  On  the  ferry  boat  they  must  remove  their  New  York  license  num- 
bers and  put  on  Jersey  numbers — if  they  have  been  provident  enough  to  procure 
them  in  advance.  When  they  reach  the  Pennsylvania  line  they  must  discard  the 
Jersey  numbers  and  equip  their  car  with  Pennsylvania  numbers,  procured  from 
Harrisburg  a  week  or  so  earlier.  Returning  to  New  York,  the  process  must  be 
repeated,  first  the  "Pa."  being  removed  and  the  "N.  J."  attached  in  its  place,  and 
then  the  "N.  Y."  affixed.  If,  in  the  meantime,  no  arrest  has  been  made  for  vio- 
lating a  law  that  is  well  known  to  be  impossible  of  observance,  the  "pleasure 
trip"  is  brought  to  a  happy  conclusion. 

Nice  procedure  it  is,  to  be  sure!  So  conducive  to  pleasant  feelings  for  the 
States  visited !  If  you  forget  to  go  through  the  formalities  required,  which  take 
some  little  time — why  then  you  stay  at  home  or  venture  into  the  barbarous 
country  at  your  own  risk.  If  the  New  Jersey  license  arrives  on  time  ,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  one  is  delayed,  you  stay  at  home  just  the  same.  It  is  a  game  akin 
to  that  played  by  the  Barbary  pirates  whom  we  so  roundly  trounced  a  century 
ago:  Pay  tribute  or  venture  near  at  your  peril! 


Of  speed  madness,  the  kind  that  affects  the  imagination  of  the  yellow  jour- 
nals— and  some  not  usually  termed  yellow — we  hear  much,  and  we  smile  at  the 
twaddle,  or  protest  against  it,  as  the  mood  seizes  us.  But  there  is  a  variety  of 
speed  madness  which,  although  it  affects  only  an  infinitesimally  small  number  of 
motorists,  is  a  real  and  present  danger.  It  is  that  species  of  mania  that  leads 
people  to  "go  for  records" — preferably  "city  to  city"  records. 

The  mania  referred  to  comes  in  waves.  A  few  days  ago  a  party  of  four  en 
route  to  Atlantic  City  for  a  "record"  came  to  grief;  result,  one  member  at  death's 
door,  the  others  in  a  hospital  This  was  a  "private  trial."  More  frequent  are  the 
oublic  ones — the  widely  heralded  and  persistently  advertised  runs  in  which  both 
the  existing  record  and  the  existing  law  was  fractured.  Usually  there  is  no  acci- 
dent and  no  arrest. 

Is  there  general  and  emphatic  condemnation  of  these  flagrant  misdeeds? 
Do  those  in  position  and  authority  in  the  motoring  world  protest — clubs,  asso- 
ciations, the  automobile  press  and  the  trade  ?  No.  It  is  left  for  the  dailies  to  lift 
their  voices  and  cry  out  against,  not  these  particular  law  breakers,  but  in  con- 
demnation of  all  motorists! 

It  is  high  time  for  a  change.    But  will  it  come?

The  E.  R.  Thomas  Detroit  company  has 
announced  the  purchase  of  twelve  acres 
of  ground  on  the  south  side  of  Jefferson 
avenue,  adjoining  the  new  belt  line,  as  a 
site  for  a  new  factory.  All  the  prelimin- 
ary arrangements  have  been  worked  out 
quietly,  and  the  formal  announcement  was 
deferred  until  the  first  anniversary  of  the 
organization  of  the  company.  The  E.  R. 
Thomas  Detroit  company  began  business 
a  year  ago  and  during  that  time  has  mar- 
keted five  hundred  large  motor  cars,  the 
greatest  number  of  high  powered  cars 
ever  sold  by  any  automobile  company  dur- 
ing the  first  year  of  its  existence.  The 
new  site  for  the  company  is  four  miles 
from  its  present  location.  The  new  fac- 
tory buildings  will  be  constructed  entirely 
of  reinforced  concrete.  The  unit  system 
of  construction  having  been  adopted,  two 
units  will  be  completed  at  the  present  time 
and  other  units  will  be  added  as  the  growth 


of  the  business  demands.  The  main 
buildings  will  be  400x60  feet,  three  stor- 
ies in  height.  There  will  be  a  separate 
power  plant  of  large  dimensions,  a  stock 
building  and  a  testing  building,  besides  a 
large  garage  thoroughly  equipped.  The 
officials  of  the  company  have  spent  sev- 
eral weeks  visiting  all  of  the  more  modern 
automobile  factories  in  America.

When  F.  A.  Babcock,  president  of  the 
Babcock  Electric  Carriage  Company,  left 
Buffalo  in  the  middle  of  May  for  a  trip 
through  the  South,  he  had  planned  on 
forgetting  business  cares  entirely.  Mr. 
Babcock  is  so  well  known,  however,  in  the 
automobile  trade  that  his  arrival  in  each 
city,  from  Atlantic  City  southward,  was 
the  occasion  of  a  gathering  of  automobile 
men  at  his  hotel,  and  the  consequent 
"shop"  talk.  This  "shop"  talk  became  so 
earnest  and  business-like  that  Mr.  Bab- 
cock picked  up  quite  a  few  orders,  even 
without  looking  for  them.  In  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  he  found  so  great  a  demand  for 
"Babcocks"  that  he  received  an  order  for 
a  carload  to  be  sent  by  express.  "No  use 
trying  to  disguise  it,"  he  wired  from  Flor- 
ida, "people  here  want  electrics.  Women 
crazy  over  them." 


At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  New  York  Automobile  Trade  As- 
sociation, held  in  their  new  rooms  in  The 
Motor  Mart  this  week,  the  matter  of  in- 
corporation was  completed  and  The  Dar- 
racq  Motor  Car  Co.,  Mr.  C  B.  Rice,  The 
Haynes  Automobile  Co.,  A.  G.  South- 
worth  Co.,  and  D.  P.  Nichols  &  Co.,  were 
elected  members.  Matters  of  importance 
to  dealers  in  New  York  were  taken  up, 
such  as  an  Automobile  Sale  Week,  the 
refusal  of  steamship  companies  to  allow 
gasolene  motor  trucks  on  their  piers,  the 
establishment  of  a  collection  department 
for  the  benefit  of  the  members. 


M.  W.  Higgins,  a  motorist,  and  Howard 
Fisher,  a  prominent  horseman  of  Balti- 
more, Md.,  became  engaged  in  a  discussion 
about  the  price  of  gasolene  and  the  cost  of 
maintaining  an  automobile.  A  bet  of 
$200  resulted.  It  was  that  Higgins  could 
drive  a  touring  car  25  miles  on  a  gallon 
of  gasolene.  If  he  went  less,  he  was  to 
lose;  if  he  went  25  miles  or  more,  he 
would  win.  A  Model  "D"  light  touring 
Aerocar  was  selected.  The  management 
gave  the  use  of  the  track  and  the  crowd 
watched,  as  round  and  round  the  machine 
went  for  something  like  a  half  hour.  Hig- 
gins had  paused  at  the  three-quarter  post 
on  the  twenty-fourth  round,  and  it  began 
to  look  as  though  the  horseman  would 
lose.  There  were  a  few  broken  chugs  of 
the  motor — the  machine  slowed  down,  and 
with  a  final  kick  stopped  a  few  hundred 
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yards  from  the  wire.  Although  the  stake 
was  lost,  it  was  conceded  by  motorists 
that  the  performance  was  remarkable  in 
that  the  car  made  so  high  a  mileage. 


W.  O.  Thomas  of  Chicago,  a  noted  en- 
gineer, is  planning  to  erect  an  automobile 
factory  in  Janesville,  Wis.,  having  inter- 
ested sufficient  capital  there  to  insure  a 
start  The  machine  is  a  device  of  his  own 
ideas  and  patents  are  held  by  him.  He 
plans  to  begin  on  a  small  scale  and  if  suc- 
cessful will  build  a  large  plant  at  Janes- 
ville. ,   

"The  Glidden  Tour  covered  1,100  miles, 
requiring  an  average  of  95  miles  a  day," 
says  C.  H.  Tangeman  of  the  Hoi-Tan  Co. 
"Compare  this  as  a  test  with  the  Coppa 
d'Oro  Endurance  Run  in  Italy  last  year,  in 
which  Fiat  cars  performed  so  creditably. 
The  race  was  for  2,700  miles,  which  had 
to  be  covered  in  nine  days,  an  average  of 
300  miles  a  day  and  at  a  speed  of  upwards 
of  30  miles  an  hour.  The  penalties  for 
delays  were  very  exacting  and  the  roads 
were  poor,  the  Italian  Alps  being  included 
in  the  route.  A  similar  test  was  the  recent 
Targa  Florio.  As  a  real  test  of  automo- 
bile construction,  I  suggest  a  race  where- 
in each  car  is  burdened  like  a  race  horse 
with  weight  in  proportion  to  its  maximum 
cylinder  volume.  Get  some  county  author- 
ity to  set  aside  for  a  portion  of  a  day 
some  ordinary  roads,  cleared  of  other  ve- 
hicles, and  send  touring  chassis  with 
stock  springs  over  them  for  500  miles  at 
top  speed.  Such  a  contest  would  not  only 
test  the  skill  of  the  drivers  but  would  rack 
to  pieces  many  of  the  cars  which  are  able 
to  get  a  perfect  score  in  a  contest  like  the 
Glidden  Tour."

Motor  Car  Company,  has  gone  with  the 
Standard  Automobile  Company  of  Pitts- 
burg as  assistant  general  manager.

Story  of  tne  Run 

In  the  face  of  weather  conditions  so  unfavorable  that  there  was  talk  of 
postponement,  the  200  miles  Endurance  Run  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club 
was  conducted  to  a  successful  conclusion  Thursday,  June  6,  marred  only  by 
a  distressing  fatal  accident,  due  to  the  criminal  practice  of  running  high 
speed  express  trolley  cars  at  grade  across  public  highways  without  the  use 
of  precautions  of  any  kind  to  warn  users  of  the  highways.  The  accident, 
which  was,  of  course,  made  the  most  of  by  the  New  York  dailies,  threw  a 
gloom  over  the  affair,,  which  otherwise  was  without  hitch  or  blemish  of  any 
kind,  the  management  being  of  the  gilt-edge  kind,  with  all  arrangements 
made  and  carried  out  in  unimpeachable  style.  Out  of  27  cars  that  came  to 
the  starting  point,  at  Columbus  Circle,  New  York  City,  at  6  a.  m.,  no  less 
than  18  finished  at  Albany  that  night,  while  several  others  got  so  close  to 
the  finishing  point  that  they  could  easily  have  completed  the  journey. 

At  this  writing — Friday  morning — Chairman  R.  H.  Johnston  of  the 
contest  committee  states  that  while  no  official  statement  can  be  given  out, 
it  seems  apparent  that  the  winner  of  the  trophy  for  touring  cars  is  No.  24, 
the  24  hp.  air  cooled  Corbin  car,  driven  by  James  Dower,  while  the  honors 
in  the  runabout  class  seem  to  belong  to  No.  11,  the  30  hp.  Haynes  driven  by 
C.  B.  Warren.  The  former  appears  to  have  lost  only  9  points  and  the  latter 
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17.  These,  erf  course,  are  penalizations  on  the  schedule,  with  the  official 
reports  of  the  observers  still  to  be  handed  in. 

The  local  observer  seemed  to  be  as  much  at  sea  as  any  one  else  in  the 
matter  of  forecasting  the  brand  of  weather  that  would  be  handed  out,  but 
the  outlook  Wednesday  night  was  anything  but  reassuring.  Rain,  of  the 
intermittent  variety,  had  been  the  order  for  so  long  that  people  began  to 
despair  of  ever  seeing  clear  skies  and  unclouded  sun.  Reports  from  up 
state  and  over  in  western  Massachusetts  were  about  as  pessimistic  as  they 
could  be.  Rain  had  been  falling  for  days  and  the  roads  were  mud  holes  and 
quagmires  in  places.  But  the  committee  was  not  inclined  to  turn  back  from 
its  task  and  no  thought  of  postponement  was  entertained. 

Sun  Came  Out  to  Delude 

Thursday  morning  was  more  encouraging.  The  sun  actually  shone  and 
while  there  was  still  a  haze  in  the  air  the  outlook  was  decidedly  improved. 
It  only  proved  to  be  a  "come-on,"  however,  for  as  the  morning  advanced  it 
became  cloudy  again  and  shortly  after  noon  the  contestants  ran  into  rain, 
which  lasted  all  the  afternoon  and  became  heavier  as  they  advanced.  Pleas- 
urable anticipations  took  wings  and  the  affair  resolved  itself  into  a  dogged, 
mud-plugging  advance  that  recked  little  of  obstacles. 

With  200  miles  to  cover  on  schedule  time,  and  a  schedule  that  was  not 
framed  in  anticipation  of  water  soaked  roads,  the  drivers  had  their  work  cut 
out  for  them.  It  was  plug,  plug,  plug,  all  the  way,  and  the  great  majority  of 
the.  cars  kept  at  it  uninterruptedly.  Up  the  Hudson  to  Poughkeepsie,  then 
across  into  Connecticut  by  way  of  Amenia  and  Lakeville  until  the  Berkshire 
valley  was  reached ;  then,  still  following  the  route  of  the  Glidden  tourists  in 
1905,  to  Great  Barrington,  Lenox  and  Pittsfield,  where  a  north-westerly  di- 
rection was  taken,  marking  the  entrance  upon  the  last  leg  of  the  journey, 
with  the  New  York  state  capital  as  the  destination.  Checking  stations  had 
been  established  at  Tarrytown,  24  miles;  Poughkeepsie,  75  miles;  Amenia, 
102,  miles;  Great  Barrington,  138  miles;  Pittsfield,  155  miles  and  Chatham, 
183  miles.    An  hour  was  allowed  for  luncheon  at  Great  Barrington. 

Slippery  Roads  Cause  Many  Mishaps 

The  muddy,  slippery  roads  were  responsible  for  the  absence  of  clean 
scores  and  the  many  skiddings,  twists  and  turns  which  resulted  in  minor 
casualties.  Tires  were  punctured  and  bursted,  axles  twisted,  springs 
wrenched  and  a  few  broken,  and  altogether  the  participants  had  a  most 
strenuous  day.  It  was  trying  on  nerves  and  strength,  as  well  as  on  cars  and 
tires,  and  it  was  a  weary,  albeit  fairly  cheerful  and  contented,  lot  of  men 
that  gathered  at  the  Ten  Eyck  in  the  evening. 

It  was  at  Clinton  Heights,  about  3  miles  outside  of  Albany,  that  the 
distressing  accident  referred  to  occurred.  Here  the  state  road  is  crossed  by 
the  Albany  and  Hudson  trolley  line,  which  runs  locals  and  expresses  be- 
tween these  two  points,  the  expresses  at  railroad  speed.  A  Corbin  car 
driven  by  Jas.  Swan  and  having  Howard  Mosher  as  observer  and  Clarence 
Mackenzie  on  the  rumble  seat  approached  the  crossing  just  in  time  to 
meet  a  heavy  express  trolley  speeding  by  at  top  speed.  The  trolley  car 
struck  the  automobile  and  hurled  it  from  its  path,  killing  Mackenzie  and 
severely  injuring  both  Swan  and  Mosher.

One  of  Automobile  Topics  readers  pro- 
pounds a  seemingly  simple  question, 
which,    nevertheless,    sets    one  thinking. 

  ______    His  question   follows:   "I  write  to  ask 

it  it  is  necessary  for  a  New  Jersey  automobile  owner  to  obtain  a  license  for  his 
car  if  he  wishes  to  tour  the  New  York  State?"  The  answer  is  very  simple,  to 
wit,  that  New  York  recognizes  the  licenses  of  other  States  and  permits  the 
citizens  of  the  latter  to  use  its  highways  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
that  govern  New  Yorkers.  In  this  New  York  is,  of  course,  only  doing  what 
«  right  and  proper,  and  no  one  would  for  an  instant  wish  any  other  course  to  be 
followed.  But  it  is  rather  galling  for  a  New  Yorker  to  be  told  that  New  Jersey 
does  not  extend  to  non-residents  these  courtesies— if  courtesies  they  can  be 
termed.  Instead  it  forces  motorists  from  other  States  to  procure  credentials 
from  its  license  mill  before  obtaining  the  right  to  enter  its  borders.  As  if  this 
were  not  enough  it  goes  further  and  compels  the  visitor  to  remove  from  his  car 
the  number  issued  by  his  home  State. 

Thus  the  Jerseyman  is  made  to  appear  in  the  double  light  of  a  boor  and  a 
tribute  taker.  He  avails  himself  of  the  privilege  granted  by  sister  communities 
but  refuses  to  return  the  courtesy.  The  same  sorry  showing  is  made  as  regards 
the  sordid  aspect  of  the  case.  The  Jersey  motorist  comes  to  New  York  without 
Paying  tax  there,  but  when  the  New  Yorker  visits  Jersey  the  authorities  of 
the  latter  State  takes  his  monev  with  hardly  as  much  as  a  "by  your  leave.  Ot 
course,  the  Jersey  motorist  is' not  altogether  to  blame,  but  he  benefits  by  the 


boorishi 


ness  and  cupidity  of  his  law-makers. 
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Having  decided  upon  an  earlier  show  than  usual,  the  promoters  of  the  Madison 
Square  Garden  affair  have  persuaded  the  decorator-in-chief  to  substitute  a  fall 
setting  for  the  winter  scene  that  elicited  so  many  admiring  plaudits  last  year.

It  isn't  often  that  you  get  a  real  live  vice-president  to  officiate  at  the  cornerstone 
laying  of  an  automobile  factory. 

"Only  14  cars  are  entered  so  far  in  the  'padlocked'  contest  of  the  Automobile 
Club  of  America/'  declares  the  automobile  writer  on  a  local  daily.  One  might 
imagine  from  this  that  the  contest  referred  to  is  regarded  as  being  detrimental 
to  the  industry.  The  truth  is,  however,  that  the  only  ones  likely  to  be  hurt  are 
the  makers  of  poor  cars  that  are  not  fitted  for  a  really  severe  test. 

"It  is  not  the  man  who  knows  the  least  but  the  one  who  thinks  he  knows  the 
most  who  is  most  to  be  feared,"  declares  a  motorist  who  has  studied  the  subject 
of  competent  and  incompetent  drivers.

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to  buy  cars  will  find  it  an  easy  matter  to  arrange  to  have  trials  of  the  varoius 
cars  on  other  occasoins.  Nevertheless,  such  abandonment  will  bear  hardly  on 
some  of  the  less  popular*cars.  As  a  drummer-up  of  trade  the  demonstration  car 
is  undoubtedly  a  trump  card. 


If  custom  house  figures  are  to  be  believed,  there  has  been  a  slump  in  the  auto- 
mobile and  gem  markets.  Of  course  Wall  Street's  variegated  experience  during 
the  past  few  months  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  in  both  cases.  There  is 
some  comfort  in  the  reflection  that  the  falling  off  in  automobile  purchases  is 
very  slight,  while  the  value  of  gems  imported  has  undergone  a  marked  shrink- 
age. 


Usually  the  automobile  gets  the  worst  of  it  when  archaic  laws  enacted  in  the 
pre-motor  vehicles  days  are  in  question.  But  a  Wisconsin  judge  has  reversed 
matters  by  handing  down  a  decision  to  the  effect  that  drivers  of  automobiles  can 
"butt  into"  and  cross  through  funeral  processions  as  often  as  they  like-  There  is 
a  law  prohibiting  vehicles  from  doing  this  sort  of  thing,  but  the  judge  says  that 
as  it  was  passed  before  there  were  any  automobiles,  the  latter  are  not  subject  to 
its  provisions.

The  case  of  the  automobile  is  thus  put  by  an  observer:  "The  people  have 
at  last  come  to  recognize  the  automobile  in  its  true  light— that  is,  that  the  auto- 
mobile is  not  merely  a  toy  for  the  rich  or  an  unnecessary  instrument  for  pastime, 
but  an  absolute  necessity  as  a  vehicle  of  commerce  and  an  aid  to  modern  civiliza- 
tion.

The  road  itself  runs  from  the  Mill  River  in  Plattsville  one  mile  to  Davis 
and  Seeley's  farm  in  Easton.  The  roadway  is  finely  macadamized,  but  the  hill  is 
dangerous,  for  the  curves  winding  about  suddenly  call  upon  the  drivers  to  plunge 
ahead  blindly,  not  knowing  what  might  be  on  the  turn.

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News  Notes  from  Paris 


Gordon  Bennett  Race  Revived 


Paris,  May  29. — Since  the  suppression  of  the  Bennett  Cup  race,  which 
France  rightly  refused  to  compete  for  because  she  was  not  represented  therein 
proportionally  to  the  importance  of  her  industry,  automobile  races  are  tending 
to  become  national,  and  consequently  to  diminish  in  interest-  The  automobile 
clubs  this  year  have  made  regulations  favorable  to  their  national  manufacturers, 
and  the  great  international  tests,  whence  has  emanated  the  very  rapid  progress 
made  by  the  automobile,  have  completely  disappeared.  The  struggle  for  the  best 
remaining  being  thus  limited  between  national  manufacturers,  the  public  is  no 
longer  interested  therein,  and  manufacturers  no  longer  have  the  powerful  stim- 
ulus of  a  great  victory  to  improve  their  work. 

In  order  to  elevate  the  sport,  and  in  order  that  it  be  not  arrested  in  its 
wonderful  progress,  it  is  necessary  to  get  up  again  a  great  international  test 
which  would  be  run  under  a  regulation  admitted  by  all,  and  conformable  to  the 
progress  made,  in  a  neutral  country,  that  is  to  say,  in  a  country  whose  industry 
does  not  take  umbrage  at  that  of  the  great  nations,  and  upon  a  good  circuit, 
equally  accessible  to  the  manufacturers  of  all  countries.  This  is  the  opinion  of 
Baron  Pierre  de  Crawhez,  the  well-known  Belgian  motorist,  and  he  has  under- 
taken the  task  of  bringing  about  a  contest  of  this  kind. 

"Let  us  take  one  of  these  desiderata,"  he  says.  "In  the  first  place,  in  order 
to  regulate  the  ruling,  it  would  be  well  to  appoint  an  international  sports  com- 
mittee, of  which  I  have  been  asking  the  formation  for  several  years  at  all  auto- 
mobile congresses.  Such  an  international  sport  committee  would  annually  es- 
tablish the  regulation  of  the  following  year,  and  manufacturers  would  thus  have 
time  to  establish  the  types  of  carriages  that  would  be  able  to  conform  to  it. 

"Moreover,  it  would  be  able  to  assemble  in  all  cases  in  which  the  sport 
committees  of  clubs  were  unable  to  judge  with  sufficient  independence,  for  fear 
of  clashing  with  very  powerful  interests  in  such  clubs.  If  the  regulation  can  and 
should  be  submitted  to  modifications  conformable  to  the  progress  realized,  the 
place  of  meeting  of  the  new  test  that  I  propose  would  be  always  the  same,  and 
I  think  that  the  Belgian  circuit  of  Ardennes  offers,  for  this  purpose,  some  desir- 
able advantages.  We  know  that  this  circuit  is  the  finest  that  exists,  that  of 
which  the  roads  best  permit  cars  to  prove  their  essential  qualities.  The  ground 
is  perfect  and  remains  good  even  in  rainy  weather,  and  the  cost  of  organizing  a 
race  is,  moreover,  less  than  elsewhere. 

"This  circuit  has  further  advantage  of  being,  in  a  manner,  in  the  geo- 
graphical center  of  the  automobile  "world,  that  is  to  say,  of  France,  Germany, 
Italy  and  England.  The  Americans,  who  in  all  cases  would  have  to  cross  the 
Atlantic,  might  easily  reach  it  via  Antwerp  and  Havre.  Finally,  Belgium,  not 
being  in  a  position  to  give  umbrage  to  her  neighbors,  is,  in  a  manner,  a  neutral 
country,  worthy  of  being  selected  for  such  a  test. 

"That  is  my  project  and  I  expect  to  carry  it  out,  despite  all  the  difficulties 
which  beset  it.  For  this  purpose  I  am  going  to  ask  Mr.  James  Gordon  Bennett, 
whose  name  is  closely  identified  with  the  automobile,  to  intrust  his  famous  cup 
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to  us.  I  will  take  steps  to  get  the  automobile  clubs  to  approve  of  my  idea,  an  ] 
will  propose  to  them  to  send  delegates  to  Bastogne  this  year  in  order  to  establish 
the  first  regulation  of  the  test  of  which  it  would  be  the  'grand  event/  It  would 
no  longer  be  the  clubs  which  would  be  represented,  as  in  the  first  cup  race,  but 
every  manufacturer  would  have  the  right  to  enter  a  certain  number  of  cars,  and 
thus  the  industry  of  the  nations  would  figure  therein  at  the  pro  rata  of  its  im- 
portance. 

"Such  is  my  project.  I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  it  will  please  the  Bel- 
gian manufacturers,  who,  up  to  the  present,  have  scarcely  figured  in  the  circuit 
of  the  Ardennes.  It  has  even  been  said  that  our  great  national  race  was  given  in 
order  to  improve,  at  home,  our  foreign  industry.  What  a  mistake!  Do  you 
suppose  that  the  Belgian  manufacturers  would  have  made  the  progress  that  we 
know  they  have,  and  would  have  succeeded  in  furnishing  us  with  touring  cars  so 
perfect,  if  they  had  not  been  shown,  on  our  roads,  what  our  cars  had  been  capa- 
ble of  doing? 

.  "Is  it  not  racing  that  has  made  the  automobile  take  giant  strides  ?  Is  it  not 
races  that  has  caused  France  to  take  the  supremacy  that  Italy,  owing  also  to  her 
races,  is  disputing  with  her  at  this  moment?  Is  it  not  also  because  racing  has 
not  been  practiced  by  her  that  England  has  remained  for  a  long  time  in  the 
background,  although  she  has  had  everything  to  allow  her  to  shine  in  the  first 
rank  ? 

"Be  assured  that  a  fine  race  in  Belgium  will  be  of  more  benefit  to  your  in- 
dustry than  all  the  national  tests  that  could  be  organized,  because  it  will  compel 
manufacturers  to  equip  themselves  with  the  proper  tools,  and  keep  abreast  of 
their  competitors.  The  public,  the  purchaser,  demands  a  good  carriage,  and 
the  only  method  of  attaining  perfection  resides  in  great  industrial  contests, 
which  are  the  cause  of  prodigies  being  performed,  and  which  every  year  occa- 
sions sensational  progress." 

Tte  riata  in  the  Grand  Prix 

For  the  Grand  Prix  of  1907,  the  Fiat  establishment  has  preserved  its  cars  of 
•  1906,  but  has  introduced  some  improvements,  especially  into  the  carburetter,  con- 
cerning which  it  is  not  discreet  for  me  to  speak.  The  Fiat  racing  car  is  provided 
with  a  motor  of  four  cylinders  cast  in  pairs,  of  seven-inch  bore  and  six  and  three- 
tenths-inch  stroke.  At  the  indicated  velocity  of  1,300  revolutions,  the  cylinder- 
volume  per  minute  is  therefore  646  cubic  inches.  It  is  perhaps  interesting  to 
state  the  fact  here  that  the  Mercedes  have  a  slightly  greater  cylinder-volume, 
aind  that  the  Clements,  the  Brasiers,  the  Dietrichs  and  the  Panhards  vary  be- 
tween 550  and  610  cubic  inches. 

The  Fiat  motor  is  of  about  130  effective  horse-power,  which  shows  a  satis- 
factory organic  efficiency.  The  ignition  is  effected  by  a  low  tension  magneto, 
with  the  arrangement  characteristic  of  the  Fiat  circuit  breakers.  The  circula- 
tion of  the  water  is  controlled  by  a  centrifugal  pump,  and  the  cooling  employs 
a  honeycomb  radiator.  The  clutch  is  of  the  Hele-Shaw  disc  type ;  and  the  inter- 
position of  a  cardan  joint  between  the  disc-box  and  speed-change  box  has  not  a 
little  contributed  toward  rendering  its  operation  irreproachable. 

The  entire  rear  of  the  car  is  characterized  by  great  simplicity,  and  remains 
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exactly  identical  with  that  of  the  Fiat  touring  cars.  The  masses  are  placed  near 
the  center,  and  the  vehicle,  which  has  a  wheelbase  in  no  wise  exaggerated,  and  a 
reasonable  track,  is  of  wonderfuly  easy  management.  This  is  a  feature,  how- 
ever, that  the  Fiats  have  always  possessed  and  that  renders  them  easy  to  drive. 

We  can  assert  that  the  Fiats,  at  their  maximum  speed,  will  keep  within  the 
limits  of  consumption  imposed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Prix  of  the  Auto- 
mobile Club  of  France. 

The  drivers  are  Nazzaro,  Lancia  and  Wagner.  Most  certainly  few  teams 
can  compare  with  such  an  array  as  this. 

Pin  Meets  Fate  of  Clement 

After  poor  Albert  Clement,  Marius  Pin,  who  was  to  drive  Wagner's  Dar- 
racq  car,  which  was  bought  by  M.  Heriot,  killed  himself  while  trying  out  his 
car.    Marius  Pin  was  the  chief  tester  for  M.  Charley's  Mercedes. 


All  of  the  Darracq  racing  cars  have  been  sold.  The  last  one  was  bought 
by  M.  de  Langhe-Foucault. 

Fournier  Praises  Emperor  0  Cup  Management 

Henri  Fournier,  writing  to  a  Parisian  daily  paper  on  the  Tanus  circuit, 
speaks  very  highly  of  the  organization  of  the  Emperor's  Cup  race  and  makes 
the  statement  that  no  automobile  race  was  ever  so  well  organized  as  this  one. 
The  circuit  in  itself,  while  less  dangerous  than  the  Auvergne  course,  is  rather  a 
difficult  circuit.  Over  $100,000  have  been  spent  to  fix  up  the  roads,  and  it  is  his 
opinion  that  inferior  construction  of  a  car  could  not  win  the  race.  The  winner 
will  be  a  car  which  holds  to  the  road,  with  excellent  brakes,  a  good  steering  ap- 
paratus and  strong  speed  changes  which  will  be  very  often  necessary.  The  sur- 
face of  the  roads  is  perfect.  Some  roads  are  wide,  while  some  are  really  too 
narrow  to  permit  passing  another  car.  This  is  especially  the  case  on  a  stretch  of 
about  seven  miles.  Most  dangerous  turns  will  be  encountered  all  over  the  course, 
and  some  hills  of  about  15  per  cent,  grade.  The  winner  of  this  race,  who  will 
have  gone  over  the  circuit  twice  the  first  day  and  four  times  the  second  day,  can 
really  be  stamped  as  the  best  make  produced.

A  summer  automobile  show  from  July  10  to  July  17  will  be  held  at  Ostend, 
which  is  one  of  the  finest  seashore  resorts  in  Europe.  Every  notable  European 
make  will  be  represented.

He  has  filed  a  surety  com- 
pany bond  with  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  Fort  Erie,  which  waives 
the  $25  deposit  that  the  regulations  called  for  last  year.  Thus  there  is  no  delay 
at  the  frontier.

Cleveland,  O.,  June  5. — The  Cleveland  Automobile  Club's  hill-climbing 
contest  has  been  postponed  for  a  week,  It  was  to  have  occurred  June  8,  but  res- 
idents on  Gates  Mill  Hill  objected  and  caused  its  postponement.  The  committee 
of  the  club  is  seeking  a  new  grade  on  which  to  hold  the  contest.

While  many  drivers  were  sanguine  regarding  their  showing,  no  one  expected 
such  an  astonishing  performance,  and  the  committee  is  at  its  wit's  end  to  de- 
termine the  awarding  of  the  prizes.  It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  judge  be- 
tween thirteen  cars,  five  of  which  are  runabouts,  finishing  a  run  that  duplicated 
actual  touring  conditions  so  closely,  which  finished  a  three-day  tour,  aggregat- 
ing 415  miles,  without  repair  or  replacement  in  motor  and  car,  and  should  be 
able  to  run  for  so  lcn^  on  a  time  schedule  rigidly  enforced,  from  which  in  the  last

two  days  only  two  minutes  leeway  was  allowed.  Several  methods  of  deter- 
mining the  winner  of  the  Shanley  trophy  in  the  touring  class  and  the  Sinclair 
Cup  for  runabouts  were  suggested.  One  method  which  has  found  much 
favor  among  those  who  have  clean  scores,  is  to  have  the  names  of  the  cars  finish- 
ing with  unmarred  records  inscribed  on  the  cups  of  the  respective  divisions. 
The  New  Jersey  Club  would  then  award  to  each  car  so  finishing  a  certificate  of

proficiency,  and  the  cup  would  be  deeded  back  by  its  winners  to  the  club,  to  be 
held  as  a  perpetual  trophy  in  annual  endurance  contests. 

More  than  1,000  people  had  gathered  at  the  club  house  in  Newark  when

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the  first  car  hove  in  sight,  having  driven  from  Atlantic  City  that  day.  It  sim- 
ply crawled,  being  a  little  ahead  of  its  schedule. 

The  route  of  the  first  day's  run  was  to  Washington,  N.  J.,  and  return  to 
Newark;  where  Thursday  night  was  spent.  Friday  the .  contestants  went  to 
Atlantic  City,  154  miles,  via  New  Brunswick  and  Trenton.  They  were  met  at 
Absecon,  5  miles  out  of  Atlantic  City,  by  Mayor  Stoy  and  officials  of  the  At- 
lantic City  Automobile  Co. 


Mapping  Out  Route  for  Sealed  Mechanism  Contest  , 

The  contest  committee  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  in  charge  of  the 
sealed  mechanism  contest  which  begins  June  19,  has  mapped  out,  in  a  general 
way,  the  routes  which  will  be  followed  on  the  four  days  of  the  contest.  These 
routes  will  measure  approximately  150  miles  each,  and  have  been  selected  so  that 
they  could  present  varying  conditions  of  road  surface,  both  good,  ordinary  and 
poor,  with  a  fair  mmount  of  hilly  country  to  be  traversed. 

The  first  day's  run  is  up  the  Hudson  River  route  to  Poughkeepsie  and  re- 
turn, the  second  day  is  up  the  Harlem  Valley,  through  White  Plains  and  Mount 
Kisco  to  Pawling  and  return ;  on  the  third  day  the  route  follows  the  shore  road 
through  Larchmont,  Greenwich  and  Bridgeport  to  West  Haven  and  return;  on 
the  fourth  day  the  route  is  a  combination  of  the  shore  road  as  far  as  Bridgeport, 
then  north  to  Danbury,  returning  to  New  York  by  the  Harlem  Valley  through 
Pawling  and  White  Plains  as  on  the  second  day. 

In  planning  the  contest  the  committee  have  provided  that  the  high-powered 
runabouts  shall  travel  25  miles  more  per  day  than  the  other  cars  in  the  contest. 
These  cars  will  follow  the  same  course  as  the  other  cars,  but  will  have  an  addi- 
tional run  of  25  miles  to  cover. 

Among  the  entries  already  received  are  the  following:  In  Class  A,  cars  sell- 
ing at  over  $3,000 — American  Locomotive  Co.  (Berliet),  one  touring  car; 
Lozier  Motor  Co.,  two  touring  cars;  Locomobile  Co.  of  America,  three  touring 
cars;  Wvckoff,  Church  &  Partridge,  Stearns  touring  car.  In  Class  B,  cars  sell- 
ing for  $1,500  and  less  than  $3,000 — George  J.  Scott  Motor  Co.,  one  "Glide" 
touring  car ;  A-  M.  Day,  one  "Elmore"  touring  car ;  Locomobile  Co.  of  America, 
three  touring  cars;  Atlantic  Motor  Car  Co.,  one  "Stoddard-Dayton"  touring  car 
and  one  "Stoddard-Dayton,,  runabout. 


Free  Fight  Follows  Race  Fizzle  at  Chicago 

Chicago,  June  1. — Track  racing  offered  on  Decoration  Day  for  the  edifica- 
tion of  the  Chicago  populace  proved  a  farce.  Of  nine  scheduled  heats,  only  three 
were  contested,  an  exhibition  mile  in  mediocre  time  filling  out  the  program, 
which  was  held  at  the  Libertyville  track,  40  miles  from  Chicago. 

Three  or  four  hundred  motorists  made  the  40-mile  trip  to  Libertyville  in 
their  machines,  while  an  equal  number  traveled  by  train.  A  quartet  of  hilarious 
autoists  from  Chicago,  who  had  imbibed  freely  on  the  trip  to  the  track,  sought,  at 
one  juncture  in  the  proceedings,  to  monopolize  the  track,  with  the  result  that  a 
general  melee  ensued.

My  Say  So 

A  great  many  nonsensical  things  have  been  told  lately  about  automobile 
tires  having  a  deteriorating  effect  upon  the  highways.  Anybody  wishing  to 
see  the  fallacy  of  such  an  assertion  need  only  observe  that  on  a  newly  repaired 
road  or  street  an  automobile  passing  over  it,  either  slowly  or  at  great  speed,  will 
leave  no  mark  whatsoever,  while  every  horse-drawn  vehicle  leaves  imprints,  not 
only  of  the  hoofs  of  the  horse,  bait  also  of  the  narrow  steel  tires.  A  little 
thought  and  a  little  observation  are  enough  to  dispel  such  ideas. 

*  *  * 

It  will  not  be  long  before  we  will  laugh  at  the  absurdity  of  speed  laws. 
Ten  miles  under  certain  circumstances  on  crowded  streets  is  too  fast,  while 
thirty  miles  on  a  straight,  open  road  may  be  slow  and  perfectly  safe.  We 
should  come  to  our  senses  and  have  speed  laws  which  simply  provide  that 
everybody  should  drive  with  caution  and  with  regard  for  the  safety  of  other 
road  users. 

I  was  invited  the  other  day  by  a  manufacturer  of  a  speedometer  to  drive 
with  him  in  his  car,  and  by  watching  his  speedometer  convinced  myself  that 
nearly  every  automobile  in  New  York  City  goes  faster  than  ten  miles,  the  maxi- 
mum speed  limit.  He  drove  his  car  exactly  at  the  ten  mile  limit  Every  auto- 
mobile, horse-drawn  vehicle  and  street  car  passing  us  naturally  went  faster  than 
ten  miles.  It  goes  without  saying  that  every  automobile  and  street  car  passed 
us,  but  on  the  short  stretch  of  two  miles  six  horse-drawn  vehicles  also  passed  us. 
The  only  vehicles  which  we  passed  were  seven  horse-drawn  trucks. 

There  are  laws  all  over  the  country  against  reckless  driving,  and  I  cannot 
see  why  there  should  be  special  laws  enacted  for  the  automobilist. 

*  *  * 

The  numerous  automobile  accidents  which  we  have  to  deplore  of  late  are 
easily  explained  by  the  confusion  between  racing  and  touring,  which  exists  in  the 
minds  of  many  drivers.  Many  of  them  believe  that  because  they  can  manage 
with  some  degree  of  dexterity  a  small  powered  car  they  can  pull  off  all  kinds  of 
stunts  on  the  highway  with  a  high  powered  roadster  or  racing  car.  There  is  no 
greater  mistake.  It  takes  long  training  and  experience,  combined  with  coolness 
and  clear  judgment,  to  handle  a  high  powered  car  at  an  abnormal  rate  of 
speed  on  highways.  Most  of  the  foolish  drivers  referred  to  have  observed 
how  the  professionals,  like  Wagner,  Lancia  and  Nazzaro,  take  the  turns  on  high 
speed  by  kicking  the  brake  and  letting  the  rear  of  the  car  swing,  and  get  away 
again  with  a  pressure  on  the  accelerator,  without  any  semblance  of  slackening 
speed.  They  overlook  the  fact  that  those  racing  monsters  are  mounted  on  spe- 
cially built  tires.  Turning  the  corners  as  described  above,  scorches  and  burns 
the  rubber  and  fabric  and  if  such  tires  do  not  burst  immediately  they  are  bound 
to  do  so  within  a  short  time  after  such  a  foolish  action.  This  way  of  taking 
corners  should  be  left  entirely  as  a  privilege  to  the  millionaire  fool  who  can  pay 
for  the  tires  and  who  considers  his  life  worthless. 

Some  hired  chauffeurs,  in  order  to  show  off  before  their  employers,  will 
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perform  this  same  stunt  once,  perhaps  successfully,  but  it  will  eventually  land 
them  against  a  telegraph  pole  or  in  a  ditch.  The  owner,  in  turn,  will  try  to 
show  off  and  astonish  one  of  his  guests  by  taking  a  turn  in  the  same  way,  and 
the  party  are  finally  carried  away  to  the  nearest  hospital  in  an  ambulance. 

I  have  been  driving"  with  some  of  the  most  noted  drivers  in  the  world,  such 
x  as  Lancia,  in  the  streets  of  New  York,  and  have  observed  how  carefully  he 
drives  when  not  actually  piloting  a  racer  in  a  race. 

Owners  complain  continually  of  the  increasing  expenses  of  automobiling. 
They  push  their  cars  to  the  limit  and  tax  the  motor  to  the  last  notch,  which  is 
a  great  mistake.  The  mechanism  of  an  automobile  is  not  more  extraordinary 
than  that  of  a  human  being.  If  we  abuse  the  latter  and  acquire  a  fatal  fatigue, 
it  may  well  be  that  one  of  the  organs,  as  strong  as  it  may  be,  will  give  way. 

If  your  car  can  make  50  miles  an  hour,  and  you  drive  it  at  40  miles  an  hour, 
you  may  be  certain  that  you  will  never  need  know  a  breakdown.  The  wise 
driver  will  always  keep  some  speed  in  reserve  for  the  exact  moment  at  which 
there  is  need  for  it  The  pressure  on  the  accelerator  pedal,  in  order  to  pass  a 
carriage,  may  be  timely,  but  to  press  the  accelerator  from  start  to  finish  is  en- 
tirely useless,  and  exacts  excessive  work  of  motor  and  car.  You  may  observe 
that  the  driver  going  at  a  moderate  speed  will  reach  his  destination  more  quickly 
and  more  safely  than  the  fool  who  races  all  the  time  on  the  highway  and  has 
to  slow  down  and  stop  oftener  than  the  sane  driver.  The  fool  driver,  who 
passes  everybody  and  covers  everybody  with  dust,  is  certain  to  be  passed  by  the 
careful  driver,  who  will  find  the  other  fellow  either  in  a  ditch  or  putting  on  a 
new  tire,  having  bursted  one  on  a  turn. 

Taking  turns,  as  we  witness  them  at  the  Vanderbilt  race,  made  by  pro- 
fessional racers,  is  perfectly  in  order,  as  these  drivers  have  not  only  trained 
themselves  to  judging  distances  and  conditions,  (but  they  also  have  cars  fitted 
with  special  engines  and  tires  designed  especially  to  stand  such  strains. 

In  bicycle  times  no  road  riders  ever  attempted  to  imitate  the  stunts  of  racers 
without  undergoing  great  fatigue  and  strain  on  their  muscles.  Nobody  con- 
sidered himself  capable  of  eclipsing  the  great  champion  bicyclists,  and  nobody 
$hould.  overtax  his  motor  in  a  touring  automobile  in  the  endeavor  to  have  it 
equal  the  feats  of  the  racer. 

The  misuse  or  abuse  of  the  motor  has  its  vengeance  in  the  accident.  Any 
accident  carefully  investigated  will  demonstrate,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions 
due  to  road  conditions,  that  they  are  caused  by  drivers  who  may  not  be  unskill- 
ful but  who  overtax  either  the  motor  or  tires,  or  who  like  to  make  grand  stand 
plays  and  only  shpw  off  their  own  foolishness. 


The  daily  newspapers  are  just  now  enjoying  an  abundant  advertising 
patronage  from  the  automobile  trade,  often  to  such  an  extent  that  readers  ignore 
their  announcements  entirely,  as  the  matter  is  certainly  overdone  in  every  way 
and  respect.  But  that  the  same  papers  should  print  all  the  automobile  accidents 
on  the  first  page,  omitting  the  more  numerous  horse  accidents,  is  rather  aston- 
ishing. If  we  find  no  criticism  for  the  printing  of  automobile  accidents,  we  would 
like,  to  see  the  horse  accidents  reported  also  in  the  daily  papers.      E.  E.  S. 
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You  Must  Pay  Toll  to  this  Ferryman 

There  is  a  ferryman  in  Knox  County,  Ind.,  who  was  born  without  a  con- 
science and  who  knows  a  good  thing  without  spelling  it  with  a  capital  "G." 
This  ferryman  has  the  only  boat  crossing  White  River  on  what  is  known  as 
the  Evansville  road,  so  he  charges  accordingly.  Cecil  Gibson  of  Indianapolis 
was  compelled  a  few  days  ago  to  pay  $5  for  having  his  car  ferried  across.  The 
price  for  a  horse  and  buggy  is  1 5  cents,  while  a  two  horse  wagon  is  charged  25 
cents  and  a  man  on  foot  goes  across  for  5  cents.  The  ferryman,  however,  esti- 
mates that  it  is  worth  just  $5  to  take  an  automobile  over  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  way  to  stop  the  exhorbitant  charge.

Simplicity  the  Feature  of  the  New  Lacoste  Magneto 

The  new  Lacoste  magneto  with  spark-plugs  possesses  one  feature  in  particu- 
lar that  is  more  and  more  demanded  of  the  different  parts  of  an  automobile,  and 
that  is  simplicity.    This  is  obtained  by  means  of  a  new  arrangement  in  the

distribution  of  the  secondary  current  that  permits  of  the  abolition  of  a  reduction 
gearing  and  of  mechanical  parts  capable  of  breakage  and  wear. 

The  entire  magneto  is  comprised  of  five  parts,  viz.:  A  cage  for  the  magneto; 
a  primary  current  igniter  and  case  for  the  same ;  an  armature  and  a  case  for  the 
secondary.  The  magneto  cage  contains  three  triple  magnetos  fixed  upon  two 
polar  masses. 


MAGNETO  COMPLETELY  DISMOUNTED 
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The  igniter  of  the  primary  current,  fixed  to  the  end  of  the  armature  shaft  by 
a  screw,  revolves  with  it  at  the  velocity  of  the  motor,  and  carries  the  screw  and 
the  platinized  plate.  The  breakage  is  produced  by  the  projection  on  a  stationary 
cam  mounted  upon  the  case  of  the  primary  coil,  and  which,  by  a  slight  circular 
displacement,  produces  a  retardation  or  advance  in  the  breakage  of  the  primary 

current. 

The  armature  comprises,  upon  one  and  the  same 
shaft,  the  primary  current  igniter,  which  is  mounted 
at  one  of  its  extremeties,  as  above  stated;  two  ball 
bearings;  a  condenser;  the  armature  properly  so 
called;  the  distributer  of  the  secondary  current;  and, 
finally,  the  short  shaft  that  receives  the  motor  con- 
trol. The  armature  is  of  the  type  with  double  wind- 
ing of  coarse  and  fine  wire. 

In  the  distributer  of  the  secondary  current  re- 
sides the  magneto's  principal  originality,  consisting 
of  an  insulating  disk  provided  with  two  carbon  brushes 
keyed  at  an  angle  of  oo  degrees  with  respect  to  each

of  distributer  op  beoond-  other  uPon  the  periphery  of  the  disk.    The  object  of 
art  current  this  arrangement  will  be  seen  in  the  description  of 

the  operation. 

This  disk  revolves  with  the  armature  shaft  in  a  case  which  is  likewise  of  in- 
sulating material  and  in  which  are  inserted  the  contact  pieces  against  which  the 
carbons  rub.  These  contact  pieces  are  connected  with  the  current  collectors 
which  receive  the  wires  leading  to  the  spark  plugs.  The  annexed  figures  show 
very  plainly  the  simplicity  of  the  dismounted  parts. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  describe  the  role  of  the  primary,  about  which  there  is 
nothing  peculiar,  as  the  chief  interest  centers  in  the  secondary.  It  has  been 
stated  that  the  armature  was  doubly  wound.  As  a  general  thing,  one  of  the 
extremities  of  the  fine  wire  winding  (a  secondary  winding),  is  connected  with 
the  mass  of  the  armature,  while  the  other 
goes  to  the  distributer.  Here,  the  two  ex- 
tremeties of  this  wire  end  at  each  of  the 
carbons  of  the  disk  at  the  secondary  coil. 
These  carbons  are  keyed  at  90  degrees  with 
respect  to  each  other;  the  contact  pieces 
over  which  they  pass  are  likewise  keyed  at 
the  same  angle,  so  that  when  one  of  them 
is  in  contact  with  one  of  such  pieces,  the 
other  will  be  in  contact  with  the  contigu- 
ous piece. 

Referring  to  the  annexed  diagram: 
When  the  carbon  E  is  in  contact  with 
the  piece  a  the  carbon  G  will  be  in  contact  with  d.    Let  one  suppose  a  motor 
whose  ignition  takes  place  in  the  order  1,  3,  4,  2,  that  is  to  say,  that  the  cylinder

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i  and  4  correspond  to  the  shaft  cranks  of  the  same  side,  while  2  and  3  are  at  90 
degrees  from  the  other  side.  Then  there  will  be  the  ^contact  piece  a  for  cylinder 
1  and  the  piece  d  for  cylinder  4.  As  the  two  carbons  are  in  contact  with  them 
and  receive  the  induced  current,  the  result  is  a  circuit  that  will  pass  through  the 
spark  plug  of  cylinder  1  and  through  that  of  cylinder  4.  Now,  if  cylinder  1  is 
at  the  «nd  of  the  compression  stroke,  4  will  be  at  the  end  of  the  exhaust ;  and, 
consequently,  the  spark  produced  in  cylinder  1  will  ignite  the  gaseous  mixture, 
and  that  produced  in  cylinder  4  will  have  no  effect  upon  the  running  of  the  motor, 
but  will  perform  the  function  of  disrupter. 

Next,  as  to  the  rotary  motion  of  the  brushes :  When  E  is  at  b  G  will  be  at  a

but  as  the  production  of  the  induced  current  occurs  only  at  every  half-revolution, 
after  the  T  of  the  armature  has  left  the  polar  masses  and  a  breakage  has  taken 
place  in  the  primary,  no  circuit  will  reach  the  two  brushes  in  this  position,  and  ii 
is  only  when  E  is  at  c  and  G  at  &  that  there  will  be  in  cylinders  2  and  3  a  repro- 
duction of  the  phenomena  that  occurred  with  1  and  4.  The  cylinder  3  will  ex- 
plode, and  in  2  there  will  be  a  disruptive  spark.  After  the  brushes  have  made  a 
half-revolution  again,  it  will  be  cylinder  4  which  will  explode,  aixd  then  at  the 
following  half-revolution,  it  will  be  cylinder  2.  There  will  be,  therefore,  the 
order  1,  3,  4,  2. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  there  are  four  sparks  per  revolution,  say, 
eight  for  a  complete  cycle  of  the  motor;  but  four  sparks  only  are  utilized  for 
ignition,  the  four  others  serving  for  disruption. 

This  ingenious  distribution  is  simple,  and  renders  the  mounting  of  the 
magneto  upon  the  motor  exceedingly  easy.  It  is  merely  necessary  to  connect, 
indifferently,  one  of  the  two  contact  pieces  *vhich  move  together  to  one  of  the 
two  cylinders  that  are  keyed  on  the  same  side  of  the  crank.  The  dismounting  of 
the  magneto  is  likewise  very  easy.  This  apparatus  is  not  designed  for  double 
ignition,  and  the  reason  is  simple :  It  has  been  shown  that  the  armature  included 
the  principal  parts  of  the  magneto.  Carry  along  a  spare  armature  in  the  auto- 
mobile, and  that  will  prove  the  best  emergency  ignition.

Recording  Speed  on  a  Large  Scale 

Everybody  who  has  given  the  subject  any  thought  knows  that  the  speed 
laws  of  practically  every  civilized  community  are  a  farce,  it  being  impossible  for 
any  vehicle  (unless  it  belongs  to  the  ox  age)  to  obey  them  except  at  intervals. 
But  it  is  not  easy  to  convince  the  unthinking  of  this  fact,  hence  the  difficulty  of 
securing  the  passage  of  laws  that  are  sane  and  reasonable. 

Splendid  work  in  this  direction  is  being  done  by  the  Warner  Instrument 
Company,  which  is  now  making  a  tour  of  the  principal  cities  with  their  monster 


speed  indicator.  As  the  accompanying  illustration  shows,  this  is  an  exact  dupli- 
cate on  a  Brobdingnagian  scale  of  their  well-known  Auto-Meter,  and  its  massive 
dial  records  the  speed  of  the  vehicle  upon  which  it  is  mounted  so  plainly  that 
passers-by  cannot  help  seeing  it.  In  its  trips  around  New  York  City  so  far,  the 
instrument  has  proved  conclusively  that  practically  all  vehicles  violate  the  law 
which  restricts  speed  to  10  miles  an  hour. 

On  one  of  these  trips,  in  a  distance  of  one  mile  on  Broadway  from  Sixty- 
sixth  .street  north,  the  vehicle  going  at  a  rate  of  10  miles  per  hour  (the  legal 
rate)  passed  three  horse-drawn  vehicles,  traveling  well  within  the  speed  limit. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  auto-meter  was  passed  by  three  automobiles,  four  street 
cars,  three  horse-drawn  vehicles,  all  clearly  violating  the  law. 
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Again,  the  vehicle  was  sent  around  Columbus  Circle  on  Broadway  from 
Sixty-third  street  to  Sixtieth  street  and  return  io  times,  and  the  driver  reported 
that,  going  at  the  legal  rate  of  io  miles  an  hour,  he  was  passed  by  eight  auto- 
mobiles, two  street  cars  and  one  buggy,  all  clearly  violating  the  law.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  autometer,  which  points  out  the  criminal  automobilists,  passed 
one  electric  truck,  the  only  vehicle  within  that  time  and  distance  traveling  on  the 
street  and  clearly  obeying  the  law.

teed not  to  puncture  nor  blow-out. 

The  excellent  results  claimed  for  this  tube 
are  secured  by  using  a  felt  section,  in  size  about 
one-quarter  the  total  diameter  of  the  tire  and 
fitting  into  a  compartment  especially  prepared 
for  it  in  the  manufacturing  process.  The_felt 
is  run  around  the  outer  edge  of  the  tube,  being 
next  the  shoe  of  the  tire  when  inflated,  and  it  is 
impossible  for  any  piece  of  glass  or  tack  or  nail 
as  ordinarily  picked  up  on  the  road  to  cut 
through  the  felt  into  the  air  cushion  of  the  tube. 


No  More  Demonstration  Cars  at  Madision  Square  Garden 

Demonstrations  at  shows  are  no  longer  needed,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Licensed  Automobile  Manufacturers,  and  so  the  demonstration  car 
will  be  conspicuous  by  its  absence  next  winter  when  Madison  Square  Garden 
houses  the  1908  crop  of  motor  vehicles. 

The  coup  de  grace  was  administered  Tuesday  of  this  week,  when  the  semi- 
annual meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  held.  The  action  came  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  show  committee,  and  adopted  by  the  board,  concerning 
the  elimination  of  any  demonstrations  at  the  show.  For  some  time  it  has  become 
apparent  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  demonstrate  cars  during  Automobile  Show 
Week,  it  was  said.  People  desirous  of  obtaining  demonstrations  will  be  accom- 
modated from  the  local  agencies  of  the  members. 

The  question  of  good  roads  was  taken  up  and  $5,000  appropriated  by  the 
board  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  a  good  roads  committee,  which  will  be  ap- 
pointed later.  This  committee  will  work  in  connection  with  the  good  roads  com- 
mittees of  the  national  association  and  other  associations  which  have  and  will 
contribute  to  this  fund.  E.  R.  Thomas,  R.  D.  Chapin,  S.  T.  Davis,  Thomas 
Henderson,  H.  A.  Gillis  and  Albert  L.  Pope  made  speeches  in  favor  of  this  good 
roads  movement.

It  is  merely  a 
man-made  machine,  subject  to  man's  control,  and  under  thoughtful  handling  will  perform 
all  the  work  for  which  it  is  designed."  The  above  is  quoted  from  one  of  the  booklets  pub- 
lished by  the  Winton  Motor  Carriage  Co.,  and  its  suggestions,  when  carried  out,  will  go 
a  long  way  toward  solving  the  motorist's  "expense"  problem.  A  car  is  only  a  machine,  a 
very  highly  developed,  scientifically  constructed  machine  it  is  true,  but  liable  to  deteriorate 
very  rapidly  when  it  is  neglected.  The  following  suggestions  will  help  in  avoiding  this 
neglect  when  driving  a  Winton  Model  M,  which  is  the  "big"  car  of  the  Winton  1907 
product : 

Avoid  Premature  Readjusting.— Upon  receiving  the  new  motor  car,  it  is  inadvisable  to 
conclude  that  the  owner  must  at  once  make  adjustments.  Every  car  is  thoroughly  tested 
and  adjusted  before  its  shipment  from  the  Winton  factory,  and  should,  therefore,  be  in 
proper  condition  to  run  upon  its  receipt  by  the  purchaser.  It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that 
the  purchaser  refrain  from  making  adjustments  until  he  has  definitely  ascertained  that  re- 
adjustment is  necessary. 


Tow  Car  From  Freight  Depot.— After  final  testing  at  the  Winton  plant,  the  Model  M  is 
drained  of  its  water,  oil  and  gasolene.  Accordingly,  it  reaches  its  destination  in  an  "empty" 
state.  On  this  account,  and  for  other  reasons  stated  later,  it  is  best  to  tow  the  car  from 
the  depot  to  your  home  or  garage.  Tjiis  is  a  practice  which  the  most  successful  automobile 
dealers  find  highly  satisfactory,  and  is,  therefore,  worthy  of  consideration.  This  practice  is 
particularly  desirable  in  winter.  No  new  motor  acquits  itself  with  credit  until  it  has  become 
well  warmed  up. 

First  Treatment  of  New  Motor.— After  having  towed  the  new  car  to  your  home  or  gar- 
age, remove  all  spark  plugs  and  insert  in  each  cylinder,  through  spark  plug  openings,  about 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  coal  oil.  Without  replacing  the  plugs,  turn  over  the  crank  about  50 
times.  This  may  seem  a  big  task,  but  it  will  well  repay  the  effort  By  so  doing,  the  motor- 
ist removes  from  the  cylinder  walls  every  particle  of  gummed  lubricant  and  places  the  cyl- 
inders and  pistons  in  condition  to  do  their  best  work.  Next  insert  four  tablespoonfuls 
of  Winton  High  Speed  Oil  in  each  cylinder  and  repeat  the  cranking  operation  for  50  revo- 
lutions. Then  replace  the  spark  plugs,  observing  the  caution  not  to  screw  them  down  tight 
enough  for  contraction  and  expansion  to  break  the  porcelain.  Connect  the  wires  leading  to 
the  plugs  and  crank  for  20  to  25  revolutions  before  starting  the  motor. 

A  Winter  Precaution.— In  cold  weather  Winton  cars  are  shipped  to  their  purchasers  with 
the  circulating  pump  shaft  disconnected  f rotrr  the  pump.  The  taper  pin  to  be  used  in  re- 
newing the  connection  will  be  found  in  an  envelope  attached  to  the  steering  wheel.  But 
More  inserting  this  taper  pin,  take  the  precaution  to  see  that  the  circulating  system  18  ittt 
from  ice  or  other  stoppage,  by  pouring  a  quantity  of  hot  water  into  the  radiator  at  the 
^P.  This  water  will  drain  off  at  the  cock  beneath  the  circulating  pump.  When  satisfied 
that  the  circulating  system  is  open,  close  the  cock,  insert  the  taper  pin  in  the  circulating 
Pimp  shaft  and  fill  the  circulating  system  with  water. 

Lubrication  Is  Necessary.— Next  remove  the  xover  of  the  transmission  pf/.case 
•nsert  in  the  case  sufficient  K  00  oil  to  cover  the  bottom  to  a  depth  of  one-half  inch  xu\ 
the  oil  tank  with  Winton  High  Speed  Oil.    Fill  the  precision  oiler  on  dash  with  Winton 
H»gh  Speed  Oil. 

To  Tighten  the  Clutch.— To  tighten  the  Winton  multiple  disc  clutch,  release  the  wire  at. 
the  end  of  the  six  set  screws,  turn  the  set  screws  to  the  right  (giving  all  screws  an  equal 
number  of  turns)  and  replace  the  wire. 
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Gasolene  Is  Required. — Fill  the  tank,  at  the  rear  of  car,  with  gasolene.  In  replacing  the  cap 
of  this  tank,  be  sure  that  it  is  screwed  on  tight.  See  that  a  gasket  (washer)  is  between  cap 
and  seat.  Fill  the  auxiliary  tank,  on  the  dash,  with  gasolene.  No  gasolene  motor  ever 
runs  unless  there  is  fuel  in  the  tank.  It  is  one  of  the  most  surprising  phenomena  of  motor- 
ing that  skilled  drivers  often  overlook  this  self-evident  fact,  and,  finding  the  motor  will  not 
run,  begin  to  take  out  spark  plugs,  adjust  the  carburetter,  and  tinker  generally,  without 
first  thinking  of  the  actual  cause  of  the  trouble.  Always  remember  that,  if  at  any  time 
your  motor  fails  to  start,  or  after  running  should  stop,  the  first  thing  to  be  considered  is 
whether  or  not  the  gasolene  tank  is  empty. 


Reserve  Supply  Tank.— At  the  left  end  of  the  gasolene  tank  is  a  three-gallon  compart- 
ment which  fills  automatically  when  the  main  tank  is  filled.  When  the  valve  is  turned  off 
this  gasolene  remains  unused,  and  is  consequently  always  in  reserve  for  emergency  use. 
Hence,  though  the  main  supply  may  be  exhausted  on  the  road,  the  driver  has  merely  to 
open  this  valve  (M  578),  thereby  placing  at  his  disposal  three  gallons  of  fuel  wherewith  to 
reach  a  base  of  supply. 

Winton  owners  do  very  little  cranking  of  their  motors.  When  stopping  the  car  the  pre- 
caution should  be  taken  to  place  the  governor  lever  at  "open"  before  throwing  off  the 
switch,  thus  permitting  the  cylinders  to  fill  with  gas.  Consequently,  when  again  ready  to 
start,  the  operator  may  do  so  without  cranking,  as  follows:  Place  the  electric  switch  in 
connection  with  the  storage  battery  button,  and,  as  quickly  as  possible,  move  the  spar 
lever  from  middle  position  to  "closed"  position  and  back  again  to  center.  This  shouia 
produce  a  spark  in  a  cylinder  already  charged  with,  gas,  thereby  giving  the  engine  mo- 
mentum. If  the  first  effort  in  this  direction  should  not  succeed,  repeat  the  operation,  n 
a  second  or  third  effort  should  fail,  the  reason  will  be  that  the  cylinders  do  not  contain  nc 
gas  necessary  for  combustion.  This  self-starting  feature  becomes  more  positive  as  t 
motor  becomes  limbered  up,  and  the  motorist  should  make  allowance  if,  when  trie  ca 
absolutely  new,  it  may  be  necessary  for  him  to  resort  to  cranking. 


In  the  Winton  M.  the  motor  should  not  be  governed  by  the  spark  lever.  Use  the  foot 
button  instead,  and  regulate  the  spark  to  agree  with  the  speed  secured  by  the  toot 
governor.

Rules  and  general  conditions  governing  the  Fourth  Annual  Reliability  Trials  for  motor 
boats,  to  be  held  at  Southampton  on  July  30  and  31,  have  just  been  issued  by  the  Motor 
Yacht  Club  of  Great  Britain.  The  object  held  in  mind  by  the'  promoters  is  by  awarding 
marks  for  various  features  to  impress  upon  manufacturers  the  importance  of  paying  at- 
tention to  those  features,  and  thus  improve  the  construction,  design  and  efficiency  of  ves- 
sels propelled  by  internal  combustion  engines.  The  trials  will  be  open  to  any  form  of 
engine.  Each  day's  run  will  occupy  a  period  of  ten  hours,  making  a  total  running  time  of 
ao  hours.  Any  boat  which  is  unable  to  complete  the  first  day's  run  for  any  cause  shall  be 
permitted  to  run  on  the  second  day,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  any  award,  and  a  record 
shall  be  made  of  the  reason  of  the  stoppage  and  the  vessel's  performance  throughout. 
There  shall  be  three  courses,  a  sheltered  course,  an  open  course,  and  a  w  course.  An  al- 
ternative sheltered  course,  to  be  used  in  case  of  exceptionally  rough  weather,  will  be  prepared 
and  notified  to  competitors.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  officer  of  the  day,  any  vessel  com- 
pleting a  round  toward  the  end  of  the  day's  run  will  be  unable  to  complete  another  round 
by  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit,  the  officer  shall  inform  the  observer  in  charge  that  the 
vessel  is  to  run  so  many  minutes  on  the  course  and  return  to  the  finishing  line,  leaving  the 
mark  boat  on  the  starboard  hand.  Each  vessel  having  finished  must  proceed  at  once  to  her 
allotted  mooring,  which  will  be  indicated  by  a  flag  inscribed  with  her  official  number.  Each 
vessel,  having  completed  her  first  round,  will  be  required  on  both  days  at  a  given  signal 
from  the  committee  boat  immediately  to  reverse  at  full  speed  until  she  has  gathered  stern 
way,  when  the  engine  shall  be  stopped  and  restarted;  the  vessel  will  then  proceed  on  her 
course.  Any  vessel  failing  to  carry  out  this  manoeuvre  of  reversing  is  liable  to  disqualifi- 
cation. If  competitors  fail  to  restart  their  engines  within  one  and  one-half  minutes  from  the 
time  they  are  stopped  they  shall  be  penalized. 


Harbor  Master  John  McCoy  of  Milwaukee  wants  a  gasolene  launch  for  his  work.  The 
question  of  placing  launches  at  the  disposal  of  revenue  officials  on  the  Great  Lakes  is  now 
being  considered  by  the  United  States  Board  of  Naval  Estimates,  and  this  body  will  take 
cognizance  of  the  increased  business  at  several  ports  and  the  plea  for  launches. 

The  Ohio  River  Launch  Club,  which  is  located  on  the  Ohio  River  at  Cincinnati,  opened 
the  season  of  1907  most  auspiciously  with  a  stag  entertainment.

A  device  combining  both  the  aeroplane  and  balloon  principle  is  being  experimented  with  by 
M.  Santos-Dumont  at  his  works  at  Neuilly.  While  the  idea  is  by  no  means  new  up  to  the 
present  it  does  not  seem  to  have  been  seriously  tried.  The  apparatus  of  Santos-Dumont  is, 
strictly  speaking,  a  steerable  balloon.  It  consists,  first  of  all,  of  the  cigar-shaped  envelope 
inflated  with  hydrogen.  This  envelope  has  a  maximum  capacity  of  too  cubic  meters  art .« 
attached  to  a  bamboo  frame,  strengthened  toward  the  middle  by  iron  tubing.

The  Real  End  of  Contests 

Contests  of  today  fall  far  short  of  attaining  their  end  when  conducted,  as 
they  are  almost  without  exception,  on  public  highways  and  in  and  near  cities  an 

t0WI1S-  ,.,y 

Speed  restrictions  are  such  that  no  car  can  give  a  real  test  of  its  caf*blh^ 
without  exceeding  the  legal  limit.  As  public  opinion  is  in  such  a  condition  a^ 
it  tolerates  very  little  infraction  of  the  law,  it  is  incumbent  upon  motorists  to  ob- 
serve the  law  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do.  This  means  that  speed  mus  ^ 
restricted  to  an  extent  that  precludes  any  well-made  and  adequatcly-powcrc 
from  showing  what  it  can  do.  For  this  reason  even  the  poor  cars  are  able  tom^ 
a  showing  that  does  not  suffer  materially  by  comparison  with  that  of  better ^on  ^ 

It  is  the  growing  knowledge  of  this  fact  that  leads  to  the  institution 1  ot 
contests  as  the  approaching  one  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Amenca—t  e  ^ 
locked"  contest,  as  it  has  been  derisively  termed.    Such  contests  aim  to  ^ 
something.    Their  promoters  know  that  any  car  can,  or  should  cover  roa  s 
the  rate  of  20  miles  an  hour  for  an  indefinite  period;  and  they  stipulate  tna^  ^ 
must  be  done  with  sealed  mechanism,  so  that  no  adjustments  or  repairs  ca 
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made  without  penalty.  But  here  they  must  stop.  Archaic  laws  restrict  us  to 
the  pace  of  the  horse — sometimes  of  the  pedestrian.  We  have  an  instrument 
designed,  built  and  able  to  out-speed  the  quadruped  several  times  over,  but  our 
laws  have  undergone  no  change  to  correspond  with  the  changed  order  of  things. 
Modem  cars  can  easily  devour  space  at  the  rate  of  30,  40  or  even  50  miles  an 
hour,  but  they  cannot  do  so  legally. 

The  speed  laws  referred  to  are  the  stone  wall  against  which  we  hurl  our- 
selves vainly  in  our  efforts  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  trying-out  cars.  A  step 
in  the  right  direction  is  the  sealed  bonnet  or  sealed  mechanism  contest,  which 
Automobile  Topics  first  advocated  and  which  is  being  generally  accepted  as  the 
proper  thing.  But  more  than  this  should  be  done.  Even  with  sealed  mechanism 
a  car  can  sometimes  be  nursed  and  brought  in  at  the  end  of  the  day's  run  in 
apparent  good  shape.  But  if  it  were  then  taken  and  subjected  to  a  severe  test, 
designed  to  prove  its  stability  and  durability,  the  real  end  of  all  contests  would 
be  attained. 

The  way  to  do  this  is  to  make  provision  for  having  a  speed  test  and  a  hill- 
climbing  test  at  the  end  of  the  contest  or  of  each  day's  run.  Then  the  weak 
cars,  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  able  to  conceal  their  weaknesses,  would 
stand  revealed  in  their  true  colors.  Likewise,  the  really  good  cars,  which  all  day 
had  been  bowling  along  at  a  pace  well  within  their  powers,  could  demonstrate 
unmistakably  that  they  possessed  a  reserve  of  power  and  strength. 


Straight  Roads  for  the  Future 

The  roads  of  the  future  will  be  laid  out,  in  the  main  at  least,  on  perfectly 
straight  lines.  Road  makers  in  the  past  dodged  obstacles,  followed  beaten  paths, 
and  allowed  their  highways  to  wind  deviously.  The  error  of  this  policy  never 
became  very  apparent,  as  road  users  were  in  the  habit  of  proceeding  leisurely  and 
with  dignity,  and  the  loss  of  time  was  an  inconsiderable  item. 

Today,  however,  speed  is  the  paramount  consideration.  For  more  than  a 
century  we  have  been  accelerating  transportation  methods,  and  during  the  past 
decade  more  has  been  done  in  this  direction  through  the  automobile  than  in.  all 
the  other  nine  decades  that  preceded  it.  The  automobile  and  the  straight  road 
are  bosom  friends.  Curves,  bends,  twists,  all  are  abhorrent  to  the  motor  vehicle, 
and  as  the  time  is  at  hand  when  it  will  be  acknowledged  to  be  the  chief  user  of 
the  highways,  its  peculiarities  will  be  recognized  and  catered  to. 

With  straight  roads  the  highest  speed  is  possible  with  entire  safety.  Danger 
enters  as  soon  as. the  road  curves,  hiding  from  the  driver  the  view  ahead.  There- 
fore, the  curve  must  go. 
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TRADE  NOTES 

Vice-President  Charles  W.  Fairbanks, 
as  guest  of  honor,  will  deliver  an  ad- 
dress and  lay  the  cornerstone  of  the  big, 
new  Maxwell-Briscoe  motor  factory  at 
Newcastle,  Ind.,  on  June  8.

In  addition,  the  library 
will  contain  catalogues  and  literature  of 
manufacturers  of  all  automobiles,  their 
parts  and  sundries,  and  it  is  generally  re- 
quested that  manufacturers  of  parts  anil 
accessories  will  send  to  the  librarian  any 
catalogues  or  literature  which  will  be  of 
interest.  Coker  F.  Clarkson,  secretary  of 
the  Mechanical  Branch,  will  have  charge 
of  the  work.  '

WHY  THE  WHITE  STEAMERS  WERE 
BARRED  FROM  THE  WILKES-BARRE 
HILL-CLIMBING  CONTEST 


Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.f  May  29th,  1907.

Wilkes-Barre,  Pa. 
My  Dear  Mr.  White: — 

Confirming  my  conversation  with  you  of  yesterday  in  regard 
to  your  entries  of  White  steamers,  I  am  sorry  that  your  entry* 
being  received  so  late,  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  notify  you 
that  steam  oars  had  been  barred  from  participation  in  all  gasoline 
automobile  events  in  the  contest  to  be  held  May  30th. 

This  conclusion  was  reached  only  after  It  Was  found  that  a 
large  number  of  gasoline  entries  could  not  be  received  were  steam 
cars  allowed  to  compete  In  the  gasoline  events,  and ,  inasmuch  as  up 
to  that  time,  May  22d,  and  in  fact  until  May  27th,  no  steam  car 
entries  had  been  received ,  the  Contest  Committee  could  see  no  other 
Way  to  accomplish  the  greatest  success  of  the  Meet  than  to  admit  the 
large  number  of  gasoline  entries  by  excluding  the  steam  cars,  which 
is  a  privilege  reserved  the  committee  by  the  wording  of  the  entry 
blank,  namely,  "The  right  to  accept  or  reject  entries  is  reserved.  " 

However,  the  club  is  not  indifferent  to  the  fact  that  you 
are  here  with  your  cars,  and  that  other  cars  may  be  here,  and 
to  that  end  has  'phoned  the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club  to  inquire  if 
they  will  permit  steam  cars  In  their  classes  Nos.  2  and  8,  and 
the  writer  is  advised  in  the  affirmative,  understanding,  however, 
that  such  entries  must  be  made  by  members  of  the  Quaker  City 
Motor  Club.  Also,  the  Contest  Committee  has  added  an  11th  event 
to  the  programme  for  steam  cars,  offering  gold,  silver  and  bronze 
medals  for  the  winners  of  first,  second  and  third  places  re- 
spectively.   This  event,  with  a  few  Quaker  City  events,  offers 
10  prizes  which  are  available  to  be  won  by  steam  cars. 

If  you  are  agreeable  to  having  your  entries  transferred  to 
the  classes  in  which  the  same  will  be  allowed,  kindly  advise  us 
to  that  effect  immediately.    We  return  herewith  your  original 
entries  and  cash  deposits  which  accompanied  the  same,  and  also 
new  blanks  for  you  to  fill  out  if  the  classes  may  meet  with  your 
approval.

RO A D  H CON O M V 

Automobile  traffic  on  macadam  roads  has  in  many  cases  confronted  road 
authorities  with  new  problems  of  maintenance. 

These  heavy  high-speed  vehicles,  with  their  destructive  tires, ,  give  to 
ordinary  macadam  a  harder  test  than  it  was  designed  to  endure.  The  top 
surface  is  pulverized  and  the  dust  nuisance,  intolerable  both  to  automobillsts 
and  other  users  of  the  roadway,  is  the  result. 

An  answer  to  the  problem  has  been  found  in  Tarvla,  Tarvla  acts  as  a 
waterproof  binder  of  the  macadam.  It  forms  a  hard,  dustless  surface  which 
ordinary  automobile  traffic  cannot  injure. 

The  Boston  Department  of  Parks  report  that  the  average  cost  per  square 
yard  of  maintenance  of  macadam  for  1903,  1904  and  1905  was  .116  or  nearly 
$1,000  per  mile  of  fifteen  foot  roadway.  This  estimate  includes  watering, 
repair  of  roads  and  cleaning.  Tarvia  will  save  a  large  proportion  of  such 
cost  and  make  the  road  dustless  as  well. 

The  above  photograph  shows  part  of  Newton  Boulevard,  near  Boston,  which 
was  tarviated  in  the  fall  of  1906.  After  a  severe  winter,  the  road  shows 
little  indication  of  wear,  being  smooth,  dustless,  and  compact  on  the  surface. 
Adjoining  sections  not  tarviated  are  in  bad  shape — covered  with  loose  stone 
and  very  dusty.  They  will  require  extensive  renewal  on  the  top  surface  to 
put  them  in  condition  for  the  summer.

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Minor  contests  have  been  quite  numerous 
of  late  and  some  surprising  results  have 
been  recorded.    There  has  been  a  general 

—      — „_^_ — =   disposition  to  make  contests  more  severe, 

to  the  end  that  the  superiority  of  one  car  over  another  shall  be  plainly  demon- 
strated. Rules  of  considerably  greater  severity  than  it  was  formerly  the 
custom  to  adopt  have  been  put  in  force,  and  the  length  and  character  of  the 
routes  laid  out  have  been  increased  and  made  more  difficult.  Yet  never  in  the 
history  of  automobiling  has  there  been  such  an  enormous  proportion  of  cars 
that  came  through  either  without  delay  or  difficulty  of  any  kind,  or  with  only  the 
most  trivial  mishaps.  Ties  have  been  the  order  of  the  day,  ties  not  between 
two  or  three  cars,  but  in  some  cases  between  half  a  dozen.  In  one  case  the 
running  off  of  a  tie,  over  a  yet  longer  and  more  severe  course  than  the  original 
one,  failed  of  its  purpose,  i.  e.,  the  disposal  of  ties  so  that  the  prizes  could 
be  awarded.  As  a  consequence,  no  decision  could  be  reached  and  no  award 
made.  All  this  seems  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the  automobile  of  today  is  a 
vehicle  of  such  pronounced  reliability  that  only  extraordinary  conditions  have 
any  chance  of  putting  it  hors  de  combat. 


"The  officers  of  the  American  Automobile  Association  have  been  quick  to  stamp 
their  approval  on  the  plans  of  the  U.  S.  M.  R.  A.  and  sanctions  for  the  various 
meets  have  been  arranged  for."  This  is  a  part  of  the  announcement  sent  out  by 
Joseph  M.  Gates,  "President  of  the  United  States  Motor  Racing  Association, 
Inc."  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  President  Hotchkiss  of  the  A.  A.  A., 
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who  recently  declared  that  "race  sanction  money  is  akin  to  blood  money,"  thinks 
of  this  declaration. 


There  seems  to  be  only  one  weekly  automobile  newspaper^-AuTOMOBiLE  Topics. 
It  gives  the  news  of  the  week  in  the  current  week's  issue,  instead  of  waiting  until 
the  week  after.  Vide  the  Targa  Florio,  the  Decoration  Day  contests,  and  the 
New  York  Motor  Qub  endurance  run,  to  mention  only  a  few  recent  instances. 


"At  this  time,  when  criticism  of  the  A.  A.  A.  racing  board  is  rampant,  and  each 
manufacturer  seems  to  have  divergent  and  criticising  views  of  the  time,  place  and 
way  in  which  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  should  be  run,"  is  the  way  an  esteemed 
press  agent  prefaces  one  of  his  announcements.  One  might  gather  from  this  and 
other  murmurs  that  the  racing  board's  lot  is  not  the  pleasantest  one  that  could  be 
imagined.  "When  criticism  is  rampant!"  Well,  well.  And  the  chairman  off 
on  a  pleasure  trip! 


Mixing  metaphors  is  the  forte  of  a  writer  who,  referring  to  a  recent  contest, 
remarks  that  "the  stately  leviathans"  came  in  for  a  goodly  share  of  admiration 
as  they  "snorted  and  cavorted  up  the  hill  "  The  contest  was  not,  as  one  might 
possibly  think,  one  for  motor  boats,  but  a  land-lubbers'  affair,  run  off  on  solid 
ground. 


A  bunch  of  jolly  Elks  from  Indianapolis  gave  a  number  of  unsophisticated 
Hoosier  farmers  further  cause  to  detest  automobiles  and  automobile  things 
in  general  while  at  the  State  convention  at  Lafayette  a  few  days  ago.  For  two 
days  the  Elks  would  catch  farmers  as  they  came  into  town  and  invite  them  to 
take  an  automobile  ride  on  a  certain  day.  They  were  asked  to  be  on  a  certain 
corner.  Probably  thirty  or  forty  farmers  waited  on  the  street  corner  for  the 
imaginary  automobiles,  before  they  found  it  was  a  joke. 


All  the  kings  and  potentates  of  foreign  lands  have  their  cars  now.  The  young 
King  of  Spain  has  one  especially  made  for  his  queen  and  the  new  heir,  this  ma- 
chine combining  a  baby  perambulator  and  a  carriage  for  the  mother.  This  we 
have  on  the  authority  of  "Signor  Chevalier  Trentanove,  the  Italian  sculptor, 
who  is  now  in  Milwaukee." 


Great  Britain  is  elated  and  France  is  correspondingly  depressed  over  the 
result  of  the  former's  race  for  touring  cars.  The  two  nations  competed  on 
equal  terms  and  the  native  product  scored  an  overwhelming  victory.  Great 
Britain  has  long  been  France's  best  customer.  Now  the  latter  sees  her  hold  les- 
sening and  her  trade  in  imminent  danger  of  falling  off.  Over-confidence  and 
neglect  to  construct  cars  to  meet  the  special  requirements  of  the  race  are  put 
forward  as  reasons  for  the  French  defeat.  Yet  there  are  some  people  who  hold 
that  contests  are  useless  and  without  value! 
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A  Chicago  club  has  divided  runabouts  into  two  classes  for  contest  purposes — 
the  "old  style"  and  the  new.  The  former  is,  of  course,  the  tiny  runabout,  with 
small  engine  and  "dinky"  body  and  wheelbase,  while  the  latter  is  the  speedy  car 
built  to  carry  two  that  is  proving  so  popular  this  year — and  so  dangerous  in  in- 
experienced or  reckless  hands.  Consequently,  the  club  gives  the  little  runabout 
a  handicap  over  the  touring  car,  and  makes  the  high-powered  flyer  go  farther 
and  faster  than  either  to  receive  the  same  credit.  All  of  which,  although  novel, 
is  as  it  should  be. 


Now,  we  can  tell  the  names  of  the  cars  in  the  A.  A.  A.  tour  without  having  to 
ask  them.  Fine! 


In  pronouncing  sentence  on  New  York's  mayor  for  alleged  speeding,  a  Metu- 
chen,  N.  J.,  justice  said :  "George  and  I  were  at  school  together,  which  makes  it 
the  more  regrettable  for  me  to  inflict  a  fine  of  $13.95.  The  law  must  be  en- 
forced." How  much  would  the  fine  have  been  if  the  justice  hadn't  gone  to 
school  with  "George"? 


"Once  bitten,  twice  shy."  There  wasn't  any  scorching  on  the  Orphans'  Day  run 
to  Coney  Island  this  time.

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Two  Thousand  New  York  Orphans  Have  a  Holiday 

Slightly  less  than  300  cars  carried  some  2,000  orphan  children  of  both  sexes 
from  institutions  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn  to  Coney  Island  Wednesday,  thus 
adding  another  Red  Letter  Day  to  the  pitifully  few  the  little  tots  treasure  in  their 
memories.  A  number  of  children  estimated  to  be  up  in  the  thousands  were  left 
behind  because  cars  could  not  be  procured  to  take  them  along,  although,  as  it 
was  known  in  advance  that  there  would  not  be  cars  enough,  none  were  actually 
disappointed  after  getting  ready  to  go. 

It  was  the  third  annual  event  of  the  kind,  and  this  year  it  was  made  a  Na- 
tional Orphans'  Day  Outing,  clubs  all  over  the  country  making  June  12  the  day 
for  this  deed  of  real  charity.  New  York  and  Brooklyn  worked  separately,  the 
former  through  a  committee  headed  by  S.  A.  Miles,  and  the  latter  through  the 
Long  Island  Automobile  Oub.  Each  worked  systematically  and  along  carefully 
planned  lines,  with  the  result  that  the  affair  went  off  without  the  suspicion  of  a 
hitch,  even  the  weather  man  having  been  "squared,"  so  that  he  provided  a  day 
that  was  ideal.

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Ride  of  the  Flag  Brigade 

A  boom  in  the  flag  industry  is  at  hand.  The  touring  board  of  the  American 
Automobile  Association  has,  in  its  wisdom,  decreed  that  participants  in  the  con- 
tests for  the  Glidden  and  Hower  trophies  shall  be  permitted  to  carry  flags  on 
their  cars  containing  lettering  that  gives  the  names  of  the  latter.  This  is  a 
change,  a  radical  one,  in  the  rule  prohibiting  the  carrying  or  display  of  adver- 
tising matter  of  any  kind.  This  rule  has  been  in  force  for  a  number  of  years, 
but  for  this  year's  tour  the  rule  has  been  changed  so  as  to  permit  manufacturers 
to  carry,  not  signs,  but  flags,  telling  the  make  of  the  cars,  and  these  will  be 
furnished  by  the  touring  board. 

The  reason  for  this  radical  departure,  it  is  announced,  is  that  the  touring 
board  has  been  in  receipt  of  many  letters  from  points  along  the  route  and  from 
persons  not  in  the  trade,  who  complain  that  they  are  not  able  to  tell  the  names  of 
the  cars.  It  has  been  represented  that  almost  everyone  interested  in  the  tour 
is  interested  in  some  particular  make  of  car  and  wants  to  know  it  when  it  passes. 
Recognizing  the  force  of  this  the  touring  board  decided  to  have  each  car  carry 
two  small  pennants  in  front,  one  on  each  side,  bearing  the  name  of  the  car. 

This  decision  has,  of  course,  the  hearty  approval  of  the  manufacturers,  and 
so  everyone  will  be  happy.  ^  The  touring  board,  by  taking  charge  of  this  matter 
will  insure  neatness  and  uniformity  and  prevent  the  display  of  garish  banners. 

The  flags  carried  will  be  triangular  pennants  about  three  feet  in  length,  of 
white  body  probably,  with  the  lettering  in  black  or  red- 


A  Contest  for  Cars  of  High  Class 

More  than  a  score  of  cars  have  been  entered  for  the  Sealed  Mechanism  Con- 
test of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  which  begins  June  19,  and  it  is  believed 
that  when  the  entry  list  closes  tonight  the  number  will  be  considerably  greater. 
Among  the  entrants  are  such  well  known  makes  as  the  Locomobile,  Pierce, 
Stearns,  Elmore,  Thomas,  Royal,  Berliet,  and  Stoddard-Dlayton.  v* 

After  a  careful  investigation  of  the  proposed  routes  the  committee  have 
found  that  owing  to  the  continued  wet  season,  many  of  the  roads  are  only  now 
being  worked,  and  are  in  such  a  bad  condition  that  in  places  they  are  almost 
impassable.  They  ha,ve,  therefore,  decided  to  change  the  route  as  follows :  First 
day,  150-mile  run  over  Long  Island  roads,  starting  at  Long  Island  City;  second 
day,  150-mile  run  over  State  road  through  White  Plains,  Mount  Kisco,  Bedford 
and  Cross  River  to  Danbury,  Conn.,  and  return;  third  day,  150  miles  via.  the 
Shore  Road  to  New  Haven  and  return;  fourth  day,  150  miles,  a  repetition  of  the 
150  miles  run  on  Long  Island. 

On  account  of  this  change  of  route  the  committee  extended  the  date  for 
receiving  entries  to  June  15th.  The  change  in  route  is  believed  to  be  only  fair  to 
the  car  as  the  . contest  while  showing  the  weak  points  of  poorly  constructed  ma- 
chines is  also  designed  to  show  the  mechanical  perfection  to  which  the  automobile 
has  arrived  at,  and  how  near  "fool-proof"  the  modern  motor  car  is. 

A  good  point  in  favor  of  a  test  of  this  kind  is  that  only  a  good  car  has  a 
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chance  to  win,  and  that  only  manufacturers  of  the  best  cars  will  dare  enter  a 
machine.  Not  only  this,  but  the  observing  will  not  depend  upon  the  fallibility 
of  any  individual ;  but  will  b^automatic,  and  every  car,  even  if  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  break  the  seal  of  its  Donnet,  will  receive  a  certificate  recording  just  what 
it  did  accomplish.  Heretofore  contestants  have  been  at  the  mercy  of  incom- 
petent observers  who  have  frequently  overlooked  the  faults,  or  misfortunes  of 
the  poor  cars,  and  penalized  good  cars  without  rhyme  or  reason. 

Another  good  feature  in  connection  with  this  contest  is  that  there  will  be 
no  ties  for  first  place  as  every  car  which  goes  through  the  test  without  penalty 
will  receive  a  silver  cup.  In  addition  to  the  list  of  entries  published  last  week, 
a  Thomas  "Flyer"  and  a  45  hp.  Pierce  have  been  entered  within  the  past  week. 


Novel  Classification  lor  Chicago  Run 

Striving  to  evolve  an  original  feature  for  the  endurance  test  June  28,  the 
technical  committee  of  the  Chicago  Motor  Club  has  practically  determined  to 
divide  all  contestants  into  three  classes,  each  of  which  will  be  called  upon  to 
travel  a  different  distance.  "Runabouts,"  according  to  the  old  meaning  of  the 
term,  will  be  asked  to  travel  130  miles,  while  touring  cars  will  be  given  a  route 
exceeding  150  miles,  and  the  big  runabouts,  the  "gentlemen's  roadsters,"  will 
have  a  distance  of  nearly  190  miles  to  traverse. 

All  three  classes  will  start  and  finish  at  the  same  point — the  Grant  Monu- 
ment in  Lincoln  Park,  and  will  then  travel  along  the  north  shore  to  Waukegan, 
angling  west  to  Gray's  Lake  and  McHenry,  and  returning  to  Chicago  by  way 
of  Elgin.  The  roads  are  so  situated  that  the  greater  distance  can  easily  be 
mapped  out. 

Several  considerations  will  enter  into  the  prize  award,  evenness  of  running 
being  one,  and  a  number  of  controls  will  be  established  to  permit  an  accurate 
record  of  each  performance. 


New  Law  Lands  California  Automobile  Thieves 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  June  6. — The  first  conviction  has  been  secured  under 
the  new  Californian  statute  protecting  owners  of  vehicles  against  their  misappro- 
priation. 

For  some  weeks  past  a  gang  of  young  chauffeurs  in  San  Francisco  has 
been  appropriating  motor  cars  for  wild  rides  and  leaving  them  on  the  roadside, 
when  they  were  done  with  them.  Arthur  Shearer,  Charles  Bloom  and  Robert 
Hunter  were  arrested.  Shearer  confessed  that  he  had  taken  a  car  belonging  to 
C.  G  Hoag  while  the  owner  and  his  wife  were  attending  a  theatrical  perform- 
ance, and  had  also  stolen  one  owned  by  Shainwald,  Buckbee  &  Co.,  real  estate 
dealers.    He  was  arrested  while  driving  the  Hoag  car  on  Golden  Gate  avenue. 

Bloom  and  Hunter  were  prosecuted  by  an  attorney  representing  the  Califor- 
nia Automobile  Club,  and  were  found  guilty  of  taking  automobiles  owned  by 
George  Lent  of  the  firm  of  Hooker  &  Lent.  As  stated,  they  were  convicted 
under  the  new  law,  making  the  use  of  an  automobile  or  other  vehicle,  without 
the  owner's  consent,  a  misdemeanor. 
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Touring  in  California  During  the  Rainy  Season

Mr.  Wm.  G.  May  of  Berkeley  and  party,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Scott,  Miss 
Stephens,  Dr.  Nix  and  H.  P.  Mackie,  recently  made  a  very  interesting  and 
eventful  tour  from  Berkeley  to  Exeter,  Tulare  County,  and  return  in  Mr.  May's 
Pope-Hartford,  which  is  widely  known*  as  the  "Red  Rover." 

The  route  taken  was  via  Stockton,  Modesta,  Merced  and  Fresno,  and  on 
account  of  high  water  at  Tulare  in  Visalia  County  many  interesting  and  un- 
usual pictures  were  taken  which  are  here  reproduced. 

At  this  season  of  the  year  the  verdure  of  the  mountains  and  valleys  are 
sublime  and  amid  the  green  fields  which  line  the  roads  are  miles  and  miles  of 
roses  which  are  only  found  in  this  "Land  of  Sunshine." 

After  a  few  days'  sojourn  among  the  orange  groves  of  the  beautiful  hamlet 
of  Exeter,  which  is  nestled  in  the  foothills  of  the  mountains,  the  return  trip 
was  made  over  the  same  roads  as  far  as  Fresno  and  the  only  interesting  event 
was  to  be  held-up  by  a  deputy  sheriff  for  speeding,  but  a  settlement  was  soon 
made  and  the  trip  was  continued  to  Pacheco  Pass.  The  climb  and  descent 
were  easily  and  quickly  made,  but  we  found  that  the  road  to  Gilroy  led  through 
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a  more  swampy  stretch  than  we  had  heretofore  met  with,  and  as  darkness  was 
coming  on  we  hastened  and  that  was  the  cause  of  our  downfall;  poor  "Red 
Rover"  missed  a  culvert  and  was  compelled  to  remain  there  all  night.  The 
accompanying  i  1 1  u  s- 
tration  was  taken  the 
next  morning.  Three 
miles  distant  at  a 
farm  house  the  ladies 
found  shelter,  but  the 
gentlemen,  like  he- 
roes, remained  with 
the  car  as  the  hay- 
stack did  not  appeal 
to  them.  Just  imagine 
gentlemen  from  the 
town  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  the

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case,  and  crank  case  sunk  deeply  in  the  mud.  It  took  the  full  efforts  of  six 
men,  including  two  able-bodied  husky  farm  hands  and  a  few  feet  of  lumber 
to  right  the  wrong,  and  the  trip  to  Hollister  via  Gilroy  was  continued  and  the 
splendid  roads  thereafter  were  much  appreciated.

Trying  to  Stamp  Out  Chauffeur  Evil  in  California 

J.  C.  Klinger,  manager  of  the  Automobile  Department  of  the  Firemen's 
Fund  Insurance  Company,  says  that  there  are  more  than  a  million  dollars' 
worth  of  automobiles  in  San  Francisco.  The  insurance  company,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Automobile  Club  of  California  and  the  California  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion, is  using  every  effort  to  stop  the  misappropriation  of  automobiles  by 
chauffeurs. 

Detectives  have  been  employed  and  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  a  gang 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  chauffeurs,  ex-employees  of  garages,  who  steal  cars  sys- 
tematically and  leave  them,  broken  down,  in  any  deserted  spot.  Great  pains 
will  be  taken  to  get  heavy  sentences  and  to  stamp  out  the  abuse.

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Corbin  Car  Disqualified  on  a  Technicality 

"Cars  in  Class  A  shall  carry  not  less  than  four  passengers  of  an  average 
weight  of  125  pounds,  or  their  equivalent  in  ballast,  and  shall  have  touring  car 
bodies  in  the  general  acceptation  of  that  term."  So  reads  rule  15  of  the  set 
prepared  by  the  New  York  Motor  Club  for  its  endurance  contest-  It  proved  the 
undoing  of  the  Cor- 
bin car  driven  by 
James  Corbett,  and 
snatched  from  it  the 
prize  for  touring  cars 
which  it  was  sup- 
posed to  have  earned 
by  its  sterling  work 
in  the  strenuous  run 
of  June  6,  as  exclu- 
sively reported  in  last 
week's  Automobile 
Topics. 

The  delinquency 
referred  to  consisted 
of  its  making  the  run 
from  Great  Barring- 
ton  to  Albany  with- 
out its  full  quota  of 
passengers.  The  run 
itself  was  made  in 
fine  shape,  only  nine 
points  being  charged 
against  the  Corbin, 
in  spite  of  the  terri- 
ble condition  of  the 
roads  and  the  length 
of  the  course.  An 
alert  competitor 
learned  of  the  irregu- 
larity, which  was  due 
to  the  withdrawal  of 
the  observer,  and  en- 
tered a  protest.  In- 
vestigation furnished 
proof  of  the  charge 
and  the  committee 
was  obliged  to  disqualify  the  Corbin  car.  This  was  done  and  first  place  was 
awarded  to  the  Lozier  car  driven  by  M.  Michener,  which  had  15  points  charged 
against  it.  The  award  in  the  runabout  class  went  to  the  Haynes  car  driven  by 
C.  B.  Warren,  as  was  predicted  in  Automobile  Topics  last  week.

In  ruling  out  the  Corbin  car  the  committee  said  that  it  "realized  that  there 
were  extenuating  circumstances  in  reference  to  the  dropping  of  the  original 
passengers  and  to  proceeding  thereafter  with  but  three.    Nevertheless,  despite 
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the  fact  that  the  Corbin  finished  with  the  least  penalization,  the  Committee  have 
no  other  alternative  than  to  declare  it  ineligible  for  the  first  prize." 

The  committee  went  on  to  say  that  the  observers'  card  showed  that  no  ad- 
justment, repairs,  or  replacements  were  made  to  the  following  cars:  No.  i, 
Frayer-Miller ;  No.  2,  Continental;  No.  9,  Lozier;  No.  11,  Haynes;  No.  12, 
Pope-Hartford ;  No.  14,  Berliet ;  No.  24,  Corbin,  and  No.  26,  Stoddard-Dayton. 

"The  remaining  cars  which  finished  received  only  minor  penalties  which,  it 
is  reasonable  to  assume,  might  not  have  been  necessary  under  normal  touring 
conditions,"  it  added- 

The  full  story  of  the  difficulties  and  hardships  experienced  by  the  contesting 
cars  will  never  be  told.  An  outline  of  them  was  given  in  Automobile  Topics 
last  week,  but  each  of  the  participants  had  to  tell  of  variations  from  the  main 
theme.  There  were  hair-breadth  escapes  by  the  dozen,  minor  mishaps  in  plenty, 
and  hard,  persistent  plugging  through — not  over — water-soaked  and  mud-cover- 
ed roads  in  the  endeavor  to  traverse  the  more  than  200  miles  between  New  York 
and  Albany  by  the  roundabout  route  laid  out. 

It  did  not  take  a  great  deal  of  this  mud-plugging  in  the  rain  to  dull  the 
edge  of  the  drivers'  and  passengers'  appetites  for  motoring.  After  a  certain 
number  of  miles  had  been  covered,  and  there  was  no  relief  from  the  monotony 
of  rain,  cold  and  mud,  the  jolting  experienced,  even  in  the  most  comfortable  of 
the  cars,  became  an  unpleasant  habit.   There  was  no  such  thing  as  easing  up  for 
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the  bad  places  in  the  road,  for  in  sections  all  of  the  places  were  bad.  And  there 
was  always  the  schedule  to  think  of  and  to  urge  the  driver  on  to  all  speed  that 
could  be  crowded  on. 

Mud  was  everywhere — on  the  road,  in  the  car,  with  plenty  of  it  left  to  be-

Morgan,  who  is  very 
much'  interested  in 
any  matter^  relating 
to  New  Jersey  auto- 
mobiling,  has  been 
prospecting,  and  trie 
other  day  he  made  a 
find.  He  got  a  tip 
that  he  might  find 
what  he  was  looking 
for  in  the  road  up/ 
Schooley's  Moun- 
tain, situated  in  Mor- 
ris County  between 
German  Valley  and 
Hackettstown.  The 
climb  starts  from  the 
latter  village  and  is 
about  two  miles  in 
length  and  is  un- 
doubtedly the  worst 
climb  in  New  Jersey, 
as  it  has  three  sharp 
turns,  one  of  which 
is  a  right-angle  turn, 
and  the  road  is  well 
studded  with  water- 
breaks,  which,  how- 
ever, will  be  somewhat  modified  by  filling  in  if  a  climb  is  given  there.  The  grade 
averages  about  20  per  cent.,  a"hd  after  looking  it  over  Morgan  decided  to  call  it 
the  "Jersey  Terror."  A  contest,  to  occur  July  4,  is  talked  of. 

The  view  of  the  surrounding  farming  country  from  about  half  way  up  the 
mountain  is  simply  grand  and  worth  the  trip  out.

Pekin  to  Paris  Race  is  On 

The  much-talked-of  race  from  Pekin  to  Paris  was  started  Monday,  June  10, 
when  the  cars  were  sent  away  on  their  9,200  miles  journey.  It  has  been  arranged 
that  all  the  cars  will  proceed  together  as  far  as  Irkutsk.  A  meeting  of  the  race 
participators  was  held  in  Pekin  on  Thursday  last  at  which  final  regulations  gov- 
erning the  contest  were  drawn  up.  It  was  allowed  to  take  a  coolie  for  each  30 
kilos  of  weight  while  the  cars  pass  through  the  rough  mountain  regions. "  In  the 
event  of  a  chauffeur  becoming  ill  he  will  be  taken  to  the  nearest  point  where 
medical  assistance  can  be  secured,  and  if  the  physician  asserts  that  his  recovery 
within  three  days  may  be  expected  the  other  cars  will  wait;  otherwise  he  must 
be  left  behind. 

Gasolene  has  been  distributed  through  Mongolia,  and  the  news  of  the  race 
has  created  great  excitement  among  the  natives.  There  is  no  fear  of  a  hostile 
demonstration,  however. 

Herbert  H.  Lytle,  the  veteran  Pope  driver^  wi'U  pilot  the  Pope-Toledo  Van- 
derbilt  Cup  car  in  the  Vanderbilt  race,  should  the  latter  materialize. 
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My  Say  So 

Since  the  institution  of  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  in  October,  1904,  the 
automobile  industry  in  America  has  made  greater  progress  than  has  any  other 
country  in  three  short  years.  It  is  a  debatable  question  whether  this  progress 
was  due  to  the  incentive  given  by  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race,  or  whether  we 
would  have  made  the  same  progress  without  the  race.  In  my  opinion,  the 
greater  part  of  this  progress  is  due  to  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  and  the  contest 
for  it.  Not  only  have  the  competing  manufacturers  in  the  cup  race  acquired 
much  knowledge  thereby,  but  every  other  manufacturer  has  learned  great 
lessons,  until  today  we  are  proud  to  proclaim  that  some  of  our  best  makes 
equal  the  best  of  any  other  nation.  The  French,  in  politely  declining  to  accept 
the  cup  after  having  won  it  in  three  successive  races,  acted  in  this  respect  very 
wisely,  as  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race  run  in  Europe  would  have  no  significance 
for  them,  whereas  run  in  America  it  constitutes  for  them  the  best  means  of 
publicity  for  French  cars  in  the  American  market. 

Races  have  an  enormous  effect  on  the  buying  public.  In  1903,  after  Jenatzy's 
Gordon  Bennett  victory  in  Ireland,  the  Mercedes  were  in  great  demand  all 
over  the  world.  And  since  the  Fiat,  with  Lancia  and  Nazzaro,  have  made 
such  great  showings  in  1904,  1905  and  1906,  the  preponderance  of  the  Italian 
make  has  manifested  itself  all  over  the  world.  Italy  has  sent  over  $2,000,000 
worth  of  automobiles  into  France  in  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  while 
in  the  same  epoch  the  French  exports  into  Italy  fell  off  $500,000. 

International  races  have  proven  the  greatest  incentive  for  progress  in  auto- 
mobile construction.  Peaceful  rivalry  among  nations  has  always  contributed 
to  the  progress  of  the  world.  President  Roosevelt  regards  all  international 
sporting  events  as  of  the  greatest  importance  and  believes  that  they  should 
bring  out  and  stimulate  patriotic  feelings  and,  if  necessary,  sacrifices  among 
their  respective  followers,  where  it  is  a  contest  of  nation  against  nation. 

Motor  Age,  the  recognized  Western  automobile  trade  paper,  a  few  weeks 
ago,  in  an  able  editorial,  urged  American  makers  to  participate  in  foreign  races. 
Among  other  things  this  editorial  says: 

"There  seems  to  be  some  tendency  to  promote  American  contests  with  a  view  to  shut- 
ting out  the  foreigners  on  the  ground  of  America  for  Americans.  This  is  not  the  way  to 
equalize  the  matter  of  trade  favoritism — that  can  be  done  only  in  open  competition  and 
where  pure  merit  may  determine.  The  foreigners  do  not  hesitate  to  come  to  this  country  to 
demonstrate  in  open  contests  what  their  cars  will  do,  but  there  have  been  only  spasmodic 
attempts  on  the  part  of  American  makers  to  retaliate  in  like  manner.  If  the  American 
makers  can  sell  their  outputs  at  home,  they  should  have  no  worry  about  what  the  foreign 
makers  may  do  here;  if  they  cannot  sell  their  outputs  at  home  there  is  a  big  open  field 
abroad,  but  this  can  only  be  reached  by  the  same  manner  that  the  American  field  is  reached 
by  the  foreigners.  The  standard  of  efficiency  is  based  on  the  performances  of  racing  cars 
by  the  foreign  purchaser  and  it  will  be  found  that  judgment  on  the  efficiency  of  American 
cars  will  be  based  on  similar  performances  and  in  open  competition  with  the  best  foreign 
article. 

"Why  do  not  the  America  makers  invade  Europe;  why  do  they  not  pit  their  cars 
against  those  of  foreign  make  in  the  Ardennes,  the  Grand  Prix,  the  Herkomer,  the  Florio. 
the  Emperor's  Cup  race,  the  Tourist  Trophy  event  and  all  the  big  affairs  wherein  speed  and 
reliability  are  gauged?   The  contests  are  open  and  no  American  need  fear  being  shut  out 
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on  technical  grounds;  but  he  will  have  to  have  the  goods.  He  claims  to  have  the  goods- 
he  has  the  goods— but  he  will  have  to  show  them  if  he  wishes  to  convince  the  feigner. 
Let  this  country  be  generously  represented  in  the  foreign  contests  and  let  the  world  know 
how  good  its  motor  cars  are;  let  it  be  pitted  against  the  pick  of  the  world  and  show  where 
American  supremacy  comes  in;  let  it  give  battle  to  the  strong  and  not  to  the  weak;  let  it 
tackle  the  countries  with  reputations  if  it  would  place  itself  where  it  belongs. 

Of  course,  the  above  is  good  and  sound  advice,  but  inasmuch  as  we  have 
the  Vanderbilt  Cup  race,  let  us  first  start  at  home  and  show  our  supremacy  to 
our  own  kinsmen. 

At  this  writing,  Wednesday,  June  12,  no  decision  has  been  arrived  at  by 
the  A.  A.  A.,  who  have  been  entrusted  not  only  with  the  temporary  keeping  of 
the  cup,  but  who  also  accepted  from  the  Vanderbilt  commission  the  $15,000 
profits  realized  from  the  last  Vanderbilt  race. 

There  is  no  reason  for  not  holding  the  race.  An  expenditure  of  a  few 
thousand  dollars  will  make  any  course  safe,  which  course  need  not  necessarily 
be  laid  in  Long  Island,  which  is  too  near  to  the  New  York  populace.  Connec- 
ticut and  Massachusetts  were  willing  last  year  to  have  the  race.  They  did  not 
make  any  bid  for  the  race  this  year  because  the  Motor  Parkway  kept  the  news- 
papers proclaiming  that  the  Vanderbilt  race  would  be  held  on  Long  Island-  At 
all  came  out  at  the  last  moment  that  the  Parkway  will  not  be  ready,  l^ven 
should  the  Racing  Board  in  its  wisdom  decide  not  to  hold  the  Vanderbilt  race, 
I  think  such  a  decision  could  be  appealed  to  the  board  of  the  A  A.  A.  and  may 
be  reconsidered  by  them.  Judge  Hotchkiss  may  see  fit  to  render  unto  Caesar 
the  things  that  are  Caesar's,  i.  e.,  to  spend  the  money  which  was  secured  by  tne 
industry  to  be  spent  on  the  industry,  and  to  help  the  industry  by  holding  sucn 
a  race.  This  $15,000  and  a  few  thousand  dollars  the  year  before  should  have 
been  left  with  the  Vanderbilt  commission  for  just  such  an  emergency  to  detray 
such  extraordinary  expenses  as  mav  be  necessary  to  hold  a  safe  race,  sucn  a 
the  expenditure  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  by  engaging  an  efficient  corps  01 
deputies  like  the  Pinkertons,  instead  of  hiring  400  or  500  Long  Islanders  wno 
consider  the  money  given  them  as  graft,  and  stand  around  and  look  wise. 

Do  not  let  this  classic  cup  race  be  forced  into  desuetude  because  the  Fark- 
way  cannot  be  completed  in  time  for  it.  T.       •  fhe

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Herkomer  Contest  Won  by  Ladenburg 

Cable  dispatches  from  Frankfort,  Germany,  state  that  the  contest  for  the 
Herkomer  trophy  was  won  by  Ladenburg  of  Munich,  a  German  motorist.  Of 
the  161  starters,  no  completed  the  distance. 

Dresden,  June  4. — Tomorrow  the  start  will  be  given  for  the  Herkomer 
Cup.  Today  the  jury  have  examined  all  the  cars,  and  of  189  entries  134  will 
start.  Twenty-five  did  not  present  themselves,  and  30  cars  have  been  refused  by 
the  jury  of  admission  on  account  of  their  body  work. 

The  cars  will  be  started  at  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  at  one  minute  intervals, 
and  will  travel  from  Dresden  to  Chemnitz,  Zwickau,  Leipzig,  Naumburg, 
Weimar  and  Eisenach,  359  kilometers.  On  June  6  they  will  travel  from  Eisen- 
ach to  Mannheim,  about  336  kilometers.  On  June  7,  from  Mannheim  to  Lindau, 
37oyi  kilometers.  On  June  8,  from  Lindau  to  Munich,  230^  kilometers.  On 
June  9,  rest  in  Munich  over  Sunday.  On  June  10,  from  Munich  to  Augsburg, 
206  kilometers.  On  June  n,  from  Augsburg  to  Frankfort,  325  kilometers.  In 
all,  the  distance  is  1,826.8  kilometers. 

This  race  is  open  to  cars  of  a  cylinder  volume  from  2*4  to  n  liters.  All 
cars  must  have  their  regular  touring  bodies  with  all  their  accessories,  and  gas- 
olene, without  any  admixture,  and  of  a  density  of  68,  must  be  used.  Each  car 
must  carry  three  passengers,  including  the  driver  and  observer. 

There  are  three  ladies  among  the  contestants,  Mrs.  Lehmann,  Miss  Dorothy 
Levitt  and  Mrs.  Lillie  Sternberg.  Several  six-cylinder  cars  are  among  the  com- 
petitors.

— The  Emperor,  the  Empress,  also  the  Crown  Prince,  will 
assist  at  the  Elimination,  as  well  as  the  race  for  the  Emperor's  Cup,  on  June  13 
and  14.  Prince  Henry  and  the  Grand  Duke  of  Hesse  and  their  suites,  as  well  as 
all  German  minor  royalty,  will  be  present. 

Besides  the  Emperor's  Cup  for  the  winner,  the  Emperor  has  given  two  more 
prizes,  one  for  the  German  car  which  makes  the  best  showing,  and  one  for  the 
foreign  car  which  makes  the  next  best  showing  after  the  winner. 


A  WINDING  ROAD  ON  THE  TAUND8  COUB8B 

The  race  for  the  cup  which  bears  his  name  possesses  a  great  interest  for  the 
German  Emperor.  He  has  promised  to  be  present  on  both  days,  and  the  event 
has  aroused  much  attention  among  prominent  people  and  military  and  official 
circles.  It  is  to  be  run  over  the  Taunus  course  on  a  circuit  of  about  120  kilometers. 
The  course  passes  through  Kloster-Throri,  Werheim  Saalburg,  Ober-Urssel, 
Arnoldsheim,  Reifenbach,  Seelborn,  Glasshuten,  Esch,  Reichenbach,  Welburg 
and  return  to  Kloster-Thron.  There  will  also  be  a  climb  over  the  Feldberg,  the 
highest  mountain  of  the  Taunus. 

Owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  course  and  the  large  number  of  entries — 
nearly  100— the  race  will  be  run  in  two  sections,  on  June  13  and  14.  The  first 
lot  of  46  cars  will  include  one  car  of  every  make,  of  which  there  are  42,  and  will 
be  started  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning,  at  one  minute  intervals.  In  the  after- 
noon, the  second  lot  will  be  sent  out,  and  after  each  lap  the  first  20  qualifying  cars 
will  be  locked  up  until  the  next  day,  when  the  final  will  be  started  at  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  with  no  more  than  40  cars  in  line,  and  probably  less. 

The  circuit,  while  less  dangerous  than  the  Auvergne  course,  is  rather  a  diffi- 
cult one.  Over  $100,000  have  been  spent  to  fix  up  the  roads,  and  the  surface  of 
the  roads  is  well  nigh  perfect. 
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News  Notes  From  Parjs 

Paris,  June  5. — Will  the  British  international  cup  rise  again.  Phoenix-like, 
from  its  ashes,  and  are  we  this  year  finally  to  see  realized  the  wish  that  Sir  Alfred 
Harmsworth  expressed  when  he  created  his  international  challenge? 

The  cup  has  been  disputed  during  the  last  two  years  by  two  English  boats 
only,  but  this  year  we  notice  the  entry  of  the  "Panhard,"  the  victor  at  Monaco. 

Tne  Next  Paris  Salon 

In  order  to  increase  the  splendor  and  eclat  of  the  next  Salon  de  rAutomo- 
bile  which,  as  we  know,  is  to  constitute  the  decennial  of  such  expositions,  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  has  decided  upon  the  organization  of  a  Retrospective  Exposi- 
tion. It  has  seemed,  in  fact,  that  after  a  period  of  improvement  so  rapid,  it 
would  be  of  very  great  interest  to  present  to  the  public  the  models  of  years  gone 
by,  whence  proceeds  the  car  of  the  present  day,  in  order  to  show  what  has  al- 
ready been  done  and  what  remains  to  be  accomplished. 

Among  the  vehicles— glorious  ancestors — loaned  by  their  manufacturers  at 
the  request  of  M.  G.  Rives,  president  of  the  committee  on  organization  of  the 
Decennial  Exposition,  may  be  mentioned  the  first  tricycle  and  the  very  first  cars 
of  de  Dion,  the  Panhard  of  Paris-Bordeaux,  the  "Never-Content"  of  Jenatzy,  a 
Renault  of  Paris-Amsterdam,  the  Mors  of  Paris-Toulon,  Paris-Berlin  and  Paris- 
Madrid,  and  the  majority  of  the  victorious  cars — Brasier,  Darracq,  Dietrich,  etc. 
— of  the  great  tests  of  the  past. 

In  addition  to  the  racing  cars,  the  exposition  will  comprise  sections  devoted 
to  touring  cars,  motors,  boats,  aerostation,  and,  in  a  word,  to  all  the  applications 
of  the  automobile. 

Englisn  Victory  a  Blow  to  Frencn  Industry 

England's  victory  in  the  race  for  the  British  Tourist  Trophy  is  recognized 
as  a  blow  to  the  French  industry.  In  Les  Sports  C.  Faroux  admits  this  when 
he  says: 

"The  Tourist  Trophy  of  1907  was,  like  that  of  1906  and  that  of  1905,  the  oc- 
casion of  an  English  victory. 

"We  must  bear  up  and  acknowledge  ourselves  beaten,  as  we  are,  and  in  a 
test,  too,  of  which  the  regulation  was,  by  universal  consent,  the  best  that  was 
ever  established  for  an  automobile  race.  We  cannot  claim  that  we  were  poorly 
represented,  seeing  that  those  who  defended  our  interests  justly  bear  the  highest 
reputation. 

"Why  were  we  beaten  this  year  less  honorably  still  than  in  the  two  preceding 
years?  The  reason  is  simple — in  the  first  place,  by  an  excess  of  confidence,  and 
in  the  second,  by  lightness. 

"The  English  made  enormous  progress  last  year,  and,  as  I  have  again  and 
again  repeated,  I  would  have  gladly  seen  the  test  that  has  resulted  in  our  defeat 
omitted.  Our  manufacturers  were  wrong  in  not  taking  the  above  fact  into  ac- 
count. 

"On  the  other  hand,  as  narrow  as  are  the  prescriptions  of  a  regulation,  it  is 
certain  that  it  necessitates  the  study  of  a  special  car.  This  is  a  matter  that  our 
rivals  understood.    We  were  content  to  send  regular  types,  the  performance  of

which  is  perhaps  convincing,  but  which  did  not  win.   That's  the  whole  thing  in 
a  nut-shell. 

"Nevertheless,  I  am  bound  to  insist  especially  on  the  superb  run  of  the  25  hp. 
Gladiator,  steered  by  the  genial  Fenton.  It  is  the  only  French  car  that  finished 
the  race  under  the  conditions  exacted  by  the  regulation. 

"On  the  other  hand,  it  is  indisputable  that  as  regards  pneumatic  tires,  the 
great  success  of  the  day  was  for  Dunlop,  who  was  all  alone  at  the  finish.  This, 
considering  the  weather  that  prevailed,  was  particularly  significant. 

"The  English  market  is  of  such  importance  to  the  French  industry  that  we 
have  no  right  to  compromise  our  supremacy.  Let  us  do  like  those  across  the 
channel — let  us  learn  how  to  prepare  our  races.  The  Tourist  Trophy  is  one  of 
those  that  are  fraught  with  the  greatest  consequences. 

"It  is  a  mystery  to  no  one  that  we  have  slightly  profited  this  year  by  the 
small  capacity  of  production  of  the  English,  and  by  a  momentary  inferiority  of 
the  British  methods  of  work.  Such  consideration  next  year  will  have  notably 
lost  its  value." 

Tne  TAfrignt  Bros,  in  Pans 

The  Wright  brothers  of  Dayton,  O.,  on  their  way  to  Germany,  yesterday 
visited  the  factory  of  the  Antoinette  Co.  and  examined  their  light  motor,  which 
is  especially  adapted  for  aerial  navigation,  and  will  probably  decide  to  use  it., 
I  understand  the  Wright  brothers  are  going  to  Germany  to  negotiate  with  Ger- 
man capitalists  for  the  exploitation  of  their  invention.

"Aside  from  the  historical  interests  of  the  tourists,  it  will  serve  as  one  of 
the  greatest  object  lessons  of  American  thrift  and  industry  that  the  American 
car  is  a  matter  of  serious  consideration."  Thus  writes  IDupuy  as  a  result  of 
the  attention  that  has  been  given  to  the  Stearns  which  he  is  driving.  Nightly 
the  crowds  gather  around  the  machine  and  inspect  every  part  of  its  mechanism, 
particularly  in  points  of  high  altitude,  where  they  realize  that  the  car  has  per- 
formed on  hills  accredited  only  to  those  of  high  French  and  German  horsepower.

New  Thomas  High- Powered  Runabout  Ready 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  strong  demand  from  users  of  Thomas  cars 
for  a  high  power  runabout  designed  along  the  lines  of  the  Thomas  Flyer.  In 
response  to  this  demand  the  E.  R.  Thomas  Motor  Co.  has  placed  on  the  market 
a  runabout  of  this  description  which  includes  the  main  features  of  the  touring 
cars  with  adaptations  to  make  it  conform  to  runabout  practice. 

Among  the  points  of  difference  are  a  special  engine  of  high  horsepower, 
the  setting  back  of  the  engine  to  give  a  better  distribution  of  weight  than  if  it 
were  kept  in  the  same  position  as  in  that  of  a  car  with  a  tonneau,  the  use  of 
34-inch  wheels  instead  of  36,  a  new  design  of  frame  and  the  general  fixture  of 
the  pedals  and  levers  in  keeping  with  the  position  of  the  seats. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  seating  of  three  people,  two  in  front  and  one  on 
a  rumble  seat  in  the  rear,  where  a  tool  pox  is  also  placed. 
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The  first  of  these  new  cars  have  already  been  shipped  and  without  an  ex- 
ception have  gone  to  fill  orders  that  were  received  when  the  announcement  that 
they  were  to  be  placed  on  the  market  was  first  made.  It  was  the  original  inten- 
tion to  make  only  a  limited  number  of  this  class  of  cars,  but  it  has  since  been 
found  necessary  to  double  this  number  and  another  increase  in  the  production 
will  probably  be  decided  on  within  a  few  days  since  even  the  double  number  is 
now  not  adequate  to  care  for  the  orders  received.

For  the  Sufferers  from  Tire  Troubles 

Tire  troubles  and  tire  expense  are  the  bane  of  the  motorists'  existence.  Re- 
move these  ills  and  more  than  half  his  worries  are  gone. 

A  number  of  inventions  have  appeared  with  the  object  of  removing  the 
necessity  for  making  tire  repairs  in  the  usual  manner,  all  of  them  proving  de- 
fective. It  soon  became  evident  that  the  carrying  of  an  extra  rim  or  two 
on  which  were  mounted  fully-inflated  tires,  which  could  speedily  and  surely 
replace  the  damaged  one,  was  the  only  solution  of  the  problem.  This  required 
the  fitting  to  the  wheels  of  special  bands  and  a  removable  rim  carrying  an 
inflated  tire.  This  removable  rim  must  fit  tight;  must  not  bind  under  any 
conditions,  and  should,  when  put  on,  be  as  immovable  and  unaffected  by  road 

shocks  as  a  permanent  rim.  Above  all 
the  entire  outfit  must  be  so  arranged  as 
to  be  removed  and  replaced  in  the  short- 
est space  of  time. 

All  these  requirements  are  met  in 
the  Crescent  (formerly  Harburg)  Re- 
movable Rim,  handled  by  the  Crescent 
Parts  Company,  New  York  City.  The  ac- 
companying cut  shows  its  construction, 
No.  i  being  a  beveled  band  fitted  per- 
manently to  the  felloe  of  wheel;  No.  2, 
the  Crescent  Removable  Rim  holding  an 
inflated  tire  (fits  any  regular  make  of 
clincher  tire)  ;  No.  3,  a  hinged  clip  which, 
when  loosened,  allows  the  removal  and  re- 
placing of  the  rim  with  tire;  No.  4,  bolt 
and  nut  holding  clip  and  rim  in  place. 


Does  Not  Interfere  with  Natural  Spring  Action 
Of  shock  absorbers  there  seems  to  be  almost  no  end,  although  the  really 
good  ones  are  few  and  far  between.  A  promising  device  of  the  kind  is  the  Corn- 
stock  shock  absorber,  which  is  hydraulic,  automatic  and  self-adjusting. 

Its  most  important  feature  is  that  it 
is  claimed  to  be  the  only  hydraulic 
device  that  will  take  up  and  completely 
neutralize  the  recoil  or  expansion  of  the 
springs  which  follows  immediately  after  the  down  shock  or  compression.  The 
device  permits  perfect  freedom  of  springs  on  good  roads,  being  brought  into 
play  only  when  springs  are  submitted  to  abnormal  strain. 

The  area  of  the  opening  in  top  of  recoil  valve  slotted  tube  is  equal  to  about 
one-half  of  the  area  of  the  entire  slot.   The  diameter  of  the  recoil  valve  is  slightly 
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less  than  that  of  inside  of  cylinder.  The  correct  position  of  plunger  when  car  is 
loaded  with  passengers  is  in  center  of  cylinder.  The  first  or  down  shock  forces 
plunger  downward,  seating  recoil  valve  on  bottom  of  cylinder.  As  the  plunger 
is  forced  downward,  the  resistance  becomes  greater  beneath  it,  and  the  escape 
of  the  fluid  above  the  plunger  becomes  correspondingly  freer,  until  the  down 
shock  is  entirely  eliminated.  The  action  of  the  recoil  which  starts  the  plunger  up 
again,  forces  liquid  downward  through  top  of,  and  slot  in,  valve  tube,  and  as 
there  is  a  space  of  about  one-quarter  inch  between  the  top  of  valve  tube  and 
bonnet  or  cylinder  top,  the  oil  being  forced  beneath  recoil  valve  unseats  it,  and 
permits  the  plunger  to  return  quickly  enough  to  entirely  eliminate  the  recoil, 
which  the  very  construction  of  other  hydraulic  devices  prevents. 


Urge  Granting  of  Charter  to  Parkway  Project 

Hartford,  Conn.,  June  8. — Business  men  of  this  city,  with  officials  of  the 
leading  automobile  concerns  at  their  head,  have  taken  a  hand  in  the  fight  that  is 
being  conducted  in  behalf  of  the  grant  of  a  charter  to  the  proposed  Boston- 
New  York  motor  road.  A  committee  has  been  appointed,  on  which  are  Presi- 
dent M.  J.  Budlong  of  the  Electric  Vehicle  Co.,  Wilbur  C.  Walker  of  the  Pope 
Manufacturing  Co.,  and  Clarence  E.  Whitney  of  the  Whitney  Manufacturing 
Co.,  to  appear  before  the  Connecticut  State  Legislature  and  urge  the  granting  of 
the  charter. 

This  act  was  the  outcome  of  a  special  meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  motor  parkway  project  and  taking  some  sort  of  favorable  action 
for  the  betterment  of  present  conditions.  Harrison  B.  Freeman,  Jr.,  attorney 
for  those  desiring  the  establishment  of  the  new  road,  explained  fully  the  intent  of 
the  corporation  and  dwelled  upon  the  desirability  of  such  a  course,  inasmugjj.  as 
it  meant  the  salvation  of  all  concerned.  H-  P.  Maxim  was  called  upon  for  data 
as  to  what  sort  of  tractor  was  best  adapted  for  the  haulage  of  freight.  He  was 
in  favor  of  a  train  after  the  French  Renard  type,  and  remarked  that  Europe  was 
far  in  advance  of  America  when  the  question  of  commercial  cars  was  raised.  It 
was,  he  contended,  a  simple  matter  to  install  suitable  tractors,  and  all  that  was 
seriously  needed  was  the  road  from  New  York  to  Boston. 


May  Registrations  Stow  a  Gain 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  June  8. — Just  2,275  automobiles  were  registered  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  during  the  past  month.  This  is  274  in  excess  of  the  April 
registrations.  The  average  number  of  applications  received  daily  during  May 
was  87,  and  one  in  15  of  these  cars  applying  for  license  was  a  car  of  foreign  man- 
ufacture. 

A  comparison  by  years  shows  much  of  interest.  In  May,  1905,  1,505  cars 
registered;  during  the  same  month  in  1906,  1,900  cars  secured  numbers.  During 
the  first  five  months  of  1905  only  3,667  cars  were  registered;  in  the  same  length 
of  time  in  1906,  5,169  cars  applied  for  numbers  and  from  January  1  to  June  1 
this  year  6,607  automobiles  have  paid  their  $2  to  the  great  State  of  New  York.

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


Following  are  given  some  instructions  on  the  care  and  operation  of  the  electric  carriage, 
the  Pope-Waverley  electrics  being  taken  for  illustration.  Many  of  the  general  instructions 
which  have  appeared  in  these  columns  for  gasolene  cars,  such  as  washing,  lubrication  of 
steering  rods,  wheels,  etc.,  apply  to  the  electric  vehicle  as  well.  The  following  instructions 
therefore  will  apply  only  to  the  exclusive  features  of  the  electric  vehicle,  especially  the  Pope- 
Waverley  models. 


A  good  driver  of  electric  vehicles  will  endeavor  to  be  economical  with  his  power.  With  the 
same  power  and  under  the  same  conditions,  a  careful  driver  will  get  from  eight  to  twelve 
miles  more  from  one  charge  of  the  battery  than  will  one  who  does  not  save  his  power  at 
every  opportunity.  The  second  speed  is  the  most  economical  though  the  motor  is  not  quite 
as  efficient  as  when  operated  under  the  third  speed.  With  the  controller  in  the  second 
notch,  the  vehicle  will  run  farther  than  if  in  any  other.  With  the  controller  in  the  first 
notch,  nearly  the  same  amount  of  current  is  used  as  in  the  second,  but  part  of  it  is  wasted 
in  the  resistance  coils  under  the  body  of  the  vehicle.  Hence,  the  first  speed  is  the  least 
economical  of  all.  When  intending  to  stop  at  a  given  point,  it  saves  power  if  the  current 
is  cut  off  and  the  vehicle  allowed  to  coast,  and  all  hills  that  are  not  too  steep  may  be  coasted 
without  .brake. 


Pope-Waverley  electrics  are  shipped  with  batteries  removed,  packed  in  boxes  and  placed 
on  the  floor  of  the  freight  car.  Examine  everything  to  see  that  no  damage  has  been  done 
in  shipment.  Clean  all  excelsior  and  dirt  from  the  tops  of  the  cells  or  the  trays.  Keep  the 
trays  right  side  up  to  avoid  spilling  the  solution  from  the  cells.  After  the  battery  has  been 
placed  in  the  vehicle  see  that  it  is  securely  fastened  by  means  of  the  cross  bars  provided 
for  that  purpose.  Before  the  connections  are  made  see  that  the  controller  handle  is  in  the 
off  position.  After  connecting  the  adjacent  lugs  on  each  pair  of  trays,  two  terminals  which 
are  to  be  connected  by  cable  to  the  controller  will  still  remain.  Do  not  attempt  to  connect 
or  "short  circuit"  two  terminals  on  the  same  tray.  Push  the  vehicle  out  of  the  car  by  hand 
and  do  not  attempt  to  run  it  until  it  is  on  the  ground  and  free  of  all  obstructions.  Then, 
as  the  batteries  are  charged  before  being  shipped,  the  vehicle  may  be  run  from  the  freight 
terminal  under  its  own  power. 


The  following  rules  for  the  care  of  the  batteries  are  given  in  a  condensed  form.  However, 
a  little  time  spent  in  the  perusal  of  the  instruction  books  issued  by  the  several  battery 
manufacturers  will  prove  beneficial  to  users  of  electric  vehicles. 

a.  Keep  the  electrolyte  at  the  proper  height  above  the  top  of  the  plates. 

b.  A  battery  should  not  be  excessively  overcharged. 

c.  A  battery  should  never  stand  completely  discharged. 

d.  A  battery  should  be  kept  free  from  deposits  in  the  bottom  of  the  jars. 

e.  The  battery  temperature  should  never  exceed  100  degrees  F. 

f.  Entirely  discharge  a  battery  and  then  recharge  it  regularly  once  a  month. 

g.  All  battery  connections  must  be  kept  clean  and  bright. 

h.  Any  low  cells  in  the  battery  must  be  located  and  repaired  at  once. 

i.  Battery  compartments  should  be  kept  dry. 

a.  The  electrolyte  in  the  cells  should  stand  from  %  to  J/2  inch  above  the  top  of  the  plates. 
All  loss  by  evaporation  should  be  replaced  with  distilled  water  only.  Once  a  month  the 
gravity  of  the  acid  in  each  cell  should  be  tested  and  if  found  to  be  low.  electrolyte  instead  of 
water  should  be  used  to  replace  the  loss.  No  information  concerning  the  gravity  of  the  acid 
can  be  obtained  unless  the  battery  is  fully  charged. 

b.  A  battery  may  be  overcharged  in  two  ways:    First,  by  charging  too  long  at  a  high 
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rate  and  second,  by  charging  too  frequently.  If  a  battery  that  will  run  a  vehicle  forty  miles 
is  charged  after  every  short  trip  of  five  or  ten  miles,  it  is  charged  four  or  five  times  as 
often  as  it  should  be.  A  battery  should  not  be  charged  until  over  50  per  cent,  of  its  capacity 
has  been  exhausted.  If  excessively  overcharged  a  rapid  deterioration  of  the  plates  will  re- 
sult 

However,  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  a  legitimate  "overcharge,"  so-called,  may  be  given 
from  one  to  three  hours  at  a  low  rate  about  once  a  month  and  will  prove  beneficial  to  the 
battery. 

c.  A  battery  should  never  be  discharged  below  1.75  volts  per  cell.  Thus,  when  a  vehicle 
containing  24  cells  of  battery  shows  about  42  volts  when  running  at  full  speed  on  hard  level 
roads,  the  battery  is  discharged  as  low  as  it  should  be.  If  the  vehicle  is  driven  after  this 
point  is  reached,  it  is  at  the  risk  of  injuring  the  battery. 

An  electric  vehicle  should  never  stand  with  the  battery  completely  discharged.  If  per- 
mitted to  do  so  the  plates  of  the  battery  are  likely  to  sulphate  and  thus  destroy  their  effi- 
ciency. A  low  gravity  of  the  acid  and  a  whitish  appearance  of  the  plates  will  indicate  this 
condition.  The  battery  may  be  put  in  good  condition  again  by  a  long  low  charge.  A  badly 
sulphated  cell  may  require  a  charge  of  as  much  as  60  hours  at  a  low  ampere  rate  before 
being  brought  to  proper  condition.  Do  not  be  alarmed,  however,  if  the  voltage  runs  up 
higher  than  usual  during  this  process.  As  soon  as  the  sulphate  is  broken  down,  the  battery 
will  assume  its  normal  condition  as  to  voltage  and  the  gravity  of  the  acid. 

d.  The  sediment  which  collects  in  the  bottom  of  the  jars  as  the  battery  is  used,  should 
not  be  allowed  to  reach  the  plates.  If  some  of  the  cells  show  a  low  capacity  or  heat  quickly 
in  charging,  cut  out  the  low  cells,  remove  their  elements  and  examine  the  jar  to  see  if 
there  is  much  sediment  in  the  bottom.  If  so,  the  battery  needs  washing  and  this  should  be 
done  as  soon  as  possible.  Many  batteries  are  completely  ruined  by  continued  use  after  they 
need  washing. 

e.  The  temperature  of  a  battery  must  not  be  allowed  to  exceed  100  degrees  F.  If  no 
thermometer  is  available,  the  hand  forms  a  fairly  accurate  test.  Never  let  the  battery  feel 
very  warm  to  your  hand.  If  the  temperature  is  found  to  be  running  up  towards  the  safe 
limit  the  charge  should  be  reduced  or  stopped  for  a  while.  If  the  battery  warms  up  quickly, 
examine  for  short  circuits,  especially  if  the  voltage  drops  quickly  in  running  and  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  full  mileage. 

f.  It  is  a  very  good  plan  to  entirely  discharge  the  battery  at  least  once  a  month.  This 
can  easily  be  done  by  continuing  the  discharge  through  a  rheostat  after  coming  in  from  a 
run.  By  going  over  the  cells  with  a  low  reading  volt  meter  at  this  time,  a  fairly  good  idea  as 
to  their  condition  may  be  obtained.  A  considerable  difference  in  the  voltage  of  the  various 
cells  is  an  indication  that  they  need  attention.  Always  recharge  a  battery  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  a  complete  discharge. 

g.  All  dirt  and  acids  should  be  kept  from  the  terminals  and  the  outside  of  the  cells, 
including  straps  and  the  battery  trays. 

h.  If  any  low  cells  are  found  look  for  the  cause. 

There  may  be  sulphated  plates,  a  dry  cell  due  to  a  leaking  jar,  or  the  cells  may  need 
cleaning. 

i.  The  battery  compartment  must  be  kept  dry.  If  a  bottom  is  put  in  to  keep  the  acid 
from  dripping  on  the  gear  care  should  be  taken  to  have  it  arranged  so  that  the  acid  runs  off 
immediately. 


Before  beginning  to  charge  a  battery,  remove  the  starting  plug,  and  see  that  the  controller 
handle  is  in  the  off  position.  After  making  sure  the  knife  switch  on  the  rheostat  is  open 
and  the  handle  is  to  the  left,  insert  the  charging  plug  into  the  sockets  under  either  side  of 
the  vehicle  body.  Then  close  the  knife  switch  and  by  turning  the  rheostat  handle  to  the 
right  adjust  the  current  to  the  ampere  rate  indicated  in  the  instruction  book  issued  by  the 
battery  company.  The  flow  of  current  is  indicated  by  the  vehicle  ammeter.  Do  not  ring 
the  bell  nor  turn  on  the  lamps  while  the  battery  is  charging,  as  the  increased  voltage  will 
burn  them  out  in  a  short  time.  Keep  the  carriage  body  open  so  as  to  allow  a  free  circula- 
tion of  air  around  the  battery.  Do  not  use  an  open  flame  around  a  battery  when  it  is  charg- 
ing. 
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AMERICANS  ABROAD 


In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  George  C.  Tyler  of  New  York,  who  recently  completed  an  extensive 
tour  in  northern  Africa,  that  country  will  eventually  become  a  paradise  for  motorists.  This 
is  Mr.  Tyler's  fifth  season  of  automobile  touring  in  Europe,  and  in  many  respects  he  regards 
it  as  the  most  delightful.  He  found  a  country  of  perfect  roads,  beautiful  scenery,  agree- 
able people  and  excellent  accommodations,  and  at  the  same  time  was  far  removed  from  the 
beaten  track  and  quaint  surroundings  to  be  found  elsewhere.  Mr.  Tyler  went  from  Paris 
to  Marseilles,  thence  to  Genoa,  Florence,  Rome  and  Naples,  through  Calabria  and  Sicily 
and  thence  by  boat  to  Tunis.  From  Tunis  a  journey  was  made  through  Soussa,  Monastir, 
Sfax  and  Gabes  to  Tripoli,  stopping  at  the  famous  mosque  in  Kirouan.  Mr.  Tyler  reported 
this  district  as  showing  remarkable  commercial  activity.  He  passed  through  miles  of 
olive  groves,  and  he  was  told  that  from  Monastir  alone  150  barrels  of  olive  oil  were 
shipped  every  week  for  six  months  in  the  year,  the  product  going  almost  entirely  to  France. 
The  people  seemed  prosperous  and  contented  and  always  kindly  disposed  to  strangers. 
The  long  stretches  of  roads  in  northern  Africa  are  splendidly  kept,,  an  evidence  of  this 
being  that  the  journey  from  Tunis  to  Constantinople,  a  distance  of  528  kilometers,  was 
made  in  one  day.  Mr.  Tyler's  trip,  which  was  made  in  his  new  45  hp.  Renault  car,  cov- 
ered nearly  10,000  kilometers.  After  a  short  stay  in  Paris  he  will  make  an  automobile  run 
to  Vienna,  and  will  remain  in  Europe  to  witness  the  Grand  Prix,  after  which  event  he 
expects  to  return  to  America.

One 
of  the  most  serious  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Automobile  Club  was  that  of 
Charles  Tomlinson  of  Philadelphia,  whose  car  is  held  at  Magnolia  on  a  technical  charge 
for  which  he  is  asked  to  pay  a  fine  of  $40.  The  trouble  of  Mr.  Tomlinson  arose  over  an 
accident,  his  car  breaking  down  along  the  road  near  the  little  village.  The  break  to  the 
machine  would  take  some  time  to  repair  and  so  he  left  it  along  the  roadside  and  went  on 
to  Atlantic  City.  Upon  his  arrival  he  wired  to  the  Philadelphia  agents  of  the  car  to  send 
down  and  take  it  back  to  Philadelphia.  One  of  the  company's  mechanics  was  sent  to 
get  the  car  and  in  order  to  run  it  used  Mr.  Tomlinson's  license.  On  the  way  back  he  was 
picked  up  by  a  county  policeman  and  arrested  and  taken  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  and 
fined  $40,  for  which  the  machine  is  held.

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An  Appeal  to  Humanity 

To  the  Editor: 

Being  a  reader  of  Topics,  I  thought  it  proper  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Humane  Society,  through  your  magazine,  to  the  cruelties  practiced  upon 
horses,  and  to  the  burdens  and  cruelties  borne  by  the  horse. 

The  horse  is  driven  day  and  night  under  the  whip  and  lash,  mostly  by 
drivers  who  only  think  of  him  as  a  tool.  He  is  given  feed  sometimes  sufficient, 
sometimes  hunger  is  his  portion  instead ;  he  is  sometimes  watered  when  dry,  some- 
times neglected  for  days  at  a  time,  is  mostly  penned  up  similar  to  the  human  race 
when  imprisoned.  What  does  the  horse  receive  for  all  this  labor?  Practically 
nothing. 

The  horse  loves  its  freedom  the  same  as  the  human  race;  it  has  pain  the 
same  as  the  human  race,  but  must  work  if  the  whip  can  force  it  along  whether 
sick,  sore  or  lame,  old  or  young.  If  the  horse  could  speak  would  it  not  cry 
against  this  race  of  oppressors? 

Should  not  this  race  now  release  the  horse  from  slavery  by  applying  the 
gasolene  engine  to  all  purposes — to  the  dray,  the  cab,  the  wagon,  the  buggy,  the 
plow,  the  harvester,  the  mowing  machine  and  all  other  places  where  power  is 
required?  Some  may  say  the  automobile  is  dangerous.  Is  it  half  as  dangerous 
as  the  horse,  which  is  always  ready  to  scare  and  run  away  and  become  unman- 
ageable? Look  up  the  statistics  and  see  the  number  killed  and  maimed  by 
horses  running,  bucking  and  kicking;  then  compare  it  with  the  automobile 
that  never  scares.  Think  of  the  burden  taken  off  man  when  the  power  car  re- 
places the  horse!  No  horse  to  curry,  water,  feed,  catch  when  loose,  hitch  up, 
unhitch,  harness,  unharness,  doctor  when  sick. 

I  will  say  I  am  not  the  possessor  of  a  gasolene  engine  of  any  kind  or  self- 
propelled  vehicle,  but  seeing  the  prejudice  against  the  self-propelled  vehicles 
which  are  relieving  the  continually  abused  horse,  I  think  it  proper  to  quote  the 
Scriptures,  where  they  say  all  bondage  shall  cease,  and  I  think  it  the  duty  of  all 
Christians  to  uphold  the  freedom  of  all  roads  for  the  horseless  carriage,  with 
proper  regulations,  but  not  such  as  to  make  it  burdensome  upon  each  other.

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Charity,  when  it  takes  the  form  of  brightening,  for  one  brief  day,  the 
pathetic  and  monotonous  lives  of  New  York's  orphans  by  treating  them  to  a 
day  of  unalloyed  pleasure,  beginning  and  ending  with  an  automobile  ride,  and 
crammed  full  of  multifarious  pleasures  in  between,  does  not  strike  a  responsive 
chord  in  the  breasts  of  owners  of  automobiles.  No  other  conclusion  is  possible, 
in  view  of  the  meagre  number  of  non-trade  cars  loaned  for  the  Orphans'  Day 
Outing  on  Wednesday.  To  be  perfectly  candid,  it  was  a  trade  and  a  newspaper 
function,  probably  four-fifths  of  the  cars  and  drivers  being  furnished  by  these 
two  classes.  It  naturally  follows  that  without  them  there  would  have  been  no 
Orphans'  Day  Outing.  Instead  of  lending  a  hand  in  the  work,  with  the  great 
motoring  public  doing  the  lion's  share,  the  local  trade  and  press  have  had  to 
step  into  the  breach  and  carry  the  affair  through  to  success  or  leave  it  to  certain 
failure. 

New  York  is  a  big  and  wealthy  city,  and  its  people  are  noted  everywhere 
for  their  charitable  disposition.  It  is  the  center  of  automobiling,  too.  New 
York  State  has  a  long  lead  in  the  number  of  automobiles  owned,  while  New 
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York  City  has,  more  than  any  State  in  the  Union.  Yet,  after  months  of  hard, 
intelligent  and  conscientious  work,  in  which  the  newspapers  gave  liberally  of 
their  space,  all  that  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  outing  could  do  was  to 
secure  the  loan  of  some  140  cars  in  which  to  carry  20  or  30  times  that  number  of 
orphans  to  the  enchanted,  if  not  fabulous,  city  by  the  sea  of  their  dream — Coney 
Island. 

That  is  less  than  one  per  cent,  of  the  cars  owned  in  the  city.  One  in  100, 
or  a  little  less.  And  this  number,  as  already  stated,  was  furnished,  for  the  most 
part,  by  the  men  who  make,  sell,  store  or  care  for  automobiles,  with  the  aid  of 
the  few  newspaper  men  fortunate  enough  to  own  cars.  What  a  commentary  on 
the  open-handed  generosity  of  the  large-hearted  owners  of  automobiles! 

The  man  who  refuses  to  let  his  left  hand  know  what  his  right  hand  does  is 
evidently  not  a  motorist.  The  owners  of  the  hundreds  and  hundreds,  of  fine, 
large,  powerful,  luxurious  cars  were  deaf  to  the  appeal  to  brighten,  momentarily 
at  least,  the  existence  of  the  inmates  of  the  city's  charitable  institutions  for 
orphan  boys  and  girls.  They  had  use  for  their  cars.  A  tour  or  a  trip  had  been 
arranged  months  before  and  it  was  impossible  to  make  different  arrangements! 
Or  perhaps  the  cars  were  out  of  commission  or  the  chauffeurs  on  a  vacation ;  or, 
finally,  the  owners  intended  to  place  their  cars  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee 
but  forgot  the  day!  Perhaps! 

'Tis  said  that  charity  covers  a  multitude  of  sins.  Let  us  hope  that  this  lack 
of  charity  was  unintentional.  Next  year  let  the  committee  announce  that  it  will 
publish  the  names  of  all  donors  of  cars,  and  it  will  have  offered  it  more  than  it 
can  find  orphans  to  occupy  them! 


The  man  who  didn't  know  it  was  loaded  is  much  less  harmful  than  the 
chauffeur  who  takes  his  owner's  car  out  without  permission,  fills  it  up  with  con- 
genial friends  and  dashes  over  the  roads,  usually  at  night,  at  breakneck  speed. 
The  supposed-to-be-empty  gun  rarely  kills  more  than  one.  %  But  the  automobile 
that  is  run  amuck  claims  its  victims  in  more  generous  fashion.  The  case  in 
Brooklyn  last  week  illustrates  this  point.  The  chauffeur  and  his  companions 
were  injured,  but  not  until  they  had  created  more  havoc  among  the  peaceful 
occupants  of  a  horse-drawn  vehicle-  Yet  the  incident  came  in  for  no  more  ex- 
coriation on  the  part  of  the  daily  press  than  if  the  responsible  owner  of  the  car 
had  been  aboard.  Nor  will  the  law  step  in  and  make  an  example  of  the  reckless, 
unscrupulous  and  dangerous  chauffeur.  Until  this  policy  is  changed  such  acci- 
dents will  continue  to  happen.

The  sales  are  to  be  made  pri- 
vately and  at  the  plant  Mr.  Harrison  is 
considered  an  expert  in  timber  locating 
and  while  he  has  not  announced  his  future 
plans  there  is  an  impression  among  his 
friends  that  he  will  devote  his  time  to  this 
work.   

On  July  1st  work  will  be  started  on  the 
erection  of  a  big  automobile  factory  in 
Oakland,  Cal.

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In  reply  to  our  strictures  of  last  week  on 
the  charitable  New  York  public,  several 
correspondents  have  pointed  out  that,  in 
—     their  opinion,  the  trouble  lay,  not  with 


owners  of  automobiles  who  refused  to  loan  them  to  take  the  orphans  to  Coney 
Island,  but  with  the  method  employed  in  approaching  them.  It  is  not  denied 
that  the  New  York  Motor  Club  and  its  hard-working  committeemen  labored 
zealously  to  accomplish  their  end,  but  it  is  an  undisputed  fact  that  something 
was  lacking,  for  we  can  scarcely  assume  that  such  an  undertaking  as  the 
Orphans'  Outing  would  fail  utterly  to  appeal  to  the  charitable,  as  well  as  to 
the  big-hearted,  people  of  this  city.  The  fast  outing,  given  in  1905,  was  much 
more  successful  than  this  year's  in  eliciting  responses  and  bringing  cars  from 
non-tradesmen,  although  *the  affair  was  a  hasty  one,  with  little  time  for  pre- 
liminary work.  Afterward  regret  was  expressed  on  all  sides  that  there  had 
not  been  sufficient  time  to  give  proper  notification  to  motorists,  as  the  latter 
would  have  been  only  too  glad  to  respond  if  they  had  received  it. 


In  the  year  that  will  elapse  before  the  next  Orphans'  Day  there  is  plenty  of 
time  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  securing,  say,  a  thousand  cars,  in  which  to 
carry  all  the  orphans  in  the  Greater  City  to  Coney  Island  or  some  nearby  coun- 
try resort,  and  give  them  such  a  time  as  rarely  falls  to  their  pathetic  lot.  It  is 
very  evident  that  this  year's  plan  is  not  workable.  This  being  so,  let  some 
other  plan  be  tried.  Go  to  the  charitable  institutions  and  secure  the  hearty 
support  and  approval  of  their  managers,  consulting  with  them  as  to  the  best 
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means  of  interesting  the  charitably  disposed  leaders  of  society.  Enlist  the  sup- 
port of  the  latter,  too,  and  get  together  a  list  of  patrons  and  patronesses  that 
will  command  respect  from  all  classes  of  people.  Enlarge  the  committee  and 
have  it  take  the  general  public  into  its  confidence  and  tell  what  it  is  doing.  Get 
everybody  into  line  and  instead  of  having  it  a  purely  automobile  club  affair, 
broaden  it  into  an  event  that  will  take  in  the  whole  city  and  make  it  a  civic  affair. 


William  the  Strenuous,  ruler  of  all  Germany,  is  going  to  have  a  race  track 
of  his  own.  As  planned,  it  is  on  the  scale  of  magnitude  that  will  cause  the  Long 
Island  Motor  Parkway,  should  it  really  materialize,  to  pale  into  insignificance. 


From  Porto  Rico  an  inquirer  writes  to  a  reader  of  Automobile  Topics,  ask- 
ing for  information  relative  to  the  "Cobalto  Storage  Battery  Edison  Electric 
Automobile."  From  which  it  would  seem  that  fame  penetrates  to  all  parts  of  the 
world.  Here  we  had  almost  forgotten  that  such  a  thing  as  a  Cobalt  battery  was 
in  process  of  incubation  out  in  Orange. 


The  language  has  been  enriched  during  the  past  week  by  the  term  "moss-cov- 
ered records."  By  this  is  meant  records  made  by  certain  cars  years  ago,  and 
on  which  the  makers  of  these  cars  are  content  to  rest  instead  of  entering  the 
contests  of  the  day.  Names  were  named,  and  already  some  of  those  accused  of 
being  "moss-covered"  have  risen  up  and  protested.  To  keep  up  with  the  pro- 
cession a  car  must  do  things  today  and  not  be  content  with  the  laurels  of  the 
past.   This  week's  contest  is  pretty  good  proof  of  that. 


Sealed  mechanism  contests  are  all  the  fashion  now.  Yet  when  Automobile 
Topics  made  the  suggestion  nearly  a  year  ago  people  laughed  at  it. 


It  begins  to  look  as  if  France  is  going  to  have  hard  work  to  retain  her  racing  pre- 
eminence. Two  Italian  victories,  one  British  and  one  German  is  the  sum  total 
of  the  ipoy  crop  of  races.   All  eyes  are  on  the  Grand  Prix. 


The  opinion  was  expressed  by  a  well-known  maker  several  years  ago  that  if  the 
mechanism  of  cars  could  be  so  constructed  that  users  couldn't  get  at  it  to  tinker, 
to  adjust  parts  and  take  them  apart  and  put  them  together,  it  would  be  a  good 
thing.  Even  the  proposer  of  this  plan,  however,  had  no  idea  that  it  would  ever 
be  carried  out,  even  in  a  contest.  But  the  automobile  has  progressed  so  rapidly 
that  the  sealed  mechanism  contest  is  recognized  as  being  the  proper  way  to  test 
a  car. 


Queer  ideas  are  sometimes  entertained  by  officers  of  the  law.  This  was  shown 
by  the  act  of  a  njotor  bicycle  cop  in  a  town  not  a  thousand  miles  from  New 
York  recently.  He  was  new  to  the  job,  having  been  placed  on  his  machine,  a 
brand-new  one,  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  run  down  motorists  who  did  not 
strictly  observe  the  speed  laws.   That  these  laws  applied  to  him,  however,  never 
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seems  to  have  entered  his  mind.  Having  engaged  in  a  controversy  with  the 
owner  of  another  motor  bicycle,  in  which  each  made  great  claims  for  the  speed 
of  his  machine,  the  cop  made  up  his  mind  to  settle  the  matter.  So  he  arranged 
to  have  both  himself  and  his  rival  cover  a  stretch  of  road  on  his  beat  at  top 
speed.  They  were  lined  up,  sent  off  together  and  timed.  The  cop  came  off 
victorious,  which  perhaps  was  lucky  for  his  opponent.  He  might  have  been 
arrested  for  illegal  speeding! 


What's  in  a  name?  The  latest  hill  to  achieve  fame  is  dubbed  "Stucky"  hill. 
Visions  of  stalled  cars  arise  immediately. 


A  division  of  spoils  that  seems  to  be  about  right  in  the  opinion  of  the  United 
States  Motor  Racing  Association  officials  has  been  arranged  for  one  of  its  pro- 
posed race  meets.    One  thousand  dollars  in  gold  goes  to  the  driver,  while  the 
owner  is  given  a  gold  trophy.    Of  course,  the  evident  assumption  is  that  the- 
owner  of  a  car  has  no  need  of  gold  coin.   "Mugs"  are  good  enough  for  him. 


Unlike  the  Racing  Board  the  touring  committee  of  the  American  Automobile 
Association  has  no  fear  of  Number  13.  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  former  to 
either  skip  13  or  designate  it  with  a  cross,  it  being  held  that  it  is  a  hoodoo.  In 
the  A.  A.  A.  tour,  however,  Number  13  was  given  out  along  with  the  other  num- 
bers; and,  what  is  still  more  remarkable,  its  recipient  made  no  objection  to  it 
and  did  not  ask  to  have  it  changed. 


An  industrious  press  agent  is  authority  for  the  assertion  that  a  "lady  driver" 
has  entered  the  sealed  bonnet  contest  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America.  When 
you  come  to  think  about  it,  however,  there  is  something  appropriate  in  a  woman's 
entering  a  contest  where  bonnets  are  the  main  feature. 


Some  men  never  are  satisfied.  A  motorphobe  has  written  to  a  New  York  daily 
paper  complaining  because  the  Automobile  Club  of  America  has  offered  a  reward 
for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  certain  reckless  chauffeurs  who  recently  caused 
serious  accidents.  The  writer  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  motorists  and 
motorists'  organizations  have  no  regard  for  the  rights,  privileges  and  sensibili- 
ties of  others,  and  then  gets  indignant  because  the  club  bestirs  itself  to  secure 
the  punishment  of  the  offending  chauffeurs.  Apparently  the  proper  thing  for 
motorists  to  do  is  to  be  consistent.  To  claim  to  be  law-abiding  is  the  height  of 
absurdity. 


,In  the  proposed  manufacturers'  stock  car  race,  one  of  the  provisions  is 
that  the  drivers  and  mechanics  must  all  be  American.  It  is  not  made  plain, 
however,  just  where  the  line  shall  be  drawn.  American  by  birth?  Of  Ameri- 
can parentage?  Or  American  by  adoption?  There  is  a  wide  range  of  possi- 
bilities here. 
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Nearly  Half  a  Hundred  Cars  in  Sealed  Mechanism  Contest 

Perfection  of  running  and  of  management  marked  the  first  day  of  the 
Sealed  Mechanism  Contest  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America,  which  began 
Wednesday,  June  19,  and  comes  to  an  end  tonight.  Forty-seven  cars  were 
driven  over  the  150-mile  route  on  Long  Island  with  their  bonnets  and  all  oper- 
ating parts,  battery  and  tool  boxes,  etc.,  sealed,  and  when  evening  came  the  ex- 
traordinary spectacle  was  presented  of  forty-seven  cars  reporting  at  the  A.  C.  A. 
clubhouse  with  the  seals  intact. 

Perfect  decorum  marked  the  day's  run.  The  speed  limit  was  strictly  ob- 
served, and  the  sight  of  nearly  half  a  hundred  cars  proceeding  over  perfect 
country  roads  at  a  pace  that  averaged  well  within  twenty  miles  an  hour  was 
one  that  attracted  much  attention  and  comment.  But  the  A.  C.  A.  management, 
which,  as  stated,  was  well  nigh  perfect,  was  decided  on  this  point,  and  if  there 
were  any  infractions  on  the  first  day  they  were  few  and  almost  unnoticeable.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  running  of  the  cars  the  day  was  almost  devoid  of  tire 
troubles,  the  ideal  weather  conditions  probably  having  something  to  do  with 
this.  Consequently  the  contest  was  a  contest  in  name  only  to  outward  seeming, 
ordinary  touring  conditions  prevailing  and  the  150  miles  being  a  task  that  pre- 
sented no  difficulties  whatever,  adjustments  and  repairs  being  conspicuous  by 
their  absence. 

The  start  was  made  promptly  at  8  o'clock  from  the  A.  C.  A.  clubhouse  at 
54th  street,  near  Broadway.  Two  special  ferry  boats  were  in  waiting  at  the 
Long  Island  ferry  and  transported  the  cars  to  Long  Island  City,  where,  on  the 
Hoffman  Boulevard  near  Newtown,  the  official  start  was  made,  the  time  being 
taken  from  this  point  which  was  6.1  miles  from  the  clubhouse.  The  first  car 
left  Newtown  at  8.59  and  was  followed  by  the  others  at  1 -minute  intervals.  The

route  was  through  Queens,  Floral  Park,  Hyde  Park,  King's  Corners,  Roslyn,. 
Bull's  Head  Corners,  Brookville,  East  Norwich,  Jericho,  Hicksville,  Massapequa, 
Amity ville,  Babylon,  Bay  Shore,  Islip,  East  Islip,  Sayville,  Bayport  and  Blue

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Point  to  Patchogue,  where  the  turn  homeward  was  made  nine-tenths  of  a  mile 
from  Roe's  Hotel.    Returning  the  route  was  retraced. 

The  run  was  an  uneventful  one,  especially  so  when  contrasted  with  the 
expectations  formed  in  advance,  visions  of  wholesale  "breakdowns"  through 
sooty  spark  plugs  and  similar  trivialities  having  been  conjured  up  in  consequence 
of  the  novelty  of  the  contest  and  its  "drastic  severity."  Eight  hours  was  the 
schedule  running  time,  with  an  allowance  of  15  minutes  thrown  in  for  good 
measure — variations  of  watches,  contingencies,  etc.  Time  for  luncheon  and 
for  repairing  tires  was  not  counted — that  is,  the  cars  could  not  count  time  thus 
spent  in  their  running  time. 

Starter  F.  J.  Wagner  gave  the  signal  to  the  cars  at  Newtown,  the  first  to  get 
away  being  an  Oldsmobile.  At  the  starting  pdint  were  the  officials :  Robert  Lee 
Morrell,  chairman;  A.  L.  Riker,  John  A.  Hill,  A.  N.  Whiting,  and  Samuel

M.  Butler.  Four  cars — a  Corbin,  Mr.  Hill's  Acme,  Mr.  Morrell's  Locomobile, 
and  Mr.  Whiting's  Stoddard-Dayton — carried  the  officials  and  scorers  to  the 
starting  point. 

The  club's  high  standard  of  management  was  even  excelled,  Chairman  Mor- 
rell of  the  contest  committee  and  Secretary  Butler  being  old  hands  at  the  game 
and  looking  carefully  after  every  detail.  Flagmen  were  stationed  at  unguarded 
railroad  crossings,  and  at  Amityville  and  other  places  where  the  speed  laws  are 
rigidly  enforced  special  deputies  warned  the  motorists  to  go  slowly. 

Thursday's  run  also  began  promptly,  a  few  cars  being  sent  off  ahead  of  time. 
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The  route  for  that  day  was  to  Danbury,  Conn.,  and  return,  through  White  Plains, 
Newcastle  Corners,  Bedford,  North  Salem  and  Mill  Plain. 

Particulars  concerning  the  classification,  rules  regarding  sealing,  adjust- 
ments, repairs  etc.,  follow : 

The  cars  were  divided  into  three  classes:  Class  A,  stock  cars  costing 
$3,000  and  over,  in  which  24  cars,  including  22  touring  cars  and  2  runa- 
bouts, started;  class  B,  stock  cars  costing  over  $1,500  and  under  $3,000,  in  which 
20  cars  started,  including  11  touring  cars  and  9  runabouts  ;  class  C,  costing  under 
$1,500,  in  whkh  one  touring  car  and  two  runabouts  started. 

The  contest  covers  four  days,  the  distance  being  approximately  150  miles 
per  day,  or  a  total  distance  of  600  miles  for  all  classes  except  runabouts  in  class 
A,  which  are  required  to  cover  175  miles  per  day,  or  a  total  distance  of  700  miles. 

The  cars  were  all  inspected  by  the  committee,  seals  being  affixed  to  all 
operating  parts  excepting  the  receptacles  for  gasolene,  water,  etc.,  as  follows:' 
The  bonnet  and  all  operating  parts  thereunder,  transmission  gears,  axles,  wheels, 
springs,  coil  boxes  and  battery  boxes,  etc.  The  cars  after  being  sealed  were 
given  into  the  custody  of  the  committee  at  the  club  garage  under  proper  guard 
until  ready  for  the  start  on  Wednesday  morning,  when  they  were  delivered  to 
the  contestants  with  all  seals  intact. 

No  tools  except  tire  tools  could  be  carried  in  the  car,  or  by  any  passenger, 
except  those  in  the  tool  box,  and  that  was  sealed  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
bonnet. 

While  no  adjustments,  repairs  or  replacements  of  any  kind,  excepting  tires, 
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is  permitted,  it  is  provided  that  those  cars  employing  rocker  arms  on  their 
mechanically  operated  valves,  which  project  over  the  top  of  the  cylinder  heads, 
that  require  oiling  every  day,  will  be  allowed  to  lift  their  bonnets  for  this  purpose 
each  morning  in  the  presence  of  the  committee,  and  for  this  purpose  only. 

Friday  the  cars  go  to  West  Haven,  Conn.,  and  Saturday  the  Long  Island 
route  will  again  be  covered.

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WALTEE  C.  WHITE  ASCENDING  THE  HILL 


Country-side  Turns  Out  to  See  Stucky  Hill  Contest 

Cleveland,  O.,  June  17. — Walter  C.  White's  magnificently  hair-raising 
driving  was  the  feature  of  the  third  annual  hill  climb  held  at  Stucky  hill,  26 
miles  from  Cleveland,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club,  Sat- 
urday. Noted  automobilists  from  all  over  the  world  and  drivers  who  have  com- 
peted with  White  pronounced  his  driving  simply  beyond  comparison.  The  young 
driver  of  the  White  Demon  piloted  his  car  up  the  snaky,  uneven  course,  seven- 
tenths  of  a  mile  in  length,  in  .47  2-5  in  the  event  open  to  cars  weighing  from  1,432 
to  2,024  pounds  and  shot  it  up  in  48  7-10  in  the  free-for-all.  This  victory  of  a 
Cleveland-built  car  was  very  popular. 

Plenty  of  fast  cars  were  entered,  among  them  a  Darracq  driven  by  A.  L. 
Campbell  which  covered  the  distance  in  .51,  a  Stearns  which  thundered  up  the 
incline  in  .52  9-10,  with  Leland  at  the  wheel,  and  Herbert  Lytle's  Pope-Toledo 
which  sped  up  the  grade  in  .59  9-10.  All  of  the  marks  are  remarkable  when  the 
narrowness  of  the  road  and  the  many  bumps  and  hollows  in  the  highway  arc 
taken  into  consideration. 

W.  F.  Hart,  driving  a  Stearns  car,  won  the  amateur  championship  of  Cuya- 
hoga county,  in  the  event  open  for  stock  cars  with  full  equipment.  Al  Engel,  in 
a  Reo,  was  second,  and  Fred  Gehring,  also  driving  a  Reo,  was  third.  E.  Gruen- 
feldt,  driving  a  Baker  electric,  drove  an  exhibition  mile  in  1.41  1-2. 

M.  J.  Roseboro  made  a  splendid  showing  with  a  Ford  car  in  the  event  open 
for  stock  touring  cars  the  list  price  of  which  was  over  $2,000  and  not  over 
$3,000.    His  machine  covered  the  distance  in  1.21  7-10.    Six  other  cars  were 
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entered  in  this  contest  but  none  came  within  six  seconds  of  the  time  made  by 
Roseboro. . 

The  interest  of  the  spectators  was  centered  in  the  work  of  Walter  White, 
after  he  had  driven  his  first  fast  mile,  as  it  was  conceded  that  he  had  all  his  com- 
petitors beaten.  The  White  car  flew  rather  than  shot  up  the  incline.  Four 
humps  make  the  course  somewhat  irregular  and  to  those  who  had  their  eyes 
glued  on  the  White  Demon  it  appeared  as  if  the  car  jumped  from  hump  to  hump 
as  the  proverbial  chamois  leaps  from  crag  to  crag. 

About  400  automobiles  carrying  many  of  Cleveland's  well-known  society 
people  lined  the  course  while  several  thousand  spectators,  many  of  whom  had 
come  26  miles  from  Cleveland  by  car  and  'bus,  witnessed  the  events. 

Unlike  most  postponed  events  the  contest  was  a  most  successful  one,  the 
events  being  carried  through  without  a  hitch.  It  had  been  originally  planned 
to  hold  the  contest  on  June  8,  on  the  Gates  Mill  hill,  but  owing  to  opposition 
from  residents  this  plan  was  abandoned  and  another  hill  sought.  After  a  week 
of  exploring,  Stucky  hill  on  Chardon  Road  was  discovered  and  found  to  be 
suitable.  It  is  of  about  the  same  grade  as  Gates  Mill  hill,  and  while  the  surface 
is  nothing  to  boast  of  it  was  decided  to  put  a  lot  of  men  to  work  on  it  with 
scrapers,  excavators  and  rollers,  with  the  result  that  it  was  in  very  good  shape 
for  the  contest.  As  only  a  few  people  live  in  the  immediate  vicinity  there  was 
no  danger  of  opposition  from  them.  The  road  is  rather  narrow,  with  a  deep 
gutter  on  one  side;  this  was  partially  filled  in  with  dirt,  however,  and  while 
there  were  several  lumps  they  were  not  of  such  a  character  as  to  render  it  im- 
possible to  make  fast  time. 

The  contest  was  pretty  much  of  a  farmers'  picnic.  There  was  a  rural  out- 
pouring that  will  be  memorable  in  the  annals  of  Stucky  hill.  All  the  elite  were 
there  from  Fowlers  mill,  South  Kirtland,  East  Claridon,  Chardon  and  Mulberry 
corners,  in  addition  to  the  auto  sports  and  their  feminine  belongings  from  Cleve- 
land. The  countryside  took  a  day  off,  and  flocked  to  the  gasolene  fest  as  though 
it  were  a  harvest  home. 

The  oldest  resident  of  Geauga  county  had  never  seen  Stucky  hill  so  spruced 
up  as  it  was  before  the  cars  had  ripped  up  the  road  and  scattered  dust  all  over 
the  landscape,  and  the  rural  belles  began  to  wither  in  the  heat  and  fade  to  a 
uniform  brown.  The  country  people  had  brought  their  dinners,  and  the  Cleve- 
land people  had  brought  their  luncheons.  The  Clevelanders  gathered  in  motor 
car  colonies,  on  the  roadside  and  in  oat  fields,  or  hay  fields,  or  on  plowed  land,  it 
made  no  difference  to  the  Clevelanders,  and  the  Stucky  Hitlers  didn't  seem,  to 
care. 

There  was  a  sort  of  improvised  picnic.  Every  auto  bore  its  hamper .  of 
victuals,  and  the  eatables  were  dispensed  freely.  The  man  who  had  forgotten 
to  bring  his  lunch,  or  who  had  imagined  that  Stucky  hill  was  a  summer  resort, 
didn't  have  to  go  hungry,  for  automobilists  are  a  generous  race.  The  White 
Co.  provided  a  bountiful  meal  for  a  score  or  two  of  friends  and  newspaper  men. 
The  Stearns  and  some  of  the  other  companies  competing  in  the  races  had  estab- 
lished bases  of  supplies  for  the  needy.  A  big  tent  set  up  in  the  front  yard  of 
the  Stucky  homestead  served  as  a  temporary  hostelry,  and  there  were  refresh- 
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ment  stands  along  the  hill  climbing  route.  Farmers'  families  sat  around  big 
baskets  along  the  roadside  munching  cheerfully. 

The  hillside  during  the  races  was  an  inspiring  sight.  The  road  up  the  hill 
is  flanked  by  banks  several  feet  high,  rising  in  terraces,  and  giving  a  good  view. 
From  these  banks  dangled  and  swung  innumerable  feet,  displaying  innumerable 
varieties  of  footwear,  hosiery  and  trouser  legs — all  the  styles  of  the  summer,  and 
a  dozen  previous  summers,  according  to  the  taste  and  local  fashion  of  the  wear- 
ers. The  smart  tans  and  cuffed  flannels  of  the  youthful  auto  expert  vied  with 
the  cowhide  boots  and  highwaters  of  the  native,  and  as  for  the  ladies — well, 
they  looked  charming.  Every  country  gallant  was  there  with  his  lady  friend, 
and  the  patriarchs  with  their  children  and  grandchildren,  and  they  enjoyed  the 
races  as  much  as  anybody.   The  summary :

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Nazzaro  Wins  Emperor's  Cup 


Italy,  in  the  person  of  its  sterling  driver,  Nazzaro,  well  known  in  this  coun- 
try as  a  competitor  in  Vanderbilt  races,  won  the  Emperor's  Cup  race  in  Germany 
last  week,  with  second  and  third  places  going  to  Belgium  and  Germany,  respec- 
tively. Thus  the  fourth  important  European  event  has  been  decided  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  France,  formerly  all  powerful  in  the  contest  field.  The  event,  which 
was  of  two  days*  duration,  was  marked  by  several  casualties,  and  the  German 
press  is  very  severe  in  their  strictures  upon  it. 

Nazzaro  covered  the  500  kilometer  course  in  5  hours,  34  minutes,  26  seconds. 
Hautvast,  a  Belgian  entry,  with  a  Pipe  car,  was  second,  4  minutes  and  44  seconds 
behind  Nazzaro,  and  G.  Michel,  German,  driving  an  Opel  car,  finished  39  seconds 
later.  The  distance  was  about  312  miles.  The  Taunus  course,  which  had  to  be 
traversed  four  times  to  complete  the  distance,  was  over  very  tortuous  and  hilly 
roads,  so  narrow  in  many  places  as  to  make  altogether  impossible  the  passing  of 
one  car  by  another.  A  half  dozen  towns  had  to  be  traversed ;  in  one  of  which — 
Koenigstein — the  sidewalks  had  to  be  removed  in  order  to  permit  safe  transit 
through  the  main  street,  which  had  been  bridged  and  fenced. 

Two  elimination  trials,  run  the  day  previous  to  the  big  race,  disposed  of  52 
of  the  92  entrants,  leaving  40  Cars  to  start  in  the  final  run.  The  31  German  cars 
were  painted  white;  21  French,  blue;  19  Italian,  red;  10  Belgian,  yellow;  4  Eng- 
lish, green ;  3  Austrian,  orange  and  black,  and  3  Swiss,  red  and  yellow. 

In  spite  of  every  precaution,  a  number  of  accidents  were  •  recorded.  The 
more  serious  of  these,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  the  driver  of  the  Adler  No. 
3,  occurred  between  Esch  and  Weilburg,  where  the  road  runs  alongside  a  small 
winding  stream  called  the  Weilbach.  In  the  thirty  odd  miles  between  these 
two  points  there  is  not  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  straight  road  and  hills  of  a 
gradient  of  15  or  20  per  cent,  occur  every  other  mile  or  so.  It  was  in  this  same 
stretch  that  Pfaender,  the  designer  of  the  Pipe  cars,  was  killed  while  trying  the 
course. 

On  the  first  day  Porsche  put  his  Mercedes  out  of  commission  in  making 
the  turn  into  Weilburg  over  paving  stones  on  an  up  grade.  Florio,  in  the  Dar- 
racq,  also  came  to  grief  at  this  point,  and  had  to  withdraw.  The  same  fate 
overtook  Wilhelm  in  the  Metallurgique  and  Fritz  Opel  in  the  Opel  No.  2,  the 
former  stripping  his  gears,  and  the  latter  breaking  a  wheel. 

Hautvast,  in  the  Pipe,  rode  a  splendid  race,  leading  for  the  second  and 
third  rounds,  and  it  looked  for  a  while  as  if  the  cup  would  go  to  him.  Naz- 
zaro's  daring  won  the  day,  however,  the  fearless  Italian  taking  chances  which 
the  more  cautious  Belgian  would  not.  At  Wehrheim  Nazzaro  passed  Hautvast 
and  took  the  lead,  and  from  then  on  was  never  passed  again.  His  time  was 
better  than  fifty  miles  an  hour. 

The  race,  which  started  at  Homburg,  was  witnessed  by  the  Emperor  and  a 
distinguished  company,  comprising  members  of  the  royal  family  and  the  nobility, 
and  an  immense  crowd  of  common  people.  In  every  city  and  town  thousands  of 
the  latter  gathered  to  see  the  novel  and  interesting  sight. 
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TAKING  ON  THE  ORPHANS  AT  A  NEW  YORK  INSTITUTION 

Orphans'  Day  in  Other  Cities 

June  12,  the  first  National  Orphans'  Day,  has  passed  into  history  and  it  has 
become  plain  that  while  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished,  there  was  much  left 
undone  and  the  efforts  of  the  clubs  and  individuals  in  different  cities  were  crowned 
with  only  a  moderate  degree  of  success. 

The  story  of  the  New  York  function  was  told  in  these  pages  last  week.  About 
2,000  children  from  New  York  and  Brooklyn  were  taken  to  Coney  Island  and 
given  a  free  view  of  thte  sights  at  Dreamland  and  Luna  Park.  But  many  more 
thousands  were  left  at  home,  owing  to  inability  of  the  New  York  Motor  Club  to 
obtain  the  loan  of  enough  cars  to  transport  them.  In  Chicago  it  rained,  and 
while  the  outing  was  not  abandoned  or  even  postponed,  it  was,  of  course,  con- 
ducted under  the  greatest  difficulties.  Philadelphia  had  better  weather  and  a  fair 
amount  of  success  all  the  way  through. 

Of  the  smaller  cities,  Albany  seems  to  have  been  most  conspicuously  suc- 
cessful in  its  endeavor  to  play  the  good  Samaritan  to  the  orphans.  There  a  plan 
of  making  a  direct  personal  appeal  to  all  motorists  was  followed,  and  with 
marked  success,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  letter.  Opinions  will  natur- 
ally differ  concerning  the  ways  and  means  to  be  employed  in  the  conduct  of  these 
affairs.  But  that  motorists  as  a  body  are  lacking  in  feeling  or  disinclined  to  con- 
tribute toward  a  real  charity  is  scarcely  to  be  believed. 

Rain  Marred  Day  at  Chicago 

The  clouds  were  melancholy  in  Chicago  on  National  Orphans'  Day,  and 
oozed  buckets  of  water  while  the  committees  from  the  united  clubs  were  pre-' 
paring  for  a  demonstration  of  unprecedented  proportions.  As  a  result,  many 
of  the  promised  cars  failed  to  appear,  while  the  heads  of  several  orphans'  homes 
refused  to  permit  their  charges  to  venture  out  in  the  drizzling  showers  which  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  afternoon.    Less  than  1,000  parentless  children — 976  to 
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be  exact — were  transported  to  White  City  in  some  125  cars,  and  there  were 
allowed  to  revel  without  restriction  in  the  pleasures  afforded  them.  Refresh- 
ments were  served  in  the  huge  casino,  and  every  show  at  the  large  South  Side 
amusement  park  was  thrown  open  to  the  little  ones.  As  a  result  of  the  damp- 
ness prevalent,  the  plans  to  take  the  old  ladies  of  the  public  institutions  for  an 
outing  were  temporarily  abandoned,  as  old  bones  are  more  susceptible  to  rheu- 
matic influences  than  the  healthy  bodies  of  the  youngsters,  and  another  outing

for  them  is  being  arranged  for  a  date  later  in  the  summer.  At  that  time,  efforts 
will  be  made  to  give  the  promised  outing  to  the  little  ones  who  were  overlooked 
last  Wednesday. 

T^illow  Grove  Park  Delights  Quaker  City  Orphans 

Philadelphia,  June  15. — Nearly  700  of  Philadelphia's  parentless  children 
were  treated  to  an  automobile  ride  and  a  day's  outing  in  Willow  Grove  Park  by 
the  Quaker  City  Motor  Club,  June  12.  So  gratifying  was  the  success  attained 
by  the  initial  celebration  of  Orphans'  Day  in  Philadelphia  that  it  will  be  repeated 
on  the  same  date  of  next  year.  Over  70  automobiles  were  offered  for  the  good 
work. 

Starting  from  the  Hotel  Majestic  the  cars  called  at  the  various  institutions, 
received  the  children,  and  conveyed  them  to  Willow  Grove  Park,  a  distance  of 
fourteen  miles.  Upon  their  arrival  they  were  received  by  members  of  the  Quaker 
City  Motor  Club  and  newspaper  men  who  acted  as  caretakers,  escorting  the 
little  ones  through  the  park  and  "doing''  all  the  "shows,"  free  tickets  for  which 
were  furnished  by  the  park  management. 
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How  to  Get  Cars  for  an  Orphans'  Outing 


To  the  Editor : 

In  connection  with  your  caustic  editorial  in  issue  of  June  15th.,  anent  "Or- 
phans' Day,"  I  would  like  to  present  a  brief  account  of  an  entirely  different  con- 
dition which  existed  in  Albany  on  the  12th. 

On  that  day,  the  unique  spectacle  of  a  dozen  cars  running  empty  (as  emer- 
gency cars,  in  event  of  breakdowns,  etc.)  was  presented.  These  cars  were 
empty  because  there  were  more  cars  than  orphans,  although  this  city  is  notor- 
iously long  on  orphans  and  short  on  automobiles. 

Some  135  children  were  taken  at  12  o'clock  to  the  Convent  of  the  Sacred 
Heart,  just  below  this  city,  where  an  afternoon  of  pleasure  had  been  arranged 
for,  and  at  1.30  nearly  six  hundred,  others  from  the  three  local  asylums  (desig- 
nated for  the  day  as  the  Red,  White  and.  Blue  divisions,  respectively)  were  taken 
for  a  ride  about  the  city,  and  then  to  "Canton's/'  a  particularly  pleasant  and  well 
conducted  hotel  some  five  miles  north  of  Albany.. 

After  spending  a  glorious  afternoon,  in  which  figured  rides  up  and  down  the 
road;  a  concert  by  the  fife  and  drum  corps  of  one  of  the  institutions,  unlimited- 
ice  cream,  cake,  and  other  good  things,  all  the  children,  were  safely  delivered 
to  their  respective  institutions. 

As  compared  with  your  estimate  of  less  than  one  per  cent,  of  machines 
loaned  in  New  York  City,  it  is  believed  that  over  75  per  cent,  of  the  Albany  Auto-^ 
mobile  owners  sent  their  cars,  and  they  were  ably  assisted  by  owners  in  the 
neighboring  cities  of  Troy,  Cohoes  and  Schenectady. 

Now,  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  the  reason  for  this  remarkable  demon- 
stration lies  entirely  in  the  way  in  which  the  subject  of  securing  cars  was  handled. 
While  the  usual  articles  appeared  in  the  local  press,  reliance  was  made  mainly 
on  personal  appeals  to  the  owners.  About  a  week  before  the  date  fixed,  every 
automobile  owner  whose  address  could  be  secured  (about  200  in  all)  received 
in  a  sealed  envelope  a  circular  describing  the  affair  and  having  enclosed  a 
printed  postal  card,  to  fill  out,  which  required  only  a  few  seconds.  Those  who 
did  not  reply  in  forty-eight  hours,  were  again  addressed,  a  reply  postal  card 
being  used  in  this  instance.  Finally,  two  days  before  the  ride,  all  those  who 
still  remained  silent,  were  called  to  the  telephone  by  some  ten  persons  who  vol- 
unteered for  the  occasion,  and  the  matter  was  put  up  to  them  in  no  uncertain 
terms. 

As  a  result,  the  committee  received  from  every  person  approached,  either 
the  promise  of  a  car  or  a  satisfactory  excuse,  with  one  exception. 

In  all,  117  cars  were  counted  at  the  hotel.  It  is  estimated  that  this  number 
represents  a  showing  as  compared  with  New  York  City,  population  and  number 
of  cars  owned,  being  considered,  of  at  least  forty  to  one. 

So  effective  was  the  campaign  conducted  by  the  committee,  that  a  number 
of  owners  worked  all  night  on  their  cars  to  prepare  them  for  this  occasion,  while 
the  professional  drivers,  to  whom  particular  credit  is  due,  not  only  worked  all 
night  and  drove  cars  all  day,  but  refused  compensation  for  their  services. 


'One  of  the  Committee. 
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Ascending  a  Sierra  Madre  Peak 

Ascending  to  Mount  Wilson  in  an  automobile,  the  highest  accessible  moun- 
tain peak  in  the  Sierra  Madre  Mountains  to  test  the  endurance  of  automobiles,  is 
a  feat  that  is  attracting  the  automobilists  of  Southern  California  just  now. 

Mount  Wilson  is  over  a  mile  high  and  is  the  peak  on  which  the  Carnegie 
Institute  authorities  have  located  their  great  solar  observatory  from  which  they  in- 
tend to  photograph  the  sun,  stars  and  other  solar  bodies.  They  have  lately  widened 
an  ordinary  foot  trail  into  a  road  wide  enough  to  admit  wagons  or  automobiles  and 
over  which  they  intend  to  carry  their  instruments.  The  trail  is  very  steep  in 
some  places  and  the  turns  are  very  short.  It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  back 
around  the  turns  while  suspended  in  the  air  with  only  a  matter  of  a  foot  or  so 
between  an  automobile  and  a  drop  of  a  thousand  feet  or  more.  In  all  it  is  nec- 
essary to  travel  over  nine  miles  of  trail  to  reach  the  top,  and  all  the  while  climbing 
at  a  grade  from  ten  to  sixteen  per  cent.  The  idea  in  accomplishing  the  feat  has 
been  to  run  a  machine  from  the  bottom  of  the  trail  to  the  top  of  the  peak  with- 
out stop  and  in  record  time. 

In  all  four  automobiles  have  made  the  trip.  A  single  cylinder  car  with 
four  passengers  did  so  from  the  bottom  of  the  trail  to  the  peak  in  two  hours 
and  ten  minutes.  A  runabout  also  made  the  trip  with  two  passengers.  A  tour- 
ing car  with  four  passengers  reached  the  peak  but  there  is  no  record  of  their 
time. 

The  Southern  California  made  machine,  the  "Tourist,"  with  five  passengers, 
and  a  two  cylinder  engine  made  the  ascent  in  two  hours,  which  seems  to  be  the 
best  recorded  time  made.  Other  motorists  are  figuring  on  making  the  trip  before 
the  institute  authorities  close  the  trail  for  their  own  use. 


THE  KINO  OF  SPAIN'S  FIRST  PUBLIC  APPEARANCE  SINCE  THE  BIRTH  OF  HIS  HEIR 
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What  is  Going  On  in  Chicago 

Chicago,  June  10. — An  entry  list  of  thirty-two  cars  within  two  days  after 
the  announcement  of  the  rules  last  week  greeted  the  efforts  of  the  promoters 
of  the  Chicago  Motor  Club's  second  annual  reliability  contest.  The  event  will 
be  a  sealed  bonnet  test,  with  cars  listing  at  less  than  $1,000  traveling  146  miles, 
and  all  other  machines  going  a  distance  of  170  miles.  The  course  is  via  Liberty- 
ville,  Half  Day,  McHenry  and  Elgin,  111.  Penalization  will  be  imposed  on  the 
following  basis: 

For  each  motor  stop,  25  points ;  for  each  minute  or  fraction  thereof  in  reach- 
ing control,  1  point ;  breaking  seal  on  coil  box,  25  points ;  breaking  seal  on  bon- 
net, 50  points;  for  each  minute  or  fraction  thereof  per  man  spent  in  repair  ad- 
justment or  replacement,  5  points;  for  each  minute  spent  in  taking  on  water,  5 
points. 

As  a  concession  to  entrants  of  cars  having  lubricators  placed  beneath  the 
bonnet,  stock  specifications  may  be  altered  to  the  extent  of  placing  oiler  control 
outside  the  bonnet.  Mud  aprons  preventing  reaching  the  motor  from  below 
must  be  carried  and  sealed.  No  penalization  will  be  imposed  for  filling  oil  or 
gasolene  reservoirs. 

Entries  for  the  run,  which  will  be  held  June  28,  will  not  close  for  more 
tnan  a  week,  so  that  it  is  regarded  as  probable  that  the  number  of  nominations 
will  not  lack  much  of  establishing  a  new  record.  The  club's  reliability  run  last 
year  attracted  more  than  eighty  starters. 

With  a  whirlwind  rush,  operations  on  the  new  clubhouse  of  the  Chicago 
Automobile  Club — the  finest  structure  of  the  kind  in  the  West,  and,  so  some 
critics  say,  the  most  thoroughly  equipped  motoring  headquarters  in  the  land — 
are  being  brought  to  completion  with  a  view  to  an  opening  before  the  1st  of 
July.  The  exact  date  will  probably  be  determined  at  a  meeting  this  week.  On 
the  top  stories,  where  the  bachelor  apartments  are  located,  all  work  was  com- 
pleted a  week  ago,  the  carpets  have  been  laid,  and  the  furniture  and  draperies 
are  being  installed.  From  the  top  of  the  building,  the  workmen  are  progressing 
downward,  and  with  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  floors  out  of  the  way,  efforts 
are  being  centered  on  the  second  and  third  floors,  where  the  lounging  room, 
cafe,  ladies'  parlor,  offices  and  culinary  department  are  established.  In  the 
rathskeller,  which  occupies  the  basement,  together  with  the  bowling  alleys, 
billiard  room,  as  well  as  the  boiler  room,  damp  weather  has  made  rapid  progress 
impossible,  but  the  decorators  will  begin  their  work  this  week.  The  garage  is 
practically  complete  and,  but  for  the  fear  that  work  on  the  rest  of  the  building 
might  be  somewhat  hampered  thereby,  the  three  stories  for  automobile  storage 
would  have  been  thrown  into  use  this  week. 

From  the  very  outset  abominable  weather  has  delayed  operations,  and  the 
workmen  have  had  to  combat  the  retarding  influences  of  almost  daily  rains, 
which  have  left  the  walls  soggy  and  prevented  the  decorators  from  beginning 
their  beautifying  ministrations. 


Municipal  authorities  of  Chicago  have  accepted  without  a  murmur  the  new 
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State  motor  vehicle  law,  which  robs  them  of  an  annual  registration  revenue  of 
$7,000  to  $8,000.  Although  many  motorists  had  complied  with  the  city  law, 
which  required  the  yearly  renewal  of  license  tags  May  1,  others  who  had  failed 
to  do  so  because  of  the  new  State  law,  which  goes  into  effect  July  1,  will  not 
be  prosecuted,  according  to  a  decision  just  issued  from  the  office  of  the  city 
electrician,  where  the  fees  were  collected.  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Boord 
has  given  it  as  his  belief  that  the  State  law  will  supersede  all  local  measures. 
He  expressed  his  doubt,  however,  whether  the  courts  would  support  the  clause 
designed  to  eradicate  grafting  among  chauffeurs,  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  covered 
in  the  title  of  the  bill.  Likewise,  he  confessed  to  doubts  regarding  the  sound- 
ness of  the  clause  placing  the  burden  of  proof  upon  the  defendant,  which  he 
regarded  as  unconstitutional. 


Announcement  was  made  on  Saturday  that  E.  Rand  Hollander  had  resigned 
as  vice-president  of  the  Hoi-Tan  Company  and  severed  his  connection  with  that 
well-known  importing  concern,  which  handles  the  Fiat  cars  in  this  country.  He 
will  be  succeeded  by  Harry  Fosdick  of  Boston,  who  has  been  handling  the  Fiat 
in  that  city. 

Mr.  Hollander  is  one  of  the  best  known  men  in  the  trade.  Partly  through 
his  instrumentality  the  Fiat  car,  which  was  almost  unknown  a  few  years  ago,  has 
become  one  of  the  most  prominent  makes  imported.  It  was  due  to  his  efforts 
that  Lancia,  Nazzaro  and  other  famous  drivers  were  brought  to  this  country  to 
compete  in  the  Vanderbilt  and  other  races,  and  their  success  is  well  known.  He 
is  also  one  of  the  most  active  and  influential  members  of  the  Automobile  Salon. 

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Hollander  will  go  to  Europe  to  close  arrangements 
for  the  manufacture  in  this  country  of  a  very  prominent  European  car.

News  and  Notes  From  Paris 

Paris,  June  12. — Today  Les  Sports  publishes  a  cablegram  from  New  York, 
stating  that  Chairman  Thompson  of  the  Vanderbilt  Cup  Commission  is  coming 
to  Europe  with  full  authority  to  receive  entries  of.  foreign  cars  for  the  Vander- 
bilt Cup  race.  This  was  good  news,  as  European  makers  need  more  than  ever 
to  keep  a  foothold  in  America. 


At  this  writing  we  are  all  on  tiptoes  on  account  of  the  German  Emperor's 
Cup,  which  will  be  run  next  Friday.  Expectations  are  great  here  for  the  win- 
ning of  the  German  Cup,  especially  so  after  the  setback  received  by  the  French 
industry  at  the  English  and  Italian  races. 


The  Berliet,  which  made  such  a  great  showing  in  the  Graphic  trophy,  land- 
ing their  cars  first,  second  and  sixth,  are  enjoying  a  great  patronage  from  the 
buying  public.   

George  Arents,  Jr.,  and  Geo.  J.  Gould  have  been  elected  members  of  the 
Automobile  Club  of  France. 


The  Marquis  de  Dion  made  a  remarkable  speech  in  the  House  of  Deputies 
in  connection  with  the  wine-grower  troubles  in  the  South  of  France.  Among 
other  things,  he  said :  .  "The  automobile,  which  has  done  so  much  for  French 
mechanics,  may  again  help  the  country  by  using  alcohol  instead  of  gasolene; 
40,000  automobiles  in  France  are  using  500,000  hectoliters  of  gasolene  per  year, 
and  the  vulgarization  of  alcohol  will  have  as  its  effect  the  using  of  alcohol  for 
lighting  purposes,  which  should  raise  the  consumption  of  alcohol  in  this  way  to 
3,000,000  hectoliters.  Thereby  the  Southern  wine-grower  certainly  should  be 
benefited." 


The  Moscow-St.  Petersburg  race  was  a  notable  victory  for  both  the  Diet- 
rich and  the  C.  G.  V.  The  distance  up  to  Tsarkoie-Selo,  the  finishing  point, 
was  exactly  646  kilometers.

Handsome  Cup  Oflered  for  French  Contest 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Marquis  de  Dion  there  has  been  organized  a  great 
test  for  touring  automobiles  which  will  be  disputed  in  a  few  weeks  on  an  ex- 
clusively   French  route,  and  the 
winner  of  which  will  receive  what 
is  called  the  'Tress  Cup." 

This  cup,  made  from  designs 
by  and  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Charles  Massin,  goldsmith,  will  be 
of  massive  chased  silver  decorated 
with  gold.  It  will  be  about  26 
inches  in  height,  feet  in  diame- 
ter, and  will  weigh  55  pounds. 
Upon  the  circumference  will  be 
inlaid  carved  ivory  plates  represent- 
ing the  principal  events  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  automobile,  while  the 
interior  will  be  decorated  with  24 
medals  offered  by  the  Paris  and 
department  press,  and  the  great 
gold  medal  of  the  Automobile  Club 
of  France.  The  cup,  supported  by 
a  winged  wheel  rolling  over  the 
world,  will  rest  upon  a  porphyry  base.  The  plates  and  the  modeled  parts  are  by 
the  sculptor  Vital-Coulhon. 


Wisconsin  Orphans  Have  an  Outing 

Automobile  clubs  throughout  the  State  of  Wisconsin  will  join  in  giving  the 
orphans  in  the  various  cities  an  outing  today  (June  22).  The  many  beautiful 
scenic  spots  of  the  State  and  the  best  drives  will  be  sought  out  for  the  benefit  of 
the  babies.  At  Madison  over  100  cars  will  take  part,  and  in  Milwaukee,  Janes- 
ville,  Portage,  Fond  du  Lac,  LaCrosse,  Superior,  Kenosha,  and  other  cities  nearly 
all  cars  in  the  places  will  be  employed  for  the  outing. 
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Making  Changes  in  A.  A.  A.  Tour  Route 


During  the  past  week  several  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
route  for  the  annual  tour  of  the  American  Automobile  Association.  They  are 
made  with  the  idea  of  cutting  out  some  of  the  bad  roads  encountered  west  of 
Pittsburg  and  to  avoid  the  ferry  trip  across  the  Susquehanna  River  north  of  Balti- 
more. The  latter  change  adds  quite  a  few  miles  to  the  run,  but  it  is  deemed  well 
worth  it. 

The  road  from  Canton  to  Pittsburg  has  been  resurveyed  and  a  route  of 
slightly  less  than  one  hundred  miles,  via  Beaver  Falls,  has  been  named,  saving 
the  rough  traveling  and  bad  hills  encountered  by  the  Pathfinders  when  they 
went  over  the  route  in  May  in  the  Great  Arrow.  Another  route  from  Baltimore 
to  Philadelphia  has  also  been  arranged  to  avoid  the  crossing  of  the  river  at 
Havre  de  Grace  by  railroad  ferry  <  The  tourists  will  travel  172  miles  by  the 
new  route,  but  will  follow  new  toll  roads  via  York  and  Lancaster  and  will  have 
no  complaint  to  make  over  the  increase  of  the  distance.  The  Pathfinders,  Secre- 
tary Lewis  and  Photographer  Spooner,  went  over  the  new  route  last  week  part 
of  the  distance  in  the  rain  and  found  it  a  most  delightful  trip.  The  route  puts 
forth  over  thirty  toll  gates,  but  somehow  one  does  not  kick  at  these  when  the 
going  is  so  fine,  they  say.  D.  C.  Clark  of  Baltimore,  in  a  Pierce  Great  Arrow, 
drove  the  Pathfinders  over  the  route  which  he  had  previously  selected.  The 
trip  carries  the  tourists  through  a  grand  country,  with  plenty  of  beautiful  views. 
The  road  runs  for  miles  along  a  valley  with  high  mountains  to  either  side. 

Inasmuch  as  this  is  comparatively  a  new  routing  from  Baltimore  to  Phila- 
delphia it  is  of  interest.  The  trip  out  of  Baltimore  is  via  Druid  Hill  Park  and 
over  the  Reistertown  turnpike  for  miles.  Reistertown  at  18.5  miles,  West- 
minster at  3 1. 1  miles,  Silvercreek  at  40.6  miles,  Littlestown,  45.9  miles,  and 
Abbottstown,  60  miles,  tmng  the  tourists  to  York,  76.4  miles.  The  route  then 
passes  through  Wrightsville,  crossing  the  mile-long  bridge  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  to  Columbia,  to  Lancaster,  102  miles.  From  Lancaster  the  trip  is  via 
the  Lancaster  Pike  through  Vintage,  Kinzer,  Coatesville,  Downingtown  and 
Malvern  to  Philadelphia.  The  entry  into  the  city  via  the  famous  Lancaster  Pike 
is  a  revelation. 


A  cable  dispatch  from  Berlin  says  that  it  is  understood  that  the  autodrome 
suggested  by  the  Kaiser  will  be  designed  to  eclipse  anything  of  the  kind  in  the 
world.  It  will  be  equipped  not  only  with  several  straightaway  graded  tracks 
for  short  distance  racing,  but  with  a  magnificent  long  distance  course,  full 
thirty-one  miles  long,  made  to  resemble  a  rural  highway. 

There  will  be  a  series  of  dangerous  curves,  descents  and  hazards,  while  the 
grand  stands  will  accommodate  something  like  a  million  onlookers.  Privy 
Councillor  von  Friedlander  has  been  entrusted  with  the  organization  of  the 
scheme  and  is  raising  $5,000,000  toward  its  cost. 
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The  "Farthest  North"  Garage 

What  is  stated  to  be  the  "farthest  north"  automobile  garage  in  the  world 
is  in  Calgary,  Northwest  Territory,  Canada,  and  H.  L.  Downey  is  the  proud 
proprietor  thereof.  Calgary  is  250  miles  further  north  than  St.  Petersburg,  and 
is  the  most  northerly  point  on  the  globe  where  motor  cars  are  sold  or  cared  for. 


Downey  handles  the  Pope  line,  finding  a  good  sale  for  both  "Toledos"  and  "Hart- 
fords."  The  general  stability  of  the  Pope  Toledo  car  and  the  mountain  climbing 
proclivities  of  the  Pope  Hartfords  make  them  the  ideal  cars  for  his  section  of  the 
country. 

In  addition  to  his  sales  agency  Downey  has  an  exclusive  repair  business 
covering  a  territory  of  several  hundred  square  miles.  He  reports  that  in  the  last 
three  years  he  has  had  brought  in  to  him  more  than  75  different  makes  of  cars. 


California  Minor  Refuses  to  Pay  for  Automobile 

In  October,  1904,  Milton  T.  Clark,  nineteen  years  of  age  and  an  under- 
graduate of  the  University  of  California,  bought  an  automobile  from  the 
Pioneer  Automobile  Company  of  San  Francisco,  paying  $500  down  and  agree- 
ing to  pay  the  balance  of  $500  in  January,  1905.  This  he  did  not  do,  but 
returned  the  car  and  demanded  his  $500  back,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a 
minor  and  unable  to  enter  into  a  legal  contract. 

The  Pioneer  Automobile  Company  says  that  $500  would  not  more  than 
cover  the  cost  of  repairs  necessary  and  that  it  is  entitled  to  $650  rent  from 
October  until  the  car  was  brought  back  in  a  damaged  condition.  Judge  Gra- 
ham of  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Francisco  has  the  case  under  advisement. 
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Paris  to  Have  Fete  of  Automobile  Elegance 

During  the  course  of  the  Decennial  Exposition  de  l'Automobile,  as  the 
ioth  Paris  Salon  is  termed,  which  will  be  held  from  November  12  to  December 
1,  will  take  place  a  great  Fete  of  "Automobile  Elegance"  for  the  purpose  of 
stimulating  the  research  into  art  and  comfort  of  all  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  automobile. 

"This  manifestation  cannot  fail  either  to  class  the  new  mode  of  locomotion 
the  sole  means  of  practical  and  pleasant  transportation,  or  to  demonstrate  the 
degree  of  perfection  carriage  builders  and  manufacturers  have  reached  from  the 
standpoint  of ,  aesthetics,"  says  President  G.  Rives,  in  speaking  of  the  fete. 

In  this  Fete  of  Elegance  will  participate  only  such  vehicles  as  have  pre- 
viously been  selected;  that  is  to  say,  the  handsomest  carriages  in  Paris.  In 
order  to  judge  of  the  qualities  of  elegance  of  the  vehicles,  the  jury  will  take 
into  account  such  matters  as  the  form  of  the  car,  its  maintenance,  its  flexibility, 
its  freedom  from  noise,  smoke  or  vibration,  and  of  the  passengers  themselves, 
in  order  that  the  car  as  a  whole  may  be  worthy  of  the  particular  brilliant  setting 
of  the  Champs  Elysees  and  of  Paris  itself. 


Launching  an  Automobile  Ferry  Enterprise 

The  first  automobile  railroad  ferry  was  established  last  week,  when  the 
Atlantic  City  and  Shore  Fast  Line,  running  an  electric  line  between  Atlantic  City 
and  Ocean  City,  put  into  service  a  regular  automobile  truck  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  cars  over  the  three-mile  bridge  stretched  across  the  Great  Egg  Harbor 
Bay. 

The  innovation  will  open  up  to  motorists  a  new  shore  route  from  Atlantic 
City  to  Cape  May  and  incidentally  will  give  to  autoists  a  new  line  of  coast  travel 
running  from  Sandy  Hook  to  the  capes  of  the  Delaware. 

The  inception  of  the  move  came  when  parsimonious  officials  refused  the 
petition  of  the  motorists  for  a  driveway  bridge  along  with  the  railroad  trestle 
being  built  across  the  bay. 

Atlantic  City  and  Philadelphia  automobilists  saw  the  possibilities  of  the 
lower  coast  run,  however,  and  evolved  the  scheme  of  getting  their  cars  across 
by  means  of  flat  cars.  Superintendent  Neff  of  the  trolley  system,  not  only 
agreed  to  the  proposition,  but  obtained  the  specially  built  trucks  which  are 
attached  to- the  trolley  cars  crossing  the  bridge.  The  price  charged  for  ferriage 
is  reasonable. 


Trying  to  Get  Vanderbilt  Race  for  Florida 

A  real  effort  is  being  made  to  have  this  year's  Vanderbilt  race  run  on  the 
beach  at  Ormond,  Florida.  Representatives  of  the  Florida  Association  came 
north  this  week  and  are  in  consultation  with  officials  of  the  American  Automo- 
bile Association  regarding  the  matter.  It  seems  to  be  a  pretty  well-founded 
belief  that  to  have  the  race  run  in  Florida  is  the  only  way  of  preventing  it 
lapsing,  and  as  the  Florida  people  want  it  they  are  going  after  it  hard. 
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Divergent  Views  as  to  Legislation 

To  Editor  Automobile  Topics:  Being  a  confirmed  automobile  enthusiast, 
I  am  naturally  in  favor  of  any.  move  that  advances  the  sport  along  legitimate 
lines,  as  well  as  opposed  to  any  that  causes  the  pastime  to  infringe  upon  the 
rights  of  others.  In  addition  to  this  I  happen  to  be  a  member  of  the  Georgia 
Legislature,  and  to  this  end  am  in  favor  of  any  measures  that  will  aid  us  in 
the  judicious  building  of  roads,  and  the  encouragement  of  automobile  travel,  so 
that  in  the  near  future  those  who  have  the  inclination,  leisure  and  means  to 
take  extended  tours  over  the  country  by  automobile,  will  come  to  this  delightful' 
State  and  climate  for  their  winter  vacations.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  I  am 
a  member  of  our  General  Assembly,  I  am  the  recipient  of  a  pamphlet  which  I 
enclose  entitled :  "An  Appeal  for  the  Control  of  Automobiles  and  Similar  Ma- 
chines on  the  Country  Roads,"  emanating  as  it  does  from  a  little  village  in  Mus- 
cogee county,  on  the  Alabama  line.  From  the  fact  that  ministers  and  physicians 
are  leading  in  this  movement,  which  would,  if  it  had  the  power,  exclude  the 
automobilist  from  the  public  roads  of  the  State,  it  is  worthy  of  consideration 
and  intelligent  treatment,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  I  mail  the  same  to  you 
for  your  reading,  and  if  you  care  for  publication,  in  order  that  many  users  of 
automobiles  who  are  indifferent  and  careless,  may  see  just  how  hard  it  is  for 
the  legitimate  user  of  the  machine  to  get  fair  play  before  the  average  public. 

You  will  notice  from  the  reading  of  this  pamphlet  that  the  author  cites 
cases  which  are  not  within  his  own  knowledge,  and  the  accuracy  of  which  are 
doubtful,  thus  leading  one  to  believe  that  he  might  have  acted  on  an  unreliable 
report,  but  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  the  prejudice  which  exists  in  the 
country  against  the  use  of  the  highway  by  the  automobile,  is  due  almost  entirely 
to  the  thoughtless  and  careless  owner  and  driver  who  seems  to  think  there  is 
nothing  for  him  to  think  of  or  consider  but  the  mad  speed  rate  which  his  ma- 
chine is  capable  of  attaining.  The  result  of  his  conduct  is  that  when  an  ac- 
cident occurs,  it  is  heralded  abroad  through  the  public  press,  and  cheap  witticisms 
and  poems  are  struck  off  and  published  which  only  augment  the  growing  popu- 
lar prejudice  against  what  must  soon  be  the  most  useful  vehicle  known  to  any 
time.  The  public  never  knows  of  the  many  little  acts  of  consideration  and  kind- 
ness and  even  sacrifice  which  the  careful  owner  and  driver  performs.  In  my 
own  State  a  wealthy  man  driving  for  the  first  time  a  new  machine,  with  which 
he  was  not  entirely  familiar,  preferred  to  run  his  machine  into  a  trolley  car 
and  take  the  chances  of  losing  his  own  life  and  the  lives  of  his  passengers,  rather 
than  run  over  an  old  woman  who  became  confused  at  the  passing  of  the  trolley 
and  the  approach  of  the  automobile.  The  result  was  a  facial  wound  to  the 
driver  that  was  deplorable  in  the  extreme,  which  almost  cost  him  his  life  as  wen 
as  the  general  bruising  of  his  passengers.  Cases  like  this  might  be  multip >  hed 
and  they  ought  always  to  be  published.  It  is  no  common  sight  in  the :  rural 
districts  of  this  State  for  automobilists  to  leave  their  machines  and  take  the 
bridle  of  the  refractory  mule  or  horse  and  lead  him  safely  past,  what  he  thinks 
is  a  monster,  but  will  some  day  learn  to.  be  his  greatest  friend,  if  he  has  any  horse 
sense  at  all.    But  they  must  gradually  be  accustomed  to  this  new  and  novel 
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vehicle,  and  especially  so  in  rural  places  such  as  all  States  have.  It  may  be 
many  years  before  the  demand  of  the  wealthier  classes  for  automobiles  is  fully 
supplied,  and  before  the  manufacturers  will  reduce  their  selling  prices  so  that 
the  great  farming  and  middle  classes  will  own  and  run  automobiles  because 
they  are  the  greatest  time  annihilators  known  to  science;  and  until  this  condi- 
tion obtains,  it  becomes  the  serious  duty  of  all  users  of  machines  to  remember 
that  the  roads  are  not  made  for  them  alone,  but  that  where  one  automobile  passes 
over  the  highways  fifty  animal-drawn  teams  also  go  over  them  and  have  just 
as  much  right  to  them  as  they  have.  While  I  have  unavoidably  had  one  or  two 
runaways,  I  have  never  failed  to  render  assistance  and  pay  the  damages,  although 
in  every  instance  the  driver  of  the  horse  would  admit  that  I  was  in  no  wise  to 
blame  for  his  misfortune,  other  than  the  fact  that  I  had  an  automobile  on  the 
road.  For  this  reason  I  have  never  had  any  trouble  whatever  with  the  drivers 
of  teams,  and  I  find  them  reasonable,  courteous  and  eminently  fair.  In  fact,  they 
admire  the  automobile,  and  love  the  automobilist  who  treats  them  fairly.  If 
some  users  of  the  car  don't  believe  this,  try  some  old  farmer  when  he  meets 
him  on  a  back  country  road,  and  if  he  has  a  chance  give  him  a  ride  in  the  ma- 
chine, and  he  will  soon  find  out. 

I  may  have  taken  up  too  much  of  your  time  with  this  communication,  but  if 
the  automobilists  of  this  country  expect  to  keep  down  "fool"  legislation  against 
the  users  of  the  machine,  they  must  be  reasonable,  considerate  and  always  cour- 
teous to  those  whom  they  meet  on  the  great  highways  of  this  broad  country  of 
ours.  If  you  have  the  space  for  the  publication  of  this  letter,  and  the  salient 
points  of  the  pamphlet  enclosed,  I  believe  that  you  will  render  the  cause  we  are 
interested  in  a  valuable  service.  G.  Ogden  Persons. 

[The  pamphlet  referred  to  is  of  the  typical  motorphobe  kind,  although  tem- 
perately worded.  It  depicts  the  automobile  as  an  expensive  luxury  that  will 
never  be  used  by  more  than  a  small  minority  of  the  people  and  calls  for  its  ban- 
ishment from  the  highways.  If  they  have  come  to  stay,  however,  it  calls  for  a 
bill  embodying,  among  other  features,  the  following: 

"No  automobile,  or  other  machine  of  that  nature,  should  be  allowed  to  use  the  country 
roads  at  night,  under  any  circumstances. 

"The  speed  limit  of  such  machines  on  country  roads  should  not  be  greater  than  fifteen 
miles  per  hour  maximum. 

"On  approaching  curves,  angles,  hill-tops  and  all  points  on  any  country  road,  where  the 
person  operating  such  machine  is  unable  to  see  one  hundred  yards  ahead,  the  danger  signal 
should  be  repeatedly  sounded  and  speed  of  machine  reduced  to  four  miles  per  hour. 

"On  meeting  or  approaching  any  team-drawn  vehicle  or  service  animal,  the  machine 
should  be  immediately  brought  under  control,  and  even  to  a  full  stop,  if  the  person  or 
persons  in  charge  of  such  team-drawn  vehicle  or  service  animal  should  raise  one  hand,  or 
if  said  team  or  service  animal  should  appear  to  be  frightened  at  the  said  machine.  By  full 
stop  is  meant  not  only  stoppage  of  locomotion,  but  also  the  stoppage  of  all  machinery  of  said 
machine." —  Editor.]

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


Following  are  given  instructions  for  the  care  and  operation  of  the  Pierce  Great  Arrow 
cars  (the  45  hp.  and  the  65  hp.),  manufactured  by  the  Geo.  N.  Pierce  Co.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. : 


The  Motor. — There  is  one  carburetter  for  all  the  cylinders.  The  gasolene  can  be  regulated 
by  an  adjustable  needle  valve  under  the  mixing  chamber.  When  this  is  once  fixed,  it  is 
not  likely  to  need  any  further  adjustment. 

The  throttle  is  in  the  mixing  chamber  of  the  carburetter.  The  upper-hand  lever  on 
the  left  of  the  steering  column  actuates  this. 

The  cylinders  are  marked  1,  2,  3  and  4,  and  all  terminals  are  numbered  and  must  be 
connected  up  to  their  proper  wires,  which  are  numbered  to  correspond. 

The  lubrication  is  effected  as  previously  described,  and  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  fill 
the  oil  reservoir,  having  previously  drained  off  all  the  old  oil  from  the  bottom  of  the  crank 
case.  In  the  case  of  the  45  hp.  engine  six  pints  of  special  gas  engine  cylinder  lubricating 
oil  is  poured  into  the  reservoir  for  one  charge.  The  65  hp.  engine  requires  eight  pints. 
This  is  sufficient  under  ordinary  circumstances  for  over  300  miles,  when  it  should  all  be 
drained  out  from  the  bottom  of  the  motor  and  a  fresh  supply  put  in.  The  oil,  as  it  is 
poured  in,  will  immediately  find  its  way  to  the  interior  of  the  crank  case,  so  that  the  oil 
should  be  measured  before  it  is  put  into  the  tank.  When  the  engine  is  started  up  and  has 
been  running  for  a  few  minutes,  a  look  should  be  taken  at  the  oil  gauge  on  the  dash,  which 
will  show  the  height  of  the  oil  in  the  reservoir,  the  oil  pump  delivering  it  here  from  the 
engine  base.  This  should  rise  about  two  inches  in  the  gauge,  and  if  less  than  l/%  inch 
shows,  more  oil  should  be  added,  although  you  may  not  have  run  far  on  one  charge,  and 
an  occasional  glance  will  show  that  the  pump  is  working  all  right. 

The  circulating  water  pump  is  attached  to  the  engine  crank  case,  and  is  driven  by 
means  of  a  gear  from  the  exhaust  cam  shaft  gear.  There  is  a  grease  cup  on  the  pump 
case.  This  should  be  screwed  up  a  turn  every  200  miles,  and  filled  when  necessary.  The 
stuffing  box  will  need  screwing  up  occasionally,  whenever  the  pump  shows  a  leak.  Be 
careful  and  do  not  screw  up  the  gland  too  tight.  Always  see  that  the  pump  spindle  will 
revolve  freely.   A  few  drops  of  oil  around  the  gland  nut  will  keep  it  lubricated. 


The  Friction  Clutch. — The  inside  of  the  rim  of  the  fly-wheel  forms  the  external  conical, 
friction  clutch,  and  with  it  engages  an  internal,  conical  clutch,  made  of  aluminum,  faced 
with  leather,  and  provided  with  cork  inserts.  The  purpose  of  this  clutch  is  to  allow  the 
motor  to  be  disengaged  from  the  gears  when  changing  them;  also  to  allow  the  car  to  be 
started  and  stopped  without  shock.  Should  the  clutch  grip  too  suddenly  so  as  to  start 
the  car  with  a  jerk,  apply  castor  oil,  or  preferably  neat's-foot  oil  (not  lubricating  oil)  to 
the  leather  surface  of  the  clutch.  There  are  holes  in  the  web  of  the  aluminum  clutch 
through  which  castor  oil  can  be  squirted.  When  engaging  the  clutch,  always  let  it  go  in 
as  gently  as  possible,  so  as  to  start  gradually.  Allowing  it  to  go  in  suddenly  strains  the 
gears,  besides  starting  the  carriage  with  an  uncomfortable  jerk. 

Care  must  be  taken  to  fill  up  the  grease  cups  on  the  aluminum  clutch,  and  to  screw 
them  down  frequently,  so  that  the  clutch  will  not  bind  on  the  shaft.  Also  oil  the  clutch 
collars  frequently.  Should  the  clutch  slip,  it  can  be  adjusted  by  tightening  up  the  nut 
behind  the  ball  thrust  bearing.  To  do  this  the  split  collar  is  removed  by  unscrewing  the 
two  bolts  that  clamp  it  on;  then  revolve  the  engine  crank  shaft  until  the  nut  and  cotter 
pin  are  exposed.   To  reach  the  latter  special  pliers  are  provided  by  the  Pierce  Company. 

Brakes. — The  brakes  should  always  be  kept  properly  adjusted  and  in  good  order.  When- 
ever the  foot-brake  lever  gets  near  to  the  end  of  its  travel  when  applying  brake,  it  is  time  , 
to  adjust  it.    This  is  done  by  screwing  up  the  nuts  on  end  of  brake  rods.    Although  the 
brakes  are  equalized,  care  must  be  taken  to  adjust  both  hub  brakes  equally. 
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If  the  brake  grips  too  harshly,  put  a  little  oil  on  the  brake  drum.  The  foot  brake  is  inter- 
connected with  the  friction  clutch,  but  the  hand  brake  is  not. 


The  Clutch  and  Foot  Brake  Pedal  Shaft.— This  shaft  must  be  oiled  where  the  oil 
holes  are  provided,  also  the  clutch  and  the  various  pins  and  joints  of  the  rods  that  are 
attached  thereto.  At  the  right-hand  end  of  this  shaft  is  fixed  a  lever  with  an  adjusting 
screw  and  lock  nut.  This  is  for  a  stop  to  limit  the  travel  of  the  foot  brake.  As  the 
friction  clutch  wears,  this  screw  may  require  unscrewing  a  little,  if  there  is  not  some 
clearance  between  the  claw  clutch  on  the  clutch  lever  and  that  fixed  to  the  clutch  pedal 
shaft;  otherwise  the  friction  clutch  will  not  go  thoroughly  into  engagement. 


The  Universal  Joints. — The  universal  joints  in  the  longitudinal  drive  shaft  are  for 
the  purpose  of  allowing  free  motion  in  all  directions,  notwithstanding  the  varying  posi- 
tions of  the  rear  axle  with  respect  to  the  underframe.  These  joints  are  fitted  with  a  metal 
cover  which  makes  them  dust-proof,  and  there  is  a  small  screw  provided.  This  must  be 
removed  every  300  miles  and  a  charge  of  grease  and  oil  injected.  The  universal  joints 
between  the  engine  and  the  transmission ,  should  be  oiled  with  an  oil  can  every  300  miles. 
Squirt  the  oil  well  in  toward  the  clutch  spring. 


Operating  Instructions. — First  have  the  gasolene  tank,  radiator,  oil  and  grease  cups 
filled.  See  that  the  gasolene  cock  is  turned  on.  This  is  under  the  driver's  seat.  Insert 
the  switch  plug  in  the  battery  switch,  slightly  prime  the  carburetter  by  pressing  the  rubber 
bulb;  see  that  the  spark  leVer  (the  lower  one)  is  in  the  starting  position,  i.  e.,  nearest 
the  seat,  and  that  the  throttle  (the  upper  one)  is  in  its  starting  position.  Having  started 
the  motor  by  giving  the  crank  a  sharp  turn,  take  seat  in  car  and  put  the  spark  lever  at 
about  its  center  position.  The  change  gear  lever  is  in  the  neutral  position,  to  which  it 
should  always  be  brought  when  the  car  is  stopped.  See  that  the  hand  brake  is  off,  and 
depressing  the  clutch  lever  with  the  left  foot,  put  the  gear  change  lever  into  the  first 
speed  position,  then  letting  the  clutch  go  in  very  gently,  the  car  will  move  forward.  Before 
changing  to  the  second  speed,  accelerate  the  motor  a  little  by  advancing  the  throttle  lever 
and  then  depressing  the  clutch,  put  the  gear  change  lever  into  the  second  speed  notch 
and  allow  the  clutch  to  go  gently  into  engagement  again. 

A  good  method  of  starting  up  these  multiple  cylinder  engines  is  to  first  turn  the  start- 
ing crank  over  a  few  times,  with  the  switch  in  the  "off"  position,  and  the  throttle  lever  in 
its  starting  position.  This  will  give  a  fresh  charge  in  each  cylinder.  Then  taking  your 
seat  in  the  car  put  the  switch  to  the  "on"  position  and  give  the  spark  lever  a  sharp- 
advance  movement,  it  having  previously  been  in  the  retarded  position.  This  will,  by  turn- 
ing the  commutator,  ignite  the  charge  in  one  of  the  cylinders  and  the  engine  will  start 
up  without  cranking.  You  can  frequently  start  up  in  this  way  after  a  stop  of  an  hour 
or  more,  without  first  turning  over  the  starting  crank — and  herein  lies  a  danger.  Caution. — 
Always  take  great  care  to  leave  the  speed  lever  in  the  neutral  position  when  stopping  the 
car;  otherwise  if  the  switch  is  on  and  the  hand  brake  off,  if  the  spark  lever  is  moved,  the 
car  is  liable  to  start  up  and  run  away.  It  is  very  necessary^  then,  in  stopping  the  car,  to 
put  the  switch  in  the  "off"  position,  to  put  the  speed  lever  in  the  neutral  position,  and  to 
have  the  hand  brake  locked  on  hard. 


To  Slow  Down. — To  slow  down  the  car,  press  on  the  right  pedal.  This  will  apply  the 
foot  brake  after  first  releasing  the  clutch.  To  stop  the  car,  simply  apply  both  pedals,  or 
the  right  one  only,  and  if  necessary,  the  hand  brake  on  the  right-hand  side,  and  when 
the  car  has  stopped,  take  care  that  the  gear  change  lever  is  in  its  neutral  position,  so  that 
when  releasing  the  brakes  after  a  short  stop  with  the  motor  running,  you  are  not  likely 
to  start  the  car  with  the  wrong  gear.  To  reverse  the  car,  press  down  on  both  the  brake 
and  clutch  pedals,  bringing  the  car  to  a  standstill ;  then  pressing  on  the  clutch  lever  only, 
move  the  gear  change  lever  into  the  reverse  notch.  Then  let  the  clutch  in  gently,  and  the 
car  will  move  backward.

A  new  motor  boat  race  ordinance  has  been  passed  at  Madison,  Wis.,  the  State  capital  and 
seat  of  Wisconsin  University.  The  ordinance  provides  that  the  race  courses  on  the  four 
lakes  surrounding  Madison,  and  bounded  with  scores  of  beautiful  summer  homes  and  costly 
automobile  garages  as  well  as  motor  boat  houses,  must  be  plainly  marked  with  flags.  No 
other  boat  except  those  in  the  race  will  be  allowed  within  the  course.  During  races  no 
steam,  electric,  gasolene  or  other  boat  propelled  by  its  own  power,  shall  be  in  motion  in 
front  of  any  boat  in  the  race  nearer  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  outside  limits 
of  the  course.  Any  person  in  charge  of  a  race  course  shall  have  police  power.  Viola- 
tions of  the  ordinance  are  punishable  with  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  $25. 


All  life  saving  stations  on  the  Great  Lakes  will  be  equipped  with  motor  boats  as  fast  as 
the  government  can  make  arrangements  for  them.  Already  several  ports  on  Lake  Erie 
have  been  supplied  with  such  surf  boats,  and  Lake  Superior  is  next  to  be  equipped.  Capt. 
Ingar  Olson  of  the  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  station,  says  that  he  has  been  informed  that  Mil- 
waukee will  be  the  first  port  on  Lake  Michigan  to  have  motor  lifeboats.  He  does  not 
expect  to  receive  one  before  the  season  of  1908  opens,  however.  These  boats  will  have  a 
strength  of  10  hp.  and  will  weigh  1,500  pounds  each.  In  general  design  they  will  not 
differ  much  from  surf  boats  now  in  use.  They  will  be  able  to  treble  the  speed  of  the 
present  boats.   

Although  scarcely  more  than  three  months  old,  the  Detroit  Motor  Boat  Club  has  already 
grown  into  a  healthy  organization  with  175  active  members.  Plans  have  been  prepared 
for  a  commodious  bungalow,  that  will  serve  as  a  clubhouse,  and  which  will  be  erected  on 
the  shores  of  Lake  St.  Clair,  just  above  the  city.  So  popular  has  the  motor  boat  become  in 
Detroit,  owing  to  the  exceptional  facilities  offered  those  desirous  of  following  this  sport, 
that  upward  of  200  craft  of  this  nature  are  already  in  commission,  with  constant  accessions 
to  the  ranks.   

A  new  model  of  torpedo  motorboat  is  to  be  placed  in  commission  by  the  French  government. 
This  new  implement  of  warfare  has  been  constructed  after  designs  of  Compte  Recope,  en- 
gineer of  the  French  marine  and  vice-president  of  the  commission  of  yachting  of  the  Auto- 
mobile Club  of  France.  The  craft  has  a  length  over  all  of  17  meters,  and  is  built  of  steel 
of  a  thickness  of  2  millimeters.  The  motive  power  consists  of  two  motors,  placed  in  tandem, 
of  four  cylinders  each,  representing  150  hp.  The  government  contract  exacts  that  the  boat 
must  make  a  speed  of  16  knots  an  hour.  At  a  recent  trial  the  boat  attained  a  speed  of  20 
knots.   It  is  the  intention  of  the  French  government  to  attach  her  to  the  port  of  Cherbourg. 


A  trophy  for  a  motor  boat  race  to  be  run  on  the  Elbe,  between  Magdeburg  and  Hamburg, 
Germany,  has  been  offered  by  Prince  Hohenlohe-Oehringen  of  Berlin.  The  contest  is  open 
to  all  countries,  and  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Imperial  Automobile  Club. 


A  motor  boat  race  on  July  4  is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Sunbury  (Pa.)  Motor  Boat  Club. 
The  course  will  be  over  the  half-mile-wide  sheet  of  water  in  the  Susquehanna  River  at 
Sunbury  and  events  will  be  pulled  off  in  lengths  of  from  one-half  to  three  miles.  Over  a 
score  of  boats  are  already  registered  for  the  fete  and  it  is  expected  by  the  Racing  Com- 
mittee that  the  number  will  be  doubled  within  a  fortnight. 


The  Ventnor  Motor  Boat  Club,  of  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  which  was  organized  only  a  short 
time  ago,  has  already  held  its  first  race  meet.  The  events  were  over  a  five-mile  inside 
course.  The  first  race  was  won  by  L.  Bye,  the  second  by  D.  Albertson,  the  third  by  A.  L. 
Thome,  and  the  fourth  by  N.  Knauer. 
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AERONAUTICS 


Interest  in  aerial  navigation  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  has  been  somewhat  stimulated  by  the 
successful  performance  of  the  Knabenshue  airship  manoeuvred  by  Earl  Hess  of  Toledo, 
Ohio.  The  airship  was  one  of  the  attractions  at  Luna  Park,  -Hartford's  pleasure  resort 
four  miles  to  the  southwest  of  the  city  proper.  On  Decoration  Day,  Hess  made  two  very 
convincing  ascensions  and  on  each  occasion  descended  to  the  same  spot  from  which  he 
arose.  Several  night  ascensions  were  made  with  nothing  but  a  red  light  on  a  fence  for 
a  guide.  Hess  descended  as  easily  as  he  arose.  The  weather  during  the  stay  of  the  ship 
was  hardly  propitious  and  operations  were  more  or  less  retarded  in  consequence.  The  best 
flight  of  the  ship  was  made  last  Saturday  under  the  guidance  of  the  youthful  Hess,  who. 
by  the  way,  is  but  19  years  old.  The  ship  was  started  from  the  park  in  the  morning  and 
sailed  over  the  city  at  an  altitude  of  about  3,000  feet.   When  above  the  plant  of  the  Electric

The  inventor  of  the  machine  is  C.  H.  Foster  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  the  mayor  has  the  first  one  made.  It  consists^of  a  series  of*pipes  such  as  are 
used  in  organs.    They  are  played  with  keys,  utilizing  the  exhauSt  from  the  en- 


gine of  the  automobile.  By  running  the  car  on  high  gear  and  throttling  the 
motor  down  low,  a  fine  tremolo  effect  is  produced  among  the  tunes  that  find 
their  way  out  of  the  contrivance. 

Mayor  Becker  spent  the  first  Sunday  after  he  got  the  machine  in  speeding 
about  town  and  entertaining  sidewalk  audiences  as  well  as  the  crowds  in  the  pub- 
lic parks.  Light  opera,  grand  opera,  and  ragtime  flowed  forth  with  equal  ease. 
The  American  association  baseball  game  was  stopped  in  the  middle  of  it  and  the 
mayor  had  a  tune  played  for  the  fans  and  players^

mayor's  secretaries  to  produce  future  entertainment  on  the  auto-organ.

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A  Six  Cylinder  Car  for  $1,500 

One  would  have  to  go  a  long  way  to  find  value  equal  to  that  given  by  the 
Colt  six  cylinder  runabout.  '  Designed  on  up-to-date  lines  and  developing  40 
hp.,  it  seHs  for  only  $1,500.,  and  as,  the  number  to  be  turned  out  this  year  by 
its  makers,  the  Colt  Runabout  Co.,  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  is  only  100,  it  is  easy  to 
see  that  they  will  be  snapped  up  quickly.  The  concern  is  a  new  and  strong 
one,  W.  Mason  Butler,  well  known  in  the  trade,  being  president  and  general 
manager. 

The  six  cylinder  motor  in  the  Colt  runabout  is  designed  especially  for  the 
Colt  Co.  by  the  Howard  Motor  Works,  whose  chief  mechanical  man  is  W.  S. 
Howard,  former  head  of  the  motor  department  of  the  Gas  Engine  &  Power 
Company  and  Chas.  L.  Seabury  Company  consolidated.  Mr.  Howard's  exper- 
ience in  building  over  4,000  motors  is  most  valuable.  His  four  and  six  cylinder 
four  cycle  marine  motors  are  well  known  from  coast  to  coast  and  from  Maine 
to  Florida. 

The  number  of  six  cylinder  Colt  runabouts  to  be  turned  out  this  year  is 
limited  to  100,  as  it  is  the  aim  of  the  company  to  market  their  product  so  that 
a  favorable  reputation  will  be  established  from  the  beginning.  The  Colt  is  built  on 
very  fast  lines  with  ample  clearance  and  low  center  of  gravity.  The  body  has  no 
rumble  seat,  the  short  rear  end  being  utilized  for  carrying  a  20  gallon  gasolene 
tank,  tools,  extra  parts  and  tires.  A  detachable  mechanician's  seat  is  located  on  the 
left  hand"  running  board.  Wheel  base  is  105  inches,  a  very  desirable  length  for  fast 
work,  city  traffic  and  narrow  country  roads.  Tire  dimesions  are  34  by,  4  in.,  all 
around,  making  it  possible  to  carry  only  one  size  and  shift  the  worn  rear  tires 
tjo  the  front  wheels.  Brakes  are  of  the  band  and  internal  expansion  type, 
metal  to  metal.  The  cone  clutch  connects  the  motor  with  a  three-speed  sliding 
selective  transmission,  which  is  geared  direct  on  high  speed  at  a  ratio  of  2  1-2 
to  1  or  2  to  1,  if  so  desired.  A  propeller  shaft  is  used  to  the  bevel  gear  drive 
on  the  rear  axle.    The  axles  are  very  large  and  of  the  floating  type. 

The  cylinders,  six  in  number,  are  cast  separately,  the  bore  4  1-2  inches, 
and  stroke  5  inches,  being  conservatively  rated  at  40  hp.  Cooling  by  water 
radiator.  Jump  spark  ignition  is  supplied  from  storage  and  dry  battery.  The 
weight  of  the  car  with  tanks  empty  is  1800  lbs. 

All  cars  are  covered  by  a  factory  guaranty  of  six  months  from  date  of 
invoice.

Where  Motorists  Do  Congregate 
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A  Car  With  a  History 


The  automobile  in  which  Henry  Weber,  the  mining  millionaire  of  Gold- 
field,  Nev.,  came  to  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  on  his  way  to  New  York,  is  interesting 
not  alone  because  it  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  automobiles  ever 
Aen  in  the  West.   It  once  played  a  large  part  during  a  strike  at  Goldfield,  Nev. 

During  the  great  miners'  strike  which  has  recently  been  settled,  the 
"Vulture,"  as  this  machine  is  known,  brought  upon  its  owner  the  wrath  of  the 
Industrial  Workers  of  the  World  to  such  an  extent  that  he  was  marked  for 
death.  For  weeks  he  and  the  machine  were  constantly  guarded  by  detectives. 
This  car  is  the  one  which  made  a  midnight  run  from  Goldfield  to  Tonopah, 
Nev.,  and  returned  laden  with  rifles  and  ammunition  for  battle  with  the  strikers. 
It  was  in  the  "Vulture"  that  Grant  Hamilton,  organizer  for  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  came  into  camp  and  started  his  work. 

The  "Vulture"  is  unique  in  several  respects.  It  is  built  for  desert  service 
purely.  One  of  the  principal  features  is  the  large  auxiliary  tank,  holding  75 
gallons  of  gasolene,  in  addition  to  the  regular  supply.  This  is  necessary  be- 
cause of  its  use  on  the  waste  tracts  of  the  West,  where  a  200-mile  run  is  a  mere 
nothing.  It  has  a  powerful  searchlight,  tires  of  great  weight  and  the  gray 
body  with  red  trimmings  suggest  a  giant. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  June  17. — Of  oddities  in  the  automobile  world  there  appears 
to  be  no  end.  One  of  the  latest  to  attract  attention  is  a  truck  built  by  John  E. 
Myers  of  Shepherd,  for  Alabama  parties.  The  truck,  Which  is  propelled  by  a 
40  hp.  gasolene  engine,  weighs  seven  tons.  The  rear  wheels  are  20  inches  wide 
and  52  inches  high,  and  the  front  wheels  14  inches  wide  and  44  inches  high. 
The  truck  was  built  to  carry  30  tons  and  haul  several  trailers.  So  far  as  known, 
it  is  the  only  one  of  the  kind  in  existence. 
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Extraordinary  Running  and  Its  Result 

At  this  writing  the  result  of  the  sealed  mechanism  contest  of  the  Automobile 
Club  of  America  is  still  unknown,  as  are  the  probabilities  of  its  success  or  fail- 
ure, viewed,  that  is,  in  the  light  of  one  or  more  cars  coming  through  the  gruel- 
ling four  days'  contest  with  its  mechanism  sealed.  The  entry  list  of  nearly  fifty 
cars,  among  them  being  a  very  large  number  of  the  best  makes,  proves  conclu- 
sively that  the  competition  is  arranged  on  sound  and  logical  lines. 

But  there  undoubtedly  is  much  apprehension  felt  as  to  the  outcome.  One 
motorist,  a  man  at  the  head  of  the  mechanical  department  of  a  well-known  fac- 
tory, expressed  his  apprehension  by  remarking  to  us :  "Yes,  our  people  are  in 
it,  and  I  wish  they  weren't.  I  don't  think  we  can  go  through  fpur  days'  running 
with  the  mechanism  sealed,  nor  do  I  believe  that  anybody  else  can."  This  is,  of 
course,  an  extreme  view  and  one  based  on  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  inherent 
depravitv  of  automobiles  in  general,  and  their  disposition  to  go  wrong  in  some 
trivial  respect  just  when  it  is  most  earnestly  desired  that  they  should  keep  right. 
To  his  way  of  thinking  the  chances  are  against  the  complete  success  of  any  car, 
not  so  much  because  such  success  is  impossible  but  owing  to  the  failing  referred 
to — 0f  exhibiting  bad  traits  at  the  most  inopportune  times. 

While  this  line  of  reasoning  is  both  logical  and  reasonable  we  do  not  believe 
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that  the  forebodings  referred  to  will  be  realized.  Good  cars  are  in  the  habit  of 
doing  their  day's  work  without  developing  trouble,  the  chief  requisites  being  the 
soundness  of  the  car  itself,  its  unimpeachable  condition  when  starting  out  and  its 
proper  handling.  It  is  possible  for  something  to  go  wrong  even  if  all  these  re- 
quirements are  fulfilled;  but  it  is  extremely  improbable.  The  danger  will  come, 
not  in  the  first  day's  run,  but  in  the  second,  third,  or  fourth.  Each  round  trip 
increases  tremendously  the  danger  of  stoppage.  It  is  in  this  respect  that  the 
contest  is  the  most  severe  ever  attempted  in  this  country.  The  car  that  comes 
through  it  without  a  blemish  will  merit  all  the  encomiums  that  will  be  showered 
on  it. 

For  the  cars  that  fail,  however,  there  will  be  some  balm  in  Gilead.  An  en- 
forced stoppage  will  require  the  unsealing  of  the  mechanism  and  that  will  put  the 
car  out  of  the  perfect  score  competition.  But  it  will  not  be  out  of  the  running, 
nor  need  the  fact  of  its  stopping  being  necessary  count  against  it.  It  can  finish 
the  run,  the  cause  of  stoppage  being  carefully  noted  and  placed  on  record.  A 
sooty  spark  plug,  which  is  the  mishap "oftenest  cited,  for  example,  would  prevent 
a  perfect  score,  but  that  would  be  all. 

Heretofore  the  1907  season  has  been  a  season  of  ties.  Cars  have  become  so 
reliable  and  so  dependable  that  contests  under  ordinary  touring  conditions  are 
fruitless,  so  far  as  determining  supreme  excellence  is  concerned.  We  now  have 
an  opportunity  to  see  what  four  days  of  running  under  extraordinary  conditions 
will  reveal. 

Grade  Crossings  and  Damage  Liability 

The  growing  frequency  of  serious  accidents  at  grade  crossings,  not  only  of 
steam  roads  but  of  trolleys  as  well,  causes  importance  to  be  attached  to  the  mat- 
ter in  such  cases.  The  grade  crossing  must  go,  but  it  will  cost  millions  of  dollars 
and  take  years  before  the  steam  roads  get  rid  of  them,  while  the  trolley  roads 
face  an  even  more  difficult  and  expensive  problem,  and  there  is  little  hope  of  any 
marked  improvement  so  far  as  they  are  concerned. 

There  is  a  very  general  belief  that  the  roads  are  legally  responsible  for  the 
damages  caused  in  accidents  of  this  kind.  The  only  real  doubt  is  in  cases  where 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  companies  cannot  be  proved.  One  of  the  highest 
New  York  courts  held,  a  w£ek  or  two  ago,  that  where  an  accident  was  due  to 
the  negligence  or  incompetence  of  its  employees  the  railway  company  must  pay, 
and  it  awarded  heavy  damages.  This  was  an  automobile  case  that  had  been  in 
the  courts  for  nearly  three  years,  and  the  decision  goes  fat  toward  settling  the 
matter  of  liabilities.  The  broader  question,  of  course,  is  whether  the  mere  fact 
of  maintaining  an  unguarded  grade  crossing  is  not  in  itself  an  act  of  incompetence 
or  negligence. 
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TRADE  NOTES 

In  order  that  the  manufacturer  may  be  ab- 
solutely certain  that  machines  leave  his 
hands  in  proper  condition  for  immediate 
use  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a  corps  of 
skilled  and  experienced  mechanics,  not 
only  for  the  purpose  of  testing  and  trying 
out  each  part  as  it  is  assembled  but  finally 
to  prove  up  the  whole  car  as  a  unit. 

A  brief  sketch  of  the  methods  employed 
will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  interest. 
Take  for  instance  a  four-cylinder  gaso- 
lene engine;  while  it  is  comparatively  sim- 
ple in  construction  it  is  composed  of  many 
parts  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
each  one  of  these  parts  be  made  with  ac- 
curacy and  without  variation  from  the 
accepted  standard.  The  parts  are  so  care- 
fully designed  that  in  a  first-class  auto- 
mobile factory  the  engine  when  put  to- 
gether in  the  assembling  room  goes  to- 
gether without  the  use  of  elaborate  tools 
other  than  the  wrenches  necessary  for  fas- 
tening and  bolting  the  various  parts  into 
place. 

In  the  great  Pope  plant  at  Hartford 
there  is  one  special  department  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  the  testing  of  engines,  and  it 
is  a  very  fascinating  sight  for  the  visitor 
to  go  into  this  room  and  see  engine  after 
engine  in  a  long  row,  fastened  each  to  its 
own  stand  and  working  away  smoothly 
and  quietly  without  seeming  effort. 

When  the  engine  is  delivered  to  the  test- 
ing room  it  is  securely  bolted  to  an  iron 
stand  and  is  then  connected  by  a  belt  to 
the  main  line  shafting  and  driven  for 
hours  by  outside  power,  all  the  while  be- 
ing fed  with  oil  and  other  lubricants  and 
continually  supplied  with  water  through 
its  circulating  system.

When  it  has  passed  this  test  it  is  then 
connected  with  a  fuel  tank  and  with  its  ig- 
nition system  and  then  started  and  run  un- 
der its  own  power  in  the  same  manner  as 
it  would  be  in  the  hands  of  an  owner. 
This  test  always  takes  a  number  of  hours

the  Pope  lactones  demand  that  it  shall 
stand  it  without  a  murmur,  running  with 
quietness  and  smoothness  and  without 
heating  in  any  of  its  essential  parts. 

If  the  engine  fails  to  pass  this  test  it  is 
sent  back  to  the  assembler  who  takes  it  to 
pieces,  locates  the  trouble  and  replaces  with 
new  parts  those  which  are  not  running 
satisfactorily. 

Any  engine  which  passes  this  crucial 
test  is  in  shape  to  be  assembled  into  a 
complete  chassis  and  put  through  the  test 
of  actual  use  on  the  road  as  a  part  of  a 
complete  car. 

After  the  automobile  is  put  together  and 
passed  by  the  various  inspectors  it  is  turn- 
ed over  to  the  final  testing  department.  • 
which  is  composed  of  men  who  by  their 
long  experience  and  special  training  are 
fitted  to  adjust  and  tune  up  the  car  to 
"concert  pitch."  A  set  of  old  tires  is  put 
on  the  wheels  and  a  special  testing  body 
is  fitted  to  the  chassis  and  the  car  is  then 
sent  out  for  practical  road  adjustment  in 
the  hands  of  an  expert. 


In  addition  to  their  complete  engine  jig- 
ging and  testing  plant,  the  American  Loco- 
motive Automobile  Company  has,  at  its 
Providence  factory,  a  dynamometer  chassis 
testing  stand  for  determining  accurately 
the  power  given  off  at  the  tires  of  the 
completed  Berliet  chassis,  at  various  engine 
speeds,  with  different  gear  conditions,  un- 
der actual  operating  conditions.  The 
power  is  absorbed  by  a  hydraulic  brake, 
similar  to  that  used  in  connection  with 
the  motor  testing  plant,  and  is  measured 
by  a  Giddings  recording  dynamometer, 
which  registers  the  horizontal  pull  in 
pounds.  The  peripheral  velocity  of  the 
driving  wheels  is  indicated  by  a  tacho- 
meter, from  which  the  feet  per  minute 
factor  in  the  horse-power  formula  is  ob- 
tained. The  rear  wheels  of  the  vehicle  are 
placed  upon  two  wrought  steel  pulleys,  or 
drums,  approximately  7  feet  in  diameter 
and  16  inches  wide,  faced  with  a  material 
which  in  contact  with  the  rubber  tires 
gives  a  coefficient  of  friction  or  adhesion 
approximating  that  of  dry  macadam. 
These  drums  are  securely  keyed  to  a  sub- 
stantial shaft,  carried  in  pillow  blocks, 
bolted  to  a  heavy,  cast  iron  bed  plate, 
which. in  turn  rests  upon  a  concrete  founda- 
tion in  a  pit  below  the  garage  floor,  at 
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such  a  depth  that  the  periphery  of  the 
drums  projects  only  a  few  inches  above 
:he  floor.

ornamental  and  sporting  sides  of  life  was 


more  than  ever  in  evidence.  The  tens  of  thousands  of  spectators  who  journeyetf 
to  the  city  by  the  sea  were  drawn  there  by  the  desire  to  witness  a  great  speed 
content  between  equines  of  the  first  class,  and  the  beautiful  and  spacious  running 
course  was  given  over  to  them  wholly.  But  the  utilitarian  aspect  of  the  horse 
was  entirely  lost  sight  of.  The  spectators  went  there  in  railroad  trains  or  on 
the  trolley  lines,  if  they  preferred  the  older  methods  of  transportation.  Many 
thousands  went  down  by  automobile,  cars  of  every  kind  and  description  being 
employed  for  this  purpose.  Inside  the  enclosure  were  parked  more  than  seven 
hundred  cars,  720,  to  be  exact.  A  careful  count  was  made  of  them  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  was  more  than  a  most  trifling  error  in  the 
figures  given.  The  ever-ready  statistician  figures  out  that  the  value  of  these 
cars  exceeded  three  millions  of  dollars.  As  the  great  majority  of  them  were 
of  the  higher-priced  kind  there  is  no  reason  to  question  this  total,  astounding  -as 
it  is.  This  was  not  all,  however.  Outside  of  the  grounds,  lined  up  on  either 
side  of  the  wide  macadam  road,  were  more  than  one  hundred  other  automobiles. 
They  were  the  sight-seeing  cars  which  had  brought  down  from  the  city  their 
complement  of  race-goers  and  sight-seers  and  added  them  to  the.  throngs  inside. 
Not  being  private  conveyances,  however,  these  cars  were  not  permitted  to  enter 
the  sacred  precincts.    So  they  were  drawn  up  in  order,  waiting  for  their  "fares" 
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in  order  to  return  them  to  the  starting  point.  In  the  presence  of  this  immense 
aggregation  of  motor-driven  vehicles,  the  few  horse-drawn  ones  were  almost 
lost  sight  of.  It  was  a  conquering  host  that  swept  down  on  Coney  Island,  yet 
it  was  so  common  a  sight  that  it  occasioned  little  comment. 


It  is  a  good  thing  the  A.  C.  A.  treasury  is  bulging.  Cup  buying  for  sealed 
mechanism  cars  will  make  quite  a  drain  on  it,  however. 


How  some  of  the  dead  and  gone  worthies  would  rub  their  eyes,  if  in  the  flesh, 
to.  see  a  vice-president  of  the  United  States  officiating  at  the  dedication  of  an 
automobile  factory!  And  fifty  or  a  hundred  years  ago  Indiana  would  have 
been  about  the  last  place  to  witness  such  an  event. 


Some  interest  attaches  just  now  to  the  inquiry,  "Was  that  Gold  Cup  for  the  Gold 
Cup  Tour  really  purchased?*' 


If  one  were  to  judge  solely  by  the  sealed  mechanism  contest  the  day  of  tire 
troubles  has  passed  away.  It  was  provided  that  stoppages  due  to  troubles  with 
tires  should  not  count  against  the  participating  cars,  but  the  stipulation  might 
almost  as  well  have  been  omitted.  There  were  some  punctures  and  other  hap- 
penings, but  they  were  so  few  that  they  really  did  not  count. 


No  matter  what  you  do  you  can't  satisfy  some  people.  Those  in  the  best  position 
to  know  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  lives  of  New  York  motorists  are 
made  about  as  miserable  as  they  well  can  be  by  the  dragooning  tactics  of  the 
police,  arid  that  when  accused  motorists  are  brought  before  the  city  magistrates 
they  very  seldom  receive  even  the  benefit  of  an  honest  doubt.  Yet,  the  "City 
Club  of  New  York"  is  very  much  put  out  because  no  motorists  ever  get  pun- 
ished for  speeding.  They  seem  to  be  imbued  with  the  notion  that  there  is  a 
virtual  conspiracy  between  the  policemen  and  the  magistrates  to  let  the  motorists 
down  easy.  They  condemn  this  leniency  and  demand  that  a  different  policy  be 
pursued.

What  may  be  termed  an  authoritative  statement  on  the' subject  of  motorists'  fines 
lias  been  made.  A  Connecticut  lawyer  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  many  town 
treasuries  in  the  Nutmeg  State  "depend  almost  solely  upon  the  capture  of  alleged 
speed  violators."  This  only  goes  to  show  what  a  flourishing  industry  the  trap- 
ping of  motorists  is.  It  is  to  be  presumed,  of  course,  that  the  residue — that  is, 
what  isjeft  after  the  constable,  the  tin  watch  holders  and  all  the  other  hangers- 
on  have  had  their  "swag"-^is  what  supports  the  towns  referred  to.  One  can't 
help  wondering  where  they  got  their  support  in  the  pre-automobile  days;  and 
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what  will  happen  when  the  country  comes  to  its  senses  and  ceases  this  foolish  war 
on  the  great  progressive  vehicle  of  today. 


"Milwaukee  automobile  owners  are  just  beginning  to  see  the  wisdom  of  dif- 
ferentiating in  the  matter  of  apparel  of  themselves  and  their  chauffeurs.  They 
are  beginning  to  find  out  how  bad  it  is  to  wear  a  cap  made  for  a  driver."  After 
this,  who  will  say  that  the  Beer  City  is  slow  ? 


One  more  proof  of  the  sound  common  sense  possessed  by  the  ruling  spirit  in  the 
Automobile  Club  of  Indiana  has  been  given.  The  club  was  asked  to  lend  its 
support  to  a  projected  race  meet  on  the  Indiana  State  Fair  Grounds,  Indianapolis, 
but  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  it  on  the  ground  that  the  course,  a  one- 
mile  circular  track,  was  not  fit  for  high  speed  automobiles.  The  American  Auto- 
mobile Association  should  take  notice  of  this.  Sanction  money  is  blood  money, 
so  its  executive  declared.  Yet  many  race  meets  on  circular  horse  tracks  are 
announced. 


The  horn  with  the  angelic  name  has  made  its  appearance  in  England  and  is 
being  hailed  with  delight  not  unmixed  with  surprise.  It  sometimes  takes  a  long 
time  to  cross  the  ocean.

Thus  says  "R.  Kerchival  Ralph"  in  the  New 
York  Times,  and  Messrs.  Jones,  Warner,  Smith  and  other  makers  of  speed  in- 
struments join  in  with  a  mighty  chorus  of  amens. 


''He  wants  to  know  whether  an  officer's  word  should  overrule  that  of  a  con- 
scientious and  law-abiding  professional  man  of  good  standing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood in  relation  to  said  professional  man's  speed  while  running  an  automobile. 
I  would  like  to  tell  our  friend  that  while  he  is  running  an  automobile  he  is  not 
a  conscientious  professional  man,  he  is  a  'motorist'  (a  set  of  animals  classed  by 
themselves).  As  the  word  of  most  motorists  cannot  be  relied  on  the  few  con- 
scientious ones  must  suffer  for  the  sins  of  their  kind."  Thus  a  correspondent  of 
a  New  York  daily  writes.  So  now  we  know  what  we  are — "a  set  of  animals" 
classed  by  ourselves.  Whew!

Third  day.— 50-60  hp.  De  Lue,  (Class  A.),  ignition  trouble. 

Fourth  day.— 36  hp.  Glide,  (Class  B.),  slight  engine  trouble;  15-20  hp. 
Darraoq,  (Class  A.),  broken  cam  shaft;  50  hp.  Welch,  (Class  A.),  lack  of  oil  in 
orank  case. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs  tell,  in  a  nutshell,  the  story 
of  the  sealed  mechanism  contest  of  the  Automobile  Qub 
of  America,  which  came  to  an  end  Saturday  night,  June  22. 

In  all  47  cars  entered  the  contest,  and  on  four  succes- 
sive days  were  dispatched  on  out-and-home  routes  approx- 
imating 150  miles  each  (except  in  the  case  of  high-powered 
runabouts,  which  were  given  25  miles  extra  per  day). 

The  first  day  every  car  except  one  finshed  with  its 
I  seals  intact;  on  the  second  day  another  car  had  its  seals 
broken ;  on  the  third  day  one  more  car  was  put  out ;  on  the 
fourth  day  three  cars  suffered  disqualification.  It  is  only 
fair  to  add  that  in  each  of  the  six  cases  of  disqualification 
the  actuating  cause  was  of  a  trivial  character.  From  two 
to  thirty  minutes'  work  would  have  put  any  of  them  in 
condition  to  run  hundreds  of  miles. 

Thus  came  to  an  end  the  most  daring  contest  ever 
held  in  this  country,  if  not  in  the  world.    Conceived  by 
men  of  ideas  and  of  courage,  and  carried  out  in  the  face  of 
strenuous  opposition  and  frank  and  openly  declared  dis- 
belief, the  event  will  go  down  into  history  marking  an 
epoch  quite  as  much  as  did  the  memorable  run  of  the 
A.  C.  A.  from  New  York  to  Buffalo  in  1901.    It  has  sur- 
prised its  friends  and  confounded  its  enemies.    Not  even 
the  most  sanguine  expected  that  more  than  80  per  cent,  of 
robert  lee  morrkll  the  participating  cars  would  come  through  with  flying 
colors,  and  by  doing  so  it  has  been  made  plain  that  the  automobile  of  today  is 
well-nigh  fool-proof  and  proves  conclusively  that  Automobile  Topics  was  right 
in  urging  the  holding  of  such  a  contest. 
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No  contest  of  anywhere  near  equal  importance  was  so  uneventful  and  devoid 
of  incidents  and  of  accidents.  There  is  little  to  say  about  it.  The  story  of  one 
clay's  run  is  the  same  as  that  of  all,  and  all  four  together  could  be  summed  up  in 
a  few  paragraphs. 

It  was  a  case  of  nearly  half  a  hundred  drivers  with  their  vigilant  observers 
and  sympathetic  passengers  waiting  for  something  to  turn  up;  and  as  that  some- 
thing did  not  turn  up,  except  in  the  case  of  half  a  dozen  of  them,  there  was  little 
to  give  variety  or  incident  to  the  run.

Each  driver  has  two  tasks  set  him — to  keep  his  car  running  with  the  seals 
intact,  and  keep  within  the  time  limit  fixed  by  the  rules.  As  it  turned  out  the 
latter  was  much  the  bigger  job,  and  the  sight  was  presented  of  a  long  line  of 
automobiles  being  driven  at  what  seemed  a  snail's  pace  along  the  roads  of  Long 
Island  and  New  York  State,  watches  being  closely  scanned  to  see  that  Father 
Time  was  not  being  beaten. 

A  Damning  Indictment  of  Present  Day  Speed  Limitations 

The  story  of  the  first  day's  run — to  Patchogue,  L.  I. — was  given  in  Auto- 
mobile Topics  last  week.   The  run  of  Saturday,  the  fourth  day,  was  an  exact

repetition  of  it,  and  familiarity  with  the  road  made  it  easier  than  ever  to  cover 
the  distance.  The  courses  mapped  out  for  Thursday  and  Friday  afforded  a  little 
more  variety  and  on-  the  former  day  the  hold-up  tactics  of  some  rural  constables 
gave  some  spice  to  the  run. 

The  Automobile  Club  of  America  had  its  flagsmen  out  at  places  where 
trouble  was  anticipated,  and  each  driver  knew  that  he  must  conform  to  the  legal

speed  requirements  at  the  risk  of  disqualification,  so  that  no  speeding  was  in- 
dulged in.  Nevertheless  the  treasury  of  New  Castle  Corners  needed  to  be  re- 
plenished and  the  arrests  were  made  anyhow,  and,  despite  the  protests  of  the 
alleged  offenders,  fines  were  levied  and  collected.  No  disqualifications  by  the 
contest  officials  followed,  however,  which  is  pretty  conclusive  evidence  that  there 
was  no  guilt. 

The  second  day's  run  was  to  Danbury,  Conn.,  and  return,  via  White  Plains, 
New  Castle  Corners,  Bedford,  North  Salem  and  Mill  Plain.  On  the  third  day 
the  route  led  through  New  Rochelle,  Rye,  Greenwich,  Stamford  and  Bridgeport 
to  Woodmont,  Conn.,  and  return.  The  fourth  and  last  day  took  the  contestants 
to  Patchogue,  L.  I.,  and  return,  over  the  same  route  as  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  run,  viz.,  via  Floral  Park,  Hyde  Park,  Krug's  Corners,  Roslyn,  Bull's  Head 
Corners,  Brookville,  East  Norwich,  Jericho,  Hicksville,  Massapequa,  Amityville, 
Babylon,  Bay  Shore,  Islip,  East  Islip,  Sayville,  Bayport  and  Blue  'Point. 

The  uniform  excellence  of  the  management  of  the  contest  has  already  been 
referred  to.    It  continued  to  the  end  and  accounted  for  the  perfectly  smooth

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running  of  every  part  of  the  intricate  machinery  that  had  been  devised  and  set 
in  motion.  How  carefully  each  detail  is  looked  after  is  apparent  in  the  wording 
of  the  instructions  to  drivers  and  observers,  which  prevented  a  recurrence  of  the 
mistakes  and  misunderstandings  that  have  marked  so  many  previous  contests. 
Extracts  from  these  rules  follow : 


If  it  becomes  necessary  at  any  time  during  the  contest  to  break  any  seal,  or  make  any 
adjustments,  repairs  or  replacements,  excepting  tires,  the  driver  must  immediately  with- 
draw his  car  from  the  contest,  the  distance  traveled  and  the  elapsed  time  having  been 
noted  by  the  observer,  and  report  to  the  committee  at  the  clubhouse. 


Drivers  must  comply  with  the  legal  requirements  of  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut,  and  cars  violating  the  speed  limits  will  be  disqualified.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  cautions  in  the  road  directions  where  speed  must  be  reduced. 


Each  observer  must  provide  himself  with  a  watch,  which  he  will  set  by  the  official 
clock  at  the  clubhouse  on  the  morning  of  the  contest. 

Each  observer  must  present  his  record  card  to  the  official  timekeeper  at  the  con- 
trols at  Central  Bridge,  and  Newtown,  L.  I.,  and  have  the  time  of  the  start  and  of  the 
finish  of  each  day's  run  entered  thereon,  and  sign  the  timekeeper's  book. 

He  must  also  stop  at  the*  turning  point  and  have  his  card  punched  by  the  official 
at  that  point. 

Each  observer  must  note  on  his  card  the  length  of  time  that  the  car  is  actually 
at  rest  either  during  the  stop  for  luncheon,  for  tire  troubles,  to  take  on  supplies  of  gaso- 
lene, lubricants  or  water,  or  for  any  cause  whatever,  and  note  the  exact  cause. 

If  any  of  the  seals  have  to  be  broken,  or  adjustments  made  at  any  time,  the  ob- 
server will  record  the  time  of  day  and  will  note,  by  odometer  reading  and  map,  the  dis- 
tance traveled  prior  to  such  breaking  of  seals  or  making  adjustments,  and  will  also  note 
all  adjustments  or  repairs  that  may  be  made.

At  the  end  of  each  day's  run  the  observer  shall  remain  with  his  car  until  itst  tanks 
have  been  filled  with  water  and  gasolene  and  it  has  been  placed  in  the  garage  with  seals 
intact,  in  charge  of  the  committee's  guards.  Tire  repairs,  if  desired,  may  be  made  before 
the  car  is  turned  over  to  the  committee,  one  hour  being  allowed  for  this  purpose.  These 
repairs  should  be  noted  by  the  observer.

Italians  are  Victors 

As  expected,  the  Italians  swept  everything  before  them,  the  Fiats  particu- 
larly excelling.  The  French  made  a  good  showing  today  with  the  DeDietrich, 
but  the  Fiats  are  certainly  the  faster  cars.  There  was  really  but  one  team  trying 
to  get  first  position,  the  Fiat.  Florio,  on  the  Darracq,  made  a  good  showing; 
so  did  the  Belgian  team  with  the  Pipe.  Among  the  German  teams,  the  Opel 
cars  were  a  revelation.  The  English  did  not  make  any  showing,  while  Switzer- 
land did  well  with  the  three  Martinis  of  small  horsepower. 

Nobody  doubts  today  that  tomorrow  will  furnish  either  Nazzaro,  Lancia 
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or  Wagner  as  the  winner.  Things  may  be  different  tomorrow,  as  we  expect 
cessation  of  rain  and  fine  weather.  Cagno,  who  piloted  the  Itala,  and  who 
acted  as  chauffeur  to  the  Emperor  while  in  Italy,  was  presented  to  His  Majesty. 

Lesson*  from  tkc  Elimination  Trials 

The  lessons  from  the  two  eliminations  may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  It 
was  a  battle  between  the  Italian,  Belgian,  and  French  cars,  although  special  men- 
tion should  be  given  to  the  new  German  make  of  Opel.  The  Fiat  scored  a  great 
victory  by  finishing  first  with  Lancia  in  the  first  elimination,  and  first  and  second 
with  Nazzaro  and  Wagner  in  the  second  elimination,  taking  really  the  first  three 
positions  in  the  race.  We  cannot  but  admire  the  great  progress  realized  by  the 
Fiat  factory,  which  has  always  figured  honorably  in  every  race  in  which  they 
participated  in  every  country  of  the  world,  and  the  result  is  a  great  demand  for 
their  cars  in  Europe,  especially  in  France,  as  well  as  in  America. 

The  Itala,  another  Italian  product,  made  an  excellent  showing.  The  three 
cars  were  handed  over  to  the  drivers  only  three  days  before  the  race,  and  they 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  for  their  masterful  detail  work. 

Henry  Fournier,  who  appeared  again  as  a  driver,  received  a  great  ovation. 
The  Dietrich  qualified  all  three  cars,  and  are  expected  to  do  better  tomorrow,  as 
they  did  not  push  the  cars,  but  simply  aimed  to  be  classified.  The  two  Darracqs, 
considering  that  their  drivers  are  two  amateurs,  made  an  excellent  showing. 

Michelin's  anti-skids  worked  marvellously  well,  while  to  the  Continental 
belongs  the  quantity  of  cars  fitted  with  their  tires.  The  Truffault  suspension, 
which  is  known  in  America  as  the  TrufTault-Hartford,  was  on  nearly  every  car. 

•  Homburg,  June  15. — Nazzaro  wins  in  a  well  disputed  battle  with  the  two 
Pipe  cars.  Three  full  teams  finished  the  race,  the  Fiat,  Itala  and  Martini,  while 
the  Opel  shows  as  the  best  German  product.  Lancia  furnishes  the  fastest  lap,  at 
an  average  of  87  kilometers. 

With  the  exception  of  one  German  car,  S.  A.  F.,  all  the  cars  qualified  yester- 
day took  the  start.

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My  Say  So 

Mr.  Joyce  of  the  Berliet  Company  told  me  that  I  was  the  grandfather  and 
he  the  father  of  the  sealed  mechanism  contest  idea.  Be  this  as  it  may,  I  have 
to  recognize  that  the  activity  of  Mr.  Joyce  has  materially  contributed  to  the 
bringing  about  of  such  a  contest.  I  could  not  have  accomplished  it  without 
his  help,  not  having  at^my  disposal  such  a  versatile  publicity  man  as  Arthur 
Jervis. 

Arthur  Jervis'  ascribing  the  paternity  of  the  idea  to  Mr.  Joyce  was  done 
in  such  a  sincere,  hearty  fashion  that  at  one  time  I  asked  myself  if,  after  all, 
it  was  not  Mr.  Joyce  who  did  originate  the  idea,  and  was  I  only  dreaming  when 
I  thought  I  had  done  it.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  idea  originated  with  Mr. 
A.  L.  Riker,  who  suggested  to  me  the  plan  of  a  sealed  bonnet  contest. 

The  result  of  the  contest  was  exactly  what  I  expected,  and  proved  two 
things.  One  is  that  our  laws  concerning  the  automobile  are  ridiculous,  and  the 
other  is  that  if  a  car  is  driven  at  a  moderate  rate  of  speed  it  need  give  no  trouble 
whatever.  Others  may  think  that  the  results  have  proven  the  automobile  to  be  a 
•reliable  instrument.  That  we  all  knew.  That  American  manufacturers  today  build 
cars  equal  to  any,  there  is  no  further  doubt.  Those  cars  when  driven  at  such 
a  miserably  low  pace  as  the  maximum  speed  permitted  can  never  get  out  of 
order.  It  clearly  demonstrated  that  an  instrument  like  the  automobile  should 
be  permitted  to  be  driven  at  a  reasonable  speed.  Some  time  ago  I  mentioned 
in  one  of  these  paragraphs  that  8  miles  an  hour  might  be  too  fast  under  certain 
conditions,  while  30  or  40  miles  an  hour  might  not  be  too  fast  under  other 
conditions,  especially  when  the  road  is  clear. 

*    *  * 

The  automobile  industry  is  a  powerful  industry.  Although  only  in  its 
infancy,  it,  with  its  allied  trades,  nourishes  an  army  of  over  500,000  men,  which 
means  that  the  automobile  trade  has  in  its  hands  500,000  votes  which  may  be 
made  use  of  in  our  next  Presidential  election.  Automobilists,  notwithstanding 
the  presence  among  them  of  a  few  fools,  are  law-abiding '  citizens,  and  will 
eventually  have  to  be  counted  with.  I  cannot  see  any  reason  why  they  should  not 
organize  and  exact  the  justice  which  will  not  be  given  us  by  the  dictates  of 
common  sense.    Now  is  the  time. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  especially  mention  the  first  official  recogni- 
tion the  automobile  has  received  in  America,  and  this  at  the  hands  of  our  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  Fairbanks,  at  the  occasion  of  the  corner  stone  laying  of  the 
Maxwell-Briscoe  Motor  Company's  factory  at  Newcastle,  Ind.,  and  I  am  led 
to  believe  that  should  the  favorite  son  of  Indiana  be  selected  as  the  standard 
bearer  of  the  Republican  party,  the  automobile  will  get  fair  play.      E.  E.  S.

The  Vice-President  Lays  the  Corner  Stone 

Epoch-making  in  more  ways  than  one  was  the  corner  stone  laying  of  the 
Maxwell-Briscoe  factory  at  New  Castle,  Indiana,  on  Saturday,  June  22.  The 
national  government,  in  the  person  of  Vice-President  Charles  A.  Fairbanks,  gave 
the  automobile,  for  the  first  time,  notice,  even  if  unofficial. 

Indiana  is  Mr.  Fairbanks'  home  State,  and  the  favorite  son  idea  undoubt- 
edly had  something  to  do  with  his  readiness  to  play  the  part  of  spon-or.  But 
the  belief  that  the  automobile  has  at  last  achieved  a  position  where  it  demands, 
and  must  receive,  recognition,  plainly  had  something  to  do  with  the  matter. 
Thus  the  example  set  in  European  countries  where  crowned  heads  and  repub- 
lican rulers,  together  with  officials  of  all  sorts,  have  long  made  it  a  practice  to 
bestow  attention  upon  the  motor  vehicle  on  all  sorts  of  occasions,  is  followed. 

The  second  noteworthy  feature  of  the  celebration,  and  it  was  dwelt  upon  by 
the  Vice-President  in  his  address,  was  the  tendency  to  erect  immense  factories 
for  the  production  of  automobiles  on  the  largest  possible  scale.  There  are  other 
factories  as  large  as  the  New  Castle  one  is  designed  to  be  at  present;  but  they 
are,  without  exception,  the  result  of  years  of  building  and  of  addition,  of  chang- 
ing over  and  adaptation,  of  slow  growth  and  gradual  evolution.  The  New  Castle 
factory  is,  or  will  be,  new  from  the  ground  up,  and  everything  will  be  designed 
to  enable  its  owners  to  produce  on  the  largest  scale  rapidly  and  with  economy 
automobiles  in  enormous  quantities.    Another  tendency  noted  by  the  chief 
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speaker  was  the  fact  that  this  factory  is  erected  to  produce  automobiles  of  mod- 
erate price — cars  for  the  people  and  not  for  the  classes,  as  it  might  be  summed  up. 

The  celebration  was  planned  to  occur  two  weeks  earlier,  but  the  death  of 
Mr.  Maxwell's  mother  necessitated  the  postponement.  Vice-President  Fairbanks 
was  just  as  ready  on  one  occasion  as  the  other,  however,  while  the  townspeople 
and  residents  of  the  surrounding  country  had  a  little  more  time  to  prepare  for 
the  gala  occasion.  The  Maxwell-Briscoe  Company  did  their  part  by  bringing  on 
from  New  York  and  other  places  car-loads  of  officials,  newspaper  men  and  others 
interested.

The  weather  god  was  in  a  genial  mood  and  the  day  was  everything  that 
could  be  desired.  Probably  more  than  ten  thousand  people  witnessed  the  cere- 
monies, having  come  in  every  conceivable  kind  of  conveyance.  Everything  had 
been  planned  in  advance  and  the  program  was  carried  out  without  hitch  or 
confusion.    The  Vice-President  had  his  speech  all  prepared  and  he  orated  to  the 
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complete  satisfaction  of  his  constituents  as  well  as  of  the  visitors.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  his  speech  evinced  a  sympathetic  understanding  and  knowledge  of 
the  subject  of  automobiles  and  he  painted  its  future  in  well^hosen  and  compre- 
hensive terms.  He  was  followed  by  other  speakers,  including  Messrs.  Briscoe 
and  Maxwell — the  head  and  the  hand  of  the  great  enterprise  bearing  their  names 
— who,  curiously  enough,  had  not  even  been  mentioned  in  the  previous  speech- 
making.  It  remained  for  E.  E.  Schwarzkopf,  president  of  Automobile  Topics, 
to  notice  this  strange  oversight  and  to  call  attention  to  the  unique  position  they

occupied  in  the  automobile  world  and,  even  more,  in  New  Castle,  where  the 
mammoth  factory  is  being  erected. 

The  customary  box  containing  contemporary  literature  was  placed  in  the 
corner  stone,  a  copy  of  the  current  issue  of  Automobile  Topics  and  of  one  other 
automobile  paper  being  included. 

Preceding  the  ceremonies  there  was  a  parade  about  one  mile  long,  composed 
of  automobiles,  carriages  and  citizens  and  uniformed  fraternal  organizations  on 
foot  accompanied  by  several  bands  of  music.  Banquets  were  given  at  night  at 
the  Bundy  Hotel  and  at  the  Country  'Club  by  the  company  to  the  out-of-town 
visitors  and  local  citizens  of  prominence. 

The  city  gave  the  company  a  site  of  65  acres  and  $90,000  for  locating  there 
and  the  plant  will  be  worth  about  $900,000  when  completed. 

The  factory  will  employ  2,500  workers  and  all  the  various  Maxwell  models 
will  be  built  there.    The  present  plant  at  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  will  be  continued, 
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and  it  is  understood  that  this  new  construction  is  but  the  first  phase  in  the  plan 
of  expansion  that  is  sensational. 

In  all,  the  New  Castle  plant  will  cover  65  acres  of  ground,  including  a  half- 
mile  track  for  testing  cars  and  a  storage  ground.  There  will  be  a  main  building 
722x316  feet,  a  separate  power  house,  200x50  feet,  and  a  building  for  testing, 
200x60  feet.  The  building  will  be  of  steel  and  brick,  more  than  1,000  tons  of 
steel  being  engaged  for  the  job. 


Application  blanks  for  the  Importers  Automobile  Salon,  which  will  be  held 
at  Madison  Square  Garden  Dec.  28  to  Jan.  4,  were  issued  this  week.  It  states 
that  "while  the  automobile  exhibits  will  be  exclusively  foreign,  they  will  natu- 
rally attract  a  large  crowd  essentially  up  to  date  in  its  tastes.  The  accessory 
exhibit  will  be  more  than  usually  prominent,  owing  to  its  being  international  in 
character.  In  fact,  already  applications  are  coming  in  from  and  particulars  being 
furnished  to  French,  German  and  Italian  Tire,  Lamp  and  Accessory  manufac- 
turers, and  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that  the  American  exhibit  will  also  be  as 
thoroughly  representative  in  its  completeness  and  up-to-date  qualities. 

"Absolute  impartiality  will  be  used  in  assigning  sections  and  spaces  to  the 
various  exhibitors  of  the  various  countries.  Those  getting  in  their  applications 
promptly  will  naturally  have  any  slight  advantages  that  may  be  obtained  through 
filling  the  various  sections  in  the  following  order: 

"1st— The  main  balcony  (or  elevated  platform)  overlooking  and  fronting 
all  around  on  the  main  arena. 

"2d — The  large  exhibition  hall  leading  from  this  balcony. 

"3d — The  second  and  third  balconies  (or  mezzanine  and  balcony)  facing  and 
around  arena  similar  to  the  first. 

"4th — The  entire  sub-floor  or  basement  leading  around  and  under  main 
arena  with  entrance  facing  the  grand  entrance  hall  on  Madison  Avenue  end. 

"The  general  tone  of  the  exposition  and  decorations  will  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  Committee  of  French  and  American  gentlemen  representing  sev- 
eral of  the  largest  foreign  automobile  houses  in  this  city,  and  whose  taste  and 
ability  in  this  direction  are  beyond  question.  That  the  general  scheme  will  be 
something  distinctly  foreign,  artistic  and  different  from  anything  heretofore 
placed  before  the  public  in  New  York  goes,  therefore,  without  saying.  Every 
space  will  be  decorated  by  this  Committee  and  paid  for  by  them  out  of  the 
funds  received  for  the  space,  and  will  be  done  so  as  to  conform  and  make  a 
complete  and  harmonious  exposition  of  the  whole  Show  from  roof  to  cellar." 


A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  importers'  trade  contest  committee,  com- 
posed of  Paul  La  Croix,  Gaston  R.  Rheims,  Percy  Owen  and  G.  C.  MacWil- 
liams,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Importers'  Salon  to  look  after  contests  and  pass 
judgment  on  them  so  that  importers  can  enter  the  meritorious  ones. 


Contests 
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What  Chicago's  New  Clubhouse  is  Like 


Chicago,  June  25. — After  remaining  homeless  for  more  than  twelve  months, 
its  only  headquarters  an  office  suite  in  a  downtown  skyscraper,  the  Chicago 
Automobile  Club  is  again  to  dwell  among  its  own  lares  and  penates.  The  beau- 
tiful new  clubhouse  in  Plymouth  Place — inside  the  loop  and  half  a  block  off  the 
main  boulevard  link  connecting  the  North,  South  and  West  Sides — will  be  given 
into  the  keeping  of  the  members  on  July  1. 

The  handsome  structure,  which  the  residents  of  the  Breezy  City  fondly 
refer  to  as  the  only  rival  of  the  new  palace  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America, 
is  six  stories  in  height,  and  the  advantages  of  a  seventh  story  are  gained  by 
utilizing  the  commodious  basement  for  rathskeller,  billiard  room  and  bowling 
alleys.    An  investment  of  approximately  $175,000  is  represented. 

No  formal  ceremonies  will  mark  the  opening.  Instead,  the  doors  will  be 
flung  wide,  and  the  members  invited  to  wander  at  their  own  sweet  will  from 
grill  to  bachelors'  hall  and  from  garage  to  ladies'  cafe. 

Colonial  in  all  its  lines,  the  building  stands  out  in  strong  contrast  to  down- 
town office  piles  by  its  simple  and  restful  lines.  Dark-hued  brick  in  two  shades 
are  attractively  combined  in  the  facade,  while  white-sashed  French  windows 
are  relieved  by  old-fashioned  green  shutters.  The  entrance,  with  its  multi- 
tude of  small  panes  of  glass,  is  of  Virginia  flavor,  giving  immediate  access 
to  the  main  passenger  elevator,  and  also  to  flights  of  marble  stairs  which  lead 
up  to  the  lounging  room  and  down  to  the  rathskeller. 

The  lounging  room  occupies  the  entire  breadth  of  the  building,  extending 
across  the  front  of  the  second  story,  and  is  given  over  to  cavernous  furniture 
of  silver-gray  oak,  upholstered  in  green  and  brown  Spanish  leather,  while  the 
woodwork  is  of  a  delicate  shade  of  gray  that  exactly  matches  twin  fireplaces, 
set  at  opposite  ends  of  the  room.  The  women's  parlor,  in  the  style  of  Louis 
XVI.,  decorated  in  shades  of  rose  and  gray,  opens  off  the  lounging  room,  and 
has  an  individual  entrance  frorn  the  elevator.  Accounting  offices,  cloak  rooms 
and  lavatories  are  located  on  this  floor,  while  on  the  floor  above  is  the  cafe, 
occupying  the  same  relative  space  as  the  lounging  room;  but  where  the  latter 
room  is  brightly  lighted  by  large  French  windows,  the  cafe  follows  old  English 
lines,  and  but  for  its  deep  red  walls  would  be  almost  gloomy.  Heavily  beamed 
in  oak,  finished  in  Dutch  olive,  the  room  is  lighted  only  by  small  clusters 
pendant  from  the  ceiling  and  by  individual  lights  on  each  table.  Kitchen,  bar, 
private  dining  room,  women's  dining  room  and  executive  offices  are  on  this  floor. 

The  sleeping  apartments,  which  occupy  the  upper  floors,  represent  the  labor 
of  the  wives  of  a  number  of  the  members,  who,  led  by  Mrs.  Ira  M.  Cobe,  wife 
of  the  president  of  the  club,  personally  selected  the  hangings,  wall  papers,  car- 
pets and  furniture,  with  the  result  that  the  rooms  have  an  individuality  that  has 
made  them  much  coveted.  Each  room  has  its  own  bath,  and  with  its  individual 
treatment  in  colorings  and  decorative  effects  has  its  own  personal  charm. 

German  models  were  used  in  designing  the  rathskeller,  which  occupies  the 
chief  position  in  the  basement  story.    The  walls  of  cement  are  finished  in  dull 
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•  gray  to  represent  stone,  while  a  frieze  displays  wine  cellar  and  inn  scenes.  The 
billiard/ and  pool  tables  are  in  the  center  of  the  room,  with  the  tables  at  which 
a  man  may  procure  a  bite  to  eat  or  a  drop  to  drink  ranged  along  the  walls.  The 
woodwork  and  furniture  are  in  amalachite. 

One  feature  that  instantly  strikes  the  visitor  is  the  utter  absence  of  any 
suggestion  of  the  automobile  about  the  building.  Instead  of  usual  poster  style 
of  motoring  views  which  adorn  the  conventional  automobiling  headquarters, 
are  such  paintings  and  etchings  as  would  be  found  in  any  other  downtown  clubs, 
the  verdict  of  the  men  who  had  the  decorations  in  charge  being  that  automobile 
art  has  not  yet  reached  any  high  plane. 

Practically  in  a  separate  structure,  the  garage  occupies  most  of  the  main 
floor  and  parts  of  the  second  and  third  floors,  being  completely  cut  off  by  a 
brick  fire  wall,  with  doors  of  steel.  The  garage  entrance  is  from  the  front  of 
the  building,  passing  by  the  porte  cochere  where  the  cars  unload  their  burdens. 
The  oil  and  gasolene  pumps  and  clock  checking  apparatus  are  at  the  right  of 
the  entrance.  A  16-foot  machine  hoist  connects  with  the  upper  floors,  a  turn- 
table on  each  floor  facilitating  handling  the  cars  and  storing  them  to  the  best 
advantage. 


St.  Louis  Orphans  Get  Outing  Despite  Rain 

St  Louis,  June  24. — Orphans'  day  in  Missouri  was  a  decided  success.  On 
account  of  a  heavy  rain  on  June  12,  it  had  to  be  postponed  until  Wednesday, 
June  19,  in  St.  Louis,  but  on  that  day  sixty  automobiles  of  all  sizes,  colors  and 
descriptions,  packed  to  their  utmost  capacity  with  boys  and  girls,  with  their  faces 
wreathed  in  smiles  and  calling  to  the  chauffeurs  to  make  the  choo-choo  cars  go 
faster,  spun  over  the  boulevards  and  avenues,  down  through  the  parks,  and  even 
out  the  country  roads  from  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  late  in  the  evening. 

The  children  in  the  northern  and  western  parts  of  the  city  were  taken  out  on 
the  Clayton  road  and  through  Forest  Park.  Those  in  the  southern  part  were 
taken  through  the  principal  streets  in  south  St.  Louis  and  Tower  Grove  Park. 
Many  owners  drove  their  own  machines  and  took  great  pleasure  in  hearing  the 
little  ones'  conversation.  The  chauffeurs  were  all  careful  not  to  exceed  the 
speed  limit,  but  to  please  the  children/ who  were  continually  yelling  "make  it  go 
faster,"  they  kept  the  machines  at  ai  fast  clip. 

The  automobiles  which  went  through  Forest  Park  stopped  at  the  cages  -so 
the  orphans  could  see  the  animals.  The  three  little  bears  in  charge  of  Lee 
Haney  were  on  exhibition  at  the  park  and  pleased  the  children  by  performing 
several  special  stunts  for  their  benefit.  m 

St.  Joseph  also  had  a  great  day.  Sixty-one  orphans  were  given  the  treat 
of  their  life.  The  children  were  taken  to  the  parks  and  treated  to  ice  cream 
and  cake. 

The  orphans  in  Kansas  City  were  similarly  treated.  Thirty  machines  were 
turned  over  to  them  and  the  children  were  taken  to  all  the  parks  and  to  "Cliff 
Drive/'  where  they  spent  a  joyous  day. 
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Why  France's  Racing  Supremacy  is  in  Danger  x 

France's  recent  racing  reverses— the  successive  losses  of  the  British  Trophy, 
the  Targa  Florio,  the  Herkomer  race  and  the  Emperor's  cup—has  started 
Frenchmen  to  thinking  and  to  writing.  In  "U Automobile"  M.  Paul  Sender  dis- 
cusses the  cause  of  these  French  defeats  and  dwells  upon  their  actual  and  probable 
future  effect  in  the  matter  of  sales.  After  pointing  out  the  rise  of  French  im- 
ports from  an  insignificant  sum  in  1897  to  150,000,000  francs  in  1906,  he  calls 
attention  to  the  "hesitation,"  as  he  terms  it  of  imports  during  the  first  four 
months  of  1907,  and  goes  on  to  say: 

"We  have  exported  during  January,  February,  March  and  April,  1907,  to- 
gether 51,938,000  francs  worth  of  automobiles,  while  during  the  first  four  months 
of  the  preceding  year  we  attained  a  figure  of  46,198,000  francs  against  26,552,000 
in  1905. 

"It  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  that  our  exports  during  the  first  four  months 
of  1906  have  been  20,000,000  more  than  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of 
1905  and  5,000,000  less  than  in  1907, 

"Evidently  we  have  not  the  right  to  complain.  It  would  be  all  right  to  wish 
that  the  situation  would  remain  always  so  prosperous.  But  meanwhile  it  would 
be  childish  to  close  our  eyes  and  cry  victory  about  the  figures  in  their  eloquent 
simplicity,  as  we  learn  that  the  progression  of  figures  has  been  far  more  satis- 
factory between  1906  and  1907  than  between  1905  and  1906.  Our  jump  of 
20,000,000  in  1906  is  reduced  to  a  jump  of  6,000,000  in  1907. 

"As  we  said,  at  the  opening  of  this  article,  it  is  undeniable  that  we  owe  to 
our  numerous  successes  in  the  races  the  rising  crescent  of  our  exports  of  cars 
to  foreign  countries ;  it  is  to  be  debated  then,  now  that  our  successes  are  much 
more  numerous ;  it  is  right  to  admit,  now  that  most  of  our  builders  show  them- 
selves uninterested  in  the  races  and  contests  in  which  they  formerly  took  part; 
that  our  exports  do  not  mount,  but  again  that  they  have  not  taken,  after  a  brief 
delay,  a  downward  march. 

"Examining  the  year  1907  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  results  of  the  great 
races  and  important  contests  in  which  we  have  been  participants  up  to  date,  we 
find  two  test  races  in  which  everyone  is  interested :  The  Targa  Florio  in  Sicily, 
in  which  we  opposed  the  Italians ;  the  Tourist  Trophy  and  Heavy  Touring  Car 
Race,  the  two  big  English  touring  contests,  which  permit  Over-Channel  con- 
structors to  base  a  good  claim  in  opposing  the  French  makers  who  were  there 
represented. 

"So  much  for  the^past.    Now  for  the  present,  which  is  not  very  reassuring. 

"Actually,  there  is  in  Germany  a  great  international  touring  contest,  the 
Herkomer  Cup,  in  which  we  have  a  good  chance,  which  did  not  exist  among  the 
Germans  and  Italians,  our  colleagues;  and  in  a  few  days  we  will  assist  in  the 
region  of  the  Taunus  at  the  most  resounding  speed  contest  of  the  year,  for  the 
Emperor's  Cup,  in  which  our  representatives  have,  from  different  causes,  small 
chances  of  triumph.    The  reasons  that  we  will  not  carry  back  the  victory  in 
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Germany,  axe  the  same  by  our  thinking,  which  have  been  the  cause  of  our  down- 
fall in  the  Targa  Florio'  in  Sicily  and  in  the  Tourist  Trophy'  race  in  England. 

"First,  many  of  our  makers,  and  by  no  means  the  smallest,  are  no  longer  in- 
terested in  races  and  contests  and  take  no  part  therein. 

"Second,  the  greater  number  of  our  makers  do  not,  for  reasons  of  economy, 
construct  special  cars  for  these  trials,  races  and  contests,  which  our  foreign  col- 
leagues construct  especially  for,  and  against  whom  naturally  we  must  struggle. 

"Third,  certain  of  our  constructors,  and  by  no  means  the  smallest,  enter 
under  their  name,  but  instead  of  having  their  cars  driven  in  contests  and  races 
by  reputable  professional  drivers  and  paying  them,  sell  to  American  and  Italian 
millionaires  and  multi-millionaires,  who  drive  for  their  own  pleasure,  and  who 
have  not  the  skill  of  our  'Kings  of  the  Wheel/  nor  do  they  desire  to  injure  them- 
selves, which  we  ourselves  approve  nevertheless,  for  it  is  perfectly  useless  for  any 
one  possessing  some  hundreds  of  thousands  pounds  of  rental  to  risk  a  fall  at  a 
hundred  or  a  hundred  and  twenty  kilometers  an  hour. 

"These  are,  to  our  thinking,the  reasons  of  our  actual  inferiority,  and  in 
these  circumstances  it  would  be  infinitely  preferable  that  we  stay  entirely  out  of 
these  trials,  rather  than  be  interested  only  a  little. 

"Look  over  the  list  of  those  in  the  Emperor's  Cup.  We  find  at  the  wheel  of 
the  Italian,  German,  and  Belgian  cars,  of  reputable  makes,  first  class  drivers,  like 
Lancia,  Nazzaro,  [Wagner,  for  the  Fiat,  Cagno,  Fabry,  Fournier,  for  the  Itala. 

"We,  on  the  contrary,  are  not  in  the  same  boat.  Not  only  the  great  number 
of  French  establishments  engaged  never  take  part  in  these  long-winded  contests, 
and  consequently  we  have  small  chance  for  triumph.  But  again,  our  big  makers 
who  participate,  except  De  Dietrich,  have  their  cars  driven  by  amateurs.  The 
two  Darracqs  are  piloted  by  Florio  and  Taska,  Italian  millionaires,  as  likewise 
are  the  Gobron-Brillie. 

"We  repeat,  only  the  Lorraine-Dietrich  represented  by  Duray,  Gabriel  and 
Rougier,  have  any  serious  chances  to  class  in  the  first  rank.  But  three  French 
against  seventy  or  seventy-five  foreigners,  it  is  very  poor. 

"The  situation  is,  on  the  whole,  more  grave  than  would  appear  at  first  sight 
It  is  the  duty  of  our  constructors,  the  first  interested,  to  become  more  critical  in 
interesting  themselves,  as  formerly,  in  the  great  international  races." 


Seventy  Cars  Entered  in  Chicago  Endurance  Run 

Chicago,  June  25. — Seventy  cars  have  been  nominated  for  the  endurance 
run  of  the  Chicago  Motor  Club  and  Chicago  Automobile  Trade  Association  on 
Friday,  June  28,  the  first  of  the  big  Western  contests  of  the  year.  Among  these 
seventy  cars,  there  are  thirty-eight  makes,  all  of  them  of  purely  American  an- 
cestry with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Berliet  and  Napier.  In  addition  to 
awards  in  each  of  four  classes — based  on  cost — for  the  individual  winners  on  a 
penalization  basis,  there  will  also  be  team  awards,  for  the  team  of  three  or  more 
cars  of  the  same  make  which  ends  with  the  best  score.

The  Fiat's  victory  was  well  expected,  but  the  great  performance  of  the 
Pipe  and  Opel  was  an  all-around  surprise,  and  stamps  both  cars  as  the  best 
product  of  their  respective  countries.  This  shows  clearly  that  the  manufacturers 
have  to  keep  advancing  all  the  time,  as  others  are  always  ready  to  take  their 
places.    Italy,  Belgium  and  Germany  are  pushing  the  French  very  hard. 

The  complete  Fiat  as  well  as  the  Itala  team  finished  the  race;  so  did  the 
Martini  team.  The  only  consolation  left  to  the  French  in  this  race  was  the  Mich- 
elin  anti-skid,  which  were  perfect  in  every  respect. 

Of  the  39  starters  24  were  driven  by  chain  and  15  by  shaft.  Among  the 
former  14  finished  and  among  the  latter  only  6,  showing  again  the  superiority  of 
the  chain  for  speed  races.  Twenty  cars  finished  with  metallic  clutches.  Twenty- 
two  cars  had  a  bore  of  140  kilometers  and  15  from  140  to  150.  Fourteen  of 
the  former,  while  only  6  of  the  latter,  finished  the  race,  which  proves  clearly  that 
to  go  any  higher  than  140  millimeters  would  prove  rather  an  impediment.  The 
anti-skids  without  leather  have  proven  very  effective. 

Fournier  had  a  great  deal  of  tire  trouble;  otherwise  he  would  have  brought 
himself  4th  instead  of  8th.

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Mayor  Won't  Stand  for  This  Bill 

On  Monday  Mayor  McClellan  of  New  York,  who  is  a  motorist  himself, 
vetoed  the  bill  providing  that  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  operate  any  engine, 
irrespective  of  motive  power,  exceeding  10  hp.,  unless  the  operator  be  a  licensed 
steam  engineer.  The  mayor  pointed  out  that  the  law  would  apply  to  elevators, 
to  naphtha  launches,  automobiles,  motor  boats  and  probably  to  trolley  cars  and 
the  electric  locomotives  used  in  this  city. 

"It  is  absurd,"  the  mayor  wrote,  "on  the  face  of  it  to  require  all  such  engines 
to  be  operated  by  a  licensed  steam  engineer.  The  inherent  danger  which  was 
sought  to  be  remedied  by  the  original  law  was  the  prevention  of  the  explosion  of 
steam  boilers.  It  is  obvious  that  there  is  no  such  danger  attendant  upon  the 
operation  of  a  simple  electric  engine."

New  York  to  Lake  Mahopac 

VI*  White  Plata* 

Just  far  enough  away  to  make  a  pleasant  day's  journey  out  and  back,  the  run 
to  Lake  Mahopac  is  a  favorite  one  with  many  New  Yorkers.  The  road  passes 
through  Mt.  Vernon  and  White  Plains  and  taps  a  section  of  country  of  consider- 
able beauty.  The  roads  are  good  for  the  most  part  and  although  there  are  some 
fulls  they  present  no  very  great  difficulties.    The  details  follow: 


Take  Fifth  or  Eighth  avenue  or  go 
through  East  or  West  Driveway  of  Cen- 
tral Park  north  to  155th  street;  turn 
right  and  cross  Central  Bridge  into  Je- 
rome avenue.  Road  makes  several  curves, 
passing  Jerome  Reservoir  (on  left)  and 
Woodlawn  Cemetery  (on  right).  Avoid 
all  roads  leading  right  and  left,  continu- 
ing on  Jerome  avenue,  same  becoming 
Central  Park  avenue,  through  eastern 
edge  of 

YONKERS  (13K  miles). 
Keep  short'  distance  on  Central  Park 
avenue  to  crossing  of  Yonkers  avenue. 
Turn  right  on  Yonkers  avenue,  in  front 
of  Empire  track,  with  trolleys,  crossing 
Bronx  River  into 

MT.  VERNON  (16  miles). 
Straight  out  North  Fourth  avenue  with 
trolleys,  passing  Bronxville  into  Midland 
avenue  and  through  Midland  avenue  into 
the  White  Plains  road  just  above  Tuck- 
ahoe,  continue  north  on  the  White  Plains 
road  through  the  residence  suburbs  of 
Scarsdale  and  Hartsdale.  Follow  trolleys 
until  they  turn  left  into  Grove  street,  to 
intersection  of  Railroad  avenue,  principal 
street  in 


WHITE  PLAINS  (26  miles). 
From  Railroad  avenue,  go  west  across 
Harlem  Division  of  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R.,  turn- 
ing right  with  trolley,  through  Central 
avenue  into  the  Tarrytown  road,  which 
follow  to 

ELMSFORD  (29.5  miles). 
Turn  right  on  new  State  road,  and 
ahead  to  Almshouse  at  East  View;  here 
turn  right  to  old  house  (pine  trees  in 
front),  where  turn  left  to 

BRIARCLIFF  MANOR  (37  miles). 
At  Manor  barns  again  bear  left,  passing 
Echo  Lake,  to  right  turn  %  at  Ruckert's 
Road  house.  Keep  along  Croton  Lake  to 

PrNES  BRIDGE  (44.S  miles). 
Take  first  left  turn,  ahead  over  railroad 
tracks;  here  take  right  turn  to 

YORKTOWN  HEIGHTS  (485  miles). 
Follow  good  macadam  road  to 

AMAWALK  (50  miles). 
Direct  to 

BALDWIN  PLACE  (56  miles). 
Continue  over  same  road  to

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PREVENTIVES  AND  REMEDIES 


The  following  paragraphs  deal  with  the  care  and  operation  of  the  1907  Pope-Hartford, 
Model  L.  This  car  has  made  a  record  for  itself  as  a  hill-climber,  therefore  the  instruc- 
tions which  the  Pope  Mfg.  Co.  give  for  changing  speed  on  hills  should  carry  conviction 
to  all  drivers  that  it  is  the  worst  possible  use  of  an  engine  to  make  it  "labor"  in  taking 
a  grade  on  the  "high." 


Under  ordinary  conditions,  when  a  comparatively  easy  grade  is  being  ascended,  the  change 
speed  lever  may  be  left  in  the  third  or  high  speed  notch  and  the  throttle  used  to  supply 
the  engine  with  the  desired  quantity  of  gas.  If  the  car  gradually  loses  its  headway  under 
these  conditions  the  clutch  should  be  disengaged  and  the  change  speed  lever  brought  back 
from  the  third  to  the  second  speed.  The  change  should  be  made  as  quickly  as  possible  in 
order  to  keep  the  car  from  losing  its  momentum  and  after  a  little  experience  the  driver 
will  be  able  to  determine  to  a  nicety  the  capacity  of  his  engine  and  decide  before  the  grade 
is  ascended  what  speed  he  desires  to  take  it  on  and  make  the  change  accordingly.  It  is 
advisable  to  take  a  hill  on  the  second  speed  provided  the  engine  labors  on  the  third  speed 
and  if  the  engine  labors  on  the  second  it  is  advisable  to  come  back  to  the  first  or  low 
speed.  If  a  slight  knocking  sound  is  noticed  when  the  engine  is  operating  under  a  heavy 
load  an  immediate  remedy  is  effected  by  slightly  retarding  the  spark  lever. 


Steering  Gear. — The  steering  gear  is  irreversible  and  consists  of  a  worm  and  sector 
enclosed  in  a  case  and  packed  with  graphite  grease.  This  is  made  of  special  steel  and 
operated  through  an  incline  post  and  the  connection  between  the  steering  column  and  front 
wheel  pivot  is  through  a  rod  with  a  ball  and  socket  joint  at  either  end.  The  steering  gear 
is  adjustable  and  provided  with  spring  buffers  to  prevent  road  shocks.  To  adjust  the 
steering  gear  loosen  the  check  nut  just  above  the  steering  gear  case  and  move  the  adjust- 
ing nut.  after  which  the  check  nut  can  be  tightened  up.  Also  note  that  the  lever  attached 
to  the  sector  shaft  is  positively  tight  and  all  connections  are  adjusted  to  take  up  lost  motion. 

General  Remarks. — A  slight  variation  in  the  speed  of  the  car  or  an  apparent  lack  of  power 
may  in  many  cases  be  attributed  to  the  irregular  action  of  the  engine  caused  by  missing 
fire  of  one  or  more  of  the  cylinders.  By  opening  the  muffler  cut-out  located  directly  under 
the  drivers  seat  any  irregularity  can  be  readily  detected  in  the  following  manner : 

The  right  hand  coil  located  on  the  dash  furnishes  the  spark  for  the  No.  1  or  front 
cylinder,  the  second  coil  from  the  right  supplies  the  spark  for  cylinder  No.  2,  the  third  coil 
from  the  right  furnishes  the  spark  for  cylinder  No.  3,  and  the  fourth  coil  from  the  right 
supplies  the  spark  for  cylinder  No.  4.  Assuming  that  three  of  the  cylinders  are  firing  and 
that  one  is  missing  fire,  remove  the  cover  from  the  coil  box  located  on  the  dash  with  the 
engine  running  at  moderate  speed  and  the  muffler  cut-out  open,  press  down  on  three  of 
the  vibrator  springs  with  the  fingers  which  will  break  the  electric  connection.  With  three 
of  the  vibrator  springs  held  down  if  the  engine  continues  to  run  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  the  cylinder  which  is  supplied  with  the  spark  from  the  coil  that  is  not  held  down  is 
not  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  and  by  testing  the  other  cylinders  in  the  same  manner  it  will 
readily  be  found  which  one  is  causing  the  trouble.  The  cause  of  this  may  be  too  much 
oil  in  the  engine  crank  case  or  a  surplus  quantity  being  fed  through  the  lubricator  which 
causes  a  sooty  accumulation  on  the  spark  plugs  and  prevents  a  regular  spark,  causing  the 
engine  to  miss  fire.  In  this  event  the  spark  plug  should  be  removed  and  corrected  by  a 
thorough  cleansing  with  gasolene  and  the  necessary  amount  of  oil  drained  from  the  case, 
or  the  lubricator  adjusted  to  supply  the  required  quantity  of  oil  to  the  cylinders.  If  this 
is  not  the  cause,  the  vibrators  or  coils  after  continual  usage  may  gradually  work  out  of 
adjustment  and  cause  an  irregular  explosion.  If  the  vibrator  produces  a  sharp,  hissing 
buzz,  it  will  produce  more  fire  than  one  that  is  coarse,  and  the  small  set  screw  on  the  top 
of  the  coil  should  be  adjusted  accordingly. 
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The  motor  of  Model  L  is  four-cylinder,  vertical  water-cooled  engine — the  cylinders  cast 
in  pairs.  Mechanically  operated  interchangeable  valves  located  in  a  vertical  position  in  the 
head  of  the  cylinders.  Cylinders  mounted  on  aluminum  crank  case  provided  with  hand 
holes  for  the  examination  of  the  bearings.  The  valves  are  assembled  with  their  springs 
into  cages  which  form  the  valve  seat  and  are  interchangeable.  The  cages  have  gas  tight 
conical  seats  inside  of  the  cylinders  and  are  held  in  place  by  clamps  made  in  the  form  of  a 
dome.  The  clamps  have  lugs  or  ears  cast  integral  forming  the  fulcrum  to  the  valve  oper- 
ating lever  enabling  the  clamp  lever  and  lift  rod  to  be  removed  as  a  unit  and  replaced 
without  disturbing  any  adjustments.  The  lower  end  of  the  lift  rods  are  fitted  with  adjust- 
able sockets  which  enable  us  to  maintain  a  predetermined  clearance  between  the  top  of 
the  valve  stem  and  its  operating  lever;  1-32  inch  clearance  is  the  proper  distance  which 
should  be  maintained.  A  marked  variation  one  way  or  the  other  should  be  adjusted  by 
loosening  the  lock  nut  on  the  lift  rod  and  adjusting  the  rod  to  give  the  proper  clearance 
when  the  lock  nut  should  be  tightened  up,  which  is  a  very  simple  operation. 

The  crank  pin  bearings  may  be  examined  by  removing  the  covers  to  the  hand  holes  on 
the  side  of  the  crank  case,  and  by  removing  the  bottom  of  the  crank  case  all  the  bearings 
are  easily  accessible.  By  removing  the  bearing  boxes  and  bolts  which  bolt  the  clutch  spool 
onto  the  cone  it  is  possible  to  take  out  the  crank  shaft  with  the  fly  wheel  attached  without 
disturbing  any  of  the  other  parts  or  removing  the  engine  from  the  frame.  The  pistons 
and  connecting  rods  may  be  removed  from  the  engine  with  the  shaft  without  disturbing 
the  cylinders  or  through  the  top  of  the  crank  case  by  the  removal  of  the  cylinders.  Every 
part  of  the  engine,  with  the  exception  of  the  cam  shaft,  may  be  removed  from  the  crank 
case  without  taking  the  case  out  of  the  frame.  To  remove  the  cam  shaft  which  comes 
out  completely  assembled  with  the  cams,  bearings  and  commutator  gears,  it  is  necessary 
to  take  the  crank  case  out  of  the  frame  and  remove  the  cover  on  the  front  of  the  cam 
gear  case.  The  removal  of  two  dowel  screws,  one  each  from  the  center  and  rear  bearings 
and  four  cap  screws  from  the  front  bearings  permits  the  shaft  to  be  drawn  from  the  front 
of  the  case. 

If  for  any  reason  it  is  necessary  to  take  down  the  motor,  thereby  disarranging  the 
timing,  this  can  be  retimed  properly  by  meshing  the  cam  shaft  driving  gear,  cam  shaft  gear 
and  idler  gear  as  indicated  by  the  marked  teeth  and  spaces  on  each  of  these  respective  gears. 


Carburetter. — The  carburetter  is  of  special  design  and  on  account  of  its  con- 
struction, into  which  warm  air  is  used  for  carburation,  changes  of  atmospheric 
conditions  will  not  affect  its  efficiency,  therefore  avoiding  frequent  changes  in  the 
adjustment.  Each  carburetter  is  properly  regulated  before  leaving  the  factory,  and  it  should 
not  be  necessary  to  make  any  changes  in  its  adjustment.  If  for  any  cause  it  is  found 
necessary  to  adjust  the  carburetter  first  open  the  muffler  cut-out  with  the  engine  running 
and  see  that  the  spark  and  throttle  lever  is  advanced  to  about  1-3  the  length  of  the  sector. 
Next  loosen  the  lock  nut  oft  the  needle  valve  and  adjust  this  valve  until  the  engine  runs 
without  missing,  then  advance  spark  and  throttle  levers  gradually  until  the  engine  runs 
without  missing  and  attains  its  highest  speed.  Then  tighten  the  lock  nut  in  order  to  keep 
this  adjustment.  Should  the  carburetter  become  so  far  out  of  adjustment  that  the  engine 
refuses  to  start  after  cranking  close  the  valve  entirely  and  then  open  it  about  one  turn, 
after  which  the  engine  can  be  started,  and  then  follow  the  preceding  instructions  to  obtain 
the  correct  adjustment  No  change  should  be  made  in  the  adjustment  on  top  of  the  float 
chamber  unless  carburetter  floods  at  very  high  speed,  in  which  case  the  adjusting  screw 
should  be  turned  down  very  slowly  until  flooding  ceases.  Extreme  care  should  be  given 
to  this  adjustment  as  it  is  very  sensitive. 


Rear  Axle. — The  thrust  of  the  bevel  driving  gear  and  of  the  driving  shaft  is  taken  up  by 
large  ball  thrusts  suitably  backed  up  by  hardened  steel  washers  and  the  rear  wheels  run  on 
large  ball  bearings.  To  remove  the  differential  all  that  is  required  is  to  loosen  the  lock  ami 
adjusting  nuts  on  each  driving  shaft  or  axle  and  withdraw  the  axle  from  the  differential 
gears  and  bearings,  then  remove  the  two  caps  which  lock  the  bearings  for  the  differential 
gear  housings  and  the  entire  differential  system  with  the  bevel  gear  attached  may  be 
removed  from  the  case.

The  run  will  be  one  of  the  longest  yet  undertaken  in  the  West  this 
season.  The  course  will  lie  west  through  Pewaukee  and  Oconomowoc,  tc  Watertown: 
then  through  Waterloo  and  thence  to  Madison.  Returning  the  cars  will  go  via  Lake 
Mills.  The  time  limit  which  has  been  placed  on  cars  of  the  various  classes  allows  the 
running  time  to  be  about  fifteen  miles  per  hour  for  the  smaller  machines  and  about 
eighteen  miles  per  hour  for  the  larger  ones. 


Through  its  affiliated  clubs,  the  American  Automobile  Association  is  now  erecting  sign- 
boards in  California,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey.  New  York,  Ohio  and  Wis- 
consin. Preparations  are  being  made  for  similar  work  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Maine,  Maryland,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Vermont,  Virginia,  West 
Virginia  and  Washington.

held  on  a  course  near  Albany  on  September  14.  The  contest  is  open  to  amateur  drivers 
only.  The  competing  cars  must  be  four  cylinder  machines,  either  touring  cars  or  runa- 
bouts, not  exceeding  60  hp.  and  owned  by  residents  of  Albany,  Schenectady,  Rensselaer, 
Columbia  or  Saratoga  counties.  The  race  will  be  run  over  a  course  measuring  a  little 
more  than  fifteen  miles,  six  rounds  of  the  circuit  composing  the  race  distance.  The  cars 
will  be  started  at  one  minute  intervals. 


Great  enthusiasm  is  being  evinced  around  Schooley's  Mountain,  N.  J.,  over  the  hill- 
climbing  contest  to  be  held  there  on  July  4.  The  people  of  German  Valley  are  taking  a 
lively  interest  in  the  affair,  and  the  two  local  churches  have  notified  Promoter  Morgan 
that  the  women  members  will  serve  lunches,  so  that  none  of  the  visitors  may  go  hungry. 
The  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  a  branch  of  which  runs  to  German  Valley,  is  also 
assisting  by  hauling  clay  and  crushed  rock  to  fix  the  bumps  ih  the  road. 


The  race  track  at  Emeryville,  Alameda  County,  Cal.,  on  one  side  of  San  Francisco  Bay, 
and  the  track  at  Tanforan  Park,  San  Mateo  County,  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay,  have 
been  engaged  for  automobile  races,  the  first  of  which  will  take  place  at  Emeryville  on  July 
13.  The  program  will  include  attempts  by  Barney  Oldfield  to  beat  some  of  the  records, 
races  for  amateur  operators  and  for  motor  cars  of  various  degrees  of  power,  races  for 
stock  cars,  novelty  and  freak  contests.  After  the  meet  on  the  Emeryville  track  Barney 
Oldfield  will  go  over  to  the  west  side  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  will  race  on  the  Tanforan 
Park  track,  which  will  be  adapted  specially  for  automobile  speed  contests.  Both  are  horse 
race  tracks,  but  Tanforan  Park  has  been  disused  for  some  years. 


The  Milwaukee  Automobile  Club  and  the  Milwaukee  Automobile  Dealers'  Association 
are  planning  a  series  of  races  and  tests,  at  State  Fair  Park,  Wis.,  late  in  July,  probably 
13,  20  or  27.  The  longest  race  will  be  a  handicap  for  five  miles.  A  contest  is  planned  in 
which  cars  will  run  two  miles,  stopping  dead  at  every  quarter  to  pick  up  or  deposit  pas- 
sengers. On  July  29  the  dealers  will  have  a  contest  for  rough  road  work,  driving  into 
the  State  300  miles  and  back.  Owners  of  machines  may  join  in  the  dealers'  contests  on 
July  29,  and  have  a  reliability  contest  after  the  dealers  get  through. 

All  previous  records  were  lowered  at  the  twenty-four-hour  auto  grind  at  the  State  Fair  track, 
Detroit,  last  Friday  and  Saturday,  when  fobr  out  of  the  eight  cars  participating  bettered  the 
old  figures  by  several  hundred  miles.  Frank  Kulick,  driving  a  6-cyl.  Ford,  led  the  procession, 
covering  1,135  miles  in  twenty-four  hours,  according  to  the  official  returns.  Herbert  Lytle, 
with  a  50  hp.  Pope-Toledo,  was  a  close  second,  with  1,109  miles  to  his  credit.  C.  A.  Coey, 
in  a  Thomas  Flyer  of  60  hp.,  and  Joe  Gargham,  in  a  30  hp.  Wayne,  were  the  other  two 
who  succeeded  in  beating  the  old  record,  the  former  with  990  miles  and  the  latter  with  958 
miles.  The  best  previous  showing  was  826  miles,  made  by  the  Soules  brothers  in  a  Pope- 
Toledo  in  1905. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  automobile  celebration  to  be  held  in  connection  with 
the  Old  Home  Week  it  is  planned  to  hold  in  Boston  this  summer.  The  automobile  attrac- 
tions promise  to  occupy  an  important  position  in  the  list  of  amusements  for  the  thousands 
who  will  be  there.  It  has  been  decided  to  hold  gymkhana  sports,  a  hill  climb  and  a  parade, 
the  cars  to  be  decorated  for  the  latter. 


Boston  motorists  are  planning  an  endurance  contest  for  July  7,  to  Keene,  N.  H.,  and  return, 
through  Dublin,  a  distance  of  206  miles.  While  the  affair  will  not  be  a  "sealed  mechanism" 
event,  it  will  be  as  near  like  it  as  possible.  It  will  be  run  on  schedule,  and  those  partici- 
pating will  be  penalized  for  making  any  adjustments  whatever.

system  of  that  State.  He  says :  "I  endured  more  hardships  the  year  and  a  half  I  was 
out  there  than  all  the  rest  of  my  life.  There  are  very  few  roads  out  of  San  Francisco;  in 
fact,  they  are  not  roads,  but  mere  passages.  While  the  roads  leading  into  Los  Angeles 
are  fair,  they  are  far  from  being  excellent.  Our  severest  test  was  while  touring  the  south- 
ern part  of  California  through  sand  and  over  mountains.  At  times  we  were  compelled  to 
use  flat  bottom  boats,  the  rain  having  washed  away  the  roads  entirely.  Now  that  Cali- 
fornia has  recovered  from  the  earthquake,  the  State  has  taken  the  good  roads  movement 
that  is  so  rapidly  advancing  and  which  in  time  will  place  our  country  on  a  par  with  our 
foreign  neighbors.  California  has  adopted  the  convict  system  of  road  building  so  success- 
fully employed  by  other  States.  While  touring  through  Southern  California  we  >a\v  con- 
victs at  work  on  the  improvement  of  roads  with  their  camps  every  few  miles.  The  con- 
victs work  in  gangs  of  twenty  each,  with  an  armed  guard  to  each  gang.  California  holds 
charms  which  draw  large  and  increasing  numbers  of  motorists  each  year,  and  now  that 
good  roads  work  is  being  done,  the  Golden  Gate  State  will  become  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar touring  sections  of  our  country." 


With  the  belief  that  tarring  is  the  best  available  means  of  laying  dust  the  Roads  Improve- 
ment Association  of  Great  Britain,  financed  by  the  Royal  Automobile  Club,  has  been  en- 
deavoring to  find  a  machine  which  will  apply  tar  in  such  a  way  that  the  surface  of  the  road 
shall  be  welded  together  so  as  to  prevent  the  disintegration  often  associated  with  traffic, 
and  have  been  conducting  a  series  of  tar-spreading  trials.  The  competitors  were  as  fol- 
lows :  Aitken's  patent  pneumatic  tar  sprayer,  which  has  hitherto  been  exclusively  used  in  the 
county  of  Fife,  and  which  discharges  the  tar  from  the  spraying  nozzles  in  a  highly  diffused 
state,  securing  equal  distribution  and  penetration  of  the  surface.  Emulsifix,  which  has  been 
at  work  in  Lancashire  and  which  spreads  tar  oils  in  a  sub-divided  state  by  means  of  emul- 
sifying the  same  mechanically  with  water.  Johnston's  Lassailly  patent  tar  road  binder, 
which  employs  two  machines,  a  heater  and  a  spreader,  working  simultaneously.  This  ma- 
chine has  treated  seventy  miles  of  road  in  connection  with  the  Grand  Prix  race  of  the 
Automobile  Club  of  France.  Tarmaciser,  the  feature  of  which  is  the  heating  of  the  tar 
while  it  is  being  distributed,  before  being  brushed  into  the  interstices  of  the  road.  Tarspra 
u  the  title  of  a  tar-spraying  machine  drawn  by  a  motor-vehicle.  The  tar  is  forced  through 
pipes  to  the  atomising  nozzles  at  the  rear  of  the  appliance,  where  it  is  discharged  in  the 
form  of  a  fine  spray.  This  vehicle  was  entered  in  three  sizes,  of  200  gallon,  700  gallon,  and 
i.ooo  gallon  capacity  respectively.  The  Thwaite  anti-road  dust  system  had  a  distinctive  fea- 
ture in  raising  the  temperature  of  the  tar  to  a  degree  to  ensure  that  it  will  set  like  enamel 
on  the  materials  of  the  road.  The  complete  sequence  of  the  Thwaite  patented  apparatus  is 
intended  to  spray  the  tar  in  combination  with  the  mechanical  spreading  of  the  sand.  The 
results  of  the  competition  have  not  yet  been  made  public. 


Vigorous  protests  are  being  made  against  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Big  Four  railroad 
to  have  a  part  of  the  National  Road  abandoned  near  Indianapolis.  The  railroad  is  elevat- 
ing some  tracks  that  will  require  subways  and  claims  that  if  a  certain  portion  of  the 
National  Road  is  allowed  to  exist,  that  the  cost  of  track  elevation  will  be  much  greater. 
Property  owners  are  raising  a  storm  of  protest  over  the  attempt  to  abolish  part  of  the 
historic  old  highway  and  if  necessary  a  vigorous  fight  will  be  carried  through  the 
courts.  The  part  the  railroad  desires  to  be  vacated  is  a  small  portion  and  it  argues  that 
the  National  Road  can  easily  be  connected  with  another  road  that  will  pass  under  the 
tracks.

Strongly  Financed  Company  Formed  in  Indianapolis 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  3. — Within  a  short  time  this  city  will  have  its  first 
facton*  for  the  exclusive  manufacture  of  commercial  vehicles.  The  Indianapolis 
Motor  Car  Company,  recently  organized,  will  operate  the  factory,  and  the  first 
models  are  now  being  built. 

A  deal  has  been  closed  whereby  the  company  gets  a  site  on  New  York 
street,  between  Illinois  and  Capitol  avenues,  and  a  three-story  concrete  block 
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building  76  by  102  will  be  erected  at  once.  It  is  probable  that  the  first  cars 
will  be  turned  out  this  fall. 

Two  models  of  light  delivery  wagons  are  now  being  built  at  the  plant  of 
the  Speed  Changing  Pulley  Company.  One  of  these  will  be  a  1,500-pound 
wagon,  fitted  with  a  four-cylinder  Carrico  engine  and  shaft  drive.  The  other 
will  be  a  1,200-pound  wagon  with  a  two-cylinder  engine  and  double  side  chain 
drive.  They  will  sell  for  $1,500  and  $1,200  exclusively,  and  will  be  after 
original  designs . 

The  Indianapolis  Motor  Car  Company  was  recently  organized  with  $25,- 
000  capital,  and  has  temporary  quarters  on  Kentucky  avenue.  Members  of  the 
firm  are  Alfred  W.  Markham,  Reuben  A.  Radle  and  Paul  Smith,  all  of  whom 
are  just  out  of  Princeton  University.  Markham  recently  fell  heir  to  nearly 
$500,000  and  the  young  men  searched  half  the  country  over  for  a  suitable  loca- 
tion before  deciding  on  Indianapolis.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  24. — Traveling  across  country  in  a  so-called  auto- 
mobile street  car  with  a  party  of  orphan  children,  H.  M.  Draper,  formerly  head 
of  an  orphans'  home  at  Houghton,  Mich.,  hopes  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to 
establish  an  industrial  school  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  within  a  short  time. 

The  little  party  style  themselves  "The  Jolly  Entertainers/'  and  consist  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Draper,  their  little  daughter,  four  Norwegian  and  two  Italian 
children.  They  travel  over  land  in  the  automobile,  which  is  literally  a  house  on 
wheels,  either  sleeping  in  the  car  at  night  or  the  children  going  to  the  homes 
of  residents  of  the  various  cities  visited. 

G.  F.  Strong,  of  Kokomo,  built  the  car,  which  much  resembles  a  street  car 
and  is  driven  by  a  22  hp.  gasolene  engine  and  will  seat  22  persons.  It  is  capable 
of  a  speed  of  sixteen  miles  an  hour  and  is  said  to  be  the  only  car  of  its  kind  in 
the  country.

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Wilmington  Has  Its  Automobile  Day 

Wilmington-,  Del.,  June  22. — Today  was  automobile  day  in  Wilmington. 
Nearly  every  pleasure  machine  in  the  city  was  collected  in  Rockford  Park,  at  the 
site  of  a  statue  to  the  late  Hon.  Thomas  F.  Bayard,  the  first  American  Ambassa- 
dor to  the  Court  of  St.  James,  which  was  unveiled  during  the  afternoon,  in  the 
presence  of  about  5,000  persons. 

The  statue  occupies  a  commanding  site  in  the  park,  which  is  skirted  by  the 
famous  Park  Drive,  and  the  drive  for  a  long  distance  was  congested  with  au- 
tomobiles of  various  sizes  and  kinds.  Thus,  the  automobile  played  an  import- 
ant part  in  the  unveiling  of  the  monument,  which  was  featured  by  speeches  by 
Judge  George  Gray,  an  address  by  ex-President  Grover  Cleveland  which  was 
read  by  Prof.  John  B.  Moore  of  Columbia  University,  in  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Cleveland,  who  was  too  ill  to  leave  Princeton.  The  statue  was  unveiled  by  Mrs. 
Thomas  F.  Bayard,  the  widow.

Plenty  of  Perfect  Scores  in  Detroit  Century  Run 

Detroit,  Mich.,  June  24. — Fourteen  entries  and  eight  perfect  scores 
marked  the  second  century  tour  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Detroil  last  Satur- 
day. With  ideal  weather  conditions  and  the  roads  in  excellent  shape  the  event 
proved  an  unqualified  success.  The  tour  was  not  a  race  in  any  sense  of  the 
word,  but  the  schedule  for  the  big  cars,  calling  for  an  average  of  25  miles  an 
hour,  made  it  necessary  for  drivers  to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  and 
some  fast  miles  were  reeled  off  in  spots.  The  smaller  machines  were  allowed 
six  hours  in  which  to  complete  the  run. 

Former  President  E.  S.  George  finished  first  in  a  Packard,  C.  A.  Ducharme 
in  a  machine  of  the  same  make  being  second.  Others  finishing  with  a  clean 
score  were  F.  S.  Welch  and  A.  R.  Welch,  in  two  Welch  touring  cars,  George  E. 
Lane  in  a  Wayne,  T.  Finch  in  a  Pungs-Finch,  Stanley  Brooks  in  a  Mitchell  and 
E.  B.  Brigham  in  a  Cadillac  runabout. 

But  one  accident  marred  the  event,  B.  B.  Tatham,  driving  an  Olds,  bein^ 
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put  in  the  ditch  when  he  collided  with  a  car  traveling  in  the  opposite  direction, 
and  which,  although  turning  out  to  let  Tatham  by,  had  not  given  him  sufficient 
room.    Both  cars  were  badly  damaged,  although  the  drivers  escaped  unhurt. 
Luncheon  at  the  clubhouse  at  Pine  Lake  followed  the  run.

In  France,  as  stated,  this  material  has  been  used  since  1900,  when  the 
League  for  the  Suppression  of  Dust  reported  successful  experiments  with  it.

This  League  was  formed  to  abate  a  dust  nuisance  which  was  rapidly  making  the 
Riviera  positively  unpleasant  in  many  sections,  seriously  damaging  property 
values  at  the  great  resorts  of  that  district.  The  use  of  Tarvia  was  so  successful 
that  it  was  adopted  with  modifications  in  all  the  departments  of  France  and  it 
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is  now  the  standard  method  of  preserving  macadam  roads  throughout  the  French 
Republic. 

It  has  been  found,  as  set  forth  in  many  American  Consular  reports,  that  the 
use  of -tar  of  the  right  kind  results  in  economy  of  maintenance  of  upwards  of 
25  per  cent.,  wear  of  the  road  is  to  a  large  degree  prevented,  and  damage  by 
water  is  altogether  avoided.  *  Roads  which  formerly  used  to  be  sprinkled  several 
times  a  day  can  now  be  left  without  any  sprinkling,  despite  heavy-  automobile 
traffic,  and  no  dust  is  created.  In  this  country  successful  experiments  have' 
been  made  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Jackson,  Tenn.,  and  by  several 
of  the  State  engineers.  Almost  a  million  yards  of  park  roads  and  automobile 
thoroughfares  of  America  were  treated  with  Tarvia  during  1906,  and  the  au- 
thorities of  several  cities  have  announced  a  decision  to  make  use  of  Tarvia  on 
every  macadam  road  under  their  supervision. 

Tarvia  is  applied  hot  to  the  macadam  during  a  spell  of  warm  dry  weather. 
It  filters  into  the  top  surface  of  the  macadam  and  strengthens  the  natural  bond  of 
the  stone,  giving  it  an  appearance  resembling  asphalt  and  capable  of  receiving 
equally  heavy  traction  without  sustaining  damage. 


The  setting  of  police  traps  is  a  much  more  systematic  matter  in  England 
than  in  this  country,  while  the  traps  themselves  are  very  much  more  numerous. 
Several  years  ago  a  decision  was  handed  down  by  an  English  court  to  the  effect 
that  it  was  not  illegal  to  give  warning  of  the  existence  of  such  traps,  and  ever 
since  then  the  police  have  been  very  much  annoyed  and  their  traps  rendered 
abortive  by  the  light  of  publicity  thrown  on  them  partly  in  consequence  of  this 
decision. 

One  paper,  "The  Autocar,"  goes  so  far  as  to  publish  a  map  of  England, 
showing  the  roads  infested  by  police  traps,  accompanying  it  with  a  numbered  de- 
scription of  the  traps  of  which  some  90  are  shown,  thus  rendering  it  easy  for 
motorists  to  be  on  their  guard  in  such  place. 
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Setting  a  Standard  for  a  Real  Test 

So  easy  is  it  to  be  wise  after  the  event  that  the  very  men  who  a  fortnight 
ago  were  filling  the  air  with  denunciations  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  America 
for  instituting  a  test  so  severe  that  it  must  inevitably  end  in  disaster,  are  today 
exclaiming  that  such  contests  as  the  Sealed  Mechanism  event  are  too  easy  and 
too  elemental  to  occupy  the  time  of  busy  people. 

It  is  now  perfectly  plain  that  a  standard  has  been  set  up  by  which  cars  must 
hereafter  be  tried.  To  cover  a  course  of  150  or  175  miles  on  four  successive 
days  is  no  test  of  the  reliability  and  dependability  of  any  reputable  car.  This 
much  we  now  know.  Last  week's  contest  demonstrated  it  and  proved  how 
fallacious  was  the  reasoning  that  saw  in  such  an  event  a  process  of  elimination 
that  would  reduce  the  contenders  to  a  half  dozen  or  less.  A  week  ago  courageous 
indeed  was  the  man  who  contended  that  a  majority  of  the  cars  in  the  A.  C.  A. 
test  would  come  up  smiling  and  claim  from  the  club  one  of  the  handsome  and 
valuable  silver  cups  that  it  so  blithely  offered  to  give  to  the  owners  of  all  cars 
finishing  with  a  perfect  score.  Optimistic  observers  were  indeed  to  be  found 
who  believed  that  a  very  fair  proportion  of  the  cars  would  come  through  without 
disqualification.  But  the  general  opinion  was  that  under  the  strain  of  four  days' 
continuous  running  the  major  part  of  the  participating  cars  would  fall  by  the 
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wayside  and  be  put  out  of  the  contest  even  if  only  by  minor  mishaps.  The  ex- 
treme of  pessimism  was  reached  by  those  who  asserted  with  vehemence  that  not 
a  single  car  would  successfully  pass  the  ordeal. 

The  world  now  knows  that  nothing  need  happen  to  a  car  driven  under  such 
conditions  as  governed  last  week's  contest.  The  design  and  construction  of  the 
modern  automobile  approaches  perfection  sufficiently  to  render  it  certain  that 
the  engine  can  be  started  up,  the  clutch  thrown  in  and  the  car  started  on  its  15$ 
or  200  miles  run  with  almost  absolute  certainty  that  no  adjustment,  repair  or 
even  oiling  will  be  required. 

The  way  is  now  open  to  the  holding  of  similar  contests,  conducted  on  lines 
that  will  accomplish  a  double  purpose.  First,  give  a  test  more  severe  and  ex- 
acting by  far  than  the  one  just  ended,  including  in  it  speed  and  hill  climbing 
events;  second,  to  determine,  by  examination,  at  the  end  of  such  test,  the  condi- 
tion of  the  competing  car,  so  that  the  patched-up  vehicle  that  comes  limping 
home  on  two  or  three  "legs"  will  not  receive  the  same  credit  as  its  neighbor  that 
ends  each  day's  run  in  as  good  condition  as  it  started  it. 


On  another  page  is  given  the  summing  up  by  a  French  writer  of  the  reasons 
for  the  present  alarming  loss  of  prestige  of  French  makers,  due  to  the  failure  of 
French  cars  to  win  any  of  the  1907  races.  He  ascribes  this  result  to  the  absten- 
tion of  many  French  makers  from  all  the  big  racing  events,  the  disinclination  of 
others  to  build  special  racing  machines,  and  the  growing  practice  of  permitting 
cars  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  incompetent  or  reckless  millionaires  anxious  for 
racing  notoriety,  who  make  a  mess  of  the  matter  and  fail  utterly  to  measure  uj> 
to  the  standard  of  the  world's  great  drivers. 

So  long  as  French  cars  were  supreme  in  contests  of  speed  public  confidence 
was  retained,  but  the  instant  victories  in  contests — speed  or  otherwise —  began 
to  be  won  by  other  countries  that  instant  was  confidence  in  her  undisputed  supre- 
macy shaken.  The  result  is  shown  in  the  failure  of  France  to  maintain  her  gain 
in  the  export  of  cars. 

The  lesson  is  one  that  should  not  go  unheeded  in  this  country.  It  is  true 
that  no  great  reputations  have  been  built  solely  on  success  in  speed  contests.  In 
a  measure  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  such  successes  have  not  been  recorded.  But 
it  is  undeniable  that  public  confidence  and  support  have  been  secured  to  a  very 
large  extent  as  a  result  of  success  in  other  contests.  The  public  wants  to  know 
what  a  car  can  do,  and  it  believes  that  the  best  way  to  learn  this  is  through 
public  competitions.  Hence,  the  perennial  popularity  of  endurance  runs,  tours, 
non-stop  contests  and  the  like.
